5640- Urwa Ibn Az’zubair narrated from A’isha "Allah be pleased with 
her", the wife of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: 
The Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"No distress befalls a Muslim, even if it were the prick he receives from a 
thorn, but for which Allah expiates some of his sins." 


5641- both of Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri and Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased 
with them" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "Neither fatigue, disease, sorrow, sadness, hurt, nor distress befalls a 
Muslim, even if it were the prick he receives from a thorn, but for which 
Allah expiates some of his sins." 


5642- The same as above. 


5643- Abdullah Ibn Ka’b narrated from his father "Allah be pleased with 
him": Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The 
example of a believer is that of a fresh tender plant. Once the wind bends it 
and once it straightens it up again. (On the contrary), the hypocrite is like a 
pine tree (which keeps hard and straight) till it is uprooted one and all.” 
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5644- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The example of a believer 
is that of a fresh tender plant. From wherever the wind comes, it bends it. 
But when the wind becomes quiet, it becomes straight again. Similarly, a 
believer is afflicted with calamities. But he remains patient until Allah 
removes his difficulties. Otherwise, an impious wicked person is like a pine 
tree which keeps hard and straight till Allah breaks it down when He 
wishes." 


5645- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If Allah wants to do good 
to somebody. He afflicts him with trials." 


[2] One's suffering from disease 

5646- Masruq narrated from A’isha "Allah be pleased with her": I never 
saw anybody suffering from sickness so much more than The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. 

5647- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I visited The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" during his ailment; and 
he was suffering from a high fever. I said: "You have a high fever. Is it 
because you will have a double reward for it?" He said: "Yes, for no 
Muslim is afflicted with any harm but that Allah will remove his sins as the 
leaves of a tree fall down." 

[3] The most afflicted persons are The Prophets 

5648- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I visited The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" during his ailment; and 
he was suffering from a high fever. I said: "You have a high fever.” He 
replied: “Yes. I have a fever as high as that which afflicts two of you.” I 
asked: “Is it because you will have a double reward for it?" He said: "Yes, 
it is so. Indeed, no Muslim is afflicted with any harm, even the (break he 
receives from the) thorn, but that Allah will remove his sins as the leaves of 
a tree fall down." 
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[4] The obligation of visiting the patient 


5649- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Feed the hungry, 
visit the patient, and release the captive.” 


5650- Al’bara Ibn Azib “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered us to do seven 
(things) and forbade us from seven. He forbade us to wear golden rings, to 
use the silk, the Dibaj (a kind of silk), the thick silk, the cushions of silk 
stuffed with cotton (placed under the rider on the saddle), and the linen 
clothes containing silk (brought from an Egyptian town). He ordered us to 
follow the funeral processions, to visit the patients, and to greet (whomever 
one meets).” 


[5] Visiting the unconscious person 


5651- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I was 
suffering from a certain ailment when The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and Abu’bakr came walking to visit me. 
Saw me unconscious, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” performed ablution and poured the water of his ablution on 
me with the result that I came to my senses. I asked him: “O Messenger of 
Allah! What could I do with my wealth (concerning the inheritance)?” he 
gave me no reply until Allah sent down the (Qur’anic) verse of the 
inheritance. 


[6] The virtue of he, who has epilepsy 


5652- Ata Ibn Abu’rabah narrated: Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with 
both" said to me: "Shall I show you a woman of the people of Paradise?" I 
said: "Yes." He said: "This black lady came to The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" and said: “I have epilepsy attacks with the 
result that my body becomes uncovered; please invoke Allah for me.” The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said (to her): “If you 
wish, be patient and you will be admitted in Paradise; and if you wish, I 
will invoke Allah to cure you.” She said: “I will remain patient,” and 
added: “but I become uncovered, so, please invoke Allah for me that I may 
not become uncovered.” So, he invoked Allah for her." 
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[7] The virtue of he, who lost his eyesight 

5653- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "Allah said: “If I 
deprive my slave of his two beloved organs (his eyes), and he remains 
patient, I will admit him into Paradise in compensation for them. 

[8] The women’s visiting the (sick) men 

5654- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: When Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" reached Medina, 
Abu'bakr and Bilal became ill. I used to visit them and ask: “How are you 
my father? How are you Bilal?” When Abu'bakr's fever got worse, he 
would recite (this poetic verse): "Everybody is staying alive with his 
People, yet Death is nearer to him than His shoe laces." And Bilal, when 
his fever deserted him, would recite: "could I stay overnight in a valley 
wherein I would be surrounded by Idhkhir and Jalil (kinds of good¬ 
smelling grass). Could I, one day, drink the water of the Majana, and 
Would (The two mountains) Shama and Tafil appear to me!" I returned 
and mentioned that to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" who said: "O Allah! Make us love Medina, as we love Mecca or 
even more than that. O Allah! Give blessings in its Sa and Mudd 
(measures symbolizing food) and make the climate of Medina suitable for 
us, and divert its fever towards Al'juhfa." 

[9] Visiting the (sick) children 

5655- Abu’othman narrated: Usama Ibn Zaid “Allah be pleased with 
both” said that while he, Sa’d and Obai (Ibn Ka’b as we think) were with 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” a daughter of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent to him saying: “My 
daughter is dying; please come to attend (his death)." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” sent her his greetings and said: "It is for 
Allah what He takes, and what He gives; and everything in His sight has a 
limited time. So, she should hope for Allah's reward and remain patient." 
She again sent a message, beseeching him by Allah, to come. So, The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” got up, and so we did 
(and accompanied him). The child was placed on his lap while his breath 
was irregular. Tears flowed from the eyes of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”. Sa’d said to him: "What is this, O Allah's 
Apostle?" He said:” This Is Mercy, which Allah has implanted in the hearts 
of whomever He wished of His slaves. Allah never bestows His Mercy but 
on the merciful from amongst His slaves.” 
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[10] Visiting the (sick) Bedouins 

5656- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Once The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" paid a visit to a sick 
Bedouin. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him", when 
visiting a patient, used to say: "No harm will befall you! May Allah cure 
you! May Allah cure you!" So The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said to the Bedouin: "No harm will befall you. May Allah cure 
you!" The Bedouin said: "You say: may Allah cure me? No, for it is a fever 
which boils in (the body of) an old man, and will lead him to the grave." 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Yes, then may 
it be as you say." 

[11] Visiting the (sick) pagan 

5657- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that A Jewish boy, 
who used to serve The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, 
got seriously ill. When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” came to visit him he said to him: “Embrace Islam!” actually, he (the 
boy) embraced Islam (before he died). 

On the other hand, Sa’eed Ibn Al’musaiyyab narrated from his father 
that When Abu’talib was in his last breath, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” came to visit him (and urge him to embrace Islam). 

[12] When some people pay a visit to a patient and then the prayer 
time becomes due, and he leads them in prayer 

5658- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was ill when some people came 
to visit him. (When the time of the prayer became due) he led them in 
prayer as sitting while they prayed as standing behind him. The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" beckoned to them to sit down. 
Following the prayer, he said: “The Imam is to be followed: bow when he 
bows, raise up your heads when he raises his head, and if he prays sitting 
then pray sitting." (Abu Abdullah says: “This narration was annulled in 
view of the fact that the last congregational prayer performed by The 
Prophet (in the mosque) was offered while sitting and the people prayed as 
standing behind him.” It is true that Abu’bakr was the imam of this prayer, 
but he offered the prayer while following the prayer of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”.) 
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[13] Putting one’s hand over the (body of the) patient 

5659- A’isha Bint Sa’d narrated from her father: I was seriously ill at 
Mecca when The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came 
to visit me. I said: “O Allah's Apostle! 1 shall leave a good wealth, but my 
heir is only my daughter; shall I bequeath two thirds of my property to be 
spent in charity and leave one-third (for my daughter)?" He said: “No." I 
said: “Shall I make a will of a half and leave (the other) half?" He said: 
“No." I said: “Shall I bequeath one-third and leave two thirds?" He said: 
“One-third is alright, though even one-third is too much." Then he placed 
his hand on his forehead, passed it over my face and Abdomen, and said: 
“O Allah! Cure Sa’d and complete his emigration." I feel as if I have been 
feeling the coldness of his hand on my liver ever since. 

5660- Abdullah Ibn Mas’ood "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I 
visited The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" during his 
ailment. I touched his body with my hand, and he was suffering from a high 
fever. I said: "You have a high fever.” He replied: “Yes. I have a fever as 
high as that which afflicts two of you.” I asked: “Is it because you will have 
a double reward for it?" He said: "Yes, it is so. Indeed, no Muslim is 
afflicted with any such harm as ailment or so, but that Allah will remove 
his sins as the leaves of a tree fall down." 

[14] What the visitor would say to the patient and what he would 
reply 

5661- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I visited The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" during his ailment. I 
touched him, and he was suffering from a high fever. I said: "You have a 
high fever. Is it because you will have a double reward for it?" He said: 
"Yes, for no Muslim is afflicted with any harm but that Allah will remove 
his sins as the leaves of a tree fall down." 

5662- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Once The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" paid a visit to a sick 
Bedouin. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him", when 
visiting a patient, used to say: "No harm will befall you! May Allah cure 
you! May Allah cure you!" So The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said to the Bedouin: "No harm will befall you. May Allah cure 
you!" The Bedouin said: "You say: may Allah cure me? No, for it is a fever 
which boils in (the body of) an old man, and will lead him to the grave." 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Yes, then may 
it be as you say." 

[15] When one comes to the patient while walking, riding or letting 
somebody ride behind him 

5663- Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" rode a donkey, equipped 
with a velvet covering made in Fadak and he was riding behind him. He 
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was going to pay visit to Sa’d Ibn Obada; and this incident happened before 
the battle of Badr. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
passed by a gathering in which Abdullah Ibn Obai Ibn Salool was present, 
and that was before Abdullah Ibn Obai embraced Islam. Behold in that 
gathering there were people of different religions: there were Muslims, 
pagans, idol-worshippers and Jews, and in that gathering, Abdullah Ibn 
Rawaha was present. When a cloud of dust raised by the donkey reached 
that gathering, Abdullah Ibn Obai covered his nose with his garment and 
then said: "Do not cover us with dust." Then Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" greeted them, stopped, dismounted, and 
invited them to Allah (To embrace Islam) and recited to them the Holy 
Qur'an. On that, Abdullah Ibn Obai Ibn Salool said: "O man ! There is 
nothing better than that what you say. If it is the truth, then do not trouble 
us with it in our gatherings. Return to your mount and if somebody comes 
to you, relate (your tales) to him." On that, Abdullah Ibn Rawaha said: 
"Well, O Allah's Apostle! Bring it (What you want to say) to us in our 
gathering, for we love that." 

So, the Muslims, the pagans and the Jews started abusing one another 
until they were on the point of fighting with one another. The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" kept on quietening them till they 
became quiet, whereupon The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" rode his mount and proceeded till he entered upon Sa’d Ibn Obada. 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to Sa’d: "Did 
not you hear what Abu'hubab said?" He meant Abdullah Ibn Obai. “He said 
so-and-so." On that, Sa’d Ibn Obada said: "O Allah's Apostle! Excuse and 
forgive him, for Allah brought the Truth, which was sent to you at the time 
when the people of this town (Medina) had decided unanimously to crown 
him and tie a turban on his head (as chief). But when Allah opposed that 
(decision) through the Truth that Allah gave to you, he (Abdullah Ibn Obai) 
was grieved with jealousy. That caused him to do what you have seen." 

5664- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" came to visit me (while I was sick) and he 
was riding neither a mule, nor a horse. 

[16] The patient could complain of his aches or say, for instance: “O 
my head!”; and what about The Prophet Job’s saying: “truly distress 
has seized me, but thou art the Most Merciful of those that are 
Merciful.” (The Prophets 83) 

5665- Ka’b Ibn Ujra narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” passed by me while I was kindling a fire under a (cooking) 
pot. He said: “Do the lice of your head trouble you?" I said: “Yes." So he 
called a shaver to shave my head and ordered me to make the ransom for 
that." 

5666- Al’qasim Ibn Mohammad narrated: A’isha "Allah be pleased with 
her" complained of headache and said: "Oh my head!” Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I wish that it happened 
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while 1 was still living, for then I would ask Allah's Forgiveness and invoke 
Allah for you." A’isha said: “What a lost I am! By Allah, I think you want 
me to die; and if this happened, you would spend the last part of the day 
sleeping with one of your wives!" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "Nay, I would say: Oh my head! I am about to send for 
Abu’bakr and his son, and appoint him as my successor lest some people 
claimed something or others wished something, but then I said (to myself): 
Allah would not allow it to be otherwise, and the Muslims would prevent it 
to be otherwise (or “Allah would prevent it to be otherwise, and the 
Muslims would not allow it to be otherwise”).” 

5667- Abdullah Ibn Mas’ood "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 1 
visited The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" during his 
ailment. I touched his body with my hand, and he was suffering from a high 
fever. I said: "You have a high fever.” He replied: “Yes. 1 have a fever as 
high as that which afflicts two of you.” I asked: “Is it because you will have 
a double reward for it?" He said: "Yes, it is so. Indeed, no Muslim is 
afflicted with any such harm as ailment or so, but that Allah will remove 
his sins as the leaves of a tree fall down." 

5668- Amer Ibn Sa’d narrated from his father: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" visited me in the year of the last Hajj 
because I became seriously ill and was about to die. I told him: “I am 
reduced to this state because of illness and I am wealthy and have no 
inheritors except a daughter. Should I give two-thirds of my property in 
charity?” He said: “No.” I asked: “Half?” He said: “No.” Then I asked: 
“One-third?” he said: “One-third, and even one-third is much. You’d better 
leave your inheritors wealthy rather than leave them poor, begging others. 
You will get a reward for whatever you spend for Allah's sake, even for 
what you put in your wife's mouth.” 

[17] The patient’s saying (to his visitors when they disturb him): 
“Go away from me!” 

5669- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: When The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was on his 
death bed and in the home there were some people among whom was Omar 
Ibn Al’khattab, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “Come, let me write for you a statement after which you will not go 
astray." Omar said: “The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
is seriously ill; and you have the Holy Qur'an; so the Book of Allah is much 
more sufficient for us." The people who were present there differed and 
quarrelled. Some said: "Go near so that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” may write for you a statement after which you will not 
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go astray." But the others said as Omar said. When they made a clamor 
before The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Go 
away!" Obaidullah (the sub-narrator) reported: Ibn Abbas used to say: 
"What disastrous it was that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” was prevented by their disagreement and noise from 
writing that statement for them!" 

[18] One’s going with a sick child to somebody to invoke Allah for 
him 

5670- As'sa'ib Ibn Yazid "Allah be pleased with him" reported: My aunt 
took me to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: 
"O Allah's Apostle! This son of my sister has got a disease in his legs." So, 
he passed his hands on my head and invoked Allah's blessings for me. Then 
he performed ablution and I drank from the remaining water. I stood behind 
him and saw the seal of Prophethood between his shoulders, which was like 
the button of a small tent. 

[19] The patient’s hope for death 

5671- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None of you 
should hope for death because of a calamity befalling him. But if he has to 
do so, he should say: "O Allah! Keep me alive as long as life is better for 
me, and let me die if death is better for me. 

5672- Qais Ibn Abu’hazim narrated: We entered upon Khabbab "Allah 
be pleased with him" who was cauterized at seven places in his body. He 
said: "Our companions who died (during the lifetime of The Prophet) left 
without having their rewards (in this world) through enjoying the pleasures 
of this life, but we have got (so much) wealth that we find no way to spend 
It except on the construction of buildings. Had The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" not forbidden us to hope for death, I 
would have hoped for it.” We entered upon him once again while he was 
building a wall. He said: “A Muslim is rewarded (in the Hereafter) for 
whatever he spends except for what he spends on building." 
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5673- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "The good deeds 
of any person will not cause him to enter Paradise." They (The Prophet's 
companions) asked: “Not even you, O Allah's Apostle?” He said: "Not even 
me, unless Allah bestows His favour and mercy on me. So, be moderate in 
your religious deeds and do the deeds that are within your ability. 
Moreover, none of you should hope for death, for if he is a good doer, he 
may increase his good deeds, and if he is an evil doer, he may repent to 
Allah." 

5674- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (during his 
fatal ailment) while supporting his back against me, saying: “O Allah! 
Forgive me, bestow your mercy upon me, and let me join with the highest 
companions (in Paradise).” 

[20] The visitor's invoking Allah to cure the patient 

In this respect, it was mentioned that A’isha Bint Sa’d narrated 
from her father that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” invoked Allah for him (when he came to visit him) saying: “O 
Allah! Cure Sa’d!” 

5675- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: Whenever Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" visited a patient, or a 
patient was brought to him, he would invoke Allah saying: "Take away the 
disease, O the Lord of the people! Cure him, since you are the One Who 
cures. There is no cure but yours, a cure that leaves no disease." 

[21] The visitor’s performing ablution (to use the remaining water) 
for the patient 

5576- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came to me while I was 
sick. He performed ablution and poured the remaining water on me (or 
said: “Pour it on him") When I came to my senses I said: “O Allah's 
Apostle! I have no son or father to inherit me, so how will be my 
inheritance?" later, the Verse of inheritance was sent down. 
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[22] One’s invoking (Allah) for removing the epidemical disease or 
fever 

5677- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: When Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" reached Medina, 
Abu'bakr and Bilal became ill. I used to visit them and ask: “How are you 
my father? How are you Bilal?” When Abu'bakr's fever got worse, he 
would recite (this poetic verse): "Everybody is staying alive with his 
People, yet Death is nearer to him than His shoe laces." And Bilal, when 
his fever deserted him, would recite: "could I stay overnight in a valley 
wherein I would be surrounded by Idhkhir and Jalil (kinds of good¬ 
smelling grass). Could I, one day, drink the water of the Majana, and 
Would (The two mountains) Shama and Tafil appear to me!"

5678- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There is no disease that 
Allah has created without creating its treatment." 


[2] Could the man treat the woman and the woman treat the man? 


5679- Ar'rubaiy Bint "daughter of' Mu’awwidh "Allah be pleased with 
her" reported: We used to accompany The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" in the holy battles, providing the wounded (fighters) 
with water and treating them, and bringing the killed (from the 
battlefield)to Medina. 


[3] The treatment might consist in three things 


5680- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair narrated from Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with 
both": The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Cure 
comes from three things: A gulp of honey, cupping, and cauterizing, though 
I forbid my followers to use cauterization." 


5681- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair narrated from Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with 
both": The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Cure 
comes from three things: cupping, A gulp of honey, and cauterizing, though 
I forbid my followers to use cauterization." 
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[4] One's cure is in drinking honey 

and Allah's saying: " Then to eat of all the produce (of the earth), and 
find with skill the spacious paths of its Lord: there issues from within 
their bodies a drink of varying colours, wherein is healing for men: 
verily in this is a sign for those who give thought." (Bees 69) 

5682- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was fond of honey and the 
sweet edible things. 

5683- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I heard 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “If there is 
any cure in your medicine, then it is in cupping, a gulp of honey, or 
branding with fire (cauterization) what suits the illness , though I don't like 
to be cauterized." 

5684- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A 
man came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and 
said: "My brother has some Abdominal trouble." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: "Let him drink honey." The 
man came for the second time to whom The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: “Let him drink honey." He came for the third 
time and The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Let 
him drink honey." He returned and said: "I have done this.” The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" then said: "Allah has said the 
truth, but your brother's Abdomen is liar. Let him drink honey." He let him 
drink honey; and, consequently, he was cured. 

[5] Treating with the milk of camels 

5685- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Some people suffered 
from a certain disease when they said: “O Allah's Apostle! Give us shelter 
and food.” When they became healthy, they said: “The weather of Medina 
is not suitable for us." So he sent them to Al’harra with some she-camels of 
his and said: “Drink of their milk." When they recovered, they killed the 
shepherd of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and 
drove away his camels. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” sent some people in their pursuit. Then he got their hands and feet cut 
and their eyes branded with heated pieces of iron. I saw one of them licking 
the earth with his tongue until he died. 

The sub-narrator told that Al’hajjaj asked Anas to tell him of the 
strongest punishment The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” had used legally; and Anas related to him this tradition. Being 
informed of that, AThasan said: “I wished that he had not told him of it.” 
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[6] Treating with the camels urine 


5686- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The climate of 
Medina did not suit some people, so The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” told them to join his (camels) shepherd in order to 
drink their milk and urine (as a medicine). They joined the shepherd with 
the camels and drank their milk and urine until their bodies became healthy. 
Then they killed the shepherd and drove away the camels. Being informed, 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent some people in 
their pursuit. When they were brought, he ordered that their hands and feet 
should be cut, and their eyes be branded with heated pieces of iron. (This 
was, according to Ibn Sirin, before revealing the instructions of the legal 
punishments). 

[7) The black cumin 

5687- Khalid Ibn Sa’d narrated: We went out with Ghalib Ibn Abjar who 
fell ill on the way. When we arrived in Medina, he was still sick. Ibn 
Abu’atiq came to visit him and said to us: "Treat him with black cumin. 
Take five or seven seeds and crush them (and mix the powder with oil). 
Then drop the resulting mixture into his two nostrils. Indeed, A’isha "Allah 
be pleased with her" told: I heard The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" saying: "This black cumin is curing all diseases except The 
Sam.” I said: "What is Sam?” He said: "Death." 

5688- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" told: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "This black 
cumin is curing all diseases except The Sam.” Ibn Shehab said: “Sam is 
death." 


[8] What about Talbina for the patient? 

5689- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” was reported to have used to 
order that the Talbina should be prepared for the sick or grieved person. 
She used to say: I heard Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" saying: “The Talbina soothes the heart of the patient and 
relieves him from some of his sadness."” 
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5690- Hesham's father narrated: A’isha used to recommend Talbina (for 
the sick or sad person). She used to say: "(It is) disliked (by the patient) 
although (it is) beneficial.” 

[9] Treating with the medicine which is sniffed by one’s nose 

5691- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was cupped and he paid the 
wages to the one who cupped him. Then he took Medicine sniffed by nose. 

[10] Treating with the Indian and sea incense as sniffed by one’s 
nose 

5692- Ommu'qais Bint Muhsin "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: I 
heard The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "Treat 
with the Indian incense, since it is curative for seven diseases. It is to be 
sniffed by one having throat trouble. Furthermore, it might be put into one 
side of the mouth of a person suffering from pleurisy." 

5693- Once I went to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" with my son who ate no food. The boy passed urine on him 
whereupon he asked for some water, which he sprinkled over the place of 
urine. 

[11] When could one be cupped? 



5694- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was cupped while he 
was fasting. 

[12] What about one’s being cupped while being on journey or in 
the state of Ihram? 

5695- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was cupped while he 
was in the state of Ihram. 
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[13] What about cupping as a treatment 

5696- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" was reported to have been 
asked about the wages of the person who cups others. He told: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was cupped by 
Abu'taiba, to whom he gave two Sas of food and interceded for him with 
his masters who consequently reduced what they used to charge him daily. 
Then The Prophet said: "The best medicines with which you may treat 
yourselves are cupping and sea incense.” He added: "You should not 
torture your children by treating tonsillitis in such a way as to press the 
tonsils or the palate with the finger. But you might use incense." 

5697- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that he 
visited Al’muqanna during his ailment and said: “I will not leave till he gets 
cupped. Indeed, I heard The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” saying: “There is healing in cupping." 

[14] Cupping on one’s head 

5698- Ibn Buhaina "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, while being in the 
state of Ihram, was cupped on the middle of his head at Liha Al'jamal 
on the way to Mecca. 

5699- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was cupped on his 
head. 

[15] Cupping for the unilateral (or any kind of) headache 

5700- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was cupped on his head for an 
ailment from which he was suffering while being in a state of Ihram at a 
water place called Liha Al’jamal. 

5701- Ibn Abbas added: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” was cupped on his head for unilateral headache while 
he was in a state of Ihram. 

5702- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I heard 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “If there is 
any cure in your medicine, then it is in cupping, a gulp of honey. 
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(cauterization), though I don't like to be cauterized." 

[16] Shaving for one who is suffering from a certain trouble (in his 
head) 

5703- Ka’b Ibn Ujra “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came to me during the time of 
Al’hudaibiya, while I was kindling fire under a cooking pot, with lice 
falling down my head. He said: “Do your lice hurt your?" I said: “Yes." He 
said: “Shave your head and fast for three days or feed six poor persons or 
slaughter a sheep as a sacrifice." 

[17] What about the one who is cauterized or cauterizes others? 
and what about the merit of the one who is not cauterized? 


5704- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I heard 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “If there is 
any cure in your medicine, then it is in cupping, or branding with fire 
(cauterization), though I don't like to be cauterized." 


5705- Imran Ibn Husain “Allah be pleased with him” told: There is no 
practicing charm except for preventing the (effects of the) evil eye or the 
poison.” Being informed of that, Sa’eed Ibn Jubair said: Ibn Abbas "Allah be 
pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: “Nations were displayed before me; one or two prophets 
would pass by along with a few followers; a Prophet would pass by 
accompanied by nobody. Then a big crowd of people passed in front of me 
and I asked: “Who are they? Are they my followers?" It was said: “No. It is 
Moses and his followers.” it was said to me: “Look at the horizon.” Behold! 
There was a multitude of people filling the horizon. Then it was said to me: 
“Look there and there about the stretching sky!” Behold! There was a 
multitude filling the horizon. It was said to me: “This is your nation out of 
whom seventy thousand shall enter Paradise without reckoning.”” Then The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" entered his house without 
telling his companions who they (the 70,000) were. So the people started 
talking about the issue and said: "It is we who have believed in Allah and 
followed His Apostle; therefore those people are either ourselves or our 
children who are bom in the Islamic era, for we were born in the Pre-Islamic 
Period of Ignorance.” When The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" heard of that, he came out and said: "They are those who do not 
treat themselves by practising charm, nor do they believe in bad or good 
omen (from birds etc.) Nor do they get themselves cauterized. But they put 
their trust (only) in their Lord.” On that, Okasha Ibn Muhsin said: "Am I one 
of them, O Allah's Apostle?” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Yes." Then another person got up and said: "Am I one of 
them?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Okasha 
has anticipated you." 
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[18] What about the kohl as a treatment for the eye disease? 

5706- Ommu’salama “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The husband 
of a woman died and her eyes became sore. Her case was mentioned to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who was asked whether 
it was permissible for her to use kohl since her eyes were exposed to 
danger. He said: “Previously, when one of you was bereaved of a husband 
she would stay in her dirty clothes in a bad unhealthy house (for one year), 
and when a dog passed by, she would throw a globe of dung. No, (she 
should keep on her mourning) for four months and ten days.” 

[19] What about leprosy? 

5707- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There is no contagious 
disease to convey others without Allah's permission. There is also neither 
bad omen (from birds), Hamah (a kind of bird by which they used to have 
bad omen of one’s death if it came on his house’s roof), nor is there any 
bad omen in the month of Safar. One should run away from the leper as one 
runs away from a lion.” 

[20] The Manna is a medicine for the eye-trouble 

5708- Sa'eed Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The Kam’a (a kind 
of edible fungus) is like the Manna (in its being obtained without effort) 
and its water is a (medicine) cure for eye trouble." 

[21] Pouring the medicine through one side of one’s mouth 

5709- Both of Ibn Abbas and A’isha “Allah be pleased with them” 
narrated that Abu’bakr kissed The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” while being dead. 

5710- The same as above. 

5711- The same previous narration. 
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5712- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: We poured medicine 
in one side of The Prophet's mouth during his illness and he started 
pointing to us, meaning to say: "Don't pour medicine in my mouth." We 
said: "(It might be so) because a patient dislikes medicines." When he 
improved and felt a little better, he said: "Didn't I forbid you to pour 
medicine in my mouth?" We said: " (We thought it was because of) the 
dislike which patients have for medicines.” He said: "Let everyone present 
in the house be given medicine by pouring it in his mouth while I am 
looking at him, except Abbas since he did not witness you.” 

5713- Ommu’qais narrated: I went to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” having one of my sons whose palate and 
tonsils I had pressed with my finger as a treatment for a disease (of throat 
and tonsil). The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Why do you pain your children by pressing their throats! Use The Indian 
incense for it cures seven diseases, one of which is pleurisy. It is used as a 
snuff for treating throat and tonsil disease. It is inserted into one side of the 
mouth of he who is suffering from pleurisy." 


[221 


5714- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”, the wife of The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” narrated: When the health 
of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
deteriorated and his condition got serious, he asked the permission of his 
wives to allow him to be treated In my house; and they permitted him. He 
came out, supported by two men, with his legs dragging on the ground 
between Abbas and another man. (The sub-narrator told Ibn Abbas who 
said: “Do you know who the other man whom A’isha did not name was?” 
The sub-narrator said: “No.” Ibn Abbas said: “It was Ali.”) A’isha added: 
When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” entered my 
house and his disease became aggravated, he said: “Pour on me seven full 
water skins the tying ribbons of which had not been untied so that I may 
(get out to) give some advice to the people." So we made him sit in a tub 
belonging to Hafsa, the wife of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” and started pouring water on him from those water skins until he 
waved us to stop. Then he went out to the people, led them in prayer, and 
delivered a speech before them. 
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[23] What about the throat and tonsil disease? 

5715- Ommu’qais AFasdiyya, who was amongst the early Emigrant 
women who gave the pledge of allegiance to The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, and the sister of Okasha 
narrated that she went to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” having one of her sons whose palate and tonsils she 
had pressed with her finger as a treatment for a disease (of throat and 
tonsil). The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Why 
do you pain your children by pressing their throats! Use The Indian incense 
for it cures seven diseases, one of which is pleurisy.” 

[24] The medicine of the one having abdominal disease 

5716- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man came to 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “My 
brother has got loose motions.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said: “Let him drink honey." The man again (came) and said: “I 
got him drink (honey) but that made him worse.” The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah is true, and the Abdomen of 
your brother is liar." 

[25] There is no Safar 

5717- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There is no contagious 
disease to convey others without Allah's permission; nor is there any bad 
omen in the month of Safar; nor there is Hamah (a kind of bird by which 
they used to have bad omen of one’s death if it came on his house’s roof).” 
A Bedouin stood up and said: "Then what about my camels? They are like 
deer on the sand, but when a mangy camel comes and mixes with them, 
they all get infected with mange." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "Then who conveyed the (mange) disease to the first 
one?" 

[26] What about pleurisy? 

5718- Ommu’qais Al’asdiyya, who was amongst the early Emigrant 
women who gave the pledge of allegiance to The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, and the sister of Okasha 
narrated that she went to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” having one of her sons whose palate and tonsils she 
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had pressed with her finger as a treatment for a disease (of throat and 
tonsil). The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Fear 
Allah! Why do you pain your children by pressing their throats! Use The 
Indian incense for it cures seven diseases, one of which is pleurisy.” 

5719- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" reported that he was 
cauterized in the presence of Anas Ibn An’nadr and Abu’talha; and it was 
Abu’talha who cauterized him. He added: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" allowed one of the Ansar families to treat persons 
who have taken poison and who are suffering from ear ailment by 
practicing charm. Anas added: I got myself branded (cauterized) for 
pleurisy, during the lifetime of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him". Abu'talha, Anas Ibn An'nadr and Zaid Ibn Thabit witnessed 
that. It was Abu'talha who cauterized me. 

[27] Burning the mat to stop one’s bleeding (with its ashes) 

5720- Sahl Ibn Sa’d As’sa’idi “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
When the helmet broke on the head of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”, with his face covered with blood and his incisor tooth 
broke (during the Holy Battle of Ohud), Ali used to bring water in his 
shield while Fatima was washing the blood off his face. When Fatima saw 
that the bleeding increased because of the water, she took a mat, which she 
burnt and stuck (the burnt ashes) on the wound of The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. In this way, the bleeding 
stopped. 

5721- The same as above. 

5722- The same previous narration. 

[28] The fever is from the heat of The Hell 

5723- Nafi narrated that Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with 
both” reported from The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”: “The fever is from the heat of The Hell, so abate it with the water.” 
Nafi narrated that Abdullah Ibn Omar used to invoke (Allah saying): “O 
Allah! Remove the torment (in which the fever is involved) from us.” 
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5724- Fatima Bint Al’mundhir narrated that Asma Bint Abu'bakr "Allah 
be pleased with both" used, whenever a woman suffering from fever was 
brought to her, to invoke Allah for her and then sprinkle some water on her 
body, at the chest. She used to say: "Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" ordered us to abate fever with water." 

5725- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The fever is from the heat of The 
Hell, so abate it with the water.” 

5726- Abaya Ibn Rifa’a narrated from his grandfather Rafi Ibn Khadij 
“Allah be pleased with him”: I heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” saying: “The fever is from the heat of The Hell, so 
abate it with the water.” 

[29] What about one’s getting out from a land (whose atmosphere) 
does not suit him? 

5727- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Some people of the 
tribe of Ukl and Oraina arrived in Medina to meet The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”. They embraced Islam and said: "O 
Allah's Prophet! We are the owners of milch livestock (Bedouins) and not 
farmers." They found the climate of Medina inappropriate for them. So, 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered 
them to be given some milch camels and a shepherd. He ordered them to go 
out of Medina and drink the camels' milk and urine (as a kind of medicine). 
So, they set out and when they reached Al’harra, they reverted to 
Heathenism after embracing Islam. They killed the shepherd of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and drove away the 
camels. When this news reached The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him”, he sent some people in their pursuit. (After they had been 
caught and brought back to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”), The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” issued 
his order (of punishing them). Their eyes were branded with pieces of iron, 
their hands were cut off and they were left away in Harra until they died in 
that state. 

[30] What was mentioned regarding the plague 

5728- Ibrahim Ibn Sa’d narrated that he had heard Usama Ibn Zaid 
telling Sa’d: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“If you hear of the spread of the plague in a land, don’t approach it, and if a 
plague appears in a land where you are present, then don’t leave that land in 
order to run away from it (plague).” 
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5729- Abdullah Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Omar 
Ibn Al’khattab left for Sham. When he reached Sargh, the commanders of 
the (Muslim) army, Abu’obaida Ibn APjarrah and his companions met him 
and told him that an epidemic had broken out in Sham. Omar said: “Call for 
me the early emigrants." So, Omar called them, consulted and informed 
them that an epidemic had broken out in Sham. Those people differed in 
their opinions. Some of them said: “We set out aiming at a certain purpose 

I and we do not think that it is proper to give it up." The others said : "You 
have with you other people and the companions of The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. So we don’t advise that we take 
them to this epidemic." Omar said to them: "Leave me now." Then he said: 
“Call the Ansar for me." I called them whom he consulted and they 
followed the way of the emigrants and differed as they did. He then said to 
them: “Leave me now." He said: “Call for me the old people of Quraish 
who emigrated in the year of the Conquest of Mecca.” I called them and 
they agreed unanimously that: “We advise that you should return with the 
people and do not take them to that (land) of epidemic." So Omar 
announced: "I will ride back to Medina in the morning, so you should do 
the same." Abu’obaida Ibn Al’jarrah said : "Are you fleeing away from 
Allah’s decree?" Omar said: “Would that someone else had said such a 
thing, O Abu’obaida! Yes, we are fleeing from Allah’s decree to Allah’s 
decree. Don't you agree that if you had camels that went down a valley 
having two places, one green and the other barren, you would graze them 
on the green one only if Allah had ordained that, and you would graze them 
on the barren one just if Allah had ordained that?” At that time 
Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf, who had been absent because of some of his 
needs, came and said: “I have some knowledge about this. I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “If 
you hear about it (an outbreak of plague) in a land, do not go to it; but if 
plague appears in a land where you are staying, do not flee away from it.” " 
Omar thanked Allah and returned to Medina. 

5730- Abdullah Ibn Amer narrated: Omar Ibn Al’khattab left for Sham. 

i When he reached Sargh, he was informed (by the commanders of the 
Muslim army) that an epidemic had broken out in Sham. Then 
Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf told him that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If you hear about it (an outbreak of 
plague) in a land, do not go to it; but if plague appears in a land where you 
are staying, do not flee away from it.” 

5731- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessine and neace he unon Him” said: “Neither Al’masih 
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5732- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "(Death from) 
plague is martyrdom for every Muslim." 


5733- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Whoever (of Muslims) 
dies of an Abdominal disease is considered to be a martyr, and whoever 
dies of plague is regarded as a martyr." 


[31] The reward of the one who was afflicted with plague and kept 
patient 


5734- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" narrated that she asked Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" about the plague. He told 
her that it was a Punishment sent by Allah on whom he wished. 
(Meanwhile) Allah made it a source of mercy for the believers, for if one in 
the time of an epidemic plague stays in his country patiently hoping for 
Allah's Reward and believing that nothing will befall him except what 
Allah has written for him, he will get the reward of a martyr. 


[32] Practising charm with the last two Suras of The Qur’an 


5735- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Whenever Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" became ill, he used to 
recite the last two Suras of The Holy Qur'an and blow his breath over 
himself (after their recitation) and rub his hands over his body. So when he 
was afflicted with his fatal illness, I started reciting them and blowing my 
breath over him as he used to blow and made the hand of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him", in view of its blessing, pass over 
his body. 


[33] Practising charm with the opening (Sura) of The Book (of 
Qur’an) 


5736- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
Some of the companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” passed (on their way) by one of Arab tribes, which did not 
entertain them. While they were in that state, the chief of that tribe was 
bitten by a snake (or stung by a scorpion). 
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They said (to the companions of The Prophet): “Do you have any 
medicine with you or anybody who can treat with practicing charm?" the 
companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Since you rejected to entertain us, we will not treat (your chief) unless you 
pay us for it." So, they agreed to pay them a flock of sheep. One of them 
(the companions) started reciting The Opening Sura (of Al’fatiha), 
gathering and spitting his saliva (at the place of the snakebite). The patient 
got cured and his people presented the sheep to them, but they said: “We 
will not take it unless we ask The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” (about its legality)." When they asked him, he smiled and said: 
“How do you come to know that The Opening Sura of Al’fatiha could be 
used as a (treatment) charm? Take it (the flock of sheep) and assign a share 
for me." 

[34] Stipulating (a flock of) sheep (as wages for) practicing charm 

5737- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Some of the 
companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
passed by some people staying at a place where there was water, one of 
whom had been stung by a scorpion. A man from those staying near the 
water, came and said to the companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”: "Is there anyone among you who can practise 
charm (as a treatment) for near the water there is a person who has been 
stung by a scorpion." So one of the companions of The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” went to him and recited The Opening 
Sura of Al’fatiha in return for a sheep as his charge. The patient recovered 
and the man brought the sheep to his companions who disliked that and 
said: “You took fees for reciting Allah's Book." When they arrived in 
Medina, they said: “O Allah's Apostle! He took fees for (reciting) Allah's 
Book." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “You are most entitled to take fees for (practicing charm with 
reciting) Allah's Book." 

[35] Practicing charm (to be saved) from the evil eye 

5738- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" ordered me or somebody else to practise 
charm (if there was danger) from an evil eye. 

5739- Ommu'salama "Allah be pleased with her" narrated that The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saw in her house a girl 
whose face had a black spot. He said: "She is under the effect of an evil 
eye; so treat her by practicing charm." 

[36] (The effect of) an evil eye is a fact 

5740- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “(The effect of) an evil eye 
is a fact." He (The Prophet) prohibited tattooing. 
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[37] Practising charm to be saved from snake's bite or scorpion's 
sting 

5741- Abdur’rahman Ibn Al’aswad narrated from his father: I asked 
A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" about treating the poisonous sting (of 
scorpion or snake) with practicing charm. She told: "The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" allowed the treatment of poisonous sting 
by practicing charm.” 

[38] The Prophet's charm of treatment 

5742- Abdul’aziz narrated: Thabit and I entered into Anas Ibn Malik. 
Thabit said: “O Abu’hamza! I am ill." Anas said: “Shall I treat you with the 
charm of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”?" Thabit said: “Yes." Anas recited: "O Allah! The Lord of the people, 
the Remover of trouble! (Would You please) cure (the patient), for You are 
the curer. None brings about cure except for You; a cure that will leave 
behind no disease." 

5743- Masruq narrated from A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to treat some of his 
wives, passing his right hand over the place of ailment, and reciting: "O 
Allah! The Lord of the people, the Remover of trouble! (Would You 
please) cure (the patient), for You are the curer. No cure is there except for 
Yours; a cure that will leave behind no disease." 

5744- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to treat with a charm 
saying: “Remove the trouble, O Lord of people! The cure is in Your Hands, 
and there is none but You who can remove it (the ailment).” 

5745- Amra narrated from A’isha "Allah be pleased with her": The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to say to the patient: 
"In the Name of Allah, The earth of our land and the saliva of some of us; 
cured will be our patient by the will of Our Lord." 

5746- Amra narrated from A’isha "Allah be pleased with her": The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to say in his 
treatment charm (to the patient): "In the name of Allah, The earth of our 
land and the saliva of some of us; cured will be our patient by the will of 
Our Lord." 
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[39] One’s blowing while reciting the charm 

5747- Abu'quatada "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allairs blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "A good dream is 
from Allah, and a bad or evil dream is from Satan; so if anyone of you saw 
in his dream something which he disliked, he should blow thrice (on his left 
side) and should seek Refuge with Allah from its evil, for then it will not 
harm him."

5748- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Whenever the 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” went to bed every night, 
he used to cup his hands together over which he would blow after reciting 
The Suras of The Purity of Faith (Al’ikhlas), The Daybreak (Al’falaq), ana 
The Mankind (An’nas). Then he would pass his hands over his face and 
whatever he could reach of his body’s parts. When he was in his fatal 
illness, he used to order me to do that for him. 

5749- Abu'sa'eed "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Some of the 
companions of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" went 
on a journey till they reached some of the Arab tribes (at night). They asked 
the latter to entertain them, but they refused. The chief of that tribe was 
then bitten by a snake (or stung by a scoipion) and they tried their best to 
cure him but in vain. Some of them said (to the others): "Nothing has 
benefited him, will you go to the people who resided here at night, perhaps 
some of them might have something (as treatment)." They went to the 
group of the companions (of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him”) and said: "Our chief has been bitten by a snake (or stung by a 
scorpion) and we have tried everything but he has not benefited. Have you 
got anything (useful)?" One of them replied: "Yes, by Allah! I can recite a 
charm, but as you have refused to entertain us, I will not recite the charm 
for you unless you fix for us some wages for it." They agreed to pay them a 
flock of sheep. One of them then went and recited (The Sura of Al'fatiha): 
“Praise be to Allah, the Lord of the Worlds” and puffed over the chief who 
became all right as if he was released from a chain, and got up and started 
walking, showing no signs of sickness. They paid them wnat they agreed to 
pay. Some of them (The companions) then suggested distributing their 
earnings among themselves. But the one who performed the recitation said: 
"Do not divide them till we go to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" and narrate the whole story to him, and wait for his order." 
So, they went to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and narrated the story. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" asked: "How did you come to know that The Sura of Al'fatiha was 
recited as charm?" Then he added: "You have done the right thing. 
Distribute (what you have earned) and assign a share for me." 

[40] The charm reciter passes his right hand over the ached part of 
one’s body 

5750- Masruq narrated from A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon hinr used to treat some of 
them, passing his right hand over the place of ailment, and reciting: 
"(Would you please) remove the trouble, 0 Lord of the people! (Would 
You please) cure (the patient), for You are the curer. No cure is there but 
Yours; a cure that will leave behind no disease." 
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[41] The woman recites a treatment charm for the man 

5751- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”, during his fatal illness used to blow (on 
his hands and pass them) over his body while reciting the last two Suras. 
When his disease got aggravated, I used to recite them for him and blow 
(on his hands) and let him pass his hand over his body in view of its 
blessing. 

[42] What about those who don’t practise charm? 

5752- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Nations were displayed 

I before me: A prophet would pass by along with one, a Prophet along with 
two, a Prophet with a few followers, and a Prophet with nobody. Then a big 
crowd of people passed in front of me and I hoped that they might have 
been my followers. It was said: “They are Moses’s followers.” it was said 
to me: “Look at the horizon.” Behold! There was a multitude of people 
filling the horizon. Then it was said to me: “Look there and there about the 
stretching sky!” Behold! There was a multitude filling the horizon. It was 
said to me: “This is your nation out of whom seventy thousand shall enter 
Paradise without reckoning.”” Then the people dispersed and The Prophet 
did not tell them who they (the 70,000) were. So the people started talking 
about the issue and said: "As for us, we were bom during the time of 
heathenism, but we believed in Allah and his Messenger.

Then 
another person got up and said: "Am I one of them?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Okasha has anticipated you." 

[43] What about the bad omen? 

5753- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There 
is neither contagious disease to convey to others (without Allah's 
permission), nor bad omen (from birds or so); but an evil omen may be in 
three: a woman, a house, or an animal." 

5754- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard Allah’s 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "There is no 
pessimism. The best omen is the optimism." They asked: "What is the 
optimism?" He said: "A good word that one of you hears (and takes as a 
good omen).” 
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[44] What about the good omen? 

5755- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "There is no 
pessimism.

5758- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" gave his verdict about two ladies 
of the Hudhail tribe who had fought each other and one of them had hit the 
other with a stone. The stone hit her Abdomen and since she was pregnant, 
the blow killed the child in her womb. They both filed their case with The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who judged that the 
blood money for what was in her womb was a slave or a slave girl. The 
guardian of the woman who was fined said: "O Allah's Apostle! Shall I be 
fined for a creature that neither drank nor ate, neither spoke nor cried? A 
case like that should be nullified." On that The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "This is one of the brothers of soothsayers.” 

5759- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported that two women 
fought each other and one of them had hit the other with a stone, (and since 
she was pregnant), the blow killed the child in her womb.

On that The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "This is one of the brothers of soothsayers.” 
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5761- Abu’mas’ood “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” prohibited taking the price of a 
dog, the money taken by the prostitute, and the earnings of a soothsayer. 

5762- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was asked about the 
foretellers. He said: “They are nothing." They said: “O Allah's Apostle! 
Sometimes they tell us of a thing which turns out to be true." The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “A 
Jinn snatches that true word which he pours Into the ear of his friend, the 
foreteller, who mixes with it one hundred lies." 

[47] What about magic? 

and Allah’s saying: “They followed what the evil ones gave out (falsely) 
against the power of Solomon: the blasphemers were, not Solomon, but the 
evil ones, teaching men magic, and such things as came down at Babylon to 
the angels Harut and Marut. But neither of these taught anyone (such 
things) without saying: "We are only for trial; so do not blaspheme." They 
learned from them the means to sow discord between man and wife. But 
they could not thus harm anyone except by Allah's permission. And they 
learned what harmed them, not what profited them. And they knew that the 
buyers of (magic) would have no share in the happiness of the Hereafter. 
And vile was the price for which they did sell their souls, if they but 
knew!”

He further said: “and a magician shall not be successful to whatever 
point (of skill) he may attain.” (Ta Ha 69) 

He Almighty said: “Is this (one) more than a man like yourselves? will 
ye go to witchcraft With your eyes open?” (The Prophets “Al’anbiya” 3) 

Allah said too: “it seemed to him on account of their magic (that it) 
began to be in lively motion!” (Ta Ha 66) 

He said: “From the mischief of those who practise Secret Arts.” (The 
Daybreak “Al’falaq” 4) 
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5763- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: Magic was worked 
on The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" by Labid Ibn 
Al’a’sam.

[49] Would the (things with which) the magic (was worked) be taken 
out? 

In this respect, Quatada said: I asked Sa’eed Ibn Al’musaiyyab: “What 
about a man who was bewitched to the extent that he was prevented from 
approaching his wife? Could he be able to disclose (the magic object)?” 
Sa’eed replied: “There is no harm in it as long as it is aiming at removing 
the evil, whatever is beneficial of that was not prohibited.” 
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5765- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Magic was worked 
on The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” so 
that he used to think that he had sexual relations with his wives though he 
actually did not do. (Sufyan said: “That is the heaviest of magic since it has 
such an effect”). Then one day he said: “O A’isha! Do you know that Allah 
inspired me concerning the matter about which I asked Him? Two men 
came to me, one of whom sat near my head and the other sat near my feet. 
The one near my head asked the other: “What is wrong with this man?” 
The latter replied: “He is under the effect of magic.” The first one asked: 
“Who has worked magic on him?” The other replied: “Labid Ibn Al’a'sam, 
a man from Banu’zuraiq who was an ally of the Jews and was a hypocrite.” 
The first one asked: “What material did he use?” The other replied: “A 
comb and the hair gathered on it.” The first one asked: “Where (did he put 
it)?” The other replied: “In a skin of pollen of a male date palm tree kept 
under a stone in the well of Dharwan.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” went to that well and took out those things. He said: 
"That was the well which was shown to me (in my dream). Its water looked 
like the infusion of Henna leaves and its date-palm trees looked like the 
heads of devils." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
further said: “Then that thing was taken out.” I said: "Why do you not 
disclose (the magic object)?" He said: “Allah has cured me; and I dislike 
letting evil spread among my people."

5768- Amer Ibn Sa’d narrated from his father: Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He who eats many (or seven, 
according to another narration) Ajwa dates every morning (before eating 
anything), will not be affected by poison or magic on the day he eats them." 

5769- Amer Ibn Sa’d narrated : I heard Sa’d saying: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "He who eats 
seven Ajwa dates every morning (before eating anything), will not be 
affected by poison or magic on the day he eats them." 

[53] There is no Hamah 

5770- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There is no contagious 
disease to convey others without Allah's permission; nor is there any bad 
omen in the month of Safar; nor there is Hamah (a kind of bird by which 
they used to have bad omen of one’s death if it came on his house’s roof)-” 
A Bedouin stood up and said: "Then what about camels? They are like deer 
on the sand, but when a mangy camel comes and mixes with them, they all 
get infected with mange." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Then who conveyed the (mange) disease to the first one?" 

5771- Abu’salama narrated that he heard Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased 
with him" telling: The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: " The cattle (sheep, cows, camels, etc.) suffering from a disease 
should not be mixed up with healthy ones.”

5777- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: When Khaibar 
was conquered, a roasted poisoned sheep was presented to The Prophet as a 
gift (by the Jews). The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
ordered: "Let all the Jews who have been here, be gathered before me." The 
Jews were collected (to whom) The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "I am going to ask you a question. Will you tell the truth?” 
They said: "Yes, O Abul’qasim.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" asked: "Who is your father?" They replied: "So-and-so." He 
said: "You are liars; your father is so-and-so." They said: "You are right." 
He said: "Will you now tell me the truth, if I ask you about something?" 
They replied: "Yes, O Abul'qasim; and if we tell a lie, you can realize it as 
you have done regarding our father." On that, he asked: "Who are the 
people of the (Hell) Fire?" They said: "We shall remain in the (Hell) Fire 
for a short time, and after that you will replace us." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" Said: "You may be cursed and humiliated 
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in it! By Allah, we shall never replace you in it.” Then he asked: "Will you 
now tell me the truth if I ask you a question?" They said: "Yes, O 
Abul'qasim." He asked: "Have you poisoned this sheep?" They said: "Yes." 
He asked: "What made you do so?" They said: "We wanted to know: if you 
are a liar, we will get rid of you, and if you are a Prophet, then the poison 
will not harm you." 


[56] Drinking poison; and using it as a treatment

5778- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever purposely throws 
himself from a mountain and is killed, will be in the (Hell) Fire falling 
down into it, wherein he will live perpetually forever. Whoever drinks 
poison and kills himself with it, will be carrying his poison in his hand and 
drinking it in the (Hell) Fire wherein he will remain eternally forever. 
Whoever kills himself with an iron weapon, will be carrying that weapon in 
his hand, with which he will be stabbing his Abdomen in the (Hell) Fire 
wherein he will stay eternally forever." 

5779- Amer Ibn Sa’d narrated : I heard my father saying: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "He who eats 
seven Ajwa dates every morning (before eating anything), will not be 
affected by poison or magic on the day he eats them." 

[57] What about the she-asses milk? 

5780- Abu'tha'laba Al’khushani "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" prohibited eating 
(the meat of) wild beasts having fangs. (Az’zuhri said: “It was not before I 
went to Sham when I heard this narration.”) 

5781- Al’laith told: Yunus said: I asked Ibn Shehab: "May we offer 
ablution with the milk of she-asses or drink it, or drink the bile of wild 
animals or urine of camels?" He replied: “Muslims used to treat themselves 
with that in which they saw no harm. As for the milk of she-asses, we were 
informed that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” forbade eating their meat, but we had no information whether 
drinking their milk was permitted or forbidden.” 
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As for the bile of wild animals, Ibn Shehab said: “Abu’idris Al’khawlani 
told me that Abu’tha’laba Al’khushani had told him that The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had forbidden eating the 
meat of every wild beast having fangs.” 

[58] When a fly falls in one's utensil 

5782- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If a fly falls in the utensil 
of any of you, let him dip all of it (into the utensil) and then throw it away, 
for in one of its wings there is a disease and in the other there is a cure 
(antidote for it)." 
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(77) The Book of Clothes 

[1] Allah’s saying: “Say: who hath forbidden the beautiful (gifts) of 
Allah, which He hath produced for his servants, and the things, clean 
and pure, (which He hath provided) for sustenance?” (The Heights 32) 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Eat, drink, 
wear clothes, and give in charity but without neither dissipation nor 
haughtiness.” 

Ibn Abbas said: “Eat whatever you want, and wear whatever you wished 
of clothes as long as you are far from debauchery and pride.” 

5783- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated That 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will 
not look on the Day of Judgment at he, who drags his robe (behind him) out 
of pride." 

[2] What about he, who does not drag his rope out of pride 

5784- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated That 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “He, who 
drags his robe (behind him) out of pride, Allah will not look at him on the 
Day of Judgment." Abu'bakr said: "One side of my robe slacks down unless 
I get very cautious about it." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "But you do not do that out of pride." 

5785- Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: We were with 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" when the sun 
eclipsed. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" stood 
up dragging his cloak till he entered the Mosque. We entered (with him). 
He led us in a two-Rak’a-prayer till the sun (eclipse) cleared. Then The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" addressed us saying: 
"The sun and the moon are two of Allah’s signs. So whenever you see these 
eclipses pray and invoke (Allah) till the eclipse is over." 

[3] Rolling up the sleeves of one’s cloak or garment 

5786- Awn Ibn Abu’juhaifa narrated from his father: I saw Bilal 
bringing a short spear (or stick), which he fixed in the ground, and then he 
announced the prayer establishment. I saw The Messenger of Allah 
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“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” coming out, wearing a cloak 
with its sleeves rolled up. He then offered a two-rak’a prayer while facing 
the stick. I saw the people and animals passing in front of him beyond the 
stick. 

[4] The part of the lower garment that hangs below the ankles is in 
the fire 

5787- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The part of a lower 
garment which hangs below the ankles is in the Fire." 

[5] Dragging one’s garment out of haughtiness 

5788- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated : The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah 
will not look on the Day of Judgment at he, who drags his robe (behind 
him) out of pride and arrogance." 

5789- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
(or Abul’qasim) “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “While a 
man was walking, clad in a two-piece garment, full of pride, with his hair 
well-combed, suddenly Allah made him sink into the earth. Indeed, he will 
go on sinking into it until The Day of Judgement.” 

5790- Salim Ibn Abdullah narrated that his father had told him: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “While a man was 
dragging his garment behind him, suddenly Allah made him sink into the 
earth. Indeed, he will go on sinking into it until The Day of Judgement.” 

5791- Muharib Ibn Dithar narrated: I heard Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah 
be pleased with both" telling That Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: “He, who drags his robe (behind him) out of 
pride, Allah will not look at him on the Day of Judgment." 

[6] What about the fringed garment? 

in this respect, it was mentioned that Az’zuhri, Abu’bakr Ibn 
Mohammad, Hamza Ibn Osaid and Mo’awiya Ibn Abdullah Ibn Ja’far 
had put on fringed garments. 
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5792- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”, the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” narrated: The wife of Rifa’a 
Al’qurazi came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” while I was sitting, and Abu’bakr was present. She said: “O 
Messenger of Allah! I was the wife of Rifa’a who divorced me irrevocably. 
Then I married Abdur’rahman Ibn Az’zubair who, by Allah, O Allah's 
Apostle, has only something like a fringe of a garment”, Showing the fringe 
of her veil. Khalid Ibn Sa’eed, who was standing at the door, and had not 
been admitted, heard what she had said (to The Prophet). He said: “O 
Abu’bakr! Why do you not prevent this lady from saying such things 
openly before Allah's Apostle?" No, by Allah, The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” did nothing but smiled. Then he 
said to the woman: "Perhaps you want to return to Rifa’a? That is 
impossible unless Abdur’rahman consummates his marriage with you." 
This (case) became the tradition afterwards. 


[7] What about the garments? 


in this context, Anas told: A Bedouin pulled the garment of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. 


5793- Ali “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” asked for his garment, which he put on 
and set out walking, followed by Zaid Ibn Haritha and I till he reached the 
house where Hamza was. He asked for permission to enter, and we were 
given permission. 


[8) Wearing the shirt 


Allah Almighty said telling of (The Prophet) Yusuf: “Go with this 
my shirt, and cast it over the face of my father: he will come to see 
(clearly).” (Yusuf 93) 
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5794- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: A man asked: 
“O Messenger of Allah! What clothes should a Muhrim wear?" The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “A Muhrim should 
not wear a shirt, trousers, a hooded cloak, or socks made from thick fabric 
or leather unless he cannot get slippers, provided that he should wear only 
what is below the ankles (and cut the part that covers them)." 

5795- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to (the grave of) 
Abdullah Ibn Obai after his body was buried. He ordered The body be 
brought out and put on his knees. Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" put his saliva over the body and clothed it in his shirt, 
and Allah knows better. 

5796- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: When 
Abdullah Ibn Obai died, his son came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “O Messenger of Allah! Give 
me your shirt in which I would shroud my father's body, please offer a 
funeral prayer for him, and invoke Allah for his forgiveness." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” gave him his shirt and said : 
“Inform us when you finish (and when the funeral procession gets ready) 
call us.” After he had finished he told The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” who proceeded to lead his funeral prayer but Omar 
stopped him and said: “Didn't Allah forbid you to offer the funeral prayer 
for the hypocrites when He said: “Whether thou ask for their forgiveness, 
or not, (their sin is unforgivable): if thou ask seventy times for their 
forgiveness, Allah will not forgive them: because they have rejected Allah 
and His Messenger; and Allah guideth not those who are perversely 
rebellious”?” (The Repentance 80) then Allah sent down: “Nor do thou 
ever pray for any of them that dies, nor stand at his grave; for they rejected 
Allah and His Messenger, and died in a state of perverse rebellion.” 
(Repentance 84) in this way, he (The Prophet) did not offer the funeral 
prayer for him. 

[9] What about the garment’s pocket? 

5797- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” set forth an 
example for a miser and a charitable persons by comparing them to two 
men wearing two iron cloaks with their hands raised to their breasts and 
necks. Whenever the charitable man tries to give a charitable gift, his iron 
cloak expands till it becomes so wide that it covers his fingertips and wipes 
out his tracks. On the contrary, whenever the miser wants to give a 
charitable gift, his cloak is tightened over him so much, and every ring 
becomes stuck to its place. Abu’huraira commented: I saw The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” putting his finger in the 
pocket of his shirt like that. If you but saw him, trying to widen it but it did 
not widen. 
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[10] One’s wearing a garment with tight sleeves while being on 
journey 

5798- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” went 
out to answer the call of nature. On his return, I brought some water to him. 
He performed the ablution while he was wearing a Shami cloak. He rinsed 
his mouth, washed his nose by putting water in it and then blowing it out, 
and washed his face. Then he tried to take out his hands through his sleeves 
but they were tight, so he took them out from underneath, washed them and 
passed wet hands over his head and over his leather socks. 


[11] What about (wearing) the woolen cloak in the holy battles? 

5799- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
One night I was with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” on a journey. He asked (me): "Do you have water?" I replied in the 
affirmative. So, he dismounted and went away till he disappeared in the 
darkness of the night. Then he came back and I poured water for him from 
the pot (for the ablution). He washed his face and hands. Because he was 
wearing a woollen cloak (the sleeves of which were tight), he could not 
take his arms out of it. So, he took them out from underneath the cloak. 
Then he washed his forearms and passed his wet hands over his head. Then 
I tried to take off his leather socks, but he said: “Leave them, for I had 
performed ablution before I put them on." He passed his wet hands over 
them. 


[12] What about the silken cloak? 

5800- Al'miswar Ibn Makhrama "Allah be pleased with both" reported: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" distributed some 
cloaks but did give none to Makhrama. Makhrama said (to me): "O son! 
Accompany me to Allah's Apostle." When I went with him, he said: "Call 
him to me." I called him (The Prophet) for my father. He came out wearing 
one of those cloaks and said: "We kept this (cloak) for you (Makhrama)." 
Makhrama looked at the cloak and said: "Makhrama is pleased." 

5801- Uqba Ibn Amer "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was given a silk cloak as 
a present, which he wore while praying. After he had finished his prayer, he 
took it off violently as if he strongly disliked it and said: "It is not the dress 
of Allah-fearing pious people." 
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[13] What about the hooded cloaks? 

5802- Mu’tamir narrated: I heard my father: I saw Anas wearing a 
yellow hooded cloak, made of wool. 

5803- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: A man 
asked: “O Messenger of Allah! What clothes could a Muhrim wear?” The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” replied: “Do 
not wear shirts, turbans, trousers, hooded cloaks, or leather socks except if 
someone cannot get slippers, then he can wear leather socks after cutting 
them short below the ankles. Do not wear clothes perfumed with saffron or 
wars.” 

[14] What about the trousers? 

5804- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Whoever cannot get a 
lower garment, can wear trousers, and whoever cannot wear sandals can 
wear leather socks (after cutting them short below the ankles)." 

5805- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: A man 
got up and asked: “0 Messenger of Allah! What clothes do you order us to 
wear when we become in the state of Ihram?” The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” replied: “Do not wear shirts, 
trousers, turbans, hooded cloaks, or leather socks except if someone cannot 
get sandals, then he can wear leather socks (after cutting them short) below 
the ankles. Do not wear clothes perfumed with saffron or wars.” 

[15] What about the turbans? 

5806- Salim narrated from his father from The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “A Muhrim should not wear 
shirts, trousers, turbans, hooded cloaks, clothes perfumed with saffron or 
wars, or leather socks except if someone cannot get sandals, then he can 
wear leather socks after cutting them short below the ankles.” 
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[16] Covering one’s head and a part of face with cloth-covering 

5807- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Many Muslims 
emigrated to Ethiopia to which Abu’bakr also prepared himself for the 
emigration. But The Prophet “Allah’s blessing ana peace be upon him” said 
(to him): "Wait, for I nope that Allah will allow me also to emigrate." 
Abu’bakr said: “Let my father and mother be sacrificed for you! Do you 
hope that?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Yes." So Abu’bakr waited to accompany The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” and fed two she-camels he had on the leaves of 
As’samur tree regularly for four months. 

One day while we were sitting in our house at midday, someone said to 
Abu’bakr: "Here is Allah's Apostle, coming with his head and a part of his 
face covered with a cloth-covering at an hour he never used to come to us." 

Abu’bakr said: “Let my father and mother be sacrificed for you, (O 
Prophet)! An urgent matter must have brought you here at this hour." The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came and asked the 
permission to enter, and he was admitted. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” entered and said to Abu’bakr: "Let those who are 
with you go out." Abu’bakr replied: “They are just your family. Let my 
father be sacrificed for you, 0 Allah's Apostle!" 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I have 
been allowed to leave (Mecca)." Abu’balcr said: “ I shall accompany you, O 
Allah's Apostle, Let my father be sacrificed for you!" 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Yes." 

Abu’bakr said: “O Messenger of Allah! Let my father be sacrificed for 
you. Take one of these two she-camels of mine." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I will take it but after paying its 
price." 

So, we prepared their baggage and put their journey food In a leather 
bag. Asma Bint Abu’bakr cut a piece or her waist belt with which she tied 
the mouth of the leather bag. That is why she was called “The Lady of The 
Two Waist Belts”. Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” and Abu’bakr went to a cave in a mountain called Thawr where they 
remained for three nights. Abdullah Ibn Abu’bakr, who was a young 
intelligent man, used to stay with them at night and leave before dawn so 
that in the morning, he would be with the Quraishi people at Mecca as if he 
had spent the night among them. If he heard of any plot planned by the 
Quraishi people against The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” and Abu’baler, he would understand and inform them of it when it 
became dark. Amer Ibn Fuhaira, the freed slave of Abu’bakr used to graze 
a flock of milch sheep for them. He used to take those sheep to them an 
hour after the Isha prayer. They would sleep well till Amer Ibn Fuhaira 
awakened them when it was still dark. He used to do that nightly during 
those three nights. 

[17] What about the helmet? 

5808- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: In the year 
of the conquest of Mecca The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” entered Mecca wearing a helmet on his head. 
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[18] What about Hibra, Shamla, and Burda? 

5809- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While I was walking 
with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who was 
wearing a Najrani outer garment with a thick hem, a Bedouin came upon 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and pulled his 
garment so violently that I recognized the impress of the hem of the 
garment on his (The Prophet’s) shoulder, caused by the violence of his (The 
Bedouin’s) pull. Then the Bedouin said: "Order for me something from 
Allah's Fortune which you have." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” turned to him smiling, and ordered that a gift should be given 
to him. 

5810- Sahl "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A woman brought a 
woven Burda (edged sheet) to The Prophet. (Then Sahl asked them whether 
they knew what Burda is. They said that Burda is a cloak; and Sahl 
confirmed their reply). Then the woman said: "I have woven it with my 
own hands and I have brought it so that you may wear it." The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" accepted it, and at that time, he 
was in need of it. So, he came out wearing it as his waist-sheet. Touched it, 
a man praised it and said: "Will you give it to me? How nice it is!" The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Well.” He sat in 
the gathering as long as Allah wished for him. Then he (left, took off the 
Burda,) folded it up and sent it to the man. The other people said: "You 
have not done the right thing as The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" is in need of it and you have asked for it when you know that he 
never turns down anybody's request." The man replied: "By Allah, I have 
not asked for it to wear but to make it my shroud." Later it was his shroud. 

5811- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"From among my followers, about seventy thousand will enter Paradise 
without reckoning, whose faces will be shining like the moon." Okasha Ibn 
Muhsin Al’asadi got up, lifting his covering sheet and said: “O Messenger 
of Allah! Invoke Allah for me to be one of them." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "O Allah! Make him one of them." 
Then another man from The Ansar got up and said: “O Allah's Apostle! 
Invoke Allah for me to be of them." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Okasha anticipated you." 
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5812- Quatada narrated: I asked Anas: “What type of garment was most 
beloved to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”?” he 
replied: “The Hibra (a type of Yemenite cloth).” 


5813- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The most beloved 
garment to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" to wear 
was the Hibra (a kind of Yemenite cloth). 

5814- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” reported: When Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" died, he was covered with a 
green square decorated garment (Hibra Burda). 

[19] What about the square garments? 

5815- both of A’isha and Abdullah Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with 
them" narrated: When the last moment of the life of Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came he started putting his 
square garment on his face. When he felt hot and short of breath, he took it 
off his face and said: "May Allah curse the Jews and Christians for they 
built the places of worship at the graves of their Prophets." The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was warning (Muslims) of what 
those had done. 

5816- The same as above. 

5817- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" prayed in a square garment having marks. 
During the prayer, he looked at its marks. So when he finished the prayer 
he said: "Take this square garment of mine to Abu'jahm in view of the fact 
that it diverted my attention from the prayer, and get me the coarse garment 
(without marks) of Abu’jahm" (Ibn Hudhaifa Ibn Ghanim from Banu’adi 
Ibn Ka’b). 

5818- Abu’burda narrated: A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” took out 
for us a (square) garment and a coarse waist-sheet and said: “The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” died in those 
two (garments).” 
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[20] Wrapping oneself in a single garment 

5819- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" forbade two kinds of sales: touching and 
throwing. (The former is a kind of sale in which the deal would be completed if 
the buyer touches a thing, without seeing or checking it properly. The latter is a 
kind of a sale in which the deal would be completed when the seller throws a thing 
towards the buyer giving him no opportunity to see, touch or check it.) (He 
forbade also) two prayers: Two Rak’as after the Fajr prayer until the sun rises, and 
two Rak’as after the Asr prayer until the sun sets. (The Prophet further forbade) 
sitting on buttocks with knees close to Abdomen and feet apart with the hands 
circling the knees, while wrapping oneself with a single garment, without having a 
part of it over the private parts; and wrapping one's body with a garment so that he 
cannot raise its end or take one's hand out of it. 

5820- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" forbade two kinds of clothes 
and two kinds of sales: he forbade touching and throwing. The former is a way of 
transaction according to which the buyer just touches the garment he wants to buy 
at night or by daytime, and that touch would oblige him to buy it. The latter means 
that a man throws his garment at another and the latter throws his at the former 
and the barter is complete and valid without examining the two objects or being 
satisfied with them. As for the two types of garments: Covering only one shoulder 
with the garment, so that the other would seem to be naked with nothing to cover 
it, and sitting on buttocks with knees close to Abdomen and feet apart with the 
hands circling the knees, while wrapping oneself with a single garment, without 
having a part of it over the privates. 

[21] Sitting on one’s buttocks with feet apart, knees close to the abdomen, 
and hands circling the knees while wearing a single garment 

5821- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" forbade two types of garments: sitting on 
buttocks with knees close to Abdomen and feet apart with the hands circling the 
knees, while wrapping oneself with a single garment, without having a part of it 
over the private parts; and covering just one side of one’s body with a garment so 
that it cannot cover both his two sides. He also forbade touching and throwing (in 
sales). 

5822- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade covering only one 
shoulder with the garment, (so that the other would seem to be naked with nothing 
to cover it), and sitting on buttocks with knees close to Abdomen and feet apart 
with the hands circling the knees, while wrapping oneself with a single garment, 
without having a part of it over the privates. 

[22] What about the black square garments? 

5823- Ommu’khalid Bint Khalid narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” was given some clothes including a black square garment. 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “To whom shall we 
give this to wear?" The people kept silent whereupon The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Go and get Ommu’khalid for me." She 
was brought carried (since she was still small at that time). The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” took the square garment in his hands which he 
made her wear and said: “May you live so long that your dress will wear out and 
you will mend it many times." On the square garment, there were some green or 
pale signs, which The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saw and 
said: “O Ommu’khalid! This is Sanah (beautiful in Ethiopian).” 
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5824- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When Ommu’sulaim 
gave birth to a child, she said to me: "0 Anas! Watch this boy carefully and 
give him nothing to eat or drink before taking him to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” tomorrow morning for putting his saliva 
mixed with a date juice into his (the child’s) mouth." In the morning, I took 
the child to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who 
was sitting in a garden, wearing a Huraithiyya square garment, and 
branding the she-camel, which he was riding during the Conquest of 
Mecca. 

[23] What about the green clothes? 

5825- Ikrima narrated: Rifa’a divorced his wife who was then married to 
Abdur’rahman Ibn Az’zubair Al’qurazi. A’isha said that the woman, 
wearing a green veil, (came and) complained to her of her husband and 
showed her a green spot on her skin (caused by beating). It was the habit of 
women to support each other, so when The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” came, A’isha said: “I have never seen any 
woman suffering as much as the believing women. Look! Her skin is 
greener than her clothes!" When Abdur’rahman heard that his wife had 
gone to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, he came 
with his two sons from another wife. She said: “By Allah! I have done no 
wrong to him but he is impotent and is as useless to me as this," holding 
and showing the fringe of her garment. Abdur’rahman said: “By Allah, O 
Allah's Apostle! She is liar! I am very strong and can satisfy her but she is 
disobedient and wants to return back to Rifa’a." The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to her: "If that is your plan, 
then you should know that it is unlawful for you to remarry Rifa’a before 
Abdur’rahman approaches (has sexual intercourse with) you." Then The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saw two boys with 
Abdur’rahman and asked (him): "Are these your sons?" On that, 
Abdur’rahman said: “Yes." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said (to her wife): “(How do) you claim what you claim (of his 
impotency)? But by Allah, these boys resemble him as a crow resembles a 
crow." 

[24] What about the white clothes? 

5826- Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: On the day of (The 
Holy Battle of) Ohud, I saw on the right and on the left of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” two men wearing white clothes, 
whom I had neither seen before, nor did I see afterwards. 
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5827- Abu'dharr "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I came to The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" while he was wearing 
white clothes and sleeping. Then I went back to him again after he had got 
up from his sleep. He said: "Nobody says: “There is no God (to be 
worshipped) but Allah” and then later on he dies while believing in this, 
except that he will enter Paradise.” I said: "Even if he committed adultery 
and theft?” He said: "Even If he committed adultery and theft.” I said: 
"Even if he committed adultery and theft?” He said: "Even If he committed 
adultery and theft.” I asked: "Even if he committed adultery and theft?" He 
answered: "Even If he committed adultery and theft, in spite of Abu'dharr's 
dislike.” (Abu'dharr "Allah be pleased with him" was used to tell people 
this narration commenting: "In spite of Abu'dharr's dislike.”) (Abu 
Abdullah said: “This will happen when one, approaches death or even 
before death, repents, regrets, and says: “There is no God but Allah”, then 
all of his sins will be forgiven.”) 

[25] Wearing and spreading silk for men; and how much can one 
use of it? 

5828- Abu’othman narrated: The message of Omar "Allah be pleased 
with him" came to us while we were with Utba Ibn Farqad in Azerbaijan, 
according to which Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" had forbidden using silk except this much. Then he pointed out with 
his index and middle fingers. By that, he meant embroidery. 

5829- Abu’othman An’nahdi narrated: Omar "Allah be pleased with 
him" wrote (a message) to us while we were in Azerbaijan, according to 
which The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" had forbidden 
using silk except this much. The Prophet pointed out with his two fingers 
(illustrating this). Zuhair (the sub-narrator) raised his index and middle 
fingers. 

5830- Abu’othman narrated: While we were with Utba, Omar wrote to 
us: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There is 
none who wears silk in this worldkbut that he will wear nothing of it in the 
Hereafter." Abu’othman pointed out with his middle and index fingers. 

5831- Ibn Abu’laila narrated: While Hudhaifa was at Mada'in, he asked 
for water. The chief of the village brought him a silver utensil, which 
Hudhaifa threw away and said: “I threw it away because I told him not to 
use it, but he has not stopped using it. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “The silk, Dibaj, gold, and silver are for them 
(unbelievers) in this world and for you (Muslims) in the Hereafter.”" 
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(77) The Book of Clothes 


5832- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated from The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “He, who wore the silk in this 
world, would not wear it in the hereafter.” 


5833- Thabit narrated: I heard Ibn Az’zubair delivering a speech, in 
which he said: Mohammad “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“He, who wore the silk in this world, would not wear it in the hereafter.” 


5834- Ibn Az’zubair narrated: I heard Omar saying: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “He, who wore the silk in 
this world, would not wear it in the hereafter.” 


5835- Omar narrated from The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”: “None wears silk in this world, but he who will 
have no share in the Hereafter." 


[26] Touching the silk without wearing it 


5836- Al’bara "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A silken garment 
was presented to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”, 
which we started touching and were fascinated by its beauty and 
smoothness. He asked: “Are you fascinated by it?” we replied: “Yes.” He 
said: "No doubt, the handkerchiefs of Sa’d Ibn Mu'adh in Paradise are 
better than this." 


[27] Spreading silk 


In this respect, Abu’obaida said: “It (spreading the silk) is equal, in sin, 
to wearing it.” 
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5837- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" forbade us to drink or eat in the 
gold or silver utensils. He also prevented us from wearing or sitting on the 
silk. 


[28] Wearing the Qassi 


It was, according to Ali, special linen garment containing silk made 
and brought from Egypt. 

5838- Ibn Azib “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade us (to use) the red silken 
cushion (put on the saddles), and the Qassi (a linen garment containing silk, 
brought from Egypt). 


[29] It is allowed for men to wear silk because of scratching 


5839- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated that both of 
Abdur'rahman and Az’zubair had been allowed by The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" to wear (a shirt of) silk (for each) because 
of a certain skin disease which caused scratching. 


[30] What about silk for women? 


5840- Ali “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” gave me a silken suit 
which I wore, but when 1 saw the (signs of) anger on his face. I cut it into 
pieces which 1 distributed amongst my wives. 


5841- Omar Ibn Al'khattab "Allah be pleased with him" narrated that he 
had seen a silken cloak (being sold) at the gate of the Mosque and said to 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "I wish you

would buy this to wear on Fridays and also on occasions of the arrival of 
the delegations." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
replied: "This will be worn by a person who will have no share (reward) in 
the Hereafter." Later on, Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" sent a similar cloak to Omar Ibn Al'khattab. 

On that, Omar said: "O Allah's Apostle! You have given me this cloak 
although I heard you passing such and such a remark." Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "I gave you this just to 
sell or to give as a present.” 

5842- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that he had seen a red 
silken garment worn by Ommu’kolthoom “Peace be upon her”, the 
daughter of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”. 

[31] The clothes and carpets, which were allowed by The Prophet 

5843- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: For one year I 
wanted to ask Omar about the two women who backed up each other 
against The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” but I was 
afraid of him. One day he dismounted his riding animal and went among 
the trees of Arak to answer the call of nature. When he returned, 1 asked 
him and he said: “A’isha and Hafsa." He further said: “During the days of 
the Pre-Islamic period of ignorance, we used not to regard women as 
something of importance. However, when Islam came and Allah mentioned 
their rights, we used to give them their rights but did not allow them to 
interfere in our affairs. Once there was some dispute between me and my 
wife who answered me back loudly. I said to her: “Strange! You can retort 
in this way?” She said: “Yes. Do you say this to me while your daughter 
hurts Allah's Apostle?” Therefore, I went to Hafsa to whom I said: “I warn 
you not to disobey Allah and His Apostle.” I first went to Hafsa and then to 
Ommu’salama whom I told the same. She said to me: “O Omar! What a 
surprise it is that you interfere in our affairs so much that you would poke 
your nose even into the affairs of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” and his wives!” in this way she denied my advice. 
There was an Ansari man, in case of whose absence from The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and my presence, I 
would convey to him what had happened (on that day). Similarly, the more 
I was absent and he was present there, the more he would convey to me 
what had happened as regards news from The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”. 

During that time, all the rulers of the nearby lands had surrendered to 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” except 
the king of Ghassan in Sham, of whose attacking us, we were afraid. 
Suddenly, the Ansari came and said: “A great event happened!” I asked 
him: “What is it? Did the Ghassani (king) come?” He said: “Greater than 
that! The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
divorced his wives!” 
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I went and found all of them weeping in their dwellings, and The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had ascended to an 
upper room of his, at whose door there was a slave to whom I went and 
said: “Ask the permission for me to enter." He admitted me and I entered. I 
saw The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” lying on a mat 
that had left its imprint on his side. Under his head there was a leather 
pillow stuffed with palm fibers. Behold! There were some hides hanging 
there and some grass for tanning. Then I mentioned what I had said to 
Hafsa, Ommu’salama, and what she replied to me. The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” smiled and stayed there for 
twenty nine days before he came down." 

5844- Hind Bint Al’harith narrated from Ommu’salama “Allah be 
pleased with her”: One night The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” got up and said: “There is no God (to be worshipped) but Allah! 
How many afflictions have been sent down tonight, and how many 
treasures have been disclosed! Who will go and wake up (for offering the 
night prayers) the woman dwellers of these rooms? Many well dressed 
souls in this world might be naked on the Day of Judgement." 

[32] What one says to he, who wears a new garment 

5845- Ommu’khalid Bint Khalid narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” was given some clothes including a black 
square garment. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “To whom shall we give this to wear?" The people kept silent 
whereupon The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Go and get Ommu’khalid for me." She was brought to The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” took the square garment in his hands, which he 
made her wear and said: “May you live so long that your dress will wear 
out and you will mend it” twice. On the square garment, there were some 
green or pale signs, which The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” saw and said: “O Ommu’khalid! This is Sanah (beautiful in 
Ethiopian).” 

[33] What about using saffron for men? 

5846- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported that The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" had prevented men from using 
saffron. 
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[34] What about the garment dyed with saffron? 


5847- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both’’ narrated that The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had forbidden the Muhrim to 
wear a garment dyed with Saffron or Wars (kind of perfume). 


[35] What about the red cloak? 


5848- Al’bara Ibn Azib "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was of moderate height. 
Once I saw him wearing a red cloak. I had never seen more handsome than 
him. 


[36] What about the red silken cushion (put on the saddle)? 


5849- Al’bara Ibn Azib “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered us to do seven 
(things) and forbade us to do seven. He ordered us to visit the patients, to 
follow the funeral procession, to reply to the sneezer (by saying: May Allah 
bestow His Mercy upon you, if he says: Praise be to Allah), (to help others 
to fulfill their oaths, to help the oppressed, to greet (whomever one meets), 
and to accept the invitation (to the wedding banquet)). He forbade us to 
(wear golden rings, to use silver utensils), to use the silk, the Dibaj, the 
thick silk, the linen clothes containing silk (brought from an Egyptian 
town), and the red cushions of silk stuffed with cotton (placed under the 
rider on the saddle). 


[37] The non-hairy shoes 


5850- Sa’eed Abu’maslama narrated: I asked Anas "Allah be pleased 
with him": “Did The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" use 
to pray while wearing his shoes?” He answered: “Yes.” 


5851- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" was reported to 
have been addressed by Ibn Juraij who exclaimed: "I saw you doing four 
things which nobody other than you did them.” Ibn Omar asked: “What are 
they, O Ibn Juraij?” he said: “I never saw you touching any corner of the 
Ka'ba except these (two) facing south (Yemen) and I saw you wearing 
shoes made of tanned leather and dyeing your hair with Henna. I also 
noticed that whenever you were in Mecca, the people assume Ihram just 
when they see the new moon crescent (first of Dhul'hijja) while you did not 
assume Ihram before the eighth of Dhul'hijja (Day of Tarwiya).” Abdullah 
replied: "Regarding the comers of Ka'ba, I never saw Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" touching except those facing 
south (Yemen). Regarding the tanned leather shoes, no doubt I saw Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" wearing non-hairy shoes 
and he used to perform ablution while wearing the shoes (by washing his 
feet and then putting on the shoes). Therefore, I love to wear similar shoes. 
As for dyeing hair with Henna, no doubt I saw Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" dyeing his hair with it; that is why I like 
to dye (my hair with it). 
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Regarding Ihram, I did not see Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" assuming Ihram until his mount had proceeded with 
him for Hajj (on the eighth of Dhul'hijja).” 

5852- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade A 
Muhrim to wear clothes perfumed with saffron or wars, or leather socks 
except if someone cannot get sandals, then he can wear leather socks after 
cutting them short below the ankles. 

5853- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Whoever cannot get a 
lower garment, can wear trousers, and whoever cannot wear sandals can 
wear leather socks (after cutting them short below the ankles)." 

[38] Starting with wearing one’s right shoe 

5854- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to like starting from 
the right (side) in his ablution, combing, and putting on his shoes. 

[39] Taking off one's left shoe (first) 

5855- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah’s Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If you want to put on your 
shoes, put on the right shoe first; and if you want to take them off, take the 
left one off first. Let the right shoe be the first to be put on and the last to be 
taken off." 

[40] None of you should walk, wearing only one shoe 

5856- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None of you should walk, 
wearing only one shoe. He should either take both off, or put on both." 
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[41J What about (making) two leather straps for the sandal? 


5857- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that the (two) sandals 
of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
two leather straps. 


5858- Isa Ibn Tahman narrated: Anas Ibn Malik brought out for us two 
sandals having two leather straps. Thabit Al’bunani said: “These were the 
sandals of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”." 


[42] What about the red leather tent? 


5859- Awn Ibn Abu’juhaifa narrated from his father: I came to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” while he was in a red 
leather tent, and I saw Bilal taking the remaining water of the ablution of 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, from which the 
people were taking and rubbing on their faces. Whoever could get nothing 
of it, would take from the moisture of the hand of his companion (which he 
would rub on his face). 


5860- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” called for the Ansar 
whom he gathered in a leather tent. 


[43] Sitting on the mat or so 


5861- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” used to construct a room with a (piece of) 
mat at night so that he could pray therein, which he used, during the day, to 
spread out and sit on. The people started coming to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” at night to offer the prayer behind him. 
When they increased, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” faced them and said: “0 people! Do only those good deeds, which are 
within your ability, for Allah does not get tired (of giving reward) until you, 
get tired. However, the best deeds to Allah are the permanently constant 
ones even if they are few.”

[44] What about (the cloaks) having golden buttons? 

5862- Al'miswar Ibn Makhrama "Allah be pleased with both" reported 
that his father had said to him: “O son! I was informed that some cloaks 
were brought to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
which he distributed. Accompany me to Allah's Apostle." Went to him, we 
found him in his home. He said: "Call him to me." I regarded it as a great 
thing and said: “Shall I call The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” to you?” he said: “O my son! He is not an irresistible 
one.” I called him (The Prophet) for my father. He came out wearing a 
cloak of Dibaj, having golden buttons and said: "We kept this (cloak) for 
(you) Makhrama." Then he gave it to him. 

[45] What about the gold ring? 

5863- Al’bara Ibn Azib “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered us to do seven 
(things) and forbade us to do seven. He forbade us to wear golden rings, to 
use the silk, the thick silk, the Dibaj, the linen clothes containing silk 
(brought from an Egyptian town), the red cushions of silk stuffed with 
cotton (placed under the rider on the saddle), and the silver utensils. He 
ordered us to visit the patients, to follow the funeral procession, to reply to 
the sneezer (by saying: May Allah bestow His Mercy upon you, if he says: 
Praise be to Allah), to greet (whomever one meets), to accept the invitation 
(to the wedding banquet), to help others to fulfill their oaths, and to help the 
oppressed. 

5864- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” prevented wearing the 
gold ring. 

5865- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” wore a gold ring placing 
its stone towards the palm of his hand. The people started wearing such 
gold rings. So, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
threw away that golden ring for a silver one instead. 

[46] What about the silver ring? 

5866- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: “The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” wore a gold or silver 
ring placing its stone towards the palm of his hand, on which he engraved: 
“Mohammad, The Messenger of Allah”. The people also started wearing 
such gold rings. When he saw them wearing such rings, he threw it away 
and said: “I would never wear it again.” Then he wore a silver ring, and the 
people wore also the silver rings.” 
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Ibn Omar added: “After him, Abu’bakr wore this ring, then Omar, and 
then Othman, until it fell down into Aris well.” 

(47] 

5867- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” wore a gold ring. 
(When he saw that people started wearing such gold rings) he threw it away 
and said: “I would never wear it again.” Then people threw away their 
rings. 

5868- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that he saw 
a silver ring on the hand of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” only for one day. Then the people had silver rings 
made for and worn by them. (When) The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” threw away his ring, people also threw 
away their rings. 

(48J The stone of the ring 

5869- Humaid narrated: Anas was asked: “Did The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” wear a ring?" Anas said: “Once he 
delayed the Isha prayer till midnight. Then he came, facing us, as if I am 
Looking at the glitter of his ring, and said: “People prayed and slept, but 
you are in prayer as long as you are waiting for it." 

5870- Humaid narrated from Anas “Allah be pleased with him” that the 
ring of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was made of 
silver, of which its stone was also made. 

[49] What about the iron ring? 

5871- Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A woman 
came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
and said: "O Allah's Apostle! I came to present myself to you." He raised 
his eyes, looked at her, and then lowered his head. (When the woman saw 
that he did not make any decision) she sat down for a long time. On that, a 
man from his companions got up and said: ”0 Allah's Apostle! If you are 
not in need of this woman, then marry her to me." The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Do you have anything to 
give to her (as a dower)?" He replied:” No." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said to him: "Go (and search) so that you can find 
something.” Went and returned, the man said: "No, by Allah, O Allah's 
Apostle! I found nothing." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said: "Try to find something, even an iron ring.” He went again 
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and returned, saying: "No, by Allah, O Allah's Apostle, not even an iron 
ring.” The man had no upper garment. He said: “I would give her my waist 
sheet.” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “What would she do with your waist sheet? If you wear it, she will 
have nothing of it over her body, and if she wears it, you will have nothing 
over your body." Thus, the man went away and sat down. When he got up, 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saw 
him. So, he ordered somebody to call him. When he came, The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” asked him: " How much of the 
Qur'an do you know?" He replied: "I know such Sura, such Sura, and such 
Sura." He went on counting many Suras. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "Go, I married her to you with what you have of 
the Qur'an." 


[50] Engraving the ring 


5872- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Once The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" wanted to write a letter to some 
people. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was told that 
they (rulers) would not read letters unless they were sealed. 


So The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got a silver 
ring on which it was engraved: "Mohammad, Allah's Apostle”; as if I am 
just observing its glitter in the finger (or palm) of The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him”. 

5873- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” wore a silver ring on his 
hand. Afterwards it was worn by Abu’bakr, then by Omar, and then by 
Othman until it fell down in Aris well. (On this ring) was engraved: 
“Mohammad, the Messenger of Allah”. 


[51] The ring on one’s little finger 


5874- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” had a ring made for him and said: “I have 
got a ring made for me with a certain engraving on it; so none of you 
should have such an engraving on his ring." I saw the glitter of the ring on 
his little finger. 


[52] Wearing the ring for sealing what is written to the people of 
scriptures and others 

5875- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: When The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" wanted to write a letter to The 
Romans, he was told that they (rulers) would not read letters unless they 
were sealed. So The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got 
a silver ring on which it was engraved: "Mohammad, Allah's Apostle”; as if 
I am looking at its white glitter in his hand. 
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[53] Making the stone of the ring towards one’s palm 

5876- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had a golden ring made for him, 
whose stone, while wearing it, he used to turn towards the palm of his hand. 
Accordingly, people had gold made for them. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” then came up the pulpit, and after 
glorifying and praising Allah, he said: “I had it made for me, but now I 
shall never wear it again." He threw it away, and subsequently, the people 
threw away theirs. (Jowairiya, a sub-narrator, said: “I think Anas said that 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was wearing the 
ring in his right hand.”) 

[54] The Prophet's saying: "None should have the same engraving 
(as mine) on his ring" 

5877- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" took a silver ring and had 
(the phrase) “Mohammad, the Apostle of Allah” engraved on it. The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" then said (to us): “I have 
a silver ring with (the phrase) “Mohammad, the Apostle of Allah” engraved 
on it, so none of you should have the same engraving on his ring." 

[55] Could the engraving (of the ring) be made in three lines? 

5878- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that when Abu’bakr 
was appointed as the Caliph, he wrote a letter to him (sealing it with The 
Prophet’s ring) whose engraving was in three lines: “Mohammad” in one 
line, “The Apostle” in another line, and “of Allah” in a third line. 

5879- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” reported: The ring of the 
Prophet was in his hand, then , in Abu’bakr's hand, after him, then, in 
Omar's hand, after Abu’bakr. Then Othman was appointed as the Caliph. 
Once he was sitting at Aris well, When he removed the ring from his hand. 
While he was trifling with it, it dropped into the well. We kept on going to 
the well with Othman for three days looking for the ring. Indeed, the well 
was drained, but the ring was not found. 

[56] What about (wearing) rings for women ? 

in this context, A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” was reported to 
have worn many golden rings. 
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5880- Tawus narrated from Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both”: I 
offered the Id prayer with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” who prayed before the sermon. Ibn Abbas further said: After the 
prayer The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came 
towards women whom he ordered to give alms. The women started putting 
their big and small rings in the garment of Bilal. 

[57] What about the women’s necklaces? 

5881- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came out on the day of Id and 
offered a two-rak’a prayer, before and after which he did not pray any. 
Then he went towards the women whom he ordered to give alms. The 
women started giving their earrings and necklaces. 

[58] Borrowing necklaces 

5582- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: A necklace 
belonging to Asma (which I had borrowed) was lost, in whose search The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent men. The time for 
the prayer became due and they were with neither ablution nor water, since 
they prayed without ablution, They mentioned that to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”. Then Allah revealed the Verse of 
Tayammum. 

[59] What about the earring? 

5883- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came out on the day of Id and 
offered a two-rak’a prayer, before and after which he did not pray any. 
Then he, accompanied by Bilal, went towards the women whom he 
ordered to give alms. The women started giving their earrings. 
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[60] What about the necklaces (of beads) for the boys? 

5884- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I was with The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in one of 
Medina’s markets. He left (the market) and so did I. Then he asked thrice: 
"Where is the small (child)?" Then he said: “Call Al’hasan Ibn Ali." 
Al’hasan Ibn Ali got up and started walking with a necklace (of beads) 
around his neck. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
stretched his hand out like this, and Al’hasan did the same. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” embraced him and said: “O 
Allah! I love him, so please love him and love those who love him." 
Nothing has been more beloved to me than Al’hasan Ibn Ali Since The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said what he 
said. 

[61] What about the effeminate men who assume the manners of 
women, and the women who assume the manners of men? 

5885- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" cursed effeminate men (who 
assume the manners of women) and those women who assume the manners 
of men. 

[62] Driving out the effeminate men from homes 

5886- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" cursed effeminate men (who 
assume the manners of women) and those women who assume the manners 
of men. He said: "Drive them out of your houses." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" drove out such-and-such man, and Omar 
turned out such-and-such woman. 

5887- Ommu'salama "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to me while there was an 
effeminate man sitting with me, whom I heard saying to Abdullah Ibn 
Abu'omaiyya (Ommu’salama’s brother): "0 Abdullah! See if Allah makes 
you conquer Ta'if tomorrow, then I advise you to take the daughter of 
Ghailan (in marriage) as (she is so beautiful and fat that) she shows four 
folds of flesh when facing you, and eight when she turns her back." The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" then said: "These 
(effeminate men) should never enter upon you (O women!)” 

[63[ Cutting short one’s moustaches 

In this respect, Omar was reported to have used to cut short his 
moustaches to the extent that the whiteness of his skin would appear. 
He also used to shave the place between moustaches and heard in the 
right and the left. 
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5888- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Having the moustaches 
cut short is characteristic of the true tradition.” 

5889- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
characteristics of the true tradition are five: circumcision, shaving the pubic 
region, depilating the armpits hair, clipping the nails, and cutting the 
moustaches short." 

[64] Clipping one’s nails 

5890- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both ” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “From amongst 
the characteristics of the true tradition are: shaving the pubic region, 
clipping the nails, and cutting the moustaches short." 


5891- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “The 
characteristics of the true tradition are five: circumcision, shaving the pubic 
region, cutting the moustaches short, clipping the nails, and depilating the 
armpits hair." 


5892- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do the opposite of what 
the pagans do. Whenever Ibn Omar performed the Hajj or Umra. he used to 
hold his board with his hand and cut whatever hair remained after that. 


|65[ Letting one’s heard 


5893- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: " cut the moustaches short 
and keep the beards.” 
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[66] What about the gray hair? 


5894- Mohammad Ibn Sirin narrated: I asked Anas: "Did The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" use to dye (his) hair?" He said: 
"No, for he had only a few gray hairs (on his temples)." 


5895- Thabit narrated: Anas was asked whether The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him” used to dye his hair. Anas replied: "The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had not enough gray 
hair to dye. If I wish. I could even count the gray hairs on his beard." 


5896- Othman Ibn Abdullah Ibn Mawhab narrated: "My people sent me 
with a bowl of water to Ommu'salama." Isra'il (a sub-narrator) 
approximated three fingers (indicating how the container was small, in 
which there was some hair of The Prophet “Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him”. Othman further said: "If any person suffered from evil eye or 
some other disease, he would send a vessel (of water) to Ommu'salama. I 
looked into the container (having the hair of the Prophet) in which I saw a 
few red hairs." 


5897- Othman Ibn Abdullah Ibn Mawhab narrated: I entered upon 
Ommu'salama who took out for us some of the dyed hair of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”. 


5898- Ibn Mawhab narrated that Ommu'salama had shown him the red 
hair of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him". 



|67] What about dye? 


5899- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: ".lews and Christians do not 
dye their hair; so you should do the opposite." 
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[68] What about the curly hair? 

5900- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was neither very tall nor short, 
neither absolutely white nor deep brown. His hair was neither curly nor 
lank. Allah sent him (as an Apostle) when he was forty years old. 
Afterwards he resided in Mecca for ten years and in Medina for ten more 
years. When Allah took him unto Him, he was over sixty years old, and 
there was scarcely twenty white hairs in his head and beard. 

5901- Al’bara “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I have never seen 
anybody in a red cloak more good looking than The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”. Malik narrated: The hair of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to hang near his shoulders, 
or, according to Shu’ba, down to the earlobes. 

5902- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: " While sleeping near the 
Ka'ba last night, I saw in my dream a man of brown colour the best one can 
ever see amongst brown-coloured men, having (long) hair (hanging down 
the earlobes), the best one could see, which he was combing, with water 
dripping from his head. He was placing his hands on the shoulders of two 
men while circumambulating the Ka'ba. I asked: “Who is this?” They 
replied: “This is Jesus, son of Mary.” Behind him, I saw a man who had 
very curly hair and was blind in the right eye, with his eye looking like a 
protruding out grape. I asked: “Who is this?” They replied: “Ad’dajjal.”” 

5903- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The hair of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to hang down up to 
his shoulders. 

5904- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The hair of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to hang down up to 
his shoulders. 
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5905- Quatada narrated: I asked Anas "Allah be pleased with him" about 
the hair of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. He 
reported: The hair of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" was neither much lank, nor much curly, and it used to hang down till 
between his shoulders and earlobes. 

5906- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" had big hands. I have never seen his like 
after him. The hair of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” was combed, neither so much curly nor so much lank. 

5907- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" had big hands and feet, and a good- 
looking face. I have never seen his like whether before or after him. His 
hands were soft. 

5908- Anas (or Abu’huraira) "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" had big feet, and a good- 
looking face. I have never seen his like after him. 

5909- The same as above. 

5910- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" had big hands and feet. 

5911- Anas (or Jaber Ibn Abdullah) "Allah be pleased with them" 
reported: The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" had big 
hands and feet. I have never seen his like after him. 

5912- The same previous narration. 

5913- Mujahid narrated: We were with Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased 
with both" when they mentioned Ad’dajjal before him, in between whose 
eyes the word “disbeliever” would be written. He commented: I did not 
hear it. But The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If 
you want to see Abraham, then look at your companion (The Prophet 
Mohammad). But Moses was a curly-haired, brown man, riding a red 
camel, the reins of which was made of fibers of date-palms, as if I am now 
looking at him coming down in the valley, reciting Talbiya." 
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[69] What about matting one’s hair? 

5914- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I heard 
Omar saying: “Whoever braids his hair should shave it (on finishing 
Ihram). You'd better not do something like matting." Ibn Omar used to say: 
“I saw The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
whose hair was stuck together with gum." 

5915- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" reciting, after assuming 
Ihram with his hair matted together: "I respond to Your call O Allah, I 
respond to Your call, and I am obedient to Your orders, You have no 
partner, I respond to Your call. All the praises and blessings be to You, All 
the dominion be for You. You have no partners with you.” 
(LabbaikAllahumma labbaik. Labbaika la sharika laka labbaik. Innalhamda 
wan’ni’mata laka walmulk. La sharika laka labbaik). He said no more than 
those words. 

5916- Abdullah Ibn Omar narrated that Hafsa "Allah be pleased with 
them", the wife of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said, asking The Prophet: "O Allah's Apostle! Why have the people 
finished their Ihram after performing Umra but you have not finished your 
Ihram after performing Umra?" He replied: "I have matted my hair and 
garlanded my sacrifice. So I will not finish my Ihram till I have slaughtered 
it." 

[70] Parting one’s hair 

5917- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" liked to follow the people of the 
Scriptures in the matters about which he was not instructed otherwise. 
Indeed, people of the Scriptures were used to let their hair hang down, 
while the infidels used to part their hair. So Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used to let his hair hang down. Then 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" parted his hair. 

5918- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: It is as if I am just 
looking at the glitter of scent in the parting of the Prophet’s head hair while 
he was a Muhrim. 
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[71] What about one’s locks of the hair? 

5919- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Once I stayed 
overnight in the house of my aunt Maimuna Bint Al’harith while The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was with her 
since it was her turn. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” got up to offer the night prayer. I stood on his left but he took 
hold of my two locks of hair and made me stand on his right. 

[72] Leaving a tuft of hair here and there after shaving 

5920- Obaidullah Ibn Hafs narrated that Omar Ibn Nafi told him that 
Nafi, the freed slave of Abdullah had heard Ibn Omar saying: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbidding 
leaving a tuft of hair in one’s head here and there." Obaidullah further said: 
I asked: “What is it?" Obaidullah pointed (towards his head) to show us and 
said: Nafi said: “It is when a boy gets his head shaved leaving a tuft of hair 
here and a tuft of hair there." Obaidullah pointed towards his forehead and 
the sides of his head. Obaidullah was asked: “Is it applicable to both girls 
and boys?" He said: “I don't know, but Nafi said: “The boy.” Obaidullah 
added: I asked Nafi once again, and he said: “There is no harm in leaving 
hair on the temples and the back part of the boy's head, but (what is 
forbidden) is to leave a tuft of hair on his forehead unshaved while there is 
no hair on the rest of his head, and also to leave hair on the two sides of his 
head.” 


5921- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported that The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" had forbidden leaving a clump of 
hair here and there after shaving. 


[73] The woman's perfuming her husband with her hand 

5922- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: I scented Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" when he intended to 
assume Ihram; and I also perfumed him at Mina on finishing Ihram before 
his departure from there. 
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[74] What about the scent in one’s head and beard? 

5923- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: I used to perfume 
Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" with the best 
scent available until I saw the shine of the scent on his head and beard. 

[75] Combing one’s hair 

5924- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man 
peeped through a round hole into the dwelling place of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who had an iron comb with 
which he was scratching his head. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: " Had I known you were looking (through the hole), I 
would have pierced your eye with it (the comb). Verily! The order of taking 
permission to enter (somebody’s dwelling) has been enjoined because of 
that sight.” 

[76] The menstruating woman combs her husband’s hair 

5925- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: I used to comb the 
hair of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” while I was 
menstruating. 

[77] What about combing? 

5926- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated that The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to like starting from the 
right side as possible as it could be, in combing and performing ablution. 

[78] What was mentioned regarding the musk 

5927- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “(Allah said): Every good 
deed of Adam's son is for him except fasting, which is for Me, and for 
which I shall reward (he, who observes it).” Verily, the smell of the mouth 
of a fasting person is better to Allah than the smell of musk." 
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[79] The best of perfume one could like 


5928- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: I used to perfume 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" while assuming 
Ihram with the best scent available to me. 

[80] What about he, who did not reject the (gift of) scent? 

5929- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" used not to reject the (present 
of) scent. He reported that The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" never refused (a present of) perfume. 

[81] What about Dharira (kind of scent)? 

5930- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: In the last 
pilgrimage, I perfumed Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" with Dharira with my own hands, both on assuming Ihram and on 
finishing it. 

[82] What about the women who make artificial spaces between 
their teeth in order to look like more beautiful? 

5931- Alqama narrated: Abdullah said: ’’Allah curses those ladies who 
practice tattooing and those who get themselves tattooed, (as well as he 
curses) those ladies who remove the hair from their faces and those who 
make artificial spaces between their teeth in order to be more beautiful 
whereby they change Allah's creation. Why should I not curse those whom 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
cursed and who are cursed in Allah's Book! he said: “Take what the 
Messenger assigns to you, and deny yourselves that which he withholds 
from you. And fear Allah; for Allah is strict in Punishment.”” (Mustering 
“Al’hashr” 7) 


[83] Using false hair (to lengthen one’s locks) 

5932- Humaid Ibn Abdur’rahman narrated that he heard Mo’awiya Ibn 
Abu’sufyan (talking) on the pulpit in the year when he came to perform 
Hajj. He took a tuft of hair that was in the hand of an orderly and 
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said: "O people of Medina! Where are your learned men? I heard The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbidding such a thing 
as this (false hair). He used to say: “The Israelis were destroyed when their 
ladies practiced this habit (of using false hair to lengthen their locks).”” 

5933- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah has cursed the lady 
who artificially lengthens her (or somebody’s) hair and the one who gets 
her hair lengthened (as well as He has cursed) the tattooing lady and the 
one who gets herself tattooed." 

5934- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: An Ansari woman 
got married. Then she was afflicted with a certain disease with the result 
that her hair started falling out. They (her family) wanted to lengthen her 
hair (artificially) and mentioned that to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “(No). Allah curses such lady who lengthens hair or gets her hair 
lengthened (by using false hair)." 

5935- Asma “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: A woman came to 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and 
said: “I married my daughter to someone, but she got sick with all of her 
hair falling out. However, her husband has not liked her (for what had 
happened). May I let her lengthen her hair (by using false hair)?" The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” cursed such a woman as 
artificially lengthening hair or getting her hair lengthened. 

5936- Asma Bint Abu’bakr “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” cursed such a woman as 
artificially lengthening (her or somebody’s) hair or getting her hair 
lengthened. 

5937- Nafi narrated from Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both”: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah has cursed 
the lady who artificially lengthens her (or somebody’s) hair and the one 
who gets her hair lengthened (as well as He has cursed) the tattooing lady 
and the one who gets herself tattooed." 
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5938- Sa’eed Ibn APmusaiyyab narrated: Mo'awiya came to Medina for 
the last time and delivered a sermon. He took out a tuft of hair and said: “I 
thought that none did this (using false hair) except Jews. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” labeled such practice as 
cheating. 

[84] What about she, who removes the face’s hair? 

5939- Alqama narrated: Abdullah cursed those ladies who practice 
tattooing (and those who get themselves tattooed, as well as he curses) 
those ladies who remove the hair from their faces and those who make 
artificial spaces between their teeth in order to be more beautiful whereby 
they change Allah's creation. (His saying reached a woman from Banu’asad 
called) Ommu’ya’qub (who came and) said (to Abdullah): "What is (the 
reason of) that (curse)?” He replied: "Why should I not curse those whom 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
cursed and who are cursed in Allah's Book!" Ommu’ya’qub said: "I read 
the whole Qur'an, but I did find in it none of what you say." He said: "No 
doubt, had you read it (The Holy Qur’an), you would have found it. (Didn't 
you read): “Take what the Messenger assigns to you, and deny yourselves 
that which he withholds from you.” (Mustering “Al’hashr” 7) 

[85] What about the one who artificially gets her hair lengthened ? 

5940- Nafi narrated from Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both”: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” cursed the woman who 
artificially lengthens her (or somebody’s) hair and the one who gets her 
hair lengthened (as well as He has cursed) the tattooing woman and the one 
who gets herself tattooed. 

5941- Asma “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: A woman asked The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “O Allah's Apostle! My 
daughter got measles with her hair falling out. Since I got her married, may 
I let her artificially lengthen her hair (by using false hair)?" He said : "Allah 
has cursed the lady who artificially lengthens hair and the one who gets her 
hair lengthened (by using false hair)." 

5942- Nafi narrated from Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both”: I 
heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying, or 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said, (cursing) “the 
lady who artificially lengthens her (or somebody’s) hair and the one who 
gets her hair lengthened (as well as He has cursed) the tattooing lady and 
the one who gets herself tattooed.” 
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5943- Alqama narrated: Abdullah said: ’’Allah curses those ladies who 
practice tattooing and those who get themselves tattooed, (as well as he 
curses) those ladies who remove the hair from their faces and those who 
make artificial spaces between their teeth in order to be more beautiful 
whereby they change Allah's creation. Why should I not curse those whom 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
cursed and who are cursed in Allah's Book!” 

[86] What about the tattooing woman? 

5944- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “(The 
bad effect of) the evil eye is true.” He (The Prophet) prohibited tattooing. 

5945- Awn Ibn Abu’juhaifa narrated: I saw my father (breaking the 
instruments of a slave who practised cupping. Then he said): The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" forbade the acceptance of the 
price of a dog or blood, and also forbade the profession of tattooing, getting 
tattooed, and receiving or giving usury. 

[87] What about the woman who gets herself tattooed? 

5946- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that a woman 
who was practicing tattooing was brought before Omar who asked: “I 
beseech you by Allah! Who amongst you heard from The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” something concerning 
tattooing?” Abu’huraira said: “I got up and said: “O Commander of 
Believers! I heard something.” Omar asked: “What did you hear?” I said: “I 
heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “Do 
neither practise tattooing nor get yourselves tattooed.” 

5947- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” cursed the lady who artificially 
lengthens her (or somebody’s) hair and the one who gets her hair 
lengthened (as well as He has cursed) the tattooing lady and the one who 
gets herself tattooed. 

5948- Alqama narrated: Abdullah said: ’’Allah curses those ladies who 
practice tattooing and those who get themselves tattooed, (as well as he 
curses) those ladies who remove the hair from their faces and those who 
make artificial spaces between their teeth in order to be more beautiful 
whereby they change Allah's creation. Why should I not curse those whom 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
cursed and who are cursed in Allah's Book!” 

[88] What about pictures? 

5949- Ibn Abbas narrated that he had heard Abu’talha “Allah be pleased 
with them” relating: I heard The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” saying: "The angels (of Mercy) do not enter a house 
wherein there is a dog or a picture (of a living creature).” 
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[89] The torture of picture makers on The Day of Judgement 


5950- Muslim narrated: We were with Masruq at the house of Yasar Ibn 
Numair, when Masruq saw pictures on his terrace and said: “I heard 
Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” saying: I heard The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “The most tortured people on The 
Day of Judgement are the picture makers.” 


5951- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Those who make these 
pictures will be punished on the Day of Judgement, to whom it will be said: 
“Give life to what you created."” 


[90] Rejecting pictures 


5952- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated that The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” never let anything 
containing pictures in his house but that he rejected it. 


5953- Abu’zur'a narrated: I entered a house in Medina with Abu’huraira, 
who saw a man making pictures at its top. Abu'huraira said: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: Allah said: “Who 
would be more unjust than those who try to create the like of my creatures? 
Let them create a grain! Let them create a gnat.” Then he called for a stone 
container of water and washed his hands until he reached his armpits. I 
said: “0 Abu’huraira! Is this something you learnt from Allah’s Apostle?" 
He said: “The limit for ablution is up to the place where the ornaments will 
reach (on the Day of Judgement).” 
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[91] The pictures, which were torn 

5954- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” reported that The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” returned from a journey 
when I was hanging a curtain decorated with pictures (of animals) on a 
cupboard of mine. When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” saw it, he tore it and said: “The people who receive the hardest 
punishment on The Day of Judgement are those who try to create the like 
of Allah’s creation.” Then we turned it into one or two cushions. 

5955- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” reported that The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” returned from a journey 
when I was hanging a curtain decorated with pictures (of animals), which 
he ordered me to tear; and I did. 

5956- She resumed: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” and I used to take bath from the same pot. 

[92] What about he, who disliked to sit on (something containing) 
picture? 

5957- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: I bought a cushion 
with pictures on it. When Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" saw it, he kept standing at the door and did not enter the house. 
(When I noticed the sign of disgust on his face) I said: " I repent to Allah 
from whatever sin I have done." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "What about this cushion?" I replied: "I bought it 
for you to sit and recline on." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "The painters (or Owners) of these pictures will be 
punished on the Day of Judgement. It will be said to them: “Put life in what 
you have created (or Painted).”" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" added: "The angels do not enter a house where there are 
pictures." 

5958- Busr narrated from Zaid Ibn Khalid: Abu’talha “Allah be pleased 
with him”, a companion of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”, said: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Angels (of mercy) never enter a house where 
there are pictures.” Busr further said: Zaid fell ill whom we paid a visit. 
Behold! There was a curtain decorated with a picture hanging at his door. I 
said to Obaidullah, the stepson of Maimuna, the wife of The Prophet 
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“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: "Didn't Zaid tell us about the 
picture the day before yesterday?" Obaidullah said: “Didn't you hear him 
saying: “except a sign in a garment?”" 

[93] One’s dislike to pray where there are pictures in front of him 

5959- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated that A’isha "Allah be 
pleased with her" had a thin marked woollen curtain with which she had 
screened one side of her home. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Take away this curtain of yours, since I'm occupied by its 
pictures in front of me during my prayer.” 

[94] The angels never enter a house having pictures 

5960- Salim narrated from his father: Once Gabriel promised The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (that he would visit 
him). But Gabriel delayed until The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” became worried. When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” got out and met Gabriel, he complained to him about his 
worry. Gabriel said: "We, angels, do not enter a house which contains a 
picture or a dog." 

[95] What about he, who did not enter a house containing pictures? 

5961- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported that she bought a 
cushion with pictures on it. When Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" saw it, he kept standing at the door and did not enter 
the house. She noticed the sign of disgust on his face and said: " O 
Messenger of Allah! I repent to Allah and His Messenger! What sin have I 
done?" Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"What about this cushion?" She replied: "I bought it for you to sit and 
recline on." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"The painters (or Owners) of these pictures will be punished on the Day of 
Judgement. It will be said to them: “Put life in what you have created (or 
Painted).”" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" added: 
"The angels do not enter a house where there are pictures." 

[96] What about he, who cursed the picture maker? 

5962- Awn Ibn Abu’juhaifa narrated: My father bought a slave whose 
profession was cupping. (Ordered that his instruments (of cupping) be 
broken), he said: "The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” prohibited taking money for blood, the price of a dog, and the 
earnings of a slave-girl by prostitution. He cursed her, who tattoos and the 
one who gets herself tattooed, the devourer of usury, and the maker of 
pictures.” 
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[97] The picture maker would be required, on The Day of 
Judgement, to put life in what he had created in the world; and he 
would not be able to do 

5963- An’nadr Ibn Anas Ibn Malik told Quatada: I was with Ibn Abbas 
while people were asking him (about pictures). He did not mentioned The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” until he was asked. Then 
he said: I heard Mohammad “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
saying: “Whoever makes a picture in this world will be asked to put life 
into it on The Day of Judgement, but, of course, he will not be able to do 
so." 

[98] One’s letting another ride behind him on the mount 

5964- Urwa narrated from Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with 
both": Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" rode a 
donkey on which there was a saddle covered by a velvet sheet and let 
Usama ride behind him (on the donkey). 

[99] (When) three persons (ride) on the mount 

5965- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: When The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" arrived in Mecca, some 
boys of the tribe of Banu Abdul'muttalib went to receive him, and The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" made one of them ride in 
front of him and the other behind him. 

[100] When the mount owner lets another ride in front of him 

In this respect, some say that the mount owner is more entitled to be 
in the front except when he allows for another to take his place 

5966- Aiyub narrated: The worst of three (persons riding one mount) 
was mentioned before Ikrima who said: Ibn Abbas said: “(In the year of the 
conquest of Mecca) The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
came (riding a mount), letting Qutham ride in front of him and Al’fadl 
behind him, or Qutham behind him and Al’fadl in front of him.” Now any 
of them was the worst and any was the best?

5967- Anas narrated from Mu’adh Ibn Jabal: While I was riding behind 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, with only the back 
of the saddle between him and me, he said: “O Mu’adh!" I replied: “Here 
I’m responding to your call, O Allah's Apostle, all happiness be for you!" 
he proceeded for a while when he said once again: “O Mu’adh!" I replied: 
“Here I’m responding to your call, O Allah's Apostle, all happiness be for 
you!" then he proceeded for sometime when he said (for the third time): “O 
Mu’adh!" I replied: “Here I’m responding to your call, 0 Allah's Apostle, 
all happiness be for you!" He said: “Do you know what Allah’s right upon 
his slaves is?" I said: “Allah and His Apostle know best." He said: "Allah’s 
right upon his slaves is that they should worship Him alone and not 
associate anything with him (in worship)." Then he proceeded for a while 
and then said: “O Mu’adh Ibn Jabal!" I replied: “Here I’m, responding to 
your call, O Allah's Apostle, all happiness be for you!” He said: “Do you 
know what the right of the slaves upon Allah is if they do that?" I replied: 
“Allah and His Apostle know best." He said: “The right of the slaves upon 
Allah is that He will not punish them.” 

[102] The man’s letting the woman ride behind him 

5968- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We were 
returning from Khaibar with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” while I was riding behind Abu’talha who was 
proceeding. While one of the wives (Safiyya Bint Huyai) of The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was riding behind 
Allah's Apostle, suddenly the foot of the camel Slipped and I said: “The 
woman!" Then I dismounted (quickly). The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “She is your mother." I saddled 
again the she-camel and The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” rode. When he approached or saw Medina, he said: 
“We are returning, repenting (to Allah), worshipping (Allah), to our Lord 
we are sending praises." 

[103] One’s lying, putting one of his two legs over the other 

5969- Abbad Ibn Tamim reported from his uncle that he had seen The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" lying on the 
mosque, putting one of his two legs over the other.

(78) The Book of Good behaviour 

[1] One’s fulfillment and keeping good relations with his kinship; 
and Allah’s saying: “We recommended man to be kind to his parents.” 

5970- Abdullah (Ibn Mas'ood) "Allah be pleased with him" told: I asked 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "Which good deed 
is the dearest to Allah?" He replied: "To offer the prayers at their early 
stated fixed times." I asked: "What is the next (in goodness)?" He replied: 
"To be good and dutiful to your parents." I again asked: "What is the next 
(in goodness)?" He replied: “To participate in Jihad (Holy War) in Allah's 
cause." Abdullah added: "I asked only about that and if I had asked more, 
he (The Prophet) would have told me more." 

[2] Who is more entitled to have the best companionship? 

5971- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man came to 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O 
Allah's Apostle! Who is more entitled to be treated with the best 
companionship by me?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Your mother." The man said: "Who is next?" The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Your mother." The man 
further said: "Who is next?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Your mother." The man asked : "Who is next?" The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Your father. “ 

[3] Taking part in Jihad by one’s parents permission 

5972- Abdullah Ibn Amr "Allah be pleased with both" reported: A man 
came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asking his 
permission to take part in Jihad. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" asked him: "Are your parents alive?" He replied: “Yes.” The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: "Then exert 
yourself in their service." 
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[4] One should not abuse his parents 

5973- Abdullah Ibn Amr "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It is one of the 
greatest sins that a man curses his parents." It was asked : "O Allah's 
Apostle! How does a man curse his parents?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: " The man abuses the father of another man 
with the result that the latter abuses the father of the former who abuses his 
mother, and, in return, the latter, abuses the former's mother." 

[5] The response to the invocation of he, who was good dutiful to his 
parents 

5974- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "While three persons were 
walking, rain began to fall and they had to enter a cave in a mountain. A 
big rock rolled over and blocked the mouth of the cave. They said to each 
other: “Invoke Allah with the best deed you have done (so Allah might 
release you).” One of them said: “0 Allah! My parents were old and I used 
to go out for grazing (my animals). On my return, I would milk (the 
animals) and take the milk in a vessel to my parents to drink. After they had 
drunk from it, I would give it to my children, family and wife. One day I 
was delayed and on my return, I found my parents sleeping. I milked (the 
animals) as usual, went with the milk to them, and stood by their head, 
disliking to wake them up. I also disliked to give milk to my children 
before them. On the other hand, the children were crying at my feet 
(because of hunger). That state of affairs continued until it was dawn. O 
Allah! If You consider that I did it for Your sake, then please remove this 
rock so that we might see the sky.” Then, the rock was moved a little; and 
they were able to see the sky. 

The second said: “O Allah! You know that I was in love with a cousin of 
mine, the deepest love a man may have for a woman. I required her to give 
herself to me. But she told me that I would not get my desire fulfilled 
unless I paid her one hundred Dinars. So, I struggled for it until I gathered 
the required amount. When I sat in between her legs, she said to me: “O 
Abdullah! Be afraid of Allah, and do not deflower me except rightfully (by 
marriage).” So, I got up and left her. O Allah! If You consider that I did this 
for Your sake, then might you kindly remove this rock!” So, the rock was 
removed a little. 

Then the third man said: “O Allah! No doubt. You know that once I 
hired a worker for three Sas of millet. When I wanted to pay him, he 
refused taking it. So, I sowed it; and from its yield, I bought cows and a 
shepherd. Sometime later, that man came and said to me: “O slave of 
Allah! Give me my money.” I said to him: “Go to those cows and the 
shepherd and take them for they are for you.” He asked me: “Are you 
joking with me?” I told him: “I am not joking with you, and all that 
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belonged to you.” O Allah! If You think that I did it really for Your sake, 
then please remove the rock.” So, the rock was removed entirely from the 
cave’s mouth." 

[6] One’s undutiful to his parents 

5975- AFmogheera narrated from The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”: “Allah has forbidden you to be undutiful to your 
mothers, to withhold (what you should give), or demand (what you have no 
right to take), and to bury your daughters alive. Furthermore, Allah has 
disliked that you talk too much about others, ask too many questions (in 
religion), or waste your wealth." 

5976- Abdur’rahman narrated from his father Abu'bakra "Allah be 
pleased with him": The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said thrice: "Should I inform you what the greatest of the great sins are?" 
We said: "Yes, O Allah's Apostle!" He said: "To join others in worship 
with Allah and to be undutiful to one's parents." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" then sat up after he had been reclining (on 
a pillow) and said: "And I warn you against saying a false statement and 
giving a false witness; And I warn you against saying a false statement and 
giving a false witness.” He kept on saying that warning until I said (to 
myself): “Would that he might stop!” 

5977- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” was asked about the great sins. He said: 
"They are: To associate others in worship with Allah; To be undutiful to 
one's parents; to kill a person (unlawfully); and to give a false witness." 

[7] Keeping good relations with one’s pagan father (or mother) 

5978- Asma Bint "daughter of' Abu'bakr "Allah be pleased with both" 
reported: My mother, who was pagan, came to me during the lifetime of 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
(desiring to receive a reward from me). I said to Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him": "Shall I keep good relations with her?" 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Yes, keep 
good relation with her." Ibn Oyaina said: Then Allah Almighty revealed: 
“Allah forbids you not, with regard to those who fight you not for (your) 
Faith nor drive you out of your homes, from dealing kindly and justly with 
them: for Allah loveth those who are just.” (Al’mumtahina 8) 

[8] Keeping good relations with one’s mother whose husband is alive 

5979- Asma Bint "daughter of' Abu'bakr "Allah be pleased with both" 
reported: My mother, who was pagan, came to me accompanying my father 
during the period of the treaty and truce between Quraish and The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (desiring to 
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receive a reward from me). I said to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him": "My mother has come to me, hoping for a reward 
from me. (Shall I keep good relations with her)?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Yes, keep good relation with her." 

5980- Ibn Abbas narrated that Abu’sufyan had told him that Heraclius 
sent for him and said: “What did he (The Prophet) order you?" I replied: 
“He orders us to offer prayers; to give alms; to be chaste; and to keep good 
relations with our relatives.” 

[9] Keeping good relations with one’s pagan brother 

5981- Ibn Omar narrated that Omar Ibn Al'khattab "Allah be pleased 
with him" had seen a silken cloak (being sold) at the gate of the Mosque 
and said to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "I 
wish you would buy this to wear on Fridays and also on occasions of the 
arrival of the delegations." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" replied: "This will be worn by a person who will have no share 
(reward) in the Hereafter." Later on similar cloaks were given to Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" of which he gave one to 
Omar Ibn Al'khattab. Omar said: "O Allah's Apostle! You have given me 
this cloak although on the cloak of Otarid (a cloak merchant who was 
selling that silken cloak at the gate of the mosque) you passed such and 
such a remark." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
replied: "I have not given you this to wear, but to give in charity.” So, 
Omar Ibn Al'khattab gave it to his brother who was still a pagan in Mecca 
to wear. 

[10] The virtue of keeping good relations with one’s kith and kin 

5982- Abu’aiyub narrated that it was said to The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “O Messenger of Allah! Tell me 
of a deed that might cause me to enter Paradise.” 

5983- Abu'aiyub "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man said to 
The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him": "Tell me of such a 
deed as to cause me to enter Paradise." The people said: " What is the 
matter with him? What is the matter with him?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He has something to ask.” The 
Prophet "Ailah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: (In order to enter 
Paradise) “you should worship Allah and do not associate any partners with 
Him, offer prayer perfectly, pay the charity (Zakat) and keep good relations 
with your Kith and kin." 
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[11] The sin of he, who severs the bond of kinship 

5984- Jubair Ibn Mut'im "Allah be pleased with him" narrated that he 
heard The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "The 
person who severs the bond of kinship will never enter into Paradise." 

[12] What about he, who is granted more wealth by virtue of 
keeping good relations with his kith and kin? 

5985- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “He, 
who is pleased to be granted more wealth with his lifetime prolonged, 
should keep good relations with his Kith and kin." 

5986- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “He, 
who is pleased to be granted more wealth with his lifetime prolonged, 
should keep good relations with his Kith and kin." 

[13] Whoever keeps good relation with his kith and kin would have 
Allah's good relation kept with him 

5987- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah created His creation, 
and when He had finished it, the womb said: “In this place, O Allah, I seek 
refuge with you from those who severe me (by breaking the ties of Kith and 
kin).” Allah said: “Well. Will you be satisfied if I bestow my favours on he 
who keeps your ties, and withhold my favours from he who breaks your 
ties?” It said: “Yes, O my Lord!” Then Allah said: “That is for you."” The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "If you 
want, recite Allah's saying: "Then is it to be expected of you, if ye were put 
in authority, that ye will do mischief in the land, and break your ties of kith 
and kin?"” (Mohammad 22) 

5988- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The word “womb” had its 
meaning (in Arabic) from one of Allah's great names (The Most Merciful). 
Allah said: “I will keep good relation with him who keeps good relation 
with you (womb, meaning Kith and Kin) and sever the relation with him 
who severs the relation with you (womb).”” 

5989- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allgh's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The word “womb” had its 
meaning (in Arabic) from one of Allah's great names (The Most Merciful). 
Allah said: “I will keep good relation with him who keeps good relation 
with you (womb, meaning Kith and Kin) and sever the relation with him 
who severs the relation with you (womb).”” 
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[14] One’s good relations with his kith and kin is kept by being 
dutiful to them 

5990- Amr Ibn Al'ass "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying openly not 
secretly: "The family of Abu'so-and-so (Talib) are not among my 
protectors. My Protector is Allah and the righteous believers.” Amr Ibn 
Al’ass further said: “But they (that family) have kinship with me so I will 
be good and dutiful to them.” 

[15] The keeper of good relations with kith and kin is not he who 
recompenses the favour done to him by his relatives 

5991- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The keeper of 
good relations with kith and kin is not he who recompenses the good done 
to him by his relatives. The real keeper of good relations with kith and kin 
is he who keeps good relations with those relatives who had severed the 
bond of kinship with him." 

[16] What about he, who kept good relations with his kith and kin 
(while being a pagan) and then embraced Islam? 

5992- Hakim Ibn Hezam "Allah be pleased with him" told: I said to The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: "Before 
embracing Islam I used to do good deeds like keeping good relations with 
Kith and kin, manumitting slaves, and giving in charity. Shall I be rewarded 
for those deeds?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
replied: "You became Muslim with all those good deeds (losing none of 
their reward)." 

[17] One’s letting the child (girl) of another play with him 

2993- Ommu'khalid (daughter of Khalid Ibn Sa'eed) "Allah be pleased 
with both" told: I went to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" with my father and I was wearing a yellow shirt. Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Sanah, Sanah!" (Meaning 
good in Ethiopian language). I then started playing with the seal of 
Prophethood (in between The Prophet's shoulders) and my father rebuked 
me harshly for that. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Leave her." Then Allah's Apostle said (invoking Allah to grant 
me longevity): "Wear this dress till it is worn out and then wear it till it is 
worn out, and then wear it till it is worn out." 
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(Abdullah (a sub-narrator) said that she had lived as much as The 
Prophet invoked for her). 

[18] One's mercy to, and kissing children 

In this context, Anas narrated that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” took, kissed, and smelled (his son) 
Ibrahim. 

5994- Ibn Abu’nu’m narrated: I was present when Abdullah Ibn Omar 
"Allah be pleased with both" was asked by a person whether a Muslim in 
the state of Ihram could kill flies. He asked him: “From where are you?” 
the man answered: “From Iraq.” Then Ibn Omar commented: "Look at this 
(person) who is asking about killing flies while they (the people of Iraq) 
murdered (Al’husain) the son of the daughter of Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him”. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: “They (Hasan and Husain) are my two sweet basils in 
this world."” 

5995- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: a woman along with 
her two daughters came to me asking (for something to eat), but she found 
nothing with me except a single date which I gave to her. She divided it 
between her two daughters, and did not eat anything herself. Then she got 
up and went away. Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" came in and I informed him about this story. He said: "Whoever is put 
to trial by these daughters and he treats them generously then these 
daughters will shield him from Hell-Fire.” 

5996- Abu'quatada "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to us (for prayer) 
carrying on his shoulder Omama Bint “daughter of’ Abul'ass. When he 
bowed, he put her down and when he stood, he carried her. 

5997- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” kissed 
Al’hasan Ibn Ali while Al’aqra Ibn Habis At’tamimi was sitting with him. 
Al’aqra said: “I have ten children none of whom I have ever kissed." The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” cast a look 
at him and said: “Whoever is not merciful to others will not be treated 
mercifully." 

5998- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: A Bedouin came to 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "You 
(people) kiss the boys! We don’t kiss them." The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
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and peace be upon him" said: "I cannot put mercy in your heart after Allah 
has taken it away from it." 

5999- Omar Ibn Al'khattab "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Some 
war prisoners of children and women were brought before The Prophet. A 
woman amongst them was milking her breasts to feed. Whenever she found 
a child amongst the captives, she took it over her chest and nursed it. The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to us: "Do you think 
that this lady can throw her son in the fire?" We replied: "No, if she has the 
power to prevent throwing it (in the fire)." The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" then said: "Allah is more merciful to His slaves 
than this lady to her son." 

[19] Allah divided mercy into one hundred parts 

6000- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: “Allah divided 
Mercy into one-hundred parts, ninety-nine parts of which were kept with 
Him, while only one part was sent down to earth. It is this single part which 
causes his creatures to be Merciful to each other, so that even the mare lifts 
up its hoofs away from its baby animal, in order not to trample on it." 

[20[ What about killing one’s child lest he might share food with 
him? 

6001- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I asked The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "What is the greatest sin 
in the Sight of Allah?" He said: "That you set up a rival unto Allah though 
He Alone created you." Then I asked: "What is next?" He said: "To kill 
your son lest he should share your food with you." I asked: "What is next?" 
He said: "To commit adultery with the wife of your neighbour." Allah 
Almighty sent down what confirmed the statement of His Messenger when 
he said: “Those who invoke not, with Allah, any other god, nor slay such 
life as Allah has made sacred, except for just cause, nor commit 
fornication; and any that does this (not only) meets punishment.” (The 
Criterion “Al’furqan” 68) 

[21] Putting the boy in one’s lap 

6002- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Once The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” put a child in his lap in order to 
put his (The Prophet’s) saliva mixed with a date juice into the child’s 
mouth. But the child urinated in his lap. The Prophet asked for water, 
which he sprinkled over the place of urine. 
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[22] One’s putting the boy on his thigh 

6003- Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to put me on (one 
of) his thighs and put Al'hasan Ibn Ali on his other thigh. He used to 
embrace us and say: "O Allah! Please be Merciful to them, as I am merciful 
to them. " 


[23] Keeping on the pledge is a part of one’s faith 

6004- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: I did not feel 
jealous of any of the wives of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” as much as I did of Khadija (although) she died three years 
before he married me, for I often heard him mentioning her, and Allah had 
told him to give her the glad tidings that she would have a palace of pipes 
of precious stones and pearls in Paradise. Furthermore, whenever he 
slaughtered a sheep, he would send to her women friends a good share of it. 

[24] The virtue of he, who looks after an orphan 

6005- Sahl Ibn Sa’d As’sa’idi "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I and he, 
who looks after an orphan will be like this in Paradise," showing his middle 
and index fingers and separating them. 

[25] What about he, who works for a widow? 

6006- Safwan Ibn Salim and Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" 
narrated: The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The 
one who works for a widow or looks after a poor person is like a warrior 
who fights in Allah's Cause, or like he, who fasts all the day and performs 
prayers all the night." 
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[26] What about he, who works for a poor person? 

6007- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The one who works for a 
widow or looks after a poor person is like a warrior who fights in Allah's 
Cause, or (the sub-narrator thinks so) like he, who ceaselessly performs 
prayers every night and relentlessly fasts everyday." 

[27] The mercy of people and animals 

6008- Abu’sulaiman Malik Ibn Al’howairith "Allah be pleased with 
him" narrated: I came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" with some men from my tribe and stayed with him for twenty nights. 
When he realized our longing for our families, he asked us about those 
whom we left behind; and we told him. He was kind and merciful to us. He 
said to us: "Go back and stay with your families to teach them the religion, 
and order them (to do good). Moreover, you should offer the prayer in the 
same way as you saw me praying. But if the prayer’s stated fixed time 
becomes due, one of you should pronounce the call (Adhan) for the prayer, 
and the oldest one amongst you should lead the prayer." 

6009- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "While a man was walking 
he felt thirsty and went down a well from which he drank water. On coming 
out of it, he saw a dog panting and eating mud because of excessive thirst. 
The man said: “This (dog) is suffering from the same problem as that of 
mine.” So, he went down the well, filled his shoe with water, caught hold 
of it with his teeth, and watered the dog. Allah thanked him for his (good) 
deed and forgave him." The people asked: "O Allah's Apostle! Is there a 
reward for us in serving animals?" He replied: "Yes, there is a reward for 
serving any (breathing) being, having a wet liver." 

6010- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" stood up for the prayer and we 
too stood up along with him. Then a Bedouin shouted while offering 
prayer: "O Allah! Bestow Your Mercy on me and Mohammad only and do 
not bestow it on anybody else along with us." After The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" had finished his prayer with Taslim (end 
salutation), he said to the Bedouin: "You have limited a very vast (thing)." 
He meant Allah's Mercy. 

6011- An'no'man Ibn Bashir "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "You see 
the believers regarding their mercy, kindness, and showing love among 
themselves, as if they were one body. If any part of the body is not well hen 
the whole body shares the insomnia and fever with it." 
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6012- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "No Muslim plants something of 
which a human being or an animal eats, except that he will be rewarded as 
if he had given it in charity." 

6013- Jarir Ibn Abdullah Al'bajili "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He who is not 
merciful to others, will not be treated mercifully.” 

[28] The recommendation to treat kindly one's neighbour 

and Allah’s saying: “Serve Allah, and join not any partners with Him; and 
do good - to parents, kinsfolk, orphans, those in need, neighbours who are 
near, neighbours who are strangers, the Companion by your side, the 
wayfarer (ye meet), and what your right hands possess; for Allah loveth not 
the arrogant, the vainglorious.” (The Women “An’nisa” 36) 

6014- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Gabriel kept recommending me 
about treating the neighbours Kindly and politely so much that I thought he 
would make them my heirs.” 

6015- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Gabriel kept on 
recommending me about treating the neighbour Kindly and politely so 
much that I thought he would make him my heir.” 

, [29] The sin of he, whose neighbour does not feel safe from his evil 

6016- Abu'shuraih "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By Allah, he never 
believes! By Allah, he never believes! By Allah, he never believes!" he was 
asked: "Who is that, O Allah's Apostle?" He said: "That person whose 
neighbour does not feel safe from his evil." 

[30] A woman should not look down upon (a gift sent by) her she- 
neighbour 

6017- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O Muslim women! None 
of you should look down upon the gift sent by her she-neighbour even if it 
were the trotters of the sheep (fleshless part of legs).” 
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[31] He, who believes in Allah and The Last day, should not harm 
his neighbour 

6018- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He, who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day should not harm his neighbour. He, who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day should entertain his guest generously. He, who believes in 
Allah and the Last Day should talk what is good or keep silent.” 

6019- Abu’shuraih Al’adawi narrated: My ears heard and my eyes saw 
when Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He, 
who believes in Allah and the Last Day should bounteously serve his 
neighbour. He, who believes in Allah and the Last Day should entertain his 
guest generously with his reward.” We asked: “What is his reward, O 
Messenger of Allah?” he said: “(to entertain him for) a day and a night 
(with the highest quality of food available to one); and the time of 
hospitality (with normal food) is three days. What is more than that would 
be considered as charity.” (The Prophet added) “He, who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day should talk what is good or keep silent.” 

[32] The right of one’s neighbour whose door is nearer to him 

6020- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: I said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! I have two neighbours; and I would like to know to which of them 
I should give presents." He replied: "To the one whose door is nearer to 
you." 

[33] Every favour is a kind of charity 

6021- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Every favour (one 
does to another) is a kind of charity.” 

6022- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Every Muslim has to give 
in charity." The people asked: "If someone has nothing to give, what will 
he do?" He said: "He should work with his hands and benefit himself and 
also give in charity (from what he earns)." The people further asked: "If he 
cannot find even that?" He replied: "He should be of assistance to the needy 
who appeal for help." Then the people asked: "If he cannot do that?" He 
replied: "Then he should advise people to do good deeds.” They asked: 
“But if he cannot do so?” he answered: “ He should keep away from doing 
evil deeds; and this will be regarded as charity." 
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[34J What about the good pleasant word (one says to his brethren)? 

In this context, Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated 
from The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “A good 
pleasant word (one says to his brethren) is regarded as charity.” 

6023- Adi Ibn Hatim narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned the (Hell) fire from which he 
sought refuge with Allah and then turned his face to the other side. Then he 
mentioned the (Hell) fire once again, from which he sought refuge with 
Allah and turned his face to the other side. Then he said: “Any of you 
should save himself from the fire even by. giving half a date-fruit (in 
charity). If you find nothing, then (you can do it through saying) a good 
pleasant word (to your brethren).” 

[35] One should be kind and lenient in all matters 

6024- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, reported: Once a group of Jews 
came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: 
"Death be upon you." Understood what they said, I replied: “Upon you be 
death and curse.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: “O A’isha! Be quiet! Allah loves that one should be kind and lenient 
in all matters." I said: "Haven’t you heard what they said?" The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "(Did not you hear what) I 
said (in reply to them): “The same be upon you”?" 

6025- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A Bedouin came and 
passed urine in one corner of the mosque. The people got up to (beat) him 
but the Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” stopped them 
saying: “Do not interrupt his urination.” The Prophet asked for a bucket of 
water, which he spilled over that place. 

[36] The believers' co-operation 

6026- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A believer to another 
believer is like a building whose different parts enforce each other." The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" then clasped his hands 
with the fingers interlaced. 
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(At that time) The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
was sitting when a man came and begged or asked for something. The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" faced us and said: "Help 
and recommend him; and you will receive the reward for it. Allah will 
bring about what He wills through His Prophet's tongue." 


[37] Allah’s saying: “Whoever recommends and helps a good cause 
becomes a partner therein: and whoever recommends and helps an evil 
cause, shares in its burden: and Allah hath power over all things.” 
(The Women “An’nisa” 85) 


6027- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used, whenever a needy or a 
beggar came to him to ask for something, to say to us: "Help and 
recommend him; and you will receive the reward for it. Allah will bring 
about what He wills through His Prophet's tongue." 


6028- The same previous narration. 


[38] The Prophet used to speak neither abusing nor fouling language 


6029- Masruq narrated: We entered upon Abdullah Ibn Amr when he 
came to Kufa with Mo’awiya. Abdullah Ibn Amr mentioned The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used neither abusing 
nor bad language. He used to say: "The best amongst you are those who 
have the best manners and character.” 


6030- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, reported: Once a group of Jews 
came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: 
"Death be upon you." I replied: “Upon you be death, Allah’s curse and 
anger.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “O 
A’isha! Be quiet! Be kind and lenient and do not use bad and harsh 
language." I said: "Did not you hear what they said?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Did not you hear what I said (in 
reply to them): “The same be upon you”? My invocation against them 
would be responded to; and theirs against me would not be responded to 
(by Allah).” 
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6031- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used neither to abuse nor to say obscene 
words, nor to curse (others). If he wanted to admonish anyone of us, he 
used to say: "What is wrong with him, his forehead be dusted!" 

6032- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: A man asked 
permission to enter upon The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”. When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saw 
him, he said: “What an evil brother and son of his clan! " But when that 
man sat down, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” dealt 
with him nicely and politely and was fully at ease with him. After the man 
had left, A’isha said (to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”): ”0 Messenger of Allah! When you saw that man, you said so-and-so 
about him. But you treated him kindly and politely, and enjoyed his 
company!" The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “O A’isha! Have you ever heard me speaking a bad and fouling 
language? The worst people in Allah's sight on The Day of Judgement will 
be those whom people leave (undisturbed) to avoid their evil.” 

[39] The good manners and generosity, in contradiction to the 
hateful miserliness 

Ibn Abbas narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” was the most generous of people. He was as generous 
as it could be during the month of Ramadan. 

Abu’dharr narrated that when he heard of the mission of The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, he said to his brother: 
“Go to this valley (of Mecca) and listen to what he is saying.” When he 
returned, he told him: “I heard him ordering (people to follow) the good 
manners.” 

6033- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” was the best and the bravest amongst the 
people. Once the people of Medina got frightened at night, so they went 
towards the noise (which caused them to be afraid). The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” met them (on his way back) after he had 
found out the truth. He was riding an unsaddled horse belonging to 
Abu’talha with a sword hanging by his neck, and he was saying: "Don't be 
afraid! Don't be afraid!" He further said: "I found it (the horse) (or “This 
horse is”) very fast." 

6034- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" Never was asked for a thing to be given 
for which his answer was “No”. 

6035- Masruq narrated: We were sitting with Abdullah Ibn Amr who 
mentioned The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” and said: The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used 
neither abusing nor fouling language. He used to say: "The best amongst 
you are those who have the best manners and character.”

6036- Sahl Ibn Sa’d As’sa’idi "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A 
woman brought a woven Burda (edged sheet) to The Prophet. (Then Sahl 
asked them whether they knew what is Burda. They said that Burda is a 
cloak; and Sahl confirmed: “It is the edged cloak.”) Then the woman said: 
"I have woven it with my own hands and I have brought it so that you may 
wear it." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" accepted it, 
and at that time, he was in need of it. So, he wore it. One of the companions 
saw it and said: "O Messenger of Allah! What a wonderful it is! Will you 
give it to me?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Yes.” When The Prophet got up, the other people blamed him saying: 
"You have not done the right thing as The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" is in need of it and you have asked for it when you 
know that he never turns down anybody's request." The man replied: "By 
Allah, I hoped for its blessing when it was worn by The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”; and I wanted to make it my 
shroud." 

6037- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Time 
will pass rapidly, good deeds will decrease, miserliness will be planted (in 
the hearts of the people), and the tumult (will be widespread)." They asked: 
“What is the tumult?" He replied: “Murdering! Murdering! 

6038- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I served The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" for ten years, during which, he 
never blamed me by a minor harsh word denoting impatience, or by saying: 
"Why did you do so or why didn't you do so". 

[40] What a man does (in the house) with his family 

6039- Al’aswad narrated: I asked A’isha "Allah be pleased with her": 
"What did The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" use to do 
in his house?" She replied: "He used to keep himself busy serving his 
family and when it was the time for prayer he would go for it." 

[41] One’s being loved by others is (a blessing) from Allah Almighty 

6040- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If Allah loves a person, He 
calls Gabriel saying: “Allah loves so-and-so; O Gabriel! Love him.” 
Gabriel would love him and make an announcement amongst the 
inhabitants of the Heaven: “Allah loves so-and-so, therefore you should 
love him too.” So all the inhabitants of the Heaven would love him, and 
then he is granted the pleasure of the people on the earth." 
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[42] One’s love to another for Allah’s sake 


6041- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” reported: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "One can feel the sweetness of faith 
if he has the following characteristics: To love a person and he loves him 
only for Allah's sake. To be the one to whom Allah and His Apostle 
become dearer than anything else. To hate to revert to Atheism (disbelief) 
as he hates to be thrown into the fire." 

[43] Allah’s saving: “O ye who believe! Let not some men among 
you laugh at others: it may be that the (latter) are better than the 
(former): nor let some women laugh at others: it may be that the 
(latter) are better than the (former): nor defame nor be sarcastic to 
each other, nor call each other by (offensive) nicknames: ill seeming is 
a name connoting wickedness, (to be used of one) after he has believed: 
and those who do not desist are (indeed) doing wrong.” (The Chambers 
“Al’hujurat” 11) 

6042- Abdullah ibn Zarn’a narrated: The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" forbade one to laugh when somebody passes wind and 
said: "Why does anxone of yovujjish his wife like a slave, though he might 
sleep with her the same evening?" 

6043- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both” narrated: At Mina, The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” stood and 
said: "Do you know what is the day today?" The people replied: "Allah and 
His Apostle know it belter." He said: "It is the sacred day. Do you know 
what town is this?" The\ replied: "Allah and His Apostle know it better." 
He said: "This is the sacred town (Mecca). Do you know which month is 
this?" The people replied: "Allah and His Apostle know it better." He said: 
"This is the sacred month." The Prophet added: "Verily! Allah made your 
blood, your properties. ; nd your honour sacred to one another like the 
sanctity of this da> ol’yoi :r in this month of yours in this town of yours." 

[44] It is forbidden u ibuse or curse others 

6044- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Insulting a Muslim is a type of dissipation, while fighting him is a sort of 
disbelief?’ 
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6045- Abu'dharr "Allah be pleased with him" narrated that he heard The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "If somebody 
accuses another of wickedness or disbelief, such an accusation will revert 
to him (the former) particularly if his companion (the latter) is not so." 

6046- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used neither to abuse nor to say obscene 
words, nor to curse (others). If he wanted to admonish anyone of us, he 
used to say: "What is wrong with him, his forehead be dusted!" 

6047- Thabit Ibn Ad'dahhak "Allah be pleased with him" (one of the 
companions who gave the pledge of allegiance to The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" underneath the tree of Al'hudaibiya) 
narrated: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Whoever swears by a religion other than Islam, in case he is telling a lie, 
will be really so (on the religion by which he swears), particularly if his 
oath is false. A person is not obliged to fulfill a vow about a thing that he 
does not possess. If somebody commits suicide with anything in this world, 
he will be tortured with that very thing on the Day of Judgement. If 
somebody curses a believer, then his sin will be as if he murdered him. 
Whoever accuses a believer of disbelief, then it will be as if he killed him." 

6048- Sulaiman Ibn Surd "Allah be pleased with him", one of the 
companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, 
reported: While I was sitting in the company of The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”, two men abused each other with the 
result that the face of one of them became red with anger, and his jugular 
veins swelled. On that The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "I know a word, the saying of which will cause him to relax, if 
he does say it. Somebody went to him and said: "The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" has said: “Seek refuge with Allah from 
Satan”." The angry man said: "Do you think there is anything evil in me? 
Am I mad? Go away from me." 

6049- Obada Ibn As'samit "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came out one 
day to tell his companions of The Night of Power (Qadr), but two Muslims 
quarrelled. The Messenger of Allah commented: "I got out to tell you of 
The Night of Power (Qadr), but so-and-so, and so-and-so quarrelled. So, I 
was made to forget it. This might be for your benefit. Pursue it at one of the 
twenty-ninth, the twenty-seventh, or the twenty-fifth nights (of Ramadan).” 

6050- Al’ma’rur “Allah be pleased with him” reported: I met Abu'dharr 
“Allah be pleased with him” who was wearing a garment and his slave was 
putting on a similar garment. I said to him: “If you take this garment of 
your slave whom you might give another, and wear it (along with yours) 
then it will be a good suit.” He replied: “There was a quarrel between me 
and somebody whom I abused. Because his mother was a non-Arab, I 
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called her with bad names. He mentioned that to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” who said to me: “Did you abuse him?” I 
said: “Yes.” He asked: “Did you call his mother with bad names?” I 
answered: “Yes.” He said: “You still have some characteristics of (the 
period of) ignorance.” I asked: “Even in my old age?” he said: “Yes. Your 
slaves are your brothers whom Allah has put under your command. 
Therefore, whoever has a brother under his command should feed him of 
what he eats and dress him of what he wears. Do not ask them (slaves) to 
do things beyond their capacity. But if you do so, then help them." 

[45] What is permissible of mentioning people 

6051- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" led us in Dhuhr prayer. He 
prayed two Rak’as and then finished the prayer with the end salutation. He 
stood up near a piece of wood Lying across the mosque on which he 
leaned. There were, among the people, Abu’bakr and Omar, who felt 
ashamed to talk to him (concerning the prayer). People, who were in a 
hurry , left the mosque through its gates. People wondered whether the 
prayer was reduced. A long-nanded man whom The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” used to call DhulVadain asked The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": “O Allah's Apostle! 
Have you forgotten or has the prayer been reduced?” The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" replied: “Neither 1 have forgotten nor has 
the prayer been reduced.” People said: “But you have forgotten, 0 
Messenger of Allah.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “Then, Dhul’yadain is true.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" stood up again and lea people, completing the 
remaining prayer, forgotten by nim, finishing with the end salutation. He 
said: “Allan is greater.” Then he prostrated as he used to do or longer than 
that. He then raised his head saying: “Allah is greater.” he then again said: 
“Allah is greater”, and prostrated as he used to do or longer than that. Then 
he raised nis head and said: “Allah is greater.” Then, he ended the prayer 
with the end salutation. 

[46] Going about with calumny 

and Allah’s saying: “O ye who believe! Avoid suspicion as much (as 
possible): for suspicion is some cases is a sin: and spy not on each other, 
nor speak ill of each other behind their backs. Would any of you like to 
eat the flesh of his dead brother? Nay, ye would abhor it But fear Allah: 
for Allah is Oft-Returning, Most Merciful.” (The Chambers 
“Al’hujurat” 12) 

6052- Abdullah Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Once 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" passed by two 
graves and said: "These two persons are being tortured not for a major sin 
(to avoid). Indeed, one of them never saved himself from being soiled with 
his urine while the other used to go about with calumny” (to make enmity 
between friends). The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
then asked for a green leaf of a date-palm tree, which he broke into two 
pieces and put one on each grave. He said: "I hope that their torture might 
oe lessened, so long as these never get dried." 
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[47] The Prophet’s saying: “The best of The Ansar’s families 
(homes)” 

6053- Abu’osaid As’sa’idi narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "The best of the Ansar's families (homes) are 
those of Banun’najjar.” 

[48] What is permissible of talebearing those of abomination and 
suspicions 

6054- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: A man asked 
permission to enter upon The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”, who gave him the permission and said: “What an evil brother and son 
of his clan! " But when that man entered, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” spoke gently to him. After the man had left, I said: 
”0 Messenger of Allah! You said so-and-so about him. But you talked 
gently and politely to him (when he entered upon you)!" The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O A’isha! The worst 
people in Allah's sight on The Day of Judgement will be those whom 
people leave (undisturbed) to avoid their evil.” 

[49] Going about with calumny is one of the great sins 

6055- Abdullah Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Once 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him", while passing 
through one of the graveyards of Medina, heard the voices of two persons 
who were being tortured in their graves. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "These two persons are being tortured not for a 
major sin (to avoid)." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" then added: "Yes! (They are being tortured) for a major sin. Indeed, 
one of them never saved himself from being soiled with his urine while the 
other used to go about with calumny” (to make enmity between friends). 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" then asked for a 
green leaf of a date-palm tree, which he broke into two pieces and put one 
on each grave. He replied: "I hope that their torture might be lessened, so 
long as these never get dried." 

[50] It is hateful to go about with calumny 

and Allah’s saying: “A slanderer, going about with calumnies.” (The Pen 
“Al’qalam” 11) 

he further said: “Woe to every (kind of) scandalmonger and backbiter.” 
(The Scandalmonger “Al’humaza” 1) 

6056- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A talebearer would not 
enter into Paradise.” 

[51] Allah’s saying: “And shun the word That is false.” (The 
Pilgrimage “Al’hajj” 30) 

6057- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever does not give 
up forged speech and evil actions, Allah is not in need of his leaving his 
food and drink.” (That is, his fast is not accepted by Allah). 
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[52] What was said concerning the double-faced person 

6058- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “You see that the worst 
among people is the double faced (person) who appears to these with one 
face and to the others with another face (because of his being a hypocrite).” 

[53] When one tells his companion of what was said of him 

6059- Ibn Mas’ood “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Once The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” distributed 
(the war booty). An Ansari man said: “By Allah ! Mohammad, by this 
distribution, did not seek for Allah’s pleasure.". I came to The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” whom I told about it 
whereupon the colour of his face changed with anger. He said: “May Allah 
bestow His Mercy on Moses for he was hurt with more than this, but he 
remained patient." 

[54] It is hateful to praise one another exaggeratingly 

6060- Abu’burda narrated from Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with 
him”: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” heard 
someone praising another exaggeratingly. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: "You have ruined or cut the man's back (by 
praising him so much).” 

6061- Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" told: A man was 
mentioned before The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and another man praised him greatly. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "May Allah's Mercy be on you! You have cut the 
neck of your friend." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
repeated this sentence many times and said: "If it is indispensable for 
anyone of you to praise another, then he should say: “I think that he is 
such-and-such," particularly when he really thinks that he is such. It is 
Allah Who will take his accounts (since He knows his reality); and no one 
can sanctify anybody before Allah." 

[55] One’s praising his companion with what he knows of him 

in this issue, Sa’d said: “I have never heard The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying to anyone “You are from 
the people of Paradise” except to Abdullah Ibn Salam.” 
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6062- Salim narrated from his father: When The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned (dragging) the 
garment (behind one out of pride), Abu'bakr said: "One side of my robe 
slacks down unless I get very cautious about it." Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "But you are not of those (who do 
that out of pride)." 

[56] Allah’s saying: “Allah commands justice, the doing of good, and 
liberality to kith and kin, and he forbids all shameful deeds, and 
injustice and rebellion: he instructs you, that ye may receive 
admonition.” (The Bees “An’nahl” 90) 

he said: “O mankind your insolence is against your own souls.” (Yunus 
23) 

Allah Almighty further said: “That (is so). And if one has retaliated to 
no greater extent than the injury be received, and is again set upon 
inordinately, Allah will help him: for Allah is one that blots out (sins) and 
forgives (again and again).” (The Pilgrimage “Al’hajj” 60) 

6063- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Magic was worked 
on The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” so 
that he used to think that he had sexual relations with his wives though he 
actually did not do. Then one day he said: “O A’isha! Do you know that 
Allah inspired me concerning the matter I asked Him about? Two men 
came to me, one of whom sat near my head and the other sat near my feet. 
The one near my feet asked the one near my head: “What is wrong with this 
man?” The latter replied: “He is under the effect of magic.” The first one 
asked: “Who has worked magic on him?” The other replied: “Labid Ibn 
Al’a'sam.” The first one asked: “What material did he use?” The other 
replied: “a skin of pollen of a male date palm tree, A comb, and the hair 
gathered on it, (and all of that) kept under a stone in the well of Dharwan.” 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” went to that well. 
He said: "That was the well which was shown to me (in my dream). Its 
date-palm trees looked like the heads of devils, and Its water looked like 
the infusion of Henna leaves." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” ordered that those things should be taken out. I said : "Why do 
you not disclose (this magic object)?" He said: “Allah has cured me; and I 
dislike to let evil spread among my people." (Labid was a man from 
Banu’zuraiq, an ally of The Jews). 

[57] What about the forbidden envy? 

Allah Almighty said: “And from the mischief of the envious one as he 
practises envy.” (The Daybreak “Al’falaq” 5) 
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6064- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Beware of suspicion for 
suspicion is the falsest talk. Do not look for the faults of one another, do not 
spy upon each other, do not envy one another, do not desert one another, 
and do not have enmity with one another, but be, O slaves of Allah, 
brothers.” 


6065- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not hate one another. 
Be not jealous of one another. Do not desert each other. O Allah's 
worshipers! Be brothers. It is not permissible for any Muslim to desert (not 
talk to) his brother (Muslim) for more than three days." 

[58] Allah’s saying: “O ye who believe! Avoid suspicion as much (as 
possible): for suspicion is some cases is a sin: and spy not on each 
other.” (The Chambers “Al’hujurat” 12) 

6066- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Beware of suspicion, for 
suspicion is the falsest tales. Do not look for the others faults. Do not spy 
on one another. Do not overbid one another (with no real desire of buying). 
Be not jea'DUS of one another. Do not hate one another. Do not desert (stop 
talking to) one another. O Allah's worshipers! Be brothers!" 


[59] The permissible suspicion 

6067- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I do not think that so-and-so, and 
so-and-so know anything of our religion.” (AlTaith (the sub-narrator) said: 
“They were two men of Hypocrites.”) 

6068- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: One day, The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” entered upon me and 
said: “O A’isha! I do not think that so-and-so, and so-and-so know our 
religion which we are following.” 
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[60] The believer's screening his sins 

6069- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "All the sins of 
my followers will be forgiven except those of people who commit sins 
openly or disclose their sins to the people. An example of such disclosure is 
that a person commits a sin at night; and though Allah screens it from the 
public, he comes in the morning, saying: “O so-and-so! I did such-and-such 
(evil) deed yesterday. Though he spent his night screened by his Lord, with 
people not knowing his sin, in the morning he removed Allah's screen from 
him." 

6070- Safwan Ibn Muhriz narrated: A man asked Ibn Omar: “What did 
you hear from The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” concerning (Allah’s) confidential talk (to his slaves)?” He 
replied: “I heard Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
saying: "Allah will bring a believer near Him to be sheltered with His 
Screen and ask him: “Did you commit such-and-such sins?” He will say: 
“Yes.” He will ask him once again: “Did you commit such-and-such sins?” 
He will say: “Yes.” Allah will let him confess all his sins. Then Allah will 
say: “I screened your sins in the world and I forgive them for you today.” 

[61] What about haughtiness? 

6071- Haritha Ibn Wahb ATkhuza’i "Allah be pleased with him" 
narrated: I heard The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
saying: "May I tell you of the people of Paradise? Every weak and poor 
humble person whom the people look down upon but his oath is fulfilled by 
Allah when he takes an oath to do something. May I inform you of the 
people of the Hell-Fire? They are all those violent, arrogant and stubborn 
people." 

6072- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Any of the 
female slaves of Medina could take hold of the hand of The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and take him wherever she 
wished. 

[62] What about desertion? and The Prophet's saying: "It is not 
lawful for a man to desert his brother Muslim for more than three 
nights" 

6073- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”, the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, was told that Abdullah Ibn 
Az’zubair, on hearing that she was selling or giving something as a gift, 
said: “By Allah, if A’isha does not stop this, I will declare her incompetent 
to dispose of her wealth." A’isha said: “Did he say so?" They (people) said: 
“Yes." A’isha said: “I vow to Allah that I will never speak to Ibn 
Az’zubair." When this desertion lasted long, Abdullah Ibn Az’zubair 
sought intercession with her, but she said: “By Allah, I will not accept the 
intercession of anyone for him, and will not commit a sin by breaking my 
vow." 
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When this state of affairs was very long on Ibn Az’zubair (and caused 
him to feel it hard on him), he said to Al’miswar Ibn Makhrama and 
Abdur’rahman Ibn APaswad Ibn Abu’yaghuth, who were from the tribe of 
Banu’zuhra: "I beseech you, by Allah, to let me enter upon A’isha, for it is 
unlawful for her to vow to severe the relation with me.” So Al’miswar and 
Abdur’rahman, wrapping their sheets around themselves, asked A’isha's 
permission saying: “Peace, Allah's Mercy, and Blessings be upon you! 
Shall we come in?" A’isha said: “Come in." They said: “All of us?" She 
said, not knowing that Ibn Az’zubair was also with them: “Yes, come in all 
of you." So, when they entered, Ibn Az’zubair entered the screened place, 
got hold of A’isha, started requesting her to excuse him, and wept. 
Al’miswar and Abdur’rahman also started requesting her to speak to him 
and to accept his repentance. They said : "The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” forbade what you know of deserting (not to talk to 
your Muslim Brethren), for it is unlawful for any Muslim not to talk to his 
brother for more than three nights." So when they increased their reminding 
her (of the virtue of keeping good relations with Kith and kin, and of 
excusing others' sins), and brought her down to a critical situation, she 
started reminding them, and wept, saying: “I have made a vow; and (the 
case of) vow is a difficult one." They (Al’miswar and Abdur’rahman) 
persisted in their appeal until she talked to Abdullah Ibn Az’zubair. She 
manumitted forty slaves as expiation for her vow. Later on, whenever she 
remembered her vow, she used to weep so much that her veil would 
become wet with her tears. 

6074- The same as above. 

6075- The same previous narration. 

6076- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not hate one another. 
Be not jealous of one another. Do not desert each other. O Allah's 
worshipers! Be brothers. It is not permissible for any Muslim to desert (not 
talk to) his brother (Muslim) for more than three days." 

6077- Abu'aiyub Al'ansari "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It is not lawful for 
a man to desert his brother Muslim for more than three nights. (It is 
unlawful for them that) when they meet, one of them turns his face away 
from the other, and the other turns his face from the former. But the better 
of the two will be he who greets the other first." 

[63] It is lawful for one to desert the disobedient 

6078- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated That Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to her: "I know when you are 
pleased with me or angry with me." I said: "How do you know that?" He 
said: "When you are pleased with me, you say: “No, by the Lord of 
Mohammad.” But when you are angry with me, then you say: “No, by the 
Lord of Abraham."” Thereupon I said: "Yes (it is true), but by Allah, O 
Allah's Apostle, I leave nothing but your name." 
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[64] One could visit his companion everyday, in the morning and in 
the evening 

6079- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her", The Prophet's wife, reported: 
I never remembered my parents believing in any religion other than the true 
religion (of Islam), and (I Don't remember) a single day passing without 
our being visited by Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" in the morning and in the evening. One day, while we were sitting in 
Abu'bakr’s house at noon, someone said to Abu'bakr: "This is Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" coming at a time at 
which he never used to visit us before." Abu'bakr said: "He has not come at 
this hour except for a great necessity." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "I have been given permission to migrate." 

[65] What about the visit? and what about he, who visited some 
people and had a meal with them? 

6080- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” visited a 
certain family among the Ansar, with whom he had a meal. When he 
intended to leave, he asked for a place in the house for him to pray. A mat 
sprinkled with water was spread on which he offered prayer, and invoked 
Allah's Blessing upon them (the family members). 

[66] One’s wearing the best clothes available for meeting the 
delegates 

6081- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Omar saw a 
silken cloak over a man (for sale). He took it to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “O Allah's Apostle! Buy this 
and wear it when the delegates come to you.” He said: “The silk is worn by 
one who will have no share (reward in the Hereafter).” Some time later. 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent a (similar) 
cloak to him, which Omar brought back to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” and said: “You sent this to me, though you had 
said about a similar one what you said?” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “I sent it to you, by whose selling you may get 
money.” For this, Ibn Omar used to hate the silken marks on the garments. 

[67] Making the bond of brotherhood and treaties between the 
people 

in this respect, Abu’juhaifa narrated that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” made a bond of brotherhood between Salman and 
Abud’darda. Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf reported that The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” made a bond of brotherhood 
between Sa’d Ibn Ar’rabie and him. 
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6082- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” arrived in Medina, he 
made a bond of brotherhood between Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf and Sa’d Ibn 
Ar’rabie. (Being informed that Abdur’rahman had got married), he (The 
Prophet) said to him: “Make a wedding banquet even with a sheep.” 

6083- Asim narrated: I asked Anas Ibn Malik: "Did you know that The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There is no treaty 
of brotherhood in Islam”?” Anas said: “The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” made a treaty (of brotherhood) between the Ansar and 
Quraish in my home." 

[68] One’s smiling and laughing 

6084- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”, the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” narrated: The wife of Rifa’a 
Al’qurazi came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”. She said: “O Messenger of Allah! I was the wife of Rifa’a who 
divorced me irrevocably. Then I married Abdur’rahman Ibn Az’zubair 
who, by Allah, O Allah's Apostle, has only something like a fringe of a 
garment”, Showing the fringe of her veil. Khalid Ibn Sa’eed, who was 
standing at the door, and had not been admitted, heard what she had said (to 
The Prophet). He said to Abu’bakr who was present: “O Abu’bakr! Why do 
you not prevent this lady from saying such things openly before Allah's 
Apostle?" No, by Allah, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” did nothing but smiled. Then he said to the woman: 
"Perhaps you want to return to Rifa’a? That is impossible unless 
Abdur’rahman consummates his marriage with you." 

6085- Sa’d Ibn Abu’waqqas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Once 
Omar asked the permission to see The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” in whose company there were some 
Quraishi women who were talking to him, asking him for more financial 
support, raising their voices. When Omar asked permission to enter, the 
women got up hurriedly to screen themselves. When The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” admitted Omar, The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was smiling. 
Omar asked: "O Allah's Apostle! May my father and mother be sacrificed 
for you! May Allah keep you gay always." The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "I am astonished at these 
women who were with me. As soon as they had heard your voice, they 
hastened to screen themselves." Omar said: "O Allah's Apostle! You have 
more right to be feared by them." Then he addressed (those women) saying: 
"O enemies of your own souls! Do you fear me and not The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”?" They replied: "Yes, for 
you are a fearful and fierce man in comparison with Allah's Apostle." On 
that. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said (to Omar): "O Ibn Al’khattab! By He, in whose hand my soul is, 
whenever Satan sees you taking a path, he takes a path other than yours." 
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6086- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: When 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" besieged Ta'if 
and could not conquer its people, he said: "We will return to Medina If 
Allah wills." The Companions (of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him") said: "We shall not go away before conquering it (The Fort 
of Ta'if) " Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said 
(to them): "Fight tomorrow." They fought fiercely and (many of them) were 
wounded, whereupon The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "We will return (to Medina) tomorrow if Allah wills." All of 
them kept silent, whereupon The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" smiled. 

6087- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: While we 
were sitting with The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”, 
a man came and said: "O Allah's Apostle! I have been ruined. I had 
sexual intercourse with my wife (while I was fasting) in Ramadan." 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: 
"Manumit a slave." He replied : “I cannot afford to do so.” Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: "Fast for 
two successive months." He replied : “I have no power to do so.” The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: "Then 
feed sixty poor persons." He replied : “I could not afford to do it.” Then, 
a big basket full of dates was brought to The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him”. He asked: "Where is the questioner?" He 
replied: "I’m here." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said : "Take this (basket of dates) and give it in charity." The man 
said: "Should I give it to people poorer than us? By Allah, there is no 
family between Medina's two mountains who are poorer than us." The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" smiled until his 
premolar teeth became visible and then said: “Feed your family with it." 

6088- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While I was walking 
with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who was 
wearing a Najrani outer garment with a thick hem, a Bedouin came upon 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and pulled his 
garment so violently that I recognized the impress of the hem of the 
garment on his (The Prophet’s) shoulder, caused by the violence of his (The 
Bedouin’s) pull. Then the Bedouin said: "O Mohammad! Order for me 
something from Allah's Fortune which you have." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” turned to him smiling, and ordered that a 
gift should be given to him. 

6089- Jarir narrated: Since I embraced Islam, The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” never prevented me (from seeing him). 
The more he met me, the more he smiled to me. 
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6090- (Jarir resumed): Once I told him that I could not sit firm on 
horses. He stroked me on the chest with his hand, and said: “O Allah! Make 
him firm and make him a guiding and a rightly guided man.” 

6091- Ommu'salama "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: 
Ommu’sulaim came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" and said: "Verily, Allah is not shy of (telling you) the truth. Is it 
necessary for a woman to take a bath after she has a wet dream (nocturnal 
sexual discharge)?” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
replied: "Yes, if she notices a discharge." Ommu’salama laughed and asked: 
"O Allah's Apostle! Does a woman get a discharge?" He replied: "Yes, and 
that is why the son resembles his mother." 

6092- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: “I never saw The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” laughing too 
loudly to see his uvula, but he used to smile.” 

6093- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man came to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” on a Friday while he 
was delivering a sermon at Medina, and said: “There is a shortage of rain, 
so please invoke your Lord to bless us with the rain." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” looked at the sky when no cloud could be 
detected. Then he invoked Allah for rain. Clouds started gathering together. 
It rained until the Medina valleys started flowing with water. It continued 
raining until the next Friday when that man (or another man) stood up 
while The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was 
delivering the Friday sermon, and said: “We are drowned; Please invoke 
your Lord to withhold it (rain) from us." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” smiled and said twice or thrice: "O Allah! Please let it 
rain round about and not upon us." The clouds started dispersing over 
Medina to the right and to the left; and it rained round about and not upon 
Medina. Allah showed them (people) the miracle of His Prophet and His 
response to his invocation. 

[69] Allah's saying: " O ye who believe! Fear Allah and be with 
those who are true (in word and deed)." (Repentance 119) 

6094- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Truthfulness leads to 
righteousness, and righteousness leads to Paradise, and a man keeps on 
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telling the truth until he becomes a truthful person. Falsehood leads to 
wickedness (or evil-doing), and wickedness leads to the (Hell) Fire, and a 
man may keep on telling lies till he is enlisted (in his deeds book) before 
Allah as a liar." 


6095- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The signs of a hypocrite 
are three: Whenever he speaks, he tells a lie. Whenever he promises, he 
always breaks it (his promise). If you trust him, he proves to be betrayer.” 

6096- Samura Ibn Jundub “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I saw (in a dream) 
two men came to me and said: “The person, whose cheek you saw being 
tom away (from the mouth to the ear) was a liar and used to tell lies which 
people would report on his authority till they spread all over the world. So 
he will be punished as such to The Day of Judgement."” 

[70] What about the right guidance? 

6097- Hudhaifa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: From amongst 
the people, Ibn Ommu’abd , more than anyone else, resembles The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (to some extent) in solemn gate 
and good appearance of piety, as well as in calmness and moderation, from 
the time he goes out of his house till he returns to it. But we do not know 
how he does with his family when he is alone with them. 

6098- Tariq narrated: Abdullah said: “The best talk is Allah's Book 
(Qur'an), and the best guidance is the guidance of Mohammad." 

[71] One's patience against harm 

and Allah’s saying: “Spacious is Allah's earth; those who patiently 
persevere will truly receive a reward without measure.” (The Crowds 
“Az’zumar” 10) 

6099- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: “None is more patient 
against a harmful saying, heard from people, than Allah. They ascribe 
children to Him, yet He gives them health and livelihood." 
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6100- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” distributed (some war 
booty among his companions). Then a person from Ansar came and said: 
"By Allah, in this distribution justice has not been observed, nor has Allah's 
Pleasure been aimed at." I said (to him): "By Allah, I will inform The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”.” I went to him; and he 
was among his companions. I had a private talk with him in which I 
informed him. Upon that, the colour of his face changed with anger to the 
extent that I wished I would not have told him. He said: "Moses was 
harmed with more than this, yet he kept patient." 

[72] What about he, who does not face people with reproach? 

6101- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” did something and allowed his people to 
do it, from which some people refrained from doing. When The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was informed, he delivered a 
sermon, and after praising Allah, he said: “What is wrong with such people 
as refrain from doing a thing that I do? By Allah, I know Allah better, and 
fear Him more, than they." 

6102- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was shier than a veiled 
virgin girl; and if he (The Prophet) disliked something, we would recognize 
the sign of disgust on his face. 

[73] If one described his brother as a pagan, then one of them would 
be as he described 

6103- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If a 
man says to his brother: “O pagan” then , for sure, one of them is so.” 

6104- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If a 
man says to his brother: “O pagan” then , for sure, one of them is so.” 
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6105- Thabit Ibn Ad’dahhak “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever 
swears by a religion other than Islam, in case he is telling a lie, will be 
really so (on the religion by which he swears), particularly if his oath is 
false. If somebody commits suicide with anything in this world, he will be 
tortured with that very thing on the Day of Judgement. Whoever accuses a 
believer of disbelief, then his sin will be as if he killed him. If somebody 
curses a believer, then his sin will be as if he murdered him." 


[74] The opinion that he would not be a disbeliever the one who 
described his brother as a disbeliever ignorantly or without aiming at 
the real meaning of disbelief 


6106- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" told: Mu'adh Ibn 
Jabal used to pray with The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" and then go to lead his people in prayer. Once he led the prayer and 
recited The Sura of The Heifer (Al'baqara). Somebody offered the prayer 
separately. Being informed of that, Mu'adh criticized him, describing him 
as a hypocrite. Upon this, the man went to The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" and said: “We are working with our hands, and 
irrigating (our land) with our camels. Last night Mu’adh led the prayer with 
The Sura of The Heifer. Because I offered the prayer separately, he accused 
me of hypocrisy.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said to Mu'adh: “Are you putting the people to trial?” He repeated it thrice. 
Then he said to him: “Would you recite in the prayer such Suras as 
Ad’duha, Al’a’la or so!” 


6107- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever takes an oath in 
which he mentions Lat and Uzza (forgetfully), should say: “There is no 
God to be worshipped but Allah.” Whoever says to his companion: “Come 
along, let us gamble” must give alms (as expiation).” 


6108- Nafi narrated from Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with 
both" that he saw Omar Ibn Al’khattab among a group of people, swearing 
by his father. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Allah had forbidden you to swear by your fathers. Whoever has to take an 
oath should swear by Allah or keep silent." 


[75] One’s anger might be permissible if it is for Allah’s orders 


Allah Almighty said: “O Prophet! strive hard against the Unbelievers 
and the Hypocrites, and be firm against them. Their abode is Hell- an evil 
refuge indeed.” (The Repentance “At’tawba” 73) 
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6109- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” reported that The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” entered upon me and 
saw a curtain decorated with pictures (of animals) on a cupboard of mine. 
Upon this, the colour of his face changed with anger. He caught hold the 
curtain, which he tore and said: “The people who receive the hardest 
punishment on The Day of Judgement are those who try to make those 
pictures.” 

6110- Abu'mas'ood Al'ansari "Allah be pleased with him" told: Once a 
man said to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "O 
Allah's Apostle! I may not attend the (compulsory congregational) Morning 
prayer because so and so (the Imam) prolongs the prayer when he leads us 
for it.” The narrator added: "I never saw The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" more furious in giving advice than he was on that day.” 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O people! 
Some of you make others dislike good deeds (the prayers). Therefore, 
whoever leads the people in prayer should shorten it because among them 
there are the sick, the weak, and the one having some jobs to do.” 

6111- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: While 
Allah’s Apostle “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was offering the 
prayer, he saw sputum on the wall of the mosque in the direction of the 
Qibla, which he scraped off after he got furious. Then he said: "Whenever 
any one of you is praying, he mustn’t spit in front of him in view of the fact 
that in the prayer Allah is in front of him." 

6112- Zaid Ibn Khalid “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man 
came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
and asked about the fallen thing, which is picked up. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Recognize its container and its 
tying material and then make a year-public announcement about it, after 
which you might utilize it. If its owner shows up, give (what is equal to) it 
to him." The man said: "What about the lost sheep?" The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "It is for you, your brother or the 
wolf." The man asked: "What about the lost camel?" The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Why should you take it so long as it 
has got its water-container (stomach) and its hooves, and it can reach the 
places of water and eat the trees till its owner finds it?" 

On the other hand, Zaid Ibn Thabit “Allah be pleased with him” 
narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” made a small room (with a date-palm leaf mat), in which The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” prayed after 
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he had come out (of his house). Some men came and joined him in his 
prayer. The next night they came for the prayer, but The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” delayed and did not come out to 
them. So, they raised their voices and knocked the door with small stones. 
He came out to them angrily, and said: “You are still insisting (on offering 
the night prayer in the mosque) to the extent that I thought this prayer might 
become obligatory on you. So, offer this prayer at your homes, for the best 
prayer of a person is the one which he offers at home, except the 
compulsory (congregational) one." 

6113- The same previous narration. 

[76] Beware of one's anger 

Allah Almighty said: “Those who avoid the greater crimes and shameful 
deeds, and, when they are angry even then forgive.” (Consultation 
“Ash’shura” 37) 

He further said: “Those who spend (freely), whether in prosperity, or in 
adversity; who restrain anger, and pardon (all) men; for Allah loves those 
who do good.” (A1 Imran 134) 

6114- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The strong is not he who 
overcomes the people with his power, but the strong is he who controls 
himself while being in anger." 

6115- Sulaiman Ibn Surd "Allah be pleased with him" reported: While 
we were sitting in the company of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him”, two men abused each other with the result that the face of 
one of them became red with anger. On that The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "I know a word, the saying of which will 
cause him to relax, i.e. if he says: “I seek refuge with Allah from Satan.” 
They said to him: “Did not you hear what The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” is saying?” The angry man said: "I’m not 
mad.” 

6116- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man said to 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”: "Advise me! "The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not become 
angry and furious." The man asked (the same) repeatedly, and The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said in each reply: "Do not 
become angry and furious." 

[77] What about shyness? 

6117- Imran Ibn Husain "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "(The pious) 
shyness from committing religious indiscretions never brings but good." 
Bashir Ibn Ka’b said: “It is written in the wisdom paper: “Pious shyness 
leads to solemnity; pious shyness leads to tranquility." 
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Imran said: “Do I tell you of the tradition of The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and you tell me of your (wisdom) paper?” 

6118- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Once 
Allah's Apostle passed by an Ansari (man) who was admonishing his 
brother regarding pious shyness from committing religious indiscretions, 
saying: “You are very shy, and I am afraid that this might harm you." On 
that Allah’s Apostle “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Leave 
him since shyness is a part of faith." 

6119- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was «hyer than the 
veiled virgin girl. 

[78] If you do not feel ashamed, you can do whatever you want 

6120- Abu’mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “One of the sayings of the 
early Prophets which the people have is: “If you don’t feel ashamed (from 
doing anything contradicting religion), you can do whatever you want.”" 

[79] When one does not feel ashamed (in asking questions) 
concerning the religious knowledge 

6121- Ommu'salama "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: 
Ommu'sulaim came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" and said: "Verily, Allah is not shy of (telling you) the truth. Is it 
necessary for a woman to take a bath after she has a wet dream (nocturnal 
sexual discharge)?” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
replied: "Yes, if she notices a discharge." 

6122- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The example of a believer 
is like a green tree, the leaves of which never fall." The people said:” It is 
such-and-such tree: “It is such-and-such tree." I wanted to say that it was 
the date-palm, but I was a young boy and felt shy (to answer in the 
presence of the old men). The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “It is the date-palm." (Hafs Ibn Asim added) Ibn Omar further 
said: “ I told that to Omar who said: “Had you said it, it would have been 
dearer to me than such-and such thfftg." 
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6123- Thabit AFbunani narrated: Anas said: "A woman came to The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon .hjm” and 
presented herself to him, saying: “Do you have any need for me (to 
marry)?” Thereupon his (Anas's) daughter said: "What a shameless lady she 
was!" Anas said: "She was better than you. She presented herself for 
marriage to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”." 

[80] The Prophet’s saying: “Make things easy and not difficult (for 
people)” 

6124- Abu’burda narrated that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” sent his grandfather Abu’moosa in addition to Mu’adh to 
Yemen to whom he said: "Facilitate things for the people and do not make 
things difficult (for them); and give them good tidings, and do not repulse 
them; and both of you should obey each other." Abu’moosa said: "O 
Allah's Prophet! In our land there is an alcoholic drink (made) from honey 
called Bit, and another (made) from parley called Mizr." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "All intoxicants are 
prohibited." 

6125- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Facilitate things for 
the people and do not make things difficult (for them); and bring about 
tranquility (by glad tidings), and do not repulse them.” 

6126- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Whenever Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was given the choice of 
one of two matters, he would choose the easier of the two, as long as it was 
not sinful to do so. But if it was sinful to do so, he would not approach it. 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" never took 
revenge (on anybody) for his own sake. But (he would do) only when 
Allah's Legal limits were outraged; in this case, he would take revenge for 
Allah's Sake. 

6127- Al’azraq Ibn Qais narrated: We were in the city of Al’ahwaz on 
the bank of a river, which had dried up when Abu’barza Al’aslami came, 
riding a horse. He started praying and let his horse loose. The horse ran 
away, so Abu’barza interrupted his prayer and went after the horse until he 
caught and brought it. Then he offered his prayer. There was a man 
amongst us with a corrupt opinion (belonging to the Renegades) who came 
saying:” Look at this old man! He left his prayer because of a horse." 
Abu’barza came to us and said: “Since I left Allah's Apostle, nobody has 
blamed me. Indeed, My house is very far from this place, and had I 
continued praying and left my horse, I could not have reached my house till 
night." Then Abu’barza mentioned that he had been accompanying The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, whose leniency he had 
seen. 
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6128- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A Bedouin 
stood up and started urinating in the mosque. The people got up to beat him 
but The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" ordered them to 
let him and to pour a bucket or a tumbler of water over the place where he 
had passed the urine. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
then said: "You have been sent to make things easy and not to make them 
difficult." 


[81] One's mixing with people 


6129- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used to mix with us to the extent that he 
would say to a younger brother of mine: "0 father of Omar! What did the 
Nughair (a kind of bird) do?" 


6130- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” iicVtated: I used to play with 
the dolls, and my girl friends also used to play with me while The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was present. Whenever The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” entered upon 
me, they would hide themselves, but The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” used to call them to join and play with me. 


[82] Treating people gently 


6131- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: A man asked 
permission to enter upon The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”, who gave him the permission and said: “What an evil brother and son 
of his clan! " But when that man entered, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” spoke gently to him. After the man had left, I said: 
”0 Messenger of Allah! You said so-and-so about him. But you talked 
gently and politely to him (when he entered upon you)!" The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O A’isha! The worst 
people in Allah's sight on The Day of Judgement will be those whom 
people leave (undisturbed) to avoid their evil.” 
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6132- Abdullah Ibn Abu’mulaika narrated: Many cloaks of Dibaj with 
gold buttons were brought to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” which he distributed except one he kept for Makhrama. 
When Makhrama came to him, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said: “I kept this for you.” (Aiyub (the sub-narrator) held his 
garment to show how The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” showed the cloak to Makhrama who had something bad in his 
temper.) 

[83] A believer should not be stung twice by something out of (the 
same) one hole 

6133- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A believer is not to be 
stung twice (by something) out of (the same) one hole." 

[84] The right of one’s guest 

6134- Abdullah Ibn Amr “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” entered upon 
me and said: “Haven’t I been told that you offer prayer all the night and fast 
the whole day?" I said: “Yes." He said: “Do not do so; Offer prayer at night 
and sleep; Fast for a few days and give up fasting for other few. However, 
your body has a right on you, your eye has a right on you, your guest has a 
right on you, and your wife has a right on you. I hope that you will have a 
long life, and it is sufficient for you to fast for three days a month since the 
reward of a good deed is multiplied ten times. In this way, it will be as if 
you fasted the whole year." I insisted (on fasting more) so I was given a 
hard instruction. I said: “I have the power to do more than that.” The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Fast three days 
every week." But since I insisted (on fasting more) I have been burdened. I 
said: “I can fast more than that." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” said: “Fast as Allah's prophet David used to fast." I said: 
“How was the fasting of The Prophet David?" The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “One half of a year.” (fasting on 
alternate days). 

[85] Entertaining and serving generously one’s guest 

Allah Almighty said: “Has the story reached thee, of the honoured 
guests of Abraham?” (Adh’dhariyat 24) 
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6135- Abu’shuraih narrated: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "He, who believes in Allah and the Last Day should 
entertain his guest generously with his reward of a day and a night (with 
the highest quality of food available to one); and the time of entertainment 
(with normal food) is three days. What is more than that would be 
considered as charity, it is not lawful for a guest to stay with his host for 
such a long period so as to put him in a critical position." (The Prophet 
added) “He, who believes in Allah and the Last Day should talk what is 
good or keep silent.” 


6136- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: " he, who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day should not harm his neighbour. He, who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day should entertain his guest generously. He, who believes in 
Allah and the Last Day should talk what is good or keep silent.” 


6137- 1 T qba Ibn Amer “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We said: 
“O Allah's Apostle! You send us out and it happens that we have to stay 
with people who might not entertain us. What do you think about it?" The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said : "If 
you stay with some people and they entertain you as they should do for a 
guest, you will accept is; but if they do not do then you should take from 
them the right of the guest, which they have to afford." 


6138- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He, who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day should entertain his guest generously. He, who believes in 
Allah and The Last Day, should keep good relations with kith and kin. He, 
who believes in Allah and the Last Day should talk what is good or keep 
silent.” 
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[86] Making food for one’s guest 

6139- Abu’juhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" made a bond of brotherhood 
between Salman and Abud'darda. Salman paid a visit to Abud'darda. 
Found Ommud'darda dressed in shabby clothes , he asked her why she 
was in that state. She replied: "Your brother Abud'darda is not interested 
in (the luxuries of) this world." In the meantime Abud'darda came and 
prepared a meal for Salman. Salman requested Abud'darda to eat (with 
him), but Abud’darda said: "I am fasting." Salman said: "I am not going 
to eat unless you eat." So, Abud'darda ate (with Salman). When it was 
night and (a part of the night passed), Abud'darda got up (to offer the 
night prayer), but Salman told him to sleep and Abud'darda slept. After 
sometime Abud'darda again got up but Salman told him to sleep. When it 
was the last part of the night, Salman told him to get up then, and both of 
them offered the prayer. Salman told Abud'darda: "Your Lord has a right 
on you, your soul has a right on you, and your family has a right on you; 
so you should give each his own right." Abud'darda came to The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and narrated the whole story. 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Salman has 
been true." 

[87] The anger and anxiety are hateful when one has guests 

6140- Abdur’rahman Ibn Abu’bakr “Allah be pleased with both” 
narrated: Abu’bakr invited a group of people and said to me: "Look after 
your guests; and I am going to visit The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. You should finish serving them before my return." 
Abdur’rahman said: “at once, I went and served them with what was 
available at that time in the house, requesting them to eat." They said: 
“Where is the owner of the house (Abu’bakr)?" Abdur’rahman said: “Take 
your meal." They said: “We will not eat till the owner of the house comes." 
Abdur’rahman said: “Accept your meal from us, for if my father comes and 
finds that you have not taken your meal yet, we will be blamed severely by 
him.” However, they refused to take their meal. I was certain that my father 
would be angry with me. When he came, I went away (to hide myself) from 
him. He asked: “What have you done (with the guests)?" They told him the 
whole story. Abu’bakr called: "O Abdur’rahman!" I kept silent. He then 
called once again: ”0 Abdur’rahman!" I kept silent. He called again: "O 
ignorant (boy)! I beseech you by Allah, if you hear my voice, then come 
out!" I came out and said: “Please ask your guests (and be not angry with 
me)." They said: “He is true; he brought the meal to us." He said: “As you 
have been waiting for me, by Allah, I will not eat of it tonight." They said: 
“By Allah, we will not eat of it till you eat of it." He said: “I have never 
seen a night as such in evil. What is wrong with you? Why don't you accept 
your meal of hospitality from us?" (He said to me): "Bring your meal." I 
brought it to him, in which he put his hand, saying: “In the name of Allah. 
The first (state of fury) was from Satan." Abu’bakr ate and so did his 
guests. 
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[88] The guest’s saying to his host: “I will not eat until you eat” 

6141- Abdur’rahman Ibn Abu’bakr “Allah be pleased with both” 
narrated: Abu’bakr came with a (or some) guests, but he stayed late at night 
with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. When he 
came, my mother said: "Have you been detained from your guest or guests 
tonight?" He said: “Haven't you brought the supper to them?" She replied: 
“We presented the meal to him (or them), but he (or they) refused to eat." 
Abu’bakr became angry, rebuked me, and invoked Allah to cause (my) ears 
to be cut. Then he took an oath not to eat of it. I hid myself. But he called 
me: "O ignorant (boy)!" Abu’bakr's wife swore that she would not eat of it, 
and so did the guests or the guest until he ate of it. Abu’bakr said: “What 
happened was from Satan." He asked for the meal from which he ate, and 
so did they. The more they took a handful of the meal, the more the meal 
increased from underneath much more than that mouthful. He said (to his 
wife): "O sister of Banu’firas! What is this?" She said: “O pleasure of my 
eyes! The meal is now more than it had been before we started eating.” 
They ate of it and sent the rest to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him”, of which, he was said to have also eaten. 

[89] Generously treating the eldest who is more entitled to speak 
first 

6142- Both of Sahl Ibn Abu’hathma and Rafi Ibn Khadij "Allah be 
pleased with them" reported: Abdullah Ibn Sahl and Muhaiyisa Ibn 
Mas'ood set out to Khaibar. They parted and later on, Abdullah Ibn Sahl 
was murdered. Abdur'rahman Ibn Sahl, Muhaiyisa and Huwaiyisa, the sons 
of Mas'ood came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him". 
Abdur'rahman, who was the youngest of them, intended to talk, but The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said (to him): "Let the 
eldest of you speak." The other two spoke. The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "If fifty of you swear as to who has 
committed the murder, you will be entitled to take the blood money of the 
killed person (who is your companion)." They said: "How could we swear 
if we did not witness the murder?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "Then the Jews can clear themselves from the charge if 
fifty of them take an oath (that it was not they who committed the 
murder)." They said: "(How should we believe in the oaths of) infidels?" 
So, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" himself paid the 
blood money (of the murdered). 

6143- The same previous narration. 

6144- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Tell me of a tree 
which resembles a Muslim, giving its fruits at every season by the 
permission of its Lord, and the leaves of which do not fall." It came 
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to my mind that it was the date-palm tree, but I disliked to speak because 
Abu’bakr and Omar were present. When nobody spoke, The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “It is the date-palm tree." 
When I came out with my father, I said: “O father! It came to my mind that 
it was the date-palm tree." He said: “What prevented you from saying it?" 
Had vou said it, it would have been dearer to me than such-and-such thing 
(wealth)." I said: “Nothing prevented me except that neither you nor 
Abu’bakr spoke, so I disliked to speak.” 


[90] The permissible and hateful poetry 


and Allah’s saying: “And the Poets, it is those straying in Evil, who follow 
them: Seest thou not that they wander distracted in every valley? And that 
they say what they practise not? Except those who believe, work 
righteousness, engage much in the remembrance of Allah, and defend 
themselves only after they are unjustly attacked. And soon will the unjust 
assailants know what vicissitudes their affairs will take!” (The Poets 
“Ash’shu’ara” 224:227) 


6145- Obai Ibn Ka'b "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Some poetry 
contains wisdom." 


6146- Jundub "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: While The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was walking 
(in one of the holy battles), a finger of his (was wounded and) bled. He 
said: "You are just a finger that bled, and what you got is in Allah's Cause." 


6147- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The truest words said by a 
poet was the statement of Labid: “Verily, Everything except Allah is 
perishable.” Omaivya Ibn Abus'salt was about to be a Muslim (but he did 
not embrace Islam).” 
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6148- Salama Ibn Al'akwa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We 
went out to Khaibar in the company of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. While we were proceeding at night, a man from the 
group said to Amer: "O Amer! Won't you let us hear your poetry?" Amer 
was a poet, so he got down and started reciting for the people poetry that 
kept pace with the camels footsteps, saying: "O Allah! Without you we 
would not have been guided on the right path, neither would we have given 
in charity, nor would we have prayed. So please forgive us, what we have 
committed (Our flaws); let all of us Be sacrificed for Your Cause; And send 
calmness Upon us to make our feet firm When we meet our enemy, and If 
they call us towards An unjust thing. We will refuse. The infidels have 
made a hue and Cry to ask others help against us." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" asked: "Who is that (camel) driver 
(reciting poetry)?" The people said: "He is Amer Ibn Al’akwa." 

Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "May 
Allah bestow His Mercy on him." A man amongst the people said: "O 
Allah's Prophet! It (martyrdom) has been affirmed to him. Would that you 
let us enjoy his company longer!" Then we reached and besieged Khaibar 
until we were afflicted with severe hunger. Then Allah helped the Muslims 
conquer it (Khaibar). In the evening of the day of the conquest of the city, 
the Muslims made huge fires. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "What are these fires? For what (kind of) cooking are you 
making the fire?" The people replied: "Meat." He asked: "What kind of 
meat?" They said: "The meat of donkeys." The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "Throw away the meat and break the pots." A 
man said: "O Allah's Apostle! Shall we throw away the meat and wash the 
pots instead?" He said: "(Yes, you can do) that too." When the army rows 
lined up for the clash, Amer's sword was snort. When he aimed at the leg of 
a Jew to strike it, the sharp blade of the sword returned to him and injured 
his own knee, which caused him to die. When they returned from the battle, 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saw me (in a sad 
mood). He took my hand and said: "What is troubling you?" I replied: "Let 
my father and mother be sacrificed for you! The people say that the deeds 
of Amer are lost." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: “Who did say so?” I replied: “So-and-so, so-and-so, and so-and-so, in 
addition to Osaid Ibn Al’huaair Al’ansari.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” commented: "Whoever says so, is mistaken, for 
Amer has got a double reward." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" raised his two fingers and added: "He (Amer) was a persistent 
struggler in the Cause of Allah; and there is only a few Arabs who did 
(such good deeds) as Amer had done." 

6149- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came to some of his 
wives among whom there was Ommu’sulaim, and said: “May Allah be 
merciful to you, O Aniasha! Drive the camels slowlv, as they are carrying 
glass vessels!" Abu’qilaba said: “The Prophet “Allan’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” said a phrase for which, you would have admonished anyone 
of you, if he had said it." 

[91] Lampooning the pagans 

6150- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Once Hassan Ibn 
Thabit asked the permission of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" to satirize the infidels. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
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be upon him" said: "What about the common descent I have with them?" 
Hassan replied: "I shall take you out of them as a hair is taken out of 
dough." 

On the other hand, Urwa narrated: I started abusing Hassan in front of 
A’isha, whereupon she said: "Don't abuse him, for he used to defend The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (with his poetry).” 

6151- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated, during his 
telling of The Prophet: Once Allafc'sA.postle" Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Your brother, Abdullah Ibn Rawaha does not say obscene 
(when he said): Amongst us is Allah's Apostle, who recites His Book when 
it dawns. He showed us the guidance, after we were blind. We believe that 
whatever he says will come true. He spends his nights in such a way as his 
sides do not touch his bed. While the pagans were deeply asleep." 

6152- Abu’salama Ibn Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf reported that he had 
heard Hassan Ibn Thabit "Allah be pleased with him" asking Abu'huraira: 
"I beseech you By Allah! Tell me the truth whether you heard The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: O Hassan! Reply on 
behalf of Allah's Apostle. O Allah! Support him with the Holy Spirit." 
Abu'huraira said: "Yes.” 

6153- Al’bara “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to Hassan: “Satirize 
them (the pagans) and Gabriel is with you.” 

[92] It is hateful to make poetry one’s famous characteristic which 
occupies him from celebrating (glories and praises of) Allah and 
knowing The Holy Qur’an 


6154- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It is better for a man to fill 
the inside of his body with pus than to fill it with poetry." 
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6155- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It is better for a man to fill 
the inside of his body with pus which might consume it than to fill it with 
poetry." 

[93] The Prophet’s saying: “Let your right hand be saved!” and 
“Halqa Aqra!” 

6156- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Aflah, the brother of 
Abul'qu'ais, asked permission to visit me after the order of the veil was 
revealed. I said: "By Allah! I will not permit him unless I take permission 
of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" about him for it 
was not the brother of Abul'qu'ais but the wife of Abul'qu'ais that suckled 
me." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" entered upon 
me, to whom I said: “It was not the brother of Abul'qu'ais but the wife of 
Abul'qu'ais that suckled me." He said: “Admit him, for he is your uncle. 
May your right hand be saved!” 

Urwa, the sub-narrator, told: For this reason, A’isha used to say: “The 
foster relation forbids what the corresponding blood relation forbids.” 

6157- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” was intending to return home after he had 
performed Hajj, when he saw Safiyya standing at the entrance of her tent, 
unhappy and sad because she got her menses. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Aqra Halqa! (An expression used 
in Quraish dialect) You will detain us." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” asked (her): "Did you perform the Ifada 
circumambulation on the Day of Slaughtering Sacrifice?" She said: “Yes." 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Then you can 
depart (with us).” 

[94] What was mentioned regarding one’s pretending (to do 
something) 

6158- Ommu'hani "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: I went to 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" in the year of 
the conquest of Mecca and found him taking a bath with his daughter 
Fatima screening him. I greeted him. He asked: “Who is she?” I replied: 
“I am Ommu'hani Bint Abu'talib.” He said: “Welcome! O Ommu'hani.” 
After he had finished his bath he stood up and prayed eight Rak’as, 
while wearing a single garment wrapped round his body. 

When he came to the end I said: “O Allah's Apostle! My brother has 
pretended that he will kill a person whom I gave shelter and that person 
is so and so the son of Hubaira.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "We shelter the person whom you have 
sheltered O Ommu’hani.” Ommu'hani added: "That was at forenoon.” 
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[95J What about he, who said: "Woe to you!"? 

6159- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saw a man driving his sacrificial 
camel. He said: "Ride on it." The man said: "It is a sacrificing camel." The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Ride on it." He 
said: "It is a Sacrificing camel." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Ride on it, woe to you!" 

6160- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saw a man driving a 
sacrificial camel. He said: "Ride it." The man said: "O Messenger of Allah! 
It is a sacrificing camel." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Ride it, (and said in the second or third time) woe to you!" 

6161- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was on one of his 
journeys, accompanying a black boy of his for driving the camels, to whom 
he said: “May Allah be merciful to you Anjasha! Drive slowly (the camels 
which are carrying) the glass vessels.” 

6162- Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" told: A man was praised 
greatly by another before The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him". The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Woe to 
you! You have cut the neck of your friend." The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" repeated this sentence thrice and said: "If it is 
indispensable for anyone of you to praise another, then he should say: “I 
think that he is such-and-such," particularly when he really knows that he is 
such. It is Allah Who will take his accounts (since He knows his reality); 
and no one can sanctify anybody before Allah." 

6163- Abu’sa’eed APkhudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
While we were with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” who was distributing some property, there came 
Dhul’khuwaisira, a man from the tribe of Banu’tamim and said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! Do Justice." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: "Woe to you! Who could do justice if I did not? I (or you) would 
be a desperate loser if I did not do justice." Omar said: "O Allah's Apostle! 
Give me the permission to chop his head off." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Let him, for he has companions 
who pray and fast in such a way that you will consider your fasting and 
prayer trifling in comparison to theirs. They recite Qur'an but it does not go 
beyond their throats (because they do not act on it). They will desert Islam 
as an arrow goes through a victim's body, so that the hunter, on looking at 
the arrow's blade, would see nothing on it. He would look at its strings and 
see nothing. He would look at its shaft and see nothing. He would look at 
its feathers and see nothing (neither meat nor blood), for the arrow has been 
too fast even for the blood and excretions to smear. The sign by which they 
will be recognized is that among them there will be a black man, one of 
whose arms will resemble a woman's breast or a lump of meat moving 
loosely. This faction will appear when there will be differences amongst the 
people." 
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Abu’sa’eed further said: I testify that I heard this narration from The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and I testify 
that Ali Ibn Abu’talib fought with such people, and I was in his company. 
He ordered that the man (described by The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”) should be looked for. The man was brought at whom I 
looked and noticed that he was exactly as The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” had described. 

6164- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man came 
to The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O 
Allah's Apostle! I have been ruined.” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “May Allah be merciful to you! 
(What is the matter)?” the man replied: “I had sexual intercourse with my 
wife (while I was fasting) in Ramadan." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said to him: "Manumit a slave." He replied : “I 
cannot afford to do so.” Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said to him: "Fast for two successive months." He replied : “I 
have no power to do so.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said to him: "Then feed sixty poor persons." He replied : “I 
could not afford to do it.” Then, a big basket full of dates was brought to 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him” which he gave to 
the man and said: "Take this (basket of dates) and give it in charity." The 
man said: "Should I give it to people poorer than us? By Allah, there is 
none between Medina's two mountains who is poorer than us." The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" smiled until his 
premolar teeth became visible and then said: “Feed your family with it." 

6165- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A 
Bedouin asked Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
about the emigration. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "May Allah be merciful to you! The matter of emigration is very 
hard. Have you got camels?” the man said: “Yes.” The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” asked: “ Do you pay their obligatory 
charity?" The Bedouin said: "Yes.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: “Work beyond the seas and Allah will not 
decrease any of your good deeds.” 

6166- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Woe to you” or "May 
Allah be merciful to you! (Shu’ba is not certain of the true phrase). Do not 
become disbelievers after me by cutting the necks of one another." 
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6167- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A Bedouin came to 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! When will The Hour be established?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: " Woe to you! What have you 
prepared for it?" The Bedouin said: "I have prepared nothing for it, except 
that I love Allah and His Apostle." The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "You will be with those whom you love." We (the 
companions of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”) 
said: "Will we be so too?” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Yes." On that day, we got so much happy (with what was said 
by The Prophet). 

[96] The sign of one’s love to Allah 

and Allah’s saying: “Say: "If ye do love Allah, follow me: Allah will love 
you and forgive you your sins; for Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.” 
(A1 Imran (Family of Imran) 31) 

6168- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Everyone will be with 
whomever he loves (on The Day of Judgement).” 

6169- Abu’wa’il narrated from Abdullah Ibn Mas’ood “Allah be pleased 
with him”: A man came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” and said: “O Allah's Apostle! What do you say about a 
man who loves some people with whose good deeds he cannot catch up?" 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Everyone will be with whomever he loves." 

6170- Abu’wa’il narrated from Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with 
him”: It was said to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”: “What about a man who loves some people with whose good 
deeds he cannot catch up?" The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Everyone will be with whomever he loves." 

6171- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man asked The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" about the (doomed) Hour 
saying: "When will the Hour be?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "What have you prepared for it?" The man said: 
"Nothing of prayer, fasting, or charity, except that I love Allah and His 
Apostle." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "You 
will be with those whom you love.” 
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[97] When one says to another: “Let you be in ignominy!” 

6172- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to Ibn Saiyyad: "I 
have kept something for you in my mind; What is it?" He said: “Ad’dukh." 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Let you be in 
ignominy!" 

6173- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him", with a group of people, went out 
to Ibn Saiyyad until they saw him playing with the boys near the hillocks of 
Banu'maghala. Ibn Saiyyad at that time was about to reach his puberty and 
did not notice (us) until The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" stroked him with his hand and said to him: "Do you testify that 1 am 
Allah's Apostle?" Ibn Saiyyad looked at him and said: "I testify that you are 
the Messenger of illiterates." Then Ibn Saiyyad asked The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him": "Do you testify that I am Allah's 
Apostle?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" refuted it 
and said: "I believe in Allah and His Apostles." Then he said (to Ibn 
Saiyyad): "What do you think?" Ibn Saiyyad answered: "True people and 
liars visit me." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"You have been confused as to this matter." Then The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: "I have kept something (in 
my mind) for you, (can you tell me that?)" Ibn Saiyyad said: "It is Ad'dukh 
(the smoke)." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Let you be in ignominy. You cannot cross your limits." On that, Omar 
said: "O Allah's Apostle! Allow me to chop his head off." The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If he is he (The Charlatan 
(Ad’dajjal), then you cannot overpower him, and if he is not, then there is 
no need of murdering him." 

6174- Ibn Omar added: Later on Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" once again went along with Obai Ibn Ka'b to the date- 
palm trees (garden) where Ibn Saiyyad was staying. The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" starting hiding himself behind the date- 
palms’ trunks to be able to hear something from Ibn Saiyyad before Ibn 
Saiyyad could see him. Ibn Saiyyad was lying on his bed, covered with a 
velvet sheet from where his murmurs were heard. Ibn Saiyyad's mother saw 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" while he was 
hiding himself behind the trunks of the date-palm trees. She addressed Ibn 
Saiyyad: "O Saf ! (Ibn Saiyyad's name) Here is Mohammad." Thus, Ibn 
Saiyyad got up. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Had she let him, then he would have uncovered the reality of his case.” 
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6175- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got up amongst the people, 
glorifying and praising Allah as He deserves. Then, he mentioned The 
Charlatan (Ad’dajjal), saying: "I warn you of him (Ad’dajjal) and there is 
no Prophet who did not warn his nation of him. Noah warned his nation of 
him, but I tell you a statement, of which no Prophet informed his nation.

His she-camel 
slipped and both of them fell down. Abu’talha jumped from his camel and 
said: "O Allah's Apostle! May Allah sacrifice me for you! Is there any harm 
to you?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "No, 
but take care of the lady." So, Abu’talha covered his face with a garment, 
went to Safiyya and covered her with it. Then, she got up. He set right the 
state of their she-camel so that both of them could ride. When we 
approached Medina, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "We are returning with repentance, worshipping and praising our 
Lord." He kept on saying this until he entered Medina.

6186- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man amongst us 
begot a boy whom he named Al'qasim.

Had there been a Prophet after 
Mohammad, then his son would have lived. But there is no Prophet after 
him."

6195- Al’bara “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When Ibrahim (the 
son of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”) died. The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “He 
has a wet nurse in Paradise." 

6196- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Call 
by my name and do not name by my title, for I’m Qasim (distributor) who 
distributes (Allah’s blessings) among you.” 

6197- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" told: The Prophet

6199- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
The sun eclipsed on the day when Ibrahim (The Prophet’s son) died. 
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[110] What about the name “Al’walid”? 

6200- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to 
invoke Allah after raising from bowing, saying: "O Allah! Save Al'walid 
Ibn Al'walid, Salama Ibn Hesham, Aiyyash Ibn Abu'rabie'a, and the weak 
and the helpless people among the faithful believers. O Allah! Be hard on 
the tribe of Mudar and let them suffer from famine years like those of the 
time of Joseph." 

[111] One's calling another by his name, decreasing a letter from it 

6201- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported that The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to her: "O A’isha! This is 
Gabriel and he sends his salutations to you." A’isha said: "Salutations be to 
him, and Allah's Mercy and Blessings be on him." Regarding The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him", she said: "He (The Prophet) used 
to see what we Don't see." 

6202- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported that Ommu'sulaim had 
been with the women who were in charge of the luggage on a journey. 
Anjasha, the slave of The Prophet, was driving their camels (very fast). The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O Anjash! Be slow 
(in Driving the camels) with the glass vessels (women)!” 

[112] The title for the boy before (growing up and) begetting 
children 

6203- A.ias “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” was the best of all the people in character. 
I had a brother called Abu’omair, who, I think, had been newly weaned. 
Whenever he was brought to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to 
say (to him): "O Abu’omair! What did The Nughair do?" It was a 
nightingale with which he used to play. Sometimes the time of the Prayer 
became due while he (The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”) was in our house. He would order that the carpet under him be swept 
and sprayed with water. Then he would stand up and we would line up 
behind him, so that he would lead us in prayer. 

[113] Calling by the title of “Abu’turab” (Father of Dust) 

6204- Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The most 
beloved names to Ali was Abu’turab (Father of Dust), and he used to be 
pleased when we called him by it. The reason was that none called him 
Abu’turab (for the first time) but The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
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be upon him”. Once Ali got angry with (his wife) Fatima. Then he went out 
and slept near a wall in the mosque. The Prophet “AllahVblessing and 
peace be upon him” came looking for him, when somebody said: “He is 
there, Lying near the wall." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” came to him while his (Ali's) back was covered with dust. The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” started removing the dust 
from his back, saying: “Get up, O Abu’turab!" 


[114] The most hateful names in Allah's sight 


6205- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The most awful name in 
Allah's sight on the Day of Judgement, will be (that of) a man calling 
himself the king of kings.” 


6206- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The most awful name in 
Allah's sight, will be (that of) a man calling himself the king of kings.” 


[115] The title of the pagan person 


6207- Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" rode a donkey, equipped 
with a velvet covering made in Fadak and he was riding behind him. He 
was going to pay visit to Sa’d Ibn Obada in Banul'harith Ibn Al’khazraj; 
and this incident happened before the battle of Badr. The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" passed by a gathering in which Abdullah 
Ibn Obai Ibn Salool was present, and that was before Abdullah Ibn Obai 
embraced Islam. Behold in that gathering there were people of different 
religions: there were Muslims, pagans, idol-worshippers and Jews, and in 
that gathering Abdullah Ibn Rawaha was also present. When a cloud of dust 
raised by the donkey reached that gathering, Abdullah Ibn Obai covered his 
nose with his garment and then said: "Do not cover us with dust." Then 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" greeted them, 
stopped, dismounted, and invited them to Allah (To embrace Islam) and 
recited to them the Holy Qur'an. On that, Abdullah Ibn Obai Ibn Salool 
said: "O man ! There is nothing better than what you say. If it is the truth. 
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then do not trouble us with it in our gatherings. Return to your mount and if 
somebody comes to you, relate (your tales) to him." On that Abdullah Ibn 
Rawaha said: "Well, O Allah's Apostle! Bring it (What you want to say) to 
us in our gathering, for we love that." 

So the Muslims, the pagans and the Jews started abusing one another 
until they were on the point of fighting with one another. The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" kept on quietening them till they 
became quiet, whereupon The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" rode his mount and proceeded till he entered upon Sa’d Ibn Obada. 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to Sa’d: "Did 
not you hear what Abu'hubab said?" He meant Abdullah Ibn Obai. "He said 
so-and-so." On that Sa’d Ibn Obada said: "O Allah's Apostle! Let my father 
be sacrificed for you! Excuse and forgive him, for by he, Who revealed the 
Book to you, Allah brought the Truth which was sent to you at the time 
when the people of this town (Medina) had decided unanimously to crown 
him and tie a turban on his head (as chief). But when Allah opposed that 
(decision) through the Truth that Allah gave to you, he (Abdullah Ibn Obai) 
was grieved with jealousy. That caused him to do what you have seen." So 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" excused him, for 
The Prophet and his companions used to forgive the pagans and the people 
of Scriptures as Allah had ordered them, and they used to meet their 
mischief with patience. Allah said: "Ye shall certainly be tried and tested 
in your possessions and in your personal selves; and ye shall certainly hear 
much that will grieve you, from those who received the book before you 
and from those who worship many gods. But if ye persevere patiently, and 
guard against evil, then that will be a determining factor in all affairs.” (A1 
Imran 186) And Allah also said: “Quite a number of the People of the Book 
wish they could turn you (people) back to infidelity after ye have believed. 
From selfish envy, after the Truth hath become manifest unto them: but 
forgive and overlook, till Allah accomplishes his purpose: for Allah hath 
power over all things.” (Heifer “Al’baqara” 109) 

So The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to stick 
to the principle of forgiveness for them as long as Allah ordered him to do 
so till Allah permitted fighting them. After Allah's Apostle "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" had fought the battle of Badr and Allah 
killed the nobles of Quraish infidels through him, he and his companions 
returned as victorious, having with them the captives from the nobles of 
Quraish. Ibn Obai Ibn Salool, accompanied by the pagans and idolaters 
who were with him, said: "This matter (of Islam) became victorious." So 
they gave the pledge of allegiance (for embracing Islam) to Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and became Muslims. 

6208- Al'abbas Ibn Abdul'muttalib "Allah be pleased with him" reported 
that he said to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": 
"Have you been of any benefit to Abu'talib? By Allah, he used to protect 
you and become angry on your behalf." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "Yes, he is in a shallow fire, and had it not been 
for me, he would have been in the bottom of the (Hell) Fire."

6209- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was on a certain journey. 
There was a man who chanted to get the camels, which were carrying the 
women, go fast, to whom he said: “May Allah be merciful to you, O 
Anjasha! Drive the (camels) slowly (as they are carrying) glass vessels!" 

6210- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was on a certain journey. 
There was a man called Anjasha who chanted to get the camels (which 
were carrying the women) go fast, to whom he said: “May Allah be 
merciful to you, O Anjasha!

(very fast, having an energy) as inexhaustible as the water of the sea.” 

[117] When one says to another about something: “It is nothing”, 
meaning that it is not really true 

6213- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was asked about the 
foretellers. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said : "They are nothing." The people said: “O Messenger of Allah! 
Sometimes they tell what comes out to be true." The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “That word which comes to 
be true is what a jinn stealthily snatches away which he then pours in the 
ear of his foreteller with a sound similar to the cackle of a hen, to which he 
adds one-hundred lies."

Allah Almighty said: “Do they not look at the Camels, how they are 
made? And at the Sky, how it is raised high?” (The Overwhelming Event

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6214- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said, while talking about 
the period of pause in revelation: "While I was walking, suddenly I heard a 
voice from the sky. I looked up and saw the same angel who had visited me 
at the cave of Hira sitting on a chair between the sky and the earth." 

6215- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I stayed for a 
night in the house of my aunt Maimuna when The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was with her. When it was the 
last third of the night, or a while later, he got up and looked towards the sky 
and said: “Behold in the creation of the heavens and the earth, and the 
alternation of night and day, there are indeed Signs for men of 
understanding.” (A1 Imran 190) 

[119] Striking (slowly) the water and the mud with the stick 

6216- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that he was with 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in one of the 
gardens of Medina. In the hand of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” there was a stick, with which he was striking (slowly) the 
water and the mud. A man came and asked permission to enter. The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Open the gate for 
him and give him the glad tidings of entering Paradise.” I went, and behold! 
It was Abu’bakr, for whom I opened the gate. I told him of the glad tidings 
of entering Paradise. Then another man came and asked permission to 
enter. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Open 
the gate for him and give him the glad tidings of entering Paradise." 
Behold! It was Omar, for whom I opened the gate. I informed him of the 
glad tidings of entering Paradise. Then another man came and asked 
permission to enter. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
was sitting in a leaning posture, so he sat up and said: “Open the gate for 
him and give him the glad tidings of entering Paradise with a calamity 
which will befall him or which will take place." I went, and behold ! It was 
Othman, for whom I opened the gate. Then I gave him the glad tidings of 
entering Paradise and also informed him of what The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” had said (about the calamity). Othman 
said: “Allah Alone is the one Whose Help I seek (against that calamity).” 

[120] One’s scraping the ground with the stick 

6217- Ali Ibn Abu’talib "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: We were 
with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in a funeral 
procession. He had a small stick in his hand, with which he started scraping 
the ground. He then said: "There is none among you, but has a place either 
in Paradise or in Hell assigned for him." We said: "O Allah's Apostle! 
Should we not depend on what has been written for us and leave the 
deeds?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do 
(good deeds), for everyone is directed to find it easy (to do) what leads him 
to his destiny.” (Then he recited): “So he who gives (in Charity) and fears 
(Allah), And (in all sincerity) testifies to the Best, We will indeed make 
smooth for him the path to Bliss.” (The Night “Al’lail” 5:7) 
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[121] Magnifying and glorifying Allah when one is astonished 

6218- Ommu’salama "Allah be pleased with her" told: One night Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got up and said: "Glory 
be to Allah! How many afflictions have been descended tonight and how 
many treasures have been disclosed! Go and let the sleeping woman 
occupants of these dwellings (his wives) wake up for prayers. A well- 
dressed (soul) in this world may be naked in the Hereafter." 

on the other hand, Omar “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I asked 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “Did you divorce 
your wives?” he replied: “No.” I said: “Allah is greater!” 


6219- Ali Ibn Al’husain narrated: Safiyya "Allah be pleased with her", 
the wife of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" told 
him that she had gone to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" to visit him in the mosque while he was in I’tikaf in the last 
ten days of Ramadan. She had a talk with him for a while, and then she 
got up in order to return home. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" accompanied her. When they reached the gate of the 
mosque, opposite the door of Ommu’salama, two Ansari men were 
passing by and they greeted Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him”. He told them: “Do not run away! She is (my wife) Safiyya 
Bint Huyai." Both of them said: "Glory be to Allah! How dare we think 
of any evil O Allah's Apostle!" They felt it. The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said (to them): "Satan reaches everywhere in the 
human body as blood reaches everywhere in one's body. I was afraid that 
Satan might put an evil thought in your minds." 

[122] Throwing stones with just one’s two fingers is forbidden 

6220- Abdullah Ibn Mughaffal Al’muzani narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade throwing stones (with 
the thumb and the index or middle finger), saying: “It neither hunts a game 
nor kills an enemy, but it gouges out an eye or breaks a tooth." 

[123] The sneezer should praise Allah 

6221- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Two men sneezed 
before The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who said to 
one of them: "May Allah bestow His Mercy on you." But he did not say 
that to the other. Being asked (of the reason), The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "That one praised Allah (at the time of 
sneezing), but the other did not praise Allah." 
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[124] Saying to the sneezer, if he praised Allah: “May Allah bestow 
his mercy upon you!” 

6222- Al’bara Ibn Azib “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered us to do seven 
(things) and forbade us to do seven. He ordered us to visit the patients, to 
follow the funeral procession, to reply to the sneezer (by saying: May Allah 
bestow His Mercy upon you, if he says: Praise be to Allah), to accept the 
invitation (to the wedding banquet), to greet (whomever one meets), to help 
the oppressed, and to help others to fulfill their oaths. He forbade us to 
wear golden rings, to use the silk, the thick silk, the Dibaj, and the linen 
clothes containing silk (brought from Egypt). 

[125] Though sneezing is lovable, yawning is hateful 

6223- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah likes sneezing and 
dislikes yawning, so if someone sneezes and then praises Allah, then it is 
obligatory on every Muslim who heard him, to say: “May Allah be merciful 
to you.” But as for yawning, it is from Satan, so one must try his best to 
stop it. If one says: “Ha” when yawning, Satan will laugh at him.” 

[126] How would the sneezer be responded to? 

6224- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “ If anyone of you sneezes, 
he should say: “Praise be to Allah”, and his (Muslim) brother or companion 
should reply to him: “May Allah bestow his Mercy on you”. When the 
latter says: “May Allah bestow his Mercy on you”, the former should reply: 
“May Allah guide you and improve your state.”” 

[127] If the sneezer did not praise Allah, while sneezing, then none 
should reply to him by saying: “May Allah bestow his mercy upon 
you” 

6225- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Two men sneezed 
before The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who said to 
one of them: "May Allah bestow His Mercy on you." But he did not say 
that to the other, who asked him: “O Messenger of Allah! You said to him 
“May Allah bestow his mercy upon you” and did not say that to me too!” 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "That one 
praised Allah (at the time of sneezing), but you did not praise Allah." 
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[128] If any of you yawned, he should put his hand over his mouth 

6226- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah likes sneezing and 
dislikes yawning, so if someone sneezes and then praises Allah, then it is 
obligatory on every Muslim who heard him, to say: “May Allah be merciful 
to you.” But as for yawning, it is from Satan, so one must try his best to 
stop it. If one says: “Ha” when yawning, Satan will laugh at him.”

(79) The Book of Asking For Permission 


[1] Starting with greeting 


6227- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah created Adam, 
making him 60 cubits tall. When He created him, He said to him: "Go and 
greet that group of angels, and listen to their reply, for it will be the 
salutation of you and your offspring." So, Adam said (to the angels): 
“Peace be upon you.” The angels said: " Peace and Allah's Mercy be upon 
you.” Thus the angels added to Adam's salutation the expression: "and 
Allah's mercy.” Any person who will enter Paradise will resemble Adam 
(in appearance and figure). People have been decreasing in stature since 
Adam's creation. 


[2] Allah’s saying: “O ye who believe! Enter not houses other than 
your own, until ye have asked permission and saluted those in them: 
that is best for you, in order that ye may heed (what is seemly). If ye 
And no one in the house, enter not until permission is given to you: if ye 
are asked to go back, go back: that makes for greater purity for 
yourselves: and Allah knows well all that ye do. It is no fault on your 
part to enter houses not used for living in, which serve some (other) use 
for you: and Allah has knowledge of what ye reveal and what ye 
conceal.” (The Light “An’nur” 27:29) 


Al'hasan was asked by Sa’eed Ibn Abuf’hasan: “What about the non- 
Arab women who uncover their breasts and heads?” he replied: “Keep your 
sight away from them.” Allah Almighty said: “Say to the believing men 
that they should lower their gaze and guard their modesty: that will make 
for greater purity for them: and Allah is well acquainted with all that they 
do.” (The Light “An’nur” 30) 

But there is no harm in looking at the women who reached the age of 
menopause. What is forbidden is to look at the woman to whom one might 
have a desire for sexual relation, even if she is young. 
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6228- Abdullah Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: 
Al’fadl Ibn Abbas rode behind The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” as his companion rider on his she camel’s back. This was on the 
Day of Slaughtering sacrifice. Al’fadl was a handsome man. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” stopped to give the people the 
religious verdicts. At the same time , a pretty woman From the tribe of 
Khath'am came, asking the verdict of Allah's Apostle. Al’fadl looked at her, 
attracted by her beauty. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” looked behind and saw Al’fadl looking at her. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” held out his hand backwards and caught 
the chin of Al’fadl and turned his face (from her in order not to gaze at her). 
She said: “O Allah’s Apostle! The obligation of Hajj enjoined by Allah on 
His worshipers has become compulsory on my father who is an old man 
and cannot sit firm on the riding animal. Will it be sufficient to perform 
Hajj on his behalf?" He said: “Yes." 

6229- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Beware! Avoid 
sitting on the roads." The people said: "There is no way out of it since these 
are our sitting places where we have talks." The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "If you sit there, then you must observe the 
rights of the road.” They asked: "What are the rights of the road?" He said: 
"They are to lower your gazes (on seeing what is unlawful to look at), 
refrain from harming people, return back greetings, advocate good and 
forbid evil." 

[3] The Peace is one of Allah’s beautiful names 

6230- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
Whenever we prayed behind The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" we used to recite (in sitting): “Peace be upon Allah from His 
worshippers, Peace be upon Gabriel and Michael, peace be upon so-and- 
so.” Once Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" looked 
back at us and said: “Allah Himself is the Peace, and if anyone of you prays 
then he should say: "All the compliments, prayers and good things are due 
to Allah; peace and Allah's mercy and blessings be upon you, O Prophet. 
Peace be upon us an upon the pious slaves of Allah. (At’tahiyyatu lillah, 
was’salawatu wat’taiyyibat. As’salamu alayka aiyuhan’nabiyu 
warahmatollahi wabarakatuh. As’salamu alayna wa’ala ibadillahi 
as’salihin) (The Prophet added: If you say that, it will reach all the slaves in 
the heaven and the earth). I testify that there is no God but Allah, and I 
testify that Mohammad is His slave and His Apostle.” (Ash’hadu an la ilaha 
illallahu; wa’ash’hadu anna Mohammadan abduhu warasooluh).” 
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[4] A small group of people should greet a large group of people 

6231- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The young should greet the 
old, the passer by should greet the sitting one, and the small group of 
persons should greet the large group of persons." 

[5] The rider should greet the walking person 

6232- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The rider should greet the 
walking one, and the walking one should greet the sitting one, and the small 
number of persons should greet the large number of persons." 

[6] The walking should greet the sitting 

6233- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The riding one should 
greet the walking one, and the walking one should greet the sitting one, and 
the small number of persons should greet the large number of persons." 

[7] The young should greet the old person 

6234- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The young should greet the 
old, the passer by should greet the sitting one, and the small group of 
persons should greet the large group of persons." 

[8] Greeting whomever one meets 

6235- Al’bara "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" ordered us to do seven things : 
To visit the patient, to follow the funeral procession, to reply to the sneezer, 
saying: "May Allah be merciful to you", provided that the sneezer says: 
"All the praises be to Allah”, to help the weak person, to support the 
oppressed, to greet whomever one meets, and to fulfill the oaths. He 
forbade us from drinking in silver utensils, wearing golden rings, riding on 
the cushions stuffed with silk, wearing silk clothes, Dibaj (pure silk cloth), 
the linen cloth containing silk (made and brought from Egypt), and heavy 
silk. 
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[9] Greeting those whom you know and those whom you do not 
know 

6236- Abdullah Ibn Amr "Allah be pleased with both" reported: A man 
asked The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: "What 
Islamic characteristics are the best?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "Feeding people, and greeting those whom you 
know and those whom you do not know." 

6237- Abu'aiyub Al'ansari "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah’s 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It is not lawful for 
a man to desert his brother Muslim for more than three nights. (It is 
unlawful for them that) when they meet, one of them turns his face away 
from the other, and the other turns his face from the former. But the better 
of the two will be he who greets the other first." 

[10] What about the (Qur’anic) verse of veiling women? 

6238- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I was ten 
years old when The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” came to Medina. I served him for ten years. Indeed, I knew 
about the order of veiling women more than any other person when it was 
revealed. Obai Ibn Ka’b used to ask me about it. It was revealed for the first 
time when The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” had consummated his marriage with Zainab Bint Jahsh. When the day 
dawned, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was a 
bridegroom and he invited the people to a banquet, so they came, ate, and 
then all left except a few who remained with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” for a long time. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” got up and went out, and I too went out with him so 
that those people might leave too. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” proceeded and so did I, until he came to the threshold of 
A’isha's dwelling place. Then thinking that these people had left, he 
returned and so did I along with him until he entered upon Zainab. Behold, 
they were still sitting and had not gone. So The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” again went away and I went away along with him. 
When we reached the threshold of A’isha's dwelling place, he thought that 
they had left, and so he returned and I too, returned along with him and 
found those people had left. The Verse of the veil was sent down; and The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” drew a curtain between 
him and me. 

6239- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” married 
Zainab Bint Jahsh, he invited the people to a meal. They took the meal and 
remained sitting and talking. Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” seemed to be ready to get up, but they did not get up. When 
he noticed that (there was no response), he got up, followed by many of 
them, while the rest kept on sitting. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” came back in order to enter his house, but they were 
still sitting. Then they left, whereupon I (went and) told The Prophet 
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“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. So he came and entered his 
house. I wanted to enter along with him, but he put a screen between him 
and me. Then Allah revealed: "O ye who Believe! Enter not The Prophet's 
houses- until leave is given you- for a meal, (and then) not (so early as) to 
wait for its preparation: but when ye are invited, enter; and when ye have 
taken your meal, disperse, without seeking familiar talk. Such (behaviour) 
annoys The Prophet: he is ashamed to dismiss you, but Allah is not 
ashamed (to tell you) the truth." (The Confederates “Al’ahzab” 53) 

6240- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”, the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, narrated: Omar Ibn Al’khattab 
used to say to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”: "Let your wives be veiled." But he did not do so. The wives of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to go out to answer 
the call of nature nightly only at Al’manasi. Once Sawda Bint Zam’a, a tall 
woman was she, went out. Omar Ibn Al’khattab saw her while he was in a 
gathering, and said: “I recognized you, 0 Sawda!" He said so just because 
he was anxious for (a Qur’anic verse to be sent down regarding) the veil. 
So Allah revealed the Verse of veiling women. 

[11] The order of taking permission to enter (somebody’s dwelling) 
has been enjoined because of sight 

6241- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man 
peeped through a round hole into the dwelling place of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who had an iron comb with 
which he was scratching his head. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: " Had I known you were looking (through the hole), I 
would have pierced your eye with it (the comb). Verily! The order of taking 
permission to enter (somebody’s dwelling) has been enjoined because of 
that sight.” 

6242- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man 
peeped into a room of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” stood up, 
carrying an arrow head. It is as if I am just looking at him, trying to pierce 
the man. 

[12] The organs' adultery apart from the private parts 

6243- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: I have not seen 
a thing more similar to the minor sins than what Abu’huraira narrated from 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who said: "Allah has 
written for Adam's son his share of adultery which he commits inevitably. 
The adultery of the eyes is the sight (gazing at a forbidden thing). The 
adultery of the tongue is the talk. The inner self wishes and desires; and the 
private parts testify or deny all this." 
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[13] Greeting and taking permission thrice 


6244- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Whenever The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" greeted others with 
peace, he used to repeat it thrice. Whenever he said anything, he used to 
repeat it thrice. 


6245- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
While I was sitting in one of the gatherings of the Ansar, Abu’moosa came 
as if he was scared, and said: “I asked permission to enter upon Omar 
thrice, but I was not given the permission, so I returned." (When Omar was 
told of that) he said to Abu’moosa: "What did stop you to enter?” 
Abu’moosa replied: “I asked permission thrice, but I was not given it. So I 
returned, for The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “If anyone of you asks the permission to enter thrice, and the 
permission is not given, then he should return.” " Omar said: “By Allah! 
We will ask Abu’moosa to bring witnesses for it." (Abu’moosa went to a 
gathering of the Ansar and said): ’’Did anyone of you hear this from The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ?" Obai Ibn Ka’b said: 
“By Allah, none will go with you (as a witness) but the youngest of the 
people." I (Abu’sa’eed) was the youngest of them, so I went with 
Abu’moosa and informed Omar that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” had said so. 


[14] If somebody was called to enter upon another, should he ask for 
permission? 


6246- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I entered with 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (his 
house), where he found milk in a basin. He said: “O Abu’hirr! Go and call 
the people of Suffa to me." I went and invited them. They came and asked 
permission to enter. When it was given, they entered. ** 
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[15] Greeting boys 

6247- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" was reported to have passed by 
a group of boys and greeted them. He commented: "The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used to do so." 

[16] The men greet the women, and the women greet the men 

6248- Abu’hazim narrated: Sahl said: We used to be merry on Fridays." 
I asked Sahl: "Why?" He said: “There was an old woman who used to send 
somebody to Buda'a (Ibn Maslama said that it was a garden of date-palms 
at Medina). She used to pull out the Silq (a kind of vegetable) from its 
roots, which she would put in a cooking pot, adding some powdered barley 
to it. After finishing the Friday prayer we used to go and greet her, 
whereupon she would serve us with that meal. For this reason, we used to 
be cheerful because of that. We used to have neither a midday nap nor 
meals before the Friday prayer. 

6249- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported that The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to her: "0 A’isha! This is 
Gabriel and he sends his salutations to you." A’isha said: "Salutations be to 
him, and Allah's Mercy and Blessings be upon him." Addressing The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" she said: "You see what I 
Don't see." 

[17] When one asks: “Who is that”; and the knocker answers: “I” 

6250- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" reported: I came 
to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" in order to consult 
him regarding my father's debt. When I knocked at the door, he asked: 
"Who is that?" I replied: "I." He said: "I, I?" He repeated it as if he disliked 
it. 

[18] When one replies: “Peace be upon him” 

in this respect, A’isha replied (after being told by The Prophet that 
Gabriel was greeting her): “Salutation be to him, and Allah’s mercy and 
blessing be upon him.” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said that angels returned back Adam’s greeting: 
“Salutation be to you, and Allah’s mercy be upon you.” 

6251- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man entered 
the mosque while Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
was sitting in one of its sides. The man prayed and went to The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and greeted him. The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: “Peace be upon you. 
Go back and pray, for you have not prayed." The man went back, prayed in 
the same way as before, returned and greeted The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" who said: "Peace be upon you. Go back and pray, 
for you have not prayed." The man said (after the second or the third time): 
" Please, O Messenger of Allah, teach me how to pray." The Prophet 
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"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Perform ablution perfectly, 
then face The Qibla, then say: “Allah is magnificent” and then recite from 
what you know by heart of the Holy Qur'an. Then bow until you feel at 
ease. Then raise your head and stand up straight, then prostrate till you feel 
at ease during your prostration, then raise your head and sit calmly till you 
feel at ease (with no hurry), then prostrate till you feel at ease during your 
prostration, and then raise your head and sit calmly; and do the same in all 
your prayers.” 

6252- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Then raise your head and 
sit until you feel at ease.” 

[19] When one says to another: “So-and-so sends salutation to you” 

6253- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported that The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to her: "This is Gabriel who 
sends his salutations to you." A’isha said: "Salutations be to him, and 
Allah's Mercy be upon him." 

[20] Greeting people in a gathering having a mixture of believers 
and pagans 

6254- Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" rode a donkey, equipped 
with a velvet covering made in Fadak and he was riding behind him. He 
was going to pay visit to Sa’d Ibn Obada in Banul'harith Ibn Al’khazraj; 
and this incident happened before the battle of Badr. The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" passed by a gathering in which Abdullah 
Ibn Obai Ibn Salool was present, and that was before Abdullah Ibn Obai 
embraced Islam. Behold in that gathering there were people of different 
religions: there were Muslims, pagans, idol-worshippers and Jews, and in 
that gathering Abdullah Ibn Rawaha was also present. When a cloud of dust 
raised by the donkey reached that gathering, Abdullah Ibn Obai covered his 
nose with his garment and then said: "Do not cover us with dust." Then 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" greeted them, 
stopped, dismounted, and invited them to Allah (To embrace Islam) and 
recited to them the Holy Qur'an. On that, Abdullah Ibn Obai Ibn Salool 
said: "O man ! There is nothing better than what you say. If it is the truth, 
then do not trouble us with it in our gatherings. Return to your mount and if 
somebody comes to you, relate (your tales) to him." On that Abdullah Ibn 
Rawaha said: "But bring it (What you want to say) to us in our gathering, 
for we love that.” So the Muslims, the pagans and the Jews started abusing 
one another until they were on the point of fighting with one another. The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" kept on quietening them 
till they became quiet, whereupon The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" rode his mount and proceeded till he entered upon Sa’d Ibn 
Obada. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to Sa’d: 
"0 Sa’d! Did not you hear what Abu'hubab said?" He meant Abdullah Ibn 
Obai. "He said so-and-so." On that Sa’d Ibn Obada said: "O Allah's 
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Apostle! Excuse and forgive him, for by Allah, Allah brought the Truth, 
which was sent to you at the time when the people of this town (Medina) 
had agreed unanimously to crown him and tie a turban on his head (as 
chief). But when Allah opposed that through the Truth that Allah gave to 
you, he (Abdullah Ibn Obai) was grieved with jealousy. That caused him to 
do what you have seen." So Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" excused him. 

[21] What about he, who did not greet whomever committed a sin 
until his repentance to Allah seemed to be true? 

Abdullah Ibn Amr said: “Do not greet whomever drinks wine.” 

6255- Abdullah Ibn Ka’b narrated: I heard Ka’b Ibn Malik relating 
(when he did not join the battle of Tabuk): The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade all the Muslims to speak 
to us. I would come to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” and greet him, wondering whether The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” moved his lips to return back my 
greetings. Fifty nights later, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” announced (to the people) Allah's forgiveness for us after he had 
offered the Fajr (morning) prayer. 

[22] Hv -v would one reply to the greeting of the people of scriptures? 

6256- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, reported: Once a group of Jews 
came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: 
"Death be upon you." Understood what they said, I replied: “Upon you be 
death and curse.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: “O A’isha! Be quiet! Allah loves that one should be kind and lenient 
in all matters." I said: "Haven’t you heard what they said?" The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I said (in reply to them): 
“The same be upon you”." 

6257- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If anyone of Jews greets 
you, he will say: “Death be upon you”; so, you should reply: “The same be 
upon you.” 
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6258- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If the people of scriptures send 
their greetings to you, you should reply: “The same be upon you”.” 

[23] What about he, who looked at a letter, warning people of 
Muslims, to see its reality? 

6259- Ali “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent me, Az’zubair Ibn 
Al’awwam and Abu’marthad Al’ghanawi, and all of us were horsemen, 
saying: “Proceed till you reach Rawdat Khakh, where there is a woman 
from the pagans carrying a letter sent by Hatib Ibn Abu’balta'a to the 
unbelievers (of Mecca)." We overtook her while she was proceeding on her 
camel at the same place fixed by The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”. We said (to her): "Where is the letter you have 
with you?" She said: “I have no letter with me." So we made her camel 
kneel down and searched her mount (luggage) but could find nothing. My 
two companions said: “We do not see any letter." I said: “I know that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” did not tell a 
lie. By Allah, if you (woman) do not bring out the letter, I will strip you of 
your clothes.” When she noticed that I was serious, she put her hand into 
the knot of her waist sheet, for she was tying a sheet round herself, and 
brought out the letter. So we proceeded to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” with the letter. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said (to Habib): "What made you do what 
you have done, O Hatib?" Hatib replied: “I have done nothing except that I 
believe in Allah and His Apostle, and I have not changed or altered (my 
religion). But I wanted to do a favor to the people (of Mecca) through 
which Allah might protect my family and my property. Indeed, there is 
none among your companions but has someone in Mecca through whom 
Allah protects his property.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said: “Hatib is true in what he said. Do not say to him but good." 
Omar Ibn Al’khattab said: “Verily he has betrayed Allah, His Apostle, and 
the believers! Allow me to chop his neck off!" The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O Omar! How do you come to 
know? Perhaps Allah looked upon the Badr warriors and said: “Do 
whatever you want, for I have decreed that you will enter into Paradise.” 
Omar wept and said: “Allah and His Apostle know best." 

[24] How is the letter written to the people of scripture? 

6260- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that Abu’sufyan 
had told him that Heraclius sent to him with a group (of Quraish) people 
who were in Sham as merchants. (Then he mentioned the whole tradition). 
Caesar then asked for the letter of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and it was read. It went as follows: "In the

name of Allah, The Most Gracious, The Most Merciful. (This letter is) from 
Mohammad, the slave of Allah, and His Apostle, to Heraclius, the Ruler of 
the Byzantines. Peace be upon the followers of guidance. Now and then:”. 

[25] With what could one start in his letter? 

6261- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned a 
man from Israelites and said: “He took a piece of wood which he hollowed 
out and put one thousand Dinar in it, accompanied by a letter to his creditor 
saying: “From so-and-so to so-and-so”.” 

[26] The Prophet’s saying (to The Ansar): “stand up to your chief’ 

6262- Abu’sa’eed ATkhudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
When the tribe of Banu’quraidha accepted to submit to the judgment of 
Sa’d (Ibn Mu’adh), The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” sent for Sa’d. When he came near, The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said (to the Ansar): "Stand up for 
your chief (or the best of you)." Then Sa’d came and sat beside The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who said to 
him: "These people approved to accept your judgment." Sa’d said: "I give 
the judgment that their warriors should be killed and their children and 
women should be taken as prisoners." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” then replied commenting: "O Sa’d! You judged them 
with the judgment of the King Allah." 

[27] What about shaking hands? 

6263- Quatada narrated: I asked Anas: “Did the companions of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” use to shake hands?” he 
replied: “Yes.” 

6264- Hesham Ibn Abdullah narrated: We were with The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who was taking hold the hand of 
Omar Ibn Al’khattab. 
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[28] Taking with one’s two hands another person’s hand 

6265- Ibn Mas’ood “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” taught me 
the Tashahhud as he taught me a Sura from the Qur'an, while my hand was 
between his hands:” All the best compliments, the prayers, and the good 
things be to Allah. Peace and Allah's Mercy and Blessings be upon you, O 
Prophet! Peace be upon us and upon the pious slaves of Allah. I testify that 
there is no God but Allah, and I testify that Mohammad is Allah's slave and 
Apostle.” (We used to recite this in the prayer) during the lifetime of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. But after he had died, 
we used to say: "Peace be upon The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”." 

[29] What about embracing? and one’s asking another: “How are 
you this morning?” 

6266- Abdullah Ibn Ka’b Ibn Malik narrated: Abdullah Ibn Abbas 
"Allah be pleased with both" told him: Ali Ibn Abu'talib came out of the 
house of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" during 
his fatal illness. The people asked: "O Abul'hasan (Ali's title)! How is the 
health of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" this 
morning?" Ali replied: "He has recovered with the Grace of Allah." Abbas 
Ibn Abdul'muttalib held him by the hand and said to him: "In three days 
you, by Allah, will be ruled (by somebody else), And by Allah, I feel that 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" will die from this 
ailment, for I know how the faces of the offspring of Abdul'muttalib look at 
the time of their death. So let us go to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" and ask him who will take over the Caliphate. If it is 
given to us we will know as to it, and if it is given to somebody else, we 
will ask him (The Prophet) to tell him (the new Caliph) to take care of us." 
Ali said: "By Allah, if we asked Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" for it and he denied it us, the people would never give it to us 
after that. By Allah, I will not ask Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" for it." 

[30] When one responds to another’s call: “Here I’m responding to 
your call; and all happiness be for you!” 

6267- Anas narrated from Mu’adh Ibn Jabal: While I was riding behind 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, he said: “O 
Mu’adh!" I replied: “Here I’m responding to your call, O Allah's Apostle, 
all happiness be for you!" he repeated it thrice. Then he said: “Do you 
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know what Allah’s right upon his slaves is? it is that they should worship 
Him alone and not associate anything with him (in worship)." Then he 
proceeded for a while and then said: “O Mu’adh Ibn Jabal!" I replied: 
“Here I’m, responding to your call, O Allah's Apostle, all happiness be for 
you!” He said: “Do you know what the right of the slaves upon Allah is if 
they do that? It is that He will not punish them.” 

6268- Abu’dharr “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While I was 
walking with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” at the 
middle of Medina in the evening, the mountain of Ohud appeared before 
us. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O 
Abu’dharr! I would not like to have gold equal to (the mountain of) Ohud 
for me, unless nothing of it, not even a single Dinar, remains with me for 
more than a day or three days, except that single Dinar which I will keep 
for repaying debts. I will spend all of it among Allah's slaves like this, like 
this, and like this." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
pointed out with his hand to illustrate it and then said: “O Abu’dharr!" I 
replied: “Here I’m responding to your call, O Allah's Apostle, all happiness 
be for you!" He said: “Those who have much wealth (in this world) will 
have the least reward (in the Hereafter) except those who do like this and 
like this (spend their wealth in charity)." Then he said to me: "Remain at 
your place and do not leave it, O Abu’dharr till I come back." He went 
away until he disappeared from me. Then I heard a voice and feared that 
something might have happened to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”. I intended to go (to detect the matter) but 
I remembered the statement of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” not to leave my place, so I kept on waiting (until 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came). I said to 
him: "0 Allah's Apostle! I heard a voice and I was afraid that something 
might have happened to you, but I remembered your statement and stayed.” 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “That was 
Gabriel who came to me and informed me that whoever among my 
followers died without joining others in worship with Allah, would enter 
Paradise." I said: “O Allah's Apostle! Even if he had committed fornication 
and theft?" He said: “Even if he had committed fornication and theft." 

[31] One should not get another leave his seat for him (the former) 
to sit in 

6269- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “A man should not make 
another get up from his seat (in a gathering) in order to sit there.” 

[32] Allah’s saying: “O ye who believe! When ye are told to make 
room in the assemblies, (Spread out and) make room: (ample) room 
will Allah provide for you. (Al’mujadila 11) 

6270- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" forbade that one should be made 
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to get up from his seat on which another might sit. But one should give 
room and spread out. However, Ibn Omar disliked that a man might (be 
made to) get up from his seat for another to sit there. 

[33] When one gets up from his seat or his house without excusing 
those sitting with him; or when one seems to get ready to get up so that 
those sitting with him might get up 

6271- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” married 
Zainab Bint Jahsh, he invited the people to a meal. They took the meal and 
remained sitting and talking. Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” seemed to be ready to get up, but they did not get up. When 
he noticed that (there was no response), he got up, followed by the others 
except three persons who kept on sitting. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” came back in order to enter his house, but he went 
away again. Then they left, whereupon I set out and went to The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” to tell him that they had 
departed, so he came and entered his house. I wanted to enter along with 
him, but he put a screen between him and me. Then Allah revealed: "0 ye 
who Believe! Enter not The Prophet's houses- until leave is given you- for a 
meal, (and then) not (so early as) to wait for its preparation: but when ye 
are invited, enter; and when ye have taken your meal, disperse, without 
seeking familiar talk. Such (behaviour) annoys The Prophet: he is ashamed 
to dismiss you, but Allah is not ashamed (to tell you) the truth." (The 
Confederates “Al’ahzab” 53) 

[34] Putting one’s hand round his legs 

6272- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: I saw Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" in the courtyard of Ka'ba 
putting his hand round his legs like this. 

[35] One’s reclining in front of his companions 

6273- Abdur’rahman narrated from his father Abu'bakra "Allah be 
pleased with him": The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "Should I inform you what the greatest of the great sins are?" They 
said: "Yes, 0 Allah's Apostle!" He said: "To join others in worship with 
Allah and to be undutiful to one's parents." 

6274- Abu’bakra narrated the same and added: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" then sat up after he had been reclining (on 
a pillow) and said: "And I warn you against saying a false statement.” He 
kept on saying that warning until we said (to ourselves): “Would that he 
might stop!” 

[36] Walking fast for some need or purpose 

6275- Uqba Ibn Al’harith “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that 
after The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
had led them in Asr prayer, he walked fast and went to his house. 
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[37] What about the bed? 

6276- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used to come and pray facing the middle 
of the bed While I was lying between him and the Qibla. Sometimes there 
is some need for me; and because I used to consider it not good to stand in 
front of him in his prayers, I used to slip away slowly and quietly from the 
foot of the bed until I got out of my guilt. 

[38] Putting a cushion for another to sit on 

6277- Abdullah Ibn Amr “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
news of my fasting was mentioned to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. So he entered upon me and I put for him a leather 
cushion stuffed with date-palm fibers. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” sat on the floor, with the cushion between him and me. 
He said to me: "Isn't it sufficient for you (to fast) three days a month?" I 
said: “O Allah's Apostle! (I have the power to fast more than this)." He 
said: “Then five days a month." I said: “0 Allah's Apostle! (I have the 
power to fast more than that)." He said: “Then seven days." I said: “O 
Allah's Apostle! (I have the power to fast more)" He said: “Nine." I said: 
“O Allah's Apostle!" He said: “Eleven." I said: “O Allah's Apostle!" He 
said: “No fasting is superior to that of (The Prophet) David which was one 
half of a year. Indeed, he used to fast on alternate days.” 

6278- Ibrahim reported that Alqama had gone to Sham. When he entered 
the mosque, he offered a two-Rak’a prayer. Then he said: "O Allah! Bless 
me with a pious companion." So he sat with Abud'darda. Abud'darda asked 
him: "Where are you*Trom?" Alqama replied: "From the people of Kufa." 
Abud’darda asked: "Isn’t there amongst you the Keeper of the secret which 
nobody else knows, i.e. Hudhaifa?" Alqama said: "Yes." Abud’darda 
further asked: "Isn't there amongst you the person whom Allah gave Refuge 
from Satan through the invocation of His Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him", namely Ammar?" Alqama replied: “Yes.” Abud’darda 
said: "Isn't there amongst you the person who carries the Siwak (or the 
cushion Of The Prophet, namely Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood)?" Alqama said: 
"Yes." Then Abud’darda asked: "How did (Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood) use to 
recite the Sura starting with: "By the night as it envelopes?" (The Night 
“Al’lail” 1) Alqama said "And by male and female." Abud’darda then said: 
"These people (of Sham) tried hard to make me accept something other 
than what I had heard from The Prophet." 

[39] Taking the midday nap after Friday prayer 

6279- Sahl “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We used to take our 
lunch and midday nap after Friday prayer.

[40] Taking a nap in the mosque 

6280- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: No nickname 
was more beloved to Ali than the nickname “Father of Dust (Abu’turab). 
He used to be so much happy whenever he was called by it. Once, Allah’s 
Apostle "Allah's blessing ana peace be upon him" went to Fatima's house 
but did not find Ali there. So he asked: "Where is your cousin?" She 
replied: "There was something between us and he got angry with me and 
went out. He did not sleep in the house." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" asked a person to look for him. That person came 
and said: "O Allah's Apostle! He (Ali) is sleeping in the mosque." Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon ninr went there and Ali was 
lying. His upper garment had fallen down to one side of his body and he 
was covered with dust. Allah’s Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" started cleaning the dust from him saying: "Get up O, rather of dust! 
Get up, O father of dust!” 

[41] When one visits some people and takes a nap while he is with 
them 

6281- Thumama narrated: Anas “Allah be pleased with him” said: 
Ommu’sulaim used to spread a leather sheet for The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” to take a midday nap on that leather sheet 
at her home. Anas further said: “Whenever The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” slept, she would take some of his sweat and hair 
which she collected in a bottle and then mixed with perfume while he was 
still sleeping.” When the death of Anas Ibn Malik approached, he 
recommended that some of that perfume should be mixed with his 
embalming perfume. Really, it was mixed with it. 

6282- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Whenever The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” went to 
Quba, he used to visit Ommu’haram Bint Milhan, who would present food 
to him. Ommu’haram was the wife of Obada Ibn As’samit. Once, The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” visited her 
and she presented food to him. Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” slept, and afterwards woke up smiling. 
Ommu’haram asked: "What makes you smile, O Allah's Apostle?" He said: 
"Some of mv followers who (in a dream) were presented before me as 
fighters in Allah’s Cause. They were (on board a ship) amidst this sea. They 
were kings on the thrones for like kings on the thrones).” (Is’haq, a sub¬ 
narrator is in doubt as to which expression The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” used). Ommu’haram said: "O Allah's Apostle! 
Invoice Allah to make me one of them.” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” invoked Allah for her. Then he slept again 
and woke up smiling. Once again Ommu’haram asked: "What makes you 
smile, O Allah's Apostle?" He replied: "Some of my followers were 
presented to me as fighters in Allah's Cause." They were (on board a ship) 
amidst this sea. They were kings on the thrones (or like kings on the 
thrones).” Ommu’haram said: "O Allah's Apostle! Invoke Allah for me to 
be one of them." He said: "You are amongst the first ones." It happened 
that she sailed on the sea in the time when Mo'awiya was the governor (of 
Sham). After she had disembarked, she fell down from her riding animal 
and died. 

6283- The same previous narration. 
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[42] What about sitting in whatever way available? 

6284- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" forbade two kinds of 
clothes and two kinds of sales. He forbade: Covering only one shoulder 
with the garment, so that the other would seem to be naked with nothing to 
cover it, and sitting on buttocks with knees close to Abdomen and feet apart 
with the hands circling the knees, while wrapping oneself with a single 
garment, without having a part of it over the privates, he also forbade 
touching and throwing (in sales). 

[43] Speaking privately to somebody while people are present; and 
what about he, who did not tell of his companion’s secret until he (the 
latter) died 

6285- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: We, the wives of 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” were 
with him, and none of us left him when Fatima came walking. By Allah! 
her gait was resembling the gait of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him”. When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” saw her, he said: "Welcome, O my daughter!" Then he made her sit 
on his right or on his left side. He told her a secret and she started weeping 
so much. Saw her weeping, he again told her a secret and she started 
laughing. I said to her: “The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” confided to you a secret for which you started 
weeping.” When The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” got up, I asked her: “What did The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” tell you?” She said: "I am not to disclose the secret 
of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”.” 
When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” died, I said to 
her: “I ask you, by the right (of kinship) I have on you to tell me.” She said: 
"As for now, I will tell you. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said: “Every year Gabriel used to revise the Qur'an with me 
once only, but this year he did so twice. I think this portends my death. So, 
fear Allah and be patient for I am the best predecessor for you.” So I started 
weeping. When he saw me weeping, he said: “Don't you like to be the 
mistress of all the ladies of Paradise or the mistress of all the believing 
ladies?” So I laughed for that." 

6286- The same as above. 

[44] What about lying? 

6287- Abbad Ibn Tamim reported that his uncle had told that he had had 
seen The Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
lying on the mosque, putting one of his two legs over the other. 
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[45] When there are only three person sitting, it is forbidden that 
two of them should hold a secret council 

Allah Almighty said: “O ye who believe! When ye hold secret counsel, 
do it not for iniquity and hostility, and disobedience to the Prophet; but do 
it for righteousness and self restraint; and fear Allah, to Whom ye shall be 
brought back. Secret counsels are only (inspired) by the Evil One, in order 
that he may cause grief to the Believers; but he cannot harm them in the 
least, except as Allah permits; and on Allah let the Believers put their 
trust.” (Al’mujadila 9:10) 

He further said: “O ye who believe! When ye consult the Messenger in 
private, spend something in Charity before your private consultation. That 
will be best for you, and most conducive to purity (of conduct). But if ye 
find not (the wherewithal), Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. Is it that 
ye are afraid of spending sums in Charity before your private consultation 
(with him)? If, then, ye do not so, and Allah forgives you, then (at least) 
establish regular prayer; practise regular Charity; and obey Allah and His 
Messenger. And Allah is well-acquainted with all that ye do.” (Al’mujadila 
12:13) 

6288- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When you are three 
persons sitting together, then no two of you should hold secret counsel 
excluding the third.” 

[46] Keeping the secret 

6289- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” confided to me a secret 
which I did not disclose to anybody after him. (Even) Ommu’sulaim asked 
me (concerning that secret) but I did not tell her. 

[47] When you are more than three, it is not bad that two might 
hold secret counsel 

6290- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When you are three 
persons sitting together, then no two of you should hold secret counsel 
excluding the third person until you are accompanied by some other people 
too, for that would grieve him." 

6291- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” distributed (some war 
booty among his companions). Then a person from Ansar came and said: 
"By Allah, in this distribution, Allah's Pleasure has not been aimed at." I 
said (to him): "By Allah, I will inform The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him”.” I went to him; and he was among his companions. I 
had a private talk with him in which I informed him. Upon that, the colour 
of his face changed with anger. He said: "May Allah be merciful to Moses! 
Indeed, he was harmed with more than this, yet he kept patient." 
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[48] What about the long private talk? 

6292- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Once the prayer 
establishment was pronounced and a man was having a private talk with 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" in a corner of the 
mosque. It was so long that (some of) the people had slept (dozed in their 
sitting posture). Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” got up and led the prayer. 

[49] Putting down the fire in one's home when he goes to bed 

6293- Salim narrated from his father: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Do not keep the fire in your houses when you go 
to bed." 

6294- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: One night a 
house in Medina was burnt with its occupants. The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" spoke about them saying: "This fire is 
indeed your enemy, so whenever you go to bed, put it down to protect 
yourselves." 

6295- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“(When you go to bed) you should cover the utensils, close the gates, and 
put out the lamps, lest the evil creature (the rat) might pull away the wick, 
with the people of the house burnt." 

[50] Closing the gates at night 

6296- Jaber “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upoq him” said: “When you go to bed 
at night, put out the lamps, close the gates, tie the mouths of the water 
skins, and cover your food and drinks." Hammam said: I think he (the 
narrator) added: “even with piece of wood across the utensil.” 

[51] What about circumcision at one’s old age, and depilating the 
armpit’s hair? 

6297- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
characteristics of the true tradition are five: circumcision, shaving the pubic 
region, depilating the armpits hair, cutting the moustaches short, and 
clipping the nails." 

6298- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Abraham was circumcised 
with an adze at the age of eighty." 
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6299- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair narrated: Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with 
both” was asked: “How old were you when The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” died?" He replied:” I then had been circumcised." 
At that time, people used not to circumcise the boys until they attained the 
age of puberty. 

6300- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair reported: Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with 
both” said: “When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
died, I had already been circumcised.” 

[52] Any kind of amusement is invalid as long as it occupies from 
one’s obedience to Allah; and what about he, who said to his 
companion: “Come along, let’s gamble” 

Allah said: “But there are, among men, those who purchase idle tales, 
without knowledge (or meaning), to mislead (men) from the Path of Allah 
and throw ridicule (on the Path): for such there will be a humiliating 
Penalty.” (Luqman 6) 

6301- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever takes an oath in 
which he mentions Lat and Uzza (forgetfully), should say: “There is no 
God to be worshipped but Allah.” Whoever says to his companion: “Come 
along, let us gamble” must give alms (as expiation).” 

[53] What about building? 

6302- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: During the 
lifetime of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" I built a 
house with my own hands in order to protect me from the rain and shade 
me from the sun; and none of Allah's creatures helped me in building it. 

6303- Amr narrated: Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” said: “By 
Allah! I have neither put a brick over the other (in building) nor planted a 
date-palm since The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” died.” Sufyan (the sub-narrator) said: I mentioned this to some 
of his (Ibn Omar’s) family who said: “No, he constructed (a building).” 
Sufyan commented: I said that he might have said so before this 
constructing. 
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(80) The Book of Invocations 

and Allah’s saying: “And your Lord says: Call on Me; I will answer your 
(Prayer): but those who are too arrogant to serve Me will surely find 
themselves in Hell in humiliation!” (The Forgiver 60) 

[1] Every Prophet has a special invocation to which Allah responds 

6304- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "For every Prophet there is 
one (special) invocation to which Allah responds. I want to keep such an 
invocation to intercede for my followers in the Hereafter." 

6305- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Every Prophet asked 
(Allah) for something (or) For every Prophet there is one (special) 
invocation with which he invoked Allah who responded to it. I kept my 
invocation to be intercession for my followers in the Hereafter." 

[2] The best way of asking for Allah’s forgiveness 

And Allah’s saying: “Ask forgiveness from your Lord; for He is Oft- 
Forgiving; He will send rain to you in abundance; Give you increase in 
wealth and sons; and bestow on you Gardens and bestow on you rivers (of 
flowing water).” (Noah 10:12) 

He further said: “And those who, having done something to be ashamed 
of, or wronged their own souls, and ask for forgiveness for their sins, and 
who can forgive sins except Allah? and are never obstinate in persisting 
knowingly in (the wrong) they have done.” (A1 Imran 135) 

6306- Shaddad Ibn Aws "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The most superior 
way of asking for Allah's forgiveness is to say: "O Allah! You are my lord 
but whom there is no God. You have created me; and I'm your slave. I am 
keeping on your treaty’ and expecting for your promise as possible as it 
could be. I am seeking refuge with you from what I have made of evil. I am 
confessing of your blessings your have bestowed upon me. I am also 
confessing of my sin. So, might you forgive me! None but you has the 
power to forgive one's sins.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" added: "If somebody recites it during the day with firm faith in 
it, and dies on the same day before the evening, he will be from the people 
of Paradise; and if somebody recites it at night with firm faith in it, and dies 
before the morning, he will be from the people of Paradise." 
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[3] The Prophet's daily asking for Allah's forgiveness 


6307- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "By Allah! I ask 
for Allah's forgiveness and turn to Him in repentance more than seventy 
times a day." 


[4] The repentance 


6308- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" reported two 
narrations: One from The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and the other from himself. He said: A believer sees his sins as if he were 
sitting under a mountain which, he is afraid, may fall on him; whereas the 
wicked person considers his sins as flies passing over his nose and he just 
drives them away like this." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Allah is more pleased with the repentance of His slave 
than a man who encamps at a place where his life is jeopardized, but he has 
his riding beast carrying his food and water. He then rests his head and 
sleeps for a short while and wakes to find that his riding beast had gone. 
(He starts looking for it) and suffers from severe heat and thirst or what 
Allah wished (him to suffer from). He then says: “I will go back to my 
place.” He returns and sleeps again, and then (after getting up), he raises his 
head to find his riding beast standing beside him." 


6309- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah is more 
pleased with his slave’s repentance (to him) than any of you who fell down 
of his camel which was lost in a desert land.” 
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[5] Lying on one’s right side 


6310- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to pray eleven Rak’as 
every night (and then sleep). Whenever the time of Fajr became due, (and 
The Mu’adhdhin finished the first call for prayer), he used to offer two 
light Rak’as before the Fajr prayer. Then he used to lie on his right side 
until the Mu’adhdhin came (to pronounce the prayer establishment). 


[6] Sleeping as pure (after performing ablution) 

6311- Al’bara Ibn Azib "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Whenever you go 
to bed then perform the ablution like that of the prayer. Then sleep on your 
right side and say: "O Allah! I surrendered myself to you, depended upon 
you in all of my affairs, and relied upon your support and sustenance, out of 
fearing of you, and desiring for your mercy. 0 Allah! There is neither 
shelter nor refuge from you but to you. I believed in your book and Prophet 
you have sent down”. Then if you died, you would die while believing in 
the true religion (of Islam). So, make them the last words you utter (before 
sleeping).” 


[7] What one says when he goes to bed 


6312- Hudhaifa Ibn Al’yaman "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to say 
whenever he went to bed: "In the name of you, O Allah, I am going to die 
and then be alive again.” Whenever he got up, he used to say: "Praise be to 
you, O Allah, who gave life to us after he had caused us to die, and to 
whom will be The Resurrection.” 

6313- Al’bara “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said, recommending 
somebody: “If you go to bed, you should say: "O Allah! I surrendered 
myself to you, depended upon you in all of my affairs, directed my face to 
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you, and relied upon your support and sustenance, out of fearing of you, 
and desiring for your mercy. O Allah! There is neither shelter nor refuge 
from you but to you. I believed in your book and Prophet you have sent 
down”. If you died then, you would die while believing in the true religion 
(of Islam).” 

[8] Putting one’s right hand under his right cheek 

6314- Hudhaifa Ibn Al’yaman "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
Whenever The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" went to 
bed, he would put his hand under his cheek and say: "In the name of you, O 
Allah, I am going to die and then be alive again.” Whenever he got up, he 
used to say: "Praise be to you, O Allah, who gave life to us after he had 
caused us to die, and to whom will be The Resurrection.” 

[9] Sleeping on one's right side 

6315- Al’bara Ibn Azib "Allah be pleased with him" reported: whenever 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" went to bed he used 
to sleep on his right side and say: "O Allah! I surrendered myself to you, 
directed my face to you, depended upon you in all of my affairs, and relied 
upon your support and sustenance, out of fearing of you, and desiring for 
your mercy. O Allah! There is neither shelter nor refuge from you but to 
you. I believed in your book and Prophet you have sent down.” The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” commented: “Whoever 
said this and then died at that very night, will die as believing in the true 
religion (of Islam).” 

[10] One's invocation when he gets up at night 

6316- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Once I slept at 
the house of Maimuna. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” woke up, answered the call of nature, washed his face and hands, and 
then slept. He got up (at the latest part of the night), went to a water skin, 
whose mouth he opened, performed ablution, without much water, though 
he washed all the parts properly, and then offered the prayer. I got up and 
straightened my back in order that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” might not feel that I was watching him. I performed the 
ablution, and when he got up to offer the prayer, I stood on his left. He 
caught hold of my ear and brought me to his right side. He offered thirteen 
Rak’as and then lay down and slept until he started blowing out his breath 
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as he used to do when he slept. Then Bilal informed The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” that the time for the (Fajr) prayer became 
due. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” offered the Fajr 
(Morning) prayer without performing new ablution. He used to invoke 
Allah as follows: "O Allah! Might you fill my heart with light, my sight 
with light, my hearing with light! O Allah! Might you make light on my 
right, light on my left, light over me, light beneath me, light in front of me, 
and light behind me! O Allah! Might you make light for me!” Kuraib (a sub 
narrator) said: I forgot seven other things, (which The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned in this invocation). I met a 
man from the offspring of Al’abbas who narrated those seven things to me: 
“(Make light in) my nerves, my flesh, my blood, my hair and my body.” He 
also mentioned two other things (I also forgot). 

6317- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Whenever The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got up for prayer at 
night, offering the Tahajjud, he used to supplicate to Allah as saying: "0 
Allah! All the praises be to You; You are the Light of the Heavens and the 
Earth. All the praises be to You; You are the Holder of the Heavens and the 
Earth, and whatever is in them. All the praises be to You; You are the Truth 
and Your Promise is the truth, Your Word is the truth, meeting You is true, 
Paradise is true And Hell is true, the Day of Judgement is true, all The 
Prophets (Peace be upon them) are true, And Mohammad “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” is true. O Allah ! I surrender (my will) to you; I 
believe in you and depend on you. I repent to You, And with Your help I 
argue (with my opponents, the non-believers) And I take you as a judge (to 
judge between us). Please forgive me my previous and future sins; and 
whatever T concealed or revealed; And You are the One who make (some 
people) fo; ward and (others) backward. There is no God to be worshipped 
but you.” 

[11] Glorifying and magnifying Allah before going to bed 

6318- Ibn Abu’laila narrated from Ali "Allah be pleased with him": 
Fatima complained of the suffering caused to her by the hand mill. Some 
Captives were brought to The Prophet to whom she came; but she did not 
find him at home. A’isha was present there whom she told (of her desire for 
a servant). When The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
came, A’isha informed him about Fatima's visit. Ali added: "So The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to us, after we had 
gone to our bed. I wanted to get up but The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "Remain at your place.” Then he sat down 
between us until I found the coolness of his feet on my chest. Then he said: 
"Shall I teach you a thing which is better than what you have asked me? 
When you go to bed, say: “Allah is greater” thirty-three times, “Glorified 
be Allah” thirty-three (or thirty-four) times, and “Praise be to Allah” thirty- 
three times; for that is better for you both than a servant." 
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[12] seeking refuge with Allah when going to bed 

6319- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Whenever the 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” went to bed every night, 
he used to cup his hands together over which he would blow after reciting 
The last Suras: The Daybreak (Al’falaq), and The Mankind (An’nas). Then 
he would rub his hands over whatever he could reach of his body’s parts. 

[13] 

6320- Abu'huraira "Allah be please with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When anyone of you goes 
to bed, he should shake out his bed with the inside of his waist sheet, for he 
does not know what has come on to it after him. Then he should say: "In 
the name of You, O my Lord, I sleep, and by (virtue of) You I get up. If 
You took hold of myself. You might bestow your mercy upon it. If You let 
it, You might keep it in the same way You keep Your good servants.” 

[14] One’s invocation at the (last) part of the night 

6321- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle” Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Our Lord, the 
Blessed, the Superior, comes every night down on the nearest Heaven to us 
when the last third of the night remains, saying: "Is there anyone to invoke 
me, so that I may respond to his invocation? Is there anyone to ask me, so 
that I may grant him his request? Is there anyone to seek for my 
forgiveness, so that I may forgive him?" 

[15] One’s invocation when going to answer the call of nature 

6322- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" said: Whenever The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" went to answer the call of 
nature, he used to say: “O Allah! I seek Refuge with you from all 
offensive and wicked things (evil deeds and spirits).” 

[16] What one says in the morning 

6323- Shaddad Ibn Aws "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The most superior 
way of asking for Allah's forgiveness is to say: "0 Allah! You are my lord 
but whom there is no God. You have created me; and I'm your slave. I am 
keeping on your treaty and expecting for your promise as possible as it 
could be. I am confessing of your blessings your have bestowed upon me. I 
am also confessing of my sin. So, forgive me, for there is none who has the 
power to forgive except you. I am seeking refuge with you from what I 
have made of evil.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
added: "If somebody recites it at night (with firm faith in it), and dies 
(before the morning), he will enter (or be from the people of) Paradise; and 
if somebody recites it in the morning (with firm faith in it), and dies on the 
same day (before the evening), he will be from the people of Paradise." 
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6324- Hudhaifa Ibn Al’yaman "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to say 
whenever he went to bed: "In the name of you, O Allah, I am going to die 
and then be alive again.” Whenever he got up, he used to say: "Praise be to 
you, O Allah, who gave life to us after he had caused us to die, and to 
whom will be The Resurrection.” 

6325- Abu’dharr “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to say whenever he went to 
bed: "In the name of you, O Allah, I am going to die and then be alive 
again.” Whenever he got up, he used to say: "Praise be to you, O Allah, 
who gave life to us after he had caused us to die, and to whom will be The 
Resurrection.” 

[17] One’s invocation in the prayer 

6326- Abdullah Ibn Amr narrated that Abu'bakr As'siddiq "Allah be 
pleased with him" told: I asked Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" to teach me a supplication with which I may invoke Allah in 
my prayer. He told me to say: " O Allah! I have done great injustice to 
myself and none except you forgives sins, so bestow on me forgiveness 
from you, and Have Mercy on me, you are the Forgiver, the most 
Merciful.” 

6327- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Allah’s saying: 
"Neither speak thy prayer aloud, nor speak it in a low tone, but seek a 
middle course between" (The Night Journey “Al’isra” 110)was sent down 
in connection with one’s invocation (to Allah). 

6328- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
"Whenever we prayed behind The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" we used to recite (in sitting): “Peace be upon Allah, peace be on 
so and so.” Once Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
looked back at us and said: “Allah Himself is the Peace, and if anyone of 
you prays then he should say: "All the compliments, prayers and good 
things are due to Allah; peace and Allah's mercy and blessings be on you, 
O Prophet. Peace be on us an on the pious slaves of Allah. (At’tahiyyatu 
lillah, was’salawatu wat’taiyyibat. As’salamu alayka aiyuhan’nabiyu 
warahmatollahi wabarakatuh. As’salamu alayna wa’ala ibadillahi 
as’salihin) (The Prophet added: If you say that, it will reach all the slaves in 
the heaven and the earth). I testify that there is no God but Allah, and I 
testify that Mohammad is His slave and His Apostle.” (Ash’hadu an la ilaha 
illallahu; wa’ash’hadu anna Mohammadan abduhu warasooluh). Then he 
could select whatever he wishes of praises (and invocations to Allah).” 
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[18] One’s invocation after the prayer 

6329- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Some poor 
people came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and said: "The wealthy people will get higher grades and will have 
permanent enjoyment.” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “How is that?” they answered: “They pray 
like us and fast as we do. They have more money by which they 
perform Hajj and Umra, fight and struggle in Allah's Cause, and give in 
charity." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Shall I not tell you a thing which if you acted you would catch up with 
those who have surpassed you? Nobody would overtake you and you 
would be better than the people amongst whom you live except those 
who would do the same. Say after each obligatory prayer: "Glory be to 
Allah” ten times, “Praise be to Allah” ten times, and “Allah is greater" 
ten times.” 

6330- Al'mogheera Ibn Shu’ba "Allah be pleased with him" wrote to 
Mo’awiya: The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used 
to say after every obligatory prayer: “There is no God but Allah, Alone, 
no Partner with Him. To him be the dominion and all praise, and 
Omnipotent be he. O Allah! Nobody can hold back what you gave, 
nobody can give what you held back, and no effort can benefit against 
you." 

[19] Allah’s saying: “and pray on their behalf. Verily thy Prayers 
are a source of security for them: and Allah is one who heareth and 
knoweth.” (Repentance 103) 

6331- Salama Ibn Al’akwa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We 
set out with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” to 
Khaibar. A man among the people said: “0 Amer! Might you recite to us 
some of your poetry?" So Amer got down and started chanting among 
them, saying: “By Allah! Had it not been for Allah, we would not have 
been guided." Amer also said other poetic verses, which I do not remember. 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Who is this (camel) driver?" The people said: “He is Amer Ibn Al’akwa." 
He said: “May Allah bestow His Mercy on him." A man from the People 
said: “O Allah's Apostle! Would that you let us enjoy his company 
sometime longer." When the people lined up, the battle started, and Amer 
was struck with his own sword (which was short) by himself and died. In 
the evening, the people put up a large number of fires (for cooking). The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “What 
is this fire? For what are you making the fire?" They said: “For cooking the 
meat of donkeys." He said: “Throw away the contents of the pots and break 
the pots!" A man said: “O Allah's Prophet! May we throw away their 
contents and wash them?" He said: “Never mind, you may do so." 
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6332- Ibn Abu'awfa "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Whenever a 
person came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" with 
his alms, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" would say: 
"O Allah! Send your Blessings upon so and so." My father went with his 
alms to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who said: 
"O Allah! Send your blessings upon the offspring of Abu’awfa." 

6333- Jarir “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to me: ’’Will you 
relieve me from Dhul’khalasa?" however, it was an idol people used to 
worship and was called Al’ka’ba al’yamaniyya. I said: “O Messenger of 
Allah! I am a man who cannot sit firm on horses." So he stroked my chest 
(with his hand) and said: “O Allah! Make him firm and make him a guiding 
and a rightly-guided man." So I went out with fifty (cavalry) from my tribe 
of Ahmas, (or a group of my nation, according to Sufyan the sub-narrator). 
1 came to Dhul’khalasa, which I burnt. Then 1 came to The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “O Allah's Apostle! I 
did not come to you before I had left it like a scabby camel." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” then invoked good upon Ahmas 
and their cavalry. 

6334- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Ommu’sulaim said to 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: 
"(Please invoke good upon) your servant Anas." So Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O Allah! Bless him in his 
property and offspring." 

6335- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" heard a man (reciting Qur'an) in the 
Mosque, and he said: "May Allah bestow His Mercy upon him. No doubt, 
he made me remember such-and-such Verses of such-and-such Sura, which 
I dropped (from my memory).” 

6336- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” distributed (some war 
booty among his companions). Then a man said: "By Allah, in this 
distribution, Allah's Pleasure has not been aimed at." I informed The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” . Upon that, 
the colour of his face changed with anger. He said: "May Allah be merciful 
to Moses! Indeed, he was harmed with more than this, yet he kept patient." 
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[20] The hateful rhyme in one’s invocation 

6337- Ikrima narrated: Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” said: 
“Preach to the people once a week, and if you wish (more), then twice. But 
if you want to preach more, then let it be thrice (a week). Do not make the 
people be bored with this Qur'an. If you come to some people who are 
engaged in a talk, don't start interrupting their talk by preaching, lest you 
should cause them to be bored. You should rather keep quiet, and if they 
ask you, then preach to them at the time when they are eager to hear what 
you say. Avoid using rhyme in invocation for I noticed that The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and his companions 
always avoided it." 

[21] One should always appeal to Allah with determination, for 
nobody can force Allah to do something against His Will 

6338- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “When you appeal to 
Allah for something, you should ask with determination and should not say: 
“O Allah, if You wish, give me.” No doubt, nobody can force Allah to do 
something against His Will.” 

6339- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None of you should say: O 
Allah, forgive me if You wish; O Allah, be merciful to me if You wish, but 
he should always appeal to Allah with determination, for nobody can force 
Allah to do something against His Will." 

[22] Allah responds to One's invocation as long as he is not 
impatient 

6340- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will respond to the 
invocation of anyone of you as long as he is not impatient by saying: "I 
invoked Allah but my request has not been granted." 

[23] Raising one’s hands in invocation 

6341- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” raised both his hands so 
much that the whiteness of his armpits became visible. 
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[24] When one invokes Allah without facing The Qibla 

6342- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was delivering the sermon on a 
Friday, a man stood up and said: “O Allah's Apostle! Invoke Allah to bless 
us with rain." (The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
invoked Allah for rain.) So, the sky became overcast; and it started raining 
to the extent that one could hardly reach his home. It kept on raining until 
the next Friday when the same man or another man got up and said (to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”): "Invoke Allah to hold 
back the rain, for we have been drowned." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: “O Allah! Let it be around us and not on us." 
Then the clouds started dispersing around Medina while rain ceased to fall 
on people of Medina. 

[25] One’s invoking Allah while facing the Qibla 

6343- Abdullah Ibn Zaid narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” went out to this place of prayer to perform 
the prayer of asking Allah for rain. He invoked Allah for rain, then faced 
the Qibla, and turned his upper garment inside out. 

[26] The Prophet’s invoking Allah for his servant to bless him in 
property and offspring 

6344- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: My mother 
(Ommu’sulaim) said to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”: "O Messenger of Allah! Please invoke good upon 
your servant Anas." So Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "O Allah! Increase his property and offspring; and bless 
him in all of what you have given him." 

[27] One's supplication to Allah at the time of distress 

6345- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to supplicate Allah at the 
time of distress by saying: "There is no God but Allah, the greatest and the 
most forbearing. There is no God but Allah, the lord of the thrown, the 
great.” 

6346- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to supplicate Allah at the 
time of distress by saying: "There is no God but Allah, the greatest and the 
most patient. There is no God but Allah, the lord of the thrown, the great. 
There is no God but Allah, the lord of heavens, the lord of the earth, and the 
lord of the thrown, the generous.” 
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[28] Seeking refuge with Allah from the difficult moments of 
calamity 

6347- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to seek refuge with Allah 
from the difficult moment of a calamity, from being overtaken by 
destruction, from being destined to an evil end, and from the malicious joy 
of enemies. Sufyan, one of the sub narrators of this tradition, said: "This 
narration contained three items only, but I added one which I do not know 
what it was." 



[29] The Prophet’s supplication: “O Allah! Let me be with the 
highest companions (in Paradise)” 

6348- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: When Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was in good health, he 
used to say: "Never does a Prophet die unless he is shown his place in 
Paradise (before his death), and then he is given the option (either to stay in 
this world or to die)." When The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" became ill and his last moments came while his head was on my 
thigh, he became unconscious for a while. When he came to his senses, he 
looked towards the roof of the house and then said: "0 Allah! (Please let 
me be) in the company (of Prophets in) the highest (part of Paradise)." 
Thereupon I said: "Hence he is not going to stay with us.” Then I came to 
know that his statement was the confirmation of the narration he used to 
mention to us while he was in good health. 

[30] One’s invoking Allah for death or life 

6349- Qais Ibn Abu’hazim narrated: We entered upon Khabbab "Allah 
be pleased with him" who was cauterized at seven places in his body. He 
said: "Had The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" not 
forbidden us to invoke Allah for death, I would have invoked him for it.” 

6350- Qais narrated: I entered upon Khabbab who had been cauterized 
in seven spots over his Abdomen, whom I heard saying: “Had The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” not forbidden us to invoke Allah 
for death, I would have invoked Allah for it." 

6351- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None of you 
should hope for death because of a calamity befalling him. But if he has to 
do so, he should say: "0 Allah! Keep me alive as long as life is better for 
me, and let me die if death is better for me. 
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[31] One’s invoking Allah’s blessing for the children 

6352- As'sa'ib Ibn Yazid "Allah be pleased with him" reported: My aunt 
took me to The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" and said: 
"O Allah's Apostle! This son of my sister has got a painful disease (in his 
legs)." So he passed his hands on my head and invoked Allah's blessings 
for me. Then he performed ablution and I drank from the remaining water. I 
stood behind him and saw the seal of Prophethood between his shoulders, 
which was like the button of a small tent. 

6353- Abu’aqil narrated that he used to go out to the market with his 
grandfather Abdullah Ibn Hesham to buy foodstuff. Ibn Omar and Ibn 
Az’zubair would meet him and say: "Be our partner, since The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" invoked Allah to bless you." 
Very often he would win a camel's load and send it home. 

6354- Mahmud Ibn Ar'rabie "Allah be pleased with him", on whose 
face, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" threw the water 
which was taken from their well when he was still a boy, narrated: 

6355- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The children used to 
be brought to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in 
order that he would invoke Allah's blessing for them. Once an infant was 
brought to him and it urinated on his clothes. He asked for water which he 
sprinkled over the soiled place and did not wash his clothes. 

6356- Abdullah Ibn Tha’laba Ibn Su’air, whom The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had passed his hand (over his 
face on The Day of Conquest), narrated that he saw Sa’d Ibn Abu’waqqas 
ending his prayers with only a single Rak’a (as the Witr). 

[32] Sending blessings upon The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” 

6357- Abdur’rahman Ibn Abu’laila narrated: Ka’b Ibn Ujra met me and 
said: "Won't I present to you something I got from The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”? once The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” got out to us, whom we asked saying: “O 
Allah's Apostle! We knew how to salute you. But how could we (ask Allah 
to) send blessings upon you?” He said: “Say: “O Allah! Send Your prayer 
upon Mohammad and upon the family of Mohammad, as You sent Your 
prayer upon the family of Abraham, for You are the Most Praise-worthy, 
the Most Glorious. O Allah! Send Your Blessings upon Mohammad and 
the family of Mohammad, as You sent your Blessings upon the family of 
Abraham, for You are the Most Praise-worthy, the Most Glorious.”" 
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6358- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We 
asked: "O Messenger of Allah! We knew how to greet you. Then, how 
could we invoke Allah's prayer upon you?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" replied: "You could say: “O Allah! Bestow your 
prayer upon Mohammad, your servant and Messenger as you did upon 
Abraham! 0 Allah! Endow with your blessing Mohammad and his family 
as you endowed with it Abraham and the family of Abraham!"” 

[33] Could one invoke Allah’s prayer upon others than The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”? 

Allah Almighty said: “and pray on their behalf. Verily thy Prayers are a 
source of security for them: and Allah is one who heareth and knoweth.” 
(Repentance 103) 

6359- Ibn Abu'awfa "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Whenever a 
person came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" with 
his alms, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" would say: 
"O Allah! Send your Blessings upon so and so." My father went with his 
alms to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who said: 
"0 Allah! Send your blessings upon the offspring of Abu'awfa." 

6360- Abu'humaid As’sa’idi "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
people asked: "O Allah's Apostle! How shall we (ask Allah to) send 
blessings on you?" Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" replied: "Say: “O Allah! Send Your prayer on Mohammad, on his 
wives, and on his offspring, as you sent Your prayer on Abraham's family; 
and send Your Blessings on Mohammad, on his wives, and on his 
offspring, as you sent Your Blessings on Abraham's family, for you are the 
Most Praise-worthy, the Most Glorious."” 

[34] The Prophet's saying: "O Allah! If I abuse anyone in this 
world, You might let it be a cause of Your mercy upon him in the 
hereafter" 

6361- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated that he heard 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "O Allah! If 
I abused a believer, please let that be a means of bringing him near to you 
on the Day of Judgement." 

[35] Seeking refuge with Allah from the afflictions 

6362- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Once the people 
started asking The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” so much questions that he became angry. He came up the pulpit and 
said: “I will answer whatever questions you may ask me today." I looked 
right and left and saw everyone covering his face with his garment and 
weeping. Behold ! There was a man who, on quarreling with the people, 
used to be called as a son of a person other than his father. He said: “O 
Allah's Apostle! Who is my father?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” replied: “Your father is Hudhafa." Then Omar got up 
and said: “We accept Allah as (our) Lord, Islam as (our) religion, and 
Mohammad as (our) Messenger. We seek refuge with Allah from the 
afflictions." 
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The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“ I have never seen such a day as today in its good and its evil. Indeed, 
Paradise and Hell-Fire were displayed in front of me, until I saw them just 
beyond this wall." Quatada used to recite Allah’s saying, when narrating 
this tradition: “Ye who believe ask not questions about things which, if 
made plain to you, may cause you trouble. But if ye ask about things when 
the Qur’an is being revealed, they will be made plain to you, Allah will 
forgive those: for Allah is Oft-Forgiving most forbearing.” (The Repast 
“Al’ma’ida” 101) % 

[36] One’s seeking refuge with Allah from being overcome by men 

6363- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said to Abu’talha: "Choose one of your 
boy servants to serve me (in my expedition to Khaibar)." So, Abu’talha 
took me and let me ride behind him while I was a boy approaching the age 
of puberty. I used to serve The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” whenever he stopped to rest. I heard him saying 
repeatedly: "O Allah! I seek refuge with You from distress and sorrow, 
from helplessness and laziness, from miserliness and cowardice, from being 
heavily in debt and from being overcome by men." I kept on serving him 
until we returned from Khaibar (after conquering it). He came having with 
him Safiyya Bint Huyai. I saw The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” folding a cloak round the hump of the camel so as 
to make a wide space for Safiyya (to sit on behind him). When we reached 
a place called Sad As’sahba, a kind of food was served on a small leather 
sheet. Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” told me to call those who were around me. So, that was the marriage 
banquet of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” and Safiyya. Then, we proceeded until we approached Medina, he 
looked at Ohud and said: "This is a mountain which loves us as well as we 
love it." Then he looked at Medina and said: "O Allah! I make the area 
between its (Medina's) two mountains a sanctuary as Abraham made Mecca 
a sanctuary. O Allah! Bless them (Its inhabitants) in their Mudd and Sa 
(measuring units).” 

[37] Seeking refuge with Allah from the grave torture 

6364- Ommu’khalid Bint Khalid “Allah be pleased with her” narrated 
that she had heard The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” seeking refuge with Allah from the grave torture. 

[38] Seeking refuge with Allah from one's miserliness 

6365- Sa’d Ibn Abu'waqqas "Allah be pleased with him" used to 
recommend those five (statements) and say that The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used to recommend them: "O Allah! I 
seek refuge with you from miserliness. I seek refuge with you from 
cowardice. I seek refuge with you from being sent back to geriatric old age. 
I seek refuge with you from the affliction of this world (This of The 
Charlatan “Ad’dajjal”). I seek refuge with you from the punishment of the 
grave."

6366- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: two old women of 
Jews entered upon me and said: “People of graves are tortured in their 
graves.” I made lie of them and did not want to believe them. Then they 
went out; and The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” entered upon me, to whom I said: “O Messenger of Allah! Two old 
women of Jews ...” and I mentioned the story in full. He said: “They are 
true. They (those of graves) suffer from torture, so much (great and heavy) 
that all beasts hear it.” Since then, I never saw him but seeking refuge with 
Allah from the grave torture after each prayer. 


[39] Seeking refuge with Allah from the afflictions of life and death 

6367- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” used to say: "0 Allah! I seek refuge with 
You from helplessness, laziness, cowardice and feeble old age; I seek 
refuge with You from the grave punishment, and seek refuge with You 
from the afflictions of life and death."

[40] One's seeking refuge with Allah from sins and debts 

6368- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used to say: "O Allah! I seek refuge with 
You from laziness and geriatric old age, from all kinds of sins and from 
being in debt; from the affliction of the grave, from the punishment of the 
grave, from the affliction of the fire, from the punishment of the Fire, and 
from the evil of the affliction of wealth. I seek refuge with You from the 
affliction of poverty, and I seek refuge with You from the affliction of 
Ad’dajjal. O Allah! Wash away my sins with the water of snow and hail, 
and cleanse my heart from all the sins as a white garment is cleansed from 
the filth, and let them (my sins) be as far from me as East from West." 


[41] Seeking refuge with Allah from cowardice and laziness 

6369- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” used to say: "O Allah! I seek refuge with 
You from distress and sorrow, from helplessness and laziness, from 
miserliness and cowardice, from being heavily in debt and from being 
overcome by men." 
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[42] Seeking refuge with Allah from miserliness 

6370- Sa’d Ibn Abu'waqqas "Allah be pleased with him" used to 
recommend those statements and say that The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" used to recommend them: "O Allah! I seek refuge with 
you from miserliness. I seek refuge with you from cowardice. I seek refuge 
with you from being sent back to geriatric old age. I seek refuge with you 
from the affliction of this world (This of The Charlatan “Ad’dajjal”). I seek 
refuge with you from the punishment of the grave." 

[43] Seeking refuge with Allah from the geriatric old age 

6371- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” used to say: "O Allah! I seek refuge with 
You from laziness, cowardice and feeble old age. I seek refuge with You 
from miserliness.” 

[44] The Prophet’s invoking Allah to take away the epidemics and 
diseases 

6372- A’isha “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O Allah! Make us love 
Medina, as we love Mecca or even more than that, and divert its fever 
towards Al'juhfa. O Allah! Give blessings in our Sa and Mudd (measures 
symbolizing food).” 

6373- Amer Ibn Sa’d narrated that his father had told him: In the year 
of The Last Hajj (of The Prophet) The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” visited me when I fell ill and was about to die as a result of 
that disease. I said: "O Allah's Apostle! I am very ill as you see. I am a rich 
man and have no heir except my only daughter. Shall I give two-thirds of 
my property in charity?" He said: "No." I said: "Shall I then give one half 
of it in charity?" He said: "Give one-third (in charity); and even one-third is 
too much. No doubt, it is better to leave your children rich than to leave 
them poor, begging from others. Allah will reward you for whatever you 
spend with the intention of getting Allah's Pleasure even if it were a 
mouthful of food you put into your wives mouth." I said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! Shall I be left behind (in Mecca) after my companions go?" He 
said: "If you are left behind, you will be upgraded and elevated for every 
deed you will do with a desire to get Allah's Pleasure. I hope that you will 
live long so that some people will benefit by you while others will be 
harmed. O Allah! Please fulfill the migration of my companions and do not 
make them turn back on their heels. But (we feel sorry for) the unlucky 
Sa’d Ibn Khawla." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” lamented his death in Mecca. 
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[45] Seeking refuge with Allah from geriatric old age, from the 
affliction of this world, and from the affliction of The Fire 

6374- Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" used to recommend those 
statements and say that The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" used to recommend them: "O Allah! I seek refuge with you from 
miserliness. I seek refuge with you from cowardice. I seek refuge with you 
from being sent back to geriatric old age. I seek refuge with you from the 
affliction of this world. I seek refuge with you from the punishment of the 
grave." 

6375- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" used to say: "O Allah! I seek refuge with 
You from laziness and geriatric old age, from all kinds of sins and from 
being in debt; from the affliction of the fire, from the punishment of the 
Fire, from the torture of the grave. I seek refuge with You from the evil of 
the affliction of wealth, from the evil of the affliction of poverty, and from 
the evil of the affliction of Ad’dajjal. O Allah! Wash away my sins with the 
water of snow and hail, and cleanse my heart from all the sins as a white 
garment is cleansed from the filth, and let them (my sins) be as far from me 
as East from West." 

[46] Seeking refuge with Allah from the affliction of wealth 

6376- Hesham narrated from his father (Urwa) from his aunt (A’isha) 
that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
used to seek refuge with Allah saying: “0 Allah! I seek refuge with You 
from the affliction of The Fire , from the punishment of The Fire, from the 
affliction of the grave, from the punishment of the grave, from the affliction 
of wealth, from the affliction of poverty, and from the affliction of 
Ad’dajjal.” 

[47] Seeking refuge with Allah from the affliction of poverty 

6377- Hesham Ibn Urwa narrated from his father from A’isha that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to seek 
refuge with Allah saying: “O Allah! I seek refuge with You from the 
affliction of The Fire , from the punishment of The Fire, from the affliction 
of the grave, from the punishment of the grave, from the evil of the 
affliction of wealth, from the evil of the affliction of poverty, and from the 
evil of the affliction of Ad’dajjal. O Allah! Wash away my sins with the 
water of snow and hail, and cleanse my heart from all the sins as a white 
garment is cleansed from the filth, and let them (my sins) be as fdtJrom me 
as East from West. O Allah! I seek refuge with You from laziness, from all 
kinds of sins, and from being in debt.” 
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[48] Invoking Allah to increase one’s property with blessing it 

6378- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: My mother 
(Ommu’sulaim) said to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”: "O Messenger of Allah! Please invoke good upon 
your servant Anas." So Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "O Allah! Increase his property and offspring; and bless 
him in all of what you have given him." 

6379- The same previous narration. 

[49] Invoking Allah to increase one’s offspring with blessing it 

6380- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: My mother 
(Ommu’sulaim) said to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”: "O Messenger of Allah! Please invoke good upon 
your servant Anas." So Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "O Allah! Increase his property and offspring; and bless 
him in all of what you have given him." 

6381- The same as above. 

[50] One’s invocation when asking Allah to guide him to choose the 
right action in all matters 

6382- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to teach us how to 
ask Allah to guide one to choose the right action (concerning any job or 
deed), in all matters, (Istikhara) as he taught us the Suras of the Qur'an. He 
said: "If anyone of you thinks of doing any job he should offer a two-Rak’a 
prayer other than the compulsory ones and say after the prayer: “O Allah! I 
ask guidance from your knowledge, And Power from Your Might and I ask 
for your great blessings. You are capable and I am not. You know and I do 
not and you know the unseen. O Allah! If You know that this job is good 
for my religion and my subsistence and in my Hereafter (or If it is better for 
my present and later needs) Then ordain it for me and make it easy for me 
to get, And then bless me in it. If You know that this job is harmful to me 
In my religion and subsistence and in the Hereafter (or If it is worse for my 
present and later needs) Then keep it away from me and let me be away 
from it. Ordain for me whatever is good for me, and make me satisfied with 
it.” Then the person should name (mention) his need.” 

[51] One’s invocation while performing ablution 

6383- Abu’burda narrated from Abu’moosa: The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” asked for water and performed 
ablution. Then he raised both his hands to the extent that I saw the 
whiteness of his armpits. He said: “O Allah! Forgive Obaid Abu’amer, and 
make him superior to many of your creatures on The Day of Judgement.” 
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[52] One’s invocation when coming up something 

6384- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We were in the 
company of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
(during Hajj). Whenever we went up a high place we used to magnify Allah 
saying: "Allah is Greater (Allahu Akbar)." Our voices used to rise, so The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O people! Be 
merciful to yourselves (by not raising your voice), for you are not calling a 
deaf or an absent one, but One Who is with you, no doubt He is All-Hearer, 
ever Near (to everything).” Then he came to me while I was saying: “There 
is neither might nor power except with Allah.” He said to me: “O Abdullah 
Ibn Qais! Say: “There is neither might nor power except with Allah”, for it 
is one of Paradise’s treasures” (or) “Shall I guide you to a word which is 
one of Paradise’s treasures? Say: “There is neither might nor power except 
with Allah”.” 

[53] One’s invocation when coming down a valley 

in this respect, Jaber Ibn Abdullah Al'ansari "Allah be pleased with 
both" reported: Whenever we came up, we would magnify Allah; and 
whenever we came down a valley we would glorify Allah. 

[54] One’s invocation when he wants to travel or return from a 
journey 

6385- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: 
Whenever Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
returned from a holy battle, Hajj or Umra, he used to magnify Allah thrice 
at every elevation of the ground and then say: "There is no God (to be 
worshipped) but Allah; He is One and has no partner. The dominion is for 
Him, all the praises are for Him, and He is Omnipotent. We are returning 
with repentance, worshipping, prostrating, and praising our Lord. He has 
kept up His promise and made His slave victorious, and He Alone defeated 
all the confederates of (non-believers).” 

[55] One’s invoking good upon the married person 

6386- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” noticed the effect of 
yellowish scent on Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf whom he asked: “What is the 
matter?” he answered: “I have got married.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: “May Allah bless you! Make a wedding 
banquet even with a single sheep.” 

6387- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: My 
father died and left seven or nine girls (who were my sisters). I married a 
matron. Once The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said to me: "O Jaber! Have you got married?" I said: “Yes." He said: 
“A virgin or a matron?" I answered: “A matron." he said: “Why (did you) 
not (marry) a virgin, so as to play with her and she plays with you, and to 
amuse her and she amuses you?" I said: “My father died and left seven or 
nine girls (my sisters), and I dislike to marry a girl like them. For this 
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reason, I married a lady (matron) so as to look after them." On that he said: 
“May Allah bless you." 

[56] One’s invocation when having sexual intercourse with his wife 

6388- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” reported: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If 
any of you says, while committing sexual intercourse with his wife: “O 
Allah! Let us be far from Satan; and let Satan be far from what you 
would give us”, and then, he had, as a result of this meeting with his 
wife, a child, Satan, consequently should not harm this child.” 

[57] The Prophet's supplication: “O our lord! Give us in the world 
what is good” (The Heifer 201) 

6389- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The most frequent 
invocation of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was: 
"0 Allah, our Lord! Give us in the world that which is good and in the 
Hereafter that which is good, and save us from the torment of the Fire." 

[58] Seeking refuge with Allah from the affliction of this world 

6390- Sa’d Ibn Abu’waqqas "Allah be pleased with him" reported that 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to teach us 
those statements as writing used to be taught: "O Allah! I seek refuge with 
you from miserliness. I seek refuge with you from cowardice. I seek refuge 
with you from being sent back to geriatric old age. I seek refuge with you 
from the affliction of this world. I seek refuge with you from the 
punishmer . of the grave." 

[59] Repeating the invocation 

6391- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: Magic was worked 
on The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him". So, he began to 
envisage that he did a thing, which he did not actually do. One day, he 
invoked (Allah) for a long period and then said: "I feel that Allah has 
inspired me regarding the matter about which I asked him.” I asked: “What 
is that, O Messenger of Allah?” he replied: “Two persons came to me (in 
my dream) and sat, one by my head and the other by my feet. One of them 
asked the other: "What is the ailment of this man?" The other replied: “He 
has been bewitched." The first asked: “Who has bewitched him?” The other 
replied: “Labid Ibn Al'a’sam.” The first one asked: “What material has he 
used?” The other replied: “A comb, the hair gathered on it, and the outer 
skin of the pollen of the male date palm.” He asked: “Where is it?” the 
other replied: “In the well of Dharwan.” (It was a well in Banu’zuraiq’s 
land)." So, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" went out 
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towards the well. Then he returned and said to me: "By Allah! Its water is 
as red as the infusion of Henna leaves, and its date-palms (near the well) 
are like the heads of the devils." I asked: "Did you take out those things 
with which the magic was worked out of the pollen skin?" He said: "No, for 
I have been cured by Allah and I am afraid that this action may spread evil 
amongst the people." 

[60] Invoking evil against unbelievers 

in this respect, Ibn Mas’ood narrated that The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O Allah! Help me against 
them (the pagans) with seven famine years as those of Joseph.” He also 
said: “O Allah! Punish Abu’jahl!” 

Ibn Omar reported: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” invoked Allah in the prayer saying: “0 Allah! Curse so-and-so, and 
so-and-so!” He kept on doing so until Allah Almighty revealed: “Not for 
thee, (but for Allah), is the decision: whether he turn in mercy to them, or 
punish them; for they are indeed wrongdoers.” (A1 Imran 128) 

6392- Abdullah Ibn Abu'awfa "Allah be pleased with both" reported: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" invoked evil 
upon the (pagans on the Day of The) Confederates, saying: "O Allah! The 
Revealer of the Holy Book, the Swift-Taker of Accounts, O Allah, defeat 
the Confederates, O Allah, defeat and shake them." 

6393- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Whenever 
Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said” Allah hears 
those who praise him”, in the last Rak’a of Isha prayer, he would invoke 
Allah (for some people): "0 Allah! Save Aiyyash Ibn Abu'rabie'a, Al'walid 
Ibn Al'walid, Salama Ibn Hesham, and the weak and the helpless people 
among the faithful believers. O Allah! Be hard on the tribe of Mudar and let 
them suffer from famine years like that of the time of Joseph." 

6394- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent a detachment of some 
people known as The Reciters who were killed. I never saw The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” more sorry and sad than 
he was at that time. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” did The Qunut in the Fajr prayer for a month, saying: “(The 
tribe of) Osaiyya disobeyed Allah and His Messenger.” 
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6395- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: A group of Jews 
greeted The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: 
"Death be upon you." Understood what they said, I replied: “Upon you be 
death and curse.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: “O A’isha! Be quiet! Allah loves that one should be kind and lenient 
in all matters." I said: "Haven’t you heard what they said?" The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Did not you hear what I 
said (in reply to them): “The same be upon you”?" 

6396- Ali “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: On the day of the battle 
of The Confederates, we were with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” who said: "O Allah! Fill their 
(unbelievers) homes and graves with fire since they occupied us so much 
that we did not perform the middle (Asr) prayer till the sun set." 

[61] One’s invoking Allah to guide the unbelievers (to the right 
path) 

6397- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Tufail Ibn Amr 
Ad'dawsi came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and said: "O Allah's Apostle! The people of the tribe of Daws disobeyed 
and refused to follow you; so invoke Allah against them." The people 
thought that he (The Prophet) would invoke Allah against them. The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O Allah! Give 
guidance to the people of Daws, and let them embrace Islam." 

[62] The Prophet's supplication: O Allah! Forgive for me what I did 
earlier and what I would do later 

6398- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" used to supplicate Allah 
as saying: "O Allah! Forgive for me my mistakes, ignorance, exaggeration 
in all matters, and what you know better of myself than me. O Allah! 
Forgive my mistakes, my ignorance, and what is intentional and trivial (of 
my bad deeds). Forgive all of these things, which I did. O Allah! Forgive 
for me whatever (sins ) I did earlier and whatever (sins) I would do later; 
forgive for me whatever (sins) I did secretly and whatever (sins) I did 
openly. You are the one who brings forward and brings backward 
whomever you wished; and you have power over all things.” 

6399- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" used to supplicate Allah 
as saying: "0 Allah! Forgive for me my mistakes, ignorance, exaggeration 
in all matters, and what you know better of myself than me. O Allah! 
Forgive for me what is trivial and what is important, forgive for me my 
mistakes and what is intentional (of bad deeds) and (forgive) all those 
things I did.” 
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[63] One’s invocation at the very moment (of response) on Friday 


6400- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" told: Abul’qasim 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" talked about Friday and said: 
"There is a certain hour on Friday. If a Muslim gets it while praying and 
asks for good from Allah, then Allah will definitely meet his demand." And 
he (The Prophet) pointed out to the shortness of that time with his hands. 


[64] The Prophet’s saying: “My invocation against Jews would be 
responded to; and theirs against me would not be responded to (by 
Allah) 


6401- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, reported: Once a group of Jews 
came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: 
"Death be upon you." I replied: “Upon you be death, Allah’s curse and 
anger.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “O 
A’isha! Be quiet! Be kind and lenient and do not use bad and harsh 
language." I said: "Did not you hear what they said?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Did not you hear what I said (in 
reply to them): “The same be upon you”? My invocation against them 
would be responded to; and theirs against me would not be responded to 
(by Allah).” 


[65] Saying Amen 

6402- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Say “amen" if the 
Imam says it, for angels say it; and if the amen of any one of you 
coincides with that of the angels then all his past sins will be forgiven." 


[66] The virtue of one's saying: “There is no God but Allah’ 


6403- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He, who said: "There is no 
God but Allah, the only one, with whom there is no partner, to whom be 
praise and dominion. He has power over all things" one hundred times a 
day, will get the same reward of manumitting ten slaves. One hundred good 
deeds will be written in his accounts, and one hundred sins will be deducted 
from his accounts. It (his saying) will be a shield for him from Satan on that 
day till night, and nobody will be able to do a better deed except the one 
who does more than him." 
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6404- Amr Ibn Maimun narrated from Abdur rahman Ibn Abu’laila 
from Abu'aiyub Al'ansari "Allah be pleased with him" that The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If any of you said it (the 
previous supplication) ten times a day, he would be given the same reward 
of manumitting one slave of Ishmael's descendants.” 


[67] The virtue of glorifying Allah 


6405- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He, who said: "Glory be to 
Allah, with Whose praise (I celebrate Him)" one hundred times a day, 
would have all of his sins forgiven, even if they were as much as the sea's 
foam.” 


6406- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "There are two 
words, though they are so much light (or easy) for one's tongue to say, they 
are so much heavy in weight of one's balance, and so much dearer to The 
Most Gracious (Allah). They are: "Glorified be Allah , by whose praise (I 
glory Him)! Glorified be Allah, the great”.” 


[68] The virtue of celebrating Allah's praises and glories 


6407- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The example of the one 
who celebrates the Praises of his Lord (Allah) in comparison to the one 
who does not celebrate the Praises of his Lord, is that of a living creature 
compared to a dead one." 


6408- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah has some angels who 
look for those who celebrate the Praises of Allah on the roads and paths. 
Whenever they find some people celebrating the Praises of Allah, they 
would call each other, saying: “Come to the item of your pursuit.”” He 
added: “Then the angels will encircle them with their wings up to the 
nearest sky." He added: "(after those people celebrate the Praises of Allah, 
and the angels go back), their Lord will ask them, though He knows better 
than them: “What do my slaves say?” The angels will reply: “They say: 
“Glorified be Allah! Allah is greater! Praise be to Allah!”” Allah then 
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will say: “Did they see me?” The angels will reply: “No! By Allah, they 
didn't see you.” Allah will say: “What would it be if they saw me?” The 
angels will reply:” If they saw you, they would worship you more devoutly, 
celebrate Your Glory more deeply, and deem you free from any 
resemblance to anything more often.” Allah will say(to the angels): “What 
do they ask me for?” The angels will reply: “They ask you for Paradise.” 
Allah will say(to the angels): “Did they see it?” The angels will say: “No! 
By Allah, O Lord! They did not see it.” Allah will say: “What would it be if 
they saw it?” The angels will say: “If they saw it, they would have greater 
covetousness for it, would seek for it with greater zeal, and would have 
greater desire for it.” Allah will say: “From what do they seek refuge?” The 
angels will reply: “They seek refuge from the (Hell) Fire.” Allah will say: 
“Did they see it?” The angels will say: “No By Allah, O Lord! They did not 
see it.” Allah will say: “What would it be if they saw it?” The angels will 
say: “If they saw it they would escape from it much more extremely, and 
would have extreme fear from it.” Then Allah will say: “I make you 
witnesses that I have forgiven them."” Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" added: "One of the angels will say: “There was so-and- 
so amongst them, and he was not one of them, but he had just come for 
some need.” Allah will say: “They are those people whose companions will 
not be reduced to misery."” 

[69] The virtue of saying: “There is neither might nor power except 
with Allah” 

6409- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” started coming up a high place 
when a man ascended it and shouted: “There is no God but Allah! Allah is 
greater!” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” was riding his mule. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "You are not calling a deaf or an absent one, but One Who is 
with you, no doubt He is All-Hearer, ever Near (to everything).” Then he 
said to me: “O Abu’moosa (or) 0 Abdullah Ibn Qais! Shall I guide you to a 
word which is one of Paradise’s treasures?” I said: “Yes.” He said: “ Say: 
“There is neither might nor power except with Allah”.” 

[70] Allah has one hundred names minus one 

6410- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah has ninety- 
nine names, i.e. One-hundred minus one, and whoever keeps them (knows 
their meanings and rightly acted upon them) will go to Paradise. Indeed, 
Allah is one, and loves the odd numbers.” 

[71] Preaching to the people at intervals 

6411- Shaqiq narrated: While we were waiting for Abdullah, Yazid Ibn 
Mo’awiya came to whom I said : "Will you sit down?" He said: “No, but I 
will go into the house (of Abdullah) and let your companion (Abdullah) get 
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out to you. If he does not, I will come out and sit (with you)." Then 
Abdullah came out, holding the hand of Yazid. Addressed us, he said: “I 
know that you are gathering here, but what prevents me from coming out to 
you, is that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” used to preach to us at intervals during the days, for fear that we 
might get bored."

[1] The Prophet's saying: "There is no real life but this of the 
hereafter" 


6412- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There are two blessings 
which many people lose: (They are) Health and free time for doing good." 

6413- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O Allah! There is no real life but 
this of the hereafter; so, do good to The Ansar and The Emigrants.” 

6414- Sahl Ibn Sa’d As’sa’idi “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We 
were with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” in the (Holy Battle of The) Trench. He was digging while we were 
carrying away the earth on our backs. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” looked at us and said: "O Allah ! There is 
no life except the life of the Hereafter, so please forgive the Emigrants and 
the Ansar." 


[2] The example of this world in comparison to the hereafter 

and Allah’s saying: “Know ye (all), that the life of this world is but play 
and amusement, pomp and mutual boasting and multiplying, (in rivalry) 
among yourselves, riches and children. Here is a similitude: how rain and 
the growth which it brings forth, delight (the hearts of) the tillers; soon it 
withers; thou wilt see it grow yellow; then it becomes dry and crumbles 
away. But in the Hereafter is a Penalty severe (for the devotees of wrong). 
And Forgiveness from Allah and (His) Good Pleasure (for the devotees of 
Allah). And what is the life of this world, but goods and chattels of 
deception?” (The Iron “Al’hadid” 20) 
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6415- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A place in 
Paradise as small as that occupied by the whip of one of you is better than 
the world and whatever is on its surface; ana a morning's or an evening's 
journey which is traveled by a slave (of Allah) in Allah's Cause is better 
than the world and whatever is on its surface." 

[3] The Prophet’s saying: "Be in this world as if you were a 
stranger" 

6416- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" took hold of my shoulder and 
said: “Be in this world as if you were a stranger or a traveller." Ibn Omar 
used to say: "If you survive till the evening, do not expect to be alive in the 
morning, and if you survive till the morning, do not expect to be alive in the 
evening. Take from your health for your sickness, and from your life for 
your death." 

[4] One’s relentless hope 

And Allah’s saying: “Every soul shall have a taste of death: and only on the 
Day of Judgment shall you be paid your full recompense. Only he who is 
saved far from the Fire and admitted to the Garden will have attained the 
object (of Life): for the life of this world is but good and chattels of 
deception.” (A1 Imran 185) 

He further said: “Leave them alone, to enjoy (the good things of this 
life) and to please themselves: let (false) hope amuse them: soon will 
knowledge (undeceive them).” (Al’hijr 3) 

Ali said: “The world set out, turning away, while the hereafter set out, 
coming, and for each of which, there are people. So, be of the people of the 
hereafter, and do not be of those of the world. Indeed, today (in this world) 
there are deeds and there are no accounts (for them), while in the hereafter, 
there will be only accounts and there will be no deeds (one could do).” 

6417- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" drew a square in the middle of 
which he drew a line, letting it extend outside the square. Then he drew 
several small lines attached to that central line, and said: "This is the human 
being, and this (square) in his lease of life, encircles (or has encircled) him 
from all sides. This (line), which is outside (the square), is his hope. These 
small lines are the calamities and troubles (which may befall him). If one 
misses him, another will snap him, and if the other misses him, a tnird will 
snap him." 

6418- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" drew a few lines and said: "This is 
(man’s) hope, and that is the instant of his death. While he is in this state 
(of hope), the nearer line (death) comes to Him." 

[5] Whoever reached his sixty would not be excused by Allah 

this is in view of Allah’s saying: “Did We not give you long enough life 
so that he that would should receive admonition? and (moreover) the 
wamer Came to you.” (Fatir 37) 
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6419- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will not accept the 
excuse of any person whose instant of death is delayed till he is sixty years 
of age." 


6420- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "The heart of an 
old man remains young in two respects: his love for the world (specially its 
wealth, amusements and luxuries), and his incessant hope." 


6421- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The son of Adam 
grows old and so do two (desires) with him: love for wealth and a long 
life." 


[6] One's deed to have Allah's good pleasure 


6422- Mahmud Ibn Ar'rabie "Allah be pleased with him" who pretended 
that he remembered The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him", 
and remembered also that he (The Prophet) took water from a bucket with 
his mouth and threw it on his face, narrated:... 


6423- He (Mahmud) narrated that he had heard Itban Ibn Malik 
ATansari "Allah be pleased with him" saying: Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" came to me and said: "If anybody, who 
has said: “There is no God but Allah”, sincerely, with the intention to win 
Allah's Pleasure, comes on the Day of Judgement, Allah will make the 
Hell-Fire forbidden for him." 



6424- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah’s Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah says: “I have nothing 
to give but Paradise as a reward to my believer slave, who, if I cause his 
dear friend (or relative) to die, remains patient (and hopes for Allah's 
Reward).”” 
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[7] One should beware of the luxurities of this world and people’s 
competition for it 

6425- Al'miswar narrated that Amr Ibn Awf Al'ansari "Allah be pleased 
with him" (who was an ally of Banu’amr Ibn Lu'ai and one of those who 
had taken part in (the holy battle of) Badr) had told him: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" sent Abu'obaida Ibn Al'jarrah to 
Bahrain to collect Jizya (tribute). Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" had established peace with the people of Bahrain and 
appointed A1 Ala Ibn Al'hadrami as their governor. When Abu’obaida came 
from Bahrain with the money, the Ansar heard of Abu'obaida's arrival, 
which coincided with the time of the Morning Prayer with The Prophet. 
When Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" led them in 
the Morning Prayer and finished, the Ansar approached him. He looked at 
them and smiled on seeing them. Then he said: "I feel that you have heard 
that Abu'obaida has brought something." They said: "Yes, O Allah’s 
Apostle.” He said: "Rejoice and hope for what will please you! By Allah, I 
am not afraid of your poverty but I am afraid that you will lead a life of 
luxury as past nations did, whereupon you will compete with each other for 
it, as they competed with each other for it, and it will destroy you as it 
destroyed them." 

6426- Uqba Ibn Amer narrated: One day the Prophet went out and 
offered the funeral prayers for the martyrs of Ohud. Then he went up the 
pulpit and said: "I will pave the way for you as your predecessor and will 
be a witness on you. By Allah! I see my Fount just now and I have been 
given the keys of all the treasures of the earth (or the keys of the earth). By 
Allah! I am not afraid that you will associate others in worship with Allah 
after my death, but I am afraid that you will compete with each other for 
the worldly things." 

6427- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Once 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The things of 
which I am afraid most for your sake (concerning what will befall you after 
me) are the pleasures and splendours of the world and its beauties which 
will be disclosed to you." Somebody said: "O Allah's Apostle! Can the 
good bring forth evil?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" remained silent for a while to the extent that we thought that he was 
being inspired divinely. Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" wiped off his sweat and said: "Where is the questioner?" the 
man said: “Here I’m.” Abu’sa’eed said: We thanked that man since the 
answer (of his question) was as such. Then The Prophet said: "Good never 
brings forth evil. Indeed it is like what grows on the banks of a water- 
stream, which either kills the animal which eats so much of it, or makes the 
animal sick, except if an animal eats its fill the Khadira (a kind of 
vegetable), faces the sun, and then defecates, urinates and grazes again. No 
doubt this wealth is (like) sweet and fresh (fruit). Whoever takes from it 
rightly then what a blessed support it will be for him; and whoever takes it 
illegally will he like the one who eats but is never satisfied." 
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6428- Imran Ibn Husain “Allah be pleased with him” told: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The best people are those 
living in my generation, followed by those coming after them, and then 
those coming after (the second generation)." Imran said: "I do not know 
whether The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned 
two or three generations after your present generation. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” added: “There will be some 
people after you, who will be dishonest and will not be trustworthy, give 
witness without being asked to give witness, vow but will not fulfill their 
vows, and fatness will be prevalent among them." 

6429- Abdullah (Ibn Mas'ood) "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The people of 
my generation are the best, then those who follow them, and then those 
who follow them (the second generation). After that there will come some 
people whose witness will go ahead of their oaths, and their oaths will go 
ahead of their witness." 

6430- Qais Ibn Abu’hazim narrated: I heard Khabbab "Allah be pleased 
with him" who was cauterized at seven spots in his abdomen saying: " Had 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" not forbidden us to 
invoke for death, I would have invoked for it. Our companions who died 
(during the lifetime of The Prophet) left without having their rewards (in 
this world) through enjoying the pleasures of this life, but we have had (so 
much) wealth that we find no way to spend It except on the construction of 
buildings. " 

6431- Qais Ibn Abu’hazim narrated: I entered upon Khabbab who was 
building a wall for him. He said: “Our companions who died (during the 
lifetime of The Prophet) left without having their rewards (in this world) 
through enjoying the pleasures of this life, but we have got (so much) 
wealth that we find no way to spend It except on the construction of 
buildings." 

6432- Khabbab “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We emigrated 
with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. 

[8] Allah’s saying: “O men certainly the promise of Allah is true. 
Let not then this present life deceive you, nor let the Chief deceiver 
Deceive you about Allah. Verily Satan is an enemy to you: so treat him 
as an enemy. He only invites his adherents, that they may become 
companions of the Blazing Fire.” (Fatir 5:6) 

6433- Ibn Aban narrated: I brought water to Othman Ibn Affan to 
perform the ablution while he was sitting. He performed the ablution 
perfectly and said: “I saw The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” performing the ablution perfectly in this place. Then he said: 
“Whoever performs the ablution as this of mine, goes to the mosque, offers 
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a two-rak’a prayer, and then sits there (waiting for the compulsory 
congregational prayer), then all his past sins will be forgiven." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” further added: “Do not be 
conceited (considering that your sins will be forgiven just for your prayer).” 

[9] The righteous and pious people's departure 

6434- Mirdas Al'aslami "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The righteous 
pious people will depart (die) in succession one after the other, with the 
result that there will remain (on the earth) only useless people like the 
useless husk of barley seeds or bad dates, who will be pointless in Allah’s 
sight.” 

[10] One should beware of wealth distress 

and Allah’s saying: “Your riches and your children may be but a trial: but 
in the Presence of Allah, is the highest Reward.” (At’taghabun 15) 

6435- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: " Let the slave of Dinar, 
Dirham, the velvet (cloth) and the square garment perish. If he is given 
(those things) he will be pleased; and if not, he will be displeased.” 

6436- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "If the son of 
Adam had two valleys of money, he would wish for a third, for nothing can 
fill the belly of Adam's son except dust. Allah forgives he, who repents to 
Him." 

6437- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "If the son of 
Adam had as much a valley of money, he would wish for another, as equal 
to it. Indeed, nothing can satisfy the eye of Adam's son except dust. Allah 
forgives he, who repents to Him." 

6438- Sahl Ibn Sa’d narrated: I heard Ibn Az’zubair who was on the 
pulpit at Mecca, delivering a sermon, saying: “0 men! The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to say: "If the son of Adam 
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was given a valley, full of gold, he would love to have another; and if he 
was given the second one, he would love to have a third. That is because 
nothing could fill the belly of Adam's son except dust. However, Allah 
forgives he who repents to Him." 

6439- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If the son of Adam 
had a valley of gold, he would like to have two, for nothing will fill the 
mouth of Adam's son except dust. Allah forgives he, who repents to Him." 

6440- Obai “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We thought (for 
sometime) that this (the narration mentioned above) was of The Qur’an 
until Allah revealed: “The mutual rivalry for piling up (the good things of 
this world) diverts you (from the more serious things).” (The Piling up 
“At’takathur” 1) 

[11] The Prophet’s saying: “This wealth is (like) sweet fresh (fruit)” 

Allah Almighty said: “Fair in the eyes of men is the love of things they 
covet: women and sons; heaped up hoards of gold and silver; horses 
branded (for blood and excellence); and (wealth of) cattle and well tilled 
land. Such are the possessions of this world's life; but in nearness to Allah 
is the best of the goals (to return to).” (A1 Imran 14) 


In this respect, Omar said: “O Allah! We cannot but be happy with what 
You have made fair in our eyes. But, I ask You not to make me spend it 
except fairly and rightly.” 

6441- Hakim Ibn Hezam "Allah be pleased with him" said: "Once I 
asked Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" (for 
something) and he gave me. Again I asked and he gave me. Again I asked 
and he gave me. Then he said: "O Hakim! This property is like a sweet 
fresh fruit. Whoever takes it without greediness, he is blessed in it, and 
whoever takes it with greediness, he is not blessed in it, and he is like a 
person who eats but is never satisfied. The upper (giving) hand is better 
than the lower (taking) hand." 


[12] One’s wealth is whatever he spends (in Allah's Cause) during 
his life 

6442- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Who among you considers 
the wealth of his heirs dearer to him than his own wealth?" They replied: 
"O Allah's Apostle! There is none among us except that he loves his own 
wealth more." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"So his wealth is whatever he spends (in Allah's Cause) during his life (on 
good deeds) while the wealth of his heirs is whatever he leaves after his 
death." 
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[13] The Prophet’s saying: “The rich people are the poor (little 
rewarded)” 


and Allah’s saying: “Those who desire the life of the present and its glitter, 
to them we shall pay (the price of) their deeds therein, without diminution. 
They are those for whom there is nothing in the Hereafter but the fire: vain 
are the designs they frame therein, and of no effect are the deeds that they 
do!” (Hud 15:16) 


6443- Abu’dharr “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Once I went out 
at night and saw The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” walking alone with nobody in his company. I thought that he 
might have disliked somebody to accompany him. So I walked in the 
shade, away from the moonlight. But when The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” looked behind he saw me and said: “Who is that?" 
I replied: “Abu’dharr, let me be sacrificed for you!" He said: “O Abu’dharr, 
come here!" So I accompanied him for a while when he said: “The rich 
people are in fact the poor (little rewarded) on the Day of Judgement except 
the person whom Allah gives wealth which he gives (in charity) to his 
right, left, front, and back, and with which he does good deeds.” I walked 
with him sometime longer. Then he said to me: "Sit down here." So he 
made me sit in an open space surrounded by rocks, and said to me: "Sit 
here till I come back to you." He went towards Al’harra until I could not 
see him, where he stayed away for a long time. Sometime later, while he 
was coming, I heard him saying: "Even if he committed theft and 
fornication?" When he came, I could not keep patient and asked him: "O 
Allah's Prophet! Let Allah make me sacrificed for you! Whom were you 
talking to by the side of Al’harra? I heard none responding to your talk." 
He said: “It was Gabriel who appeared to me beside Al’harra and said: 
“Give the good tidings to your followers that whoever dies without having 
associated in worship anything with Allah, will enter Paradise.” I said: “O 
Gabriel! Even if he committed theft or fornication?” He said: “Yes.” I said: 
“Even if he committed theft or fornication?” He said: “Yes, and even if he 
committed the sin of drinking wine.” 
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[14] The Prophet’s saving: “I would not like to have gold equal to 
(the mountain of) Ohud for me” 

6444- Abu’dharr “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While I was 
walking with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” at the 
middle of Medina in the evening, the mountain of Ohud appeared before 
us. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon mm” said: “O 
Abu’dharr!” I replied: “Here I’m responding to your call, O Allah's 
Apostle, all happiness be for you!" he said: “I would not like to have gold 
equal to (the mountain of) Ohud for me, unless nothing of it, not even a 
single Dinar, remains with me for more than three days, except that single 
Dinar which I will keep for repaying debts. I will spend all of it among 
Allah's slaves like this, like this, and like this." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” pointed out with his hand to his right, left, 
and back. Then he continued walking and said: “Those who have much 
wealth fin this world) will have the least reward (in the Hereafter) except 
those wno do like this and like this (spend their wealth in charity) to their 
right, left, and back; and few they are.” Then he said to me: "Remain at 
your place and do not leave it, till I come back." He went away in the 
darkness of the night until he disappeared from me. Then I heard a voice 
and feared that something might have happened to The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. I intended to go (to detect the 
matter) but I remembered the statement of The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” not to leave my place, so I kept 
on waiting (until The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
came). I said to him: "0 Allah's Apostle! I heard a voice and I was afraid 
that something might have happened to you, but I remembered your 
statement and stayed.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “Did you hear it?” I said: “Yes.” He said: “That was Gabriel 
who came to me and informed me that whoever among my followers died 
without joining others in worship with Allah, would enter Paradise." I said: 
“Even if he had committed fornication and theft?" He said: “Even if he had 
committed fornication and theft." 

6445- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "If I 
had gold equal to the mountain of Ohud, it would not please me that it 
remains with me for more than three days, except an amount which I would 
keep for repaying debts." 

[15] richness is the self-contentment 

and Allah’s saying: “Do they think that because We have granted them 
abundance of wealth and sons, We would hasten them on in every good? 
Nay, they do not understand. Verily those who live in awe for fear of their 
Lord; Those who believe in the Signs of their Lord; Those who join not (in 
worship) partners with their Lord; And those who dispense their Charity 
with their hearts full of fear, because they will return to their Lord; It is 
these who hasten in every good work, and these who are foremost in them. 
On no soul do We place a burden greater than it can bear: before Us is a 
record, which clearly shows the truth: they will never be wronged. But their 
hearts are in confused ignorance of this; and there are, besides that, deeds 
of theirs, which they will (continue) to do.” (The Believers 55:63) 

6446- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Richness does not mean to 
have a great amount or property, out richness is the self-contentment." 
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[16] The virtue of poverty 

6447- Sahl Ibn Sa’d As’sa’idi "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A 
rich man passed by Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" who asked a man sitting with him: "What do you say about this 
(man)?" he replied: "He is one of Medina’s nobles. If he asks for a lady's 
hand, he ought to be given her in marriage; if he intercedes (for someone) 
his intercession should be accepted; (and if he speaks, he should be listened 
to)." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" kept silent. 
Then a poor man passed by; an Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" asked him: "What do you say about this man?" He replied: 
"He is one of Medina’s poor men. If he asks for a lady's hand in marriage 
he does not deserve to be married; if he intercedes (for someone), his 
intercession should not be accepted; And if he speaks, he should not be 
listened to.” Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"This poor man is better than so many of the former as filling the earth.” 

6448- Abu’wa’il narrated: We visited Khabbab "Allah be pleased with 
him" who said: We emigrated with The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" in Allah's cause, and so our reward was then surely 
incumbent on Allah. Some of us died and they did not take anything from 
their rewards in this world, amongst whom was Mus'ab Ibn Omair . he was 
martyred on the day of Ohud battle, leaving nothing except his short 
garment to shroud him in. When we covered his head his feet became bare 
and vice versa. So The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
ordered us- to cover his head only and to put Idhkhir (a kind of shrub) over 
his feet. But, there are some amongst us, whose fruit (of their reward) has 
got ripe, and now they are collecting it. 

6449- Imran Ibn Husain "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I looked at 
Paradise and found poor people forming the majority of its inhabitants; and 
I looked at Hell and saw that women were the majority of its inhabitants." 

6450- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" never ate his meals on a dining table until 
he died. He also never ate a thin bread well-baked for him. 

6451- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” died, while there was 
nothing in my house that a living being could eat, except some barley 
Lying on a shelf, from which I ate for a long period. Then I measured it, 
and (a short time later) it was consumed. 
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[17] How The Prophet and his companions lived and abstained from 
this world 

6452- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: By Allah 
except whom there is no God (to be worshipped), (sometimes) I used to lay 
myself down on the ground on my liver (abdomen) because of hunger, and 
(sometimes) I used to bind a stone over my belly because of hunger. One 
day I sat on the way from where they (The Prophet and his companions) 
used to come. When Abu’bakr passed by, I asked him about a Verse from 
Allah's Book for nothing except that he would satisfy my hunger, but he 
passed by and did not do so. Then Omar passed by me whom I asked about 
a Verse from Allah's Book for nothing except that he might satisfy my 
hunger, but he passed by without doing so. Finally Abul’qasim (The 
Prophet) passed by me and he smiled when he saw me, for he Knew what 
was in my heart and on my face. He said: "O Abu’hirr!" I replied: "Yes, I'm 
at your service, 0 Allah's Apostle!" He said to me: "Follow me." He left 
ana I followed him. 

Then he entered the house and I asked permission to enter and was 
admitted. He found milk in a bowl and said: "From where is this milk?" 
They said: "It has been presented to you by such-and-such man (or by such- 
and-such woman)." He said: "0 Abu'hirr!" I said: "Yes, I’m at your service, 
O Allah's Apostle!" He said: "Go and call the people of Suffa to me." These 
people of Suffa were the guests of Islam who had no families, nor money, 
nor anybody to depend upon, and whenever an object of charity was 
brought to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”, he would 
send it to them from which he would take nothing. Moreover, whenever 
any present was given to him, he used to send some for them and take some 
of it for himself. The order of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" upset me, and I said to myself: "How will this little milk be 
enough for the people of Suffa?" I thought I was more entitled to drink 
from that milk in order to strengthen mvself, but behold! The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to order me to give that 
milk to them. I wonaered what would remain of that milk for me, but 
anyway, I could not but obey Allah and His Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him". So I went to the people or Suffa and called them, and 
they came and asked The Prophet's permission to enter. They were 
admitted and took their seats in the house. The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "O Abu'hirr!" I said: "Yes, I’m at your 
service, O Allalvs Apostle!" He said: "Take and give it (the milk) to them." 
So I took the bowl (of Milk) and started giving it to one man who drank his 
fill and returned it to me, whereupon I gave it to another man who, in his 
turn, drank his fill and returned it to me, and I presented it to a third man 
who drank his fill and returned it to me. Finally, after the whole group had 
drunk their fill, I reached The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" who took the bowl and put it on his hand. Looked at me and smiled, 
he said: "O Abu'hirr!" I replied: "Yes, I’m at your service, O Allah's 
Apostle!" He said: "There remain only you and I." I said: "You are true, O 
Allah's Apostle!" He said: "Sit down and drink." I sat down and drank. He 
said: "Drink!" I drank. He kept on ordering me repeatedly to drink, until I 
said: "No. By Allah Who sent you with the Truth, I have no space for it (in 
my stomach)." He said: "Hand it over to me." When I gave him the bowl, 
he praised Allah, mentioned Allah's Name on it, and drank the remaining 
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6453- Qais narrated: I heard Sa’d saying: "I was the first amongst the 
Arabs who shot an arrow in Allah's Cause. We used to fight along with The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, while we had nothing to 
eat except the leaves of trees, so that one's excrete would look like the 
excrete balls of a camel or a sheep, containing nothing to mix them 
together. Today Banu’asad tribe blame me pretending that I do not 
understand Islam. I would be a loser if my deeds were in vain." 

6454- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The family of 
(The Prophet) Mohammad had not eaten wheat bread to their 
satisfaction for three successive days as of his arrival in Medina until he 
died. 

6455- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The family of (The 
Prophet) Mohammad “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” never ate 
two meals on one day except that one of which was of dates. 

6456- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The bed of The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was of skin 
stuffed with date-palm fibers. 

6457- Quatada narrated: We were in the company of Anas "Allah be 
pleased with him" whose baker was with him. Anas said: Eat! I did not 
learn that The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saw a thin 
well-baked loaf or a roasted sheep with his eyes until he died. 

6458- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: A full month might 
pass during which we would not make a fire (for cooking). Our food was 
only of dates and water unless we were presented some meat. 

6459- Urwa narrated that A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" had told 
him: "O my nephew! We used to see the crescent, then the crescent and 
then the crescent, in this way we saw three crescents in two months with no 
fire (for cooking) made in the houses of Allah's Apostle.” I (Urwa) said: "O 
my aunt! Then what was to sustain you?" A’isha said: "The two black 
things: dates and water. Our neighbours from Ansar had some gifts and 
they used to present Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" some of their milk and he used to make us drink." 
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6460- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said 
(invoking): “O Allah! Provide the family of Mohammad with 
provisions.”

[18] One must be moderate and regular in all of his acts and deeds 

6461- Masruq narrated: I asked A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”: 
“What are the most beloved deeds to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”?” A’isha said: “The most beloved deeds 
to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" are those done 
regularly and continuously.” I asked: “When was he used to get up at 
night?” She answered: “He was used to get up on hearing the crowing of 
the cock.” 


6462- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” said: “The most beloved deeds 
to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" are those done 
regularly and continuously.” 


6463- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The deeds of anyone of 
you will not save you (from the Hell Fire)." They said: "Even you (will not 
be saved by your deeds), O Allah's Apostle?" He said: "Even I (will not be 
saved) unless Allah bestows His Mercy upon me. Therefore, do good deeds 
properly, sincerely and moderately, and worship Allah in the forenoon and 
in the afternoon and during a part of the night. You should always adopt a 
middle, moderate, regular course to reach your target (Paradise).” 


6464- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Do good deeds 
properly and sincerely, and do what is within your capacity! It should be 
known that the deeds of anyone of you would not cause him to enter 
Paradise; and that the most beloved deeds in Allah’s sight are those done 
regularly and permanently though they might be few.” 


6465- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" was asked: "What deeds are the most 
beloved to Allah?" He said: "The most regular constant deeds even though 
they may be few." He further said: “Do good deeds which are in your 
capacity.” 
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6466- Alqama narrated: I asked A’isha, The Mother of The Believers, 
"Allah be pleased with her": "O Mother of Believers! How was the 
service of worship of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”? Did Allah's Apostle use to choose some special 
days (for fasting)?" She replied: "No, but he used to be regular (constant 
in his service of worshipping). Who amongst you can endure what 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to 
endure?" 

6467- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Do good deeds 
properly and sincerely, and do what is within your capacity; then receive 
the good tidings (of entering Paradise), for the deeds of anyone of you 
would not cause him to enter Paradise.” They asked: “And Even you, O 
Messenger of Allah (will not enter Paradise depending only upon your 
deeds)?” he said: “Even I (will not enter Paradise depending upon my 
deeds) unless Allah bestows His forgiveness and mercy upon me.” 

6468- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Once The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” led us in the prayer, 
(after he had finished) he came up the pulpit and pointed with his hand 
towards the Qibla. Then he said: “Since I was leading you in the prayer up 
till now, both of Paradise and Hell were shown to me. They were displayed 
in front of this wall. I have never seen such a day as today in good and evil! 
I have never seen such a day as today in good and evil!” 

[19J The believer's hope (for Allah's mercy) is to be accompanied by 
his fear (of Allah's torture) 

Sufyan said: I found no verse in The Qur’an harder to me than Allah’s 
saying: “Say: "O People of the Book! ye have no ground to stand upon 
unless ye stand fast by the Law, the Gospel and all the revelation that has 
come to you from your Lord." It is the revelation that cometh to thee from 
thy Lord, that increaseth in most of them their obstinate rebellion and 
blasphemy. But sorrow thou not over (these) people without Faith.” (The 
Repast 68) 

6469- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "When Allah 
created the mercy, He divided it into one-hundred parts, ninety-nine parts 
of which were kept with Him, while only one part was sent down to earth. 
If the disbeliever knows Allah's great mercy, he will not despair of entering 
into Paradise. Vice versa: If the believer knows Allah's great torture, he will 
not feel safe from entering into Hell.” 
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[20] One’s keeping patient on being prevented from doing What is 
forbidden by Allah 

6470- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Some 
Ansari persons asked Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" for something, and he gave them. They again asked him for 
(something) and he again gave them. Then they asked him and he gave 
them again until all that was with him finished. Then he said: "If I had 
anything I would not keep it away from you. Whoever abstains from asking 
others, Allah will make him contented, and whoever tries to get self- 
sufficient, Allah will make him self-sufficient. Whoever remains patient, 
Allah will make him patient. Nobody can be given a blessing better and 
greater than patience." 

6471- Al'mogheera Ibn Shu’ba "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to stand (in the 
prayer) or pray until both his feet or legs swelled. He was asked why (he 
offered such an unbearable prayer, though Allah forgave all of his sins, the 
earlier and the later), he said: "should I not be a thankful slave?" 




[21] Allah’s saying: “And if any one puts his trust in Allah, 
sufficient is (Allah) for him. For Allah will surely accomplish His 
purpose: verily, for all things has Allah appointed a due proportion.” 
(The Divorce 3) 

6472- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair narrated from Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with 
both”: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “Seventy thousand of my nation shall enter Paradise without 
reckoning. They are those who do not treat themselves by practising charm, 
nor do they believe in bad or good omen (from birds etc.). But they put 
their trust (only) in their Lord.” 

[22] The hateful idle talk 

6473- Warrad, the clerk of Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba, narrated: 
Mo’awiya wrote to Al’mogheera: “Write to me a tradition you heard from 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”." 
Al’mogheera wrote to him: "I heard him saying after each prayer: “There is 
no God but Allah, the one and alone, with whom there is no partner. To 
Him be the dominion, and to Him be the praise; and He has power over all 
things.” He also used to forbid idle talk, asking too many questions (in 
religion), wasting money, preventing what should be given, asking others 
for something (except in great necessity), being undutiful to mothers, and 
burying one's little daughters (alive). 
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[23] Keeping one's tongue (from harming others); and (The 
Prophet’s saying): “He, who believes in Allah and The Last day, should 
either speak good or keep silent” 

Allah Almighty said: “Not a word does he utter but there is a sentinel by 
him, ready (to note it).” (Qaf 18) 

6474- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah’s 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever can 
guarantee (the chastity of) what is between his two jaw-bones and what is 
between his two legs (meaning His tongue and his private parts), I 
guarantee Paradise for him." 

6475- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: " He, who believes in Allah 
and the Last Day should talk what is good or keep silent. He, who believes 
in Allah and the Last Day should not harm his neighbour. He, who believes 
in Allah and the Last Day should entertain his guest generously.” 

6476- Abu’shuraih Al’khuza’i narrated: My ears heard and my mind 
kept when Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
“The time of hospitality (with normal food) is three days. (You should also 
keep on) the guest’s reward.” They asked: “What is the guest’s reward?” he 
said: “It is (to entertain him for) a day and a night (with the highest quality 
of food available to one). He, who believes in Allah and the Last Day 
should entertain his guest generously. He, who believes in Allah and the 
Last Day should talk what is good or keep silent.” 

6477- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A slave (of Allah) may 
utter a word carelessly without thinking of its evil consequences, because 
of which, he will be thrown into the Hell-Fire as far as the distance between 
East and West." 

6478- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A slave (of Allah) may 
utter a word which pleases Allah without giving it much importance, 
because of which, Allah will raise him up many degrees (of reward). A 
slave (of Allah) may utter a word (carelessly) which displeases Allah, 
without thinking of its gravity, because of which, he will be thrown into the 
Hell-Fire." 
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[24] One’s weeping because of his fearing of Allah 


6479- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will give shade to 
seven (on the Day when there will be no shade but His): ... a person who 
remembers Allah and his eyes are then flooded with tears." 


[25] One’s fearing of Allah 


6480- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There was a man amongst 
the people before you, who had suspicion as to the righteousness of his 
deeds. Therefore he said to his family: “If I die, take me, bum my corpse, 
and throw my ashes into the sea on a hot (or windy) day. They did so, but 
Allah collected his particles and asked him: “Why did you do so?” He 
replied: “Nothing made me do so except my fearing of you.” So Allah 
forgave him."

6481- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned a man amongst a 
certain nation or people before you, whom Allah had given children and 
money in abundance. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” said: “While he was in his deathbed, he called his sons and 
asked: “What sort of father have I been to you?” They replied: “You have 
been a good father.” He said: “But he (your father) has never done a single 
good deed; moreover, if he faces Allah, He surely will punish him. so when 
I die, burn me until I become near to coal. Then , grind me into powder, 
and scatter the resulting ashes on a windy day (in the sea).” He took firm 
promises from them to do so. By Allah! His sons did accordingly, but Allah 
gathered his particles by saying: “Be.” Behold! That man stood up, to 
whom He asked: “What made you do so?” He replied: "For fear of you.” 
So Allah bestowed His Mercy upon him (and forgave him).” 
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[26] Getting rid of violations 

6482- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "My example and the 
example of the message with which Allah has sent me is like that of a man 
who came to some people and said: "I have seen with my own eyes the 
enemy forces, and I am a merely wamer (to you) so save yourself! Save 
yourself!” A group of them obeyed him and went out at night, slowly and 
stealthily; and in this way they were safe. But another group did not believe 
him and thus the army took them in the morning and destroyed them." 

6483- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "My example and the 
example of people is like that of a person who lit a fire, and when it lighted 
what was around it, the moths, butterflies and these insects fell in it. The 
man did his best to prevent them (from falling in the fire) but they 
overpowered him and rushed into the fire.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” further said: “Now, similarly, I catch hold the 
knots of your waist (belts) to prevent you from falling into the Fire, but you 
insist on falling into it." 

6484- Abdullah Ibn Amr "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The 
Muslim is he, from whose tongue and hands all of Muslims are saved. The 
true immigrant "Muhajir" is he, who abandons all of what Allah Almighty 
has forbidden.” 

[27] The Prophet’s saying: “If you know what I know, then you will 
laugh little and weep so much” 

6485- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to say: 
“If you knew what I know, then you would laugh little and weep so much.” 

6486- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to say: “If you knew 
what I know, then you would laugh little and weep so much.” 
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[28] The Hell is surrounded by all kinds of desires 

6487- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The (Hell) Fire is 
surrounded by all kinds of desires and passions, while Paradise is 
surrounded by all kinds of disliked undesirable things." 

[29] Paradise is nearer to one than his leather strap of his shoe, and 
so is Hell 

6488- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Paradise is nearer to any of 
you than the leather strap of his shoe, and so is the (Hell) Fire.” 

6489- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The truest words said by a 
poet was (the statement of Labid): “Verily, Everything except Allah is 
perishable.” 

[30] One should look at he, who is inferior, and not superior to him 

6490- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If anyone of you looked at 
a person who was made superior to him in property and (good) appearance, 
then he should also look at the one who is inferior to him, and to whom he 
has been made superior." 

[31] When one intends to do either a good or a bad deed 

6491- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" narrated about his Lord saying: 
"Allah ordered (the appointed angels over you) to write down the good and 
the bad deeds, and He then showed the way of writing them. If somebody 
intends to do a good deed and he does not do it, then Allah will write for 
him a full good deed (in his account) with him; and if he intends to do a 
good deed and actually did it, then Allah will write for him (in his account) 
with Him (the reward multiplied) from ten to seven hundred times, to many 
more times. On the contrary, if somebody intends to do a bad deed and he 
does not do it, then Allah will write a full good deed (in his account) with 
Him; but if he intends to do it (a bad deed) and actually did it, then Allah 
will write one bad deed (in his account) with him." 

[32] One should beware of the destructive sins 

6492- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Indeed, you do some 
deeds, which you see as more trivial (and little), than the hair, though we, 
during the lifetime of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” used to regard them of the destructive sins. 
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[33] One’s deeds are regarded (as good or bad) depending on their 
last actions 

6493- Sahl Ibn Sa’d As’sa’idi “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” looked at a man fighting 
against the pagans; and he was one of the most competent persons fighting 
on behalf of the Muslims. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “Whoever wants to look at a man from those of the (Hell) Fire, 
should look at this (man)." Another man followed him and kept on doing so 
until he (the fighter) was (seriously) wounded . Seeking to die quickly, he 
placed the blade tip of his sword between his breasts over which he leaned 
until it passed through his shoulders. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “One may do deeds that seem to the people as the 
deeds of inhabitants of Paradise while in fact, he is from those of the (Hell) 
Fire. Moreover, one may do deeds that seem to the people as the deeds of 
inhabitants of the (Hell) Fire, while in fact, he is from those of Paradise. 
Verily, one’s deeds are regarded (as good or bad) depending upon their last 
actions." 

[34] One’s stay alone to be secure from people’s mischief 

6494- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
Somebody asked: "O Allah's Apostle! Who is the best among the people?" 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "A 
believer who strives his utmost in Allah's Cause with his life and property." 
(Being asked about the next to that, He replied): "A believer who stays in 
one of the mountain paths worshipping Allah and leaving the people secure 
from his mischief." 

6495- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" told: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A time will come 
that the best property of a Muslim will be sheep which he will take on the 
top of mountains and the places of rainfall so as to flee with his religion 
from afflictions." 

[35] The honesty’s disappearance 

6496- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When honesty is lost, then 
wait for the Hour." He (The Bedouin) said: "How will that (honesty) be 
lost?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When 
the power or authority comes in the hands of incompetent persons, then 
expect for the Hour." 
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6497- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" told us two narrations, one of 
which I have seen (happening) and I am waiting for the other. He narrated 
that honesty was preserved in the roots of the hearts of men (in the 
beginning) and then they learnt it (honesty) from the Qur'an, and then they 
learnt it from the (Prophets) Sunna. He also told us about its disappearance, 
saying: "A man will go to sleep whereupon honesty will be taken away 
from his heart, and only its trace will remain, resembling the traces of fire. 
He then will sleep again whereupon the remainder of the honesty will also 
be taken away (from his heart) with its trace resembling a blister, which is 
raised over the surface of skin, when an ember touches one's foot; and in 
fact, this blister does not contain anything. So there will come a day when 
people will deal in business with each other but there will hardly be any 
trustworthy persons among them. Then it will be said that in such-and-such 
tribe there is such-and-such person who is honest, and a man will be 
admired for his intelligence, good manners and strength, though indeed he 
will not have belief equal to a mustard seed in his heart." The narrator 
added: There came upon me a time when I did not mind dealing with 
anyone of you, for if he was a Muslim, his religion would prevent him from 
cheating; and if he was a Christian, his Muslim ruler would prevent him 
from cheating. But today I cannot deal except with so-and-so and so-and- 
so. 

6498- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: I heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "People are just 
like camels; out of one hundred, of which one can hardly find a single 
camel suitable to ride." 

[36] One's showing off and letting people hear of his good deeds 

6499- Jundub "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He who lets the people 
hear of his good deeds intentionally, to win their praise, Allah will let the 
people know his real intention (on the Day of Judgement). Furthermore, he 
who does good things in public to show off and win the praise of the 
people, Allah will disclose his real intention (on The Day of Judgement).” 

[37] Doing one’s best in obedience to Allah 

6500- Mu’adh Ibn Jabal narrated: While I was riding behind The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, with only the back of 
the saddle between him and me, he said: “O Mu’adh!" I replied: “Here I’m 
responding to your call, 0 Allah's Apostle, all happiness be for you!" he 
proceeded for a while when he said once again: “O Mu’adh!" I replied: 
“Here I’m responding to your call, O Allah's Apostle, all happiness be for 
you!" then he proceeded for sometime when he said (for the third time): “O 
Mu’adh Ibn Jabal!" I replied: “Here I’m responding to your call, 0 Allah's 
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Apostle, all happiness be for you!" He said: “Do you know what Allah’s 
right upon his slaves is?" I said: “Allah and His Apostle know best." He 
said: "Allah's right upon his slaves is that they should worship Him alone 
and not associate anything with him (in worship)." Then he proceeded for a 
while and then said: “O Mu’adh Ibn Jabal!" I replied: “Here I’m, 
responding to your call, O Allah's Apostle, all happiness be for you!” He 
said: “Do you know what the right of the slaves upon Allah is if they do 
that?" I replied: “Allah and His Apostle know best." He said: “The right of 
the slaves upon Allah is that He will not punish them.” 

[38] One's humbleness 

6501- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" had a she camel called Al'adba which 
could hardly be excelled in speed. Once a Bedouin came riding a camel 
below six years of age, which surpassed it (Al’adba) in speed. The Muslims 
felt it so much that The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
noticed their distress. He then said: "It is Allah's ordinance that He brings 
down whatever rises high in the world." 

6502- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah said: “I will declare 
war against he, who shows hostility to a pious worshipper of Mine. The 
most beloved things with which My slave comes nearer to Me, is what I 
have enjoined upon him; and My slave keeps on coming closer to Me 
through performing extra good acts (as praying and fasting etc.) Besides 
what is obligatory until I love him. So I become his sense of hearing with 
which he hears, and his sense of sight with which he sees, and his hand 
with which he grips, and his leg with which he walks. If he asks Me, I will 
give him, and if he seeks refuge with me, I will give him refuge; and I do 
not hesitate to do anything as I hesitate to take the soul of the believer, for 
he hates death, and I hate to disappoint him." 

[39J The Prophet’s saying: “I was sent down and The Hour (is as 
near) as those two (fingers) 

Allah Almighty said: “To Allah belongeth the mystery of the heavens 
and the earth. And the decision of the hour (of judgment) is as the twinkling 
of an eye, or even quicker: for Allah hath power over all things.” (Bees 77) 

6503- Sahl “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I was sent and The 
Hour (is as near) as these two" showing and separating his two fingers. 

6504- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I was sent and The 
Hour (is as near) as these two (fingers).” 
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6505- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 

Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I was 
sent and The Hour (is as near) as these two” meaning his two fingers. 

[40] 

6506- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 

Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
Hour (Day of Judgement) will not be established till the sun will rise from 
the west. If it rose as such, and was seen by people, then all of them would 
believe (in Allah). But, this will be when “no good will it do to a soul to 
believe in them then, if it believed not before nor earned righteousness 
through its Faith”. (Cattle 158) The Hour will be established when two 
persons spreading a garment between them will not be able to finish their 
bargain, nor will they be able to fold it up. The Hour will be established 
while a man will be carrying the milk of his she-camel, which he cannot 
drink; the Hour will be established when someone will be repairing the tank 
from which he cannot water his livestock; and the Hour will be established 
when some of you will raise his food to his mouth which he cannot eat." 

[41] Whoever loves to meet Allah, Allah loves to meet him 

6507- Obada Ibn As'samit "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever loves to 
meet Allah, Allah loves to meet him; and whoever hates to meet Allah, 
Allah hates to meet him.” A’isha, or some of the wives of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "But we dislike death." He 
said: “It is not like this, but it is meant that when the time of death of a 
believer approaches, he receives the good news of Allah's pleasure with 
him and His blessings upon him. Thus, at that time nothing is dearer to him 
than what is in front of him. He therefore loves to meet Allah, and Allah 
loves to meet him. But when the time of death of a disbeliever approaches, 
he receives the evil news of Allah’s torment and punishment, whereupon 
nothing is more hateful to him than what is in front of him. Therefore, he 
hates to meet Allah, who consequently, hates to meet him." 

6508- Abu’moo^a "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever loves to meet 
Allah, Allah loves to meet him; and whoever hates to meet Allah, Allah 
hates to meet him.” 

6509- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: When Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was in good health, he 
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used to say: "Never does a Prophet die unless he is shown his place in 
Paradise (before his death), and then he is given the option (either to stay in 
this world or to die)." When The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" became ill and his last moments came while his head was on my 
thigh, he became unconscious for a while. When he came to his senses, he 
looked towards the roof of the house and then said: "0 Allah! (Please let 
me be) with the highest companions." Thereupon I said: "Hence he is not 
going to stay with us.” Then I came to know that his statement was the 
confirmation of the narration he used to mention to us while he was in good 
health. She added: It was then the last statement uttered by The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (before death): “O Allah! (Please 
let me be) with the highest companions.” 

[42] What about death agony? 

6510- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: In front of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” there was a jug (or pot, 
Omar, the sub-narrator) was in doubt) containing water. He started dipping 
his hand in the water, rubbing his face with it, and saying: "There is no God 
(to be worshipped) but Allah. Death has its agonies." He then raised his 
hands (towards the sky) and started saying: "(Please let me be) with the 
highest companions" until he expired and his hand dropped down. 

6511- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Some rough 
Bedouins used to visit The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" and ask him: "When will the Hour be?" He would look at the 
youngest of all of them and say: "If this lives until he is very old, your Hour 
(of death) will come." 

6512- Abu’quatada Ibn Rib'i Al’ansari narrated: Once, a funeral 
procession passed by The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” who said: “Relieved or relieving." The people asked: “O 
Allah's Apostle! What is relieved and relieving?" He said: “A believer is 
relieved (by death) from the troubles and difficulties of the world, and 
leaves for Allah’s mercy, while an evil one relieves (by death) the people, 
the land, the trees, and the animals from him." 

6513- Abu’quatada narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: “Relieved or relieving. A believer is relieved 
(by death).” 

6514- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The dead person is 
followed by three (things to the grave), two of which return (after his 
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burial) while the third remains with him. He is followed by his family, 
property, and deeds. Both of his family and property return, while his deeds 
remain with him.” 

6515- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When anyone of 
you dies, he is shown his place both in the morning and in the evening: 
either in Paradise, or in Hell. Then it is said to him: “This is your place till 
Allah resurrects you (on the Day of Judgement)."” 

6516- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Do not abuse the dead people, for 
they have reached the result of what they had done." 

[43] Sounding the trumpet 

6517- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Two persons, a 
Muslim and a Jew, quarrelled. The Muslim said: "By he, who gave 
Mohammad superiority over all the people!” The Jew said: "By he, who 
gave Moses superiority over all the people!" The Muslim became angry, 
raised his hand, and slapped the Jew on the face. The Jew went to The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and informed him of 
what had happened between him and the Muslim. The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not give me superiority over 
Moses, for on the Day of Judgement all the people will fall unconscious 
and I will be one of them, but I will Be the first to get up, and will see 
Moses standing and holding the side of the Throne (of Allah). I will not 
know whether (he) has also fallen unconscious and got up before me, or 
Allah has exempted him from that swoon.” 

6518- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “On 
the Day of Judgement all the people will fall unconscious and I will be one 
of them, but I will Be the first to restore consciousness, and will see Moses 
standing and holding the side of the Throne (of Allah). I will not know 
whether (he) has also fallen unconscious and got up before me, or Allah has 
exempted him from that swoon.” 

[44] Allah takes the whole earth in his hand on The Day of 
Judgement 

6519- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah will take the whole 
earth and will roll up the Heaven in His right Hand, saying: "I am The 
King! Where are the kings of the earth ? " 
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6520- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The (planet of) 
earth will be a loaf on the Day of Judgement, which The Irresistible (Allah) 
will topple turn with His Hand like anyone of you topple turns a loaf with 
his hands while (preparing the bread) for a journey. That bread will be the 
entertainment for the people of Paradise." A man from the Jews came (to 
The Prophet) and said: "May The Beneficent (Allah) bless you, O 
Abul'qasim! Shall I tell you of the entertainment of the people of Paradise 
on the Day of Judgement?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Yes." The Jew said: "The earth will be one loaf." (It was 
the same) as The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" had 
said. Thereupon The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
looked at us and smiled until his premolar tooth became visible. 

Then the Jew further said: "Shall I tell you of the additional food they 
will have with the bread?" He added: "It consists of ox and fish." The 
people asked: "What is that?" He said: "It is an ox and a fish, of the caudate 
( Extra) lobe of whose livers, seventy thousand people will eat." 

6521- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "The people will 
be gathered on the Day of Judgement on reddish white land like a pure loaf 
of bread (made of pure fine flour)." Sahl or another added: That land will 
have no landmarks for anybody (to make use of). 

[45] The mustering 

6522- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The people will be 
gathered > i three ways: Those who will wish or have a hope (for Paradise) 
and will have a fear (of punishment); (those who will gather) riding as two 
on a camel, three on a camel, or ten on a camel; and the rest of the people 
will be urged to gather by the Fire which will accompany them at the time 
of their midday nap and stay with them where they will spend the night. It 
will be with them in the morning wherever they may be then, and will be 
with them in the afternoon wherever they may be then." 

6523- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man 
said: "O Allah's Prophet! How could the unbelievers be gathered on their 
faces on the Day of Judgement?" He said: "Will not the One Who made 
him walk on his feet in this world, be able to make him walk on his face on 
the Day of Judgement?" Quatada (the sub-narrator) commented: “Yes, by 
the Majesty of Our Lord!” 

6524- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "You are going to meet 
Allah (on the Day of Judgment), bare-footed, naked, walking, and not 
circumcised." 
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6525- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" delivering a speech on 
the pulpit, in which he said: "You are going to meet Allah (on the Day of 
Judgment), bare-footed, naked and not circumcised." 


6526- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" stood among us as an orator and 
said: "You will be gathered (on the Day of Judgment), bare-footed, naked 
and not circumcised." He then recited: “As we began the first creation, we, 
shall repeat it: A Promise We have undertaken: Truly we shall do it.” 
(Prophets 104) He added: "The first to be dressed on the Day of Judgement, 
will be Abraham. Some of my companions will be taken towards the left 
side (the Hell Fire), and I will say: “My companions! My companions!” It 
will be said: “They became renegades from Islam after you had left them.” 
Then I will say as the Pious slave of Allah (Jesus) said: “I was a witness 
over them while I dwelt amongst them. When you took me up you were the 
Watcher over them, and you are a witness to all things. If you punish them, 
they are your slaves and if you forgive them, Verily you, only you are the 
All-Mighty, the All-Wise.” (The Repast 117:118) The Prophet added: “It 
will be said then: “They have turned on their heels (and become 
apostates).”” 


6527- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "You will be gathered as 
barefooted, naked, and uncircumcised." I said: "O Allah's Apostle! Will the 
men and the women look at each other?" He said: "The situation will be too 
hard for them to pay attention to that." 




6528- Amr Ibn Maimun narrated from Abdullah “Allah be pleased with 
him”: We were with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” in a tent when he asked: “Will you be pleased to be one- 
fourth of the people of Paradise?” we said: “Yes.” He asked once again: 
“Will you be pleased to be one-third of the people of Paradise?” we 
answered: “Yes.” He said: “I hope that you will be half of the people of 
Paradise. That is because none but a Muslim soul should enter Paradise. 
Indeed, you are, in comparison to the pagans, but like a single white hair in 
the skin of a black ox, or like a single black hair in the skin of a red ox.” 
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6529- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The first to be called on 
The Day of Judgement will be Adam. He will be shown his offspring, and 
it will be said to them: ’’This is your father Adam.” Adam will say (in 
response to Allah’s call): “Here I’m responding to Your call, all happiness 
be for You!” Then Allah will say (to him): “Take out of your offspring the 
people of Hell.” Adam will say: “O Lord! How many should I take out?” 
Allah will say: “Take out ninety-nine out of every hundred."” They said: 
“O Allah's Apostle! If ninety-nine out of every hundred of us are taken 
away, what will remain of us?" He said: “My followers in comparison to 
the other nations are like a white hair on a black ox." 

[46] Allah’s saying: “O mankind! fear your Lord! for the convulsion 
of the hour (of Judgement) will be a thing terrible!” (Pilgrimage 
“Al’hajj” 1) 

6530- Abu'sa'eed Al’khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will say (on 
the Day of Judgement): “O Adam!” Adam will reply: “Yes, I am 
responding to your call, all happiness be for You, and all the good be in 
Your Hand.” Allah will say: “Bring out the people of the fire.” Adam will 
say: “O Allah! How many are the people of the Fire?” Allah will reply: 
“From every one thousand, take out nine-hundred-and ninety-nine.” At that 
time children will become hoary-headed, every pregnant female will have a 
miscarriage, and one will see mankind as drunken, yet they will not be 
drunken, but dreadful will be the Wrath of Allah." (Pilgrimage “Al’hajj” 2) 
The companions of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
asked: "O Allah's Apostle! Who is that (excluded) one?" He said: "Rejoice 
with glad tidings; one person will be from you and one-thousand will be 
from Gog and Magog.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" further said: "By he, in Whose Hands my life is, 1 hope that you will 
be one-fourth of the people of Paradise." We praised and magnified Allah. 
He added: "I hope that you will be one-third of the people of Paradise." We 
praised and magnified Allah. He said: "I hope that you will be half of the 
people of Paradise." We praised and magnified Allah. He further said: 
"You (Muslims) (compared with non Muslims in number) are like a white 
hair in the skin of a black ox, or like a round hairless spot on the foreleg of 
a donkey." 

[47] Allah’s saying: " Do they not think that they will be called to 
account? On a Mighty Day, A Day when (all) mankind will stand 
before the Lord of the Worlds?” (Al'mutaffifin 4:6) 
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6531- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "On the Day when 
all mankind will stand before the Lord of the Worlds, some of them will be 
sunk in their sweat up to the middle of their ears." 

6532- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The people will sweat so 
profusely on the Day of Judgement that their sweat will sink seventy cubits 
deep into the earth, and it will rise up till it reaches the people's mouths and 
ears." 

[48] The equality of retaliation on The Day of Judgement 

6533- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The cases which will be 
judged first (on the Day of Judgement) will be those of bloodshed." 

6534- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever has oppressed 
another person concerning his reputation or anything else, he should beg 
him to forgive him before the Day of Judgement when there will be neither 
Dinar nor Dirham (to recompense wrong deeds). But if he has good deeds, 
those good deeds will be taken from him according to his oppression which 
he has done, and if he has no good deeds, the sins of the oppressed person 
will be loaded on him." 

6535- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When the 
believers pass safely over (the bridge across) Hell, they will be stopped at a 
bridge in between Hell and Paradise where they will retaliate upon each 
other for the injustices done among them in the world. When they are 
purified of all their sins, they will be admitted into Paradise. By he, in 
Whose Hands the life of Mohammad is, everybody will recognize his 
dwelling in Paradise better than he recognizes his dwelling in this world." 

[49] Whoever is called to accounts will be punished 

6536- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever is called to account (about 
his deeds on the Day of Judgement) will surely be punished." I said: 
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"Doesn't Allah say: "He surely will receive an easy reckoning"?” (The 
Rending Asunder “APinshiqaq” 8) The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him" replied: "This means only the presentation of the accounts." 

6537- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Once The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever is called to 
account (about his deeds on the Day of Judgement) will surely be 
punished." I said: "Doesn't Allah say: "As for he, who is given his record in 
his right hand, he surely will receive an easy reckoning"?” (The Rending 
Asunder “APinshiqaq” 7:8) The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" replied: "This means only the presentation of the accounts. But 
whoever is argued about his account, will certainly be ruined." 


6538- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The disbeliever will be brought on 
The Day of Judgement to whom it will be said: “If you have as much gold 
as filling the earth, would you give it as a ransom to free yourself (from this 
Fire)?” He will say: “Yes.” Then Allah will say: “You had been asked to do 
much less than this.” 

6539- Adi Ibn Hatim “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There will be none among 
you but to whom Allah will talk on The Day of Judgement, when there will 
be no interpreter between him and Allah. He will look and see nothing in 
front of him. Then he will look (once again) in front of him, where the 
(Hell) Fire will face him. So, whoever among you can save himself from 
the Fire, should do so even by (giving in charity) half a date.” 

6540- Adi Ibn Hatim narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Beware of the (Hell) fire !” Then 
he turned his face to the other side. Then he said: “Beware of the (Hell) 
fire!” then he turned his face to the other side thrice and we thought that he 
was looking at it. Then he said: “Any of you should save himself from the 
fire even by giving half a date-fruit (in charity). Whoever finds nothing, 
then (can do it through saying) a good pleasant word (to his brethren).” 
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[50] Seventy thousand will enter Paradise without reckoning 

6541- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair said: Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" 
narrated: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
“Nations were displayed before me; A Prophet would pass by along with a 
lot of followers; A Prophet would pass by along with a few followers; A 
Prophet would passed by along with just ten persons; A Prophet would pass 
by along with only five persons; and a Prophet would pass by accompanied 
by nobody. Then a big crowd of people passed in front of me and I asked: 
“O Gabriel! Are they my followers?" He said: “No. But look at the 
horizon.” Behold! There was a multitude of people filling the horizon. He 
said to me: “This is your nation out of whom seventy thousand shall enter 
Paradise without reckoning.” I asked: “Why is that?” he said: "Because 
they do not get themselves cauterized, nor do they believe in bad or good 
omen (from birds etc.), nor do they treat themselves by practising charm. 
But they put their trust (only) in their Lord.” On that Okasha Ibn Muhsin 
said: "Invoke Allah for me to be one of them.” The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O Allah! Would You please make 
him one of them!" Then another person got up and said: "Invoke Allah for 
me to be one of them." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Okasha has anticipated you." 

6542- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"From among my followers, about seventy thousand will enter Paradise 
without reckoning, whose faces will be shining like the moon." Okasha Ibn 
Muhsin Al’asadi got up, lifting his covering sheet and said: “0 Messenger 
of Allah!

The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Okasha anticipated you." 

6543- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Verily! 70,000 or 700,000 
of my followers will enter Paradise altogether, holding each other so that 
the first and the last amongst them will enter at the same time; and their 
faces will be glittering like the bright full moon." 

6544- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “When people of Paradise 
enter Paradise, and people of the (Hell) Fire enter the (Hell) Fire, a caller 
will get up (and announce) among them: “O people of the (Hell) Fire! 
There will be No death (for you) anymore ! O people of Paradise! There 
will be No death (for you) anymore! but there will be Eternity." 
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6545- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “It will 
be said to the people of Paradise: “There will be eternity (for you) and 
(there will be) no death! It will be said to the people of The (Hell) Fire: “O 
people of The (Hell) Fire! There will be eternity (for you) and (there will 
be) no death!” 


[51] The description of Paradise and Hell 


6546- Imran Ibn Husain "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I looked at 
Paradise and found poor people forming the majority of its inhabitants; and 
I looked at Hell and saw women forming the majority of its inhabitants." 


6547- Usama “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I stood at the door of 
Paradise and saw that the majority of those who had entered it were poor 
people, while the rich were stopped (from entering with the poor, because 
they were waiting their reckoning). On the other hand, the people of the 
Fire had been ordered to be driven to the Fire. I stood at the door of the Fire 
and found that the majority of its people were women." 


6548- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When the people of 
Paradise enter Paradise and the people of the Fire enter the Fire, death will 
be brought and placed between the Fire and Paradise. Then it will be 
slaughtered. A call will be made: “O people of Paradise! There will be no 
more death ! O people of the Fire! There will be no more death !” So the 
people of Paradise will have happiness added to their previous happiness, 
and the people of the Fire will have sorrow added to their previous sorrow." 


6549- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will 
say to the people of Paradise: “O people of Paradise!” They will say: “We 
are responding to Your call, O our Lord, all happiness be for You!” Allah 
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will say: “Are you pleased?" They will say: “Why have we not been 
pleased since you gave us what you did not give anyone of your creatures?” 
Allah will say: “I will give you something better than that.” They will ask 
enquiringly: “O our Lord! What is better than that?” Allah will say: “I will 
bestow my pleasure and contentment upon you so that I will never be angry 
with you at all." 

6550- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Haritha 
was martyred on The Day of Badr. His mother came to The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O Messenger of Allah! 
You know Haritha’s position in relation to me. If he is in The Garden, I will 
be patient; otherwise, you will see what I will do (weep bitterly on him)." 
He said: "Woe to you! Have you got mad? Is there only one garden? There 
are Gardens and your son got the best place in Paradise.” 

6551- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The width between the two 
shoulders of a disbeliever will be equal to the distance covered by a fast 
rider in three days." 

6552- Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “In 
Paradise, there is a tree, (so huge that) in the shadow of which, one would 
walk for one hundred years, without being able to cross it.” 

6553- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “In Paradise, there 
is a tree, (so huge that) in the shadow of which, one riding a fast horse 
would proceed for one hundred years, without being able to cross it.” 

6554- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Verily! 70,000 or 700,000 
of my followers will enter Paradise altogether, holding each other so that 
the first and the last amongst them will enter at the same time; and their 
faces will be glittering like the bright full moon." 
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6555- Sahl “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The people of Paradise will look at 
(the dwellers of the lofty) chambers in Paradise in the same way as you 
look at the stars in the sky.” 

6556- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The people of 
Paradise will look at the dwellers of the lofty mansions in the same way as 
one looks at a brilliant star far away in the East or in the West on the 
horizon.” 

6557- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will say to that person of the 
(Hell) Fire who will receive the least punishment: “If you had everything 
on the earth, would you give it as a ransom to free yourself (from this 
Fire)?” He will say: “Yes.” Then Allah will say: “While you were in the 
backbone of Adam, I asked you much less than this, that is Not to associate 
(in worship) others with me, but you insisted on associating others with

me. 

6558- Hammad narrated from Amr from Jaber: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Some people will come out of the 
Fire through intercession looking like The little snake cucumber." Hammad 
added: I said to Amr Ibn Dinar: "O Abu’mohammad! Did you hear Jaber 
Ibn Abdullah saying: I heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” saying: “Some people will come out of the Fire through 
intercession?"” He said: “Yes.” 

6559- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Some people will come out of the 
Hell after they have received a touch of its Fire, changing their colour. 
They will enter Paradise, whom people of Paradise will name (Hell Fire 
people)." 

6560- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When people of 
Paradise enter Paradise, and people of Hell go to Hell, Allah will order 
those who have had faith equal to the weight of a grain of mustard seed to 
be taken out from Hell. Therefore, they will be taken out but they will be 
blackened (charred) and will get like coal. Then they will be put in the river 
of life, and they will revive like a grain that grows near the bank of a flood 
channel. Don't you see that it comes out yellow and twisted?" 
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6561- An'no'man Ibn Bashir "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I 
heard The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "The 
least punished person of the (Hell) Fire people on the Day of Judgement 
will be a man under whose arch of the feet a smoldering ember will be 
placed, as a result of which his brain will boil.” 

6562- An'no'man Ibn Bashir "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I 
heard The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "The 
least punished person of the (Hell) Fire people on the Day of Judgement 
will be a man under whose arch of the feet two smoldering embers will be 
placed, as a result of which his brain will boil just like copper vessel or a 
narrow-necked vessel boils with water." 

6563- Adi Ibn Hatim narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned the (Hell) fire from which he 
sought refuge with Allan and then turned his face to the other side. Then he 
mentioned the (Hell) fire once again, from which he sought refuge with 
Allah and turned his face to the other side. Then he said: “Any of you 
should save himself from the fire even by giving half a date-fruit (in 
charity). If you find nothing, then (you can do it through saying) a good 
pleasant word (to your brethren).” 

6564- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" reported That 
he heard The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" when 
somebody mentioned his uncle (Abu’talib), saying: "Perhaps my 
intercession will be helpful to him on the Day of Judgement so that he may 
be put in a shallow fire reaching only up to his ankles though from which 
His brain will boil." 

6565- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "On the Day of Judgement, the 
Believers will assemble and say: "Let us ask somebody to intercede for us 
with our Lord, so that we might be relieved from what we are suffering." 
They will go to Adam and say: "You are the father of all the people, whom 
Allah created with His Own Hands, breathed in you from his own soul, and 
ordered the angels to prostrate to; so please intercede for us with your 
Lord." Adam will say: ,f I am not fit for this intercession)." Then Adam will 
remember his sin. He will say: "Go to Noah, who was the first Messenger 
Allah sent to the inhabitants of the earth." They will go to him who will 
say: "I am not fit for this task." He will remember his sin and will say: "Go 
to Abraham, whom Allah has taken as Bosom Friend”, to whom They will 
go and he will say: "I am not fit for this task.” Then he will remember his 
sin and say: “Go to Moses, the slave to whom Allah spoke (directly)." They 
will go to him and he will say: "I am not fit for this mission." He will 
mention his sin. Then he will say: "Go to Jesus." They will go to him and 
he will say: "I am not fit for this job, go to Mohammad the Slave of Allah 
whose past and future sins were forgiven by Allah." They will come to me 
and I will proceed until I will ask my Lord’s Permission which I will be 
given. When I see my Lord, I will fall down in Prostration and He will let 
me remain in that state as long as He wishes when I will be addressed: 
"Raise your head. Ask, and your request will be granted; say, and your 
saying will be listened to; intercede, and your intercession will be 
accepted." I will raise my head and praise Allah with an invocation He will 
teach me, and then I will intercede. He will fix a limit (number of people) 
to me (to intercede for) whom I will admit into Paradise. Then I will come 
back again and (when I see Allah), I will fall down in prostration, and I will 
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do the same in the third and in the fourth time (and take people out of The 
Hell) until None remains in Hell but those whom the Qur'an has imprisoned 
(in Hell)”” in which they have been destined to an eternal stay. 

6566- Imran Ibn Husain “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Some 
people will be taken out from The (Hell) Fire by the intercession of (The 
Prophet) Mohammad and will enter Paradise; and they will be called “The 
(Hell) Fire People”. 

6567- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The mother of 
Haritha came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” after Haritha had been martyred on The Day of Badr by an 
arrow thrown by an unknown person. She said: “O Allah's Apostle! You 
know the position of Haritha in my heart; so if he is in The Garden, I will 
not weep for him, or otherwise, you will see what I will do." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Have you got mad? Is 
there only one Garden? There are many Gardens, and he is in the highest 
Paradise." 

6568- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A single endeavour (of fighting) in 
Allah's Cause in the afternoon or in the forenoon is better than the entire 
world with its contents. A place in Paradise (even though) as small as a 
bow or a foot of one of you is better than this world with its contents. If a 
woman (with beautiful, big, and lustrous eyes) from Paradise appeared to 
the people of the earth, she would fill the space between Heaven and the 
Earth with light and pleasant scent; and her head cover is better than the 
world and whatever it contains." 

6569- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None will enter Paradise 
until he is shown the place he would have occupied in the (Hell) Fire if he 
had rejected faith, so that he may be more thankful. Furthermore, none will 
enter the (Hell) Fire until he is shown the place he would have occupied in 
Paradise if he had accepted faith, so that it may be a cause of sorrow for 
him." 

6570- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" told: I said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! Who will be the luckiest person, who will gain your intercession 
on the Day of Judgement?" Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: “O Abu'huraira! I thought that none will ask me about it 
before you as I know your longing for learning The Prophetic traditions. 
The luckiest person who will have my intercession on the Day of

Judgement will be the one who said sincerely from the bottom of his heart: 
"There is no God (to be worshipped) but Allah”." 

6571- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I know the last to come 
out of the (Hell) Fire, and the last to enter Paradise. He will be a man, 
coming out of the (Hell) Fire crawling, to whom Allah will say : “Go and 
enter Paradise.” He will go to it, but he will imagine that it was full. Then 
he will return and say: “O Lord! I have found it full.” Allah will say: “Go 
and enter Paradise, and you will have as much as the like of the world and 
ten times more (or, you will have as much as ten times the like of the 
world).” Then the man will say: “Do you mock (or laugh) at me though 
You are the King?" I saw The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” (while saying that) smiling that his premolar teeth 
became visible. It is said that this will be the lowest in degree amongst the 
people of Paradise. 

6572- Al'abbas Ibn Abdul'muttalib "Allah be pleased with him" reported 
that he said to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": 
"Have you been of any benefit to Abu'talib?” 

[52] The path is a bridge across The Hell 

6573- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The people said: 
"O Allah's Apostle! Shall we see our Lord on the Day of Judgement?" He 
said: "Do you have any doubt in seeing the sun when there are no clouds?" 
They replied: “No, O Allah’s Apostle!” He replied: "Do you have any doubt 
in seeing the full moon on a clear (not cloudy) night?" They replied: "No, O 
Allah's Apostle!" He said: "You will see Allah (your Lord) in the same way. 
On the Day of Judgement, people will be gathered and He will order the 
people to follow what they used to worship. So some of them will follow the 
sun, some will follow the moon, and some will follow other deities; and 
only this (Muslim) nation will be left with its hypocrites. Allah will come to 
them in a different image, which they do not recognize and say: “I am Your 
Lord.” They will say: “We seek refuge with Allah from you! We shall stay 
in this place till our Lord comes to us. When our Lord comes, we will 
recognize Him.” Then Allah comes to them again but in the image they 
know and say: “I am your Lord.” They will say: “you are our Lord.” Allah 
will call them, while The Bridge will be laid across Hell and I (Mohammad) 
shall be the first amongst the Apostles to cross it with my followers. The 
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Apostles’ supplication then will be: “O Allah! Save us. O Allah! Save us.” 

There will be hooks like the thorns of Sa’dan In Hell. (The Prophet asked them): 
Have you seen the thorns of Sa’dan?” The people said: "Yes." He said: "These 
hooks will be like the thorns of Sa’dan. But nobody except Allah knows their 
hugeness in size. These will entangle the people according to their deeds; some of 
them will fall and stay in Hell forever; others will receive punishment (tom into 
small pieces )and will get out of Hell, when Allah finishes his judgements among 
the people and takes out of Hell whomever He likes amongst the people who used 
to testify that there is no God but Allah. He will order the angels to take them out of 
Hell by recognizing them from the traces of prostrations (Sujud), for Allah has 
forbidden the (Hell) fire to eat away those traces. So they will come out of the Fire, 
and they would have been burnt (like the coal). The Water of Life will be poured 
on them and as a result they will grow like the seeds growing on the bank of the 
torrent. 

Then when Allah achieves the Judgments amongst his creations, one man will 
be left between Hell and Paradise and he will be the last man from the people of 
Hell to enter paradise. He will be facing Hell, and will say: “O Allah! Turn my face 
from the fire as its wind has dried me and its steam has burnt me.” Allah will ask 
him: "Will you ask for anything more in case this favour is granted to you?” He 
will say: "No by Your Power!" Allah will then turn his face from the Fire. When he 
will face Paradise and will see its charm, he then will say: “O my Lord! Let me go 
to the gate of Paradise.” Allah will ask him: “Didn't you give promise that you 
would not ask for anything more than what you requested at first? Woe to you, O 
son of Adam ! How treacherous you are!” He will keep on invoking Allah until 
Allah will say: “If this request is granted, will you then ask for anything else?” He 
will say: “No! By Your Power! I shall not ask for anything else.” Then he will give 
to his Lord what He wills of the pledges and the covenants. Allah will then let him 
go to the gate of Paradise. On reaching there and seeing its life, charm, and 
pleasure, he will remain quiet as long as Allah wills and then will say: “O my Lord! 
Let me enter Paradise.” Allah will say: “May Allah be merciful unto you, O son of 
Adam! How treacherous you are! Haven't you made covenants and given pledges 
that you will not ask for anything more than what you have been given?” He will 
say: “O my Lord! Do not make me the most miserable amongst your creatures.” So 
Allah will laugh and allow him to enter Paradise and will ask him to request as 
much as he likes. He will do so till all his desires are fulfilled. Then Allah will say: 
“Ask for more of such and such things.” When all his desires and wishes are 
fulfilled, Allah will say: "All this is granted to you and a similar amount besides.”” 
Abu’huraira commented: This man will be the last to enter Paradise. 

6574- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri said to Abu'huraira: Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah said: “That is for you and ten times 
more like it."” Abu'huraira said: "I do not remember from Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" except (his saying): “All this is granted to you and 
a similar amount besides."” 

[53] The Prophet's fount 

And Allah’s saying: “To thee have We granted the Fount (of Abundance).” 
(Al’kawthar 1) Abdullah Ibn Zaid narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Be patient until you meet me at the fount.” 

6575- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I am your predecessor at the Fount." 
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6576- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I am your predecessor at 
the Fount. Some of you will be brought in front of me till I will see them 
and then they will be taken away from me and I will say: “O Lord! My 
companions!” It will be said: “You do not know what they did after you 
had left.” 

6577- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There will be a tank 
(Fount) in front of you as large as the distance between Jarba and Adhrah" 
(two towns in Sham. Indeed, all commentators of Al'bukhari agreed that 
this narration, which might not confirm with the later traditions, must have 
implied some erased words. They considered them as "from my sitting 
place" to Jarba and Adhrah). 

6578- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair narrated: Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with 
both” said, concerning The Abundance (Al’kawthar): “It is the good which 
has been given by Allah to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”.” Abu’bishr (the sub-narrator) said: I said to Sa’eed: “People 
pretend that it is a river in Paradise.” Sa’eed replied: “The river which is in 
Paradise is a part of this good which has been given to him (The Prophet).” 

6579- Abdullah Ibn Amr "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "My Fount is (so 
large that it takes) a month's journey to cross it. Its water is whiter than 
milk. It smells nicer than musk. Its drinking cups are (as numerous) as the 
stars of the sky. Whoever drinks from it, will never be thirsty." 

6580- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “My Fount is as large 
as the distance between Aila (in Sham) and San’a in Yemen. Its jugs are (as 
numerous) as the stars of the sky.” 

6581- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “While I was 
walking in Paradise. I saw a river, on whose banks there were tents made of 
hollow pearl. I asked: “What is this Gabriel?” he said: “This is The 
Abundance “Al’kawthar" which your Lord has given to you. Behold! Its 
mud was sharp smelling musk.” 
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6582- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Some of my 
companions will come at The Fount till I recognize them. Then they will be 
taken away from me and I will say: “O Lord! My companions!” It will be 
said: “You do not know what they innovated after you had left.” 

6583- Abu’hazim narrated from Sahl “Allah be pleased with him”: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I am your 
predecessor at the Fount. Whoever passed by me would drink (from The 
Fount); and whoever drank (from The Fount) would never be thirsty. Some 
people will be brought in front of me whom I will recognize and they will 
know me. Then a barrier will be put between them and me.” 

6584- Abu’hazim said: An’no’man Ibn Abu’aiyyash heard me while I 
relating to them this narration. He asked: “Did you hear Sahl narrating this 
tradition as such?” I replied in the affirmative. Then he said: I testify that I 
also heard Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” relating this narration, 
adding (that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said): 
“I will say: “They are from me!” then it will be said to me: “You do not 
know what they innovated after you had left.” I will say: “Let him perish 
who changed after me (anything concerning religion).”” 

6585- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “On The Day of 
Judgement, a group of companions will come to me, but will be driven 
away from the Fount. I will say: “O Lord! My companions!” It will be said: 
“You have no knowledge as to what they innovated after you had left. They 
became apostates.”” 

6586- Ibn Al’musaiyyab “Allah be pleased with him” narrated 
concerning some of the companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “On The Day of Judgement, a group of companions will come to 
me, but will be driven away from the Fount. I will say: “O Lord! My 
companions!” It will be said: “You have no knowledge as to what they 
innovated after you had left. They became apostates.”” 

6587- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “While I was sleeping, a 
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group (of my followers were brought close to me). But when I recognized 
them, a man (an angel) came out from amongst us and said (to them): 
“Come along.” I asked: “Where?” He said: “To the (Hell) Fire, by Allah!” I 
asked: “what is wrong with them?” He said: “They became apostates after 
you had left.” Then behold! Another group (of my followers) were brought 
close to me. When I recognized them, a man (an angel) came out from 
amongst us and said (to them): “Come along.” I asked: “Where?” He said: 
“To the (Hell) Fire, by Allah!” I asked: “What is wrong with them?” He 
said: “They became apostates after you had left.” In this way, I did not see 
anyone of them fleeing except a few who were like camels without a 
shepherd." 

6588- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Between my house and my 
pulpit there is a garden of those of Paradise, and my pulpit is on my fount.” 

6589- Jundub “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I am your predecessor at 
the Fount." 

6590- Uqba Ibn Amer narrated: One day the Prophet went out and 
offered the funeral prayers for the martyrs of Ohud. Then he went up the 
pulpit and said: "I will pave the way for you as your predecessor and will 
be a witness on you. By Allah! I am seeing my Fount just now and I have 
been given the keys of all the treasures of the earth (or the keys of the 
earth). By Allah! I am not afraid that you will associate others in worship 
with Allah after my death, but I am afraid that you will compete with each 
other for the worldly things." 

6591- Haritha Ibn Wahb “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I heard 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying, mentioning 
The Fount: “It is (as large) as the distance between Medina And San’a.” 

6592- Haritha told that he had heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” saying that his Fount would be as large as the distance 
between San’a and Medina. Al’mustawrid said to Haritha: "Didn't you hear 
him talking about the utensils?" He said: “No." Al’mustawrid said: “The 
utensils are seen in it as (numerous as) the stars." 

6593- Asma Bint Abu’bakr “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I will be standing 
at the Fount so that I could see whomever among you will come to me. 
However, some people will be taken away from me, and I will say: “O 
Lord! (They are) from me and from my followers.” Then it will be said: 
“Did you observe what they did after you? By Allah, they kept on turning 
on their heels.” " The sub-narrator, Ibn Abu’mulaika said: “O Allah! We 
seek refuge with You from turning on our heels, or being put to trial in our 
religion." 
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(82) The Book of Allah's Decree 

[1] What about Allah’s decree? 

6594- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle, 
the true and truly inspired said: "(The matter of the Creation of) a human 
being is put together in the womb of the mother for forty days, then he 
becomes a leech-like clot for a similar period, and then a piece of flesh for 
a similar period. Then Allah sends an angel who is ordered to write four 
things. He is ordered to write down his deeds, his livelihood, his (time of) 
death, and whether he will be blessed or wretched (in religion). Then the 
soul is breathed into him. So, a man amongst you may do (good) deeds till 
there is only a cubit between him and Paradise and then what has been 
written for him decides his behaviour and he starts doing (evil) deeds 
characteristic of the people of the (Hell) Fire, which he will accordingly 
enter. Similarly a man amongst you may do (evil) deeds till there is only a 
cubit (or two) between him and the (Hell) Fire, and then what has been 
written for him decides his behaviour, and he starts doing (good) deeds 
characteristic of the people of Paradise, which he will accordingly enter." 

[2] The pen has dried since (people's destiny was in) Allah’s 
knowledge 

Allah Almighty said: “Allah has, knowing (him as such), left him astray, 
and sealed his hearing and his heart (and understanding), and put a cover on 
his sight.'' 'Al’jathiya 23) 

6595- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah puts an 
angel in charge of the uterus, who says: “O Lord! (It is) semen. O Lord! (It 
has turned now into) a leech-like clot. O Lord! (It has turned now into) a 
piece of flesh.” Then, if Allah wishes to complete its creation, the angel 
asks: “O Lord! (will it be) a male or a female? A wretched or a blessed? 
How much will his provisions be? What will his age be?” thus, all that is 
written while the creature is still in the mother’s uterus." 

6596- Imran Ibn Husain "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man 
said: "O Allah's Apostle! Can the people of Paradise be known 
(differentiated) from the people of the Fire?” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him" replied: "Yes.” The man said: "Why do people (try 
to) do (good) deeds?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Everyone will do the deeds for which he has been created to do, 
or he will do those deeds which will be made easy for him to do." 
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[3] Allah knows what sort of deeds they would have done 

6597- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was asked about the children of 
pagans. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" replied: 
"(Since)Allah (created them, He) knows what sort of deeds they would 
have done." 

6598- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" was asked about the 
offspring of pagans. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
replied: "Allah knows what sort of deeds they would have done." 

6599- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Every child is born with a 
true faith of Islam (To worship none but Allah Alone) but his parents 
convert him to Judaism, Christianity, or Magianism. It is as an animal 
delivers a perfect baby animal, do you find it mutilated before you do so?" 
they asked: “O Messenger of Allah! What do you think about those who die 
when they are still young (children)?” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" replied: "Allah knows what sort of deeds they would 
have done." 

[4] Allah's saying: " and the command of Allah is a decree 
determined." (The Confederates “Al’ahzab” 38) 

6600- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “A 
woman should not try to cause some other woman to be divorced in order 
to take her place, and marry (her husband), because she has only what has 
been decreed (by Allah) for her.” 

6601- The same as above. 

6602- Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: I was with 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" when one of his 
daughters sent (a messenger) to him requesting him to come as her child 
was dying (or gasping). At this time The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” had with Him Sa’d, Obai, and Mu’adh. The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" sent to her (with the messenger): 
"Whatever Allah takes is for Him and whatever He gives, is for Him, and 
everything with Him has a limited fixed term (in this world). So she should 
be patient and hope for Allah's reward." 

6603- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
While I was sitting with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
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peace be upon him”, a man came and said: "O Allah's Apostle! We get 
female captives as our share of booty, and we are interested in their prices, 
what is your opinion about coitus interruptus?" The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Do you really do that? It is better 
for you not to do it. No soul which Allah has destined to exist, but will 
surely come into existence.” 

6604- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" once delivered a speech in front 
of us wherein he left nothing, but mentioned everything that would happen 
till the Hour. Some of us kept that in tneir minds and some forgot it. (After 
that speech) I used to see events taking place (which had been referred to in 
that speech) but I had forgotten them (before their occurrence). Then I 
would recognize such events as a man recognizes another man who has 
been absent and then sees and recognizes him. 

6605- Ali Ibn Abu'talib "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: We were 
with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (in a funeral 
procession). He had a small stick in his hand, with which he started 
scraping the ground. He then said: "There is none among you, but has a 
place either in Paradise or in Hell assigned for him." A man said: "O 
Allah's Apostle! Should we not depend on what has been written for us and 
leave the deeds?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "Do (good deeds), for everyone is directed to find it easy (to do) what 
leads him to his destiny.” (Then he recited): “So he who gives (in Charity) 
and fears (Allah).” (The Night “Al’lail” 5) 

[5] One’s deeds are regarded (as good or bad) depending on their 
last actions 

6606- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We were in 
the company of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” in The Holy Battle of Khaibar, when he remarked about a man 
who claimed to be a Muslim, saying: "This (man) is from the people of the 
(Hell) Fire." When the battle started, the man fought violently till he got 
severely wounded. Somebody came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” and said: "O Allah's Apostle! The man whom you 
described as being from the people of the (Hell) Fire fought violently today 
until he got seriously wounded." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” said: "He will enter into the (Hell) Fire." Some people were 
on the point of mistrusting (what The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” had said). Such being the case, the man could not forbear the 
wound’s pain. He caught hold of his quivery, from which he took out an 
arrow with which he committed suicide. Some Muslims hurried to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “O Messenger 
of Allah! Allah has confirmed your speech, so-and-so committed suicide 
and killed himself.“ The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” said: "O Bilal! Get up and announce amongst the people: 
None will enter into Paradise but a Muslim, and Allah might support this 
religion (Islam) even with a disobedient man.”

6607- Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: There was a 
man who was the bravest of all the Muslims in fighting on behalf of them 
in a certain battle along with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” looked 
at him and said: “Whoever likes to see a man from the people of the Fire, 
let him look at this (man)." On that, a man from the People (Muslims) 
followed him. Indeed, he was in that state of fighting fiercely against the 
pagans when he was seriously wounded. But he hurried to die by placing 
his sword between his breasts (upon which he pressed) till it came out 
between his shoulders. Then the man (who was following that person) went 
quickly to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: 
“I testify that you are Allah's Apostle!" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "What is the matter?" He said: “You said about 
so-and-so: “Whoever likes to see a man from the people of the Fire, should 
look at him.” He was the bravest of all of us in fighting on behalf of the 
Muslims and I knew that he would not die as a Muslim (Martyr). So when 
he got wounded, he hurried to die and committed suicide." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “A man may do (what 
seems to people as) the deeds of the people of the Fire while in fact he is 
one of the people of Paradise. Another may do (what seems to people as) 
the deeds of the people of Paradise while in fact he is of the people of Fire, 
indeed, the deeds are regarded (as good or bad) depending upon the last 
actions." 


[6] Vowing is imposed on a slave by the way of Allah's 
foreordainment 


6608- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade vowing and said: “In 
fact, vowing prevents nothing, but it causes a miser to spend his property." 


6609- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" reported (from Allah): "Vowing 
brings to the son of Adam nothing I have not already written in his fate. But 
vowing is imposed on him by way of foreordainment. Through vowing I 
make a miser spend of his wealth." 


[7] There is neither might nor power except with Allah 


6610- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We were in the 
company of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
(during Hajj). Whenever we went up a high place or came down a valley, 
we used to magnify Allah; and our voices used to rise, so The Prophet 
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(82) The Book of Allah's Decree

"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O people! Be merciful to 
yourselves (by not raising your voice), for you are not calling a deaf or an 
absent one, but the All-Hearer, the All-Seer." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” then said: “O Abdullah Ibn Qais! Shall I 
teach you a sentence, which is from the treasures of Paradise? ( It is): 
“There is neither might nor power except with Allah.”” 

[8] The protected one is he, whom Allah protects 

6611- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "No Caliph is 
appointed but has two groups of advisors: One group advises him to do 
good and urges him to adopt it, and the other group advises him to do bad 
and urges him to adopt it; and the protected is he, whom Allah protects." 

[9] (Allah’s saying): “But there is a ban on any population which we 
have destroyed: that they shall not return.” (The Prophets 95) 

he further said: “none of thy people will believe except those who have 
believed already so grieve no longer over their (evil) deeds.” (Hud 36) 

Allah said too: “For, if Thou dost leave (any of) them, they will but 
mislead Thy devotees, and they will breed none but wicked ungrateful 
ones.” (Noah 27)

6612- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: I have not seen 
a thing more similar to the minor sins than what Abu’huraira narrated from 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who said: "Allah has 
written for Adam's son his share of adultery which he commits inevitably. 
The adultery of the eyes is the sight (gazing at a forbidden thing). The 
adultery of the tongue is the talk. The inner self wishes and desires; and the 
private parts testify or deny all this." 

[10] Allah’s saying: “We granted the vision which we showed thee, 
but as a trial for men, as also the cursed tree (mentioned) in the 
Qur’an: we put terror (and warning) into them, but it only increases 
their inordinate transgression.” (The Night Journey “Al’isra” 60) 

6613- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported Regarding the 
Statement of Allah: “We granted the vision which we showed thee, but as a 
trial for men, as also the cursed tree (mentioned) in the Qur’an: we put 
terror (and warning) into them, but it only increases their inordinate 
transgression”: “The sights which Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" was shown on the Night Journey when he was taken to 
Jerusalem were actual sights, (not dreams). The Cursed Tree (mentioned) in 
the Qur'an is the tree of Zaqqum (itself).” 
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[11] Adam and Moses argument before Allah 

6614- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Adam 
and Moses argued with each other. Moses said to Adam: “O Adam! You 
are our father, who disappointed and expelled us from Paradise.” Adam 
said to him: “O Moses! Allah selected you as (His Messenger and as) the 
one to whom He spoke directly, and for whom He wrote with His hand 
(The Torah); yet you blame me for a thing which had already been decreed 
for me forty years before my creation?"” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said thrice: "In this way, Adam 
overpowered Moses." 

[12] (The Prophet’s saying) “O Allah! Nobody can hold back what 
you gave, and nobody can give what you held back” 

6615- Warrad, the clerk of Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba, narrated: 
Mo’awiya wrote to Al’mogheera: “Write to me what you heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying after 
the prayer." Al'mogheera Ibn Shu’ba dictated to me: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to say after every 
obligatory prayer: “There is no God but Allah, Alone, with whom there 
is no Partner. O Allah! Nobody can hold back what you gave, nobody 
can give what you held back, and no effort can benefit (anyone, 
whatever lucky he might be) without you." 

[13] Seeking refuge with Allah from being overtaken by destruction, 
and from being destined to an evil end 

and Allah’s saying: “Say: I seek refuge with The Lord of daybreak, from 
the mischief of (some of) what he has created.” (The Daybreak 1:2) 

6616- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Seek refuge with Allah 
from the difficult moment of a calamity, from being overtaken by 
destruction, from being destined to an evil end, and from the malicious joy 
of enemies.” 

[14] Allah cometh in between a man and his heart 

6617- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: 
Whenever The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" took an 
oath, he very often used to say: "No, by he who turns the hearts." 
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6618- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to Ibn Saiyyad: "I have kept 
something (in my mind) for you, (can you tell me that?)" Ibn Saiyyad said: 
"It is Ad'dukh (the smoke)." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Let you be in ignominy. You cannot cross your limits." 
On that, Omar said: "O Allah's Apostle! Allow me to chop his head off." 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Let him! If he 
is he (Ad'dajjal), then you cannot overpower him, and if he is not, then 
there is no need of murdering him." 


[15] Allah’s saying: “Say: nothing will happen to us except what 
Allah has decreed for us: he is our protector: and on Allah let the 
Believers put their trust.” (The Repentance “At’tawba” 51) 


6619- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: I asked Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" about the plague. He told 
me that it was a Punishment sent by Allah on whomever he wished. 
(Meanwhile) Allah made it a source of mercy for the believers, for if one, 
in the time of an epidemic plague, stays in his country patiently hoping for 
Allah's Reward and believing that nothing will befall him except what 
Allah has written for him, he will get the reward of a martyr." 


[16] “We are not to be guided except when Allah has guided us” 


and: “Had Allah guided me, I would have been of pious (slaves)” 


6620- Al’bara "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: On the day of 
The Confederates I saw The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" carrying earth. He was saying: "By Allah! With Allah we 
would have got no guidance, nor fasted, nor prayed. So please bless us 
with tranquility and make firm our feet when we meet our enemies. 
Indeed, the pagans have rebelled against us; but never shall we give in 
if they try to bring affliction upon us." 
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(83) The Book of Oaths and Vows 


[1] Allah’s saying: “Allah will not call you to account for what is 
futile in your oaths, but he will call you to account for you deliberate 
oaths: for expiation, feed ten indigent persons, on a scale of the average 
for the food of your families; or clothe them; or give a slave his 
freedom. If that is beyond your means, fast for three days. That is the 
expiation for the oaths ye have sworn. But keep to your oaths. Thus 
doth Allah make clear to you his sign, that ye may be grateful.” 
(Repast 83) 


6621- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated that Abu’bakr never 
broke his oath till Allah revealed the legal expiation for oath. Abu’bakr 
said: "If I take an oath, and later find that to do something else is better, 
then I do that which is better, and expiate for my oath.” 


6622- Abdur'rahman Ibn Samura "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O 
Abdur'rahman Ibn Samura! Do not seek to be a ruler, because if you are 
given authority for that (seeking), then you will be held responsible for it. 
But if you are given it without asking for it, then you will be helped in it 
(by Allah). Whenever you take an oath to do something and later you find 
that another else is better than the first, then do the better one and make 
expiation for your oath." 


6623- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I went to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” along with a group of 
The Ash’arites, asking him to provide us with means of transportation. He 
said: “By Allah, I will not provide you with any means of conveyance; and 
I have nothing to make you ride on.” We stayed as long as Allah wished. 
Then some camels as booty were brought to The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and he ordered that we should be 
given three camels with white humps. When we set out we (or some of us) 
said: “By Allah! We will never be blessed (with what we have been given). 
We came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and 
asked him to provide us with means of conveyance, but he took an oath not 
to provide us with any means of conveyance. Let’s go and remind him.” 
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We returned and told him. He replied: “I have not provided you with 
means of conveyance, but Allah has provided you with it, and by Allah, 
Allah willing, if I take an oath to do something, and later on I find out that 
it is more beneficial to do something different, I will do the thing which is 
better, and give expiation for my oath." 

6624- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "We (Muslims) are the last 
(in the world), but will be the foremost on the Day of Judgement." 

6625- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By Allah, if anyone of you 
insists on fulfilling an oath by which he may harm his family, he will be 
more sinful in Allah's sight than to dissolve his oath and make expiation for 
it." 

6626- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "if anyone of you harms his 
family by insisting on fulfilling an oath, he will be more sinful in Allah's 
sight than to dissolve his oath and make expiation for it." 

[2] The Prophet’s swearing: “By Allah” 

6627- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" sent an army under the 
command of Usama Ibn Zaid. When some people criticized his leadership, 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If you are 
criticizing Usama's leadership, you used to criticize his father's leadership 
before. By Allah! He was worthy of leadership and was one of the dearest 
persons to me, and (now) this (Usama) is one of the dearest to me after him 
(Zaid).” 

[3] How was The Prophet's oath? 

6628- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: 
Whenever The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" took an 
oath, he very often used to say: "No, by he who turns the hearts." 
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6629- Jaber Ibn Samura “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "When 
Caesar is ruined, there will be no Caesar after him; and when Khosrau is 
ruined, there will be no Khosrau after him. By he, in Whose Hands my life 
is, you will spend their treasures in Allah's Cause." 

6630- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "When 
Khosrau is ruined, there will be no Khosrau after him; and when Caesar is 
ruined, there will be no Caesar after him. By he, in Whose Hands 
Mohammad’s life is, you will spend their treasures in Allah's Cause." 

6631- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O followers of 
Mohammad! By Allah! If you knew that which I know, you would laugh 
little and weep much.” 

6632- Abdullah Ibn Hesham "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We 
were with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" who was 
holding the hand of Omar Ibn Al'khattab. Omar said to Him: "O Allah's 
Apostle! You are dearer to me than everything except myself." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "No, by He, in Whose 
Hand my soul is, (you will not have complete faith) till I become dearer to 
you than yourself." Then Omar said to him: "However, now, by Allah, you 
are dearer to me than myself." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Now, O Omar, (you are really a believer).” 

6633- both of Abu'huraira and Zaid Ibn Khalid "Allah be pleased with 
them" reported: Two opponents came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" one of whom said: "O Allah's apostle! Judge 
between us (him and his opponent) according to Allah's Laws." His 
opponent, who was more learned than him, said: "Yes, judge between us 
according to Allah's Laws, and allow me to speak." Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Speak." He said: "My son was 
working as a labourer for this (man) and he committed adultery with his 
wife. People told me that it was obligatory for my son to be stoned to death, 
so in lieu of that I ransomed my son by paying one hundred sheep and a 
slave girl. Then I asked the religious scholars about it. and they informed 
me that my son must be whipped one hundred lashes, and be exiled for one 
year, and the wife of this (man) must be stoned to death." Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he, in Whose Hands my

The slave-girl 
and the sheep are to be returned to you.” Then he ordered that his son 
should receive a hundred lashes and be exiled for one year. He ordered 
Unais Al’aslami to go to the wife of the other (man) and to stone her to 
death if she confesses her guilt." Indeed, she confessed (her sin) and was 
stoned to death. 

6634- The same as above. 

6635- Abdur’rahman Ibn Abu'bakra narrated from his father "Allah be 
pleased with him": The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "Don't you think that the tribes of Aslam, Ghifar, Muzaina and 
Juhaina are better than the tribes of Tamim, Amer Ibn Sa’sa’a, Asad, and 
Ghatafan?" Somebody said: "They were unsuccessful and losers!" The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Yes, by he, in 
Whose Hands my life is, they (The former) are better than those (The 
latter).” 

6636- Abu’humaid As’sa’idi narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” appointed a man for collecting the obligatory 
charity. When he returned he said: "This (the obligatory charity) is for you 
and this has been given to me as a present." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: "Why hadn't you stayed in your father's or 
mother's house to see whether you would be given presents or not?” then 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” got up 
in the evening after the prayer, testified that there is no God but Allah, and 
that Mohammad is The Messenger of Allah, thanked Allah Whom he 
praised as He deserves, and delivered a speech saying: "Now and then: 
What is the matter with the one whom we appoint (to collect the obligatory 
charity), then he returns and says: “This is for you and that is for me”? Why 
hadn't he stayed in his father's or mother's house to see whether he would 
be given presents or not? By he, in Whose Hands my life is, whoever takes 
something from the resources of the obligatory charity (unlawfully) will 
carry it on his neck on the Day of Judgement; if it be a camel, it will be 
grunting; if a cow, it will be mooing; and if a sheep, it will be bleating." 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” then raised his 
hands till we saw the whiteness of his armpits, and said: "O Allah! Haven't 
I reported Your Message (to them)?" 

6637- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Abul’qasim 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “By He, in Whose hand is 
the soul of Mohammad! If you knew what I know, then you would laugh 
little and weep so much.” 

6638- Abu'dharr "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I reached The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" while he was sitting in 
the shade of Ka'ba. He was saying: "They are the losers, by the Lord of the 
Ka'ba! They are the losers, by the Lord of the Ka'ba!" I said (to myself): 
"What is wrong with me? Is there anything improper detected in me? What 
is wrong with me?” Then I sat beside him and he kept on saying this 
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statement. I could not remain silent, and Allah knows how much sorry I 
was at that time. So I said: “Who are they (the losers)? Let My father and 
mother be sacrificed for you, O Allah's Apostle!" He said: "They are the 
wealthy people, except he who does like this, this, and this" (spends of his 
wealth in Allah's Cause). 

6639- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Once 
Solomon, son of David said: “Tonight I will have sexual intercourse with 
ninety women each of whom will give birth to a knight, who will fight in 
Allah's Cause.” His (angel) companion said: “if Allah wills.” But he did not 
say: “Allah willing.” Therefore only one of those women conceived and 
gave birth to a half-man. By he, in Whose Hands Mohammad's life is, if he 
had said: "Allah willing”, (he would have had sons) all of whom would 
have been knights, fighting in Allah's Cause." 

6640- Al’bara "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A piece of silk 
cloth was presented to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him”. When the people started touching it, and were fascinated by its 
beauty and smoothness, he asked them: “Are you fascinated by it?” they 
said: “Yes, O Messenger of Allah.” He said: "No doubt, the handkerchiefs 
of Sa’d Ibn Mu'adh in Paradise are better than this." 

6641- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Hind Bint Utba Ibn 
Rabie’a came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and 
said: "O Allah's Apostle! By Allah! (Before my embracing Islam) there was 
on the surface of the earth, no family I desired to be degraded and 
humiliated than yours. But now, there is, on the surface of the earth, no 
family I would like to be dignified than yours.” The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "So (you will increasingly keep 
on that, with the faith growing deeper in your heart), by Allah, in whose 
hand my soul is.” She said: "Abu’sufyan (her husband) is a miser. Am I 
allowed to take from his money to spend on our children?" The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to her: "(You are allowed) 
but reasonably and fairly." 

6642- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was 
reclining against a leather tent, he asked his companions: “Will you be 
pleased to be one-fourth of the people of Paradise?” They said: “Yes.” He 
asked once again: “Will you be pleased to be one-third of the people of 
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Paradise?” They answered: “Yes.” He said: “By He, in Whose hand 
Mohammad’s soul is! I hope that you will be half of the people of 
Paradise.” 

6643- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A 
man heard another reciting: "Say He is Allah, the One and only" (Al'ikhlas 
"The Purity of Faith" 1) repeatedly. The next morning he came to Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and informed him about 
it as if he thought that it was not enough to recite. On that Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he, in Whose Hand my 
life is, this Sura is equal to one-third of the Qur'an!" 

6644- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that he heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"Perform your bowings and prostrations (in the prayer) perfectly. By He, in 
Whose hand my soul is! I certainly see you from my back while you are 
bowing or prostrating. " 

6645- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Once an Ansari 
woman, accompanied by her children, came to Allah's Apostle. Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" spoke to her and said 
thrice: "By he, in Whose Hand my life is, you are the most beloved people 
to me." 


[4] Do not swear by your fathers 

6646- Nafi narrated from Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with 
both" that he saw Omar Ibn Al’khattab among a group of people, swearing 
by his father. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Allah had forbidden you to swear by your fathers. Whoever has to take an 
oath should swear by Allah or keep silent." 


6647- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Omar told me 
that The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: 
"Allah had forbidden you to swear by your fathers.” By Allah! I have never 
sworn by it since I heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” (forbidding it).” 
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6648- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated that The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not swear by your 
fathers.” 

6649- Zahdam narrated: We were with Abu’moosa Al’ash’ari; and we 
had friendly relations with this family of Jarm. Then he was served with 
food containing chicken. There was a red-faced man sitting amongst the 
people who did not approach the food. Abu’moosa said to him: “Come near 
(to eat), for I saw The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” eating it (the chicken).” He said: "I saw it (chicken) eating 
something dirty for which I consider it as unclean, so I took an oath not to 
eat it.” Abu’moosa said: “I will tell you about this matter. I went to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” along with a group of 
The Ash’arites, and asked him to provide us with means of transportation. 
He said: “By Allah! I would not provide you with any means of 
conveyance, and I have no means of transportation to provide you with.” 
Then some camels as booty were brought to The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. He asked: “Where are The 
Ash’arites?” Then he provided us with five white camels with big humps. 
When we set out we said: “What have we done? The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” took an oath not to provide us 
with means of transportation and that he had no means of transportation to 
provide us with. We made the Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” forget his oath. We then would never be successful.” 
So, we returned to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
and said: “We asked you to provide us with means of conveyance, but you 
took an oath that you would not provide us with any means of conveyance; 
and that you had no means of conveyance to provide us with.” He replied: 
“It is Allah Almighty who provided you with the means of transportation. 
As for me, Allah willing, if I take an oath to do something, and later on I 
find out that it is more beneficial to do something different, I will do the 
thing which is better, and give expiation for my oath." 

[5| One should not swear by (the idles of) Lat and Uzza 

6650- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever takes an oath in 
which he mentions Lat and Uzza (forgetfully), should say: “There is no 
God to be worshipped but Allah.” Whoever says to his companion: “Come 
along, let us gamble” must give alms (as expiation).” 

[6] When one swears not to do something 

6651- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had a gold ring made for 
him, which he wore, placing its stone towards the palm of his hand. The 
people started wearing such gold rings. Afterwards The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” sat on the pulpit and took it off, saying: “I 
used to wear this ring, making its stone towards the palm of my hand." He 
then threw it away and said: “By Allah, I will never wear it." Consequently, 
all the people threw away theirs. 
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[7] Swearing by a religion other than Islam

6652- Thabit Ibn Ad'dahhak "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever 
swears by a religion other than Islam will be really so (on the religion by 
which he swears). If somebody commits suicide with anything in this 
world, he will be tortured with that very thing on the Day of Judgement. If 
somebody curses a believer, then his sin will be as if he murdered him. 
Whoever accuses a believer of disbelief, then it will be as if he killed him." 


[8] Could one say: “If Allah wills and then you”? or, could he say: 
“(None could do so) except Allah and then you”? 


6653- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There 
were three men of the children of Israel whom Allah wanted to test 
(concerning their belief). He sent an angel (to all of them). The angel 
(disguised in the shape and appearance of a leper) went to the leper and 
said: “I am a poor man, who has lost all means of livelihood while on a 
journey. So none will satisfy my need except Allah and then you.” (Then he 
narrated the tradition in full). 


[9] Allah’s saying: “They swear their strongest oaths by Allah.” 
(Cattle 109) 


6654- Al’bara “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered us to help one to 
fulfill his oath.

6655- Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
daughter of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" sent (a 
messenger) to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him", with 
whom there were Usama Ibn Zaid, Sa’d, and Obai, requesting him to come 
as her child was on the verge of death, but The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
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and peace be upon him" sent to her his greetings and said: "Whatever Allah 
takes is for Him and whatever He gives, is for Him, and everything with 
Him has a limited fixed term (in this world). So she should be patient and 
hope for Allah's reward." She again sent for him, swearing that he should 
come. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got up and we 
got up with him. When Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" sat down, the child was brought and placed in his lap while his breath 
was disturbed in his chest (as if it was a leather water skin). On that the 
eyes of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" started 
shedding tears. Sa’d said: "O Allah's Apostle! What is this?" He replied: "It 
is mercy which Allah has lodged in the hearts of His slaves, and Allah is 
merciful only to those of His slaves who are merciful (to others).” 

6656- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "No Muslim who has lost 
three of his children will be touched by the Fire except for dissolving 
Allah's oath." 

6657- Haritha Ibn Wahb "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "May I tell you of 
the people of Paradise? Every weak and poor humble person whom the 
people look down upon but his oath is fulfilled by Allah when he takes an 
oath to do something. May I inform you of the people of the Hell-Fire? 
They are all those violent, arrogant and stubborn people." 

[10] When one says: “I bear witness by The Name of Allah” 

6658- Abdullah (Ibn Mas'ood) "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was asked about the 
best of people. He said: "The people of my generation are the best, then 
those who follow them, and then those who follow them (the second 
generation). After that there will come some people whose witness will go 
ahead of their oaths, and their oaths will go ahead of their witness." Ibrahim 
(a sub-narrator) said: "We used to be forbidden when we were still young 
to swear as bearing witness by the Name or the Covenant of Allah.” 

[11] The covenant of Allah Almighty 

6659- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever takes a false oath 
to deprive A Muslim person (or to deprive his brother) of his property will 
meet Allah who will be angry with him." Allah revealed to confirm this: 
“As for those who sell the Faith they own to Allah and their own plighted 
word for a small price, they shall have no portion in the Hereafter: nor will 
Allah (deign to) speak to them or look at them on the day of judgment, nor 
will he cleanse them (of sin): they shall have a grievous penalty.” 

(A1 Imran 77) 
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6660- Sulaiman resumed this narration: Al'ash'ath Ibn Qais came and 
said: "What has Abdullah been telling you?” they told him. Then he said: 
“This verse was revealed concerning a dispute over a well between one of 
my companions and me.” 

[12] One’s swearing by Allah’s Power and Honour, Descriptions, or 
Words 

6661- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The Hell Fire will 
keep on saying: “Are there anymore (people to come)?” until the Lord of 
Power and Honor will put His Foot over it. Then it will say: “It is enough! 
It is enough! By Your Power and Honor!” then, its various sides will come 
close to each other. 

[13] When one says: “By The Eternity of Allah” 

6662- Az’zuhri narrated: I heard Urwa Ibn Az’zubair, Sa’eed Ibn 
Al’musaiyyab, Alqama Ibn Waqqas and Obaidullah Ibn Abdullah narrating 
from A’isha, the wife of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”, the story forged by the liars who said what they said about her and 
how Allah revealed her innocence. Each of the four narrators related to me 
a part of her narration, according to which. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” stood up, saying: “Is there anyone who can relieve 
me from Abdullah Ibn Obai?” Osaid Ibn Hudair got up and said to Sa’d Ibn 
Obada: “B • the Eternity of Allah, we will kill him!" 

[14] Allah’s saying: “Allah will not call you to account for 
thoughtlessness in your oath, but for the intention in your hearts; and 
he is Oft-Forgiving most forbearing.” (The Heifer 225) 

6663- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: This verse “Allah 
will not call you to account for thoughtlessness in your oath, but for the 
intention in your hearts “ was revealed in connection with one who says 
(during his talk): “No, by Allah” or “Yes, by Allah”. 

[15] When one breaks his oath forgetfully 

Allah Almighty said: “But there is no blame on you if ye make a mistake 
therein: (What counts is) the intention of your hearts: and Allah is Oft- 
Forgiving, Most Merciful.” (The Confederates 5) 

He further said: “rebuke me not for forgetting, nor grieve me by raising 
difficulties in my case.” (The Cave 73) 
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6664- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah forgives my 
followers their evil deeds their souls may whisper or suggest to them as 
long as they do neither act (on) nor speak with it." 

6665- Isa Ibn Talha narrated from Abdullah Ibn Amr “Allah be pleased 
with both”: While The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” was delivering the speech on The Day of Slaughtering Sacrifice, 
one got up and said to him: “I thought (and did), O Messenger of Allah, 
such-and-such (ceremony) before such-and-such (ritual).” Another said: “O 
Messenger of Allah! I thought (and did) such-and-such (before such-and- 
such)” meaning those three (ceremonies of throwing pebbles, slaughtering 
sacrifice, and shaving one’s head). The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said (to both of them): “Do it, and there is 
no harm.” On this day, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” never was asked of something (regarding the 
ceremonies of Hajj performed before or after their due time) except that he 
said in reply: “Do it, and there is no harm.” 

6666- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” reported: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was asked (during his 
last hajj) by someone: “I visited (and circumambulated) Ka’ba before 
throwing pebbles.” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said: “There is no harm.” He was asked by another: “I got my 
head shaved before slaughtering (the sacrifice).” He (affirmatively) said: 
“There is no Harm.” A third man said: “I slaughtered (my sacrificial 
animal) before throwing the pebbles.” He (agreeably) said: “There is no 
harm.” 

6667- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man entered 
the mosque while Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
was sitting in one of its sides. The man prayed and went to The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and greeted him. The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: “(Peace be upon 
you). Go back and pray, for you have not prayed." The man went back, 
prayed in the same way as before, returned and greeted The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who said: "Peace be upon you. 
Go back and pray, for you have not prayed." The man said (after the third 
time): " Please, O Messenger of Allah, teach me how to pray." The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Perform ablution perfectly, 
then face The Qibla, then say: “Allah is magnificent” and then recite from 
what you know by heart of the Holy Qur'an. Then bow till you feel at ease. 
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Then raise your head and stand up straight, then prostrate till you feel at 
ease during your prostration, then raise your head and sit calmly till you 
feel at ease (with no hurry), then prostrate till you feel at ease during your 
prostration, and then raise your head and stand up straight; and do the same 
in all your prayers.” 

6668- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: On the day (of the 
battle) of Ohud when the pagans were defeated, Satan shouted: "O slaves of 
Allah! Beware of the forces at your back!" On that the Muslims of the front 
files fought with the Muslims of the back files (thinking they were pagans). 
Hudhaifa looked back to see his father Al’yaman, (while being attacked by 
the Muslims). He shouted: "O Allah's Slaves! My father! My father!" By 
Allah, they did not stop till they killed him. Hudhaifa said: "May Allah 
forgive you." Urwa said that Hudhaifa kept on doing good till he met Allah 
(died). 

6669- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If somebody eats (or 
drinks while fasting) forgetfully then he should complete his fast, for 
what he has eaten or drunk, was given to him by Allah."

6670- Abdullah Ibn Buhaina "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Once 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" led us in the Dhuhr 
prayer and stood up after the second Rak'a and did not sit down. The people 
stood up with him. When the prayer was about to end and the people were 
waiting for him to say the end salutation, he magnified Allah while sitting 
and prostrated, then he raised his head and sat. then he magnified Allah and 
prostrated once again before he raised his head and ended the prayer with 
Taslim. 

6671- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
Once The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" performed 
Dhuhr prayer, decreasing it (the narrator Ibrahim, reported from Alqama 
from Ibn Mas’ood that he said: "I do not know whether he prayed more or 
less than usual"). After he had finished the prayer he was asked: "O Allah's 
Apostle! Has the prayer been shortened or you have forgotten?" He said: 
"What is it?” The people said: "You have prayed so much and so much." So 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" performed two 
prostration's “Sajda” (of forgetfulness). Then he said: "Those two 
prostrations are to be performed by he who is doubtful whether he prayed 
more or less. He should do what he thinks to be correct and complete what 
is remaining (of the prayer). Then he should offer two prostrations.” 

6672- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair narrated: I asked Ibn Abbas (about Al’khadir); 
and he said: Obai Ibn Ka’b told me: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” recited: “Moses said: rebuke me not for 
forgetting, nor grieve me by raising difficulties in my case.” (The Cave 73) 
he commented: “The first (excuse) of Moses was his forgetfulness.” 
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6673- Al’bara Ibn Azib “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that once 
he had a guest, so he ordered his family to slaughter the sacrificial animal 
before he returned from the (Id) prayer in order that their guest could take 
his meal. Accordingly, his family slaughtered (the animal) before the 
prayer. Then they mentioned that event to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” who ordered Al’bara to slaughter another sacrifice. 
Al’bara said to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: "I 
have a young milch she-goat which is better than two sheep for 
slaughtering." (The sub-narrator, Ibn Awn used to say: "I don't know 
whether the permission (to slaughter a she-goat as a sacrifice) was for 
Al’bara in particular, or for all the Muslims in general.") 

6674- Jundub “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I was present when 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
performed the Id prayer and then delivered the sermon. Then he said: “He, 
who slaughtered before the prayer, should slaughter another. He, who has 
not yet slaughtered, should slaughter in the name of Allah.” 


[16] What about the deceptive oath? 

Allah Almighty said: “And take not your oaths, to practise deception 
between yourself, with the result that someone's foot may slip after it was 
firmly planted, and ye may have to taste the evil (consequences) of having 
hindered (men) from the path of Allah, and a mighty wrath descend on 
you.” (The Bees 94) 

6675- Abdullah Ibn Amr “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The greatest sins 
are: To associate others in worship with Allah; to be undutiful to one's 
parents; to kill somebody unlawfully; and to take a deceptive oath.” 

[17] Allah’s saying: “As for those who sell the Faith they own to 
Allah and their own plighted word for a small price, they shall have no 
portion in the Hereafter: nor will Allah (deign to) speak to them or 
look at them on the day of judgment, nor will he cleanse them (of sin): 
they shall have a grievous penalty.” (A1 Imran 77) 

he further said: “And make not Allah's (name) and excuse in your oaths 
against doing good, or acting rightly, or making peace between persons; for 
Allah is one who heareth and knoweth all things.” (The Heifer 224) 

Allah said too: “Nor sell the Covenant of Allah for a miserable price: for 
with Allah is (a prize) far better for you, if ye only knew.” (Bees 95) 

He further said: “Fulfill the Covenant of Allah when ye have entered 
into it, and break not your oaths after ye have confirmed them; indeed ye 
have made Allah your surety; for Allah knoweth all that ye do.” (Bees 91) 
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6676- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever takes a false oath 
to deprive somebody of his property will meet Allah who will be angry 
with him." Allah revealed to confirm this: “As for those who sell the Faith 
they own to Allah and their own plighted word for a small price, they shall 
have no portion in the Hereafter: nor will Allah (deign to) speak to them or 
look at them on the day of judgment, nor will he cleanse them (of sin): they 
shall have a grievous penalty.” (A1 Imran 77) 

6677- Al'ash'ath Ibn Qais came and said: "What has Abu Abdur'rahman 
(Abdullah) been telling you?” they told him: “So-and-so, and so-and-so.” 
He said: “This verse was revealed concerning me. I had a well in the land 
of a cousin of mine. I told The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" who asked me either to bring witnesses (to confirm my claim) or let 
the defendant take an oath.” I said: “O Allah's Apostle! He will take a 
(false) oath immediately.” Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Whoever takes a false oath to deprive somebody of his 
property will meet Allah who will be angry with him." Then Allah revealed 
the verse to confirm what he had said." 

[18] One’s taking an oath on whatever he does not possess 

6678- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: My 
companions sent me to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” to ask him for some mounts. He said: “By Allah! I will not provide 
you with any means of conveyance!" When I met him, he was angry. Later, 
I met him (again), and he said: “Tell your companions that Allah or The 
Messenger of Allah will provide you with means of transportation." 

6679- Az’zuhri narrated: I heard Urwa Ibn Az’zubair, Sa’eed Ibn 
Al’musaiyyab, Alqama Ibn Waqqas and Obaidullah Ibn Abdullah narrating 
from A’isha, the wife of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”, the story forged by the liars who said what they said about her and 
how Allah revealed her innocence. Each of the four narrators related to me 
a part of her narration, according to which, Allah revealed: “Those who 
brought forward the lie are a body among yourselves: think it not to be an 
evil to you; on the contrary it is good for you...” (The Light “An’nur” 
11:20) When Allah gave the declaration of my Innocence, Abu'bakr, who 
used to provide (with money) Mistah Ibn Uthatha for he was his relative, 
said: “By Allah, I will never provide Mistah with anything because of what 
he said about A’isha.” But Allah later revealed: " Let not those among you 
who are endued with Grace and amplitude of means resolve by oath against 
helping their kinsmen, those in want, and those who have left their homes 
in Allah's cause: let them forgive and overlook, do you not wish that Allah 
should forgive you? For Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.” (The 
Light “An’nur” 22) 

After that Abu'bakr said: “Yes! By Allah! I like that Allah would forgive 
me.” He resumed helping (with money) Mistah whom he used to help 
before and said: “By Allah! I would never hold it back from him.” 
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6680- Zahdam narrated: We were with Abu’moosa who said: I went to 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” along with a group 
of The Ash’arites. (It seemed that) we came to him when he was in an 
angry mood. We asked him to provide us with means of transportation. He 
took an oath not to provide us with any means of conveyance. Later he 
said: “by Allah, Allah willing, if I take an oath to do something, and later 
on I find out that it is more beneficial to do something different, I will do 
the thing which is better, and give expiation for my oath." 


[19) If one took an oath not to speak today, and then he prayed, 
recited (The Qur’an), glorified, praised, magnified Allah, or said: 
“There is no God but Allah”, then he would be considered as being on 
his intention 

6681- Sa’eed Ibn Al’musaiyyab narrated from his father "Allah be 
pleased with him": When the time of the death of Abu'talib approached, 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came and said to 
Abu'talib: "O uncle! Say: There is no God (to be worshipped) but Allah, a 
sentence with which I shall be a witness (to argue) for you before Allah.” 


6682- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "There are two 
words, though they are so much light (or easy) for one's tongue to say, they 
are so much heavy in weight of one's balance, and so much dearer to The 
Most Gracious (Allah). They are: "Glory be to Allah with whose praise (I 
celebrate Him)! Glory be to Allah, the great”.” 

6683- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said a statement, and I said 
another. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
"Anyone who dies worshipping others along with Allah will definitely 
enter the Fire." I said: "Anyone who dies worshipping none but Allah will 
definitely enter Paradise." 

[20) What about he, who took an oath not to visit his wife for a 
month; and the month was twenty-nine days? 

6684- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” took an oath not to visit 
his wives for a month. At the same time, his foot was sprained. He stayed 
in an upper room of his. Twenty-nine days later, he came down (and went 
to them). When they said: “O Messenger of Allah! You took an oath (not to 
enter upon your wives) for a month”, he said: “The month might be 
(sometimes) twenty-nine days.” 
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[21] When one takes an oath not to drink wine, and drank 
something, which is not of alcoholic drinks 


6685- Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Abu’osaid 
As’sa'idi invited The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” to his wedding party. His wife who was the bride, served them 
on that day. Do you know what drink she presented to Allah's Apostle? She 
had soaked some dates for him in a stone pot (containing water) overnight, 
whose infusion she gave him in the next morning. 

6686- Ibn Abbas narrated from Sawda “Allah be pleased with them”: 
One of our sheep died whose skin we tanned and kept on infusing dates in 
it till it was a worn out water skin. 


[22] When one takes an oath not to eat something in addition to 
bread, and then ate dates or other things of those eaten in addition to 
bread 


6687- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: “The family of 
Mohammad did not eat to their satisfaction wheat bread with meat soup for 
three successive days till he met Allah." 


6688- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Abu’talha said to 
Ommu’sulaim: "I have noticed that the voice of The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was feeble because of hunger, as 
I think. Have you got any food?" She said: "Yes." She brought out some 
loaves of barley and took out a veil belonging to her, in part of which she 

[ wrapped the bread. She put it under my arm, wrapped part of the veil round 
me and sent me to Allah's Apostle. I went carrying it and found The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in the 
Mosque sitting with some people. When I stood there, The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” asked: "Has Abu’talha 
sent you?" I said: "Yes.” He asked: "With some food?” I said: "Yes." The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” then said to 
the men around him: "Get up!" He set out (accompanied by them); and I 
went ahead of them till I reached Abu’talha and informed him (of The 


Prophet's visit). Abu’talha said: "O Ommu’sulaim! The Messenger of Allah 


“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” is coming with the people and 
we have nothing to feed them." She said: "Allah and His Apostle know 
better." So Abu’talha went out to receive Allah's Apostle. The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came along with 
Abu’talha. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: "0 Ommu’sulaim! Bring whatever you have." She brought the 
bread, which The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
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him” ordered to be broken into pieces. Ommu’sulaim poured on them some 
butter from an oilskin. Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” recited what Allah wished him to recite, and said: "Let 
ten persons come (to share the meal)." Ten persons were admitted, ate their 
fill and went out. Then he again said: "Let another ten persons come." They 
were admitted, ate their fill and went out. Indeed, all of them ate their fill; 
and they were seventy or eighty men. 


[23] One’s intention when taking an oath for something 


6689- Omar Ibn Al'khattab "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"(The rewards of) a man's deeds are considered by his intentions. In this 
way, one has only what he intended. So, he, who immigrated to Allah and 
his Messenger, would have his emigration be to Allah and his Messenger, 
and he, who immigrated to a certain world (benefit) to gain, or a certain 
woman to marry, would have only what he left for.” 

[24] When one gives his property as a gift in fulfillment of his vow or 
repentance 

6690- Abdullah Ibn Ka’b Ibn Malik, who was, from amongst Ka’b’s 
sons, his guide when he lost his sight, narrated that he had heard Ka’b Ibn 
Malik telling the story of the three who were not able to accompany The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in The Holly 
Battle of Tabuk. He said in the end of the story: I said: "0 Allah's Apostle! 
For the acceptance of my repentance I wish to give all my property in 
charity for the sake of Allah and His Apostle." He said: "It is better for you 
to keep some of the property for yourself." 


[25] When one (takes an oath and) forbids himself (some kinds of) 



in this issue Allah Almighty said: “O Prophet! Why holdest thou to be 
forbidden that which Allah has made lawful to thee? Thou seekest to please 
thy consorts. But Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful. Allah has already 
ordained for you, (O men), the dissolution of your oaths (in some cases): 
and Allah is your Protector, and He is Full of Knowledge and Wisdom.” 
(The Prohibition 1:2) 

he further said: “O ye who believe! make not unlawful the good things 
which Allah hath made lawful for you, but commit no excess: for Allah 
loveth not those given to excess.” (The Repast 87) 

6691- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to drink honey in the house 
of Zainab, the daughter of Jahsh, and would stay there with her. So Hafsa 
and I agreed secretly that, if he comes to either of us, she will say to him: 
"It seems you have eaten Maghafir (a kind of bad-smelling resin), for I 
smell in you the smell of Maghafir." 
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Indeed, he entered upon one of them, and she did so. He replied: "No, 
but I was drinking honey in the house of Zainab, the daughter of Jahsh, and 
I will not take it again.” So, Allah Almighty revealed: “O Prophet! Why 
holdest thou to be forbidden that which Allah has made lawful to thee? 
Thou seekest to please thy consorts. But Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful.” (The Prohibition 1) Allah also revealed concerning A’isha and 
Hafsa: “If ye two turn is repentance to Him, your hearts are indeed so 
inclined; but if ye back up each other against him, truly Allah is his 
Protector, and Gabriel, and (every) righteous one among those who believe, 
and furthermore, the angels will back (him) up.” (The Prohibition 4) and: 
“When the Prophet disclosed a matter in confidence to one of his consorts, 
and she then divulged it (to another) and Allah made it known to him, he 
confirmed part thereof and repudiated a part. Then when he told her 
thereof, she said. Who told thee this? He said. He told me who knows and 
is well acquainted (with all things)” (The Prohibition 3) concerning The 
Prophet’s saying: “I drank honey.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” resumed: “I shall never take it again. I have taken an 
oath as to that, and you should tell none about it." 

[26] Fulfilling one’s vow 

6692- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” said: Haven’t they been 
forbidden vowing? The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “In fact, vowing causes nothing to happen earlier or later than its due 
time, but it causes a miser to spend his property." 

6693- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade vowing and said: “In 
fact, vowing prevents nothing, but it causes a miser to spend his property." 

6694- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" reported (from Allah): "Vowing 
brings to the son of Adam nothing I have not already written in his fate. But 
vowing is imposed on him by way of foreordainment. Through vowing I 
make a miser spend of his wealth." 

[27] The sin of he, who does not fulfill his vow 

6695- Imran Ibn Husain “Allah be pleased with him” told: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The best people are those 
living in my generation, followed by those coming after them, and then 
those coming after (the second generation)." Imran said: I do not know 
whether The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned 
two or three generations after his generation. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” added: “There will be some people after you, who 
will vow but will not fulfill their vows, be dishonest and will not be 
trustworthy, give witness without being asked to give witness, and fatness 
will be prevalent among them."

[28] One's vowing should abide by his obedience to Allah 

Allah Almighty said: “And whatever ye spend in Charity or devotion, be 
sure Allah knows it all. But the wrongdoers have no helpers.” (The Heifer 
270) 

6696- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever vows that he will be 
obedient to Allah, should remain obedient to Him; and whoever made a 
vow that he will disobey Allah, should not disobey Him." 

[29] What about he, who took an oath, or vowed not to speak to 
somebody during the Pre-Islamic time of ignorance, and then he 
embraced Islam? 

6697- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated that Omar Ibn 
Al’khattab had said to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him": "I vowed in the Pre-Islamic period of ignorance to stay in I’tikaf 
for one night in the Sacred Mosque." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said to him: "Fulfill your vow." 

[30] When one dies before fulfilling his vow 

6698- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” told that Sa’d Ibn Obada 
Al’ansari consulted The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" 
about a vow that had been made by his mother who died before fulfilling it. 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" gave his verdict that 
he should fulfill it on her behalf. This became the tradition afterwards. 

6699- Abdullah Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: A 
man came to The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" and 
said: "My sister had vowed to perform Hajj but she died before 
performing it. May I perform Hajj on her behalf?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" replied: “Had there been a debt on her, 
would you have paid it?” he replied: “Yes.” The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “So, pay Allah's debt 
(and perform Hajj on her behalf) as He has more right for it to be paid." 

[31] When one vows what he never possesses, or what leads to 
disobedience 

6700- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever vows that he will be 
obedient to Allah, should remain obedient to Him; and whoever made a 
vow that he will disobey Allah, should not disobey Him." 
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6701- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saw an old man walking, 
supported by his two sons, (about whom he asked. The people informed 
him that he had vowed to go to Ka'ba on foot). He said: "Allah is not in 
need of this old man's torturing himself." (He ordered him to ride). 

6702- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saw a person circumambulating 
Ka’ba, tied with a rope or string or something like that, (with another 
person holding him). The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
cut it. 


6703- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”, while circumambulating Ka’ba, 
saw a person leading another with a hair-rope nose-ring in his nose, which 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" cut. He ordered him 
to lead him by the hand.

6704- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: While The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" was delivering a sermon, 
he saw a man standing, about whom he asked. They (the people) said: "It is 
Abu'isra’il who has vowed that he will stand and never sit down, never 
come under a shadow, never speak to anybody, and will fast.” The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Order him to speak and let 
him come in the shade, and make him sit down, but let him complete his 
fast." 

[32] What about he, who vowed to fast some days one of which 
happened to be a day of Breaking Fast Feast, or Sacrifice Feast? 

6705- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” was reported to have been 
asked about a man who had vowed to fast all the days of his life; then the 
day of (Slaughtering) Sacrifice, or Breaking Fast Festival came. Abdullah 
Ibn Omar said: “You have indeed a good example in Allah's Apostle. He 
never fasted on the day of (Slaughtering) Sacrifice, or Breaking Fast 
festival; and we never intend fasting on these two days.” 

6706- Zaid Ibn Jubair narrated: I was with Ibn Omar when a man 
asked him: "I vowed to fast every Tuesday or Wednesday, as long as I 
live; and that day happened to be a day of Slaughtering (Sacrifice)." Ibn 
Omar said: "Allah orders vows to be fulfilled, and we have been 
forbidden to fast on this day.” The man repeated the question, and Ibn 
Omar repeated the same answer with no more. 
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[33] Are the land, sheep, agricultural products, and luggage 
implied in one’s vows and oaths? 

6707- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When we 
conquered Khaibar, we gained neither gold nor silver as booty, but we 
gained cows, camels, goods and gardens. Then we departed with The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” to the valley 
of Al’qura. A slave of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” called Mid’am, who had been presented to him by one of 
Banu Ad’dibbab, While dismounting the saddle of The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, was hit by an arrow the thrower 
of which was unknown. The people said: "Congratulations to him for the 
martyrdom." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: "No, by He, in Whose Hand my soul is, the sheet (of cloth) 
which he had taken (unlawfully) on the day of Khaibar from the booty 
before its distribution, has become a flame of Fire burning him." On 
hearing that, a man brought one or two leather straps of shoes to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: "These are 
things I took (unlawfully)." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "This is a strap, or these are two straps of Fire." 
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(84) The Book of Oath’s Expiation 

[1] The oath’s expiation 

and Allah’s saying: “for expiation, feed ten indigent persons, on a scale of 
the average for the food of your families; or clothe them; or give a slave his 
freedom. If that is beyond your means, fast for three days. That is the 
expiation for the oaths ye have sworn. But keep to your oaths. Thus doth 
Allah make clear to you his sign, that ye may be grateful.” (The Repast 89) 

Allah said: “And whoever among you is sick or hath an ailment of the 
head must pay a ransom of fasting or almsgiving or offering.” (Heifer 196) 

6708- Abdur’rahman Ibn Abu’laila narrated: Ka'b Ibn Ujra "Allah be 
pleased with him" said: I went to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" who said to me: “Come closer.” I came closer to 
him, and he asked me: "Have your lice troubled you?" I replied in the 
affirmative. He (ordered me to get my head shaved and) said to me: 
“Give a ransom either of fasting (three days), or charity (of feeding six 
poor persons), or offering (of slaughtering a sheep).” 

[2] Allah’s saying: “Allah has already ordained for you, (O men), 
the dissolution of your oaths (in some cases): and Allah is your 
Protector, and He is Full of Knowledge and Wisdom.” (The 
Prohibition 2) 

in addition, when would the expiation be obligatory for both of the rich 
and the poor? 

6709- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man came 
to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O 
Allah's Apostle! I have been ruined." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" asked what was the matter with him. He replied: 
"I had sexual intercourse with my wife (while I was fasting) in 
Ramadan." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
asked him: "Can you afford to manumit a slave?" He replied in the 
negative. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked 
him: "Can you fast for two successive months?" He replied in the 
negative. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked 
him: "Can you afford to feed sixty poor persons?" He replied in the 
negative. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" told him 
to sit down. While we were in that state, a big basket full of dates was 
brought to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”. He 
said (to the man): "Take this (basket of dates) and give it in charity." The 
man said: "Should I give it to a person poorer than me? By Allah, there is 
no family between Medina's two mountains who are poorer than me." 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" smiled till his 
premolar teeth became visible and then said: “Feed your family with it." 
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[3] Helping the poor persons to fulfill their expiations 

6710- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man came to The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O Allah's Apostle! 
I have been ruined." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
asked what was the matter with him. He replied: "I had sexual intercourse with 
my wife (while I was fasting) in Ramadan." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" asked him: "Can you afford to manumit a slave?" He 
replied in the negative. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" asked him: "Can you fast for two successive months?" He replied in the 
negative. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked him: 
"Can you afford to feed sixty poor persons?" He replied in the negative. Such 
being the case, a big basket full of dates was brought by an Ansari man to The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”. He said (to the man): "Go 
with this (basket of dates) and give it in charity." The man said: "Should I give it 
to people poorer than us? By He, Who sent you with the truth, there is no family 
between Medina's two mountains who are poorer than us." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Go and feed your family with it." 

[4] In the expiation, ten poor persons either relatives or not, should be fed 

6711- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man came to The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O Allah's Apostle! 
1 have been ruined." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
asked what was the matter with him. He replied: "I had sexual intercourse with 
my wife (while 1 was fasting) in Ramadan." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" asked him: "Can you afford to manumit a slave?" He 
replied in the negative. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" asked him: "Can you fast for two successive months?" He replied in the 
negative. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked him: 
"Can you afford to feed sixty poor persons?" He replied in the negative. A while 
later, a big basket full of dates was brought to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him”. He said (to the man): "Go with this (basket of dates) and 
give it in charity." The man said: "Should I give it to people poorer than us? 
There is no family between Medina's two mountains who are poorer than us." 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Take it and feed 
your family." 

[5] The Medina’s Sa; and The Prophet’s Mudd and its blessing 

6712- As'sa'ib Ibn Yazid "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Sa at the 
time of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" was equal to one 
plus one-third a Mudd of your time. Then it was increased during the time of 
Omar Ibn Abdul’aziz. 

6713- Nafi narrated: Ibn Omar used to give the obligatory charity of Ramadan 
according to the Mudd of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, 
the first Mudd. He also used to give things for expiation for oaths according to the 
Mudd of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. Abu’qutaiba 
said: Malik said to us: “Our Mudd (of Medina) is better than yours and we see no 
superiority except in the Mudd of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”!” Malik further said: “to me. If a ruler came to you ana fixed a Mudd 
smaller than the one of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, by 
what Mudd would you measure your objects (of expiation or obligatory charity)?” 
I replied: “We would measure according to the Mudd of The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”.” Malik said: “Then, don't you see that we have 
to return to the Mudd of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”?” 
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6714- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said (supplicating Allah for those of 
Medina): "O Allah! Might you bestow your blessing upon their Sas, 
Mudds, and measures.” 

[6] Allah’s saying: “Or give a slave his freedom” (The Repast 89) 

6715- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever frees a Muslim 
slave, Allah will save, by each organ he had freed of the slave's body, even 
the privates, an organ of his body from the Hell Fire.” 

[7] Manumitting the Mudabbar and the slave-woman who became a 
mother (by giving birth to a child from her master) 

6716- Jaber “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: An Ansari man made 
his slave a Mudabbar than whom he had no other property. When The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” heard of that, he said (to 
his companions): "Who likes to buy him for me?" Nu'aim Ibn An’nahham 
bought him for eight hundred Dirhams. I (the sub-narrator) heard Jaber 
saying: “That was a Coptic slave who died in the same year." 

[8] Manumitting a slave possessed by two persons 

[9] For whom would the (freed) slave’s loyalty be in the 
manumission caused by (fulfilling one’s) expiation? 

6717- Al’aswad narrated that A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” wanted 
to buy (and manumit) Barira, but her (Barira’s) masters stipulated that her 
loyalty would be for them. She (A’isha) mentioned that to The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who said to her: “Buy 
her, for the loyalty is for the manumitter.” 

[10] One’s accepting (to say “Allah willing”) in his oath 

6718- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I went to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” along with a group of 
The Ash’arites, asking him to provide us with means of transportation. He 
said: “By Allah, I will not provide you with any means of conveyance; and 
I have nothing to make you ride on.” We stayed as long as Allah wished. 
Then some camels as booty were brought to The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and he ordered that we should be 
given three camels. When we set out we said: “By Allah! We will never be 
blessed with what we have been given. We came to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and asked him to provide us with means 
of conveyance, but he took an oath not to provide us with any means of 
conveyance; and then he provided us with mounts.” Abu’moosa said: We 
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returned and told him. He replied: “I have not provided you with means of 
conveyance, but Allah has provided you with it, and by Allah, Allah 
willing, if I take an oath to do something, and later on I find out that it is 
more beneficial to do something different, I will give expiation for my oath, 
and do the thing which is better." 

6719- Hammad narrated the same tradition and said: “I will give 
expiation for my oath, and do the thing which is better” or “I will do the 
thing which is better, and give expiation for my oath." 

6720- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Once 
Solomon, son of David said: “Tonight I will have sexual intercourse with 
ninety women each of whom will give birth to a knight who will fight in 
Allah's Cause.” His (angel) companion said: “Allah willing.” But he forgot 
to say it. Therefore only one of those women conceived and gave birth to a 
half-man.” Abu’huraira commented, ascribing it (to The Prophet): “Had 
Solomon said: “Allah willing”, he would not have failed in his action, and 
would have attained what he had desired." Once Abu’huraira added: “The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If he 
had accepted." 

[11] The expiation before or after one’s failure to fulfill his oath 

6721- Zahdam narrated: We were with Abu’moosa Al’ash’ari; and we 
had friendly relations with this family of Jarm. Then he was served with 
food containing chicken. There was a red-faced man, as if he were a 
Mawla, sitting amongst the people who did not approach the food. 
Abu’moosa said to him: “Come near (to eat), for I saw The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” eating it (the chicken).” He 
said: "I saw it (chicken) eating something dirty for which I consider it as 
unclean, so I took an oath not to eat it.” Abu’moosa said: “I will tell you 
about this matter. I went to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” along with a group of The Ash’arites, and asked him to provide 
us with means of transportation. He was distributing some camels of 
charity. (Aiyub said: I think he said: “and he was in an angry mood.”) He 
said: “By Allah! I would not provide you with any means of conveyance, 
and I have no means of transportation to provide you with.” Then some 
camels as booty were brought to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”. He said: “Where is The Ash’arites?” we came to 
him and then he provided us with five white camels with big humps. When 
we set out I said to my companions: “We came to The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” to provide us with means of 
conveyance; and The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” took an oath not to provide us with means of transportation and 
that he had no means of transportation to provide us with. Then he sent for 
us and provided us with means of conveyance. We made the Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forget his oath. We then 
would never be successful if we made use of the fact that The Messenger of 
Allah forgot his oath. Let’s return and remind him.” So, we returned to The 
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Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “O Messenger 
of Allah! We came and asked you to provide us with means of conveyance, 
but you took an oath that you would not provide us with any means of 
conveyance; then you provided us with mounts. So, we thought (or knew) 
that perhaps you forgot your oath.” He replied: “Go! It is Allah Almighty 
who provided you with the means of transportation. As for me, Allah 
willing, if I take an oath to do something, and later on I find out that it is 
more beneficial to do something different, I will do the thing which is 
better, and give expiation for my oath." 

6722- Abdur'rahman Ibn Samura "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O 
Abdur'rahman Ibn Samura! Do not seek to be a ruler, because if you are 
given authority for that (seeking), then you will be held responsible for it. 
But if you are given it without asking for it, then you will be helped in it 
(by Allah). Whenever you take an oath to do something and later you find 
that another else is better than the first, then do the better one and make 
expiation for your oath." 
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(85) The Book of Obligatory Shares of Inheritance 


[1] Allah’s saying: “Allah (thus) directs you as regards your 
children's (inheritance): to the male, a portion equal to that of two 
females: if only daughters, two or more, their share is two thirds of the 
inheritance; of only one, her share is a half. For parents, a sixth share 
of the inheritance to each, if no children, and the parents are the (only) 
heirs, the mother has a third; if the deceased left brothers (or sisters) 
the mother has a sixth, (the distribution in all cases is) after the 
payment of legacies and debts. Ye know not whether your parents or 
your children are nearest to you in benefit. These are settled portions 
ordained by Allah; and Allah is All-Knowing, All-Wise. In what your 
wives leave, your share is a half, if they leave no child; but if they leave 
a child, ye get a fourth; after payment of legacies and debts. In what ye 
leave, their share is a fourth, if ye leave no child; but if ye leave a child, 
they get an eighth; after payment of legacies and debts. If the man or 
woman whose inheritance is in question, has left neither ascendants 
nor descendants, but has left a brother or a sister, each one of the two 
gets a sixth; but if more than two, they in a third; after payment of 
legacies and debts; so that no loss is caused (to any one). Thus is it 
ordained by Allah; and Allah is All-Knowing, most forbearing.” (The 
Women “An’nisa” 11:12) 

6723- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and Abu’bakr came walking to 
visit me while I was sick and unconscious. He performed ablution and 
sprinkled the remaining water on me and I became conscious and said: "O 
Allah's Apostle! How will I do with my property (as I have neither 
ascendants nor descendants)?" The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” gave no reply until the Divine verses (regarding 
obligatory shares as prescribed by Allah) of inheritance were revealed. 

[2] One must learn for certain the obligatory shares of inheritance 



6724- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Beware of suspicion for 
suspicion is the falsest talk. Do not spy upon each other, and do not listen to 
the evil talk of the people about others. Do not have enmity with one 
another, and do not desert one another; but be brothers, O slaves of Allah.”

[3] The Prophet’s saying: "Our property will not be inherited. But 
whatever we (meaning himself) leave is (to be used for) charity" 

6725- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Both of Fatima and 
Al’abbas came to ask Abu’bakr for their shares of inheritance from the 
property of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
nim”. They meant the land which he left at Fadak, and their shares at 
Khaibar. 

6726- Abu’bakr said: I heard The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” saying: "Our property will not be inherited. But 
whatever we (prophets) leave is (to be used for) charity. Moreover, the 
family of Mohammad might satisfy their needs of living from this 
property." Abu’bakr said: '1 will not leave anything The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to do with this 
property but that I will do it.” A’isha added: Fatima deserted him, and 

a ed speaking to him until she died (six months after The Prophet’s 

). 

6727- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Our property will not be inherited. 
But whatever we (prophets) leave is (to be used for) charity." 

6728- Malik Ibn Aws Ibn Al’hadathan narrated: I was with Omar Ibn 
Al’khattab when his doorman Yarfa came saying : "Othman, 
Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf, Az’zubair and Sa’d Ibn Abu’waqqas are asking 
your permission (to enter into you). May I admit them?" 

Omar said: "Yes." So they were admitted. A while later, Yarfa came 
again and said: "May I admit Ali anc Abbas?" Omar said: "yes." So, they 
were admitted. Then Abbas said: "O Commander of The Believers! Judge 
between me and this (Ali)." Omar said: "I beseech you by Allah by Whose 
Permission the Heaven and the Earth exist, do you know that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Our 
property will not be inherited, and whatever we leave, is to be used for 
charity"; and The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” meant himself (by saying "we")?" The group said: "He said so." Omar 
then turned to Ali and Abbas and said: "I beseech you by Allah, do you 
know that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said so?" They replied: " He said so." Omar then said: v So, 1 will talk 
to you about this matter. Allah bestowed on His Apostle a special favour of 
something of this booty which he gave to nobody else." Omar then recited 
Allah's saying: "What Allah has bestowed on His Messenger (and taken 
away) from them- for this ye made no expedition with either cavalry or 
camelry: but Allah gives power to His messengers over any He pleases: and 
Allah has power over all things." (The Mustering "Al'hashr" 6) 

Omar added: "So this property was especially given to Allah's Apostle, 
but, by Allah, neither did ne take possession of it and leave you, nor did he 
favour himself with it to your exclusion. On the contrary, he gave it to all of 
you and distributed it amongst you till this property remained out of it. The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing ana peace be upon him” used to 
spend the yearly expenses of his family out of this property, and used to 
keep the rest of its revenue to be spent in Allah's Cause. The Messenger of 
Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" kept on doing this during 
all his lifetime. I ask you by Allah, do you know this?" They replied: "Yes. 
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Omar then said to Ali and Abbas: "I ask you by Allah, do you know this?" 
they said: “Yes.” Omar added: "When Allah had taken His Prophet unto 
Him, Abu’bakr said: "I am the successor of The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”.” So, Abu’bakr took over that 
property which he managed in the same way as The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to do. Then Allah took 
Abu’bakr unto Him and I became Abu’bakr's successor. I said: "I am the 
successor of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”.” I kept that property in my possession for the first two years of my 
Caliphate, managing it in the same way as The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and Abu’bakr used to do. Then 
you both (Ali and Abbas) came to talk to me, bearing the same claim and 
presenting the same case. You, Abbas, came to me asking for your share 
from your nephew's property, and this man, i.e. Ali, came to me asking for 
his wife's share from her father's property. Then I said to you: “I would 
hand over this property to you if you wish, on the condition that you would 
manage it in the same way (as The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” used to do). Now then, do you want me to give a 
different decision? By Allah, by Whose power both the Heaven and the 
Earth exist, I will never give any decision other than that (I have already 
given). If you are unable to manage it, then return it to me; and I will do the 
job on your behalf." 

6729- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "My heirs will not inherit a 
Dinar or a Dirham, for whatever I leave, excluding the adequate support of 
my wives and the wages of my employees, is given in charity." 

6730- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: When The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” died, The 
wives of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” intended to 
send Othman to Abu’bakr asking for their shares of inheritance from The 
Prophet’s property. I said: “Didn’t The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” say: “Our property is not to be inherited, but whatever we 
leave is to be given in charity?” 

[4] The Prophet’s saying: “Whoever leaves a property, then it will 
belong to his family” 

6731- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "I am 
more rightful than other believers to be the guardian of the believers, so if a 
Muslim dies while in debt and leaves nothing to fulfill it, I am responsible 
for the repayment of his debt, and whoever leaves wealth (after his death) it 
will belong to his heirs." 

[5] The child’s heritage from his parents 

Zaid Ibn Thabit said: If one died and left one daughter, then she would 
inherit a half of the property; if he left two daughters or more, then they 
would share the two-thirds. In case there was a male to share the 
inheritance with them, then you should begin with giving the obligatory 
shares to their holders and distribute the remaining on the basis that the 
male would have a portion of two females. 
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6732- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Give the obligatory shares 
of the inheritance (prescribed in the Qur'an) to those who are entitled to 
receive them. Then whatever remains, should be given to the closest male 
relative of the deceased." 

[6] The daughter’s inheritance 

6733- Amer Ibn Sa’d Ibn Abu’waqqas narrated from his father: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” visited me when I fell ill 
in Mecca, and was about to die as a result of that disease. I said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! I am very ill as you see. I am a rich man and have no heir except 
my only daughter. Shall I give two-thirds of my property in charity?" He 
said: "No." I said: "Shall I then give one half of it in charity?" He said: 
"No.” I said: “Then one-third?” he said: “Give one-third (in charity); and 
even one-third is too much. No doubt, it is better to leave your children rich 
than to leave them poor, begging from others. Allah will reward you for 
whatever you spend (with the intention of getting Allah's Pleasure) even if 
it were a mouthful of food you put into your wives mouth." I said: "O 
Allah's Apostle! Shall I remain behind and fail to fulfill my migration?" He 
said: "If you are left behind me, you will be upgraded and elevated for 
every deed you will do with a desire to get Allah's Pleasure. I hope that you 
will live long so that some people will benefit by you while others will be 
harmed. But (we feel sorry for) the unlucky Sa’d Ibn Khawla." The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” lamented his 
death in Mecca. (Sufyan, the sub-narrator, said: Sa’d Ibn Khawla was a 
man from The Sons of Amer Ibn Lu’ai). 

6734- Al’aswad Ibn Yazid narrated: Mu’adh Ibn Jabal came to us in 
Yemen as a tutor and a ruler, whom we asked about (distributing the wealth 
of) a man who had died leaving a daughter and a sister. Mu’adh gave the 
daughter a half of the property and gave the sister the other half. 

[7] The inheritance of the son’s child in case there is no living son 

Zaid said that the son’s child must be treated concerning inheritance as 
the sons in case there are no living sons. This applies to both males and 
females. 

6735- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Give the obligatory shares 
of the inheritance (prescribed in the Qur'an) to those who are entitled to 
receive them. Then whatever remains, should be given to the closest male 
relative of the deceased." 
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[8] The inheritance of the son's daughter with the daughter 


6736- Huzail Ibn Shurahbil narrated: Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with 
him" was asked regarding (the inheritance of) a daughter, a son’s daughter, 
and a sister. He said: "The daughter will take a half and the sister will take 
the other half. If you go to Ibn Mas'ood, he will tell you the same." Ibn 
Mas'ood was asked and was told of Abu'moosa's verdict. Ibn Mas'ood then 
said: "If I give the same verdict, I will go astray and will not be of the 
rightly-guided people. The verdict I will give in this case, will be the same 
as The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" did. That is. One- 
half is for daughter, and one-sixth for the son's daughter, with the result that 
Both shares make two-thirds of the total property; and the rest is for the 
sister." Afterwards we came to Abu’moosa whom we informed of Ibn 
Mas'ood's verdict, whereupon he said: "So, do not ask me for verdicts, as 
long as this learned man is among you." 


[9] The inheritance of one’s grandfather with his father and 
brothers 


in this respect, it was said that one’s grandfather is considered (in 
relation to him) as his father. 


6737- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Give the obligatory shares 
of the inheritance (prescribed in the Qur'an) to those who are entitled to 
receive them. Then whatever remains, should be given to the closest male 
relative of the deceased." 


6738- Abdullah Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
man, about whom Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: “If I were to take a blossom friend, I would certainly have taken 
him (Abu’bakr), but the Islamic brotherhood is better (or good), regarded 
one’s grandfather as the father himself (concerning inheritance).” 


[10] The inheritance of the husband with the children or others 


6739- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The custom (in 
ancient time) was that the property of the deceased would be inherited by 
his offspring. As for the parents (of the deceased), they would inherit 
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by the will of the deceased. Then Allah cancelled from that custom 
whatever He wished and fixed for the male two times the amount inherited 
by the female, and for each parent a sixth (of the whole legacy) and for the 
wife one-eighth (in case there is offspring) or one-fourth (in case there is 
none) and for the husband a half (if there is no offspring) or one-fourth (if 
there is offspring). 

[11] The inheritance of the wife with the children and others 

6740- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” gave the 
verdict that a male or female slave should be given as a blood money for 
the fetus which was in the womb of a woman from the tribe of Banu’lihyan, 
as a result of an (attack by another woman led to) abortion. But the lady on 
whom the penalty had been imposed died, so The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” ordered that her property should be inherited by 
her offspring and her husband and that the penalty should be paid by her 
close relatives (from the side of the father). 

[12] The inheritance of the sisters with the daughters 

6741- Al’aswad Ibn Yazid narrated: Mu’adh Ibn Jabal judged (while 
being a ruler of Yemen) during the lifetime of The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, that the daughter should be 
given a half of the property and the sister the other half. 

6742- Huzail narrated: Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” said: “The 
verdict I will give in this case, will be the same as The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" did. That is, One-half is for daughter, and 

I one-sixth for the son's daughter, (with the result that Both shares make two- 
thirds of the total property); and the rest is for the sister." 

[13] The inheritance of the sisters and brothers 

6743- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to visit me while I was sick 
and unconscious. He performed ablution and sprinkled the remaining water 
on me and I became conscious and said: "O Allah's Apostle! (To whom 
will my property go as) I have (no heirs except) my sisters?" Then the 
Divine verses regarding obligatory shares as prescribed by Allah (of 
inheritance) were revealed. 

[14] Allah’s saying: “They ask thee for a legal decision. 

Say: Allah directs (thus) about those who leave no descendants or 
ascendants as heirs. If it is a man that dies, leaving a sister but no child, 
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she shall have half the inheritance: if (such a deceased was) a woman, who 
left no child, her brother takes her inheritance: if there are two sisters, they 
shall have two thirds of the inheritance (between them): if there are 
brothers and sisters, (they share), the male having twice the share of the 
female. Thus doth Allah make clear to you (his law), lest ye err. And Allah 
hath knowledge of all things.” (The Women 176) 

6744- Al’bara “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The last verse sent 
down of The Holy Qur’an was the last verse of The Sura of Woman: “Say: 
Allah directs (thus) about those who leave no descendants or ascendants as 
heirs.” (Women 176) 

[15] What about two cousins: one of whom is a half brother from 
the side of the mother, and the other is a husband? 

in this respect, Ali judged that a half of the property should be given to 
the husband, one-sixth to the half brother from the side of the mother, and 
what is remaining should be divided between them equally. 

6745- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I am 
more closer to the believers than themselves. Whoever dies leaving 
property, then his property will be given to his heirs, and whoever dies 
while being in debt or having dependants or destitute children, then I am 
their supporter." 

6746- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Give the obligatory shares 
of the inheritance (prescribed in the Qur'an) to those who are entitled to 
receive them. Then whatever remains, should be given to the closest male 
relative of the deceased." 

[16] One’s kith and kin 

6747- Sa'eed Ibn Jubair narrated: Ibn Abbas said (regarding Allah’s 
saying) And to (benefit) everyone We have appointed sharers and heirs " 
(The Women 33) and: " To those, also, to whom your right hand was 
pledged, give their due portion" (Women 33): "When the emigrants came to 
Medina, the emigrant would inherit the Ansari while the latter's relatives 
would not inherit him because of the bond of brotherhood which The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” established between 
them (the emigrants and the Ansar). When the verse: “And to (benefit) 
everyone We have appointed sharers and heirs " (The Women 33) was 
revealed, it cancelled (the bond (the pledge) of brotherhood regarding 
inheritance)."

[17] The inheritance of any of the two (husband or wife) who is 
involved in the case of cursing the liar of them when she is accused of 
committing adultery 

6748- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered a wife and her 
husband, who accused her of committing adultery and denied his paternity 
to her (conceived) child, to offer (the measures of) invoking Allah’s curse 
upon the liar of them as Allah decreed. Then he gave his decision that they 
should be separated (by divorce) and that the child would be for the mother. 

[18] The child (born as a result of adultery) belongs to the bed (on 
which he is born) whether his mother is a free or a slave woman 

6749- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Utba Ibn 
Abu'waqqas took a firm promise from his brother Sa’d Ibn Abu'waqqas to 
take the son of the slave-girl of Zam’a into his custody as he was his 
(Utba’s) son. In the year of the Conquest (of Mecca) Sa’d Ibn Abu'waqqas 
took him, and said: “He is my brother's son, and my brother took a promise 
from me to that effect.” Abd Ibn Zam’a got up and said: "He is my brother 
and the son of the slave-girl of my father and was bom on my father's bed." 
Then they both went to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him". Sa’d said: "O Allah's Apostle! He is the son of my brother who took 
a promise from me to take him." Abd Ibn Zam’a said: ' r (He is) my brother 
and the son of my father's slave-girl and was bom on my father's bed." 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The boy is 
for you, O Abd Ibn Zam’a.” Then The Prophet '^Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "The son is for the bed (on which he was bom) and 
stones (disappointment and deprivation) are for she, who has done sexual 
intercourse.' 1 The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" told his 
wife Sawda Bint Zam'a to screen herself from that boy as he noticed a 
similarity between the boy and Utba. So, the boy did not see her till he 
died. 

6750- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
child (born as a result of illegal sexual intercourse) belongs to the owner of 
the bed (on which he is bom).” 

[19] The loyalty is for the manumitter; and what about the 
inheritance of the picked up child 

6751- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: I bought Barira; and 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to 
me: “Buy her, for the loyalty is for the manumitter.” Once, (some mutton 
of) a sheep was given as a gift to her, of which The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “It is (an object of) charity 
for her, and a present for us.” Al’hakam said that her husband was a free 
person. But Ibn Abbas said: “I saw him (Barira’s husband) and he was a 
slave.” 

6752- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The loyalty is for the 
manumitter.” 
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[20] What about the absolutely freed slave? 

6753- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Muslims did 
not free slaves absolutely, but the People of the Pre-Islamic Period of 
Ignorance did so. 

6754- Al’aswad narrated: A’isha bought Barira in order to manumit her, 
but her masters stipulated that her loyalty would be for them. A’isha said: 
“0 Allah's Apostle! I bought Barira in order to manumit her, but her 
masters stipulated that her loyalty will be for them." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Manumit her for the loyalty is for 
the manumitter” or “The one who pays the price." Then A’isha bought and 
manumitted her. After that, Barira was given the choice (by The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” to stay with her husband or leave 
him). She said: “If he gave me so much and so much (money) I would not 
stay with him." (Al’aswad said: “Her husband was a free person.” The sub¬ 
narrator commented: “The series of the narrators of Al’aswad's statement is 
incomplete. The statement of Ibn Abbas: “When I saw him he was a slave”, 
is more authentic.”) 

[21] The sin of a freed slave, who disavows his previously real 
masters 

6755- Ali “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We have no Book to 
recite except the Book of Allah (Qur'an) and this paper. Then Ali took out 
the paper in which there were legal verdicts about the retaliation for 
wounds, the ages of the camels (to be paid as charity or as blood money). It 
also implied: “Medina is a sanctuary from Air (mountain) to Thawr 
(mountain). So whoever innovates in it a heresy (concerning religion), 
commits a crime, or gives shelter to such an innovator, will incur the curse 
of Allah, the angels, and all the people, and none of his obligatory or 
optional good deeds will be accepted on The Day of Judgement. 
Furthermore, any (freed slave) ascribes himself to some people (as his be¬ 
friends), (other than his previously real masters) without the permission of 
his previously real masters, then he will incur the curse of Allah, the angels, 
and all the people, and none of his obligatory or optional good deeds will 
be accepted on The Day of Judgement. The asylum granted by any Muslim 
is to be respected by all the Muslims, even if it is granted by one of the 
lowest social status among them; and whoever betrays a Muslim in this 
respect, will incur the curse of Allah, the angels, and all the people, and 
none of his obligatory or optional good deeds will be accepted on The Day 
of Judgement." 

6756- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade a freed slave to sell or 
give as a gift his loyalty. 

[22] When one embraces Islam at the hand of somebody 

6757- Abdullah Ibn Omar narrated: A’isha wanted to buy (Barira) a 
slave-girl to manumit her. Her masters said: “We would sell her to you 
provided that her loyalty should be for us.” She told The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon nim” replied: “This mustn’t stop you - (from 
buying her) for the loyalty would be for he, who manumits." 
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6758- Al’aswad narrated from A’isha: I bought Barira in order to 
manumit her, but her masters stipulated that her loyalty would be for them. 
I mentioned that to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
who said: “Manumit her for the loyalty is for the one who pays the price." 
Then A’isha bought and manumitted her. After that, Barira was called and 
given the choice by The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
to stay with her husband or leave him. She said: “If he gave me so much 
and so much (money) I would not stay with him." In this way, she chose 
herself. 

[23] What women inherit from (their freed slave-girls) loyalty 

6759- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: A’isha 
wanted to buy Barira to manumit her. She told The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” that her masters put the 
condition that her loyalty should be for them. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” replied: “Buy her, for the loyalty would 
be for he, who manumits." 

6760- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The loyalty is for 
the one who gives the silver (pays the price) and does the favor (of 
manumission).” 

[24] One's freed slave belongs to him; and so does some people’s 
sister’s son 

6761- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The freed slave 
belongs to the people who have freed him”, or said something similar. 

6762- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The son of the 
sister of some people is from them or from themselves." 

[25] The inheritance of a captive 

6763- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Whoever dies leaving property, then his property will be given to his 
heirs, and whoever dies while being in debt or having dependants, then I 
am their supporter." 
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[26] A Muslim should not inherit (the property of) an unbeliever, 
and an unbeliever should not inherit (the property of) a Muslim 

6764- Usama Ibn Zaid “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “A 
Muslim should not inherit (the property of) an unbeliever, and an 
unbeliever should not inherit (the property of) A Muslim.” 

[27] The inheritance of the Christian slave, and that of The 
Christian slave who wrote for his emancipation 

[28J When one claims to have a brother or a brother’s son 

6765- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Sa’d Ibn 
Abu’waqqas and Abd Ibn Zam’a had a dispute over a child. Sa’d said: “O 
Allah's Apostle! He is the son of my brother, Utba Ibn Abu’waqqas who 
took a promise from me to be his custodian as he was his son. Please 
observe to whom he has resemblance." Abd Ibn Zam’a said: “This is my 
brother, O Allah's Apostle! He was born on my father's bed by his slave 
girl." Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” looked 
at the boy and noticed his evident resemblance to Utba, so he said: “He is 
for you, O Abd Ibn Zam’a, for the boy is for the owner of the bed, and the 
stone is for the adulterer. O Sawda Bint Zam’a! Screen yourself before the 
boy." A’isha further said: “Since then he had never seen Sawda.” 

[29] When man claims to be a son of somebody other than his real 
father 


6766- Sa’d Ibn Abu'waqqas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I 
heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: 
"Whoever claims to be the son of a person other than his father, and he 
knows that this person is not his father, then Paradise will be forbidden for 
him." 


6767- This was mentioned to Abu'bakra, who said: "My ears heard that 
and my mind memorized it from The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”.” 

6768- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not deny your fathers. 
Whoever denies his father, is charged with disbelief." 

[30] When a woman claims to have a son 

6769- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "There 
were two women, each of whom had a child with her. A wolf came and 
took away the child of one of them, whereupon the other said: “It has taken 
your child.” The first said: “No, it has taken your child.” So they both 
carried the case before David who judged that the living child be given to 
the elder lady. So both of them went to Solomon Ibn David and informed 
him (of the case). He said: “Bring me a knife so as to cut the child 
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into two pieces and distribute it between them.” The younger lady said: 
“May Allah be merciful to you! Don't do that, for it is her (The other 
lady’s) child.” So he gave the child to the younger lady." 

[31] The Qa’if (a person who knows from shape and features one’s 
belonging to his father) 

6770- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated that The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came to her happily, 
with his features glittering because of joy, and said: "Haven’t you heard 
what (the Qa'if) Mujazziz has said about Zaid and Usama? He saw their 
feet and commented: “These belong to each other (as being for a father and 
his son).” 

6771- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Once The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” entered upon me so 
much happily and said: “O A’isha! Don't you know that Mujazziz 
APmudliji entered and saw Usama and Zaid covered by a velvet 
(sheet),with only their heads covered and their feet bare, and said: “These 
feet belong to each other”?” 
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(86) The Book of Legal Punishments 


(86) The Book of Legal Punishments 

[1] It is banned to violate (Allah’s) limits 

[2] Alcoholic drinks should not be drunk 

Ibn Abbas said: “One is deprived of the light of faith while committing 
adultery.” 

6772- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "When an adulterer 
commits illegal sexual intercourse, then he is not a believer at the time he is 
doing it; when a drinker of wine drinks it, then he is not a believer at the 
time of drinking it; when a thief steals, then he is not a believer at the time 
of stealing; and when a robber robs, and the people look at him, then he is 
not a believer at the time of doing robbery.” 

[3] What was mentioned regarding beating the drunk 

6773- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” beat the drunk with date-palm 
leaf stalks and sandals (as a legal punishment). Abu’bakr “Allah be pleased 
with him” punished (such a sinner) by whipping forty lashes. 

[4] What about he, who ordered whomever in the house to take part 
in executing the legal punishment? 

6774- Uqba Ibn Al’harith narrated: An’nu’aiman or the son of 
An’nu’aiman was brought to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” on a charge of drunkenness. So The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” ordered all the men present in the house to beat 
him. All of them beat him, and I was one of those who beat him with 
sandals. 


[5] Beating with date leaf stocks and shoes 

6775- Uqba Ibn Al’harith narrated: An’nu’aiman or the son of 
An’nu’aiman was brought to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” in a state of drunkenness. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” felt it hard and ordered all the men present in the house 
to beat him. They beat him with date-palm leaf stalks and sandals. I was 
one of those who beat him. 
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6776- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” beat the drunk with date-palm 
leaf stalks and sandals (as a legal punishment). Abu’bakr “Allah be pleased 
with him” punished (such a sinner) by whipping forty lashes. 

6777- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man who 
drank wine was brought to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”. The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
“Beat him!" some of us beat him with their hands, some with their shoes, 
and some with their garments (by twisting it like a lash). When we finished, 
someone said to him: “May Allah disgrace you!” On that The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Do not say so, for you are 
helping Satan to overpower him." 

6778- Ali Ibn Abu’talib "Allah be pleased with him" reported: “I would 
not feel sorry for one who dies because of receiving a legal punishment, 
except the drunk, for if he died (while being punished), I would give blood 
money to his family because no fixed punishment has been ordered by 
Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" for the drunk.” 

6779- As’sa'ib Ibn Yazid “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We used 
to beat the drunks with our hands, sandals, clothes (by twisting it like 
lashes) during the lifetime of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”, Abu’bakr and the early time of Omar's caliphate. But during the 
last part of Omar's caliphate, he used to beat the drunk forty lashes. 
Furthermore, when drunks became mischievous and disobedient, he used to 
punish them (with) eighty lashes. 

[6] It is hateful to curse the drunk since he is not an infidel 

6780- Omar Ibn Al'khattab "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
During the lifetime of The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him" there was a man called Abdullah whose nickname was Donkey, and 
he used to make Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" 
laugh. The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" lashed him 
because of drinking (wine). One day he was brought to The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" on the same charge and was 
lashed. On that, a man among the people said: "O Allah, curse him! How 
frequently he has been brought (to The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him" because of the same accusation)!" The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not curse him, for by Allah, I 
know he loves Allah and His Apostle." 

6781- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man who 
drank wine was brought to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”. The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
“Beat him!" some of us beat him with their hands, some with their shoes, 
and some with their garments (by twisting it like a lash). When we finished, 
someone said: “What is the wrong with him! May Allah disgrace him!” On 
that The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Do not 
help (by saying so) Satan to overpower him." 
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[7] What about the thief when he is stealing? 

6782- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "When an adulterer 
commits illegal sexual intercourse, then he is not a believer at the time he is 
doing it; and when a thief steals, then he is not a believer at the time of 
stealing.” 

[8] Cursing the thief 

6783- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah curses a thief who 
steals an egg and gets his hand cut off, or steals a rope and gets his hands 
cut off." Al’a’mash said: “People interpreted the egg as an iron helmet, and 
thought that the rope may cost a few Dirhams." 

[9] The legal punishments are considered to be expiation 

6784- Obada Ibn As'samit “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Allah's 
Apostle “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said while we were 
sitting with him: "Swear allegiance to me for: Not to associate anything in 
worship along with Allah; not to steal; not to commit adultery” (and he 
recited the holy verse in full). The Prophet added: "Whoever among you 
fulfils his pledge will be rewarded by Allah. Whoever indulges in any one 
of them (except the ascription of partners to Allah) and gets the punishment 
in this world, that punishment will be expiation for that sin. If one indulges 
in any of them, and Allah conceals his sin, it is up to Him to forgive or 
punish him (in the Hereafter)." 

[10] The believer’s back is forbidden except legally and rightfully 

6785- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said during his last Hajj: 
"Which month do you think is most sacred?" The people said: “This month 
of ours (Dhul’hijja)." He said: “Which city do you think is the most 
sacred?" They said: “This city of ours (Mecca)." He said: “Which day do 
you think is the most sacred?" The people said: “This day of ours." He 
commented: “Allah, the Blessed, the Supreme, has made your blood, your 
property, and your honor as sacred as this day of yours in this city of yours, 
in this month of yours, (and such sanctity cannot be affronted) except 
rightfully." He then said thrice, "Have I reported Allah's Message (to 
you)?" The people replied each time: “Yes." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” further said: “May Allah be merciful to you” (or) 
“Woe to you! Do not revert to disbelief after me by cutting the necks of 
each other.” 
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[11] Executing the legal punishments and taking revenge for 
(violating) Allah’s limits 

6786- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Whenever Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was given the choice of 
one of two matters, he would choose the easier of the two, as long as it was 
not sinful to do so. But if it was sinful to do so, he would not approach it. 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" never took 
revenge (on anybody) for his own sake. But (he would do) only when 
Allah's Legal limits were outraged; in this case, he would take revenge for 
Allah's Sake. 

[12] Executing the legal punishment on the noble as well as the 
humble person 

6787- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Usama interceded 
with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” for a woman 
(who had stole). The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “The people before you were ruined because they used to execute the 
legal punishments on the poor and forgive the noble. By He, in Whose 
Hand my soul is! If Fatima (the daughter of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”) did that, I would cut off her hand." 

[13] It is hateful to intercede for (somebody in a case connected 
with) a legal punishment 

6788- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: People of Quraish 
worried about the lady from Banu’makhzum who had committed theft. 
They asked: "Who will intercede for her with Allah's Apostle?" Some said: 
"No one dare to do so except Usama Ibn Zaid, the beloved one to The 
Messengei of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”." When 
Usama spoke about that to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” said: "Do you intercede for somebody in a case connected 
with Allah's Prescribed Punishments?" Then he got up and delivered a 
sermon saying: "What destroyed the nations before you, was that if a noble 
amongst them stole, they would forgive him, and if a poor person amongst 
them stole, they would execute Allah's Legal punishment on him. By Allah, 
if Fatima, the daughter of Mohammad stole, I would cut off her hand." 

[14] Allah’s saying: “As to the thief. Male or female, cut off his or 
her hands: a punishment by way of example, from Allah, for their 
crime: and Allah is exalted in power.” (The Repast 38) 

In addition, when would one's hand be cut off? 

6789- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The hand should be cut off for 
stealing something priced at no less than quarter a Dinar or more." 
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6790- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The hand should be cut off for 
(stealing something priced at no less than) quarter a Dinar." 


6791- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It (the hand) should be cut off for 
(stealing something priced at no less than) quarter a Dinar." 


6792- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The hand of a thief 
was not cut off during the lifetime of The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him" except for stealing something equal to a shield in 
value. 


6793- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The hand of a thief 
was not cut off for stealing something less than a shield in value, which was 
worth a (good) price. 


6794- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The hand of a thief 
was not cut off during the lifetime of The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him" for stealing something less than a shield in value, 
which wai worth a (good) price. 


6795- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" cut off (the hand of a thief) for 
stealing a three-Dirham shield. 


6796- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" cut off (the hand of a thief) for 
stealing a three-Dirham shield. 


6797- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" cut off (the hand of a thief) for 
stealing a three-Dirham shield. 
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6798- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" cut off the hand of a thief for 
stealing a three-Dirham shield. 


6799- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah curses a thief who 
steals an egg (iron helmet) and gets his hand cut off, or steals a rope and 
gets his hands cut off." 


[15] The repentance of the thief 


6800- Urwa Ibn Az’zubair narrated from A’isha “Allah be pleased with 
her”: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” cut off the 
hand of a woman (who committed theft). A’isha said: "(Afterwards) she 
used to come to me and I would present her needs to Allah's Apostle 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. Indeed, she repented and Her 
repentance was perfect." 


6801- Obada Ibn As'samit “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I gave 
the pledge of allegiance to Allah's Apostle “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” in a gathering. He said: "Swear allegiance to me for: Not to 
associate anything in worship along with Allah; not to steal; not to commit 
adultery; not to kill your children; not to accuse (falsely) an innocent 
person (among people); and not to be disobedient (when ordered) to do 
good deed." The Prophet added: "Whoever among you fulfils his pledge 
will be rewarded by Allah. Whoever indulges in any one of them (except 
the ascription of partners to Allah) and gets the punishment in this world, 
that punishment will be expiation for that sin. If one indulges in any of 
them, and Allah conceals his sin, it is up to Him to forgive or punish him 
(in the Hereafter)." Abu Abdullah said: “If a thief repents after cutting off 
his hand, his witness well be accepted. This applies to anyone, upon whom 
any legal punishment has been executed: if he repents, then his witness will 
be accepted." 
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(87) The Book of The Fighters From Apostates and Unbelievers 

[1] Allah’s saying: “The punishment of those who wage war against 
Allah and His Messenger, and strive with might and main for mischief 
through the land is: execution, or crucifixion, or the cutting off of 
hands and feet from opposite sides, or exile from the land: that is their 
disgrace in this world, and a heavy punishment is theirs in the 
Hereafter.” (The Repast 33) 

6802- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Some people of the 
tribe of Ukl came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”. They embraced Islam. They found the climate of Medina 
inappropriate for them. So The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” ordered them to go and drink the milk and urine of 
some camels of charity (as a kind of medicine). They did so and became 
healthy. Then they reverted to Heathenism after embracing Islam. They 
killed the camels shepherd and drove away the camels. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent some people in their pursuit. 
They were caught and brought back to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”, who cut off their hands and legs. Their eyes were 
branded with pieces of iron. Their bleeding limbs were not cauterized till 
they died. 

[2] The Messenger of Allah did not cauterize (the bleeding limbs of) 
The apostates and disbelievers who waged war (against Allah and His 
Messenger) until they died 

6803- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” cut off (the hands and the 
legs of the) people of Oraina tribe and did not cauterize (their bleeding 
limbs) until they died. 

[3] The apostates who waged war were not watered until they died 

6804- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: "Some people of 
Oraina tribe came to Medina and lived with the people of Suffa. But they 
got ill for Medina’s climate did not suit them. They said to The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “Provide us with milk.” The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “There is no other 
way but to go to the camels of The Prophet. They went and drank the 
camels urine and milk (as medicine). After they had become healthy and 
fat, they killed the shepherd and drove away all the camels. The news 
reached The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and he sent 
(some men) in their pursuit. They were captured and brought at noon. He 
then ordered that some pieces of iron should be heated, with which their 
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eyes were branded. Then he ordered that their hands and legs should be cut 
off (and it was done), but their bleeding limbs were not cauterized. They 
were put in Al'harra and when they asked for water, no water was given to 
them." (Abu’qilaba, the sub-narrator commented: “Those people committed 
theft and killing. They also reverted to disbelief after their belief. They also 
waged war against Allah and his Messenger.” 


[4] The Messenger of Allah branded (with heated pieces of iron) the 
eyes of the fighters from the apostates and unbelievers 


6805- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Some people of Ukl 
or Oraina tribe came to Medina (and its climate did not suit them). So The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" ordered that they should 
be given some milch camels and that they should go and drink their milk 
and urine (as a medicine). They went as directed and after they became 
healthy, they killed the shepherd and drove away all the camels. The news 
reached The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" early in the 
morning and he sent (some men) in their pursuit. They were captured and 
brought at noon. He then ordered that their hands and legs should be cut off 
(and it was done), and their eyes were branded with heated pieces of iron. 
They were put in Al'harra and when they asked for water, no water was 
given to them. (Abu’qilaba, the sub-narrator commented: “Those people 
committed theft and killing. They also reverted to disbelief after their 
belief. They also waged war against Allah and his Messenger.” 


[5] The virtue of he, who gives up doing the evil deeds 


6806- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will give shade to 
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seven on the Day when there will be no shade but His: a just ruler, a youth 
who has been brought up in the worship of Allah sincerely, a person who 
remembers Allah in seclusion and his eyes are then flooded with tears, a 
man whose heart is attached to the mosques (in which he offers the 
compulsory prayers in congregation), two persons who love each other only 
for Allah's sake and they meet and part in Allah's cause only, a man who 
refuses the call of a charming woman of noble birth for adultery with her 
and says: “I am afraid of Allah”, and a man who gives charitable gifts so 
secretly that his left hand does not know what his right hand has given." 

6807- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever can 
guarantee (the chastity of) what is between his two jaw-bones and what is 
between his two legs (meaning His tongue and his private parts), I 
guarantee Paradise for him.” 

[6] The sin of the adulterers 

and Allah’s saying: “nor commit fornication; and any that does this (not 
only) meets punishment.” (The Criterion 68) 

he further said: “Nor come nigh to adultery: for it is a shameful (deed) 
and an evil, opening the road (to other evils).” (The Night Journey 32) 

6808- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" told: I will narrate to you a 
tradition that none after me will tell you. I heard Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "The Hour will not be established 
until” or “From among the portents of the Hour are that: Religious 
knowledge will be taken away (by the religious scholars death), ana the 
ignorance (of religion) will prevail. Drinking alcoholic drinks will be 
widespread. There will be prevalence of adultery. Women will increase and 
men will decrease in number so much that for each fifty women there will 
be only one man to look after them.” 

6809- Ikrima narrated from Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both”: 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace oe upon him” said: 
“When a slave (of Allah) commits fornication, he is not a believer while 
committing it; when he steals, he is not a believer while stealing; when he 
drinks (wine), he is not a believer while drinking it; and when he commits a 
murder, he is not a believer (while murdering)." Ikrima said: I asked Ibn 
Abbas: "How is faith taken away from him?" He said: “Like this." He 
clasped his hands and separated them, and added: “But if he repents, faith 
returns to him once again like this.” He clasped his hands again. 

6810- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "When an adulterer 
commits illegal sexual intercourse, then he is not a believer at the time he is 
doing it; when a drinker of wine drinks it, then he is not a believer at the 
time of drinking it; and when a thief steals, then he is not a believer at the 
time of stealing. Yet, (the gate of) repentance is open afterward." 

6811- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I asked The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "O Messenger of Allah! 
What is the greatest sin in the Sight of Allah?" He said: "That you set up a 
rival unto Allah though He Alone created you." Then I asked: "What is 
next?" He said: "To kill your child lest he should share your food with 
you." I asked: "What is next?" He said: "To commit adultery with the wife 
of your neighbour." 
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[7] Stoning to death the married person (who committed adultery) 

6812- Ash’sha’bi narrated from Ali who was talking when he stoned to 
death the woman (who committed adultery) on Friday: “I stoned her to 
death according to the tradition of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”. 

6813- Ash’shaibani narrated: I asked Ibn Abu’awfa: “Did The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” stone (the 
adulterers) to death?” he said: “Yes.” I asked: “Was this before or after 
revealing the Sura of The Light “An’nur”?” he replied: “I do not know.” 

6814- Jaber Ibn Abdullah Al’ansari “Allah be pleased with both ” 
narrated: A man from the tribe of Aslam came to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “I have committed adultery." He 
gave four witnesses against himself. Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” ordered that he should be stoned to death. 
This man was married. 

[8] There is no stoning for the mad, man or woman 

6815- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man came 
to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” while 
he was in the mosque and called him saying: “0 Allah's Apostle! I have 
committed adultery." On that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” turned his face from him to the other side. After the man had 
given four witnesses against himself, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” called him and said: “Are you insane?" He replied: 
“No." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” asked him 
again: “Are you married?” he said: “Yes.” Then The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” then issued an order saying: "Go and 
stone him to death."

6816- Jaber Ibn Abdullah Al’ansari “Allah be pleased with both” 
reported: I was one of those who stoned him. We stoned him at the praying 
place in Medina. When the stones hit him with their sharp edges, he 
escaped. But we caught him at Al’harra, and stoned him till he died. 
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[9] The stones are for the prostitute 

6817- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: There was a dispute 
between Sa’d Ibn Abu’waqqas and Abd Ibn Zam’a (over a child Utba Ibn 
Abu’waqqas claimed to be his son from a slave-woman belonging to 
Zam’a). The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
boy is for you O Abd Ibn Zam’a. indeed, the child is belonging to the bed 
(on which he was bom), and the stones are for the prostitute. Screen 
yourself before him (the boy) O Sawda.” 

6818- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
child (bom as a result of illegal sexual intercourse) belongs to the (owner of 
the) bed (on which he is bom), and stones are for the prostitute.” 

[10] Stoning on the floor 

6819- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: A Jew and a 
Jewess were brought to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” as committing adultery. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” asked them: ’’What do you find (as a legal 
punishment for this sin) in your Book (of Torah)?" They replied: “Our 
priests innovated the punishment of blackening the faces with charcoal, and 
standing while kneeling down." Abdullah Ibn Salam said: “O Allah's 
Apostle! Order them to bring the Torah." The Torah was brought, and then 
one of the Jews put his hand over the Divine Verse of stoning to death and 
started reading what was before and what was next to it. Ibn Salam said to 
the Jew: "Lift up your hand." However, the Divine Verse of stoning to 
death was under his hand. So The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” ordered that the two should be stoned to death, and 
they were stoned. Ibn Omar further said: Both of them were stoned on the 
floor. I saw the Jew sheltering her. 

[11] Stoning at the place of prayer 

6820- Jaber “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man from the tribe 
of Aslam came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
while he was in the mosque and said: “I have committed adultery." The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” turned his face to the 
other side, when he gave four witnesses against himself, The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” called him and said: “Are you 
insane?” he said: “No.” He asked him again: “Are you married?" The man 
said: “Yes." On that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
ordered him to be stoned to death in the praying place. When the stones hit 
him with their sharp edges he escaped. But he was caught and stoned until 
he died. Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” spoke well of him, and offered the funeral prayer for him. 
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[12] Whoever committed a sin less than a legal punishment and then 
told the imam of it after repenting to Allah, should not be punished 

6821- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man 
committed sexual intercourse with his wife (while he was fasting) in 
Ramadan. He asked for the verdict of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" who said to him: "Could you manumit a slave?" 
He replied : “No.” Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said to him: "Could you fast for two successive months?" He 
replied : “No.” The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said to him: "Then feed sixty poor persons." 

6822- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: A man came to the 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” while he was in the 
mosque and said that he had been burnt (ruined). The Prophet asked him 
what was the matter. He replied: "I had sexual intercourse with my wife 
in Ramadan (while I was fasting)." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Then give in charity.” He replied: “I have 
nothing (to give).” He sat for sometime. Then a man came driving a 
donkey loaded with some food (Abdur’rahman, the sub-narrator, said that 
he dia not know what kind of food it was) to the Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” who asked: "Where is the burnt (ruined) 
man?" He replied: "I am present." The Prophet told him to give that food 
in charity (as expiation).” The man said: “To a poorer than me? My family 
has nothing to eat." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said to him: "Then eat it yourselves." 

[13] Confessing one’s legally punishable sin; and is it possible for the 
imam to conceal it? 

6823- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While I 
was with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” a man 
came and said: “O Allah's Apostle! I committed a legally punishable sin; 
please execute the legal punishment on me.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” did not ask him about his sin. Then the time for the 
prayer became due and the man offered prayer with The Prophet “Allah’s 
messing and peace be upon him”. After The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” had finished the prayer, the man got up and said: “O 
Allah's Apostle! I committed a legally punishable sin; please execute the 
legal punishment on me according to Allah's Laws." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Didn’t you pray with us?” He said: 
“Yes." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Then, 
Allah has forgiven your sin” (or) “your legally punishable sin." 

[14] Could the imam say to the sin confessor: “Perhaps you touched, 
or winked (at her)”? 

6824- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with botn” narrated: When Ma'iz Ibn 
Malik came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (to 
confess his sin), The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said to him: "Perhaps you only kissed, winked, or looked at her?" He said: 
“No, O Allah's Apostle!" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said without euphemism: "Did you have sexual relation with her?" At 
that, (following his confession) The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon nim” ordered that he should be stoned to death. 
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[15] When the imam asks the sin confessor: “Are you married?” 

6825- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man came 
to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” while 
he was in the mosque and called him saying: “0 Allah's Apostle! I have 
committed adultery." On that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” turned his face from him to the other side, the man went to the 
side towards which The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
had turned his face and said: “O Messenger of Allah! I have committed 
fornication.” the man went to the side towards which The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” had turned his face. After the man had 
given four witnesses against himself, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” called him and said: “Are you insane?" He replied: 
“No, O Messenger of Allah." The Prophet “Allan’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” asked him again: “Are you married?” he said: “Yes, O 
Messenger of Allah.” Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” then issued an order saying: "Go and stone him to death." 

6826- Jaber Ibn Abdullah Al’ansari “Allah be pleased with both” 
reported: I was one of those who stoned him. We stoned him at the praying 
place in Medina. When the stones hit him with their sharp edges, he 
escaped. But we caught him at Al’harra, and stoned him till he died. 

[16] One’s confessing of committing adultery 

6827- both of Abu'huraira and Zaid Ibn Khalid Al’juhani "Allah be 

E leased with them" reported: We were with Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
lessing and peace be upon him" when a man stood up and said: "O Allah's 
apostle! I asK you by Allah to judge between us (him and his opponent) 
according to Allah's Laws." His opponent, who was more learned than him, 
said: "Yes, judge between us according to Allah's Laws, and allow me to 
speak." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Speak." He said: ’’My son was working as a labourer for this (man) and he 
committed adultery with his wife. (In lieu of stoning my son to death) I 
ransomed my son by paying one hundred sheep ana a slave girl. Then I 
asked the religious scholars about it, and they informed me that my son 
must be whipped one hundred lashes, and be exiled for one year, and the 
wife of this (man) must be stoned to death." Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he, in Whose Hands my soul is, 
I will judge between you according to Allah's Laws. The slave-girl and the 
sheep are to be returned to you, your son is to receive a hundred lashes and 
be exiled for one year. You, Unais, go to the wife of this (man) and if she 
confesses her guilt, stone her to death." Unais went to that woman next 
morning and she confessed. Then he stoned her to death. 

6828- The same as above. 

6829- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Omar said: “I 
am afraid that a long time later, people might say: "We do not find the 
Verses of stoning to death in the Holy Book." As a result, they may go 
astray by leaving an obligation that Allah has revealed. Lo! I confirm that 
the punishment of stoning to death should be executed on the one who 
commits adultery, if he is married, and the crime is proved by witnesses, 
pregnancy, or confession." Sufyan added: “I have memorized this narration 
in this way." Omar added: “Surely The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” executed the punishment of stoning to 
death, and so aid we after him." 
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[17] Stoning to death the woman who became pregnant as a result of 
committing adultery 

6830- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I used to teach 
(Qur'an to) some people of Emigrants among whom there was 
Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf. While I was in his house at Mina, and he : was with 
Omar Ibn APkhattab during Omar's last Hajj, Abdur’rahman came to me 
and said: “Would that you had seen the man who came today to The 
Commander of The Believers saying: “O Commander of The Believers! 
What do you think about so-and-so who says: “If Omar died, I would give 
the pledge of allegiance to such-and-such person, as by Allah, the pledge of 
allegiance given to Abu’bakr was nothing but a hasty sudden action which 
was established afterwards.” Omar became angry and then said: “Allah 
willing, I will stand before the people tonight and warn them against those 
people who want to deprive the others of their rights (of ruling).” 

Abdur’rahman said: I said: “O Commander of The Believers! Do not do 
that, for the season of Hajj gathers the riff-raff and the rubble, and it will be 
they, who will gather around you when you stand to address the people. I 
am afraid that you will get up and say something, and some people will 
spread your statement with the result that they might not say what you 
actually said. Moreover, they might not understand its meaning, and might 
not interpret it correctly. So you should wait till you reach Medina, as it is 
the homeland of emigration and of Prophet’s Traditions. Therein you can 
come in touch with the learned and noble people, and tell them your ideas 
with confidence; and the learned people will understand your statement and 
put it in its proper place.” On that, Omar said: “By Allah! Allah willing, I 
will do this in the first speech I will deliver before the people in Medina." 

Ibn Abbas further said: We reached Medina by the end of the month of 
Dhul’hijja. On Friday, we went quickly (to the mosque) as soon as the sun 
had declined, and I saw Sa’eed Ibn Zaid Ibn Amr Ibn Nufail sitting at the 
corner of the pulpit, close to whom I sat so that my knee was touching his. 
A short while later, Omar Ibn Al’khattab came out. When I saw him 
coming towards us, I said to Sa’eed Ibn Zaid Ibn Amr Ibn Nufail: "Today 
Omar will say what he has never said since he was appointed as Caliph." 
Sa’eed denied that astonishingly and said: “What thing would you expect 
Omar to say the like of which he has never said before?” At the same time, 
Omar sat on the pulpit and when the callers for the prayer had finished their 
call, Omar stood up, and having glorified and praised Allah as He deserved, 
he said: “Now then, I am going to tell you something which (Allah) has 
ordained for me to say. I do not know it might portend my death, so 
whoever understands and remembers it, must narrate it to the others 
wherever his mount takes him, but whoever is afraid that he does not 
understand it, should not tell lies about me. Allah sent Mohammad with the 
Truth and revealed the Holy Book to him, involving the Verse of stoning to 
death married person (male & female) who commits adultery, which we 
recited, understood, and memorized. 
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The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
executed the punishment of stoning and so did we after him. I am afraid 
that a long time later, someone might say: “By Allah, we do not find the 
Verse of stoning in Allah's Book.” In this way, they will go astray by 
leaving an obligation which Allah has revealed. Indeed, the punishment of 
stoning to death should be executed on any married person (male & 
female), who commits fornication, if the required evidence is available, 
there is conception, or confession! We used to recite among the Verses in 
Allah's Book: “O people! Do not claim to be the offspring of other than 
your fathers, as it is disbelief (ungratefulness) on your part that you claim 
to be the offspring of other than your real father.” Then The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Do not praise me 
excessively as Jesus, son of Marry was praised, but call me Allah's Slave 
and His Messenger.” I have been informed that a speaker amongst you 
says: “By Allah, if Omar died, I would give the pledge of allegiance to so- 
and-so.” One should not deceive himself by saying that the pledge of 
allegiance given to Abu’bakr was hasty and all of a sudden, but then it 
became successful. No doubt, it was like that, but Allah saved (the people) 
from its evil, and there is none among you who has the qualities of 
Abu’bakr. Remember that whoever gives the pledge of allegiance to 
anybody among you without consulting the other Muslims, neither that 
person, nor the person to whom the pledge of allegiance was given, are to 
be supported, lest they both should be killed. 


No doubt, after the death of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” we were informed that the Ansar disagreed with us and gathered 
in the shed of Banu’sa’ida. Ali and Az’zubair and those who were with 
them, opposed us, while the emigrants gathered with Abu’bakr. I said to 
Abu’bakr: “Let's go to these Ansari brothers of ours.” So we set out seeking 
them. When we approached them, two pious men of theirs met us and told 
us of the Ansar’s decision, and said: “O group of Emigrants ! Where are 
you going?” We replied: “We are going to these Ansari brothers of ours.” 
They said to us: “You shouldn't go near them. Implement whatever we 
have already decided.” I said: “By Allah, we will go to them.” We 
proceeded until we reached them at the shed of Banu’sa’ida. Behold! There 
was a man sitting amongst them and wrapped in something. I asked: “Who 
is that man?” They said: “Sa’d Ibn Obada.” I asked: “What is wrong with 
him?” They said: “He is sick.” After we sat for a while, the Ansar's speaker 
said: “There is no God but Allah.” Then he praised Allah as He deserved 
and said: “Now and then: we are Allah's patrons and the majority of the 
Muslim army, while you, the emigrants, are a small group. Some people 
among you came with the intention of preventing us from having this 
matter (of ruling) and depriving us of it.” 
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After the speaker had finished, I wanted to speak, and I had prepared a 
speech which I liked, and wished to deliver in the presence of Abu’bakr, 
whose provoking I used to avoid. So, when I wanted to speak, Abu’bakr 
said: “Be quiet!” I disliked to make him angry. So Abu’bakr himself gave a 
speech, and he was wiser and more patient than me. By Allah, he never 
missed a sentence that I liked in my own prepared speech, but he said the 
like of, or better than it spontaneously. Following a pause, he said: “O 
Ansar! You deserve all the qualities that you have attributed to yourselves, 
but this matter (or ruling) is only for Quraish since they are the best of the 
Arabs concerning descent and home. I am pleased to suggest that you 
choose one of those two men, to whom you might take the oath of 
allegiance as you wish.” Then Abu’bakr held the hand of me and 
Abu’obaida Ibn Al’jarrah who was sitting amongst us. I disliked nothing of 
what he had said except that suggestion, for by Allah, I would rather have 
my neck chopped off as an expiation for a sin than become the ruler of a 
nation, one of whose members is Abu’bakr, unless at the time of my death 
myself suggests something I don't feel now.” 

One of the Ansar said: “I am a pillar on which the camel having eczema 
rubs itself to satisfy the itching (I am a noble), and I am as a high class 
palm tree! 0 Quraish! There should be one ruler from us and one from 
you.” 

Then there was a hue and cry among the gathering and their voices grew 
loud to the extent that I was afraid there might be great disagreement, so I 
said: “O Abu’bakr! Hold your hand out.” He held nis hand out and I gave 
the pledge of allegiance to him. Then all the emigrants gave the Pledge of 
allegiance to him, and so did the Ansar. In this way, we became victorious 
over Sa’d Ibn Obada. One of the Ansar said: “You killed Sa’d Ibn Obada.” 
I said: “Allah killed Sa’d Ibn Obada.”” 

Omar further said: “By Allah, except for the great tragedy that had 
happened to us (the death of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing ana peace be 
upon him”), no greater problem existed than the pledge of allegiance given 
to Abu’bakr, for we were afraid that if we left the people, they might give 
the Pledge of allegiance after us to one of their men, with the result that we 
would have given them our consent for something against our will, or 
would have opposed them and caused great trouble. So if any person gives 
the Pledge of allegiance to someone (as a Caliph) without consulting the 
other Muslims, then the one he has chosen should not be granted 
allegiance, lest both of them should be killed." 

[18] The two unmarried adulterers should be flogged and exiled 

Allah Almighty said: “The woman and the man guilty of adultery or 
fornication, flog each of them with a hundred stripes: let not compassion 
move you in their case, in a matter prescribed by Allah, if ye believe in 
Allah and the Last Day: and let a party of the Believers witness their 
punishment. Let no man guilty of adultery or fornication marry any but a 
woman similarly guilty, or an Unbeliever: nor let any but such a man or an 
Unbeliever marry such a woman: to the Believers such a thing* is 
forbidden.” (The Light “An’nur” 2:3) 

6831- Zaid Ibn Khalid Al’juhani “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I 
heard The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
ordering that the adulterer, who was not married, should be flogged with 
one hundred stripes and exiled for one year. 
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6832- Urwa Ibn Az’zubair narrated that Omar Ibn Al’khattab gave (the 
unmarried adulterer a punishment of spending) one year in exile. Yet it 
became the tradition afterwards. 

6833- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered that 
the adulterer, who was not married, should be exiled for one year; and the 
legal punishment (of one hundred lashes) should be carried out on him. 

[19] Driving out the disobedient and the effeminate men 

6834- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" cursed effeminate men (who 
assume the manners of women) and those women who assume the manners 
of men. He said: "Drive them out of your houses." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" drove out such-and-such man, and Omar 
turned out such-and-such woman. 

[20] Ordering somebody other than the imam to execute the legal 
punishment 

6835- both of Abu’huraira and Zaid Ibn Khalid Al’juhani "Allah be 
pleased with them" reported: A Bedouin came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O Allah's apostle! I ask you by 
Allah to judge between us (him and his opponent) according to Allah's 
Laws." His opponent said: "Yes, judge between us according to Allah's 
Laws. My son was working as a labourer for this (man) and he committed 
adultery with his wife. I was informed that my son should be stoned to 
death (as a legal punishment). In lieu of that, I ransomed my son by paying 
one hundred sheep and a slave girl. Then I asked the religious scholars 
about it, and they informed me that my son must be flogged with one 
hundred stripes, and be exiled for one year." Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he, in Whose Hands my soul is, 
I will judge between you according to Allah's Laws. The slave-girl and the 
sheep are to be returned to you, your son is to receive a hundred lashes and 
be exiled for one year. You, Unais, go to the wife of this (man) and stone 
her to death." Unais went to that woman next morning and stoned her to 
death. 

6836- The same as above. 

[21] Allah’s saying: “If any of you have not the means wherewith to 
wed free believing women, they may wed believing girls from among those 
whom your right hands possess: and Allah hath full knowledge about your 
Faith. Ye are one from another: wed them with the leave of their owners, 
and give them their dowers, according to what is reasonable: they should be 
chaste, not lustful, nor taking paramours: when they are taken in wedlock, 
if they fall into shame, their punishment is half that for free women. This 
(permission) is for those among you who fear sin; but it is better for you 
that ye practise self restraint. And Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.” 
(Women 25) 
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[22] When the slave-girl commits adultery 

6837- Both of Abu’huraira and Khalid Ibn Zaid “Allah be pleased with 
them” narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” was asked about the slave-girl: if she was a virgin and 
committed adultery. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: "If she committed adultery, whip her, and if she did it once again, then 
whip her. But if she repeated it for the third time, then whip and sell her 
even for a hair rope." Ibn Shehab said: "I Don’t know whether to sell her 
after the third or fourth offence." 

6838- the same as above. 

[23] If the slave-girl commits adultery, she should not be blamed 
(after receiving the legal punishment) 

6839- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If the slave girl commits 
adultery, and it is proved beyond doubt, she must be whipped but not 
blamed after the legal punishment. If she does again, she must be whipped 
but not blamed. But, if she commits adultery for the third time, she must be 
sold even by a rope of hair.” 

[24] The rules of (punishing) the non-Muslim married adulterers 
who are under the protection of Muslims 

6840- Ash’shaibani narrated: I asked Ibn Abu’awfa about the stoning to 
death. He said: “The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” stoned (the adulterers) to death.” 1 asked: “Was this before or 
after revealing the Sura of The Light “An’nur”?” he replied: “I do not 
know.” 

6841- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Some Jews came 
to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and 
mentioned to him that a man and a woman from amongst them committed 
adultery. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” asked 
them: ’’What do you find (as a legal punishment for this sin) in your Book 
(of Torah)?" They replied: “(The punishment is) to disgrace and then whip 
them (the adulterers)." Abdullah Ibn Salam said: “You are liars. It (Torah) 
contains the verse of stoning to death.” The Torah was brought and spread. 
Then one of the Jews put his hand over the Divine Verse of stoning to death 
and started reading what was before and what was next to it. Ibn Salam said 
to the Jew: "Lift up your hand." However, the Divine Verse of stoning to 
death was found. They (The Jews) said: “He (Abdullah) is true O 
Mohammad! It (Torah) contains the verse of stoning to death.” So The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered that 
the two should be stoned to death, and they were stoned. Ibn Omar further 
said: I saw the Jew sheltering her. 
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[25] When one accuses his wife or the wife of another man, in the 
presence of the ruler and the people, of committing adultery, would the 
ruler send (someone) to ask her? 

6842- both of Abu'huraira and Zaid Ibn Khalid "Allah be pleased with 
them" reported: Two opponents came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" one of whom said: "O Allah's apostle! Judge 
between us (him and his opponent) according to Allah's Laws." His 
opponent, who was more learned than him, said: "Yes, judge between us 
according to Allah's Laws, and allow me to speak." Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Speak." He said: "My son was 
working as a labourer for this (man) and he committed adultery with his 
wife. People told me that it was obligatory for my son to be stoned to death, 
so in lieu of that I ransomed my son by paying one hundred sheep and a 
slave girl. Then I asked the religious scholars about it, and they informed 
me that my son must be flogged with one hundred stripes, and be exiled for 
one year, and the wife of this (man) must be stoned to death." Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he, in Whose 
Hands my soul is, I will judge between you according to Allah's Laws. The 
slave-girl and the sheep are to be returned to you.” Then he ordered that his 
son should receive a hundred lashes and be exiled for one year. He ordered 
Unais Al’aslami to go to the wife of the other (man) and to stone her to 
death if she confesses her guilt." Indeed, she confessed (her sin) and was 
stoned to death. 

6843- The same as above. 

[26] What about admonishing one’s wife or others without the 
permission of the ruler? 

6844- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Abu'bakr came while 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was sleeping 
with his head on my thigh. He said to me: "You have detained Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and the people where 
there is no water and they have no water with them.” So he admonished 
me, and starting piercing me in my flank with his hand. Nothing prevented 
me from moving (as a result of pain) but the position of Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" on my thigh. Then the holy verse 
of Tayammum was revealed. 

6845- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Abu’bakr came and 
hit me violently on the chest and said: "You have detained the people 
because of a necklace." I kept as motionless as a dead person because of the 
position of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” (on my lap) although Abu’bakr had hurt me. 

[27] When one sees another man with his wife and then hits him 
with the sword 

6846- Al’mogheera narrated: Sa’d Ibn Obada said: “If I saw a man with 
my wife, I would kill him with the sharp side of my sword." Being 
informed of that, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “Are you astonished by Sa’d's protectiveness? Verily, I am more 
protective than Sa’d, and Allah is more protective than me." 
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[28] What was mentioned as regards speaking metonymically 

6847- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man came to 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! A black child has been bom for me." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" asked him: "Have you got camels?" The 
man said: "Yes." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
asked him: "What colour are they?" The man replied: "Red." The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Is there a gray one among 
them?” The man replied: "Yes." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "how does that come?" He said: " It may be because of 
heredity." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Then, perhaps your latest son has this colour because of heredity." 

[29] How much (stripes or so) is the scolding punishment? 

6848- Abu'burda Al'ansari "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" used to say: "Nobody 
should be flogged more than ten lashes except if he is guilty of a crime, the 
legal punishment of which is assigned by Allah." 

6849- Abdur’rahman Ibn Jaber narrated from (Abu’burda) who heard 
The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "There is no 
punishment with more than ten stripes except when committing a crime, the 
legal punishment of which is assigned by Allah." 

6850- Abu'burda Al'ansari "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard 
The Proph. t "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "Nobody 
should be flogged more than ten lashes except if he is guilty of a crime, the 
legal punishment of which is assigned by Allah." 

6851- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" forbade fasting 
continuously. They said to him: "But you practice it, O Allah's Apostle!" 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "Who 
amongst you is similar to me? I am given food and drink during my sleep 
by my Lord." So, when the people refused to stop fasting continuously, 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" fasted 
continuously along with them for one day and then another. Then they 
saw the crescent moon (of the month of Shawwal). The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said to them (angrily): "If It (the 
crescent) had not appeared, I would have made you fast for a longer 
period." That was as a punishment for them when they refused to stop 
fasting continuously. 
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6852- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that those who 
used to buy food at random (without being weighed or measured) were 
beaten during the lifetime of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” if they sold it at the very place where they had 
purchased it before carrying it to their dwellings. 

6853- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" never took revenge (on anybody) 
for his own sake. But (he would do) only when Allah's Legal limits were 
outraged; in this case, he would take revenge for Allah's Sake. 

[30] Showing the evil deed; and what about accusing somebody 
without evidence? 

6854- Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I witnessed 
the case of a man who charged his wife for committing adultery and they 
were ordered (by The Prophet) to carry out the measures of invoking 
Allah’s curse upon the liar of them. This was when I was fifteen years oicf 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered that they be 
divorced. The husband said: “If I Kept her, I would be a liar." I remember 
that Az’zubair also said: “(It was said) if that woman brought forth the 
child with such-and-such description, her husband would prove truthful, but 
if she brought it with such-and-such description looking like a Wahra (a red 
insect), he would prove untruthful." I heard Az’zubair saying: “She gave 
birth to a child of description which her husband disliked.” 

6855- Al’qasim Ibn Al’qasim narrated: The man and his wife whom he 
accused of committing adultery and were required by The Prophet to carry 
out the measures of invoking Allah’s curse upon the liar of them, were 
mentioned before Ibn Abbas. A man in the session asked Ibn Abbas: "Was 
she the same lady in connection with whom The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” had said: “If I were to stone to death someone 
without witness, I would have stoned this ladv?" Ibn Abbas said: “No, that 
was another lady who used to expose herself (by suspicious misbehavior).” 

6856- / J’qasim Ibn Mohammad narrated: Ibn Abbas said: Once the case 
of invoking Allah’s curse upon the liar of the two couples was mentioned 
before The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” whereupon 
Asim Ibn Adi said something and went away. Then a man from his tribe 
came to him, complaining that he had found a man with his wife. Asim 
said: “I have not been put to trial except for my statement (about invoking 
Allah’s curse upon the liar).” Asim took the man to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and the man told him of the state in which 
he had found his wife. The man was pale, thin, and of lank hair, while the 
other man whom he claimed he had seen with his wife, was brown, fat and 
had much flesh on his calves. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” invoked, saying: “O Allah! Disclose the truth. So that lady 
delivered a child resembling the man with whom her husband had 
mentioned he had found her. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” then made them carry out (the measures of) invoking Allah’s 
curse upon the liar of them. A man in the session asked Ibn Abbas: "Was 
she the same lady in connection with whom The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” had said: “If I were to stone to death someone 
without witness, I would have stoned this lady?" Ibn Abbas said: “No, that 
was another lady who, though being a Muslim, used to arouse suspicion by 
her transparent misbehavior.” 
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[31] Launching a charge against chaste women 

Allah Almighty said: “And those who launch a charge against chaste 
women, and produce not four witnesses (to support their allegations), flog 
them with eighty stripes; and reject their evidence ever after: for such men 
are wicked transgressors; Unless they repent thereafter and mend (their 
conduct); for Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.” (The Light “An’nur” 
4:5) 

He further said: “Those who slander chaste women, indiscreet but 
believing, are cursed in this life and in the Hereafter: for them is a grievous 
Penalty.” (The Light “An’nur” 23) 

6857- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Avoid the seven great 
destructive sins." The people enquire: "O Allah's Apostle! What are they? 
"He said: "To associate others in worship along with Allah, to practice 
sorcery, to kill the life which Allah has forbidden except for a just cause, 
(according to Islamic law), to eat up usury, to eat up an orphan's wealth, to 
flee from the battlefield at the time of fighting, and to slander indiscreet 
believing chaste women.” 

[32] Slandering the slaves 

6858- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard 
Abul'qasim (The Prophet) "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
saying: "If somebody slanders his slave and the slave is free from what he 
says, he will be flogged on the Day of Judgement unless the slave is really 
as described." 

[33] Could the imam order somebody other than him to execute the 
legal punishment in his absence? 

6859- both of Abu'huraira and Zaid Ibn Khalid Al’juhani "Allah be 
pleased with them" reported: A man came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O Allah's apostle! I ask you by 
Allah to judge between us (him and his opponent) according to Allah's 
Laws." His opponent, who was more learnt,than him, said: "Yes, judge 
between us according to Allah's Laws, and allow for me to speak.” The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Speak.” He said: “My son was working as a labourer for this (man) and he 
committed adultery with his wife. In lieu of (stoning him to death), I 
ransomed my son by paying one hundred sheep and a slave girl. Then I 
asked the religious scholars about it, and they informed me that my son 
must be flogged with one hundred stripes, and be exiled for one year, and 
that the wife of this man should be stoned to death." Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he, in Whose Hands my 
soul is, I will judge between you according to Allah's Laws. The slave-girl 
and the sheep are to be returned to you, your son is to receive a hundred 
lashes and be exiled for one year. You, Unais, go to the wife of this (man) 
and ask her. If she confesses, stone her to death." She confessed (her guilt) 
and he stoned her to death. 

6860- The same as above. 
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(88) The Book of Blood money 




[1] Allah's saying: " If a man kills a Believer intentionally, his 
recompense is Hell, to abide therein (forever): and the wrath and the 
curse of Allah are upon him, and a dreadful penalty is prepared for 
him." (The Women 93) 




6861- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man asked: "O 
Messenger of Allah! What is the greatest sin in the Sight of Allah?" He 
said: "That you set up a rival unto Allah though He Alone created you." He 
asked: "What is next?" He said: "To kill your son lest he should share your 
food with you." He asked: "What is next?" He said: "To commit adultery 
with the wife of your neighbour." Allah revealed in confirmation to this: " 
Those who invoke not, with Allah, any other god, nor slay such life as 
Allah has made sacred, except for just cause, nor commit fornication; and 
any that does this (not only) meets punishment." (The Criterion "Al'furqan" 
68 ) 




6862- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A faithful believer remains 
at liberty regarding his religion unless he kills somebody unlawfully." 


6863- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: "The disastrous 
matter from which there would be no flee for the person if he was involved 
in it, is to shed the blood (of somebody) illegally, without a just cause." 


6864- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The cases which will be 
judged first (on the Day of Judgement) will be those of bloodshed." 
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6865- Al'miqdad Ibn Amr Al'kindi "Allah be pleased with him", who 
was an ally of Banu'zuhra and one of those who took part in the battle of 
Badr with Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked 
him: "Suppose I met one of the infidels and we fought, and he struck one of 
my hands with his sword and cut it off; then he took refuge in a tree and 
said: "I surrender to Allah” (as becoming a Muslim), could I kill him, O 
Allah's Apostle, after he had said this?" Allah’s Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "You should not kill him." Al'miqdad said: 
"O Allah's Apostle! But he had cut off one of my two hands, and then he 
uttered those words." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" replied: "You should not kill him, for if you killed him, he would be 
in your position where you had been before killing him, and you would be 
in his position where he had been before uttering those words." 

6866 - Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said to Al'miqdad: "If a faithful 
believer conceals his faith (Islam) from the disbelievers, and then when he 
declares his Islam, you kill him, (you will be sinful). Remember that you 
also concealed your faith (Islam) at Mecca before." 

[2] Allah's saying: " On that account: We ordained for the Children 
of Israel that if any one slew a person- unless it be for murder or for 
spreading mischief in the land- it would be as if he slew the whole 
people: and if any one saved a life, it would be as if he saved the life of 
the whole people. Then although there came to them Our Messengers 
with Clear Signs, yet, even after that, many of them continued to 
commit excesses in the land." (The Repast “Al’ma’ida” 32) 

6867- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whenever a person is 
murdered unjustly, there is a share from the burden of the crime on the first 
son of Adam (for he was the first to start the convention of murdering)." 

6868 - Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Do not revert to 
disbelief after me by cutting the necks of each other.” 

6869- Jarir "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said during his last Hajj: “Make people 
listen to me! Do not revert to disbelief after me by cutting the necks of each 
other.” 

6870- Abdullah Ibn Amr “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The greatest sins 
are: To associate others in worship with Allah; to be undutiful to one's 
parents; (or said) to take a deceptive oath" (Shu’ba, the sub-narrator was in 
doubt); (or he said): “The greatest sins are: To associate others in worship 
with Allah; to take a deceptive oath; to be undutiful to one's parents; (or 
said) and to kill somebody unlawfully." 
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6871- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "The greatest sins are: To associate 
others in worship with Allah; to kill a person (unlawfully); To be undutiful 
to one's parents; and to say a forged statement" (or said) " to give a false 
witness."

6872- Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" sent us towards 
Al'huruqa of Juhaina, and in the morning we attacked and defeated them. 
An Ansari man and I followed a man from among them and when we took 
him over, he said: "There is no God but Allah." On hearing that, the Ansari 
man stopped, but I killed him by stabbing him with my spear. When we 
returned, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to 
know about that and he said: "O Usama! Did you kill him after he had said: 
"There is no God But Allah?"” I said: "But he said so only to save himself." 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Did you kill 
him after he had said: "There is no God But Allah?"” he kept on repeating 
that so often that I wished I had not embraced Islam before that day. 


6873- Obada Ibn As'samit "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I was 
among those chosen heads who gave the Pledge of allegiance to The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him". We swore 
allegiance: not to associate partners in worship with Allah, not to steal, not 
to commit adultery, not to kill a life which Allah has forbidden, not to 
commit robbery, and not to disobey (in doing the good deeds). If we 
fulfilled this pledge we would have Paradise, but if we committed any of 
those (sins), then our case would be judged by Allah. 


6874- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever carries arms 
against us, is not from us." 
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6875- Al’ahnaf Ibn Qais “Allah be pleased with him” told: I went to 
support somebody when I met Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" who 
asked me: “Where did you want to go?” I answered: “I wanted to go to 
support this man.” Then he replied: I heard The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "When two Muslims 
fight each other with their swords, both of the murderer and the murdered 
will enter into the Hell-fire.” I (Abu’bakra) said: “O Allah's Apostle! This 
applies to the murderer, but what about the murdered one?” Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "He surely had the 
intention to kill his companion.” 

[3] Allah's saying: " O ye who believe! the law of equality is 
prescribed to you in cases of murder: the free for the free, the slave for 
the slave, the woman for the woman. But if any remission is made by 
the brother of the slain, then grant any reasonable demand, and 
compensate him with handsome gratitude. This is a concession and a 
mercy from your Lord. After this whoever exceeds the limits shall be in 
grave penalty." (The Heifer 178) 

[4] When the killer is asked (to declare his crime) until he confesses 

6876- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A Jew crushed the 
head of a girl between two stones. The girl was asked: “who did crush your 
head?” Some names were mentioned before her, and when the name of the 
Jew was mentioned, she nodded agreeing. The Jew was captured. The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" kept on 
asking him until he confessed, then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" ordered that his head be crushed between two stones. 

[5] When (the murderer) kills with a stone or a stick 

6877- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A girl went 
out at Medina, wearing ornaments, when she was struck with a stone by 
someone. She was brought to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” in her last breath. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” asked her: "Did so-and-so strike you?" She raised her 
head, denying that. He asked her for the second time, saying: “Did so-and- 
so strike you?" She raised her head, denying that. He said for the third time, 
saying: "Did so-and-so strike you?" She lowered her head, agreeing. The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” then sent for 
the murderer whom he killed between two stones. 
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[6] Allah's saying: " We ordained therein for them: life for life, eye 
for eye, nose for nose, ear for ear, tooth for tooth, and wounds equal 
for equal. But if any one remits the retaliation by way of Charity, it is 
an act of atonement for himself. And if any fail to judge by (the light 
of) what Allah hath revealed, they are (no better than) wrongdoers." 
(The Repast 45) 

6878- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The blood of a Muslim 
who confesses that there is no God (to be worshipped) but Allah and that I 
am His Apostle, cannot be shed except in three cases: mutual retaliation, a 
married person who commits fornication, and the one who reverts from 
Islam (gets apostate) and leaves the Muslims." 

[7] What about killing with the stone? 

6879- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A girl, 
wearing ornaments, was killed with a stone by A Jew. She was brought to 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in her last breath. 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” asked 
her: "Did so-and-so kill you?" She nodded in the negative. He asked her for 
the second time, saying: “Did so-and-so kill you?" She nodded in the 
negative. He said for the third time, saying: "Did so-and-so kill you?" She 
nodded agreeing, then, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” killed him with two stones. 

[8] If somebody is killed, then his closest relative has the right to 
choose one of the two 

6880- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: On The Day of 
Conquest of Mecca, the tribe of Khuza’a killed a man from Banu’laith by a 
man who had been earlier killed by them (Banu’laith) during the Pre- 
Islamic period of ignorance. When The Messenger of Allah was informed 
of that, he addressed people saying: "Allah held back the killing (or the 
elephant, Abu Abdullah was in doubt) from Mecca. Nevertheless, He let 
His Apostle and the believers over power the infidels of Mecca. Beware! 
(Mecca is a sanctuary). Verily! Fighting in Mecca was not lawful for 
anyone before me nor will it be lawful for anyone after me. It (war) in it 
was made legal for me for few hours or so on that day. No doubt it is, as of 
this moment, a sanctuary. It is not allowed to uproot its thorny shrubs or to 
uproot its trees or to pick up its fallen lost things except by a person who 
will look for its owner (by announcing it publicly). If somebody is killed, 
then his closest relative has the right to choose one of the two: the blood 
money or retaliation (having the murderer killed).” In the meantime, a man 
from Yemen called Abu'shah said: "O Allah's Apostle! Get that written for 
me." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" ordered his 
companions to write that for him. Then a man from Quraish said: "Except 
Idhkhir (a type of grass that has good smell) O Allah's Apostle, as we use it 
in our houses and graves." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Except Idhkhir (which is allowed to be plucked)." 
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6881- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: For the children 
of Israel, there was only the law of equality in punishment of the crime; and 
the Blood money was not permitted as an alternate. But Allah said to this 
(Muslim) nation: "O ye who believe! the law of equality is prescribed to 
you in cases of murder: the free for the free, the slave for the slave, the 
woman for the woman. But if any remission is made by the brother of the 
slain, then grant any reasonable demand, and compensate him with 
handsome gratitude. This is a concession and a mercy from your Lord. 
After this whoever exceeds the limits shall be in grave penalty." (The 
Heifer 178) Ibn Abbas added: “Remission" in this Verse, means to accept 
the Blood money in an intentional murder, as for Allah's saying: " then 
grant any reasonable demand", it means that the relative of the murdered 
should be reasonable in demanding the blood money which is to be 
compensated with handsome gratitude. 

[9] When one seeks to shed the blood of somebody unrightfully 

6882- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The most hated persons to 
Allah are three: A person who deviates from the right conduct, i.e. an evil 
doer, in the sanctuaries (of Mecca and Medina); a person who seeks that the 
traditions of the Pre-Islamic Period of Ignorance should remain in Islam; 
and a person who seeks to shed somebody's blood with no right." 

[10] The forgiveness in the killing by mistake 

6883- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: On the day (of the 
battle) of Ohud when the pagans were defeated, Satan shouted: "O slaves of 
Allah! Beware of the forces at your back!" On that the Muslims of the front 
files fought with the Muslims of the back files (thinking they were pagans), 
they did not stop till they killed Al’yaman. Hudhaifa said: "My father! My 
father!" but they killed him. Hudhaifa said: “Allah’s mercy be upon you!” 
it was said that some of them (pagans) were defeated and they fled away to 
Ta’if. 

[11] Allah’s saying: “Never should a Believer kill a Believer; but (if 
it so happens) by mistake, (compensation is due); if one (so) kills a 
Believer, it is ordained that he should free a believing slave, and pay 
compensation to the deceased's family, unless they remit it freely. If the 
deceased belonged to a people at war with you, and he was a Believer, 
the freeing of a believing slave (is enough). If he belonged to a people 
with whom ye have a treaty of mutual alliance, compensation should be 
paid to his family, and a believing slave be freed. For those who find 
this beyond their means, (is prescribed) a fast for two months running: 
by way of repentance to Allah: for Allah hath all knowledge and all 
wisdom.” (The Women “An’nisa” 92) 

[12] If one declares once that he killed somebody, then he will be 
killed in retaliation 

6884- Anas " \llah be pleased with him" reported: A Jew crushed the 
head of a girl between two stones. The girl was asked: “who did crush your 
head? Is it so-and-so? Is it so-and-sor’ When the name of the Jew was 
mentioned, she nodded agreeing. The Jew was captured and he confessed, 
then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" ordered that his 
head be crushed between two stones. 
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[13] Killing a man in retaliation for a woman 


6885- Anas “Allah be pleased with narrated that The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” killed A Jew for he had killed a girl to 
take her ornaments. 


[14] The law of equality concerning wounds between men and 
women 


6886- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: We poured medicine 
in one side of The Prophet's mouth during his illness and he started 
pointing to us, meaning to say: "Don't pour medicine in my mouth." We 
said: "(It might be so) because a patient dislikes medicines." When he 
became conscious, he said: "Let everyone present in the house be given 
medicine by pouring it in his mouth, except AT abbas since he did not 
witness you.” 




[15] When one takes his right (of mutual retaliation) by himself and 
not by the ruler's order 


6887- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated that he had 
heard The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
saying: “We are the last to come (in this world) but the foremost (on The 
Day of Judgement).” 


6888- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If any person peeped at 
you without your permission and you poked him with a stick which injured 
his eye, you would not be blamed." 


6889- Yahya narrated: Humaid said: A man peeped into a room of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” aimed an arrow head at him to hit him. 
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[16] When one dies or is killed because of people’s rush 

6890- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: On the day (of the 
battle) of Ohud when the pagans were defeated, Satan shouted: "O slaves of 
Allah! Beware of the forces at your back!" On that the Muslims of the front 
files fought with the Muslims of the back files (thinking they were pagans). 
Hudhaifa looked back to see his father APyaman, (while being attacked by 
the Muslims). He shouted: "O Allah's Slaves! My father! My father!" By 
Allah, they did not stop till they killed him. Hudhaifa said: "May Allah 
forgive you." Urwa said that Hudhaifa kept on doing good tili he met Allah 
(died). 

[17] If one kills himself by mistake, there will be no blood money for 
him 

6891- Salama Ibn Al'akwa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We 
went out to Khaibar in the company of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. While we were proceeding at night, a man from the 
group said to Amer: "O Amer! Won't you let us hear your poetry?" Amer 
started reciting for the people poetry that kept pace with the camels 
footsteps. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked: 
"Who is that (camel) driver (reciting poetry)?" The people said: "He is 
Amer Ibn Al’akwa.” Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "May Allah bestow His Mercy on him." A man amongst the 
people said: "O Allah's Prophet! Would that you let us enjoy his company 
longer!" in the following day, he was killed. Some people said: “The deeds 
of Amer were lost. He killed himself.” When I returned and the people 
were talking that Amer’s deeds had been lost, I came to The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: "O Allah’s Prophet! 
Let my father and mother be sacrificed for you! The people say that the 
deeds of Amer were lost." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Whoever says so, is mistaken, for Amer has got a double 
reward. He (Amer) was a persistent struggler in the Cause of Allah; and 
there is only a few Arabs who did (such good deeds) as Amer had done." 

[18] When one bites the hand of somebody and his tooth gets broken 

6892- Imran Ibn Husain “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: A man 
bit the hand of somebody who pulled his hand out of his mouth by force, 
causing two of his incisor teeth to fall out. They filed their case to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who said: “One of you 
bit his brother as a male camel bites. There is no blood money for you." 

6893- Ya’li narrated: I was in a holy battle when a man bit somebody, 
with the result that an incisor tooth of the biter was pulled out. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” nullified the case. 
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[19] (Allah’s saying): “Tooth by tooth” (The Repast 45) 






6894- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The daughter of 
An’nadr slapped a girl and broke her incisor tooth. They (the girl’s 
relatives) came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
who ordered of punishment according to the law of equality. 


[20] The blood money of the fingers 

6895- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "This and this are the 
same." He meant the little finger and the thumb. 

[21] If one was inflicted by a group of people, would the punishment 
according to the law of equality involve all of them? 

6896- Nafi narrated from Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” that a 
boy was assassinated. Omar said: “If (I knew that) the people of San’a took 
part in his assassination, I would kill all of them.” 

Mogheera Ibn Hakim narrated from his father that once four men took 
part in killing a boy. Upon that, Omar said the same. 

Both of Abu’bakr, Ali, Ibn Az’zubair, and Sowaid Ibn Muqrin punished 
according to the law of equality for a slap (on the face one had received). 
So did Omar for a blow with the stick, Ali for three stripes with the whip, 
and Ibn Shirahbil for a stripe with a whip. 




6897- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: We poured medicine 
in one side of The Prophet's mouth during his illness and he started 
pointing to us, meaning to say: "Don't pour medicine in my mouth." We 
said: "(It might be so) because a patient dislikes medicines." When he 
improved and felt a little better, he said: "Didn't I forbid you to pour 
medicine in my mouth?" We said: " (We thought it was because of) the 
dislike which patients have for medicines.” He said: "Let everyone present 
in the house be given medicine by pouring it in his mouth while I am 
looking at him, except Al’abbas since he did not witness you.” 
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[22] What about one’s swearing (to deny or confirm committing a crime)? 

6898- Sahl Ibn Abu’hathma (a man from the Ansar) narrated that a number of 
people from his tribe went to Khaibar and dispersed. Sometime later, they found 
one of them killed. They said to the people with whom the corpse had been found: 
"You killed our companion!" they answered: “Neither did we kill him, nor do we 
know his murderer." They went to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” and said: “O Allah's Apostle! We went to Khaibar and found one of us 
murdered." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Let the 
older among you come forward and speak!" Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said to them: "Bring your evidence against the murderer." 
They said: "We have no evidence." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said: “Then they (the defendants) will take an oath." They said: “We do 
not accept the oaths of the Jews." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” disliked the blood money of the murdered be lost without 
compensation, so he gave (the relatives of the murdered) a blood money of one 
hundred camels out of those of charity. 

6899- Abu’qilaba narrated: Once Omar Ibn Abdul Aziz sat on his throne in the 
courtyard of his house so that the people might gather before him. Then he 
admitted them and said: “What do you think of one’s swearing to deny or confirm 
committing a crime?" They said: “We say that it is lawful to rely on in punishment 
according to the law of equality, since the previous Muslim Caliphs carried out the 
punishment according to the law of equality depending on it." Then he said to me: 
"O Abu’qilaba! What do you say about it?" He let me appear before the people 
and I said: “O Commander of The Believers! You have the chiefs of the army staff 
and the nobles of the Arabs. If fifty of them testified that a married man had 
committed adultery in Damascus but they had not seen him (doing so), would you 
stone him?" He said: “No." I said: “If fifty of them testified that a man had 
committed theft in Hums, would you cut off his hand though they did not see 
him?" He replied: “No." 

I said: “By Allah, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” never killed anyone except in one of the following three: A person who 
killed somebody unlawfully; a married person who committed adultery; and a man 
who waged war against Allah and His Messenger, and reverted from Islam and 
became renegade.” Then people said: “Didn't Anas Ibn Malik narrate that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” cut off the hands of 
the thieves, branded their eyes, and threw them in the sun?” I said: “I shall tell you 
the narration of Anas. Anas said: “Eight persons from the tribe of Ukl came to The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and swore 
allegiance for Islam. The climate (of Medina) did not suit them, so they got ill and 
complained about that to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” who said (to them): "Won't you go out with the shepherd of our camels 
and drink of whose milk and urine?" They said: “Yes." So they went out and 
drank the milk and urine of the camels. But after they had recovered, they killed 
the shepherd of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
and took away all the camels. This news reached The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”, who sent (some men) in their pursuit. They were 
captured and brought (to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”). 
He ordered that their hands and legs should be cut off. Their eyes were branded 
with heated pieces of iron, and then they were thrown in the sun till they died." I 
said: “What is worse than what those people did? They reverted from Islam, 
committed murder and theft." 

Anbasa Ibn Sa’eed said: “By Allah, I never heard such a narration of 
today." I said: “O Anbasa! Do you deny my narration?" Anbasa said: “No, 
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but you related the narration as it should be related. By Allah, these people 
are in safety as long as this Sheikh (Abu’qilaba) is among them." I added: 
“Indeed in this event there has been a tradition set by The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. Some Ansari people came 
to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” with whom they 
discussed some matters. A man from amongst them went out and was 
murdered. Those people went out after him, and behold, their companion 
was agitated in blood. They returned to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” to whom they said : "O Allah's Apostle! 
We found our companion who had talked with, and gone out before us, 
agitated in blood." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” went out and asked them: "Whom do you suspect or whom do 
you think killed him?" They said: “We think that he was killed by the 
Jews." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent for the 
Jews and asked them: "Did you kill this (man)?" They replied in the 
negative. He asked the Ansar: "Do you agree to let fifty Jews take an oath 
that they did not kill him?" They said: “It matters little for the Jews to kill 
all of us and then take false oaths." He said: “Then would you like to be 
given the blood money after fifty of you take an oath (that the Jews killed 
your companion)?" They said: “We will not take the oath." Then The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” himself gave them the 
blood money." 


I said: “The tribe of Hudhail repudiated one of their men (for his evil 
behaviour) in the Pre-Islamic period of Ignorance. Then, at Al’batha, the 
man attacked a Yemenite family at night to steal from them, but one of the 
family noticed, struck him with his sword, and killed him. The tribe of 
Hudhail came and captured the Yemenite and brought him to Omar during 
the Hajj season and said: “He killed our companion." The Yemenite said: 
“But they had repudiated him." Omar said: “Let fifty persons of Hudhail 
swear that they had not repudiated him." Forty-nine of them swore. Then a 
man belonging to them came from Sham whom they requested to swear, 
but he paid one-thousand Dirhams instead of swearing. Instead of him, they 
called another man who shook hands with the brother of the deceased. 
Some people said: We and those fifty men who had taken false oaths set 
out, and when they reached Nakhla, it rained. So, they entered a cave in the 
mountain. Behold! The cave collapsed on those fifty men who took the 
false oaths, with all of them died except the two persons who had shaken 
hands with each other. Though they fled from death, a stone fell on the leg 
of the brother of the deceased and broke it, whereupon he survived for one 
year and then died." I said too: “Abdul Malik Ibn Marwan sentenced a man 
to death according to the law of equality in punishment for murder. His 
judgment was based on letting people swear (to confirm the crime), but 
later on, he regretted that judgment and ordered that the names of the fifty 
persons who had taken the oath should be erased from the register, and he 
deported them to Sham.” 
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[23] If one peeped into your home and then you injured his eye, 
there would be no blood money for him 

6900- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man peeped into 
one of the dwellings of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” got up and 
aimed an arrowhead (or arrowheads) at him to stab him stealthily. 

6901- Sahl Ibn Sa’d As’sa’idi "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A 
man peeped through a round hole into the dwelling place of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who had an iron comb with 
which he was scratching his head. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: " Had I known you were looking (through the hole), I 
would have pierced your eye with it (the comb)." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” added: “Verily! The order of taking 
permission to enter (somebody’s dwelling) has been enjoined because of 
that sight.” 

6902- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If any person peeped at 
you without your permission and you poked him with a stick which injured 
his eye, you would not be blamed." 

[24] What about (a killer’s) close relatives, from the side of the 
father, who are to take part in paying the blood money? 

6903- Abu’juhaifa “Allah be pleased with him” reported: I asked Ali 
“Allah be pleased with him”: “Do you have anything of divine literature in 
addition to The Book (of Qur’an) (or) which people do not have?” he 
answered: “By He, Who made the grain germinate and created the soul! 
Except for Allah’s Book (The Holy Qur’an), We have nothing but (the 
faculty of) understanding (religious knowledge) bestowed upon a Muslim, 
and what was implied in this paper.” I asked: “What does this paper 
imply?” he said: “The blood money, releasing the captive, and the issue 
that no Muslim should be killed by an unbeliever.” 

[25] What about the fetus (in the womb) of a woman? 

6904- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: There were 
two women from Hudhail one of whom threw the other (with a stone) and 
caused her to have a miscarriage. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" judged that the blood money for what was killed in the 
womb was a slave or a slave girl. 
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6905- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba narrated: Omar consulted the 
companions about the woman's miscarriage (caused by somebody else). 
Al’mogheera said: “The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
judged that a slave or a slave girl should be given (as a blood money).” 

6906- Mohammad Ibn Maslama testified that he had witnessed The 

Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” giving such a 

judgement. 

6907- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba narrated: Omar asked the people: “Who 

heard the judgement of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” concerning the woman's miscarriage (caused by 
somebody else)?” Al’mogheera said: “I heard The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” judging that a slave or a slave girl should 
be given (as a blood money).” Omar said: “Bring one to witness with you 
for that.” Mohammad Ibn Maslama said: “I testify that I had heard The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” giving such a 

judgement.” 

6908- Hesham Ibn Urwa narrated from his father that he heard 

Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba talking that Omar consulted the companions about 
the woman's miscarriage (caused by somebody else). 

[26] The blood money of the fetus should be given by the 
(criminal’s) father or relatives 

6909- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 

Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” gave the 
verdict that a male or female slave should be given as a blood money for 
the fetus which was in the womb of a woman from the tribe of Banu’lihyan, 
as a result of an (attack by another woman led to) abortion. But the woman 
on whom the penalty had been imposed died, so The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” ordered that her property should be 
inherited by her offspring and her husband and that the penalty should be 
paid by her near relatives (from the side of the father). 

6910- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Two women 
from Hudhail fought with each other, one of whom threw the other with a 
stone that killed her and what was in her womb. The relatives of the killer 
and the relatives of the victim filed their case to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” who judged that the blood money for the 
fetus was a slave or a slave girl, and the blood money for the killed woman 
was to be paid by the killer’s near relatives (from the side of the father). 
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[27] One’s seeking for a slave or a boy to serve him 


6911- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came to Medina, 
Abu’talha (Anas's step-father) took me to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and said: "O Allah's Apostle! Anas is a 
wise boy, so let him serve you." So, I served him at home and on journeys. 
If I did anything, he never asked me why I did it, and if I refrained from 
doing anything, he never asked me why I refrained from doing it. 


[28] There is no recompense for the one killed because of working in 
mines or by falling into a well 


6912- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There is no recompense for 
one killed by an animal or by falling in a well, or because of working in 
mines. But one-fifth the buried things (such as treasures) is to be given to 
the state." 


[29] There is no recompense for the one killed by an animal 


6913- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There is no compensation 
for one killed by an animal or by falling in a well, or because of working in 
mines. But one-fifth the buried things (such as treasures) is to be given to 
the state." 
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[30] The sin of he, who unlawfully killed a non-Muslim living under 
Muslims protection 

6914- Abdullah Ibn Amr "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever 
(unlawfully) killed a person having a treaty with the Muslims, shall not 
smell the scent of Paradise though its odder is perceived from a distance 
covered in forty years." 

[31] No Muslim should be killed by an unbeliever 

6915- Abu’juhaifa “Allah be pleased with him” reported: I asked Ali 
“Allah be pleased with him”: “Do you have anything of divine literature in 
addition to The Book (of Qur’an) (or) which people do not have?” he 
answered: “By He, Who made the grain germinate and created the soul! 
Except for Allah’s Book (The Holy Qur’an), We have nothing but (the 
faculty of) understanding (religious knowledge) bestowed upon a Muslim, 
and what was implied in this paper.” I asked: “What does this paper 
imply?” he said: “The blood money, releasing the captive, and the issue 
that no Muslim should be killed by an unbeliever.” 

[32] When a Muslim, while being angry, slaps a Jew on the face 

6916- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Do not give a 
prophet superiority over another.” 

6917- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A 
Jew came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” and said: "O Mohammad! One of your companions from The Ansar 
slapped me on my face." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” sent for him, and on his arrival, he asked him why he had slapped the 
Jew. He said: "While I was passing by some Jews, I heard him taking an 
oath saying: “By He, Who gave Moses superiority over all the human 
beings.” I said: “And even over Mohammad “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”?” I became furious and slapped him over his face." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Do not give me superiority 
over Moses, for on the Day of Judgement all the people will fall 
unconscious and I will be the first to emerge from the earth, and will see 
Moses standing and holding one of the sides of the Throne. I do not know 
whether Moses (has fallen unconscious and then) got up before me, or he 
was exempted because the Tur (mountain) unconsciousness (was sufficient 
for him)." 
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(89) The Book of Forcing the Apostates and Unbelievers To repent 


[1] The sin of he, who associated partners to be worshipped with 
Allah 


and Allah's saying: " join not in worship (others) with Allah: for false 
worship is indeed the highest wrong doing." (Luqman 13) 


he further said: " If thou wert to join (gods with Allah), truly fruitless 
will be thy work (in life), and thou wilt surely be in the ranks of those who 
lose (all spiritual good)." (The Crowds "Az'zumar" 65) 


6918- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
When the following Verse was revealed: " It is those who believe and 
confuse not their beliefs with wrong that are (truly) in security, for they are 
on (right) guidance” (The Cattle “Aran’am” 82), the companions of Allah's 
Apostle asked: "Who is amongst us who had not done wrong?" The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It is 
not this (as you said). Did not you hear Luqman's saying: " join not in 
worship (others) with Allah: for false worship is indeed the highest wrong 
doing.”?" (Luqman 13) 


6919- Abdur’rahman narrated from his father Abu'bakra "Allah be 
pleased with him": The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "The greatest of the great sins are: to join others in worship with 
Allah, to be undutiful to one's parents, and to give a false witness, to give a 
false witness” thrice, (or said) "to say a false statement." He kept on saying 
that till we said (to ourselves): “Would that he might stop!” 
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6920- Abdullah Ibn Amr “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: A Bedouin 
came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “What 
are the greatest sins?” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“To associate others in worship with Allah.” He said: “What is next?” The Prophet 
said: “To be undutiful to one's parents.” He asked: “What is next?” he answered: 
“To take a deceptive oath.” He said: “What is the deceptive oath?” he said: “It 
means that one takes a false oath to take the property of another Muslim in which 
he has no right.” 

6921- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man 
said: "O Allah's Apostle! Shall we be punished for what we did in the Pre-Islamic 
Period of ignorance?" The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Whoever does good in Islam will not be punished for what he aid in the Pre- 
Islamic Period of ignorance; and whoever does evil in Islam will be punished for 
his former and later (bad deeds).” 

[2] The judgement on a male and a female apostate 

Allah said: “How shall Allah guide those who reject Faith after they accepted it 
and bore witness that the Messenger was true and that Clear Signs had come unto 
them? But Allah guides not a people unjust. Of such the reward is that on them 
(rests) the curse or Allah, of his angels, and of all mankind; In that will they dwell; 
nor will their penalty be lightened, nor respite be their (lot); Except for those that 
repent (even) after that, ana make amends; for verily Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most 
Merciful. But those who reject Faith after they accepted it, and then go on adding 
to their defiance of Faith, never will their repentance be accepted; for they are 
those who have (of set purpose) gone astray.” (A1 Imran 86:90) 

He further said: “O ye who believe if ye listen to a faction among the People of 
the Book, they would (indeed) render you apostates after ye have believed!” (Al 
Imran 100) 

Allah said too: “Those who believe, then reject Faith, then believe (again) and 
(again) reject Faith, and go on increasing in unbelief, Allah will not forgive them 
nor guide them on the way.” (The Women 137) 

Allah Almighty said: “O ye who believe if any from among you turn back from 
his Faith, soon will Allah produce a people whom He will love as they will love 
Him, lowly with the Believers, mighty against the rejecters, fighting in the way of 
Allan, ana never afraid of the reproaches of such as find fault. That is the Grace of 
Allah, which he will bestow on whom he pleaseth. And Allah encompasseth all, 
and he knoweth all things.” (The Repast 54) 

He said: “Any one who, after accepting Faith in Allah, utters unbelief, except 
under compulsion, his heart remaining firm in Faith but such as open their breast 
to unbelief, on them is wrath from Allah, and theirs will be a dreadful penalty. 
This because they love the life of this world better than the Hereafter: and Allah 
will not guide those who reject Faith. Those are they whose hearts. Ears, and eyes 
Allah has sealed up, and they take no heed. Without doubt, in the Hereafter tney 
will perish. But verily thy Lord, to those who leave their homes after trials ana 
persecutions, and who thereafter strive and fight for the Faith and patiently 
persevere, thy Lord, after all this is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.” (The Bees 
106:110) 

He further said: “Nor will they cease fighting you until they turn you back from 
your Faith if they can. And if any of you turn back from their Faith and die in 
unbelief, their works will bear no fruit in this life and in the Hereafter; they will be 
companion of the fire and will abide therein.” (The Heifer 217) 

6922- Ikrima narrated: Some apostates were brought to Ali "Allah be pleased 
with him" who burnt them. When Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" was 
informed, he said commenting: "Had I been in his place 1 would not have burnt 
them, since The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Don't 
punish (anybody) with Allah's Punishment.” No doubt. I would have killed them, 
for The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon nim" said: “If somebody (a 
Muslim) abandoned his religion, you should kill him. 
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6923- Abu’burda narrated: Abu’moosa said: I came to The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” along with two Ash’arite men, 
one on my right and the other on my left, while The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was brushing his teeth. Both men 
asked him for some employment. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” said: “O Abu’moosa (or O Abdullah Ibn Qais)!” I saia: “By 
He, Who sent you with the Truth, these two men did not tell me of THEIR 
intentions, and I did not feel that they were seeking for employment.” As if 
I am looking now at his teeth cleanser being drawn to a corner under his 
lips. He said: “We never appoint for our affairs anyone who seeks for 
employment. But O Abu’moosa (or Abdullah Ibn Qais)! Go to Yemen.” 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” then sent Mu’adh 
Ibn Jabal after him. When Mu’adh reached him, he spread out a cushion 
and requested him to get down (and sit). Behold! There was a fettered man 
beside Abu’moosa. Mu’adh asked: “Who is this (man)?" Abu’moosa said: 
“He was a Jew and embraced Islam. Then he turned back to Judaism." 
Abu’moosa requested Mu’adh to sit down but Mu’adh said: “I will not sit 
down before ne is killed. This is the judgment of Allah and His 
Messenger.” He repeated it thrice. Then Abu’moosa ordered that the man 
should be killed, and he was killed. Abu’moosa further said: Then we 
discussed the night prayer. One of us said: “I pray and sleep, and I expect 
Allah’s reward for my sleep as well as for my prayer.” 

[3] Fighting those who reject to accept the religious obligations and 
those who belong to apostasy 

6924- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: When Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" died and Abu'bakr 
became the caliph some Arabs grew renegades. Abu'bakr decided to declare 
war against them. But Omar said to Abu v bakr: "O Abu’bakr! How can you 
fight with these people although Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: I have been ordered (by Allah) to fight the people 
till they say: "There is no God (to be worshipped) but Allah”, and whoever 
said it then he would save his life and property from me except in case of 
trespassing the (Islamic law) rights, and nis accounts will be with Allah. “ 

6925- Abu'bakr said: "By Allah! I will fight those who differentiate 
between the prayer and the obligatory charity, which is the compulsory 
right to be taken from the property. By Allah! If they refuse to pay me even 
a she-kid which they used to pay at the time of Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him” I would fight with them for withholding 
it." Then Omar said: "By Allah, it was nothing, but Allah opened 
Abu'bakr's chest towards the decision (of fighting the renegades), that I 
came to know that his decision was right." 

[4) When a non-Muslim who live under Muslims protection abused, 
though not openly, The Messenger of Allah or others 

6926- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A Jew passed by The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and greeted 
him saying: “Death be upon you, O Mohammad!” The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” replied: “And the same be upon you!” 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to 
his companions: “Do you know what he is saying? He says: “Death be 
upon you”.” They said: “O Messenger of Allah! Shall we kill him?” The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “No. But if the 
people of scriptures greet you, you should reply: “The same be upon you”.” 
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6927- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her” reported: Once a group of 
Jews came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and 
said: "Death be upon you." I replied: “Upon you be death and curse.” The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “O A’isha! Allah 
loves that one should be kind and lenient in all matters." I said: "Haven’t 
you heard what they said?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "(Did not you hear what) I said (in reply to them): “The 
same be upon you”?" 

6928- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If anyone of Jews greets 
you, he will say: “Death be upon you”; so, you should reply: “The same be 
upon you.” 

[5] 

6929- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: As if I am 
looking at The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" talking 
about one of The Prophets whose nation had beaten him and caused him to 
bleed, while he was cleaning the blood off his face and saying: "O Allah! 
Forgive my nation, for they have no knowledge." 

[6] Killing the renegades, apostates, and Eccentrics (deviating from 
the right principles of religion) after bringing the proof against them 

In this respect, Allah Almighty said: “And Allah will not mislead a 
people after he hath guided them, in order that he may make clear to them 
what to fear (and avoid) for Allah hath knowledge of all things.” (The 
Repentance 115) 

6930- Ali "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Whenever I relate the 
traditions of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" to 
you, I would rather fall from the sky than attribute something to him 
falsely. But when I tell you a thing that is between you and me, then no 
doubt, war is guile. I heard Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" saying: "In the last days of this world there will appear some 
young foolish people who will use (in their claim) the best speech of all 
people (The Qur'an) though they will abandon Islam as an arrow goes 
through the game. Their belief will not go beyond their throats (because 
They will have practically no belief). So wherever you meet them, kill 
them, for he who kills them shall get a reward on the Day of Judgement." 
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6931- Abu’salama and Ata Ibn Yasar narrated that they visited 
Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri whom they asked about Al’haruriyya (a religious 
heretical sect): "Did you hear The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” saying anything about them?" Abu’sa’eed said: “I do not know 
what Al’haruriyya means, but I heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” saying: “There will come out in this nation (he did not 
say “From this nation “) a group of people so apparently pious that you will 
consider your prayers inferior to theirs. But they will recite the Qur'an, 
whose principles will not go beyond their throats. They will go out of their 
religion as an arrow goes through the game, whereupon the archer may 
look at his arrow, its blade, its feathers, and its shaft to see whether it is 
stained with blood.”” 

6932- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” mentioned 
Al’haruriyya and said: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “They will go out of their religion as an arrow goes through the 
game.” 

[7] What about he, who did not fight the Eccentrics so that their 
hearts might adhere to Islam, and the people might not abandon him? 

6933- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
While we were with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” who was distributing some property, there came Abdullah 
Ibn Dhul’khuwaisira At’tamimi and said: "O Allah's Apostle! Do Justice." 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Woe to you! 
Who could do justice if I did not?" Omar said: "O Allah's Apostle! Give me 
the permission to chop his head off." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "Let him, for he has companions who pray and 
fast in such a way that you will consider your fasting and prayer trivial in 
comparison to theirs. They will desert Islam as an arrow goes through a 
game, so that the hunter, on looking at the arrow's feathers, would see 
nothing on it. He would look at its blade and see nothing. He would look at 
its shaft and see nothing. He would look at its strings and see nothing 
(neither meat nor blood), for the arrow has been too fast even for the blood 
and excretions to smear. The sign by which they will be recognized is that 
among them there will be a (black) man, one of whose arms (or said one of 
whose breasts) will resemble a woman's breast or a lump of meat moving 
loosely. This faction will appear when there will be differences amongst the 
people." Abu’sa’eed further said: I testify that I heard this narration from 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and I 
testify that Ali Ibn Abu’talib fought with such people, and I was in his 
company. The man (described by The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him”) was brought at whom I looked and noticed that he was 
exactly as The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
described. Allah Almighty revealed in connection with him: “And among 
them are men who slander thee in the matter of (the distribution of) the 
alms: if they are given part thereof, they are pleased, but if not, behold they 
are indignant.” (The Repentance 58) 
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6934- Yasir narrated: I asked Sahl Ibn Hunaif: “Did you hear The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying something 
concerning the Eccentrics?” he said: “I heard him saying, pointing with his 
hand towards Iraq: “From there will come out some people who will recite 
the Qur'an, though its principles will not go beyond their throats. They will 
go out of their religion as an arrow goes through the game.”” 


[8] The Prophet’s saying: “The Hour will not be established until 
two factions having the same claim fight each other” 


6935- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The Hour will not be 
established until two factions having the same claim fight each other.” 


[9] What was mentioned regarding the (Qur’an’s) interpreter 


6936- Omar Ibn Al’khattab “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I 
heard Hesham Ibn Hakim Ibn Hezam reciting The Sura of The Criterion 
“Al’furqan” in a way different from that of mine. The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had taught it to me (in a different 
way). So, I was about to quarrel with him (during the prayer) but I waited 
till he finished, then I asked him: “Who taught you the recitation of this 
Sura in that way?” he said: “The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”.” I said to him: “You are liar! The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” taught it to me in a different 
way.” Then I tied his garment round his neck by which I seized and brought 
him to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
and said: "I have heard him reciting The Sura of The Criterion “Al’furqan” 
in a way different from the way you taught it to me." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” ordered me: ’’Release him.” He asked 
Hesham to recite it. When he recited it, Allah’s Apostle said: "It was 
revealed in this way." He then asked me to recite it. When I recited it, he 
said: "It was revealed in this way. The Qur'an has been revealed in seven 
different ways, so recite it in the way that is easier for you." 


6937- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: When the 
following Verse was revealed: " It is those who believe and confuse not 
their beliefs with wrong that are (truly) in security, for they are on (right) 
guidance” (The Cattle “Al’an’am” 82), the companions of Allah's Apostle 
asked: "Who is amongst us who had not done wrong?" The Messenger of 
Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It is not as you think. 
But it applies to Luqman's saying:" join not in worship (others) with Allah: 
for false worship is indeed the highest wrong doing.”" (Luqman 13) 
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6938- Mahmud Ibn Ar’rabie narrated from Itban Ibn Malik “Allah be 
pleased with him”: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” came to us (in the house). One of the men who were present 
said: "Where is Malik Ibn Ad'dukhshun?" One of them replied: "He is a 
hypocrite and does not love Allah and His Messenger.” Hearing that, 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not say 
so. Haven't you seen that he said: “There is no God (to be worshipped) but 
Allah” just for Allah's sake only?" He said: "Yes.” Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There is none who says: “There is 
no God (to be worshipped) but Allah” just for Allah's sake, except that 
Allah has forbidden the (Hell) fire for him." 


6939- Abu Abdur’rahman and Hibban Ibn Atiyya argued one another. 
Abu Abdur’rahman said to Hibban: "You know what made your 
companion (Ali) dare to shed blood." Hibban said: “Come on! What is it?" 
Abu Abdur’rahman said: “Something I heard him saying." Hibban said: 
“What is it?" Abu Abdur’rahman said: Ali “Allah be pleased with him” 
said: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
sent me, Abu’marthad and Az’zubair, all of us were riding horses, and said: 
"Go till you reach Rawdat Haj (according to Abu’owana) where there is an 
infidel woman carrying a letter from Hatib Ibn Abu’balta'a to the pagans of 
Mecca." (Went to the appointed place), we found her riding a camel at the 
very place fixed by The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”. We said (to her) :"( Give us) the letter." She said: "I have no 
letter." Then we made her camel kneel down and searched her, but we 
found no letter. Then we said: "The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” certainly had not told us a lie. Take out the letter; 
otherwise we will strip you naked." When she saw our determinedness, she 
put her hand below her waist belt, where she had tied her cloak round her 
waist, and took out the letter. Then we brought her to The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. Omar said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! He (Hatib) has betrayed Allah, His Messenger, and the believers! 
Let me cut off his neck!" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” asked Hatib: "What made you do this which you have done?" Hatib 
said: "By Allah, I did not intend to divert from believing in Allah and His 
Messenger, but I wanted to have some power among the (Meccan) people 
through which my family and property might be protected by Allah. There 
is none of your companions except that he has some of his relatives there 
through whom Allah protects his family and property." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "He is true; do not say to 
him but good." Omar said: "He as betrayed Allah, His Messenger, and the 
believers. Let me chop his neck off!" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "Isn’t he one of the Badr warriors? Perhaps Allah 
looked at the Badr warriors and said: “Do whatever you like, for I granted 
Paradise to you”, or said: “I forgave you”." On this, tears dropped from 
Omar's eyes who said: "Allah and His Messenger know better.” 
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(90) The Book of Compulsion 

Allah Almighty said: “Any one who, after accepting Faith in Allah, 
utters unbelief, except under compulsion, his heart remaining firm in Faith 
but such as open their breast to unbelief, on them is wrath from Allah, and 
theirs will be a dreadful penalty.” (The Bees “An’nahl” 106) 

he further said: " Let not the Believers take for friends or helpers 
Unbelievers rather than Believers: if any do that, in nothing will there be 
help from Allah: except by way of precaution, that ye may guard 
yourselves from them. But Allah cautions you (to remember) himself; for 
the final goal is to Allah." (A! Imran 28) 

Allah said too: " When angels take the souls of those who die in sin 
against their souls, they say: in what (plight) were ye? they reply: weak and 
oppressed were we in the earth. They say: was not the earth of Allah 
spacious enough for you to move yourselves away (from evil)? Such men 
will find their abode in Hell, what an evil refuge except those who are 
(really) weak and oppressed men, women, and children who have no means 
in their power nor (a guide post) to direct their way. For these, there is hope 
that Allah will forgive: for Allah doth blot out (sins) and forgive again and 
again." (The Women "An'nisa" 97:99) 

Allah said in the same Sura: "And why should ye not fight in the cause 
of Allah and of those who, being weak, are ill treated (and oppressed)? 
whose cry is: our Lord rescue us from this town, whose people are 
oppressors; and raise for us from thee one who will protect; and raise for us 
from thee one who will help." (Women 75) 

it is clear then that Allah Almighty excused the weak, oppressed, and 
helpless people who might not be able to do what Allah has ordered, 
indeed, the one, who is under compulsion, is considered to be a weak and 
oppressed, who is not able to do but what he was ordered to do. 

6940- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to 
invoke Allah in the prayer, saying: "O Allah! Save Al'walid Ibn Al'walid, 
Salama Ibn Hesham, Aiyyash Ibn Abu’rabie'a, and the weak and the 
helpless people among the faithful believers. O Allah! Be hard on the tribe 
of Mudar and let them suffer from famine years like those of the time of 
Joseph." 

[1] What about he, who chose to be beaten, killed, and humiliated 
rather than to revert to disbelief? 

6941- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” reported: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Whoever possesses the following 
three qualities will have the sweetness of faith: The one to whom Allah and 
His Apostle become dearer than anything else. Who loves a person and he 
loves him only for Allah's sake. Who hates to revert to Atheism (disbelief) 
as he hates to be thrown into the fire." 
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6942- Qais narrated: I heard Sa’eed Ibn Zaid Ibn Amr Ibn Nufail saying: 
"By Allah, I have seen myself tied and forced by Omar to leave Islam 
(before Omar himself embraced Islam), however, if the mountain of Ohud 
has the ability to undermine for the evil which you (people) did to Othman, 
then it would undermine." 

6943- Khabbab Ibn Al'aratt "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We 
complained to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" of 
the persecution inflicted on us by the infidels while he was sitting in the 
shade of Ka'ba, leaning over his covering sheet. We said to him: "Wouldn’t 
you seek help for us? Wouldn’t you pray to Allah for us?" He said: 
"Among the nations before you, a (believing) man would be put in a ditch 
that was dug for him, a saw would be put over his head and he would be cut 
into two pieces; yet that (torture) would not make him give up his religion. 
His body would be combed with iron combs that would remove his flesh 
from the bones and nerves; yet that would not make him abandon his 
religion. By Allah, this religion (Islam) will prevail until a traveller from 
San'a (in Yemen) to Hadramaut will fear none but Allah, or a wolf as 
regards his sheep, but you (people) are hasty.” 

[2] What about he, who is forced to sell his property? 

6944- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While we were 
in the Mosque, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
came out and said: "Let us go to the Jews." We went out till we reached the 
place where Torah was recited. He called them: "O Community of Jews! If 
you embrace Islam, you will be safe." they said: "You have reported Allah's 
message to us, O Abul'qasim!" he said: "This is what I wanted (from you)." 
then he said his first statement once again, upon that, they replied: "You 
have reported Allah's message to us, O Abul'qasim!" he said it for the third 
time, then he said: "You should know that the earth belongs to Allah and 
His Apostle. Indeed, I want to expel you from this land. So, if anyone 
amongst you owns some property, he is permitted to sell it. It should be 
known to you that the Earth belongs to Allah and His Apostle." 

[3] The marriage of the person who is under compulsion is not 
permissible 

Allah Almighty said: " But force not your maids to prostitution when 
they desire chastity, in order that ye may make a gain in the goods of this 
life. But if anyone compels them, yet, after such compulsion, if Allah Oft- 
Forgiving, Most Merciful (to them)." (The Light "An'nur" 33) 
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6945- Khansa Bint Khizam Al’ansariyya "Allah be pleased with her" 
reported that her father had given her in marriage when she was a matron. 
She disliked that marriage. So she went to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" who declared that marriage as invalid. 


6946- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: I said: "Should the 
woman be consulted to accept marriage?" he said: "Yes." I said: "If a virgin 
is consulted, then she would feel shy, and keep silent." He said: "Her 
agreement is (understood through) her silence." 

[4] If one is forced to give as a gift, or sell a slave, this will not be 
permissible 


6947- Jaber “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: An Ansari man made 
his slave a Mudabbar than whom he had no other property. When The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” heard of that, he said (to 
his companions): "Who likes to buy him for me?" Nu'aim Ibn An’nahham 
bought him for eight hundred Dirhams. I (the sub-narrator) heard Jaber 
saying: “That was a Coptic slave who died in the same year." 


[5] What about doing something against one's will? 

6948- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated, concerning 
Allah’s saying: “O ye who believe ye sire forbidden to inherit women 
against their will. Nor should ye treat them with harshness, that ye may take 
away part of the dower ye have given them, except where they have been 
guilty of open lewdness”: (During the old days), if a man died, his relatives 
used to have the right to inherit his wife: if any of them wanted to marry 
her, he could do; if they wished, they could give her in marriage; if they 
wished, they would not give her in marriage at all. Moreover, they would 
be more entitled to dispose her, than her own relatives. So the Verse 
mentioned above was revealed on this occasion. 
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[6] If a woman is forced to commit adultery, there will be no legal 
punishment for her 

6949- Safiyya Bint Abu'obaid narrated that a slave belonging to the state 
caught hold of a slave girl from the one-fifth the booty and had illegal 
sexual relation with her by force. Omar flogged him according to the legal 
punishment, and exiled him. but he did not punish her because she was 
forced to commit adultery. 

on the other hand, Az'zuhri said: If a free (unmarried) person had illegal 
sexual intercourse with a virgin, and deflowered her, then he should be 
fined as much as her price is valued, and he should be flogged according to 
the legal punishment, but as for the matron, there is no required fine; but he 
should be flogged. 


6950- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The Prophet Abraham 
emigrated with Sarah and entered a village where there was a king or a 
tyrant. The king asked Abraham to send her to him. Abraham sent her to 
the king. When the king got to her, she got up and performed ablution, 

I prayed and said: “O Allah! If I have believed in you and Your Apostle, 
then please do not let this pagan overpower me.” On that the king fell in a 
mood of agitation and started moving his legs." 

[7] One’s pledge to be a brother (in Islam) of his companion when 
he fears that he (the latter) might be killed or so 

this also applies to any evil which might happen to him. In this case he 
should push away the injustices from him, and fight to defend and not 
disappoint him. If one fought to defend an oppressed person, then there 
should be no blood money required from him, nor should be any 
punishment implemented on him. 


In this respect, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “(The Prophet) Abraham said of his wife: “She is my sister” in (the 
love of) Allah.” 
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6951- Salim narrated from Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with 
both": Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A 
Muslim is a brother of another Muslim, so he should not oppress him, nor 
should he hand him over to an oppressor. Whoever fulfilled the needs of his 
brother, Allah would fulfill his needs." 

6952- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Help your brother, whether 
he is an oppressor or he is an oppressed one.” A man asked: “O Messenger 
of Allah! I could help him if he was an oppressed. But how could I help 
him if he was an oppressor?” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: “To stop (or prevent) him from wrongdoing. 
This is the help which you should do to him.” 
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[1] Abandoning the tricks in oaths and other things, and the fact 
that everyone has only what he intended 

6953- Omar Ibn Al'khattab "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him’’ saying: 
"(The rewards of) a man's deeds are considered by his intentions. In this 
way, one has only what he intended. So, he, who immigrated to Allah and 
his Messenger, would have his emigration be to Allah and his Messenger, 
and he, who immigrated to a certain world (benefit) to gain, or a certain 
woman to marry, would have only what he left for.” 

[2] Concerning the prayer 

6954- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The prayer of a 
person, who passes urine, stool, sound, or wind, is not accepted by Allah 
till he performs the ablution." 



[3] Concerning the obligatory charity: Neither the property of 
different people may be taken together nor the joint property may be 
split 

6955- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Abu'bakr wrote to me 
what was made obligatory by Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" and that was (regarding the payments of Zakat): Neither the 
property of different people may be taken together nor the joint property 
may be split for fear of (paying more, or receiving less) charity. 

6956- Talha Ibn Obaidullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A 
Bedouin with unkempt hair came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and said: “O Allah's Apostle! Tell me 
what prayers Allah has enjoined on me." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “You have to offer perfectly the five (obligatory) 
prayers in a day and a night, except if you want to perform extra optional 
prayers." The Bedouin said: “Tell me what fasting Allah has enjoined on 
me." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “You 
have to fast during the month of Ramadan except if you observe fast 
voluntarily (on days other than Ramadan)." The Bedouin said: “Tell me 
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what obligatory charity Allah has enjoined on me." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” then told him the Islamic laws and 
regulations whereupon the Bedouin said: “By He, Who has honored you, I 
will neither perform any optional deeds of worship nor will I leave 
anything of what Allah has enjoined on me." The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “He will be successful (or 
he will enter Paradise) if he has been true." Some people said: “The 
obligatory charity for one-hundred and twenty camels is two three-year-old 
she-camels. But if the obligatory charity payer slaughters the camels 
intentionally or gives them as a present or plays some other trick in order to 
escape paying the obligatory charity, then there is no harm (in it) for him. 

6957- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “On The Day of 
Judgement, one's Treasure or wealth (whose obligatory charity was not 
paid) will appear in the shape of a huge bald-headed poisonous male snake 
from which its owner will run away, but it will follow him saying: "I am 
your treasure!” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
further said: “By Allah, that snake will keep on following him until he 
stretches out his hand which the snake swallow." 

6958- The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” added: “If the owner of camels does not pay their obligatory charity, 
then, on The Day of Judgement, those camels will come to him and strike 
his face with their hooves." Some people said: “Concerning a man who has 
camels, which he sells, fearing that their obligatory charity might be due, 
for similar camels, sheep, cows, or money (even) a day before the 
obligatory charity becomes due in order to escape paying it cunningly, then 
He has to pay nothing." The same scholar said: “If one pays the obligatory 
charity of his camels one day or one year prior to the end of the year (by the 
end of which the obligatory charity becomes due), his obligatory charity 
will be valid." 

6959- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Sa’d Ibn Obada 
ATansari sought for the opinion of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” regarding a vow made by his mother who 
had died before fulfilling it. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “You should fulfill it on her behalf." Some people 
said: “If the number of camels reaches twenty, then their owner has to pay 
an obligatory charity of four sheep, but if their owner gives them as a gift 
or sells them in order to avoid paying their obligatory charity cunningly 
before the completion of a year, then he should pay nothing. If he 
slaughters them and then he dies, then no obligatory charity will be taken 
from his property." 
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[4] Playing a trick in marriage 

6960- Nafi reported that Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated 
that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
forbidden Shighar. I (the sub-narrator) asked Nafi: "What is Shighar?" He 
said: “It is that one marries a man's daughter and (at the same time) marries 
his own daughter to that man without dower (for both); or that one marries 
a man's sister and (at the same time) marries his own sister to that man 
without dower." Some people said: “If one, by a trick, marries on the basis 
of Shighar, the marriage is valid but its condition is invalid." The same 
scholar said regarding the temporary marriage of enjoyment: "The marriage 
is invalid and its condition is illegal." Some others said: “The temporary 
marriage of enjoyment and Shighar are permissible but the condition (in 
both of them) is invalid." 

6961- Ali "Allah be pleased with him" was informed that Ibn Abbas 
"Allah be pleased with both" saw no harm in the temporary marriage of 
enjoyment. Ali said: "On the day of Khaibar, Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" forbade temporary marriage of enjoyment 
and eating donkeys’ meat." Some people said: “If one, by playing a trick, 
marries temporarily, his marriage will be invalid." Others said: “The 
marriage is valid but its condition is invalid." 

[5] It is hateful to play tricks in selling; and One should not prevent 
others fi'om watering their animals from the surplus of his water in 
order to i revent them from making use of the surplus of grass 

6962- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “One should not 
prevent others from watering their animals with the surplus of his water in 
order to prevent them from making use of the surplus of grass." 

[6] Outbidding is hateful (in selling) 

6963- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” forbade 
outbidding (in selling). 

[7] It is hateful to play tricks in selling 

6964- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: A person came 
to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and told him that 
he was always cheated in purchasing. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" told him to say at the time of buying: "No cheating." 
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[8] It is forbidden that a guardian would play tricky ways to marry the 
orphan girl, who is desired (for her beauty and property), without paying the 
required suitable dower 

6965- Urwa Ibn Az’zubair reported That he had asked A’isha about the 
meaning of the Statement of Allah: "If you fear that you shall not Be able to deal 
justly With the orphan girls, then Marry (Other) women of your choice Two or 
three or four." (The Women “An’nisa” 3) She said: "This is about the orphan girl 
who lives with her guardian. Her wealth and beauty may tempt him to marry her 
without giving her an adequate dowry that might have been given by another 
suitor. So, such guardians were forbidden to marry such orphan girls unless they 
treated them justly and gave them the most suitable dowry. After that, people 
asked The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” (about the marriage 
with orphan girls), so Allah revealed: “They ask your instruction Concerning the 
women. Say: Allah Instructs you about them and about what is Recited unto you 
In The Book, concerning the orphan girls to whom you give not the prescribed 
portions and yet whom you Desire to marry..." (The Women “An’nisa” 127) 
(Then he mentioned the tradition in full). 

[9] If one took by force a slave girl of another man, and then he claimed 
that she died, and he paid as much money as her value, but later, her real 
owner found her (alive), then he (the latter) would be more entitled to take 
her and give back the money since it did not become a price 

in fact, some scholars said that in this case, the slave girl should be for the one 
who took her by force since he paid her value. But however, this is a tricky way by 
which anyone who has a desire for a slave girl of somebody, could take her by 
force, and claim that she died, in order to coerce her owner to take her price, 
particularly if her owner did not want to sell her. 

The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said in this 
respect: “One’s property is forbidden to be taken by force from him, and every 
traitor will have a flag (as a witness of his betrayal) on The Day of Judgement.” 

6966- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Every betrayer will have a flag 
on the Day of Judgement by which he will be known." 

[ 10 ] 

6967- Zainab Bint “daughter of’ Ommu’salama narrated: Ommu'salama "Allah 
be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I am 
only a human being. The opponents come to me (to settle their disputes); maybe 
someone amongst you can present his case more eloquently than the other, 
whereby I may consider him true and give a judgement in his favour. So, if I give 
the right of a Muslim to another by mistake, then it would be really a portion of 
(Hell) Fire, which he has not to take.” 

[11] What about marriage? 

6968- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A virgin should not be given in marriage 
except after her permission ; and a matron should not be given (to any person) in 
marriage before being consulted." The people asked: "O Allah's Apostle! How can 
we know her (the virgin’s) permission?" He said: "Her silence (indicates her 
permission).” 
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Some people said: “If a virgin is not asked for her permission and she is 
not married, and then a man cunningly presents two false witnesses that he 
has married her with her permission and the judge confirms his marriage as 
valid, and the husband knows that the witnesses were false ones, then there 
is no harm for him to consummate his marriage with her and the marriage 
is regarded as valid." 

6969- Al’qasim narrated: A woman from the offspring of Ja’far was 
afraid that her guardian would give her (to somebody) in marriage which 
she disliked. So she sent for two elderly men from the Ansar, 
Abdur’rahman and Mujammi, sons of Jariya who said to her: "Be not 
afraid, for Khansa Bint Khidham was given by her father in marriage which 
she disliked. But The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
cancelled this marriage." 

6970- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A matron should not be 
given (to any person) in marriage before being consulted; and a virgin 
should not be given in marriage except after her permission." The people 
asked: "O Allah's Apostle! How can we know her (the virgin’s) 
permission?" He said: "Her silence (indicates her permission).” Some 
people said: “If a man cunningly presents two false witnesses stating that 
he has married a matron with her permission and the judge confirms his 
marriage as valid, and the husband knows that he has not married her since 
the witnesses were false ones, then the marriage would be regarded as valid 
and there is no harm for him to live with her." 

6971- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “A virgin should be 
asked permission (for marriage).” I said: “A virgin feels shy." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Her silence indicates her 
permission." Some people said: “If a man falls in love with an orphan slave 
girl or a virgin who refuses (him), then he makes a trick by bringing two 
false witnesses to testify that he has married her, then she attains the age of 
puberty and agrees to marry him, and the judge accepts the false witness 
and the husband knows that the witnesses were false ones, then he may 
consummate his marriage with her." 

[12] It is hateful for a woman to play tricks with her husband and 
his other wives 

6972- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was fond of honey and sweet 
edible things. After finishing the Asr prayer he was accustomed to visit his 
wives and stay with one of them at that time. Once he went to Hafsa, the 
daughter of Omar and stayed with her more than usual. I got jealous and 
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asked the reason for that. I was told that a lady of her folk had given her as 
a gift a skin filled with honey, from which she made a syrup and gave it to 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" to drink (and that 
was the reason for the delay). I said: "By Allah we will play a trick on him 
(to prevent him from doing so)." So I said to Sawda Bint Zam'a: "The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" will approach you, and 
when he comes near you, say: Have you taken Maghafir (a bad-smelling 
gum)? He will say: No. Then say to him: Then what is this bad smell, 
which I smell from you? It would be very hard on The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” that a bad smell should be 
detected on his body. He will say to you: Hafsa made me drink honey 
syrup. Then say: Perhaps the bees of that honey had sucked the juice of the 
tree of ATurfut. I shall also say the same. O you, Safiyya, say the same." 
Later Sawda said: "By Allah, as soon as he (The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him”) had stood at the door, I was about to say to him 
what you had ordered me to say because I was afraid of you." So when The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came near Sawda, she 
said to him: "0 Allah's Apostle! Have you taken Maghafir?" He said: "No." 
She said: "Then what is this bad smell which I detect on you?" He said: 
"Hafsa made me drink honey syrup." She said: "Perhaps its bees had 
sucked the juice of Al’urfut tree." When he came to me, I also said the 
same, and when he went to Safiyya, she also said the same. When The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" again went to Hafsa, she 
said: “O Allah's Apostle! Shall I give you more of that drink?" He said: "I 
am not in need of it." Sawda said: "Glorified be Allah! We deprived him 
(of it)." I said to her: "Keep quiet." 


[13] It is hateful to play a trick to flee away from the plague 


6973- Abdullah Ibn Amer narrated: Omar Ibn Al’khattab left for Sham. 
When he reached Sargh, he was informed (by the commanders of the 
Muslim army) that an epidemic had broken out in Sham. Then 
Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf told him that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If you hear about it (an outbreak of 
plague) in a land, do not go to it; but if plague appears in a land where you 
are staying, do not flee away from it.” Then Omar returned back (and did 
not enter Sham). Ibn Shehab told that Omar had returned depending upon 
the narration of Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf. 


6974- Amer Ibn Sa’d Ibn Abu’waqqas narrated that he had heard his 
father asking Usama: “What did you hear from The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” concerning the plague?” Usama 
"Allah be pleased with him" replied: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "Plague was a means of torture sent on some 
people before you. So if you hear of its spread in a land, don’t approach it, 
and if a plague appears in a land where you are present, then don’t leave 
that land in order to run away from it (plague).” 
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[14] Concerning the gift and pre-emption 


6975- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He, who takes back his gift 
is like a dog that SWALLOWS its vomit; and we (believers) should not act 
according to this bad example." 


6976- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" gave pre-emption (to the 
partner) in every joint property; but if the boundaries of the property were 
demarcated or the ways and streets were fixed, then there would be no 
pre-emption. A man said: “Pre-emption is only for the neighbor." Then he 
invalidated what he had confirmed. He said: “If someone wants to buy a 
house and, being afraid that it might be bought by the neighbor through 
pre-emption, buys one share out of one hundred shares of the house, and 
then the rest of the house, then the neighbor can only have the right of pre¬ 
emption for the first share but not for the rest of the house; and the buyer 
may play such a trick in this case." 


6977- Amr Ibn Ash’sharid narrated: Al’miswar Ibn Makhrama came and 
put his hand on my shoulder. I accompanied him to Sa’d. Abu’rafi said to 
Al’miswar: "Won't you order this (Sa’d) to buy my house which is in my 
yard?" Sa’d said: “I will not pay more than four hundred in installments 
over a fixed time." Abu’rafi said: “I was offered five hundred in cash but I 

it 

rejected. Had I not heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” saying: “A neighbor has more right to have the care of his neighbor”, 
I would not have sold it to you." The narrator said to Sufyan: “Ma’mar did 
not say so.” Sufyan said: “But he said so to me." Some people said: “If 
someone wants to sell a house and deprived somebody of the right of pre¬ 
emption, he will have the right to play a trick to invalidate the pre-emption. 
That is by giving the house to the buyer as a gift, after marking its 
boundaries. The buyer then gives the seller one-thousand Dirhams in 
compensation. In this case the right of pre-emption will be lost." 
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6978- Amr Ibn Ash’sharid narrated: Abu’rafi said that Sa’d offered him 
four hundred weights of gold for a house. Abu’rafi said: “Had I not heard 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
“A neighbor has more right to be taken care of by his neighbor”, I would 
not have sold it to you." Some people said: “If one has bought a portion of 
a house and wants to invalidate the right of pre-emption, he may give it as a 
gift to his little son; and he will not be forced to take an oath." 


[15] The employee’s tricky ways to be given presents 
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6979- Abu’humaid As’sa’idi narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” appointed a man called Ibn Al’lutbiyya for 
collecting the obligatory charity from the tribe of Banu’sulaim. When he 
returned he said: "This (the obligatory charity) is for you and this has been 
given to me as a present." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: "Why hadn't you stayed in your father's or mother's house and 
waited until your present would be given to you, if you are true?” then The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” delivered a 
speech in which he praised and glorified Allah. Then he said: "Now and 
then: What is the matter with the one whom we appoint to manage some 
affairs from those put by Allah under my custody, then he returns and says: 
“This is for you and that is for me”? Why hadn't he stayed in his father's or 
mother’s house and waited until his present would be given to him? By 
Allah, whoever takes something from the resources of the obligatory 
charity unlawfully will meet Allah, carrying it on his neck on the Day of 
Judgement. I do not want to see anyone of you carrying (such things) when 
meeting Allah, if it be a camel, it will be grunting; if a cow, it will be 
mooing; and if a sheep, it will be bleating." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” then raised his hands till we saw the whiteness of 
his armpits, and said: "O Allah! Haven't I reported Your Message (to 
them)?" The narrator added: “My eyes saw and my ears heard (that 
tradition).”

6980- Amr Ibn Ash’sharid narrated: Abu’rafi said: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The neighbor has more right to be 
taken care of by his neighbor." Some people said: “If one wants to buy a 
house for 20,000 Dirhams then there will be no harm to play a trick to 
deprive somebody of pre-emption by buying it (just on paper) with 20,000 
Dirhams but paying to the seller only nine thousand, nine hundred and 
ninety-nine Dirhams in cash. Then he should agree with the seller to pay 
only one Dinar in cash for the rest of the price (ten thousand and one 
Dirhams). If the preemptor offers 20,000 Dirhams for the house, he can buy 
it; otherwise he has no right to buy it (because, by this trick he is deprived 
of pre-emption). If the house proves to belong to somebody else other than 
the seller, the buyer should take back from the seller what he has paid, i.e. 
nine thousand, nine hundred and ninety-nine Dirhams and one Dinar, 
because if the house proves to belong to somebody else, then the whole 
bargain will be unlawful. If the buyer finds a defect in the house which 
does not belong to somebody other than the seller, the buyer may return it 
and take twenty thousand Dirhams (instead of nine thousand, nine hundred 
and ninety-nine Dirhams plus one Dinar) which he really paid.” Abu 
Abdullah said: “In this way, that man allows for playing tricks amongst the 
Muslims (though) The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “In dealing with Muslims, none should sell them sick (animals), bad 
or stolen things."” 

6981- Amr Ibn Ash’sharid narrated: Abu’rafi said that Sa’d offered him 
four hundred weights of gold for a house. Abu’rafi said: “Had I not heard 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
“A neighbor has more right to be taken care of by his neighbor”, I would 
not have sold it to you."

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[1] The commencement of the Divinely revelation to The Messenger 
of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was in the form of 
good dreams which used to come true 

6982- A’isha, The Mother of Believers, "Allah be pleased with her" 
narrated: The commencement of the revelation to Allah’s Apostle was in 
the form of good dreams which came true like bright day light. Then the 
love of seclusion was bestowed upon him. He used to go in seclusion in the 
cave of Hira where he worshiped (Allah alone) continuously for many days 
(especially the odd ones) before his desire to see his family. He used to take 
with him the journey food for the stay and then come back to Khadija to be 
supplied likewise again until suddenly the Truth came down upon him 
while he was in the cave of Hira. The angel came and asked him to read. 
The Prophet replied: "I do not know how to read.” 

The Prophet added: "The angel caught me (violently) and pressed me so 
hard that I could not bear it any more. He then released me and again asked 
me to read and I replied: I do not know how to read. Thereupon he caught 
me again and pressed me a second time until I could not bear it any more. 
He then released me and again asked me to read but again I replied: I do 
not know how to read (or what shall I read). Thereupon he caught me for 
the third time and pressed me, and then released me and said: “Proclaim! 
(or Read!) In the name of thy Lord and Cherisher, who created; Created 
man, out of a (mere) leech-like clot of congealed blood: Proclaim! And thy 
Lord is Most Bountiful”. (Al'alaq 1:3) Then Allah's Apostle returned 
having the Inspiration, with his heart beating severely. He went to Khadija 
Bint Khuwailid and said: "Cover me! Cover me!" They covered him until 
his fear was over. He told her everything that had happened and said: "I 
fear that something may happen to me." Khadija replied: "Never! By Allah, 
Allah will never disgrace you. You keep good relations with your Kith and 
kin, help the poor and the destitute, entertain your guests generously and 
assist the deserving calamity-afflicted ones." 

Khadija then accompanied him to her cousin Waraqa Ibn Nawfal Ibn 
Asad Ibn Abdul'uzza, who, during the pre Islamic Period became a 
Christian and used to write the Arabic. He wrote from the Gospel in Arabic 
as much as Allah wished him to write. He was an old man and had lost his 
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eyesight. Khadija said to Waraqa: "Listen to the story of your nephew, O 
my cousin!" Waraqa asked: "O my nephew! What have you seen?" Allah's 
Apostle described what he had seen. Waraqa said: "He is the angel Gabriel, 
who keeps the secrets, whom Allah had sent to Moses. I wish I were young 
and could live up to the time when your people drive you out." Allah's 
Apostle asked: "Will they drive me out?" Waraqa replied: “Yes.” He added: 
"Anyone who came with something similar to what you have brought was 
treated with hostility; and if I remained Alive till the day when you will be 
driven out then I would support you strongly." However, a few days later, 
Waraqa died and the revelation was paused for a while. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” became so much sad as we heard 
that he intended many times to throw himself from the tops of high 
mountains, but whenever he went up the top of a mountain in order to 
throw himself down, Gabriel would appear in front of him and say: "O 
Mohammad! You are truly The Messenger of Allah." Whereupon his heart 
would become quiet, then he would calm down and would return home. 
Whenever the period of sending down the revelation prolonged, he would 
do as before, but when he used to reach the top of a mountain, Gabriel 
would appear in front of him and say to him what he had said before. 


Ibn Abbas said regarding the meaning of: “He it is that Cleaves the 
daybreak (from the darkness)" (The Cattle 96): It means the light of the sun 
during the day and the light of the moon at night.

As to one of you, he will 
pour out the wine for his lord to drink: as for the other, he will hang from the 
cross, and the birds will eat from off his head. (So) hath been decreed that matter 
whereof ye twain do enquire. And of the two, to that one whom he considered 
about to be saved, he said: mention me to thy Lord. But Satan made him forget to 
mention him to his Lord: and (Joseph) lingered in prison a few (more) years. The 
king (of Egypt) said: I do see (in a vision) seven fat kings, whom seven lean ones 
devour, and seven green ears of corn, and seven (others) withered. O ye chiefs 
expound to me my vision if it be that ye can interpret visions. They said: A 
confused medley of dreams: and we are not skilled in the interpretation of dreams. 
But the man who had been released, one of the two (who had been in prison) and 
who now bethought him after (so long) a space of time, said: I will tell you the 
truth of its interpretation: send ye me (therefore). O Joseph (he said): O man of 
truth expound to us (the dream) of seven fat kings whom seven lean ones devour, 
and of seven green ears of corn and (seven) others withered: that I may return to 
the people, and that they may understand. (Joseph) said: for seven years shall ye 
diligently sow as is your wont: and the harvests that ye reap, ye shall leave them in 
the ear, except a little, of which ye shall eat. Then will come after that (period) 
seven dreadful (years), which will devour what ye shall have laid by in a advance 
for them, (all) except a little which ye shall have (specially) guarded. Then will 
come after that (period) a year in which the people will have abundant water, and 
in which they will press (wine and oil). So the king said: "Bring ye him unto me." 
But when the messenger came to him, (Joseph) said: "Go thou back to thy Lord, 
and ask him, 'What is the state of mind of the ladies who cut their hands'? for my 
Lord is certainly well aware of their snare."”

6995- Abu'quatada "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet

While I was 
sleeping, the keys of the treasures of the world were brought to me and put 
in my hand." Abu'huraira added: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" has left the world and now you, people, are bringing 
out those treasures.

I saw the angel 
carrying you in a piece of silk and I said (to him): “Uncover it.” Behold! It 
was you. I said: “If this is from Allah, it will be done." Then you were 
shown to me once again with the angel carrying you in a piece of silk and I 
said (to him): “Uncover it.” Behold! It was you. I said: “If this is from 
Allah, it will be done."” 
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7013- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I have been sent with the 
shortest expressions bearing the widest meanings, and I have been made 
victorious with terror (cast in the hearts of the enemy). While I was 
sleeping, the keys of the treasures of the world were brought to me and put 
in my hand." Mohammad (a sub-narrator) said: We were told that the 
phrase “the shortest expressions” means that Allah Almighty used to 
express in one or two statements or so the multiple matters which had been 
written in the previous heavenly Books (prior to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”). 

[23] One’s hanging in a handhold or a ring 

7014- Abdullah Ibn Salam “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I saw 
(in a dream) as if I were in a garden, in whose centre there was an iron 
pillar whose lower end was fixed in the earth and the upper end was in the 
sky, and at its upper end there was a (ring-shaped) handhold. I was told to 
climb it. I said: "I can't." Then a servant came to me and lifted my clothes 
from behind and I climbed till I reached the top (of the pillar). I gripped the 
handhold tightly. Then I woke up with (the effect of) the handhold in my 
hand. I narrated it to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
who said: “The garden is the garden of Islam, the pillar is the pillar of 
Islam, and the handhold is the Most Trustworthy handhold. So you will 
remain as a Muslim till you die." 

[24] The pillar of the garden under my pillow 

[25] What about the silk and one’s entering into Paradise in his 
dream? 

7015- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I saw in a dream 
a piece of silken cloth in my hand, which wherever I waved in Paradise, it 
flew, carrying me there. 

7016- 1 narrated this (dream) to (my sister) Hafsa. She told The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who said: "Indeed, your brother 
(or Abdullah) is a righteous man." 
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[26] What about the fetters in one's dream? 

7017- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When the Day of 
Judgement approaches, the dreams of a believer will hardly fail to come 
true. A dream of a believer is one part of forty-six parts of Prophethood; 
whatever belongs to Prophethood car' never be false." Mohammad Ibn Sirin 
said: “But I say this." He said: It was said: “There are three types of 
dreams: The reflection of one's thoughts and experiences one has during 
wakefulness, what is suggested by Satan to frighten the dreamer, or glad 
tidings from Allah. So, if someone has a dream which he dislikes, he 
should not tell it to others, but get up and offer prayer." He further said: 
“He (Abu’huraira) hated to see an iron collar (around his neck in a dream), 
and people liked to see fetters (on their feet in a dream). The fetters on the 
feet symbolizes one's constant and firm adherence to religion." Abu 
Abdullah said: “Iron collars are used only for necks." 

[27] The flowing stream in one’s dream 


7018- Ommul’ala “Allah be pleased with her”, an Ansari woman, who 
gave the pledge of allegiance to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”, narrated That when the Ansar drew lots as to 
which of the emigrants should dwell with which of the Ansar, the name of 
Othman Ibn Maz’oon came out (to be in their lot). Ommul’ala further said: 
"Othman stayed with us, and we nursed him when he got sick, but he died. 
We shrouded him in his clothes, and The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” came to our house. I said (addressing 
Othman): “O Abus’sa'ib! May Allah be merciful to you! I testify that Allah 
has honoured you.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said to me: "How do you know that Allah has honoured him?" I replied: “I 
do not know O Allah's Apostle!” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: “As for Othman, by Allah he has died and I 
really wish him good. Yet, by Allah, although I am Allah's Apostle, I do 
not know what will be done to me or to you.” Ommul’ala added: “By Allah 
I shall never attest the piety of anybody after him.” Ommul’ala further said: 
"Once I slept and saw in a dream, a flowing stream for Othman. So l went 
to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and 
told him about it. He said: That is (the symbol of) his deeds (whose 
rewards) are going on." 
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[28] Drawing the water from a well until all of the people drank 
their fill 

7019- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "In a dream I saw 
myself drawing water from a well with a bucket, when Abu’bakr and Omar 
came to me. Abu’bakr drew a bucket or two (full of water). But there was 
weakness in his drawing. However, Allah forgave him. Then Omar Ibn 
Al’khattab took the bucket from Abu’bakr’s hand, which turned into a very 
large one in his hands. I had never seen such a strong person as he in 
drawing water till all the people drank to their satisfaction and watered their 
camels that knelt down there.” 

[29] Drawing one or two buckets (full of water) weakly 

7020- Salim narrated from his father, relating the vision of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: "I saw (in a dream) the people 
in a gathering. Then Abu’bakr got up and drew one or two buckets of water 
(from a well) but there was weakness in his drawing. May Allah forgive 
him. Then Omar took the bucket and in his hands it turned into a very large 
bucket. I had never seen anyone amongst the people who could draw the 
water as strongly as Omar till all the people drank their fill and watered 
their camels that knelt down there.” 

7021- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"While I was sleeping, I saw myself standing at a well, on which there was 
a bucket. I drew water from the well as much as Allah wished. Then Ibn 
Abu’quhafa took the bucket from me and drew one or two buckets (of 
water) and there was weakness in his drawing of water. May Allah forgive 
for him his weakness. Then the bucket turned into a very big one when Ibn 
Al’khattab took it over. Indeed, I had never seen such a strong person 
amongst the people as Omar in drawing water, till the people drank their 
fill and watered their camels that knelt down there." 

[30] The relief in one’s dream 

7022- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “While 
I was sleeping, I saw myself standing over a reservoir, giving water to the 
people to drink. Then Abu’bakr came and took the bucket from me in order 
to relieve me. He drew one or two buckets (full of water), and there was 
weakness in his drawing. May Allah forgive him! Then Ibn Al’khattab took 
it from him and went on drawing water till the people left (after their 
satisfaction) while the reservoir was overflowing with water." 
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[31] The palace in one’s dream 

7023- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: While we were 
in the company of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, 
he said: "While I was asleep, I saw myself in Paradise therein I beheld a 
woman performing ablution beside a palace. I asked: “To whom does this 
palace belong?” They said: “To Omar Ibn Al'khattab.” Then I remembered 
Omar's jealousy (concerning women), and so I quickly went away from that 
palace." Abu’huraira said: (When Omar heard this from The Prophet), he 
wept and said: "Do you think it is likely that I feel jealous because of you, 
O Allah's Apostle?" 

7024- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I saw myself (in a 
dream) entering Paradise, and behold! I saw a palace of gold. I asked: “For 
whom is this palace?” they replied: “It is for a man from Quraish (Omar).” 
Nothing prevented me from entering it, except what I thought of your 
(Omar's) jealousy for women (and did not enter it)." Omar said: "How dare 
I think of my honour being offended by you, O Messenger of Allah?” 

[32] The ablution in the dream 

7025- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: While we were 
in the company of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, 
he said: "While I was asleep, I saw myself in Paradise therein I beheld a 
woman performing ablution beside a palace. I asked: “To whom does this 
palace belong?” They said: “To Omar Ibn Al'khattab.” Then I remembered 
Omar's jealousy (concerning women), and so I quickly went away from that 
palace." (When Omar heard this from The Prophet), he wept and said: "Do 
you think it is likely that I feel jealous because of you, O Allah's Apostle?" 

[33] The circumambulation of Ka’ba in the dream 

7026- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "While I was asleep, I saw 
myself circumambulating the Ka'ba (in my dream). Suddenly I saw a man 
of brown complexion and lank hair walking between two men, and water 
was dropping from his head. I asked: “Who is this?” The people said: “He 
is the son of Mary.” Then I looked behind and I saw a red-complexioned, 
fat, curly-haired man, blind in the right eye, which looked like a bulging 
out grape. I asked: “Who is this?” They replied: “He is The Charlatan 
(Ad’dajjal). The one who resembled him among the people, was Ibn 
Qatan." (Ibn Qatan was a pagan who died in the Pre-Islamic period of 
ignorance.) 
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[34] When one gives his remaining (milk) to his companion in the 
dream 

7027- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" told: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: 
"While I was sleeping, I saw that a cup full of milk was brought to me and I 
drank my fill till I noticed the milk's wetness coming out of my nails. Then 
I gave the remaining milk to Omar." The companions of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked: "What have you 
interpreted it, O Messenger of Allah?" he replied: "(It is religious) 
knowledge." 

[35] When one feels safe with his fear going away in the dream 

7028- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: There were men 
from the companions of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” who used to see dreams during the lifetime of The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” to whom 
they would narrate those dreams. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” would interpret them as Allah wished. I was a 
young man and used to stay in the mosque before my marriage. I said to 
myself: "If there were any good in me, I too would see (the like of) what 
these people see." When I went to bed one night, I said: “O Allah! If you 
see any good in me, show me a good dream." While I was in that state, 
there came to me (in a dream) two angels, in the hand of each of whom, 
there was a mace of iron. Both of them were taking me to Hell, and I was 
between them, invoking Allah: "0 Allah! I seek refuge with You from 
Hell." Then I saw myself being faced by another angel carrying a mace of 
iron in his hand. He said to me: "Do not be afraid! You will be an excellent 
man if you only pray more often." They took me till they stopped me at the 
edge of Hell. Behold! It was built inside like a well and it had side posts 
like those of a well, beside each of which there was an angel carrying an 
iron mace. I saw therein many people hanging upside down with iron 
chains. I recognized therein some men from Quraish. Then (the angels) 
took me to the right side. 

7029- I narrated this dream to (my sister) Hafsa who told it to The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “No 
doubt, Abdullah is a good man." (Nafi, the sub-narrator, said: “Since then 
Abdullah Ibn Omar used to pray much.”) 
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[36] One’s taking another to the right side in the dream 

7030- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I was a young 
unmarried man during the lifetime of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. I used to sleep in the mosque. Anyone having a dream, 
would narrate it to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. 
I said: “O Allah! If there is any good for me with You, then show me a 
dream in order that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” might interpret it for me.” Then, I slept and saw (in a dream) 
that two angels came and took me along with them. Then they met another 
angel who said to me: “Be not afraid, you are a good man.” They took me 
towards the Fire. Behold! It was built inside like a well, and therein I saw 
people some of whom I recognized. Then the angels took me to the right 
side. In the morning, I mentioned that dream to Hafsa. 

7031- Hafsa reported that she had mentioned it to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” who said: “Abdullah is a righteous man if 
he only prays more at night.” (Az’zuhri said: since then, Abdullah used to 
pray more at night.) 

[37] What about the cup in one’s dream? 

7032- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" told: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: 
"While I was sleeping, I saw that a cup full of milk was brought to me from 
which I drank my fill. Then I gave the remaining milk to Omar." People 
asked: "What have you interpreted it, 0 Messenger of Allah?" he said: "(It 
is religious) knowledge." 

[38] When something flies in one’s dream 

7033- Obaidullah Ibn Abdullah narrated: I asked Abdullah Ibn Abbas 
“Allah be pleased with both” about the vision of The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” which he mentioned. 

7034- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” said: I was told that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "While 
I was sleeping, I saw (in a dream) two gold bracelets round my arm, and 
that worried me too much. Then I was instructed divinely in my dream to 
blow them off. I blew them off; and they flew away. I interpreted the two 
bracelets as symbols of two liars who would appear after me.” Obaidullah 
Ibn Abdullah commented: One of them was Al’ansi who was killed by 
Fairuz in Yemen, and the other was Musailama The Liar, (from 
Al’yamama)." 
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[39] When one sees (in a dream) cows being slaughtered 

7035- Abu’burda narrated from Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with 
him”: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “In a 
dream I saw myself migrating from Mecca to a place having plenty of date 
palms. I thought that it was Al’yamama or Hajar, but it came to be Medina 
(Yathrib). I saw cows in my dream, and by Allah, that was a blessing, and 
they symbolized the believers on the Day of Ohud. Furthermore, the 
blessing was the good Allah bestowed upon us and the reward of true belief 
which Allah gave us after the day of Badr.” 

[40] The blowing off in one’s dream 

7036- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “We (Muslims) are the last 
(in the world), but will be the foremost on the Day of Judgement.” 

7037- Abu’huraira further reported: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “While I was sleeping, the treasures 
of the earth were brought to me (in a dream). Then two gold bracelets were 
put in my hand, and that worried me too much. Then I was instructed 
divinely in my dream to blow them off. I blew them off; and they flew 
away. I interpreted the two bracelets as symbols of two liars between whom 
I was: the man of San’a, and the man of Al’yamama.” 

[41] When one sees (in a dream) something taken out of a certain 
place to be settled in another place 

7038- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I saw (in a dream) a black 
woman with unkempt hair going out of Medina and settling at Mahai’a, or 
Al’juhfa. I interpreted it as a symbol of epidemic of Medina being 
transferred to that place” (Al’juhfa). 

[42] What about the black woman? 


7039- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated, concerning the 
vision of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: "I saw (in 
a dream) a black woman with unkempt hair going out of Medina and 
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settling at Mahai'a, or Al'juhfa. I interpreted it as a symbol of epidemic of 
Medina being transferred to Mahai'a, i.e. Al'juhfa.” 

[43] What about the woman with unkempt hair? 






7040- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I saw (in a dream) a black 
woman with unkempt hair going out of Medina and settling at Mahai'a. I 
interpreted it as a symbol of epidemic of Medina being transferred to 
Mahai’a, i.e. Al'juhfa.” 

[44] When one moves a sword in a dream 


7041- Abu’burda narrated from Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with 
him”: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I saw 
myself moving a sword and its blade got broken. It came to symbolize the 
defeat, which the Muslims suffered from, on the Day of Ohud. I moved the 
sword again, and it became better than before, and that was the symbol of 
the victory Allah bestowed upon Muslims and their gathering together.” 

[45] What about one's telling lies concerning his dreams? 




7042- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever claims to have 
seen a dream which he did not see, will be ordered to make a knot between 
two barley grains which he will not be able to do. If somebody listens to the 
talk of some people who do not desire him to listen or they run away from 
him, then molten lead will be poured into his ears on the Day of Judgement. 
Whoever makes a picture, will be punished on the Day of Judgement and 
will be ordered to breathe a soul in that picture, which he will not be able to 
do." 


7043- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The worst lie is that a 
person claims to have seen a dream which he has not seen." 
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[46] If one saw a dream which he disliked, then he should neither 
mention it nor tell it to anybody 

7044- Abu’salama narrated: 1 used to see a dream which would make me 
ill until I heard Abu’quatada saying: I too, used to see a dream which would 
make me ill until I heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” saying: “A good dream is from Allah, so if anyone of you saw a 
dream which he liked, he should tell it to none except to the one whom he 
loves. If he saw a dream which he disliked, then he should seek refuge with 
Allah from its evil and from the evil of Satan. Then he should spit thrice 
(on his left) and should tell it to none, for it will not harm him.” 

7045- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If anyone of you 
sees a dream that he likes, then it is from Allah, whom he should thank for 
it. He also should narrate it to others. But if he sees something else, such as 
a dream, which he dislikes, then it will be from Satan, from whose evil he 
should seek refuge with Allah, and should not mention it to anybody, for it 
will not harm him." 

[47] When the first dream interpreter mistakes in his analysis 

7046- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: A man came to 
Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "I saw 
in a dream, a cloud having shade from which butter and honey were 
dropping, which I saw people gathering in their hands, some gathering 
much and some a little. Behold! There was a rope extending from the earth 
to the sky, which you (O Prophet) held, as I saw, and went up. Then 
another man held it and went up. Then another (third) held it and went up. 
Finally, another (fourth) man held it, but it broke and then got connected 
again." Abu’bakr said: "O Allah's Apostle! Let my father be sacrificed for 
you! Allow me to interpret this dream." The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him" said to him: "Interpret it." Abu’bakr said: "The cloud 
with shade symbolizes Islam, and the butter and honey dropping from it 
symbolizes the Qur'an, with its sweetness dropping. Indeed, some people 
are learning much of the Qur’an and some a little. The rope extending from 
the sky to the earth, is the Truth that you (O Prophet) are following. You 
follow it with which Allah will raise you high, then another man will 
follow it with which he will rise up, then another person will follow it, and 
then another man will follow it but it will break and then it will be 
connected for him with which he will rise up. O Allah's Apostle! Let my 
father be sacrificed for you! Am I right or wrong?" The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "You are right in some of it and 
wrong in some." Abu’bakr said: "O Allah's Prophet! By Allah, you must 
tell me in what I was wrong." The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "Do not swear.” 
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[48] Interpreting the visions after Morning prayer 

7047- Samura Ibn Jundub “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” usually 
asked his companions: "Did anyone of you see a dream?" So, dreams 
would be narrated to him by those whom Allah wished to tell. One morning 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Last night 
two persons came to me (in a dream) and woke me up saying: “Proceed!” I 
went out with them until we came across a man Lying down, with another 
man standing over his head, holding a big rock. Behold! He was throwing 
the rock at the man's head, which was being wounded. The rock rolled 
away which the thrower followed and took back. By the time he reached 
the man, his head returned to the normal state. The thrower then did the 
same as he had done before. I said to my two companions: “Glorified be 
Allah! Who are those two persons?” They said: “Proceed!” We proceeded 
until we came to a man Lying flat on his back and another man standing 
over his head with an iron hook, which he would put in one side of the 
man's mouth, tearing off that side of his face to the back (of the neck); and 
similarly he would tear his nose and eye from front to back. Then he turned 
to the other side of the man's face and did just the same as he had done with 
the other side. He hardly completed this side when the other side returned 
to its normal state. Then he returned to it to repeat what he had done before. 
I said to my two companions: “Glorified be Allah! Who are those two 
persons?” They said to me: “Go on!” So we went on until we came across 
something like a baking oven." I think The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “In that oven there was much more noise and 
voices." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” further 
said: “We looked into it and found naked men and women, to whom a 
flame of fire was reaching from underneath. The more it reached them, the 
more they cried loudly. I asked them: “Who are those?” They said to me: 
“go on!” We went on until we came across a river." I think he said: “as red 
as blood." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” further 
said: “Behold! In the river there was a man swimming, and on the bank 
there was a man who had collected many stones. Behold! while the other 
man was swimming, he went near him. When the former opened his mouth, 
the latter (on the bank) threw a stone into his mouth whereupon he went 
swimming again. Whenever he returned and opened his mouth, the man (on 
the bank) would put a stone into his mouth. I asked my two companions: 
“Who are those persons?” They replied: “Proceed! Proceed!” We went on 
until we came to a man with a repulsive appearance, the most repulsive you 
have ever seen! Beside him there was a fire which he was kindling and 
running around. I asked my companions: “Who is this?” They said to me: 
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“Proceed! Proceed!” We proceeded until we reached a garden of deep 
green dense vegetation, having all types of spring colors, In the midst of 
which, there was a very tall man whose head I could hardly see in view of 
his great height, around whom, there were children, as numerous as I have 
never seen. I said to my companions: “Who is this?” They replied: 
“Proceed! Proceed!” We went on until we came to a majestic huge garden, 
greater and better than I have ever seen! My two companions said to me: 
“Go up!” I went up.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” further said: “We came up until we reached a town built of gold and 
silver bricks, to whose gate we went and asked (the gatekeeper) to open the 
gate, and it was opened. We entered the town wherein we found men with 
one side of their bodies as handsome as the handsomest person you have 
ever seen, and the other side as ugly as the ugliest person you have ever 
seen. My two companions ordered those men to throw themselves into the 
river. Behold! There was a river flowing across (the town), whose water 
was as white as milk. Those men went and threw themselves in it. Then 
they returned to us after the ugliness (of their bodies) had gone away and 
they became in the best shape." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” added: “My two companions said to me: “This is the Eden 
Paradise, and that is your place.” I raised up my sight. Behold! I saw a 
palace like a white cloud. My two companions said to me: “That (palace) is 
yours.” I said to them: “May Allah bless you both! Let me enter it.” They 
replied: “As for now, you will not enter it, but you shall enter it (one day).” 


I said to them: “I have seen many wonders tonight. What does all that 
mean?” They replied: “We will tell you: As for the first man you came 
upon whose head was being injured with the rock, he is the symbol of the 
one who studies the Qur'an and then neither recites it nor acts according to 
its principles. He also sleeps, neglecting the enjoined prayers. As for the 
man you came upon, whose sides of mouth, nostrils and eyes were torn off 
from front to back, he is the symbol of the man who goes out of his house 
in the morning and tells a lie that spreads all over the world. Those naked 
men and women whom you saw in a building like an oven, are the 
adulterers and the adulteresses. The man whom you saw swimming in the 
river and given a stone to swallow, is the eater of usury. The bad looking 
man whom you saw near the fire which he was kindling and going round, is 
Malik, the gatekeeper of Hell. The tall man whom you saw in the garden, is 
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Abraham “Peace be upon him”, and the children around him are those who 
die on the true Faith (of Islam).”” 

The narrator added: “Some Muslims asked The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”: "O Allah's Apostle! What about the 
children of pagans?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” replied: “And also the children of pagans." 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” added: “My two 
companions added: “The men you saw half handsome and half ugly were 
those persons, who had mixed a good act with another which was bad, but 
whom Allah forgave.”

(93) The Book of Afflictions 


[1] What was mentioned regarding Allah’s saying: “And fear tumult 
or oppression, which affecteth not in particular (only) those of you who 
do wrong: and know that Allah is strict in punishment.” (The Spoils of 
War “Al’anfal” 25) 


in addition, what afflictions of which did The Prophet warn (Muslims)? 


7048- Ibn Abu’mulaika narrated from Asma Bint Abu’bakr “Allah be 
pleased with both”: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “I will be standing at the Fount so that I could see whomever among 
you will come to me. However, some people will be taken away from me, 
and I will say: “O Lord! (They are from) my nation.” Then it will be said: 
“Did you observe what they did after you? By Allah, they kept on turning 
on their heels.” " Ibn Abu’mulaika said: “0 Allah! We seek refuge with 
You from turning on our heels, or being put to trial in our religion." 


7049- Abu’wa’il narrated from Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him”: 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I am your 
predecessor at the Fount. Some of you will be brought in front of me. When 
I rise to provide them (with water), they will be taken away from me and I 
will say: “O Lord! My companions!” It will be said: “You do not know 
what they did after you had left.” 


7050- Abu’hazim narrated from Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with 
him”: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I am 
your predecessor at the Fount. Whoever passed by me would drink (from 
The Fount) ; and whoever drank (from The Fount) would never be thirsty. 
Some people will be brought in front of me whom I will recognize and they 
will know me. Then a barrier will be put between them and me.” 
Abu’hazim said: An’no’man Ibn Abu’aiyyash heard me while I relating to 
them this narration. He asked: “Did you hear Sahl narrating this tradition as 
such?” I replied in the affirmative. Then he said: I testify that I also heard 
Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” relating this narration, adding (that 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said): “I will say: 
“They are from me!” then it will be said to me: “You do not know what 
they innovated after you had left.” I will say: “Let him perish who changed 
after me (anything concerning religion).”” 



7051 - The same as above. 
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[2] The Prophet's saying: “You will see after me some matters, 
which you deny” 

Abdullah Ibn Zaid told: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Keep patient until you meet me at The Fount.” 

7052- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Soon you will see others 
given preference over you, and there will be things which you will deny." 
The companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
asked: "O Allah's Apostle! What do you order us to do? " He said: “To give 
the rights that are on you and to ask Allah for your rights." 


7053- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He, who disapproves of 
something done by his ruler should be patient, for whoever deviates from 
the ruler even as little as a span will die as (if he were of) those who died in 
the Pre-Islamic Period of Ignorance.” 

7054- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” told that The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" had said: "Whoever notices 
something done by his ruler which he denies, should be patient, for he, who 
breaks away from the company of the Muslims even for a span and then 
dies, will die (as sinful disobedient) as those who died in the Pre-Islamic 
period of Ignorance.” 

7055- Junada Ibn Abu’omaiyya narrated: We entered upon Obada Ibn 
As’samit while he was sick. We said: “May Allah make you healthy. Will 
you tell us a tradition you heard from The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”, by which Allah may benefit you?" Obada Ibn As'samit 
"Allah be pleased with him" reported: "The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him" called us and we gave him the Pledge of allegiance for 
Islam. 

7056- Obada resumed: From among the conditions on which he took the 
Pledge from us, was to listen and obey (the orders) both at the time when 
we were active and at the time when we were tired, and at our difficult time 
and at our ease. We also were required to obey the ruler and give him his 
right even if he did not give us our right, and not to fight against him unless 
we noticed that he had openly clear disbelief for which we have a proof 
from Allah." 
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7057- Osaid Ibn Hudair "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man 
(from the Ansar) came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” and said: "O Allah's Apostle! You appointed so-and-so 
and did not appoint me!" The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "After me you will see others given preference over you; so be 
patient till you meet me (at the fount on the Day of Judgement).” 


[3] The Prophet’s saying: "The destruction of my followers will be 
at the hands of some foolish youngsters" 

7058- Sa’eed Al’omawi narrated: I was sitting with Marwan and 
Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" in the mosque of Medina when 
the later said: I heard the trustworthy, truly inspired one (The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him”) saying: "The destruction of my 
followers will be at the hands of some youngsters from Quraish." Marwan 
said: “Allah’s curse be upon those youngsters!” Abu'huraira said: “If you 
wish, I would name them: They are the children of so-and-so and the 
children of so-and-so.” (The sub-narrator told: Later on, I used to go along 
with my grandfather (the narrator) to the sons of Marwan in Sham after 
they had taken over the power. The more he saw their youngsters, the more 
he said: “Perhaps those might be of them (the destroyers).” We said to him: 
“You know best.”) 






[4] The Prophet’s saying: “Woe unto the Arabs from a danger that 
has come near” 

7059- Zainab Bint Abu’salama narrated from Ommu’habiba from 
Zainab Bint "daughter of' Jahsh "Allah be pleased with them” that The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" once woke up with his 
faced flushed and red (because of fear) and said: "There is no God to be 
worshipped but Allah. Woe unto the Arabs from a danger that has come 
near. An opening has been made in the wall of Gog and Magog like this," 
(Sufyan illustrated this by making a circle with his thumb and index finger, 
forming the numbers of ninety and one hundred). It was said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! Shall we be destroyed even though there are pious persons among 
us?" He said: "Yes, when the evil persons increase." 

7060- Usama "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Once The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" looked out from upon a castle 
amongst the castles of Medina and said: "Do you see what I see?” they 
answered: “No, O Messenger of Allah!” he said: “(No doubt) I see the 
locations where afflictions will take place among your houses, as 
numerous as the spots where raindrops fall." 
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[5] The Appearance of afflictions 

7061- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Time will pass rapidly, 
good deeds will decrease, miserliness will be planted (in the hearts of the 
people), afflictions will be prevalent, and there will be much tumult." They 
said: “O Allah's Apostle! What does tumult mean?" He said: “Killing! 
Killing!" 

7062- Both of Abdullah and Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with them” 
narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Just 
before the establishment of the Hour, there will be days during which 
(Religious) ignorance will be prevalent, (religious) knowledge will be taken 
away, and there will be much more tumult, and tumult implies killing." 

7063- The same as above. 

7064- Shaqiq narrated: Both of Abdullah and Abu’moosa “Allah be 
pleased with them” sat talking. Abu’moosa said: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Just before the establishment of the 
Hour, there will be days during which (Religious) ignorance will be 
prevalent, (religious) knowledge will be taken away, and there will be 
much more tumult, and tumult implies killing." 

7065- Abu’wa’il narrated: I was sitting with both of Abdullah and 
Abu’moosa when Abu’moosa said: I heard The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: (The same previous 
narration). 

7066- Abu’wa’il narrated from Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him”, 
ascribing it (according to the narrator) to The Prophet: “Near the 
establishment of the Hour, there will be the days of tumult, during which 
(Religious) ignorance will be prevalent, and (religious) knowledge will be 
taken away.” Abu’moosa said: “Tumult implies killing." 

7067- Abu’wa’il narrated that Al’ash’ari asked Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be 
pleased with them": Do you know the days of tumult which The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned? Abdullah said: I 
heard The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "The 
most evil people are those who remain alive when The Doomed Hour 
comes.” 
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[6] There is no time, but that the time to come after which is more 
evil 

7068- Az’zubair Ibn Adi narrated: We went to Anas "Allah be pleased 
with him" complaining of Al'hajjaj's wrongdoing. Anas said: "Be patient. 
There is no time, but that the time to come after which is more evil. This is 
what I heard from your Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him".” 

7069- Hind Bint Al’harith narrated from Ommu’salama “Allah be 
pleased with her”: One night The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” got up worried and said: “Glorified be Allah! How many 
afflictions have been sent down tonight, and how many treasures have been 
disclosed! Who will go and wake up, for offering the night prayers, the lady 
dwellers of these rooms? (He meant his wives). Many well-dressed souls in 
this world might be naked on the Day of Judgement." 

[7] The Prophet's saying: "Whoever carries arms against us, is not 
from us" 

7070- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever carries arms 
against us, is not from us." 

7071- Abu’burda narrated from Abu’moosa "Allah be pleased with 
him": The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Whoever carries arms against us, is not from us." 

7072- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None of you should point 
out towards his Muslim brother with a weapon, for he does not know, Satan 
may tempt him to hit him and, as a result, he will fall into a pit of 
(Hell)fire." 

7073- Sufyan narrated: I said to Amr: O Abu Abdur’rahman! Did you 
hear Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" telling that a man 
passed through the mosque carrying arrows; and then Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to him: “take hold of them 
by their heads"? he answered: Yes. 

7074- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" told: A man 
passed through the mosque carrying arrows, whose heads were protruding. 
He was ordered (by Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him") to take hold of them by their heads lest he might injure a Muslim. 
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7075- Abu’burda reported from Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with 
him": The Messenger of Allah "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "Whoever passes through our mosques or markets with arrows should 
take hold of them by their heads lest he might injure a Muslim." 


[8] The Prophet’s saying: “Do not become unbelievers after me, by 
cutting the necks of each other” 

7076- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Insulting a Muslim is a type of impiety, while fighting him is a sort of 
disbelief.” 


7077- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that he heard The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “Do not become 
unbelievers after me by cutting the necks of one another." 


7078- Abu’bakra “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” addressed the people 
saying: “Don't you know what is the day today?" They replied: “Allah and 
His Apostle know better." We thought that he might call that day with 
another name. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Isn't it the day of Slaughtering (sacrifice)?" We replied: “Yes, O 
Messenger of Allah!" He then said: “What town is this? Isn't it the Sacred 
Town (of Mecca)?" We replied: “Yes, O Messenger of Allah!" He then 
said: “Your blood, your properties, your honors, and your complexions 
(bodies) are as sacred to one another as the sanctity of this day of yours, in 
this month of yours, in this town of yours. Haven't I reported Allah's 
message to you?" We replied: “Yes." He said: “O Allah! Be witness (for 
that). It is incumbent upon those who are present to report it (my message) 
to those who are absent because the informed one (who is absent) might 
comprehend what I have said better than the present audience who will 
report it to him." The narrator added: In fact, it was like that. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” further said: “Beware! Do not 
return as unbelievers after me by cutting the necks of one another." 
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7079- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Beware! Do not become 
renegades after me by cutting the necks of one another." 

7080- Jarir “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said to me during his Farewell Hajj: "Let 
the people keep silent and listen!" Then he said (addressing them): 
"Beware! Do not become renegades after me by cutting the necks of one 
another."

[9] (The Prophet's saying): "There would be afflictions during 
which the sitting one is better than the standing" 

7081- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There will be afflictions 
(in the near future) during which the sitting person will be better than the 
standing one, and the standing one will be better than the walking one, and 
the walking one will be better than the running one. He, who will expose 
himself to these afflictions, will be destroyed by them. So whoever can find 
a place of protection or refuge from them, should take shelter in it." 

7082- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There will be afflictions 
(in the near future) during which the sitting person will be better than the 
standing one, and the standing one will be better than the walking one, and 
the walking one will be better than the running one. He, who will expose 
himself to these afflictions, will be destroyed by them. So whoever can find 
a place of protection or refuge from them, should take shelter in it." 

[10] When two Muslims fight each other with their swords 

7083- Al’hasan narrated: I went out, taking up my arms during the 
nights of the sedition when I met Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" 
who asked me: “Where do you want to go?” I answered: “I want to go to 
support my cousin i.e. Ali.” Then he replied: I heard The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "When two 
Muslims fight each other with their swords, both of the murderer and the 
murdered will enter into the Hell-fire.” I (Abu’bakra) said: “O Allah's 
Apostle! This applies to the murderer, but what about the murdered one?” 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "He 
surely had the intention to kill his companion.” 
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[11] What should one be ordered to do (when he was put to trial 
during the time of affliction) if there was no group of Muslims (to be 
followed)? 

7084- Hudhaifa Ibn Al'yaman "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
people used to ask Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" about good, but I used to ask him about evil for fear that it might 
overtake me. Once I said: "O Allah's Apostle! We were in ignorance and in 
evil and Allah has bestowed upon us the present good; will there be any 
evil after this good?" He said: "Yes." I asked: "Will there be good after that 
evil?" He said: "Yes, but it would be tainted with smoke (indicating 
metaphorically to some Little evil)." I asked: "What will its smoke be?" He 
said: "There will be some people who will lead (people) according to 
principles other than my tradition. You will see their actions and 
disapprove of them." I said: "Will there be any evil after that good?" He 
said: "Yes, there will be some people who will invite others to the doors of 
Hell, and whoever accepts their invitation to it will be thrown in it by 
them." I said: "O Allah's Apostle! Describe those people to us." He said: 
"They will belong to us and speak our language.” I asked: "What will you 
order me to do if such a thing takes place in my life?" He said: "Adhere to 
the group of Muslims and their Chief." I asked: "If there is neither a group 
(of Muslims) nor a chief (what shall I do)?" He said: "Keep away from all 
those different sects, even if you have to bite (Eat) the root of a tree, till you 
meet Allah while you are still in that state." 

[12] One’s dislike to increase the number of people involved in the 
afflictions and wrongdoing 

7085- Abul’aswad narrated: The people of Medina were forced to 
prepare an army (to fight against the people of Sham during the caliphate of 
Abdullah Ibn Az’zubair at Mecca), in which I was enlisted. A while later, I 
met Ikrima, the freed slave of Ibn Abbas, whom I informed. He insistently 
forbade me to do so. He said: Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" 
reported: some Muslim people were with the pagans, increasing the number 
of the pagans against Allah's Apostle. An arrow used to be shot which 
would hit one of them (Muslims in the company of the pagans) and kill 
him, or he would be struck and killed (with a sword)." Then Allah revealed: 
"When angels take the souls of those who die in sin against their souls, they 
say: in what (plight) were ye? They reply: weak and oppressed were we in 
the earth. They say: was not the earth of Allah spacious enough for you to 
move yourselves away (from evil)? Such men will find their abode in Hell, 
what an evil refuge!" (The Women 97) 
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[13] When there remains only a dregs of people 

7086- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" told us two narrations, one of 
which I have seen (happening) and I am waiting for the other. He narrated 
that honesty was preserved in the roots of the hearts of men (in the 
beginning) and then they learnt it (honesty) from the Qur'an, and then they 
learnt it from the (Prophets) Sunna. He also told us about its disappearance, 
saying: "A man will go to sleep whereupon honesty will be taken away 
from his heart, and only its trace will remain, resembling the traces of fire. 
He then will sleep again whereupon the remainder of the honesty will also 
be taken away (from his heart) with its trace resembling a blister, which is 
raised over the surface of skin, when an ember touches one's foot; and in 
fact, this blister does not contain anything. So there will come a day when 
people will deal in business with each other but there will hardly be any 
trustworthy persons among them. Then it will be said that in such-and-such 
tribe there is such-and-such person who is honest, and a man will be 
admired for his intelligence, good manners and strength, though indeed he 
will not have belief equal to a mustard seed in his heart." The narrator 
added: There came upon me a time when I did not mind dealing with 
anyone of you, for if he was a Muslim, his religion would prevent him from 
cheating; and if he was a Christian, his Muslim ruler would prevent him 
from cheating. But today I cannot deal except with so-and-so and so-and- 
so. 

[14] One's stay in desert with Bedouins during the afflictions 

7087- Salama Ibn Al'akwa "Allah be pleased with him" was reported to 
have visited Al'hajjaj. Al'hajjaj said: "O son of Al’akwa! You have turned 
on your heels by staying in the desert with Bedouins." Salama replied: "No, 
but Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" allowed me 
to stay with Bedouins in the desert.” 

On the other hand, Yazid Ibn Abu’obaid narrated: When Othman Ibn 
Affan was killed, Salama Ibn Al’akwa emigrated to Ar’rabadha, where he 
stayed and married a woman who gave birth to children from him. He kept 
on staying there until there was just a few nights before his death, when he 
returned to Medina. 

7088- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" told: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "A time will come 
when the best property of a Muslim will be sheep which he will take on the 
top of mountains and the places of rainfall so as to flee with his religion 
from afflictions." 
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[15] Seeking refuge with Allah from Afflictions 

7089- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Once the people 
started asking The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” so much questions that he became angry. He came up the pulpit and 
said: “I will answer whatever questions you may ask me today." I looked 
right and left and saw everyone covering his face with his garment and 
weeping. Behold ! There was a man who, on quarreling with the people, 
used to be called as a son of a person other than his father. He said: “O 
Allah's Apostle! Who is my father?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” replied: “Your father is Hudhafa." Then Omar got up 
and said: “We accept Allah as (our) Lord, Islam as (our) religion, and 
Mohammad as (our) Messenger. We seek refuge with Allah from the 
afflictions." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “ I have never seen such a day as today in its good and its evil. 
Indeed, Paradise and Hell-Fire were displayed in front of me, until I saw 
them just beyond this wall." Quatada used to recite Allah’s saying, when 
narrating this tradition: “Ye who believe ask not questions about things 
which, if made plain to you, may cause you trouble. But if ye ask about 
things when the Qur’an is being revealed, they will be made plain to you, 
Allah will forgive those: for Allah is Oft-Forgiving most forbearing.” (The 
Repast “Al’ma’ida” 101) 

7090- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated (the same previous 
tradition and said: Behold! Everyone was wrapping his head in his garment 
and weeping)...(Omar said): “We seek refuge with Allah from the evil of 
afflictions.” 

7091- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated (the same previous 
tradition and told (that Omar said): “We seek refuge with Allah from the 
evil of afflictions).” 

[16] The Prophet’s saying: “The Afflictions will come out from the 
side of the East” 

7092- Salim narrated from his father: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” stood up beside the pulpit. (Pointing with his finger 
towards the East), he said: “Afflictions are there! Afflictions are there, from 
where the side of the head of Satan (or the side of the sun) will come out." 

7093- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that he heard The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, while facing the East, 
saying: “No doubt, afflictions are there, from where the side of the head of 
Satan will appear." 
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7094- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "O Allah! Bless our Sham 
and our Yemen." People said: "Our Najd as well." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" again said: "O Allah! Bless our Sham and 
Yemen." They said again: "Our Najd as well, O Messenger of Allah!" On 
that The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There 
will appear earthquakes and afflictions, and from there will come out the 
side of the head of Satan." 


7095- Sa’eed Ibn Jubair narrated: Abdullah Ibn Omar came to us and we 
hoped that he would narrate to us a good Hadith. But before we asked him, 
a man got up and said to him: "O Abu Abdur’rahman! Narrate to us about 
the battles during the time of the afflictions, as Allah says: “And fight them 
on until there is no more tumult or oppression, and there prevail justice and 
Faith in Allah; but if they cease, let there be no hostility except to those 
who practise oppression.” (The Heifer 193)” Ibn Omar said : "Do you 
know what is meant by tumult? Let your mother bereave you! (The 
Prophet) Mohammad used to fight against the pagans, for a Muslim was put 
to trial in his religion. His fighting was different from your fighting which 
is done for the sake of ruling." 


[17] What about the affliction which is to spread like the waves of 
the sea? 


7096- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" told: Once I was sitting 
with Omar and he said: “Who amongst you remembers the statement of 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" about the 
afflictions?” I said: “The afflictions caused for a man by his wife, money, 
children and neighbour are expiated by his prayers, fasting, charity and by 
enjoining (what is good) and forbidding (what is evil).” Omar said: “I did 
not mean that. But I asked about that affliction which will spread like the 
waves of the sea.” I said: “O commander of the faithful believers! You 
need not be afraid of it, as there is a closed door between you and it.” Omar 
asked: “Will it be broken or opened?” I replied: “It will be broken.” Omar 
said: Then it will never be closed again.”” The sub-narrator added: “we 
asked Hudhaifa whether Omar knew that door. He replied: “He knew it as 
well as one knows that there will be night before the tomorrow morning. I 
narrated a tradition that was free from any misunderstanding.” The sub¬ 
narrator said: we felt shy to ask Hudhaifa about the door. So, we urged 
Masruq to ask him. Hudhaifa said: "The door was Omar himself." 
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7097- Sa’eed Ibn Al’musaiyyab narrated: Abu’moosa Al’ash’ari told: 
Once, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” went out to 
one of Medina’s gardens for some need. I followed him. I sat at the gate 
and said to myself: "Today I will be the gatekeeper of The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” though he did not order me (to be so)." 
Fulfilled his need, he went to the well, on whose built edge he sat, with his 
legs uncovered, hanging in the well. Abu’bakr came and asked for 
permission to enter. I told him: “Wait here until I take the permission for 
you.” He waited and I went in and said: "O Allah's Apostle! Abu'bakr asks 
for permission to enter." He said: "Admit him and give him the glad tidings 
that he will be in Paradise." Abu'bakr entered and sat on the right side of 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" on the built edge 
of the well, uncovered his legs, and hung them n the well. 

Then Omar Ibn Al’khattab came (and asked permission to enter). I said 
to him: “Be here until I take the permission for you.” (I went and told 
Allah's Apostle). He said: "Admit him, and give him the glad tidings that he 
will be in Paradise." He entered and sat beside Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" on the built edge of the well on the left 
side, uncovered his legs, and hung them in the well. In this way, the built 
edge of the well was fully occupied and there was no place for anyone else. 
Then Othman Ibn Affan came (and asked for permission). I said to him: 
“Be here until I take the permission for you.” (I went to The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and informed him). He said: 
"Admit him, and give him the glad tidings of entering Paradise after a 
calamity that will befall him." Othman then came in and found that the built 
edge of the well was occupied, so he sat opposite to them on the other side 
of the well, uncovered his legs, and hung them in the well. Abu’moosa 
said: I hoped that a brother of mine (would come) and I started invoking 
Allah for him to come at this moment. (Sa’eed Ibn Al’musaiyyab told: “I 
interpreted this (as a symbol of) the fact that their (The Prophet, Abu’bakr, 
and Omar’s) graves are together, while Othman’s is separate.”) 

7098- Abu’wa’il narrated: Usama "Allah be pleased with him" was 
asked by someone: "Will you go to so-and-so (Othman) and talk to him (in 
order to advise him as regards ruling the country)?" He said: "Really I talk 
to him (advising) secretly without opening a gate (of affliction), for neither 
do I want to be the first to open it, nor will I say to a man who became a 
ruler of (more than) two men that he is the best of all people after what I 
had heard from The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” Who said: "A man will be brought on the Day of Judgement and 
thrown in the (Hell) Fire, so that his intestines will come out, and he will go 
around like a donkey which goes around a millstone. The people of (Hell) 
Fire will gather around him and say: “O so-and-so! What is wrong with 
you? Didn't you use to order us to do good and forbid us to do evil?” He 
will reply: “Yes, I used to order you to do good, but I did not do it, and I 
used to forbid you to do evil, though I used to do it."” 
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[18] 

7099- Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" reported: During the days 
(of the battle) of The Camel, Allah benefited me with a word I had heard 
from Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" (after I had 
been about to join the Companions of The Camel and fight along with 
them). When Allah’s Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was 
informed that the Persians had crowned the daughter of Khosrau as their 
ruler, he said: "Such people as ruled by a lady will never be successful." 

7100- Abu’maryam Abdullah Ibn Ziyad Al’asadi narrated: When Talha, 
Az’zubair, and A’isha proceeded to Basra, Ali sent Ammar Ibn Yasir and 
Hasan Ibn Ali who came to us at Kufa and ascended the pulpit. At the top 
of the pulpit Al’hasan Ibn Ali was, below whom Ammar was. We all 
gathered before him. I heard Ammar saying: “A’isha proceeded to Basra. 
By Allah! She is the wife of your Prophet in this world and in the 
Hereafter. But Allah has put you to trial: Whether you obey Him (Allah) or 
her (A’isha).” 

[19] 

7101- Abu’wa’il narrated: Ammar came up the pulpit of Kufa (mosque), 
and addressed the people saying, after mentioning A’isha, and her 
proceeding (to Basra): "She (A’isha) is the wife of your Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” in this world and in the Hereafter, but 
Allah has put you to trial concerning this matter." 

7102- Abu’wa’il narrated: Abu’moosa and Abu’mas’ood went to 
Ammar when Ali had sent him to Kufa to urge them to fight (along with 
Ali). They said to him: "Since you became a Muslim, we have never seen 
you doing anything more faulty in our sight than your hurry in this matter." 
Ammar said: “Since you (both) became Muslims, I have never seen you 
doing anything more defective in my sight than your delay in this matter." 
Then Abu’mas’ood provided Ammar and Abu’moosa with two suits to 
wear, and one of them went to the mosque (of Kufa). 

7103- The same previous narration. 

7104- The same as above. 

7105- Shaqiq Ibn Salama narrated: I was sitting with Abu’mas’ood, 
Abu’moosa, and Ammar, when Abu’mas’ood said (to Ammar): "There is 
none of your companions but, if I wish, I could find fault with him except 
with you. Since you accompanied The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” I have never seen you doing a deed more defective in my 
sight than your hurry in this matter." Ammar said: “O Abu’mas'ood ! I 
have never seen you or your companion (Abu’moosa) doing a deed more 
defective in my sight than your delay in this matter since you accompanied 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”.” Abu’mas’ood, 
who was a rich man, said (to his slave): "O boy! Bring two suits." He gave 
one to Abu’moosa and the other to Ammar to whom he said: "Put on these 
suits at the time of going for the Friday prayer.” 

7106- The same previous narration. 

7107- The same as above. 
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[20] (The Prophet’s saying): "If Allah sends punishment upon a 
nation” 

7108- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If Allah sends punishment 
upon a nation then it will befall the whole population indiscriminately. 
They will be resurrected (and judged) according to their deeds." 

[21] The Prophet’s saying to Al’hasan (Ibn Ali): “This son of mine is 
a chief, through whom Allah may make peace between two groups of 
Muslims" 

7109- Al’hasan Al’basri narrated: When Al’hasan Ibn Ali proceeded 
with the army units against Mo’awiya, Amr Ibn Al’ass said to Mo’awiya: 
"I see an army that will not retreat unless the opposing army retreats." 
Mo’awiya said: “(If all of the Muslims are killed) who will look after their 
children?" Amr Ibn Al’ass said: “I (will do). Abdullah Ibn Amer and 
Abdur’rahman Ibn Samura said: “Let us meet Mo’awiya and suggest 
peace." Al’hasan Al’basri further said: “Indeed, I heard that Abu’bakra had 
said: “Once while The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
was addressing (the people), Al’hasan came and The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “This son of mine is a chief, through 
whom Allah may make peace between two groups of Muslims." 

7110- Harmala, Usama's freed slave, narrated: Usama sent me to Ali (at 
Kufa) and said: “Ali will ask you: “What prevented your companion from 
joining me?” You then should say to him: “If you were in the mouth of a 
lion, I would like to be with you, but in this matter I will not take part.”" 
Harmala further said: “Ali gave me nothing. I went to Hasan, Husain, and 
Ibn Ja’far who loaded my camels with much (material goods).” 

[22] When one says something to a group of people and something 
different to another group 

7111- Nafi narrated: When the people of Medina ousted Yazid Ibn 
Mo’awiya, Ibn Omar gathered his special friends and children and said: “I 
heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: “A 
flag will be fixed for every betrayer on the Day of Judgement.” However, 
we have given the pledge of allegiance to this (Yazid) according to the 
stipulations enjoined by Allah and His Apostle. Indeed, I do know nothing 
more disloyal than fighting a person who has been given the pledge of 
allegiance according to the stipulations enjoined by Allah and His Apostle. 
So, if I learn that any person among you has agreed to oust Yazid, by 
giving the pledge of allegiance (to somebody else) then this will be a point 
of separation between him and me." 
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7112- Abul’minhal narrated: When Ibn Ziyad and Marwan were in 
Sham, Ibn Az’zubair took over the power in Mecca, and The (Religious) 
Eccentrics revolted in Basra, I went out with my father to Abu’barza 
Al’aslami upon whom we entered, while he was sitting in the shade of a 
room built of cane. So we sat with him and my father started talking to him 
saying: “O Abu’barza! Don't you see the dilemma in which the people has 
fallen?" The first thing I heard him saying was: "I hope for the reward from 
Allah because of being angry and displeased with Quraish tribe. O you 
Arabs! You know very well that you were in misery, few in number, and 
misguided. But Allah has taken you out of all that with Islam and with 
Mohammad till He brought you to this state (of prosperity and happiness) 
which you see now. Indeed, it is this worldly wealth and pleasures which 
has caused mischief to appear among you. The one who is in Sham 
(Marwan), by Allah, is not fighting except for the sake of worldly benefit; 
and those who are among you, by Allah, are not fighting except for the sake 
of worldly benefit; and that one who is in Mecca (Ibn Az’zubair), by Allah, 
is not fighting except for the sake of worldly benefit." 

7113- Abu’wa’il narrated: Hudhaifa Ibn Al’yaman said: “The hypocrites 
of today are worse than those who existed during the lifetime of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. The reason is that in 
those days (of The Prophet) they used to do evil deeds secretly, but today 
they do them openly.” 

7114- Hudhaifa Ibn Al’yaman "Allah be pleased with him" reported: "it 
was hypocrisy that existed in the lifetime of The Prophet "Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him". But today it is disbelief after belief." 

[23] The Hour will not be established until the dead persons of the 
graves will be envied 

7115- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 

Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
Hour will not be established before A man, when passing by a grave of 
someone, will say: “Would that I were in his place!”” 

[24] The change of time until the idles will be worshipped 

7116- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 

Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
Hour will not be established till the buttocks of the women of the tribe of 
Daws move while going round Dhul’khalasa." Dhul’khalasa was the idol, 
worshipped by the Daws tribe in the Pre-Islamic Period of ignorance. 
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7117- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
Hour will not be established until a man from Qahtan will appear, driving 
the people with his stick.” 

[25] The fire's coining out 

7118- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The Hour will not be 
established till a fire will come out of the land of Hijaz, throwing light on 
the necks of the camels at Busra." 


7119- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Soon Euphrates will 
disclose a treasure (or a mountain) of gold. So whoever will be present at 
that time should take nothing of it." 


[26] 

7120- Haritha Ibn Wahb "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "O people! 
Give in charity as a time shall come upon you when a person will wander 
about with his object of charity and will find nobody to accept it.” 

7121- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The Hour will not be 
established till: Two big groups will fight each other whereupon there will 
be a great number of casualties on both sides. They will be following the 
same religious claim. About thirty Charlatans (liars) will appear, each of 
whom will claim that he is Allah’s Apostle. The religious knowledge will 
be taken away (by the death of Religious scholars). The earthquakes will 
increase in number. The time will pass quickly. The afflictions will appear. 
The killing (in tumults) will increase. The wealth will be so abundant that a 
rich person will worry that there might be nobody to accept his charity. 
Whenever he presents it to someone, that person will say: “I am not in need 
of it. The people will compete with one another in constructing high 
buildings. A man when passing by a grave of someone will say: “Would 
that I were in his place!” The sun will rise from the West. So when the sun 
rises with people seeing it (from the West) they will all believe (in Islam); 
but that will be the time when "no good will it do to a soul to believe in 
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them then, if it believed not before nor earned righteousness through its 
Faith." (Cattle "Al'an'am" 158) the Hour will be established while two men 
spreading a garment in front of them but they will not be able to sell it, nor 
fold it up. The Hour will be established when a man has milked his she- 
camel and taken away the milk but he will not be able to drink it. The Hour 
will not be established before a man, repairing a tank (for his livestock) is 
not able to water (his animals) in it. The Hour will not be established before 
a person raises a morsel (of food) to his mouth but will not be able to eat 
it." 

[27] Mentioning Ad’dajjal 




7122- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba narrated: Nobody asked The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” as many questions as I asked 
about Ad’dajjal. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said to me: "What worries you about him?" I said: “Because the people say 
that he will have with him a mountain of bread and a river of water." The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Nay, he is too 
mean to be given such a thing by Allah." 

7123- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated from The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said (describing Ad’dajjal): “He 
is blind in his right eye; and his eye is like a bulgy grape.” 

7124- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Ad’dajjal will come and 
encamp at a place near Medina. Then Medina will shake with its 
inhabitants thrice. Then, all the non-believers and hypocrites will come 
out to him." 

7125- Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The terror caused by The 
Charlatan (Ad’dajjal) will not enter Medina which, at that time, will have 
seven gates, at each of which, there will be two angels (guarding it)." 

7126- Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The terror caused by The 
Charlatan (Ad’dajjal) will not enter Medina which, at that time, will have 
seven gates, at each of which, there will be two angels (guarding it)." 

7127- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got up amongst the people, 
glorifying Allah as He deserves. Then, he mentioned The Charlatan 
(Ad’dajjal), saying: "I warn you of him (Ad’dajjal) and there is no Prophet 
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who did not warn his nation of him. But I tell you a statement, of which no 
Prophet had informed his nation. You should know that he is a one-eyed 
man and Allah is not one-eyed." 


7128- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "While I was asleep, I saw 
myself circumambulating the Ka'ba (in my dream). Suddenly I saw a man 
of brown complexion and lank hair, and water was dropping from his head. 
I asked: “Who is this?” The people said: “He is the son of Mary.” Then I 
looked behind and I saw a red-complexioned, fat, curly-haired man, blind 
in the right eye, which looked like a bulging out grape. They said: “He is 
The Charlatan (Ad’dajjal). The one who resembled him among the people, 
was Ibn Qatan." (Ibn Qatan was a (pagan) man, belonging to Khuza’a.) 


7129- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” seeking 
refuge with Allah from the affliction caused by Ad’dajjal. 


7130- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "When Ad’dajjal 
appears, he will have fire and water along with him. (What will be seen as) 
fire will be cold water, while (what will be seen as) water will be fire.” 


7131- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “No prophet was sent except that he 
warned his followers against the one-eyed liar Charlatan (Ad’dajjal). 
Beware! He is one-eyed person, and your Lord is not so. Between 
Ad’dajjal’s eyes, there will be written (the word) Unbeliever." (This Hadith 
is also narrated by Abu’huraira and Ibn Abbas). 
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[28] Ad’dajjal is forbidden to enter Medina 

7132- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: One day The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” related to us 
a long narration about Ad’dajjal in which he said: “Ad’dajjal will come, 
and he will be forbidden to enter the mountain passes of Medina. He will 
encamp in one of the salty places bordering Medina to whom there will 
appear a man who will be the best or one of the best of people. He will say: 
“I testify that you are Ad’dajjal of whom The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” had told us.” Ad’dajjal will say (to his 
followers): “Look, if I kill this man and then give him life, will you have 
any doubt about my claim?” They will reply in the negative. Ad’dajjal will 
kill that man and then will make him alive. The man will say: “By Allah! 
Now I came to know you more than ever!” Ad’dajjal will then try to kill 
him (once again) but he will not be able to do so." 

7133- Abu'huraita "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There are angels 
guarding the entrances (or roads) of Medina, into which, neither plague 
nor The Charlatan (Ad’dajjal) will be able to enter." 

7134- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Ad’dajjal will 
come to Medina and find the angels guarding it. So, Allah willing, neither 
Ad’dajjal, nor the plague will be able to come near it." 

[29] What about gog and magog? 

7135- Zainab Bint Abu’salama narrated from Ommu’habiba from 
Zainab Bint "daughter of' Jahsh "Allah be pleased with them” that The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" once came to her in a 
state of fear and said: "There is no God to be worshipped but Allah. Woe 
unto the Arabs from a danger that has come near. An opening has been 
made in the wall of Gog and Magog like this", making a circle with his 
thumb and index finger. Zainab Bint Jahsh asked: "O Allah's Apostle! Shall 
we be destroyed even though there are pious persons among us?" He said: 
"Yes, when the evil persons increase." 

7136- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “An 
opening in gog and magog’s wall like this has been made.” He made a 
circle with his thumb and index finger. Wuhaib (the sub-narrator) made the 
number ninety (with his thumb and index finger). 
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(94) The Book of Judgements 

[1] Allah’s saying: “O ye who believe! Obey Allah, and obey the 
Messenger, and those charged with authority among you. If ye differ in 
anything among yourselves, refer it to Allah and His Messenger, if ye 
do believe in Allah and the Last Day: that is best, and most suitable for 
final determination.” (Women 59) 

7137- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He who obeys me, obeys 
Allah, and he who disobeys me, disobeys Allah. He, who obeys the chief, 
obeys me, and he who disobeys the chief, disobeys me." 

7138- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "All of 
you are guardians and responsible for your wards and the things under 
your care. The Imam (Ruler) is the guardian of his subjects and is 
responsible for them. A man is the guardian of his family and is 
responsible for them. A woman is the guardian of her husband's house 
and children and is responsible for them. A slave (servant) is the 
guardian of his master's belongings and is responsible for them. All of 
you are guardians and responsible for your wards and the things under 
your care." 


[2] The rulers from Quraish 

7139- Mohammad Ibn Jubair Ibn Mut’im narrated that he was a member 
of the delegation, which came to Mo'awiya when the later heard that 
Abdullah Ibn Amr Ibn Al'ass had said that there would be a king from the 
tribe of Qahtan. On that Mo'awiya became angry, got up and then praised 
Allah as He deserved, and said: "Now then, I have heard that some men 
amongst you narrate things which are neither in the Holy Book, nor have 
been told by Allah's Apostle. Those men are the ignorant amongst you. 
Beware of such hopes as those which make the people go astray, for I heard 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: 
“Authority of ruling will remain with Quraish, and whoever bears hostility 
to them, Allah will destroy him as long as they comply with the laws of the 
religion."” 

7140- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Authority of ruling will 
remain with Quraish, even if only two of them remained." 
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[3] The reward of he, who judges according to his wisdom 

this is in view of Allah’s saying: “Let the people of the gospel judge by 
what Allah hath revealed therein. If any do fail to judge by (the light of) 
what Allah hath revealed, they are (no better than) those who rebel.” (The 
Repast 47) 


7141- Abdullah Ibn Mas’ood “Allah be pleased with him” told: I heard 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"There is no envy except in two: a person whom Allah has given wealth 
and he spends it in the right way, and a person whom Allah has given 
wisdom (religious knowledge) according to which he gives his decisions 
and which he teaches to the others." 

[4] One should listen to, and obey the ruler as long as this does not 
lead to disobedience 

7142- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "You should listen to and 
obey your ruler even if he was an Ethiopian (black) slave whose head looks 
like a raisin." 

7143- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "He, who disapproves of 
something done by his ruler should be patient, for whoever deviates from 
the ruler even as little as a span will die as (if he were of) those who died in 
the Pre-Islamic Period of Ignorance.” 

7144- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "It is obligatory for a 
Muslim t( listen to and obey (the ruler's orders) unless these orders involve 
disobedience to Allah; but if an act of disobedience (to Allah) is imposed, 
he should not listen to or obey it." 

7145- Ali "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" sent a detachment under the command of 
a man from the Ansar and ordered the soldiers to obey him. He (The 
commander) became angry and said: "Didn't The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" order you to obey me?" They replied: "Yes." He 
said: "Collect firewood, make a fire, and then enter into it." When they 
collected the firewood, made a fire, and intended to enter into it, they 
started looking at each other. Some of them said: "We followed The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" to flee from the (Hell) 
fire; then how should we enter into it?" They remained in that state till the 
fire was extinguished and the anger of the commander faded away. When 
that news reached The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" he 
said: "If they entered it (The fire), they would not come out of it till the Day 
of Judgement. Obedience (to somebody) is required only when he enjoins 
what is good." 
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[5] He, who did not seek for the authority of ruling, would be helped 
in it (by Allah) 

7146- Abdur'rahman Ibn Samura "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O 
Abdur'rahman Ibn Samura! Do not seek to be a ruler, because if you are 
given authority for that (seeking), then you will be held responsible for it. 
But if you are given it without asking for it, then you will be helped in it 
(by Allah). Whenever you take an oath to do something and later you find 
that another else is better than the first, then do the better one and make 
expiation for your oath." 

[6] He, who sought for the authority of ruling, would be held 
responsible for it 

7147- Abdur'rahman Ibn Samura "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O 
Abdur'rahman Ibn Samura! Do not seek to be a ruler, because if you are 
given authority for that (seeking), then you will be held responsible for it. 
But if you are given it without asking for it, then you will be helped in it 
(by Allah). Whenever you take an oath to do something and later you find 
that another else is better than the first, then do the better one and make 
expiation for your oath." 

[7] It is hateful to be keen on having the authority of ruling 

7148- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "You people will be keen 
on having the authority of ruling which will be a thing of regret for you on 
the Day of Judgement. What an excellent wet nurse it is. Yet what a bad 
weaning one it is!" 

7149- Abu’burda narrated from Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with 
him": I went to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" with 
two men from my nation. One of them said: “O Messenger of Allah! 
Appoint me as a governor.” The other said the same. Upon that, The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "No, we do not 
appoint for our jobs anybody who demands it earnestly." 

[8] When the ruler does not look after people honestly 

7150- Ma’qil Ibn Yasar "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard 
The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "No man 
whom Allah has given the authority of ruling some people whom he does 
not look after honestly, will ever feel even the smell of Paradise." 
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7151- Ma'qil "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "No ruler having the 
authority to govern Muslim subjects dies while he is deceiving them, would 
never be forbidden by Allah to enter Paradise." 

[9] If one put people into difficulties, Allah would put him into 
difficulties 

7152- Jundub "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "Whoever does a good 
deed in order to show off, Allah will expose his intentions on the Day of 
Judgement (before people). Whoever puts the people into difficulties, Allah 
will put him into difficulties on the Day of Judgement. " People said (to 
Jundub): "Advise us." He said: "The first thing of the human body to 
putrefy is the Abdomen, so he who can eat nothing but good food (earned 
lawfully) should do so. He who can do his best so that nothing might 
intervene between him and Paradise by not shedding even a handful of 
blood (through murdering) should do so." 

[10] Judging and giving religious verdicts while being on the way 

7153- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: While The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and I were going out of the 
mosque, a man met us at its gate and asked The Prophet saying: "O 
Messenger of Allah! When will the Hour be?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "What have you prepared for it?" 
The man seemed to have become afraid and ashamed. He said: "Nothing, 
except that I love Allah and His Apostle." The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "You will be with those whom you love." 

[11] What was mentioned concerning the fact that The Messenger of 
Allah had no porter 

7154- Thabit Al’bunani narrated: Anas Ibn Malik said to a woman of his 
family: "Do you know such-and-such woman?" She replied in the 
affirmative. He said: “Once, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” passed by her while she was weeping over a grave, to whom he 
said: Be afraid of Allah and be patient.” The woman said (to The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”): “Go away from me, for you do 
not know my disaster.” 
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Anas added: “The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
left her and went on walking. A man passed by her and asked : “What did 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” say to 
you?” She replied: “I did not recognize him.” The man said: “He is The 
Messenger of Allah."” Anas further said: “That woman came to the gate of 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” where she found no 
porter. (When she entered upon The Prophet) she said: “O Allah's Apostle! 
By Allah, I did not recognize you!” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Verily! The patience is to be at the first shock of 
a disaster.” 

[12] The inferior governor could sentence somebody to death if he 
was proved to have committed a crime that necessitates his being 
killed, without the permission of the general ruler 

7155- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Qais Ibn Sa’d was to 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” as a chief police 
officer to a ruler. 

7156- Abu’burda narrated from Abu’moosa that The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” had sent him, followed by Mu’adh (Ibn 
Jabal to Yemen as governors). 

7157- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man 
embraced Islam and then reverted back to Judaism. Mu’adh Ibn Jabal came 
and saw the man with Abu’moosa. Mu’adh asked: “What is wrong with this 
(man)?" Abu’moosa answered: “He embraced Islam and then reverted back 
to Judaism." Mu’adh said: “I will not sit down unless you kill him (since it 
is) the judgement of Allah and His Messenger “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him”.” 

[13] Could a judge give his judgement while being angry? 

7158- Abdur’rahman Ibn Abu'bakra narrated that Abu’bakra wrote to his 
son who was in Sijistan: You should not judge between two persons when 
you are angry. Indeed, I heard The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him" saying: "A judge should not give his judgement between two 
persons while he is angry.” 

7159- Abu'mas'ood Al'ansari "Allah be pleased with him" told: Once a 
man said to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "O 
Allah's Apostle! I may not attend the (compulsory congregational) prayer 
because so and so (the Imam) prolongs the prayer when he leads us for it.” 
The narrator added: "I never saw The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him" more furious in giving advice than he was on that day.” The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O people! Some of 
you make others dislike good deeds (the prayers). Therefore, whoever leads 
the people in prayer should shorten it because among them there are the 
sick, the weak, and the one having some jobs to do.” 
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7160- Salim narrated that Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with 
both” told him that he had divorced his wife while she was in her menses. 
Omar told The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” who became very angry at that and said: "He must return her to his 
house and keep her as his wife till she becomes clean and then menstruates 
and becomes clean again. Then, if he wishes to divorce her, he may do so 
while she is still clean and before having any sexual relations with her. 
Indeed, that is the legal period prescribed by Allah for divorce." 


[14] What about the opinion that the judge might give his 
judgements depending upon his experience as long as there is no fear 
of being vulnerable to suspicion or accusation? 


7161- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Hind Bint Utba Ibn 
Rabie’a came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and 
said: "O Allah's Apostle! By Allah! (Before my embracing Islam) there was 
on the surface of the earth, no family I desired to be degraded and 
humiliated than yours. But now, there is, on the surface of the earth, no 
family I would like to be dignified than yours.” She said: "Abu’sufyan (her 
husband) is a miser. Am I allowed to take from his money to spend on 
our children?" The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said 
to her: "(You are allowed to) take, but reasonably and fairly."

7162- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” intended to write to the 
Romans, people said: “They do not read a letter unless it is sealed." 
Therefore The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” took a 
silver ring, as if I am looking at its glitter now, with the engraving: 
“Mohammad, The Messenger of Allah”. 

[16] When would it be obligatory for one to be judged on? 

In this respect, Al’hasan said that Allah Almighty stipulated that the 
rulers and judges should neither follow their hearts’ lusts, nor should they 
fear people, nor should they sell Allah’s signs for a miserable price. Then 
he recited Allah’s saying: “O David We did indeed make thee a vicegerent 
on earth: so judge thou between men in truth (and justice): nor follow thou 
the lusts (of thy heart), for they will mislead thee from the Path of Allah: 
for those who wander astray from the Path of Allah, is a Penalty Grievous, 
for that they forget the Day of Account.” (Sad 26) 



He further recited: “It was we who revealed the law (to Moses): therein 
was guidance and light. By its standard have been judged the Jews, by the 
prophets who bowed (as in Islam) to Allah's will, by the rabbis and the 
doctors of law: for to them was entrusted the protection of Allah's book, 
and they were witnesses thereto: therefore fear not men, but fear me, and 
sell not my Signs for a miserable price. If any do fail to judge by (the light 
of) what Allah hath revealed, they are (no better than) Unbelievers.” (The 
Repast 44) 


He also recited: “And remember David And Solomon, when they gave 
judgment in the matter of the field into which The sheep of certain people 
had strayed by night: we did witness their judgment. To Solomon we 
inspired the (right) understanding of the matter: to each (of them) we gave 
Judgment and knowledge; it was our power that made the hills and the 
birds Celebrate our praises, With David: it was we who did (all these 
things).” (The Prophets 78:79) 
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In this way, he (Allah) thanked Solomon and did not blame David. But 
for what he has mentioned concerning their case, then all of the judges 
would have been destroyed. Do not you see that he (Allah) thanked this 
(Solomon) in view of his knowledge, and excused David for his endeavor? 

On the other hand, Omar Ibn Abdul’aziz told: “There are five 
characteristics, a judge’s lacking of anyone of which would cause him to be 
inflicted with shame: to be religiously jurisprudent, to be patient, to be 
chaste, to be decisive, and to be knowledgeable, relentlessly asking for 
more understanding and knowledge.” 

[17] The remuneration of rulers and those involved in carrying on 
ruling 

In this respect, it was mentioned that Shuraih took payment for his job as 
a judge. A’isha said that the guardian could take (of the property) as much 
according to his job. Both of Abu’bakr and Omar took payment (for their 
jobs as rulers). 

7163- Abdullah Ibn As’sa'di narrated that when he entered upon Omar 
during his Caliphate, Omar said to him: "Wasn’t I told that you do certain 
jobs for the people but when you are given payment you refuse to take it?" 
I said: “Yes." Omar said: “Why do you do so?" I said: “I have horses and 
slaves and I am living in prosperity; and I wish that my payment should be 
kept as a charitable gift for the Muslims." Omar said: “Do not do so, for I 
intended to do the same as you do. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” used to give me gifts and I used to say to 
him: “Give it to a poorer one than me.” Once he gave me some'money and 
I said: “Give it to a poorer than me.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Take it, keep it in your possession, and then give 
it in charity. Take what ever comes to you of this money if you are not keen 
on taking and asking for it; otherwise do not seek to have it yourself.”" 

7164- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I heard 
Omar saying: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” used to give me gifts and I used to say to him: “Give it to a poorer one 
than me.” Once he gave me some money and I said: “Give it to a poorer 
than me.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Take it, keep it in your possession, and then give it in charity. Take what 
ever comes to you of this money if you are not keen on taking and asking 
for it; otherwise do not seek to have it yourself.” 

[18] Giving judgements and carrying out the measures of invoking 
Allah’s curse upon the liar while being in the mosque 

Omar was reported to have ordered a man and his wife, whom he 
accused of committing adultery to carry out the measures of invoking 
Allah’s curse upon the liar of them. This was near the pulpit of The 
Prophet’s mosque. Ash’sha’bi, Shuraih, and Yahya Ibn Ya’mur gave their 
judgements while being in the mosque. 
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7165- Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I witnessed 
in the mosque the case of a man who charged his wife for committing 
adultery and they were ordered (by The Prophet) to carry out the measures 
of invoking Allah’s curse upon the liar of them. This was when I was 
fifteen years old. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
ordered that they be divorced. 

7166- Sahl, the brother of Banu’sa’ida, narrated: A man from the Ansar 
came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and said: 
“If a man finds another man sleeping with his wife, should he kill him?" 
That man and his wife carried out in the mosque the measures of invoking 
Allah’s curse upon the liar of them, while I was present. 


[19] When one gives his judgements in the mosque until he comes to 
executing a legal punishment and then orders the sinner to be driven 
out of the mosque to receive the punishment

7167- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A man came 
to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” while 
he was in the mosque and called him saying: “O Allah's Apostle! I have 
committed adultery." On that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” turned his face from him to the other side. After the man had 
given four witnesses against himself, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” called him and said: “Are you insane?" He replied: 
“No." Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” then 
issued an order saying: "Take him out and stone him to death." 

7168- Jaber Ibn Abdullah Al’ansari “Allah be pleased with both” 
reported: I was one of those who stoned him. We stoned him at the praying 
place. 

[20] The imam’s advice to the opponents 

7169- Zainab Bint “daughter of’ Ommu’salama narrated: Ommu'salama 
"Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "I am only a human being. The opponents come to me (to 
settle their disputes); maybe someone amongst you can present his case 
more eloquently than the other, whereby I may give a judgement according 
to what I heard. So, if I give the right of a Muslim to another by mistake, 
then it would be really a portion of (Hell) Fire, which he has not to take.” 
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[21] When the ruler or the judge becomes himself the witness 

in this issue, Shuraih, who was a judge, was asked by somebody to give 
his witness for him. He replied: “Go to the ruler (and take his permission) 
so that I might witness for you.” 

Ikrima narrated: Omar asked Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf: “If you were a 
ruler and then saw one violating one of Allah’s limits by committing 
adultery, (would you execute the legal punishment on him)?” he said: “(No, 
unless others give their witnesses beside me). Your witness will be as a 
witness of a Muslim.” He said: “You are true/’ Omar said: “But for the fact 
that people might say that Omar added something to Allah’s Book, I would 
have written the holy verse of stoning to death with my own hand.” 

On the other hand, Ma’iz confessed four times that he had committed 
adultery before The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”, who ordered that he be stoned to death. The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was not reported to have asked 
for the witness of those who were with him. 

7170- Abu’quatada “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said on the 
Day of (The Holy Battle of) Hunain: "Whoever killed a pagan and has a 
proof or a witness for it, then his (the deceased) arms ana belongings will 
oe for him." I stood up to seek a witness to testify that I had killed a pagan, 
but I could find none. Then I sat down. But I thought that I should mention 
the case to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”. (When I did so) a man from those who were sitting with him said: 
“The arms and belongings of the killed person he mentioned, are with me, 
so please satisfy him on my behalf." Abu’bakr said: “No, he will not give 
the arms and belongings to a small bird of Ouraish and deprive one of 
Allah's lions, fighting for the cause of Allah ana His Messenger, of it." The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” stood up and 
gave it to me, with whose price I bought a garden. However, that was my 
first property which I owned through the war oooty. 

The people of Hijaz said: “A judge should not give a judgment 
according to his knowledge, whether he was a witness at the time he was 
the judge or before that." If an appellant gives a confession in favor of his 
opponent in the court, according to the opinion of some scholars, the judge 
should not give a judgment against him till the latter calls two witnesses to 
confirm his confession. 

Many people of Iraq said: “A judge can give a judgement according to 
what he hears or witnesses in the court itself, but if the confession takes 
place outside the court, he should not give the judgment unless two 
witnesses confirm the confession." Some of them said: “A iudge can give a 
judgement depending on his knowledge of the case since he is considered 
to be trustworthy, and that a witness is Required just to uncover the truth. 
The judge's knowledge is more than the witness." Some said: “A judge can 
give a judgement according to his knowledge only in cases implying 
property, but in other cases he cannot.” 

Al’qasim said: “A judge must not give a judgment depending on his 
knowledge if other people do not know what he knows, although his 
knowledge is more than the witness of somebody else. That is because, by 
doing so, he might be vulnerable to suspicion of Muslims and might cause 
them to have unreasonable doubts.” 
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However, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” disliked suspicion and said (to the two men who met him at the gate 
of the mosque while he was accompanying Safiyya, his wife, who came to 
visit him during his seclusion): “She is Safiyya.” 

7171- Ali Ibn Husain narrated: Safiyya "Allah be pleased with her", 
the wife of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" told 
him that she had gone to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" to visit him (in the mosque while he was in I’tikaf). When she 
got up in order to return home, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" accompanied her. When they reached the gate of the 
mosque, two men from Ansar met him, whom he called and said: “She is 
(my wife) Safiyya Bint Huyai." Both of them said: "Glorified be Allah! 
(How dare we think of any evil O Allah's Apostle)!" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said (to them): "Satan reaches 
everywhere in the human body as blood reaches everywhere in one's 
body." 

[22] If the ruler sent two governors to one region, they would obey 
each other 

7172- Abu’burda narrated that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” sent his father Abu’moosa in addition to Mu’adh to Yemen to 
whom he said: "Facilitate things for the people and do not make things 
difficult (for them); and give them good tidings, and do not repulse them; 
and both of you should obey each other." Abu’moosa said: "O Allah's 
Prophet! In our land there is an alcoholic drink (made from honey), called 
Al’bit." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "All 
intoxicants are prohibited." 

[23] When the ruler accepts the invitation (of somebody) 

It was mentioned that Othman Ibn Affan accepted the invitation of a 
slave belonging to Al’mogheera. 

7173- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Release the captive and 
accept the invitation (of others).” 

[24] The presents given to the appointees 

7174- Abu’humaid As’sa’idi narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” appointed a man called Ibn Al’lutbiyya for 
collecting the obligatory charity from the tribe of Banu’sulaim. When he 
returned he said: "This (the obligatory charity) is for you and this has been 
given to me as a present." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” delivered a speech in which he praised and glorified 
Allah. Then he said: "Now and then: What is the matter with the one whom 
we appoint, then he returns and says: “This is for you and that is for me”? 
Why hadn't he stayed in his father's or mother's house and waited whether 
his present would be given to him or not? By He, in Whose hand my soul 
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is! whoever takes something unlawfully will come (to meet Allah) carrying 
it on his neck on the Day of Judgement: If it be a camel, it will be grunting; 
if a cow, it will be mooing; and if a sheep, it will be bleating." The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” then raised his hands till we saw 
the whiteness of his armpits, and said: "O Allah! Haven't I reported Your 
Message (to them)?" The narrator added: “My eyes saw and my ears heard 
(that tradition).” 

[25] Appointing the freed slaves 

7175- Nafi narrated that Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” told him 
that Salim, the freed slave of Hudhaifa used to lead the early Immigrants 
and the companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”, in the prayer at the mosque of Quba, implying Abu’bakr, Omar, 
Abu’salama, Zaid, and Amer. 

[26] What about (the task of) the chiefs for their people? 

7176- Both of Al'miswar Ibn Makhrama and Marwan reported: When 
Muslims agreed to release the captives of Hawazin, Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "We Don't Jcnow who 
amongst you has agreed and who hasn't. Go back and your chiefs may tell 
us your opinion." So, all of them returned and their chiefs discussed the 
matter with them. Then they (Their chiefs) came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" to tell him that they (people) had given up 
their shares gladly and willingly. 

7177- The same as above. 

[27[ It is hateful to say in praise of the ruler in his presence, what is 
different from what one says when he leaves him 

7178- Mohammad Ibn Zaid Ibn Abdullah Ibn Omar narrated: Some 
people said to Ibn Omar: "When we enter upon our rulers, we say in their 
praise what is different from what we say when we leave them." Ibn Omar 
said: “We used to regard this as hypocrisy." 
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7179- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
worst among people is the double faced (person) who appears to those with 
one face and to the others with another face (because of his being a 
hypocrite).” 

[28] Giving a judgement on an absent person 

7180- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: Hind Bint Utba said 
to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: 
"Abu’sufyan (her husband) is a miser. Am I allowed to take from his 
money to spend on our children?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said to her: "(You are allowed to) take what is 
sufficient, but reasonably and fairly." 

[29] What about the one, who was given, by mistake, the right of 
his brother? 

7181- Urwa Ibn Az’zubair narrated that Zainab Bint “daughter of’ 
Ommu’salama had told him: Ommu'salama "Allah be pleased with her", 
the wife of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" heard some 
people quarrelling at the door of his dwelling. He came out and said: "I am 
only a human being, and opponents come to me (to settle their disputes); 
maybe someone amongst you can present his case more eloquently than the 
other, whereby I may consider him true and give a judgement in his favour. 
So, if I give the right of a Muslim to another by mistake, then it would be 
really a portion of (Hell) Fire, which he has the option either to take or give 
up.” 

7182- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: Utba Ibn 
Abu'waqqas took a firm promise from his brother Sa’d Ibn Abu'waqqas to 
take the son of the slave-girl of Zam’a into his custody as he was his 
(Utba’s) son. In the year of the Conquest (of Mecca) Sa’d Ibn Abu'waqqas 
took him, and said: “He is my brother's son, and my brother took a promise 
from me to that effect.” Abd Ibn Zam’a got up and said: "He is my brother 
and the son of the slave-girl of my father and was born on my father's bed." 
Then they both went to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him". Sa’d said: "O Allah's Apostle! He is the son of my brother who took 
a promise from me that I will take him." Abd Ibn Zam’a said: "(He is) my 
brother and the son of my father's slave-girl and was bom on my father's 
bed." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The 
boy is for you, O Abd Ibn Zam’a.” Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "The son is for the bed (on which he was born) 
and stones are for the one who has done sexual intercourse." The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" told his wife Sawda Bint Zam'a 
to screen herself from that boy as he noticed a similarity between the boy 
and Utba. So, the boy did not see her till he died. 
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[30] The judgement concerning the well or so 

7183- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever takes a false oath 
to deprive A Muslim person (or to deprive his brother) of his property will 
meet Allah who will be angry with him." Allah revealed to confirm this: 
“As for those who sell the Faith they own to Allah and their own plighted 
word for a small price, they shall have no portion in the Hereafter: nor will 
Allah (deign to) speak to them or look at them on the day of judgment, nor 
will he cleanse them (of sin): they shall have a grievous penalty.” 

(A1 Imran 77) 

Al'ash'ath came while Abdullah was talking to them. He said: “This 
verse was revealed concerning me and another man with whom I had a 
dispute over a well. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
asked me: “Do you have evidence (or witnesses)?” I said: “No.” He said: 
“Then let the defendant take an oath.” I said: “O Allah's Apostle! He will 
take a (false) oath immediately.” Then Allah revealed : “As for those who 
sell the Faith they own to Allah and their own plighted word for a small 
price, they shall have no portion in the Hereafter.” (A1 Imran 77) 

[31] The judgement regarding the property, whatever much or less 

7184- Zainab Bint “daughter of’ Ommu’salama had told him: 
Ommu'salama "Allah be pleased with her", the wife of The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" heard some people quarrelling at the door 
of his dwelling. He came out and said: "I am only a human being, and 
opponents come to me (to settle their disputes); maybe someone amongst 
you can present his case more eloquently than the other, whereby I might 
give a judgement in his favour as a result of regarding him true. So, if I 
give the right of a Muslim to another by mistake, then it would be really a 
portion of (Hell) Fire, which he has the option either to take or give up.” 

7185- The -same as above. 

[32] The chiefs selling something on behalf of somebody 

7186- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was informed that one 
of his companions made a decision that a slave of his would be set free 
(after the master’s death), except whom he had no wealth. So, The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sold the 
slave for eight hundred Dirhams, and sent the price to the man. 
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[33] What about one’s carelessness in criticizing a leadership of 
somebody whom he does not know well? 

7187- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” reported: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent an army under the 
command of Usama Ibn Zaid. When some people criticized his leadership. 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If you are 
criticizing Usama’s leadership, you used to criticize his father’s leadership 
before. By Allah! He was worthy of leadership and was one of the dearest 
persons to me, and (now) this (Usama) is one of the dearest to me after him 
(Zaid).” 

[34] What about the most quarrelsome person? 

7188- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The most hateful person in the sight 
of Allah is the most quarrelsome person." 

[35] If the ruler gave a wrong judgement in which he differed from 
the religiously learnt men, then it should be cancelled 

7189- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" sent Khalid Ibn Al'walid to 
Banu’jadhima. Khalid invited them to Islam but they could not express 
themselves by saying: "We have embraced Islam," but they started saying: 
" we have come out of one religion to another." Khalid kept on killing 
(some of) them and taking (some of) them as captives and gave every one 
of us a Captive. Khalid ordered that each man (of Muslim soldiers) should 
kill his captive. I said: "By Allah, I will not kill my captive, and none of my 
companions will kill his captive." When we reached The Prophet, we 
mentioned to him the whole story. On that, The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" raised both his hands and said twice: "O Allah! I 
am free from what Khalid Ibn Al’walid did." 

[36] When the ruler goes to a community of people to make peace 
among them 

7190- Sahl Ibn Sa’d As’sa’idi "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A 
fighting broke up among the tribe of Banu’amr. Allah’s Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" was informed of that. After he had offered 
Dhuhr prayer, he went to make reconciliation among them. When the time 
of Asr prayer became due, Bilal made the call for prayer, and announced 
the prayer establishment after he had told Abu’bakr to lead the prayer; and 
he led the prayer. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
came while the people were still praying and he entered the rows of the 
praying people till he stood behind Abu’bakr. The people clapped their 
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hands. Abu'bakr never glanced sideways in his prayer. But when the people 
continued clapping, Abu'bakr looked and saw Allah's Apostle. Allan's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" gestured to him to stay at 
his place. Abu'bakr waited for a moment during which he thanked Allah for 
that order of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and 
then he retreated till he reached the first row. When Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saw this, he went forward and 
resumed leading the prayer. When Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" finished the prayer, he said: "O Abu'bakr! What did 
prevent you from staying when I pointed to you (with my hand) to do so?” 
Abu'bakr replied: "How can Ibn Abu'quhafa dare to lead the prayer in the 
presence of Allah's Apostle?" Then Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
oeace be upon him" said (addressing people): "If something doubtful 
lappens to anyone during his prayer then the men should say: "Glorified be 
Allah”, and clapping is for women." 

[37] It is better for the writer to be of sound reason and honesty 

7191- Zaid Ibn Thabit Al’ansari who was one of those who used to write 
the Divine Revelation narrated: Abu’bakr sent for me after the (heavy) 
casualties among the warriors (of the battle) of Yamama (in which a great 
number of Qur’an reciters were killed). Omar was present with Abu’oakr 
who said: “Omar came to me and said: “People have suffered heavy 
casualties on the day of (the battle of) Yamama, and I am afraid that there 
will be more casualties among the Qur’an reciters at other battlefields, with 
the result that a large part of the Holy Qur'an might be lost, unless you 
collect it. I see that you should collect the Qur'an.”" Abu’bakr added: "I 
said to Omar: “How can I do something which The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” did not do?” Omar said : “By 
Allah, it is (really) a good thing.” 

Omar kept pressingly on arguing with me, trying to persuade me to 
accept his proposal, till Allah opened my bosom for it ana I had the same 
opinion as Omar." 

Zaid further said: Abu’bakr said (to me): “You are a wise young man 
and we do not suspect you (of being liar or forgetful). Indeed, you used to 
write the Divine revelation for Allah's Apostle. Therefore, look for the 
Qur'an and collect it (in one manuscript).” By Allah, if he (Abu’bakr) had 
ordered me to shift one of the mountains (from its place) it would not have 
been harder for me than what he had ordered me concerning the collection 
of the Qur'an. I said to both of them: "How dare you do a thing which The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” did not do?" Abu’bakr 
saia: "By Allah, it is (really) a good thing.” So I kept on arguing with him 
till Allah opened my bosom for that which He had opened the bosoms of 
Abu’bakr and Omar for. So I started gathering Qur’anic material and 
collecting it from parchments, scapula, leaf stalks of date palms and from 
the memories of men (who knew it by heart). I found with Khuzaima two 
Verses of The Sura of The Repentance “At’tawba”, which I had not found 
with anybody else: “Now hath come unto you a Messenger from amongst 
yourselves: it grieves him that ye should perish: ardently anxious is he over 
you: to the Believers is he most kind and merciful.” (128) (to the end of 
The Sura) 

The manuscript on which the Qur'an was collected, remained with 
Abu’bakr till Allah took him unto Him, then with Omar till Allah took him 
unto Him, and finally with Hafsa Bint Omar. 
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[38] The ruler’s letter to his employees, and the judge’s to his 
assistants 

7192- Abu'laila Ibn Abdullah Ibn Abdur'rahman Ibn Sahl "Allah be 
pleased with him" reported: Sahl Ibn Abu'hathma and some great men of 
his tribe said: Abdullah Ibn Sahl and Muhaiyisa went out to Khaibar as they 
were struck with poverty and difficult living conditions. Then Muhaiyisa 
was informed that Abdullah had been killed and thrown in a pit or a spring. 
Muhaiyisa went to the Jews and said: "By Allah, you have killed my 
companion." The Jews said: "By Allah, we have not killed him." Muhaiyisa 
then came back to his people and told them the story. He, his elder brother 
Huwaiyisa and Abdur'rahman Ibn Sahl came (to The Prophet) and he who 
had been at Khaibar, proceeded to speak, but The Prophet "Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him" said to Muhaiyisa: "The eldest! The eldest!" 
meaning: "Let the eldest of you speak." So Huwaiyisa spoke first and then 
Muhaiyisa. Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"The Jews should either pay the blood money of your (deceased) 
companion or be ready for war." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” wrote a letter to the Jews in that respect, who 
replied that they had not killed him. Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said to Huwaiyisa, Muhaiyisa, and 
Abdur’rahman: "Can you take an oath by which you will have the right to 
take the blood money?" They said: “No." He said : "Shall we ask the Jews 
to take an oath (to deny the charge) before you?" They replied: “But the 
Jews are not Muslims." So The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” gave them a blood money of one-hundred she-camels 
from his own property. Sahl further said: When those she-camels were 
made to enter the house, one of them kicked me. 

[39] i>’ it possible for the ruler to send only somebody to verify the 
matters? 

7193- both of Abu'huraira and Zaid Ibn Khalid "Allah be pleased with 
them" reported: A Bedouin came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" and said: "O Allah's apostle! Judge between us (him 
and his opponent) according to Allah's Laws." His opponent said: "Yes, 
judge between us according to Allah's Laws.” The Bedouin said: “My son 
was working as a labourer for this (man) and he committed adultery with 
his wife. I was informed that my son should be stoned to death (as a legal 
punishment). In lieu of that, I ransomed my son by paying one hundred 
sheep and a slave girl. Then I asked the religious scholars about it, and they 
informed me that my son must be flogged with one hundred stripes, and be 
exiled for one year." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "No doubt, I will judge between you according to Allah's Laws. 
The slave-girl and the sheep are to be returned to you, your son is to receive 
a hundred lashes and be exiled for one year. You, Unais (a certain man), go 
to the wife of this (man) and stone her to death." Unais went to that woman 
next morning and stoned her to death. 

7194- The same as above. 
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[40] What about the (necessity of) interpreters for the rulers? 

7195- Kharija Ibn Zaid Ibn Thabit narrated from his father that The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered him to learn the 
writing (language) of Jews, (he said: “I kept on learning it) until I was able 
to write for The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” his 
letters (which he sent to them) and read for him the letters (sent to him by 
them) when they wrote to him.” 

Omar said, while Ali, Abdur’rahman, and Othman were with him: 
“What is this (woman) saying?” Abdur’rahman Ibn Hatib said: “She is 
telling you what her (and the other’s) man did with them.” 

Abu’jamra said: “I used to stand as an interpreter between Ibn Abbas 
and the people.” 

Some people said: “Every ruler must have interpreters.” 

7196- Abdullah Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that 
Abu’sufyan Ibn Harb told him that Heraclius had called him with the 
members of a Quraish caravan. Then he said to his interpreter: "Tell them 
that I am going to ask this (Abu’sufyan) a question, and if he tells me a lie, 
they should contradict him." Then Abu’sufyan mentioned the narration in 
full, and told that Heraclius said to the interpreter: "Tell him (Abu’sufyan) 
that If what he says is true, then he (The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”) will take over the place underneath my feet.” 

[41] The ruler’s accounting his employees 

7197- Abu’humaid As’sa’idi narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” appointed a man called Ibn Al’lutbiyya for 
collecting the obligatory charity from the tribe of Banu’sulaim. When he 
returned ho said: "This (the obligatory charity) is for you and this has been 
given to me as a present." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: "Why hadn't you stayed in your father's or mother's house and 
waited until your present would be given to you, if you are true?” then The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” delivered a 
speech in which he praised and glorified Allah. Then he said: "Now and 
then: What is the matter with the one whom we appoint to manage some 
affairs from those put by Allah under my custody, then he returns and says: 
“This is for you and that is for me”? Why hadn't he stayed in his father's or 
mother's house and waited until his present would be given to him? By 
Allah, whoever takes something from the resources of the obligatory 
charity unlawfully will meet Allah, carrying it on his neck on the Day of 
Judgement. I do not want to see anyone of you carrying (such things when 
meeting Allah as) a camel, which will be grunting, a cow, which will be 
mooing, or a sheep, which will be bleating." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” then raised his hands till we saw the whiteness of 
his armpits, and said: "O Allah! Haven't I reported Your Message (to 
them)?" 
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[42] The ruler’s advisers and retinue 


7198- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "No Prophet was 
sent by Allah, and no Caliph is appointed, but has two groups of advisors: 
One group advises him to do good and urges him to adopt it, and the other 
group advises him to do bad and urges him to adopt it; and the protected is 
he, whom Allah protects." 


[43] How could people give their imam the pledge of allegiance? 


7199- Obada Ibn As'samit "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We 
gave the pledge of allegiance to Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him" to listen to and obey him both at the time of our 
activity and at the time of our fatigue not to fight against the ruler or 
disobey him, to stand firm for the truth or say the truth wherever we might 
be, and not, in the Way of Allah, to be afraid of the blame of the 
reproachers. 


7200- The same as above. 


7201- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah’s Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" went towards the Trench and 
saw the Emigrants and the Ansar digging in a very cold morning. Then 
he said: "O Allah! The real good is that of the Hereafter, (so would you 
please) forgive the Ansar and the Emigrants." In reply the Emigrants 
and the Ansar said: "We are those who have given a pledge of 
allegiance to Mohammad that we will carry on Jihad as long as we 
live." 


7202- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: 
Whenever we gave the Pledge of allegiance to Allah's Apostle "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" to listen to and obey, he used to say to us: 
"As much as you can." 
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7203- Abdullah Ibn Dinar narrated: I was present with Ibn Omar when 
the people gathered around Abdul’nialik. Ibn Omar wrote: “I gave the 
Pledge of allegiance that I will listen to and obey Allah's Slave, 
Abdul’malik, The Commander of The Believers, according to Allah's Laws 
and the Traditions of His Messenger, as much as I can; and my sons gave 
the same pledge.” 

7204- Jarir Ibn Abdullah Al'bajili "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
I gave the pledge of allegiance to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” to listen to and obey. He told me to add: “as much 
as I can; and to be sincere and true (in duty) to every Muslim.” 

7205- Abdullah Ibn Dinar narrated: When the people gave the pledge of 
allegiance to Abdul’malik, Ibn Omar wrote: “To the slave of Allah, 
Abdul’malik, The Commander of The Believers: I gave the Pledge of 
allegiance that I will listen to and obey Allah's Slave, Abdul’malik, The 
Commander of The Believers, according to Allah's Laws and the Traditions 
of His Messenger, as much as I can; and my sons gave the same pledge.” 




7206- Yazid narrated: I asked Salama: “For what did you give the 
pledge of allegiance to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” on The Day of Al’hudaibiya?” he said: “For death.” 


7207- Al’miswar Ibn Makhrama narrated: The panel selected by Omar 
as candidates for the Caliphate gathered and consulted each other. 
Abdur’rahman said to them: "I am not to compete with you in this matter, 
but if you wish, I would select a caliph from among you.” All of them 
agreed to let Abdur’rahman decide the matter. When the case was put in the 
hands of Abdur’rahman, the people went towards him, with nobody 
following the rest of the panel nor obeying any after him. The people 
followed Abdur’rahman and consulted him all those nights till there came 
the night the pledge of allegiance was given to Othman. Al’miswar further 
said: Abdur’rahman came to me after a part of the night had passed and 
knocked on my door till I got up. He said to me: "I see you have been 
sleeping! By Allah, during the last three nights I have not slept enough. Go 
and call Az’zubair an Sa’d.” I called them, whom he consuhed and then 
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called me saying: “Call Ali for me." I called Ali with whom he had a 
private talk till very late at night, when Ali got up, hoping (to be chosen as 
a Caliph). But Abdur’rahman was afraid of something concerning Ali. 
Abdur’rahman said to me: "Call Othman for me." I called him to whom he 
spoke privately till the call maker (for prayer) put an end to their talk by 
announcing the call for Fajr prayer. When the people finished their morning 
prayer and the panel gathered near the pulpit, Abaur’rahman sent for all the 
emigrants and the Ansar who were present there. He also sent for the army 
chiefs who had performed the Haij with Omar that year. When all of them 
had gathered, Abdur’rahman said: “There is no God but Allah!" he said: 
“Now then: O Ali! I verified the people's tendencies and observed that they 
regard nobody equal to Othman, so you should not incur blame (by 
rejection)." Then Abdur’rahman said: ”1 gave the pledge of allegiance to 
you (Otnman) according to Allah’s Laws and the traditions of The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, in addition 
to the traditions of the two Caliphs after him." In this way, Abdur’rahman 
gave the pledge of allegiance to him, and so did the people including The 
Emigrants and the Ansar, as well as the chiefs of the army and all the 
Muslims. 

[44] What about giving the pledge of allegiance twice? 

7208- Salama Ibn Al'akwa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We 
gave the Pledge of allegiance to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" under the tree. Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: “O Ibn Al'akwa! Will you not give to me the pledge of 
Allegiance?” I replied: “O Allah's Apostle! I have already given to you the 
pledge of Allegiance.” He said: “Do it again.” 

[45] The pledge of allegiance of The Bedouins 

7209- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: A 
Bedouin came to The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" 
and gave a pledge of allegiance for embracing Islam. Later on, he came 
with fever and said (to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him"): "Please cancel my pledge of allegiance." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" refused (that request). Then he came to 
him once again and said: "Please cancel my pledge of allegiance." The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" refused (that request). 
Then this Bedouin left (Medina). The Prophet said: "Medina is like a 
furnace, in such a way that it expels out the impurities (bad persons) and 
selects the good ones and makes them perfect." 

[46] The boy’s pledge of allegiance 

7210- Abdullah Ibn Hesham "Allah be pleased with him" who was able 
to see The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" (though he 
was still young) narrated that his mother Zainab Bint "daughter of’ Humaid 
took him to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and 
said: "O Allah's Apostle! Take the pledge of allegiance from him." But he 
said: "He is still too young to give the pledge.” The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon nim" passed his hand on Abdullah's head and 
invoked Allan's blessing for him. He used to slaughter as sacrifice a single 
sheep on behalf of all of his family.

[47] What about giving a pledge of allegiance and then asking for 
canceling it? 

7211- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: A 
Bedouin came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and gave a pledge of allegiance for embracing Islam. Later on, he came 
with fever and said (to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him"): "Please cancel my pledge of allegiance." The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" refused (that request). Then he came to 
him once again and said: "Please cancel my pledge of allegiance." The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" refused (that request). 
Then he came to him for the third time and said: "Please cancel my 
pledge of allegiance." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" refused (that request). Then this Bedouin left (Medina). The Prophet 
said: "Medina is like a furnace, in such a way that it expels out the 
impurities (bad persons) and selects the good ones and makes them 
perfect." 

[48] What about giving somebody a pledge of allegiance only for 
worldly benefit? 

7212- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There are three persons 
whom Allah will neither look at on the Day of Judgement, nor will he 
purify them and theirs shall be a severe punishment. They are: A man 
possessed superfluous water on a way, which he withheld from travellers; a 
man who gave a pledge of allegiance to a ruler and he gave it only for 
worldly benefits. If the ruler gives him something he gets satisfied, and if 
the ruler withholds something from him, he gets displeased; and a man 
displayed his goods for sale after the Asr prayer and he said: “By Allah, but 
whom there is no God, I have been given so much (price) for my goods”, 
and somebody believes him and buys them, though he was not offered such 
a price.” 

[49] The pledge of allegiance of women 

7213- Obada Ibn As'samit “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Allah's 
Apostle “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to us while we were 
in a gathering: "Swear allegiance to me for: Not to associate anything in 
worship along with Allah; not to steal; not to commit adultery; not to kill 
your children; not to accuse (falsely) an innocent person (among people); 
and not to be disobedient (when ordered) to do good deed." The Prophet 
added: "Whoever among you fulfils his pledge will be rewarded by Allah. 
Whoever indulges in any one of them (except the ascription of partners to 
Allah) and gets the punishment in this world, that punishment will be 
expiation for that sin. If one indulges in any of them, and Allah conceals his 
sin, it is up to Him to forgive or punish him (in the Hereafter)." Obada Ibn 
As'samit added: "So we gave him the pledge of allegiance for these." 
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7214- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to take the pledge of 
allegiance from women by words according to this Verse: “O Prophet! 
When believing women come to thee to take the oath of fealty to thee, that 
they will not associate in worship any other thing whatever with Allah, that 
they will not steal, that they will not commit adultery (or fornication), that 
they will not kill their children, that they will not utter slander, intentionally 
forging Falsehood, and that they will not disobey thee in any just matter, 
then do thou receive their fealty, and pray to Allah for the forgiveness (of 
their sins): for Allah is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful.” (Al’mumtahina 12) 
A’isha said: The hand of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 

E eace be upon him” never touched the hand of any women (by shaking 
ands with them) except those in his possession. 

7215- Ommu'atiyya "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: At the time of 
giving the pledge of allegiance to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him", he recited: “that they will not associate in worship any other 
thing whatever with Allah ...” (Al’mumtahina 12), one of the conditions 
was that we would not wail. One of us withheld his hand and said: “Such- 
and-such woman had wailed over a dead person belonging to my family, 
and I would like to compensate her for this.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” did say nothing. Then she returned. But it (not 
wailing) was not fulfilled except by Ommu'sulaim, Ommul'ala, the 
daughter of Abu'sabra (the wife of Mu'adh), or the daughter of Abu'sabra 
and the wife of Mu'adh. 

[50] What about he, who violated his oath of allegiance? 

And Allah’s saying: “Verily those who plight their fealty to thee do no less 
than plight their fealty to Allah: the hand of Allah is over their hands: then 
any one who violates his oath, does so to the harm of his own soul, and any 
one who fulfils what he has covenanted with Allah, Allah will soon grant 
him a great Reward.” (The Victory “Al’fath” 10) 

7216- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: A 
Bedouin came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and gave a pledge of allegiance for embracing Islam. In the next morning, 
he came with fever and said (to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him"): "Please cancel my pledge of allegiance." The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" refused (that request). Then this 
Bedouin left (Medina). The Prophet said: "Medina is like a furnace, in 
such a way that it expels out the impurities (bad persons) and selects the 
good ones and makes them perfect." 

[51) Appointing one's successor (in ruling) 

7217- Al’qasim Ibn Mohammad narrated: A’isha "Allah be pleased with 
her" complained of headache and said: "Oh my head!” Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I wish that it happened 
while I was still living, for then I would ask Allah's Forgiveness and invoke 
Allah for you." A’isha said: “What a lost I am! By Allah, I think you want 
me to die; and if this happened, you would spend the last part of the day 
sleeping with one of your wives!" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "Nay, I would say: Oh my head! I am about to send for 
Abu bakr and his son, and appoint him as my successor lest some people 
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claimed something or others wished something, but then I said (to myself): 
Allah will insist (on the Caliphate of Abu’bakr) and the believers will 
prevent (anyone else from claiming it)," (or "Allah will prevent (anyone else 
from claiming it) and the believers will insist (on appointing Abu’bakr as 
Caliph).” 

7218- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Omar 
was asked: "Will you appoint your successor?" Omar said: "If I appoint a 
Caliph (as my successor) it is true that somebody who was better than me 
(Abu'bakr) did so. If I leave the matter undecided, it is true that somebody 
who was better than me (Allah's Apostle) did so." On this, the people 
praised him. Omar said: “People are of two types: One who is keen on 
taking over the power, and one who is afraid of assuming such a 
responsibility. I wish I could be free from its responsibility in that I would 
receive neither reward nor reckoning. I won't bear its (caliphate’s) burden 
in my death as I do (now) in my life." 

7219- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that he 
heard Omar's second speech he delivered when he sat on the pulpit on the 
day following the death of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”. Omar recited the Tashahhud while Abu’bakr was silent. Omar 
said: “I wish that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” had outlived all of us, i.e. had been the last (to die). But if 
Mohammad has died, Allah has kept the light amongst you from which you 
can receive the same guidance, as well as Allah guided Mohammad with it. 
Abu’bakr is the companion of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”. He is the second of the two in the cave. He is the 
most entitled person among the Muslims to manage your affairs. So, get up 
and swear fealty to him." Some people had already given the pledge of 
allegiance to him in the shed of Banu’sa’ida, but the public pledge of 
allegiance was given at the pulpit. I heard Omar saying to Abu’bakr on that 
day: ’’Come up the pulpit." He kept on urging him till he came up the 
pulpit, to whom all the people swore fealty. 

7220- Mohammad Ibn Jubair Ibn Mut’im narrated from his father "Allah 
be pleased with him": A woman came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" and asked him for something. He ordered her to return 
to him again. She said: "What if I came and did not find you?" as if she 
wanted to say: "If I found you dead?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "If you do not find me, then you can go to 
Abu'bakr." 
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7221- Tariq Ibn Shehab narrated: Abu’bakr said to the delegate of 
Buzakha: ’’Follow the tails of the camels till Allah shows the Caliph 
(successor) of His Prophet and Emigrants something for which you may 
excuse yourselves." 

[52] 

7222- Jaber Ibn Samura "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard 
The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "There will 
be twelve Muslim rulers (who will govern all the Islamic world)." He then 
said a sentence, which I did not hear. My father said: He said: "All of them 
(those rulers) will be from Quraish." 

7223- The same as above. 

[53] Driving the foes and the suspicious people out of homes 

in this respect, Omar was reported to have driven the sister of Abu’bakr 
out of the house when she wailed. 

7224- Abu’huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he in Whose Hand my 
soul is! I was about to order for collecting firewood and then order 
Someone to pronounce the Adhan for the prayer and another to lead the 
prayer. Then I would go from behind to the men (who did not present 
themselves for the compulsory congregational prayer), and bum their 
houses with them. By he, in Whose Hands my soul is! If anyone of them 
had known that he would get a bone covered with good meat or two (small) 
pieces of meat present in between two ribs, he would have turned up for the 
Isha prayer.” 

[54] Is it possible for the ruler to prevent the criminals and 
disobedient people from speaking to, or visiting him (or the people)? 

7225- Abdullah Ibn Ka’b Ibn Malik, Who was Ka’b's guide from among 
his sons when Ka’b became blind narrated: I heard Ka’b Ibn Malik saying: 
“When some people remained behind and did not join The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in the Holy Battle of 
Tabuk..." and he related the narration in full and said: “The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” prevented the Muslims 
from speaking to us. We remained for fifty nights in that state, before The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” announced 
Allah's acceptance of our repentance." 
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(95) The Book of Hope 

[1] What was mentioned regarding the hope; and what about hoping 
for death? 

7226- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Messenger 
of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: " By He, in Whose 
Hands my life is! Had it not been for some men who dislike to be left 
behind and for whom I do not have mounts, then I would not have 
remained behind any detachment going for Jihad and I would have loved to 
be martyred in Allah’s cause and then made Alive, then martyred and then 
made alive, then martyred and then made alive, and then again martyred in 
his cause."

7227- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “By 
He, in Whose Hand my life is! I would like to fight in Allah's Cause and 
then get martyred, then made alive and then get martyred, then made alive 
and then get martyred, then made alive and then get martyred, and then 
made alive." Abu’huraira used to repeat those words three times and I 
testify to that, by Allah. 


(2] The Prophet’s saying: “If I had gold equal to the mountain of 
Ohud” 

7228- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "If I 
had gold equal to the mountain of Ohud, it would not please me that it 
remains with me for more than three days a single Dinar of it, if I found the 
one who accepts it, except an amount which I would keep for repaying 
debts."

[3] The Prophet’s 5 saying: “If I had early known what I came to 
know lately” 


7229- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If I had early known 
what I came to know lately, I would not have driven the sacrificial animals 
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with me and would have finished the state of Ihram with the people when 
they finished it." 

7230- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: We 
accompanied The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”, assuming the state of Ihram for Hajj. We arrived in Mecca on the 
fourth of Dhul’hijja. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
ordered us to circumambulate Ka’ba and compass Safa and Marwa round. 
He told us to keep our Ihram just for Umra, and finish the state of Ihram 
unless we had our sacrificial animal with us. none except The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and Talha had the sacrifice 
with them. Ali arrived from Yemen and had a sacrifice with him. Ali 
said: "I have assumed Ihram for what The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" has done." They (the people) said: "How can we 
proceed to Mina (for Hajj) after having sexual relations with our 
wives?" When that news reached The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him" he said: "If I had early known what I came to know 
lately, I would not have brought the Sacrifice with me. Had there been 
no Sacrifice with me, I would have finished the state of Ihram." 

On the other hand, Suraqa Ibn Malik saw The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" stoning (the Jamra) in Al’aqaba, 
whom he asked: "Is it just for us, O Messenger of Allah?" The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" answered: "It is for all.” 

A’isha got her menses, so The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” ordered her to perform all the ceremonies 
except praying and circumambulating Ka’ba until she got clean. When 
they reached Al’batha, she said: "O Allah’s Apostle! All of you are 
returning with the Hajj and Umra, but I am returning only with Hajj." 
So the Prophet ordered Abdur’rahman Ibn Abu’bakr to accompany her 
to Tan’im. Thus she performed Umra in Dhul’hijja after the days of 
Hajj had passed. 

[4] The Prophet’s saying: “Would that such-and-such, and such- 
and-such” 

7231- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" was vigilant one night. He said: "Would 
that a pious man from my companions guard me tonight!" Suddenly we 
heard the clatter of arms. He said: "Who is that? " He (The comer) replied: 
" I am Sa’d Ibn Abu'waqqas and have come to guard you." So, The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" slept (that night) until we heard 
his snoring. 

Abu Abdullah reported: A’isha further said: Bilal (whenever his fever 
deserted him) would recite: "Would that I stay overnight in a valley 
wherein I would be surrounded by Idhkhir and Jalil (kinds of good¬ 
smelling grass).” I told The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” of that. 
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[5] Hoping for having the (religious) knowledge 

7232- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Allah’s 
Apostle “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There is no 
jealousy but of two men: A man whom Allah has taught the Qur’an which 
he recites during the hours of the night and during the hours of the day, and 
his neighbour listens to him and says: “Would that I had been given what 
so-and-so has been given, in order that I might do what he does; and a man 
whom Allah has given wealth which he spends on what is just and right, 
whereupon an other man May say: “Would that I had been given what so- 
and-so has been given, for then I would do what he does.”” 

[6] What about the hateful hopes? 

Allah Almighty said: “And in no wise covet those things in which Allah 
hath bestowed his gifts more freely on some of you than on others: to men 
is allotted what they earn, and to women what they earn: but ask Allah of 
his Bounty. For Allah hath full knowledge of all things.” (The Women 32) 

7233- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" reported: had not I heard The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "You should not 
have longing for death", I would have had longing (for it). 

7234- Qais Ibn Abu’hazim narrated: We came to pay a visit to Khabbab 
"Allah be pleased with him" who was cauterized at seven places in his 
body. He said: "Had The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
not forbidden us to hope for death, I would have hoped for it.” 

7235- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None should hope for 
death. If he is a good righteous, he might be better (during his lifetime). If 
he is an evil one, he might stop and then repent.” 

[7] When one says: "Without You (O Allah) We would have got 
no guidance” 

7236- Al’bara "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: On the day of 
Al’ahzab (The Confederates) I saw The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" carrying earth, and the earth was covering the 
whiteness of his Abdomen. He was saying: "Without You (O Allah) We 
would have got no guidance, nor given in charity, nor prayed. So please 
bless us with tranquility and make firm our feet when we meet our 
enemies. Indeed (those) people have rebelled against us; but never shall 
we give in if they try to bring affliction upon us." He used to say it 
loudly. 
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[8] Do not have longing for meeting the enemy 

7237- Abdullah Ibn Abu’awfa “Allah be pleased with both’’ narrated: 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Do not have longing for meeting your enemy, and ask Allah for safety 
(from evil)." 

[9] What about the possible blame? 

Allah Almighty said: “He said: would that I had power to suppress you 
or that I could betake myself to some powerful support.” (Hud 80) 

7238- Al’qasim Ibn Mohammad narrated: Ibn Abbas mentioned the two 
persons (a man and his wife) who carried out the measures of invoking 
Allah’s curse upon the liar of them. Abdullah Ibn Shaddad asked Ibn 
Abbas: "Was she the same lady in connection with whom The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had said: “If I were to stone to 
death someone without witness, I would have stoned this lady?" Ibn Abbas 
said: “No, that was another lady whose suspicious misbehavior was 
transparent.” 

7239- Ata narrated: One night The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” delayed the Isha prayer whereupon Omar went to him and 
said: “The prayer, O Allah's Apostle! The women and children had slept." 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came out with water 
dropping from his head, and said: “Had I not been afraid that it would be 
hard for my followers (or for the people), I would have ordered them to 
offer Isha prayer at this time." 

7240- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Had I not found it hard for 
my followers, I would have ordered them to clean their teeth with Siwak 
(for every prayer)." 


7241- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” continued fasting until the dawn (with no 
breakfast) on the last days of the month, and so did some people. Being 
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informed, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If 
the month had been prolonged for me, then I would have continued fasting 
(with no breakfast) for such a long time as to cause the most exaggerating 
persons among you to give up their hyperbole. I am not like you, for my 
Lord always makes me eat and drink." 

7242- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" forbade fasting 
continuously. They said to him: "But you practice it, O Allah's Apostle!" 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "Who 
amongst you is similar to me? I am given food and drink during my sleep 
by my Lord." So, when the people refused to stop fasting continuously, 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" fasted for a day 
and a night continuously along with them for one day and then another. 
Then they saw the crescent moon (of the month of Shawwal). The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to them (angrily): 
"If It (the crescent) had not appeared, I would have made you fast for a 
longer period." That was as a punishment for them when they refused to 
stop fasting continuously. 

7243- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: I asked The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” about the wall (surrounding 
Ka’ba):”Is it a part of the Ka’ba?" He replied: “Yes." I said: “Then why 
wasn’t it included in Ka’ba?" He said: “Indeed, your people ran short of 
money." I asked: “Then why is its gate so high?" He replied: “Your people 
did so in order to admit whomever they wanted and forbid whomever they 
wanted. Had your people not been still close to the period of ignorance, and 
had I not been afraid that their hearts might deny my action, then, for sure, I 
would have included the wall in the Ka’ba and made its gate touch the 
ground." 

7244- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "But for the migration, I 
would have been one of the Ansar. If people took their way through a 
valley, and the Ansar took their way through another valley or mountain 
pass, I would take the Ansar's valley or mountain pass." 

7245- Abdullah Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "But for the 
migration, I would have been one of the Ansar. If people took their way 
through a valley or a mountain pass, (and the Ansar took their way through 
another valley or mountain pass), I would take the Ansar's valley or 
mountain pass."

[1] It is permissible to get the news from an only one person, 
concerning call for prayer, prayer, fasting, obligations, and the related 
judgements, particularly if he is true 

Allah Almighty said: " Nor should the Believers all go forth together: if 
a contingent from every expedition remained behind, they could devote 
themselves to studies in religion, and admonish the people when they return 
to them, that thus they (may learn) to guard themselves (against evil)." 
(Repentance 122) 

the man was called Contingent in view of Allah's saying: " If two parties 
among the Believers fall into a quarrel, make ye peace between them: but if 
one of them transgresses beyond bounds against the other, then fight ye 
(all) against the one that transgresses until it complies with the command of 
Allah; but if it complies, then make peace between them with justice, and 
be fair: for Allah loves those who are fair (and just)." (The Chambers 
"Al'hujurat" 9) 

it is to say, if two persons were involved in fighting each other, then the 
meaning of the above verse would apply to them. 

Allah Almighty said too: " O ye who believe! If a wicked person comes 
to you with any news, ascertain the truth, lest ye harm people unwittingly, 
and afterwards become full of repentance for what ye have done." (The 
Chambers 6) 

7246- Malik Ibn APhuwairith "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I 
came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" with some 
men from my tribe. We were all young, of nearly equal ages. We stayed 
with him for twenty nights. He was kind and merciful to us. When he 
realized our longing for our families, he asked us about those we left 
behind, when we told him, he said to us: "Go back and stay with your 
families to teach them the religion, and urge them (to do good)." he 
mentioned many additional things, some of which I have kept, while I have 
not remembered others, then he said to us: "But offer the prayer in the same 
way as you see me offering it. But one of you should pronounce the call 
(Adhan) for the prayer when its time is due, as well as the oldest one 
amongst you should lead the prayer." 

7247- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The Adhan 
pronounced by Bilal should not stop you from taking the night meal (of 
fasting) before dawn. Indeed, he pronounces the Adhan at night, so that the 
one offering the late night prayer (Tahajjud) from among you might hurry 
up, and the sleeping from among you might wake up. The real dawn is not 
as such.” (Yahya, a sub-narrator, gather both his hands and then stretched 
his two index fingers). 
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7248- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Bilal pronounces Adhan at 
night, so keep on eating and drinking (the night meal of fasting taken 
before dawn) till Ibn Ommu'maktum pronounces Adhan." 

7249- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
Once, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" performed the 
Dhuhr prayer as five Rak’as. After he had finished the prayer he was asked: 
"O Allah's Apostle! Has there been any increase in the prayer?" He said: 
"What is it?” The people said: "You have prayed five Rak’as." So The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" performed two 
prostration's “Sajda” (of forgetfulness) after he had finished his prayer with 
Taslim. 

7250- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” finished his 
prayer after performing only two Rak’as. Dhul’yadain asked him: “Had the 
prayer been reduced, or you had forgotten?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: “Is Dhul’yadain true?" The people said: 
“Yes." Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” stood up and performed another two Rak’as. Then he finished the 
prayer with Taslim. Then he said the Takbir and performed a prostration, 
equal to, or longer than his ordinary prostrations. Then he raised his head, 
said Takbir, and offered another prostration, after which he raised his head. 

7251- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: While the people 
were at Quba (Mosque), performing the morning prayer, a person came to 
them saying: “Tonight revelation has been sent down to The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, according to which he has 
been ordered to face Ka’ba (in prayer). So, you (people) should face it." 
There faces were towards Sham, so they turned their faces towards Ka’ba 
(in Mecca). 

7252- Al’bara "Allah be pleased with him" reported: When Allah’s 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" arrived in Medina, he 
prayed facing Jerusalem for sixteen or seventeen months. But he loved to 
face Ka’ba. So Allah revealed: "Verily, We have seen the turning of thy 
face to the heaven! So, We wouldst turn thee to a Qibla with which thou 
wouldst be pleased." (The Heifer “Al’baqara” 144) So the Prophet faced 
Ka’ba. A man offered the Asr prayer with the Prophet (facing the Ka’ba) 
and went out. Having passed by some of the Ansar performing prayer, he 
said: "I bear witness that I prayed with Allah’s Apostle “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” facing Ka’ba." So all the people turned (towards 
Ka’ba), while they were bowing, as performing Asr prayer. 

7253- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I was 
serving wine prepared from infused dates to Abu’talha Al’ansari, 
Abu’obaida Ibn Al’jarrah, and Obai Ibn Ka’b when a man came and said: 
“Alcoholic drinks have been prohibited." Abu’talha said: “O Anas! Get up 
and break all these jars." I got up and took a mortar of ours, with whose 
lower part I stroke the jars till they broke. 
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7254- Hudhaifa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to people of Najran: "I will 
send you the most trustworthy man." The companions of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” looked forward (to be that 
person). He then sent Abu’obaida. 

7255- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: " Every nation has 
a really trustworthy man, and the trustworthy man of this (Muslim) nation 
is Abu'obaida." 

7256- Ibn Abbas narrated from Omar “Allah be pleased with them”: 
There was a man from the Ansar. If he was absent from The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and I was present, I would 
come to him with what I heard from The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”. If I was absent from The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and he was present with 
him, he would come to me with what he heard from The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. 

7257- Ali “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” sent an army led by somebody, who made 
a fire and said (to the soldiers): "Enter into it." Some of them intended to 
enter it while some others said: “We fled away from it." They mentioned 
that to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, who said 
about people who had intended to enter into it: “If they had entered into it, 
they would have remained In it till The Day of Judgement.” He said to the 
others: "No obedience is obligatory for evil deeds, obedience is obligatory 
just in what is good." 

7258- Both of Abu’huraira and Zaid Ibn Khalid “Allah be pleased with 
them” narrated that two men asked The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” to judge between them. 

7259- The same as above. 

7260- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We were with 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" when a Bedouin 
stood up and said: "O Allah's apostle! Give your judgement on my case 
according to Allah's Laws." His opponent said: "He is true, 0 Messenger 
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of Allah! Give your judgement on his case according to Allah's Laws, and 
allow me to speak." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Speak." He said: "My son was working as a labourer for this 
(man) and he committed adultery with his wife. Then I was told that my 
son should be stoned to death (according to the legal punishment). In lieu 
of that, I ransomed my son by paying one hundred sheep and a slave girl. 
Then I asked the religious scholars about it, and they informed me that the 
wife of this (man) must be stoned to death, and my son must be whipped 
one hundred lashes, and be exiled for one year." Allah's Apostle "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he, in Whose Hands my soul is, 
I will judge between you according to Allah's Laws. The slave-girl and the 
sheep are to be returned to you, your son is to receive a hundred lashes and 
be exiled for one year. You, Unais (a man from Aslam), go to the wife of 
this (man) and if she confesses her guilt, stone her to death." Unais went to 
that woman next morning and she confessed. Then he stoned her to death. 

[2] The Prophet’s sending Az’zubair alone as a reconnoiterer 

7261- Jaber Ibn Abdullah “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: When 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” called the people on 
the day of The Trench, Az’zubair responded to the call (to act as a 
reconnoiterer). The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
called the people again and Az’zubair responded to the call. The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” called the people (for the third 
time) and Az’zubair responded to the call. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” then said: "Every prophet had a disciple and my 
disciple is Az’zubair Ibn Al’awwam." 

[3] Allah’s saying: “O ye who Believe! enter not the Prophet's 
houses unil leave is given you.” (The Confederates 53) 

7262- Abu’moosa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” entered a garden and told me to 
guard its gate. Then a man came and asked permission to enter. The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allow for him 
and give him the glad tidings that he will enter Paradise." Behold! It was 
Abu’bakr. Then Omar came, and The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” said: “Allow for him and give him the glad tidings that he 
will enter Paradise." Then Othman came and The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: “Allow for him and give him the glad tidings 
that he will enter Paradise.” 

7263- Omar “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I came and found 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” staying 
on an attic room, at the top of whose stairs, There was a black slave 
belonging to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”. I said to him: "(Tell The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”) that here is Omar Ibn Al’khattab (asking for your leave to enter)." 
Then he admitted me. 
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[4] The Prophet’s sending the representatives and envoys one after 
the other 

7264- Abdullah Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” reported: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent a book 
with an envoy to Khosrau. He ordered the envoy to deliver it to the chief of 
Bahrain, so that the latter would give it to Khosrau. When Khosrau read it, 
he tore it to pieces. I (the sub narrator) thought that Ibn Al’musaiyyab had 
said: The Messenger of Allah invoked Allah against him: “O Allah! Tear 
them to pieces and disperse them totally.” 

7265- Salama Ibn Al’akwa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to a 
man from Aslam: "Proclaim among your people (or the people) on the tenth 
day of Muharram: “Whoever has eaten anything should fast for the rest of 
the day, and whoever has not eaten anything, should complete his fast.” " 

[5] The Prophet recommends the delegates of Arabs to report his 
message to those behind them 

7266- Abu’jamra reported: I was sitting with Ibn Abbas “Allah be 
pleased with both” who said to me: v/hen the people (or delegate) of the 
tribe of Abdul'qais came to The Prophet, The Prophet asked them: "Who is 
the delegate?" They replied: "We are from the tribe of Rabie'a." Then The 
Prophet said to them: "Welcome! O people (or O delegate)! Neither will 
you have disgrace nor will you regret." They said: "O Allah's Apostle! 
There is the infidel tribe of Mudar intervening between you and us. So 
please order us to do something good (concerning religion) in order that we 
may enter Paradise (by acting on it), of which we may inform our people 
whom we have left behind." Then they asked about (what is lawful and 
what is unlawful) of drinks. The Prophet forbade them to do four things and 
ordered them to do four things. He ordered them to believe in Allah Alone 
and asked them: "Do you know what is meant by believing in Allah 
Alone?" They replied: "Allah and His Apostle know better." Thereupon 
The Prophet said: "It means: To testify that there is no God to be 
worshipped but Allah and Mohammad is Allah's Apostle; to offer prayers 
perfectly; to pay the obligatory charity; to observe fast during the month of 
Ramadan; and to pay one fifth of the booty to be given for Allah's sake.” 

Then he forbade them four things, namely dry gourds, green-coloured 
jars, hollowed stumps of palm-trees, and receptacles. The Prophet further 
said (to them): "Memorize them (instructions) and convey them to the 
people whom you have left behind."

[6] The news of the only one woman 

7267- Tawba Al’anbari narrated: Ash’sha’bi asked me: "Did you notice 
how Al’hasan narrated the traditions from The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”? I stayed with Ibn Omar nearly two years, or one 
and half year, during which I heard him narrating nothing from The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” except the following Hadith: 
Some of the companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” including Sa’d, starting eating meat, when one of the wives of 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” called them saying: 
“It is the meat of a Mastigure.” The people then stopped eating it. On that 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Continue eating, for it is lawful.” Or said: “There is no harm in eating it, 
but it is not from my food (because I detest it)." 
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7268- Tariq Ibn Shehab narrated: Once a Jew said to Omar Ibn 
Al’khattab: "O commander of believers! Had the following verse been 
revealed to us, we would have taken that day (on which it was revealed) as 
a day of celebration." (it is): "This day I have perfected your religion for 
you, completed my favour upon you, and have chosen for you Islam as 
your religion." (The Repast “Arma’ida” 3) Omar replied: "No doubt, I 
know when and where this verse was revealed to The Prophet. It was 
revealed on The Day of Arafat, which was on Friday." 






7269- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that he 
heard Omar speaking while standing on the pulpit of The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” in the morning (following the death of 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”), after the people 
had sworn fealty to Abu’bakr. He recited the Tashahhud before Abu’bakr, 
and said: “And then: Allah has chosen for his Messenger “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” what is with Him (the hereafter) rather than what 
is with you (the world). This is The Book (of Qur'an) with which Allah 
guided your Messenger. So, hold fast to it, for then you will be guided on 
the right path as well as Allah guided His Messenger with it." 


7270- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” embraced me and said 
(invoking Allah for me): “O Allah! Provide him with the knowledge of The 
Book (of Qur’an).” 


7271- Abul’minhal narrated: Abu’barza said: “Allah makes you (people) 
self-sufficient, or has raised you high with Islam and with Mohammad 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”.” 

7272- Abdullah Ibn Dinar narrated: Ibn Omar wrote to Abdul’malik Ibn 
Marwan, giving him the pledge of allegiance: “I gave the Pledge of 
allegiance that I will listen to and obey (Abdul’malik), according to Allah's 
Laws and the Traditions of His Messenger, as much as I can.”

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[1] The Prophet’s saying: "I have been sent with the shortest 
expressions bearing the widest meanings” 

7273- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "I have been sent with the 
shortest expressions bearing the widest meanings, and I have been made 
victorious with terror (cast in the hearts of the enemy). While I was 
sleeping, the keys of the treasures of the world were brought to me and put 
in my hand." Abu'huraira added: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" has left the world and now you, people, are bringing 
out (or utilizing) those treasures. 

7274- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Every Prophet was given 
miracles because of which people believed, but what I have been given, is 
Divine Inspiration (The Holy Qur’an) which Allah has revealed to me. So I 
hope that my followers will outnumber the followers of the other Prophets 
on the Day of Judgement." 

[2] Following the tradition of The Prophet 

and Allah’s saying: “and give us (the Grace) to lead the righteous.” (The 
Criterion “Al’furqan” 74) 

7275- Abu’wa’il reported: Once I sat along with Shaiba in this mosque 
(Ka’ba). He (Shaiba) said: No doubt, Omar sat at this place and said: “I 
intended not to leave any yellow (gold) or white (silver) (inside Ka’ba) 
without distributing it among Muslims.” I said: “But you would not do so.” 
He asked: “Why?” I said: “Because your two companions (The Prophet and 
Abu’bakr) did not do so.” Omar said: “They are the two persons whom one 
should follow. " 

7276- Hudhaifa “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to us: "Honesty came 
down from the Heaven and settled in the roots of the hearts of (the 
believing) men. Then the Qur'an was sent down, which the people recited, 
(and from which they learnt honesty) as well as they learnt it from the 
Sunna." 
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7277- Abdullah said: “The best talk is Allah's Book (Qur'an), the best 
guidance is the guidance of Mohammad “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”, and the worst of matters are the innovated (heresies which are 
introduced in religion)." “All that hath been promised unto you will come 
to pass: nor can ye frustrate it (in the least bit).” (The Cattle 134) 

7278- Both of Abu’huraira and Zaid Ibn Khalid “Allah be pleased with 
them” narrated: We were with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” when he said (to those who came asking him to 
judge between them): “No doubt, I will judge between you according to 
Allah’s Book.” 

7279- The same above. 

7280- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "All of my nation would 
enter into Paradise except he, who refuses.” They asked: "Who does refuse, 
0 Prophet of Allah?" The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him" replied: "He, who obeys me, would enter into Paradise. But he, who 
disobeys me, would be considered as one who refuses.” 

7281- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Some 
angels came to The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" 
while he was sleeping. Some of them said: "He is sleeping." Others said: 
"His eyes are sleeping but his heart is awake." Then they said: "There is an 
example for this companion of yours." One of them said: "Then set forth an 
example for him." Some of them said: "He is sleeping." The others said: 
"His eyes are sleeping but his heart is awake." Then they said: "His 
example is that of a man who has built a house wherein he offered a 


banquet and sent a caller to invite the people. So whoever accepted the 
invitation of the caller, entered the house and ate of the banquet, and 



said: "The house stands for Paradise and the call maker is Mohammad. 
Whoever obeys Mohammad, obeys Allah; and whoever disobeys 
Mohammad, disobeys Allah. Mohammad separated the people: (Good or 
believers from bad or disbelievers).” 

7282- Hammam narrated: Hudhaifa said: “O community of reciters! 
Follow the straight path, for then you have taken a great lead. But if you 
deviate right or left, then you will go astray far away." 
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7283- Abu’burda narrated from Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with 
him": Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "My 
example and the example of the message with which Allah has sent me is 
like that of a man who came to some people and said: "I have seen with my 
own eyes the enemy forces, and I am a merely wamer (to you) so save 
yourself! Save yourself!” A group of them obeyed him and went out at 
night, slowly and stealthily; and in this way they were safe. But another 
group did not believe him and thus the army took them in the morning and 
destroyed them. This is the example of the one who obeyed me, and 
followed that (truth) with which I have been sent down, and the one who 
disobeyed me and disbelieved in the truth with which I have been sent 
down.” 

7284- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: When Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" died and Abu'bakr 
became the caliph some Arabs became renegades. (When Abu'bakr decided 
to declare war against them) Omar said to Abu'bakr: "O Abu’bakr! How 
can you fight with these people although Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: I have been ordered (by Allah) to fight the 
people till they say: "There is no God (to be worshipped) but Allah”, and 
whoever said it then he would save his life and property from me except in 
case of trespassing the (Islamic law) rights, and his accounts will be with 
Allah. “ Abu'bakr said: "By Allah! I will fight those who differentiate 
between the prayer and the obligatory charity, which is the compulsory 
right to be taken from the property. By Allah! If they refuse to pay me even 
a she-kid which they used to pay at the time of Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him” I would fight with them for withholding 
it." Then Omar said: "By Allah, it was nothing, but Allah opened 
Abu'bakr's chest towards the decision (of fighting the renegades), that I 
came to know that his decision was right." 

7285- The same previous narration. 

7286- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Oyaina Ibn 
Hisn Ibn Hudhaifa came and stayed with his nephew Al’hurr Ibn Qais who 
was one of those whom Omar used to make near, since the Qur’an reciters 
were the people of Omar's sessions and advisors whether they were old or 
young. Oyaina said to his nephew: "O son of my brother! You have an 
access to this Commander, so take for me the permission to enter into him." 
Al’hurr said: "I will take the permission for you to meet him." So Al’hurr 
asked the permission for Oyaina whom Omar admitted. When Oyaina 
entered upon him, he said: "Beware! O the son of Al’khattab! By Allah, 
you neither give us sufficient provisions nor judge among us with justice." 
Thereupon Omar became so furious that he intended to harm him, but 
Al’hurr said: "O Commander of The Believers! Allah said to His Prophet: 
"Hold to forgiveness; command what is right; but turn away from the 
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ignorant." (Al’a’raf 199) and this (Oyaina) is one of the ignorants." By 
Allah, Omar did not overlook that Verse when Al’hurr recited it before 
him. Indeed, he used to observe (the orders of) Allah's Book strictly. 

7287- Asma Bint "daughter of' Abu'bakr "Allah be pleased with both" 
reported: I came to A’isha when the sun eclipsed, and the people were 
standing for prayer. She also was standing for prayer. I said to her: "What 
has happened to the people?" She pointed out towards the sky and said: 
"Glorified be Allah!” I said to her: "Is there a sign?" She nodded with her 
head meaning, "Yes." After The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" had finished the prayer, he got up, praised and glorified Allah, 
and then said: "Just now at this place I have seen what I have never seen 
before, including Paradise and Hell. No doubt it has been inspired to me 
that you will be put to trials in your graves and these trials will be like the 
trials of The Charlatan (Ad’dajjal), (by being asked: “What do you know 
about The Prophet Mohammad”) Then the faithful believer (or Asma said a 
similar word) will reply: “He is Mohammad (Allah's Apostle) who had 
come to us with clear evidences. We responded to him, and believed (what 
he had said).” Then it will be said to him: “Sleep peacefully as we have 
come to know that you were a faithful believer.” On the other hand, a 
hypocrite or a doubtful person (the sub narrator did not know which word 
Asma used) will reply: “I do not know, but I heard the people saying 
something and so I said it." 

7288- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Leave me when I leave 
you. However, the people before you were ruined because of their 
questions and their differences over their prophets. So, if I forbid you to do 
something, then keep away from it. But if I order you to do something, then 
do it as much as you can." 

[3] What about the hateful questions? 

and Allah’s saying: “Ye who believe ask not questions about things which, 
if made plain to you, may cause you trouble. But if ye ask about things 
when the Qur’an is being revealed, they will be made plain to you, Allah 
will forgive those: for Allah is Oft-Forgiving, most forbearing.” (The 
Repast 101) 

7289- Amer Ibn Sa’d Ibn Abu’waqqas narrated from his father: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
most sinful person from amongst Muslims is he, who asked about 
something which had been lawful (before his question), and then became 
unlawful as a result of his question.” 

7290- Zaid Ibn Thabit “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” took a room in the 
mosque, made of date-palm leaves mats, in which he prayed for a few 
nights till the people gathered (to offer the night prayer) behind him. But on 
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the fourth night, the people did not hear his voice. Thought he had slept, 
some of them started humming in order that he might come out. The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” then said: “You kept on 
doing what I saw you doing till I was afraid that this (night prayer) might be 
enjoined on you, and if it were enjoined on you, you would not keep on 
performing it. Therefore, O people! Perform your prayers at your homes, for 
the best prayer of a person is that which he performs at his home except the 
compulsory congregational) prayer." 

7291- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" told: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was asked about things which he 
did not like, but when the questioners insisted, The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" got angry. He then said to people: "Ask 
me anything you like." A man asked: "Who is my father?" The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "Your father is 
Hudhafa." Then another man got up and said: "Who is my father, O Allah's 
Apostle?" He replied: "Your father is Salim, the freed slave of Shaiba." 
Saw the anger on the face of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him", Omar said: "O Allah's Apostle! We repent to Allah (because of 
our disturbing you).” 

7292- Warrad, the clerk of Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba, narrated: 
Mo’awiya wrote to Al’mogheera: “Write to me a tradition you heard from 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”." 
Al’mogheera wrote to him: "I heard him saying after each (obligatory) 
prayer: “There is no God but Allah, the one and alone, with whom there is 
no partner. To Him be the dominion, and to Him be the praise; and He has 
power over all things. O Allah! Nobody can hold back what you gave, 
nobody can give what you held back, and no effort can benefit (anyone, 
whatever lucky he might be) without you.” He also used to forbid idle 
talk, asking too many questions (in religion), wasting money, being 
undutiful to mothers, burying one's little daughters (alive), preventing what 
should be given, and asking others jpr something (except in great 
necessity). 

7293- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: We were with Omar 
who said: “We have been forbidden to undertake difficult tasks beyond our 
capability. 

7294- Anas Ibn Malik “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came out after the sun 
had declined and offered the Dhuhr prayer (in congregation). After 
finishing it with Taslim, he stood on the pulpit, mentioned the Hour and 
told that there would be great events before it. Then he said: “Whoever 
wants to ask me any question, may do so, for by Allah, nothing you will 
ask me about, but I will answer it as long as I am at this place of mine." On

this, the Ansar wept strongly, and The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” kept on saying: “Ask Me! " Then a man 
got up and asked: “Where will my entrance be, O Allah's Apostle?" The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “It will be the 
Fire." Then Abdullah Ibn Hudhafa got up and asked: “Who is my father, O 
Allah's Apostle?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
replied: “Your father is Hudhafa." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” then kept on saying (angrily): "Ask me! Ask me!" Then, 
Omar knelt on his knees and said: “We are satisfied with Allah as (our) 
Lord, Islam as (our) religion, and Mohammad as (our) Messenger." The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” became 
quiet when Omar said that. Then The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” said: “By He, in Whose Hand my life is! Paradise 
and Hell were displayed before me on this wall while I was praying, and I 
have never seen such good and evil as I saw today." 

7295- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Once a man asked 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “Who 
is my father?” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” said: “Your father is so-and-so.” Then the following verse was 
revealed: “Ye who believe ask not questions about things which, if made 
plain to you, may cause you trouble. But if ye ask about things when the 
Qur’an is being revealed, they will be made plain to you, Allah will forgive 
those: for Allah is Oft-Forgiving, most forbearing.” (The Repast 101) 

7296- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "People will not 
stop asking questions till they say: “This is Allah, the Creator of 
everything, then who created Allah? " 

7297- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" told: While I 
was going with The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
through the ruins of Medina and he was reclining on a date-palm leaf stalk, 
some Jews passed by. Some of them said to the others: “Ask him (The 
Prophet) about the spirit.” Some of them said that they should not ask him 
that question as he might give a reply, which would displease them. But 
some of them insisted on asking, and so one of them stood up and asked: "O 
Abul'qasim! What is the spirit?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" remained quiet for a while. I thought he was being inspired 
Divinely. So I stayed till that state of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" (while being inspired) was over. The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" then recited: " They ask thee concerning the 
spirit (of inspiration). Say: the spirit (cometh) by command of my Lord: of 
knowledge it is only a little that is communicated to you, (O men)” (The 
Night Journey “Al’isra” 85) 

[4] Following the actions of The Prophet 

7298- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” wore a gold ring. Then 
people started wearing such gold rings. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “I had taken a gold ring.” He threw it away and 
said: “I would never wear it again.” Then people threw away their rings. 
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14] It is hateful to exaggerate (in doing the deeds), to have disputes 
with others concerning the (religious) knowledge, and to overdo or 
innovate in religion (what is not implied in its essence) 






7299- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" forbade fasting 
continuously. They said to him: "But you practice it, O Allah's Apostle!" 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" replied: "Who 
amongst you is similar to me? I am given food and drink during my sleep 
by my Lord." So, when the people refused to stop fasting continuously. 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" fasted 
continuously along with them for two days or nights. Then they saw the 
crescent moon (of the month of Shawwal). The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said to them (angrily): "If It (the crescent) had 
not appeared, I would have made you fast for a longer period." That was 
as a punishment for them when they refused to stop fasting continuously. 


7300- Ibrahim At’taimi narrated from his father: Ali “Allah be pleased 
with him” addressed us while being on a brick pulpit, having a sword, on 
which a scroll was hung. He said: We have no Book to recite except the 
Book of Allah (Qur'an) and this paper. Then Ali took out the paper in 
which there were the ages of the camels (to be paid as charity or as blood 
money). It also implied: “Medina is a sanctuary from Air (mountain) to 
such-and-such place. So whoever innovates in it a heresy (concerning 
religion), will incur the curse of Allah, the angels, and all the people, and 
none of his obligatory or optional good deeds will be accepted on The Day 
of Judgement. In addition, the asylum granted by any Muslim is to be 
respected by all the Muslims, even if it is granted by one of the lowest 
social status among them; and whoever betrays a Muslim in this respect, 
will incur the curse of Allah, the angels, and all the people, and none of his 
obligatory or optional good deeds will be accepted on The Day of 
Judgement. Furthermore, any (freed slave) ascribes himself to some people 
(as his be-friends) (other than his previously real masters) without the 
permission of his previously real masters, then he will incur the curse of 
Allah, the angels, and all the people, and none of his obligatory or optional 
good deeds will be accepted on The Day of Judgement."

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7301- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” did something which was made 
permissible from the religious perspective, but some people refrained from 
it. When The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” heard of 
that, he, after glorifying and praising Allah, said: “Why do some people 
refrain from doing something which I do? By Allah, I know Allah better, 
and fear him more, than they." 

7302- Ibn Abu’mulaika narrated: The two righteous persons were about 
to be ruined, i.e. Abu’bakr and Omar who raised their voices before The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” when the delegation of 
Banu’tamim came to him. One of the two recommended Al’aqra Ibn Habis 
Al’hanzali, the brother of Banu’mujashi to be their ruler, while the other 
recommended somebody else. Abu’bakr said to Omar: "You wanted 
nothing but to oppose me!" Omar said: "I did not intend to oppose you." 
Their voices grew loud in that argument, so Allah revealed: “O ye who 
believe! Raise not your voices above the voice of the Prophet, nor speak 
aloud to him in talk, as ye may speak aloud to one another, lest your deeds 
become vain and ye perceive not.” (The Chambers “Al’hujurat” 2) Ibn 
Az’zubair said: "Since then, Omar used to speak to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” in such a low tone that The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had to ask him to repeat his 
statements." But Ibn Az’zubair did not mention that about his (maternal) 
grandfather (Abu’bakr). 

7303- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" in his illness said: "Tell Abu'bakr 
to lead the people in prayer." I said to him: "If Abu'bakr stands in your 
place, the people will not hear him because of his excessive weeping. So 
please order Omar to lead people in the prayer." But he said once again: 
“Tell Abu’bakr to lead people in prayer.” A’isha added: I said to Hafsa: 
"Say to him: If Abu'bakr leads people in the prayer in your place, they will 
not be able to hear him regarding his weeping; so please, order Omar to 
lead the prayer." Hafsa did so but Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "You are verily the Companions of Joseph. Tell 
Abu'bakr to lead the people in the prayer. " Hafsa said to A’isha: "I never 
got anything good from you." 




7304- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" reported: Owaimer 
ATajlani came to Asim Ibn Adi Al’ansari and said: "What do you say 
about a man who has found another man with his wife? Should he kill 
him whereupon you would kill him (The husband), or what should he 
do? Please, O Asim, ask Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" about this matter on my behalf." Asim then went to The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" And asked him that 
question but Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
disliked the question and considered it as shameful. Then Asim returned 
home and told him that Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" disliked such questions and considered them as shameful. 
Owaimer then said: "By Allah, I will go and ask Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" about it." Owaimer came to 
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The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, on whom the 
revelation was sent down concerning this case (just after Asim had left). 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing ana peace be upon him" said: "Allah has 
revealed regarding you and your wife's case in the Qur’an." Then he sent for 
them; and they performed the measures of invoking Allah's curse upon the liar 
according to wnat Allah had mentioned in His Book. Owaimer said: "Q 
Allah's Apostle! If I kept her I would be a liar." So Qwaimer divorced her 
(thrice) before being ordered by The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 

B eace be upon hirrr. In this way, divorce became a tradition after them for 
lose who happened to be involved in a case of invoking Allah’s curse upon 
the liar of tne two couples (husband and wife) when she is accused of 
committing adultery. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said 
(to the people):”Wait for her! If she delivers a red short child like a wahra, then I 
do not see except that he is liar; but if she delivers a black big-eyed one with big 
buttocks, then I do not think except that he is true in accusing ner." Then, she gave 
birth to a child that proved the disliked opinion. 


7305- Malik Ibn Aws narrated: I entered upon Omar, when his doorman Yarfa 
came saying : "Othman, Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf, Az’zubair and Sa’d Ibn 
Abu’waqqas are asking your permission (to enter into you). May I admit them?” 
Omar said: "Yes." So they were admitted. They came in, greeted him, and sat 
down. A while later, Yarfa came again and said: "May I admit Ali and Abbas?" 
Omar said: "yes." So* they were admitted. They came in. greeted (him), and sat 
down. Then Abbas said: "0 Commander of The Believers! Judge between me and 
this oppressor (Ali)." (They had a dispute regarding the property of Banun’nadir, 
which Allah had given to His Apostle as booty.) they (Abbas and Ali) started 
reproaching one another. The (present) people said: "O Commander of The 
Believers! Judge between them and relieve both of them in front of each other." 
Omar said: "Be patient! I beseech you by Allah by Whose Permission the Heaven 
and the Earth exist, do you know that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him’ said: "Our (prophet’s) property will not be inheritedj ana 
whatever we leave, is to be used for charity"; and The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” meant himself (by saying M 'we")?" The 
group said: "He said so." Omar then turned to Ali and Abbas ana said: "I beseech 
you by Allah, do you know that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said so?" They replied: " He said so." Omar then said: So, I 
will talk to you about this matter. Allah bestowed on His Apostle with a special 
favour of something of this booty which he gave to nobody else." Omar then 
recited Allah's saying: " What Allah has bestowed on His Messenger (and taken 
away) From them- for this ye made no expedition with either cavalry or camelry: 
but Allah gives power to His messengers over any He pleases: and Allah has 
power over all things." (The Mustering ^Al'hashr” 6) 


Omar added: "So this property was especially given to Allah's Apostle, but, by 
Allah, neither did he take possession of it and leave you, nor did he favour himself 
with it to your exclusion. On the contrary, he gave it to all of you and distributed it 
amongst you till this property remained out orit. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon nim” used to spend the yearly expenses of his family 
out of this property, ana used to keep the rest of its revenue to be spent in Allah s 
Cause. The Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be U|)on him" kept on 
doing this during all his lifetime. I ask you by Allah, do you know this?" They 
replied: "Yes." Omar then said to Ali and Abbas: "I ask you by Allah, do you 
know this?" they said: “Yes.” Omar added: "When Allah had taken His Prophet 
unto Him, Abu’bakr said: "I am the successor of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”. So, Abu’bakr took o*er that property which he 
managed in tne same way as The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s Blessing and peace 
be upon him” used to do; though you (and he turned tc Ali and Abbas) said that 
Abu r bakr was such-and-such, but Allah knows that he was true, pious, and 
rightly-guided. He was also a follower of what was right. Then Allah took 
Abu’oakr unto Him and I became the successor of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” and Abu’bakr. I kept that property in my possession for 
the first two years of my Caliphate, managing it in the same way as The 
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Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and 
Abu’bakr used to do. Then you both (Ali and Abbas) came to talk to me, 
bearing the same claim and presenting the same case. You, Abbas, came to 
me asking for your share from your nephew's property, and this man, i.e. 
Ali, came to me asking for his wife's share from her father's property. I said 
to you: "I am ready to hand over this property to you if you wish, on the 
condition that you would take Allah's Pledge and Convention that you 
would manage it in the same way as The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” and Abu’bakr used to do, and as I have 
done since I was in charge of it." So, both of you said (to me): "Hand it 
over to us." On that condition I handed it over to you. So, I ask you by 
Allah, did I hand it over to them on this condition?" The group replied: 
"Yes." Then Omar turned to Ali and Abbas saying: "I ask you by Allah, did 
I hand it over to you on this condition?" They said: "Yes. " He said: " Now 
then, do you want me to give a different decision? By Allah, by Whose 
power both the Heaven and the earth exist, I will never give any decision 
other than that (I have already given) until The Hour is established. If you 
are unable to manage it, then return it to me; and I will do the job on your 
behalf.” 

[6] The sin of sheltering the one who innovates (heresies in religion) 

7306- Asim narrated: I asked Anas: “Has The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” made Medina a sanctuary?” 
Anas said: Yes. (The Prophet said: "Medina is a sanctuary) from that 
place to that. Its trees should not be cut and no heresy should be 
innovated in it. Whoever innovates in it a heresy will incur the curse of 
Allah, the angels, and all the people." Asim said: Moosa Ibn Anas told 
me in addition: “Or shelters such one who innovates heresies (in 
religion).” 

[7] Disgracing the misleading verdicts and pointless analogies 

Allah Almighty said: “And pursue not that of which thou hast no 
knowledge; for every act of hearing, or of seeing or of (feeling in) the heart 
will be enquired into (on the day of reckoning).” (The Night Journey 
“Al’isra” 36) 

7307- Urwa narrated: Once, Abdullah Ibn Amr passed by us while he 
was performing Hajj. He narrated to us: I heard The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "Allah will not deprive you of 
knowledge after he has given it to you, but it will be taken away through 
the death of the religious learned men with their knowledge. Then there 
will remain only ignorant people who, when consulted, will give verdicts 
according to their opinions whereby they will mislead others and go 
astray." Urwa said: I told that to A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”. Later, 
Abdullah Ibn Amr performed Hajj once again. A’isha said to me: “O my 
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nephew! Go to Abdullah and ask him to confirm for me this narration you 
had told me.” I went and asked him, and he told me the same as he had said 
earlier. I came to A’isha and told her. She got astonished and said: “Verily! 
Abdullah Ibn Amr has kept (this narration well).” 

7308- APa’mash narrated: I asked Abu’wa’il: "Did you take part in the 
battle of Siffin?" He said: “Yes, where I heard Sahl Ibn Hunaif (when he 
was blamed for lack of enthusiasm to fight) saying: "You'd better blame 
your wrong opinions. I wish you had seen me on the day of Abu’jandal. If I 
had the courage to disobey the order of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”, I would have done so. We had not put our swords on 
our necks and shoulders for a thing which frightened us, but that they (our 
swords) drove us to an easier situation, except in the case of the above 
battle (of Siffin)." Abu’wa’il said: “I witnessed the battle of Siffin, and how 
nasty Siffin was!" 

[8J Whenever The Prophet was asked about something for which no 
revelation was sent down to him, he would say: “I do not know”, or 
would not answer until the revelation was sent down; and he never said 
something out of his own opinion or depending upon analogy 

this is in view of Allah’s saying: “We have sent down to thee the book 
in truth, that thou mightest judge between men, as guided by Allah.” (The 
Women 105) 

7309- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I was sick when 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and Abu’bakr 
came to visit me as walking. I was unconscious. He performed ablution and 
sprinkled the remaining water on me until I became conscious. I said: "O 
Allah's Apostle! “What would I do with my property? What would I do 
with my property?” he gave no reply until the Divine verses of the 
inheritance were sent down. 

[9] The Prophet used to teach people from What Allah had taught 
him 

7310- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: A woman came 
to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and 
said: “O Allah's Apostle! The men receive the greatest share of your 
teachings, so please fix for us some of your time, a day on which we may 
come to you to teach us of what Allah has taught you." The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Gather on such-and- 
such a day at such-and-such a place." They gathered and The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” came to them and taught 
them of what Allah had taught him. He then said: “No woman among you 
who has lost her three children (by death) but that they will screen her from 
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the Fire." A woman among them said: “O Allah's Apostle! If she lost two 
children?" She repeated her question twice, whereupon The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Even two, even two, even 
two!" 

[lOj The Prophet’s saying: "Some of my followers will remain 
victorious (and on the right path), fighting (in Allah’s cause), i.e. the 
men of (religious) knowledge 

7311- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Some of my 
followers will remain victorious (and on the right path) till the Allah’s 
order comes, and they will still be victorious." 

7312- Mo'awiya "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "If 
Allah wants to do good for a person. He makes him comprehend the 
religion. I am just a distributor, but the grant is from Allah. (It should be 
known) that this nation (true Muslims) will remain good till The Hour is 
established or Allah's order comes." 

[11] Allah’s saying: “Or to cover you with confusion in party strife, 
giving you a taste of mutual vengeance each from the other." (The 
Cattle “Al’an’am” 65) 

7313- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" reported: When this Verse was 
revealed: "Say: he hath power to send calamities on you, from above" (The 
Cattle 65), Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"O Allah! I seek refuge with Your Face (from this punishment)." And when 
Allah resumed: "and below ", Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "I seek refuge with Your Face (from this punishment)." 
But when there was revealed: " or to cover you with confusion in party 
strife, giving you a taste of mutual vengeance each from the other", Allah's 
Apostle illah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Those two 
(distresses of confusion in party strife and mutual vengeance) are lighter 
(or) easier.” 

[12] When one likens something with a clear matter having a known 
judgement of Allah in order to make it understandable to the 
questioner 

7314- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man came to 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O Allah's 
Apostle! A black child has been bom for me, which I denied." The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked him: "Do you have 
camels?" The man said: "Yes." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" asked him: "What colour are they?" The man replied: "Red." 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Is there a gray 
one among them?” The man replied: "Yes." The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "how does that come?" He said: " It may be 
because of heredity." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Then, perhaps your latest son has this colour because of 
heredity." In this way, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” did not allow him to deny his paternity of the child.

7315- Abdullah Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: A 
woman came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and said: "My mother had vowed to perform Hajj but she died before 
performing it. May I perform Hajj on her behalf?" The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" replied: “Had there been a debt on her, 
would you have paid it?” She replied: “Yes.” The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “So, pay Allah's debt 
(and perform Hajj on her behalf) as He has more right for it to be paid." 


[13] When the judges do their best to judge by (the light of) what 
Allah has revealed 


Allah Almighty said: “And if any fail to judge by (the light of) what 
Allah hath revealed, they are (no better than) wrongdoers.” (The Repast 45) 


The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
praised the man of wisdom by (the light of) which he judges among people. 


7316- Abdullah Ibn Mas’ood “Allah be pleased with him” told: I heard 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"Do not have the desire to be in one’s place except in two: a person whom 
Allah has given wealth and he spends it in the right way, and a person 
whom Ai-^h has given wisdom (religious knowledge) according to which 
he gives his decisions, and which he teaches to the others." 


7317- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba narrated: Omar consulted the people 
concerning the woman's miscarriage when she is hit by somebody. He said: 
“Who of you heard the judgement of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” regarding this case?” I said: “I heard it.” 
Omar asked: “What is it?” I said: “I heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” judging that a slave or a slave girl should be given 
(as a blood money).” Omar said: “Do not leave until you bring one to 
witness with you for that.” 


7318- I came out and found Mohammad Ibn Maslama whom I brought 
with me. He testified with me that he had heard The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” judging that a slave or a slave girl should 
be given (as a blood money).” 
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[14] The Prophet's saying: "You will follow the conventions of 
previous nations" 

7319- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The Hour will not be 
established till my followers imitate the conventions of the previous nations 
very closely: span by span, and cubit by cubit." It was said: “O Allah's 
Apostle! Do you mean by those (previous nations) the Persians and the 
Romans?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
“Who can it be other than them?" 

7320- Abu’sa’eed "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Verily, you will imitate the 
conventions of the previous nations very closely, span by span, and cubit 
by cubit; and even if they entered into a hole of a lizard, you would follow 
them." We said: "O Allah's Apostle! Do you mean The Jews and The 
Christians?" The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Who else?" 

[15] The sin of the one, who called for a heresy or did an evil deed 

Allah Almighty said in this issue: “Let them bear, on the day of 
judgment, their own burdens in full, and also (something) of the burdens of 
those without knowledge, whom they Misled. Alas, how grievous the 
burdens they will bear.” (The Bees 25) 

7321- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whenever a person is 
murdered unjustly, there is a share from the burden of the crime on the first 
son of Adam for he was the first to start the convention of murdering." 

[16] What was mentioned by The Messenger of Allah concerning the 
two sanctuaries of Mecca and Medina, in addition to the places of The 
Prophet, the Emigrants, and The Ansar, and the praying place and the 
grave of The Prophet 

7322- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: A 
Bedouin came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
and gave a pledge of allegiance for embracing Islam. Later on, he was 
afflicted with fever. He came and said (to The Prophet "Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him"): "Please cancel my pledge of allegiance." The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" refused (that request). 
Then he came to him once again and said: "Please cancel my pledge of 
allegiance." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
refused (that request). He came to him for the third time and said: "Please 
cancel my pledge of allegiance." But The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” refused. Then this Bedouin left 
(Medina). The Prophet said: "Medina is like a furnace, in such a way that 
it expels out the impurities (bad persons) and selects the good ones and 
makes them perfect." 
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7323- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I used to teach 
(Qur'an to) Abdur’rahman Ibn Awf. When it was the last Hajj of Omar Ibn 
Al’khattab, Abdur’rahman said to me: “Would that you had seen the man 
who came today to The Commander of The Believers saying: “O 
Commander of The Believers! What do you think about so-and-so who 
says: “If Omar died, I would give the pledge of allegiance to such-and-such 
person.” Omar then said: “Allah willing, I will stand before the people 
tonight and warn them against those people who want to deprive the others 
of their rights (of ruling).”” 

Abdur’rahman said: I said: “O Commander of The Believers! Do not do 
that, for the season of Hajj gathers the riff-raff and the rubble, and it will be 
they, who will gather around you when you stand to address the people. I 
am afraid that you will get up and say something, whose meaning they 
might not understand, and might not interpret it correctly. Then they would 
improperly spread it wherever they went. So you should wait till you reach 
Medina, as it is the homeland of emigration and of Prophet's Traditions. 
Therein you can come in touch with the learned and noble people from The 
Emigrants and The Ansar, and tell them your ideas with confidence; and 
the learned people will understand your statement and put it in its proper 
place.” On that, Omar said: “By Allah! Allah willing, I will do this in the 
first speech I will deliver before the people in Medina." 

Ibn Abbas said: We arrived in Medina. (On the first Friday, Omar came 
up the pulpit to deliver the speech). He said: “Allah sent Mohammad with 
the Truth and revealed the Holy Book to him, involving the Verse of 
stoning.” 

7324- Mohammad narrated: We were with Abu’huraira while he was 
wearing two linen garments dyed with red clay. He cleaned his nose with 
his garment, saying: “Bravo! Bravo! Abu’huraira is cleaning his nose with 
linen! There came a time when I would fall senseless between the pulpit of 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and 
A’isha's dwelling whereupon a passerby would come and put his foot on 
my neck, considering me a mad man, though I had no madness. I suffered 
from nothing but hunger." 

7325- Abdur’rahman Ibn Abis narrated: Ibn Abbas was asked: "Did you 
attend the prayer of The Sacrifice (Al’ad’ha) festival or the breaking Fast 
(Al’fitr) festival with Allah's Apostle?" Ibn Abbas answered: “Yes, and had 
it not been for my close relationship with him, I could not have performed 
it” (Because he was still too young). Ibn Abbas added: “The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” went to the mark near the 
house of Kathir Ibn As’salt and offered the prayer. Then he delivered the 
speech." Ibn Abbas mentioned nothing concerning the Adhan (the call for 
prayer) or the Iqama (the call for prayer establishment). He added: “Then 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered (women) to 
give alms. Indeed, I saw the women reaching out (their hands to) their ears 
and necks (to take off the earrings and necklaces, etc.), he (The Prophet) 
ordered Bilal to go to them (and collect the alms). Then Bilal returned to 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”.” 
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7326- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to 
come to Quba (mosque) as riding (sometimes), and walking (sometimes). 

7327- Hesham narrated from his father: A’isha “Allah be pleased with 
her” said to Abdullah Ibn Az’zubair: "Bury me with my female 
companions (the wives of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”) and do not bury me with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” in the house, for I dislike to be regarded as sanctified (just for 
being buried there).” 

7328- Hesham narrated from his father: Omar sent a message to A’isha, 
saying: “Would you please allow me to be buried with my two companions 
(The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and Abu’bakr) ?" 
She said: “Yes, by Allah!" It is true that whenever a man from among the 
companions (before Omar) sent to her asking her to allow him to be buried 
there, she would say: "No, by Allah, I will never give permission to anyone 
to be buried with them." 

7329- Anas Ibn Malik "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to offer the Asr 
prayer and then If a person went (after the prayer) to the outskirts of 
Medina, he would reach there when the sun was still high. Some of the 
outskirts of Medina were about three or four miles from the town. 

7230- As'sa'ib Ibn Yazid "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Sa 
at the time of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" was 
equal to one plus one-third a Mudd of your time. Then it was increased 
(during the time of Omar Ibn Abdul’aziz). 

7331- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O Allah! Bless them 
in their measures, and bless them in their Sa and Mudd." He meant those of 
Medina. 

7332- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Jews 
brought before The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” a man and a woman from amongst them who committed 
adultery. He ordered that they should be stoned (to death) near the place of 
performing the funeral prayers beside the mosque. 

7333- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated that The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” looked at Ohud and said: "This 
is a mountain which loves us as well as we love it. O Allah! Abraham made 
Mecca a sanctuary; and I make the area between its (Medina's) two 
mountains a sanctuary.” 
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7334- Sahl Ibn Sa’d "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
distance between the prayer place of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" and the wall was just sufficient for a sheep to 
pass through. 


7335- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Between my house and my 
pulpit there is a garden of those of Paradise, and my pulpit is on my fount.” 


7336- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" told: Allah’s 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" issued an order for a 
horse race. The trained horses (which were given less food for a few days 
before the race to be able to win) were to run from a place called Al'hafya 
to Thaniyat Al'wada and the horses, which were not trained, were to run 
from Ath'thaniya to the mosque of Banu'zuraiq. Abdullah, according to the 
narration, was one of those who took part in the race. 


7337- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I heard Omar 
(delivering a speech) on the pulpit of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. 


7338- As’sa’ib Ibn Yazid narrated that he had heard Othman delivering 
a speech while being on the pulpit of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. 


7339- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: This big copper 
vessel was put for The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” and me to take water from it together (whenever we took a 
bath). 


7340- Asim Al’ahwal narrated from Anas: The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" made alliance between Quraish and the Ansar in 
my house which is in Medina. For a month, he kept on invoking evil, (in 
the last Rak’a of every obligatory prayer), upon some tribes from 
Banu’sulaim. 
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7341- Abu’burda narrated: When I came to Medina I met Abdullah Ibn 
Salam. He said: "Come to my house so that I would let you drink in a 
utensil in which The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” had drunk, and then let you (go and) pray in a mosque, in which 
The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
prayed.” I went with him. He gave me Sawiq and dates. Then I (went and) 
prayed in the mosque of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. 

7342- The same as above. 

7343- Ibn Abbas narrated: Omar told me that The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said to me, and he was in Aqiq: 
“Tonight, a comer from my Lord came to me (in a dream) and told me to 
offer prayer in this blessed valley, and then say: “(I assume Ihram for) 
Umra and Hajj.” 

7344- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" made Qam as the Miqat (the 
place from where people could assume Ihram) for the people of Najd; 
Al'juhfa for the people of Sham; and Dhul’hulaifa for the people of 
Medina. He said: “I heard this from The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. I was told that he also made Yalamlam for the people 
of Yemen.” When Iraq was mentioned Ibn Omar said: “At this time, (the 
people of) Iraq had not yet embraced Islam.” 

7345- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: It was 
said to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” while he was 
(in a dream) sleeping at Dhul’hulaifa in the last part of the night: "You are 
in a blessed valley.” 

[17] Allah’s saying: “Not for thee, (but for Allah), is the decision: 
whether he turn in mercy to them, or punish them; for they are indeed 
wrongdoers.” (A1 Imran 128) 

7346- Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported that he heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, when 
raising his head from bowing of the last Rak’a of the Morning Prayer, 
invoking: "O Allah! Curse so-and-so and so-and-so" after saying: "Allah 
hears he, who sends his praises to Him. Our Lord, all the Praises be to 
you!" So Allah revealed: "Not for thee, (but for Allah), is the decision: 
whether he turn in mercy to them, or punish them; for they are indeed 
wrongdoers.” (A1 Imran 128) 
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[18J Allah’s saying: “but man is, in, most things, contentious.” (The 
Cave 54) 

he also said: “And dispute ye not with the people of the Book, except 
with means better (than mere disputation), unless it be with those of them 
who inflict wrong (and injury): but say, "We believe in the Revelation 
which has come down to us and in that which came down to you; our God 
and your God is One; and it is to Him we bow (in Islam)." (The Spider 
“APankabut” 46) 

7347- Ali Ibn Abu'talib "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: One night 
Allah's Apostle" Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to me and 
Fatima, the daughter of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" and asked: "Won't you pray (at night)?" I said: "O Allah's Apostle! 
Our souls are in the hands of Allah and if He wants us to get up He will 
make us get up." When I said that, he left us without saying a word. But I 
heard him, as leaving, striking his thigh (with his hand) and saying: " but 
man is, in, most things, contentious.” (The Cave 54) 

7348- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: While we were 
in the Mosque, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
came out and said: "Let us go to the Jews." We went out till we reached the 
place where Torah was recited. He called them: "O Community of Jews! If 
you embrace Islam, you will be safe." they said: "You have reported 
(Allah's message) to us, O Abul'qasim!" he said: "This is what I wanted 
(from you). If you embrace Islam, you will be safe." they said: "You have 
reported (Allah's message) to us, O Abul'qasim!" he said: "This is what I 
wanted (from you).” then he said his first statement once again, upon that, 
they replied: "You have reported (Allah’s message) to us, O Abul'qasim!" 
he said it for the third time, then he said: "You should know that the earth 
belongs to Allah and His Apostle. Indeed, I want to expel you from this 
land. So, if anyone amongst you owns some property, he is permitted to sell 
it. It should be known to you that the Earth belongs to Allah and His 
Apostle." 

[19] Allah’s saying: " Thus have We made of you a nation justly 
balanced, that ye might be witnesses over the nations, and the 
Messenger a witness over yourselves.” (The Heifer 143); and The 
Prophet’s order to stick to the group (of learnt men) 

7349- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Noah (and his 
nation) will come on the Day of Judgement; and Allah will ask (Noah): 
"Did you report (the Message)?” He will reply: “Yes, O my Lord!” Then 
Allah will ask Noah's nation: “Did Noah report My Message to you?” They 
will reply: “No, no Warner came to us.” Then Allah will ask Noah: “Who 
will bear witness for you?” He will reply: “Mohammad and his followers.” 
You will be brought and will stand as witnesses for him (that he reported

Allah's Message)." Then he recited Allah’s saying: " Thus have We made 
of you a nation justly balanced, that ye might be witnesses over the nations, 
and the Messenger a witness over yourselves.” (Heifer 143) 

[20] If a ruler or an appointee passed, by mistake, a judgement 
contradicting the tradition of The Prophet of which he had no 
knowledge, then his judgement should be cancelled 

indeed. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” said: “If one did something contradicting our tradition, then it should 
be cancelled.” 

7350- both of Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri and Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased 
with them" narrated: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" appointed the brother of Banu’adi Al’ansari as a governor of Khaibar. 
That governor brought to him an excellent kind of dates (from Khaibar). 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked: "Are all the 
dates of Khaibar like this?" He replied: "By Allah, no, O Allah's Apostle! 
But we barter one Sa of this (excellent type of dates) for two Sas of the 
inferior type of dates." Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "Do not do so (as that is a kind of usury) unless it is an equal 
amount for an equal amount, or sell the dates (of inferior quality) for 
money, with which you could buy good dates." 

7351- The same previous narration. 

[21] The reward of the ruler when he judges according to the best of 
his knowledge, right or wrong it might be 

7352- Amr Ibn Al'ass "Allah be pleased with him" narrated That he 
heard Allah's Apostle "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "If 
a judge gives a verdict according to the best of his knowledge and his 
verdict is right (as agreeing with that of Allah and His Apostle), he will 
receive a double reward. If he gives a verdict according to the best of his 
knowledge and his verdict is wrong (as contradicting that of Allah and His 
Apostle), even then he will get a reward.” 

[22] What about the proof that the judgements of The Prophet were 
transparent? and what about the fact that sometimes, some 
companions did not attend The Prophet’s sessions or gatherings? 

7353- Obaidullah Ibn Omair narrated: Abu'moosa asked Omar to admit 
him but he was not admitted as Omar was busy, so Abu'moosa went back. 
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When Omar finished his job he said: "Didn't I hear the voice of Abdullah 
Ibn Qais? Let him come in." Omar was told that he had left. So, he sent for 
him and asked him: “O Abdullah Ibn Qais! What did cause you to do what 
you did?” Abu'moosa said: "We were ordered to do so.” (That is to leave if 
not admitted after asking permission). Omar told him: "Bring witness in 
proof of your statement lest I will do with you so-and-so." Abu'moosa went 
to the Ansar's meeting places and asked them. They said: "None amongst 
us will give this witness except the youngest of us, (Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri).” 
Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri got up, (went to Omar with Abu’moosa) and said: 
“Indeed, we used to be ordered to do so.” Omar said: "Has this order of 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" been hidden from 
me? However, I was occupied by trading in markets." 

7354- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: You people 
say that Abu’huraira tells many narrations from The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. I was a poor man; and I used to 
stick to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, 
satisfied with what fills my stomach. The Emigrants were occupied by 
trading in markets, and The Ansar used to be busy with their properties. No 
doubt I was present when The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” once said: "Whoever spreads his garment till I have 
finished my present speech and then gathers it to himself, will remember 
whatever I will say." So, I spread a garment I was wearing till The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had finished 
his saying, and then I gathered it to my chest. By He, Who sent him with 
the truth! I did forget none of those narrations. 

[23] What about the opinion that the Prophet's not disapproval of 
something is a proof of people’s accepting it? 

7355- Mohammad Ibn Al’monkadir narrated: I heard Jaber "Allah be 
pleased with him" swearing that Ibn Saiyyad was The Charlatan 
(Ad’dajjal). I asked him: "Do you swear by Allah?" He replied: "I heard 
Omar swearing by Allah concerning this case in the presence of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”; and The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" did not deny that.” 

[24] The opinion that the judgements of The Prophet might be 
known by the evidence; and what is the meaning of the evidence 

in this respect, it was mentioned that when The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” talked about horses and was 
asked about donkeys, he guided them to Allah’s saying: “Then shall anyone 
who has done an atom's weight of good, see it!” (The Earthquake 7) 

When The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” was asked about eating the mastigure, he said: “I neither eat it, nor do 
I prohibit it.” When the mastigure was eaten by some people on the table of 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, Ibn Abbas took a 
proof that eating it was not unlawful. 
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7356- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Keeping horses is for 
three: It may be a source of reward to somebody, a shelter to another (as 
Means of earning one's living), or a burden to a third. He to whom the 
horse will be a source of reward is the one who keeps it in Allah's Cause 
(by preparing it for holy war) and ties it by a long rope in a pasture (or a 
garden). He will get a reward equal to what its long rope allows it to eat in 
the pasture or the garden, and if that horse breaks its rope and crosses one 
or two hills, then all its footsteps and its dung will be counted as good 
deeds for its owner; and if it passes by a river and drinks from it, then that 
will also be regarded as a good deed for its owner even if he has had no 
intention of watering it then. Horses are a shelter from poverty to the 
second person that keeps them for earning his living so as not to ask others, 
and at the same time he gives Allah's right (from the wealth he earns 
through using them in trading etc.) and does not overburden them. He who 
keeps horses just out of pride and for showing off and as a means of 
harming Muslims, his horses will be a source of sins to him." When Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was asked about 
donkeys, he replied: "Nothing particular was revealed to me regarding them 
except the uniquely comprehensive verses: “Then shall anyone who has 
done an atom's weight of good, see it! And anyone who has done an atom's 
weight of evil, shall see it.”(The Earthquake “Az’zalzala” 7:8) 
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7357- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: A woman asked The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" about the bath which is 
taken after finishing the menses. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" told her what to do and said: "Purify yourself with a piece of 
cloth scented with musk." The woman asked: "How shall I purify myself 
with it, O Messenger of Allah?" He said: "Purify yourself (with it)." The 
woman asked once again: "How shall I purify myself with it, O Messenger 
of Allah?" He said: "Purify yourself with it." Knew what was meant by The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, I pulled her 
to myself and showed her (how to do so). 


7358- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Ommu'hufaid 
Bint Al’harith sent some dried yogurt, ghee (a clarified semi-fluid butter) 
and a mastigure to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
as a gift. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" ordered 
that this (meal) be put on his table, but he did not eat of it as if he disliked 
it. If it had been illegal to eat, it would not have been eaten at the table of 
Allah's Apostle, nor would he have ordered (his companions) to eat of it. 
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7359- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever eats 
garlic or onion should keep away from our mosque or should remain in his 
house." (According to another narration) Once a big pot containing cooked 
vegetables was brought to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”. Detecting unpleasant smell coming from it, The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked: “What is in it?” 
He was told of the vegetables that were in it. The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" ordered that it should be brought near to some of 
his companions who were with him. When The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" saw that he (his companion) disliked to eat it he 
said: “Eat. (I Don't eat) for I converse with those whom you don't converse 
with (meaning the angels).” 

7360- Mohammad Ibn Jubair Ibn Mut’im narrated from his father "Allah 
be pleased with him": A woman came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" and talked with him about something. He gave her an 
order and then told her (to return to him again). She said: "O Messenger of 
Allah! What if I came and did not find you?" (as if she meant his death). 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If you do not 
find me, then you can go to Abu'bakr." 

[25] The Prophet’s saying: “Do not ask the people of Scriptures 
about anything (concerning religion)” 

7361- Humaid Ibn Abdur’rahman narrated that he had heard Mo’awiya 
talking to some men of Quraish. When he mentioned Ka’b Al’ahbar (chief 
of rabbis), he said: “Verily, he was the truest (from amongst The Jews) who 
told us narrations about the people of scriptures, though we noticed some 
lies (in his narrations).” 

7362- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The people of 
the Scriptures (Jews) used to recite the Torah in Hebrew and they used to 
explain it in Arabic to the Muslims. On that Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not believe the people of the 
Scriptures or disbelieve them, but say: " Say ye: "We believe in Allah, and 
the revelation given to us, and to Abraham, Isma’il, Isaac, Jacob, and the 
Tribes, and that given to Moses and Jesus, and that given to (all) Prophets 
from their Lord: we make no difference between one and another of them: 
and we bow to Allah (in Islam).”” (The Heifer 136) 

7363- Obaidullah narrated: Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” said: 
"O community of Muslims! How do you ask the people of the Scriptures, 
though your Book (The Holy Qur'an) which was revealed to The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” has brought 
to you the most recent information from Allah and which you recite, (as it 
is) the Book that has not been distorted? Allah has revealed to you that the 
people of the scriptures have changed with their own hands what was 
revealed to them and they have said (regarding their changed Scriptures): 
“This is from Allah”, in order to get some worldly benefit thereby."

Ibn Abbas added: "Isn't the knowledge revealed to you sufficient to 
prevent you from asking them? By Allah I have never seen any one of them 
asking (Muslims) about what has been revealed to you." 


[26) It is hateful to differ (about the interpretation of Qur’an) 


7364- Jundub "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Recite (and study) the 
Qur’an as long as you agree about its interpretation, but if you have any 
difference of opinion (regarding its meaning) then you should stop for the 
time being.” 


7365- Jundub "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Recite (and study) the 
Qur’an as long as you agree about its interpretation, but if you have any 
difference of opinion (regarding its meaning) then you should stop for the 
time being.” 


7366- Obaidullah Ibn Abdullah narrated: Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased 
with both” said: "When The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” was on his deathbed and there were some men in the 
house, he said: “Come near, I will write for you something after which you 
will not go astray.” Omar said: “The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” is seriously ill and you have the Holy Qur'an. 
Allah's Book is sufficient for us.” In this way, the people in the house 
differed and started disputing. Some of them said: “Give him writing 
material so that he may write for you something after which you will not go 
astray.” But others said: “Follow what Omar had said.” So when their noise 
and differences increased, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "Get up." Ibn Abbas used to say (commenting): 
"What a great disaster it was that The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” was prevented from writing for them that book 
because of their differences and noise." 
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[27] The prohibited things which The Messenger of Allah forbade 

7367- Ata narrated: I heard Jaber Ibn Abdullah in a session saying: “We, 
the companions of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” assumed the state of Ihram for only Hajj without Umra." Jaber 
further said: “The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
arrived (in Mecca) on the fourth of Dhul’hijja. When we arrived. The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” ordered us to finish the 
state of Ihram, saying: “Finish your Ihram and go to your wives (for sexual 
relation)."” Jaber added: “The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” did not make it obligation for us (to go to our wives), but he only 
made it lawful for us. Then he heard that we were saying: “Is it that only 
five days earlier than that of Arafat, he orders us to finish our Ihram by 
sleeping with our wives with the result that we will go to Arafat with our 
male organs dribbling with semen?” (Jaber pointed out with his hand 
illustrating what he was saying). The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” stood up and said: “You (People) know that I am 
the most Allah-fearing, the most truthful, and the best doer of good deeds 
from among you. Had I not brought the sacrificial animal with me, I would 
have finished my Ihram as you will do. So finish your Ihram. Had I early 
known what I came. Jo know lately, I would not have brought the sacrificial 
animal with me.” We finished our Ihram. In this way, we listened to, and 
obeyed The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”.” 

7368- Abdullah Al’muzani "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Pray before the 
Maghrib (compulsory) prayer." He said it thrice. In the third time, he said: 
"Whoever wants to offer it can do so." He said so because he did not like 
the people to take it as a tradition. 

[28] Allah’s saying: “who (conduct) their affairs by mutual 
Consultation.” (The Consultation “Ash’shura” 38) 




he also said: “and ask for (Allah's) forgiveness them in affairs (of 
moment). Then when thou hast taken a decision, put thy trust in Allah. For 
Allah loves those who put their trust (in him).” (A1 Imran 159) 

in this way, Allah Almighty has forwarded consultation before decision. 
But, if The Messenger of Allah took the decision, then, no human being has 
the right to forward (with his decision) before Allah and his messenger. For 
example, The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
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him” consulted his companions at first concerning the Holy Battle of Ohud; 
and they gave the opinion of proceeding towards fighting. But, when he 
took his decision of proceeding, and wore his armour, and, at the same 
time, his companions reverted to the other opinion (of staying in Medina 
and waiting the pagans). The Messenger of Allah rejected to cancel his 
decision and said: “No prophet wore his armour should put it down once 
again until Allah judges the matter.” 

7369- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated, when those of the 
false speech said about her what they had said: Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" called Ali Ibn Abu’talib and Usama Ibn 
Zaid when he saw the Divine Inspiration delayed, to consult them about 
divorcing his wife (A’isha). 

Usama Ibn Zaid said what he knew of the good reputation of his wives. 
Ali Ibn Abu’talib said: “O Allah's Apostle! Allah has not imposed 
restrictions on you, and there are many women other than her. Yet you may 
ask the woman-servant who will tell you the truth.” On that Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" (called Barira and) said: “Did 
you ever see anything, which roused your suspicions about her?” Barira 
said: “No, by Allah Who has sent you with the Truth, 1 have never seen in 
her anything faulty except that she is a girl of immature age, who 
sometimes sleeps and leaves the dough for the goats to eat.” On that day 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came up the 
pulpit and said: “Who will support me to punish that person (Abdullah Ibn 
Obai Ibn Salool) who has hurt me by slandering the reputation of my wife? 
By Allah, I know nothing about my wife but good.” Then he mentioned the 
innocence of A’isha. 

7370- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” delivered a speech, 
addressing people. He praised and glorified Allah. Then he said: “What is 
your opinion concerning those people who are abusing my wife? I know 
nothing evil about her." Urwa (The sub-narrator) said: When A’isha was 
told of the slander, she said: “O Allah's Apostle! Would you please allow 
me to join my parents' home?" He allowed her and sent a slave along with 
her. An Ansari man said: “Glorified be You (Allah)! It is not right for us to 
speak about this. Glorified be You (Allah)! This is a great lie!"

7371- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated that The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent Mu’adh 
to Yemen... 


7372- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: When The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" sent Mu'adh to Yemen, 
he said to him: "You will go to people of scripture; so the first thing to 
which you have to invite them is that they should believe in Allah, The 
Only One. If they obey you to do so, then teach them that Allah has 
enjoined on them five prayers in every day and night. If they obey you to 
do so, then teach them that Allah has made it obligatory for them to pay the 
charity (Zakat) from their property which is to be taken from the wealthy 
among them and given to the poor; and avoid (taking it) from the best of 
their property." 


7373- Mu’adh Ibn Jabal “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked: "O Mu'adh! Do 

I you know what Allah's right on His slaves is?” I said: “Allah and his 
Messenger know better.” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Allah’s right on his slaves is that they should 
worship him and never associate anything with him (in worship). Do you 
know what the right of His slaves on Him is?" I replied: “Allah and his 
Messenger know better.” The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “It is that he would not punish them.” 

7374- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A 
man heard another reciting: "Say He is Allah, the One and only" (Al'ikhlas 
"The Purity of Faith" 1) repeatedly. The next morning he came to Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and informed him about 
it as if he thought that it was not enough to recite. On that Allah's Apostle 
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"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "By he, in Whose Hand my 
life is, this Sura is equal to one-third of the Qur'an!" 

7375- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" reported: The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" sent a detachment under the leadership of 
a man who used to lead his companions in the prayers and finish his 
recitation with the Sura (of The Purity of Faith): Say: "He is Allah, the only 
One." When they returned (from the battle), they mentioned that to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” who said (to them): 
"Ask him why he does so." They asked him and he said: "I do so because it 
mentions the qualities of the most gracious, and I love to recite it (in my 
prayer)." The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said (to 
them): "Tell him that Allah loves him." 

[2] Allah’s saying: “Say: call upon Allah, or call upon Rahman 
(Most Gracious): by whatever name ye call upon him, (it is well): for to 
him belong the most beautiful names. Neither speak thy prayer aloud, 
nor speak it in a low tone, but seek a middle course between.” (The 
Night Journey “Al’isra” 110) 

7376- Jarir Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will not treat 
mercifully the one, who is not merciful to others.” 

7377- Abu’othman narrated: Usama Ibn Zaid “Allah be pleased with 
both” said: While we were with The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon h m” a messenger from one of his daughters came to him saying 
(on her tongue): “My son is dying; please come to attend (his death)." The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” returned him saying: "It 
is for Allah what He takes, and what He gives; and everything in His sight 
has a limited time. So, she should hope for Allah's reward and remain 
patient." She again sent (a message), swearing on him by Allah to come. 
So, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” got up, 
accompanied by Sa’d Ibn Obada and Mu’adh Ibn Jabal. The child was 
placed on his lap while his breath was disturbed in his chest (as if it was a 
leather water-skin). Upon that, tears flowed from the eyes of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. Sa’d said to him: "What is this, 
O Allah's Apostle?" He said:” This Is Mercy, which Allah has implanted in 
the hearts of whomever He wished of His slaves. Allah never bestows His 
Mercy but on the merciful from amongst His slaves.” 

[3] Allah's saying: " For Allah is He Who gives (all) Sustenance, 
Lord of Power, Steadfast (forever).” (Adh’dhariyat 58) 
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7378- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None is more patient than Allah against 
the harmful and annoying words He hears (from the people). Though they attribute 
children to Him, He oestows upon them health and provides tnem with 
livelihood.” 

[4J Allah Almighty said: “He (alone) knows the Unseen, nor does He make 
any one acquainted with his Mysteries.” (The Spirits “Al’jinn” 26) 

He further said: “Verily the knowledge of the Hour is with Allah (alone). It is 
He Who knows rain, and He Who knows what is in the wombs. Nor does any one 
know what it is that he will earn on the morrow: nor does any one know in what 
land he is to die. Verily with Allah is full knowledge and He is acquainted (with 
all things).” (Luqman 34) 

Allah said too: “But Allah beareth witness that what he hath sent unto thee he 
hath sent from his (own) knowledge, and the angels bear witness: but enough is 
Allah for a witness.” (The Women 166) 

He further said: “And no female conceive, or lays down (her load), but with 
His knowledge. Nor is a man long lived granted length of days, nor is a part Cut 
off from his life. But is in a Decree (ordained). All this is easy to Allah.” (Fatir 11) 

Allah Almighty also said: “To Him is referred the Knowledge of the Hour (of 
Judgment: He knows all): not date fruit comes out of its sheath, nor does a female 
conceive (within her womb) nor bring forth (young), but by His Knowledge. The 
Day that (Allah) will propound to them the (question). Where are the Partners (ye 
attributed) to Me? They will say. We do assure thee not one of us can bear 
witness!” (Fussilat “Expounded” 47) 

7379- Abdullah Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The keys of the unseen 
knowledge are five which nobody knows but Allah: Nobody knows but Allah 
what is in the womb; nobody knows but Allah what will happen tomorrow; 
nobody knows but Allah when it will rain; nobody knows but Allan where he will 
die; and nobody knows but Allah when will The Hour be established." 

7380- Masruq narrated from A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”: He, who told 
you that (The Prophet) Mohammad “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” had 
seen his L^rd, has told a lie, for Allah Almighty says: ‘No vision could grasp 
Him.” (Tht Cattle 103) moreover, he, who told you that Mohammad has seen the 
Unseen, has told a lie, for Allah says: “None has the knowledge of the Unseen but 
Allah." 

[5J Allah’s saying: “The Source of Peace (and Perfection), the Guardian of 
Faith.” (The Mustering “Al’hashr” 23) 

7381- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Whenever 
we prayed behind The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" we used 
to recite (in sitting): “Peace be upon Allah.” Once Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Allah Himself is the source of Peace (and 
perfection), but say: "All the compliments, prayers and good things are due to 
Allah; peace and Allah's mercy and blessings be upon you, O Prophet. Peace be 
upon us an upon the pious slaves of Allah. I testify that there is no God but Allah, 
and I testify that Monammad is His slave and His Apostle.” (At’tahiyyatu lillah, 
was’salawatu wat’taiyyibat. As’salamu alayka aiyuhan’nabiyu warahmatollahi 
wabarakatuh. As’salamu alayna wa’ala ibadillahi as’salihin. Ash’hadu an la ilaha 
illallahu; wa’ash’hadu anna Mohammadan abduhu warasooluh) 

[6] Allah’s saying: “The king (or Ruler) of Mankind.” (Mankind “An’nas” 

2 ) 

7382- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: 1 heard Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "Allah will hold the 
wnole earth, and roll all the heavens up in His Right Hand, and then He will say: 
“I am the King; where are the kings of the earth?"’ 
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[7] Allah’s saying: “Glory to thy Lord, the Lord of Honour and 
Power (He is free) from what they ascribe (to Him).” (As’saffat 180) 

he further said: “But honour belongs to Allah and His Messenger, and to 
the Believers; but the Hypocrites know not.” (The Hypocrites 
“APmunafiqun” 8) 


7383- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to say: "I seek refuge (with 
You) by Your Honour, there is no God but You, Who never dies, while the 
Jinns and the human beings die." 

7384- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The people will be thrown into the 
(Hell) Fire and it will say: "Are there any more (to come)? (Qaf 30) Till 
Allah puts His Foot over it and it wil' say: “Enough! Enough! By your 
Honour! By Your Generosity!” (on the contrary) Paradise will remain 
spacious enough to accommodate more people until Allah will create some 
more people to live in the superfluous space of Paradise.” 


[8] Allah’s saying: “It is He Who created the heavens and the earth 
in true (proportions): the day he saith, be, behold it is. His word is the 
truth. His will be the dominion the day the trumpet will be blown. He 
knoweth the unseen as well as that which is open. For he is the wise, 
well acquainted (with all things).” (The Cattle “Al’an’am” 73) 

7385- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to supplicate to Allah at 
night as saying: "0 Allah! All the praises be to You; You are the Holder of 
the Heavens and the Earth, and whatever is in them. All the praises be to 
You; You have the possession of the Heavens and the Earth and whatever 
is in them. All the praises be to You; You are the Light of the Heavens and 
the Earth. Your word is the Truth and Your Promise is the truth; meeting 
You is true, Paradise is true. And Hell is true; And the Day of Judgement is 
true. O Allah ! I surrender (my will) to you; I believe in you and depend on 
you. I repent to You, And with Your help I argue (with my opponents, the 
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non-believers) And I take you as a judge (to judge between us). Please 
forgive me my previous and future sins; and whatever I concealed or 
revealed. There is no God to be worshipped but you.” 

[9] Allah’s saying: “Allah is he that heareth and seeth (all things).” 
(Women 134) 

7386- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We were in the 
company of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" on a 
journey. Whenever we went up a high place we used to magnify Allah 
saying: "Allah is Greater (Allahu Akbar)." Our voices used to rise, so The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "O people! Be 
merciful to yourselves (by not raising your voice), for you are not calling a 
deaf or an absent one, but One Who is with you, no doubt He is All-Hearer, 
ever Near (to everything).” Then he came to me while I was saying: “There 
is neither might nor power except with Allah.” He said to me: “O Abdullah 
Ibn Qais! Say: “There is neither might nor power except with Allah”, for it 
is one of Paradise’s treasures” (or) “Shall I guide you to a word which is 
one of Paradise’s treasures? Say: “There is neither might nor power except 
with Allah”.” 

7387- Abdullah Ibn Amr narrated: Abu'bakr As'siddiq "Allah be pleased 
with him" said to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": 
“O Messenger of Allah! Teach me a supplication with which I may invoke 
Allah in my prayer. He said: Say: " O Allah! I have done great injustice to 
myself and none except you forgives sins, so bestow on me forgiveness 
from you, and Have Mercy on me, you are the Forgiver, the most 
Merciful.” 

7388- The same as above. 

7389- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated that The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Gabriel “Peace 
be upon him” called me saying: “Allah heard your people’s saying to you, 
and what they had replied back to you.”” 

[10] Allah’s saying: “Say: he hath power.” (The Cattle 65) 

7390- Jaber Ibn Abdullah "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to teach us how to 
ask Allah to guide one to choose the right action (concerning any job or 
deed), in all matters, (Istikhara) as he taught us the Suras of the Qur’an. He 
said: "If anyone of you thinks of doing any job he should offer a two-Rak’a 
prayer other than the compulsory ones and say after the prayer: “O Allah! I 
ask guidance from your knowledge, And Power from Your Might and I ask 
for your great blessings. You are capable and I am not. You know and I do 
not and you know the unseen. O Allah! If You know that this job (Then the 
person should name his need) is good for my religion and my subsistence 
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and in my Hereafter (or If it is better for my present and later needs) Then 
ordain it for me, make it easy for me to get, And then bless me in it. If You 
know that this job is harmful to me In my religion and subsistence and in 
the Hereafter (or If it is worse for my present and later needs) Then keep it 
away from me and let me be away from it. Ordain for me whatever is good 
for me, and make me satisfied with it.”” 


[11] He Who turns the hearts; and Allah’s saying: “We (too) shall 
turn to (confusion) their hearts.” (The Cattle 110) 


7391- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: 
Whenever The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" took an 
oath, he very often used to say: "No, by he who turns the hearts." 


[12] Allah has one hundred names minus one 


7392- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah has ninety- 
nine names, i.e. One-hundred minus one, and whoever knows them will go 
to Paradise.” 


[13] Asking, and seeking refuge with (Allah) by Allah’s beautiful 
names 


7393- Abu'huraira "Allah be please with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When anyone of you goes 


to bed, he should shake out his bed with the inside of his waist sheet, for he 
does not know what has come on to it after him. Then he should say: "In 
the name of You, O my Lord, I sleep, and by (virtue of) You I get up. If 
You took hold of myself. You might bestow your mercy upon it. If You let 
it, You might keep it in the same way You keep Your good servants.”

7394- Hudhaifa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to say whenever he went to 
bed: "In the name of you, O Allah, I am going to die and then be alive 


again.” Whenever he got up, he used to say: "Praise be to you, O Allah, 


who gave life to us after he had caused us to die, and to whom will be The 
Resurrection.” 

7395- Abu’dharr "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" used to say whenever he went to 
bed: "In the name of you, O Allah, we are going to die and then be alive 
again.” Whenever he got up, he used to say: "Praise be to you, O Allah, 
who gave life to us after he had caused us to die, and to whom will be The 
Resurrection.” 

7396- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” reported: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “If 
any of you says, while committing sexual intercourse with his wife: “O 
Allah! Let us be far from Satan; and let Satan be far from what you 
would give us”, and then, he had, as a result of this meeting with his 
wife, a child, Satan should not harm this child.” 

7397- Adi Ibn Hatim narrated: I asked The Prophet “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”: "I send my trained hunting dogs (to pursue a 
game); (what is your opinion concerning the hunted game?" He said: “If 
you send your trained hunting dogs and mention the Name of Allah, then, if 
they catch some game, eat (thereof). And if you hit the game with a sharp- 
edged piece of wood or a piece of wood provided with a sharp piece of 
iron, and it wounds it, you can eat (it).” 

7398- A’isha "Allah be pleased with her" narrated: Some people said: 
"O Allah's Apostle! Some people, who have just recently embraced Islam, 
come to us and bring meat; and we are not sure whether the name of Allah 
has been mentioned on it (at the time of slaughtering the animals)." Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said (to them): "Mention 
the name of Allah and eat it." 

7399- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” slaughtered two rams as sacrifice. He 
mentioned Allah's Name and said: “Allah is greater" (while slaughtering). 
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7400- Jundub “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” performed the prayer on 
the day of Slaughtering and then delivered the sermon. Then he slaughtered 
and said: “He, who slaughtered before the prayer, should slaughter another. 
He, who has not yet slaughtered, should slaughter in the name of Allah.” 

7401- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Do not swear by 
your fathers. If one should swear, then he would swear by Allah.” 

[14] Allah’s descriptions and beautiful names 

7402- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent ten 
persons implying Khubaib Al’ansari, as spies on some enemies. Obaidullah 
Ibn Iyad reported that the daughter of Al’harith had told him: "When those 
people gathered (to kill Khubaib) he borrowed a razor from me to shave his 
pubes and I gave it to him. When they took him out of the sanctuary to kill 
him, he recited: "I, being martyred as a Muslim, Do not mind how I am 
killed in Allah's Cause. That is because my killing is for Allah's Sake. If 
Allah wishes, He will bless the amputated parts of a tom body." It was the 
son of ATharith who killed him. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” told his companions of their (the ten’s) killing on the very 
day they were killed. 

[15] Allah's saying: " Let not the Believers take for friends or 
helpers Unbelievers rather than Believers: if any do that, in nothing 
will there be help from Allah: except by way of precaution, that ye may 
guard yourselves from them. But Allah cautions you (to remember) 
himself; for the final goal is to Allah." (AI Imran 28) 

He said too: “And behold! Allah will say: "O Jesus the son of Mary! 
didst thou say unto men, "Worship me and my mother as gods in 
derogation of Allah?" He will say: "Glory to Thee! never could I say what I 
had no right (to say). Had I said such a thing. Thou wouldst indeed have 
known it. Thou knowest what is in my heart, though I know not what is in 
Thine. For Thou knowest in full all that is hidden." (The Repast 116) 

7403- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported from The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: "None is more protective (for 
his slaves) than Allah. For this reason, He has prohibited shameful sins 
(adultery, etc.) Whether committed openly or secretly. None loves to be 
praised more than Allah does.’

7404- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When Allah created the 
Creation, He wrote in His Book, and He wrote (that) about Himself, which 
is placed with Him on the Throne: "Verily My Mercy overcomes My 
Anger.”" 

7405- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah says: “I am just as 
my slave thinks of me. I am with him when He remembers me. If he 
remembers me in himself, I too, will remember him in myself. If he 
remembers me in a group of people, I shall remember him in a better group. 
If he comes a span nearer to Me, I will go a cubit nearer to him. If he comes 
a cubit nearer to Me, I will come a distance of two outstretched arms nearer 
to him. If he comes to me walking, I will come to him running. 

[16] Allah’s saying: “Everything (that exists) will perish except His 
own Face.” (The Narrations “Al’qasas” 88) 

7406- Jaber "Allah be pleased with him" reported: When this Verse was 
revealed: "Say: he hath power to send calamities on you, from above" (The 
Cattle 65), Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"O Allah! I seek refuge with Your Face (from this punishment)." And when 
Allah resumed: "and below ", Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "I seek refuge with Your Face (from this punishment)." 
But when there was revealed: " or to cover you with confusion in party 
strife, giving you a taste of mutual vengeance each from the other", Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Those two 
(distresses of confusion in party strife and mutual vengeance) are lighter 
(or) easier.” 

[17J Allah’s saying: “and (this) in order that thou mayest be reared 
under mine eye.” (Ta Ha 39) 

he further said: “She floats under our eyes (and care): a recompense to 
one who had been rejected (with scorn)!” (The Moon “Al’qamar” 14) 

7407- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Ad’dajjal was 
mentioned in presence of The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” who said: “You should know that Allah is not one- 
eyed while Ad’dajjal is blind in his right eye, (and he pointed with his hand 
to his eye); and His eye looks like a protruding out grape." 
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7408- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “No prophet was sent except that he 
warned his followers against the one-eyed liar Charlatan (Ad’dajjal). 
Beware! He is one-eyed person, and your Lord is not so. Between 
Ad’dajjal’s eyes, there will be written (the word) Unbeliever." 

[18] Allah’s saying: “He is Allah, the Creator, the Evolver, the 
Bestower of Forms (or Colours). To Him belong the Most Beautiful 
Names; whatever is in the heavens and on earth, doth declare His 
Praises and Glory: and He is the Exalted in Might, the Wise.” (The 
Mustering “Al’hashr” 24) 

7409- Ibn Muhairiz narrated from Abu’sa’eed: "We went with Allah's 
Apostle ’’Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in the battle of 
Banul’mustaliq in which we toolc many female captives, of whom we 
wanted to enjoy (by having sexual relations with them), but we were afraid 
that they would be pregnant. So we asked The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” about coitus interruptus. He said: "It is 
better tor you not to do so. No soul, destined (by Allan) to exist, up to the 
Day of Judgement, but will definitely come into existence." 

[19] Allah’s saying: “(Allah) said: O Iblis. What prevents thee from 
prostrating thyself to one whom I have created with My hands? Art 
thou haughty? Or art thou one of the high (and mighty) ones?” (Sad 
75) 

7410- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "On the Day of Judgement, the 
Believers will assemble and say: "Let us ask somebody to intercede for us 
with our Lord, so that He might relive us from this situation of ours." They 
will go to Adam and say: "You are the father of all the people, whom Allah 
created with His Own Hands, ordered the angels to prostrate to, and taught 
the names of all things; so please intercede tor us with your Lord, in order 
that He may relieve us from this situation." Adam will say: "1 am not fit for 
this (intercession)." Then Adam will mention his sin thereof. He will say: 
"Go to Noah, who was the first Messenger Allah sent to the inhabitants of 
the earth." They will go to him who will say: "I am not fit for this task." He 
will mention his sin thereof and will say: "Go to Abraham, The Bosom 
Friend of (Allah) The Most Gracious", to whom They will go and he will 
say: "I am not fit for this task.” Then he will mention his sins and say: “Go 
to Moses, the slave to whom Allah spoke (directly), and he gave him the 
Torah." They will go to him and he will say: "I am not fit for this mission." 
He will mention nis sin thereof, and he will say: "Go to Jesus, Allah's 
Slave, His Messenger, and Allah's Word and a Spirit coming from Him." 
They will go to Jesus who will say: "I am not fit for this job, go to 
Mohammadthe Slave of Allah whose past and future sins were forgiven by 
Allah." They will come to me and I will proceed till I will ask my Lord's 
Permission which I will be given. When I see my Lord, I will fall down in 
Prostration and He will let me remain in that state as long as He wishes 
when I will be addressed: "Raise (your head) O Mohammad. Ask, and your 
request will be granted; say, and your saying will be listened to; intercede, 
and your intercession will be accepted." I will raise my head and praise 
Allah with an invocation He will teach me, and then I will intercede. He 
will fix a limit (number of people) to me (to intercede for) whom I will 
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admit into Paradise. Then I will come back again to Allah, and when I see 
my Lord, I will fall down in prostration and He will let me remain in that 
state as long as He wishes. Then I will be addressed: "Raise (your head) O 
Mohammad. Ask, and your request will be granted; say, and your saying 
will be listened to; intercede, and your intercession will be accepted." I will 
raise my head and praise Allah with an invocation He will teach me, and 
then 1 will intercede. Allah will fix a limit to me to intercede for, whom I 
will admit into Paradise. Then I will come back (for the third time) to 
Allah; and when I see my Lord, I will fall down in prostration and He will 
let me remain in that state as long as He wishes. 1 will be addressed: "Raise 
(your head) 0 Mohammad. Ask, and your request will be granted; say, and 
your saying will be listened to; intercede, and your intercession will be 
accepted." I will raise my head and praise Allah with an invocation He will 
teach me, and then I will intercede. Allah will fix a limit to me to intercede 
for, whom I will admit into Paradise. Then I will come back (for the fourth 
time) saying: "None remains in Hell but those whom the Qur'an has 
imprisoned (in Hell) in which they have been destined to an eternal stay." 






The Prophet of Allah "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Whoever said: "There is no God to be worshipped but Allah” and has in 
his heart good (faith) equal to the weight of a barley grain will be taken out 
of Hell. Whoever said: "There is no God to be worshipped but Allah” and 
has in his heart good (faith) equal to the weight of a wheat grain will be 
taken out of Hell. Whoever said: "There is no God to be worshipped but 
Allah” and has in his heart good (faith) equal to the weight of an atom will 
be taken out of Hell." 


7411- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah's Hand is full, and 
(its richness) is not affected by the continuous spending night and day." He 
also said: "Do you see what He has spent since He created the Heavens and 
the Earth? Nevertheless, what is in His Hand is not decreased, and His 
Throne was over the water; and in His Hand there is the balance (of justice) 
whereby He raises and lowers (people).” 

7412- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated from The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”: “on The 
Day of Judgement, Allah will take hold of the earth and the heavens with 
His Right (Hand). Then he will say: “I’m The King.” 


7413- Ibn Omar narrated the same previous narration which was 
narrated also by Abu’huraira. 
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7414- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A Jew came to 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O 
Mohammad! We learn that Allah will put all the heavens on one finger, the 
earths on one finger, the mountains on one finger, the trees on one finger, 
and all of the creatures on one finger. Then He will say: I am the King.” 
Thereupon The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" smiled so 
that his premolar teeth became visible, in confirmation to the Jew. Then 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" recited: "No just 
estimate have they made of Allah such as is due to Him: on the Day of 
Judgment the whole of earth will be but His handful, and the heavens will 
be rolled up in His right hand: Glory to Him. High is He above the partners 
they attribute to Him." (The Crowds “Az’zumar” 67) 

7415- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A (Jewish) man 
from the people of scripture came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" and said: "O Mohammad! We learn that Allah will put 
all the heavens on one finger, the earths on one finger, the trees on one 
finger, the water and dust on one finger, and all of the creatures on one 
finger. Then He will say: I am the King.” Then, I saw The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" smiling so that his premolar teeth became 
visible, in confirmation to the Jew. Then Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" recited: "No just estimate have they made of Allah 
such as is due to Him: on the Day of Judgment the whole of earth will be 
but His handful, and the heavens will be rolled up in His right hand: Glory 
to Him. High is He above the partners they attribute to Him." (The Crowds 
“Az’zumar” 67) 

[20] The Prophet’s saying: “None is more protective than Allah (for 
his slaves)” 

7416- Al’mogheera narrated: Sa’d Ibn Obada said: “If I saw a man with 
my wife, I would kill him with the sharp side of my sword." Being 
informed of that, The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “Are you astonished by Sa’d's protectiveness? Verily, I am more 
protective than Sa’d, and Allah is more protective than me. For this, He has 
prohibited Shameful deeds and sins (such as adultery), done openly and 
secretly. Moreover, none likes that the people should repent to Him and beg 
His pardon more than Allah does. For this reason He sent the warners and 
the givers of glad tidings. None likes to be praised more than Allah does. 
For this reason, Allah promised to grant Paradise (to the good doers)." 
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[21] Allah’s saying: “Say: what things is most weighty in evidence? 
say: Allah is witness between me and you.” (The Cattle 19) 

7417- Sahl Ibn Sa’d “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” asked somebody: "Do you have 
anything of the Qur'an?" The man said: “Yes, (I have) such-and-such Sura, 
and such-and-such Sura", naming many Suras (he had kept by heart). 

[ 22 ] Allah’s saying: “He it is who created the heavens and the earth 
in six days and his throne was over the waters that he might try you, 
which of you is best in conduct.” (Hud 7) 

he further said: “there is no god but He: on Him is my trust- He the Lord 
of the Throne (of Glory) Supreme!"” (The Repentance “At’tawba” 129) 

7418- Imran Ibn Husain "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: I was 
with The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, 
when some people from Banu’tamim came in, to whom he said: "O 
Banu'tamim! Rejoice with glad tidings." They said: "You have given us 
glad tidings, now give us something." Then the people of Yemen came to 
him and he said: "O people of Yemen! Accept the good tidings, as 
Banu'tamim refused them." The Yemenites said: "We accept them O 
Messenger of Allah since we came to you to understand the religion, and 
ask you about the beginning of this universe.” The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "First of all, there was nothing but 
Allah. (Then He created His Throne). His throne was over the water. He 
wrote everything in the Book (in the Heaven) and created the Heavens and 
the Earth." Then a man cried: "O Ibn Husain! Your she-camel has gone 
away!" So, I went away and could not see the she-camel because of the 
mirage. By Allah, I wished I had left it, and that I had not got up. 

7419- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah's Hand is full, and 
(its richness) is not affected by the continuous spending night and day." He 
also said: "Do you see what He has spent since He created the Heavens and 
the Earth? Nevertheless, what is in His Hand is not decreased, and His 
Throne was over the water; and in His Hand there is the bounty or the 
power to bring about death. He raises some people, and lowers others.” 

7420- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Zaid Ibn Haritha 
came to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
complaining of his wife. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” kept on saying (to him): "Fear Allah, and keep your wife." A’isha 
said: “Were The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” to conceal anything (of The Holy Qur'an) he would have concealed 
this Verse." Zainab used to feel self-important before the wives of The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and used to say: "You 
were married by your families, while I was married (to The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”) by Allah from over seven 
Heavens." 
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Thabit (the sub-narrator) told that the verse “But thou didst hide in thy 
heart that which Allah was about to make manifest thou didst fear the 
people. But it is more fitting that thou shouldst fear Allah” (The 
Confederates 37) was revealed concerning Zainab Bint Jahsh and Zaid Ibn 
Haritha. 

7421- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The holy verse of 
veiling (women) was revealed in connection with Zainab Bint Jahsh whose 
wedding banquet (with The Messenger of Allah) was of bread and meat. 
She used to post before The Prophet’s wives saying: “I was married (to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”) by Allah from over the 
Heaven." 

7422- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "When Allah created the 
Creation, He wrote (in His Book, which is placed) with Him on the Throne: 
"Verily My Mercy overcomes My Anger.”" 

7423- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever believes in Allah 
and His Apostle, offers prayer perfectly and fasts the month of Ramadan, 
will rightfully be granted Paradise by Allah, no matter whether he fights in 
Allah's Cause or remains in the land where he is born." The people said: "O 
Allah's Apostle! Shall we inform the people with this good news?" He said: 
" The Garden has one-hundred grades which Allah has reserved for the 
militants who fight in His Cause, the distance between each two of which is 
like the distance between the Heaven and the Earth. So, when you ask 
Allah (for something), ask for Paradise which is the best and highest part of 
The Garden, above which there is the Throne of the most gracious (Allah), 
and from which originate the rivers of The Garden." 

7424- Ibrahim At’taimi narrated from his father: Abu'dharr "Allah be 
pleased with him" told: I entered the mosque where The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" was sitting. When the sun set, he asked 
me: "O Abu’dharr! Do you know where this (sun) goes (at the time of 
sunset)?" I replied: "Allah and His Apostle know better." He said: "It goes 
(Travelling) till it takes the permission to prostrate itself (underneath the 
Throne); and it is given permission. But (one day, it will not be permitted) 
as if it were said to it: “Go back from where you came.” This is why it will 
rise from the West.” Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him” recited: "And the sun Runs its fixed course for a term (decreed)" (Ya 
Sin 38) according to Abdullah’s recitation. 
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7425- Zaid Ibn Thabit Al’ansari narrated: Abu’bakr sent for me (to 
compile The Holy Qur’an). I started gathering Qur'anic material and 
collecting it (from parchments, scapula, leaf stalks of date palms and from 
the memories of men who knew it by heart). I found with Khuzaima the last 
(two) Verses of The Sura of The Repentance “At’tawba”, which I had not 
found with anybody else: “Now hath come unto you a Messenger from 
amongst yourselves: it grieves him that ye should perish: ardently anxious 
is he over you: to the Believers is he most kind and merciful” (128) to the 
end of The Sura. 


7426- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to say at the time of 
difficulty: “There is no God but Allah, The All-Knowing, The Forbearing. 
There is no God but Allah, The lord of the throne, The Great. There is no 
God but Allah, The lord of the heavens and the earth, and The Lord of the 
throne, The Bounteous.” 


7427- Abu’sa’eed Al’khudri “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The people will 
swoon on The Day of Judgement, then 1 will (be the first to get up and) see 
Moses holding one of the sides of the Throne.” 


7428- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “I will be the first to be 
resurrected and will see Moses holding the Throne." 


[23] Allah’s saying: “The angels and the Spirit ascend unto Him in a 
Day the measure whereof is (as) fifty thousand years.” (Al’ma’arij 
“Ways of Ascent” 4) 


He further said: “To Him mount up (all) Words of Purity: it is He Who 
exalts each Deed of Righteousness. Those that lay Plots of Evil, for them is 
a Penalty terrible; and the plotting of such Will be void (of result).’’(Fatir 
10 ) 
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7429- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “(Two 
groups of) angels stay with you at night and by daytime in succession. Both 
the groups gather at the time of the Asr and Fajr prayers. Then those angels 
who have stayed with you overnight, come up (to Heaven) whom Allah 
asks (about you), (though) He knows everything about you: “In what state 
did you leave My slaves?” The angels reply: “When we left them, they 
were praying, and when we reached them, they were praying.”" 

7430- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If one gives in charity what 
equals to one date-fruit from the honestly .earned money, and nothing 
except good ascends to Allah, Allah will take it in His right (hand), and 
then enlarge its reward for that person (who has given it), as anyone of you 
brings up his baby horse, so much that it becomes as big as a mountain.” 
Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" told: Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Nothing except good ascends to 
Allah.” 

7431- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" used to supplicate Allah at the 
time of distress by saying: "There is no God but Allah, The Great, and The 
Forbearing. There is no God but Allah, The Lord of the thrown, The Great. 
There is no God but Allah, The Lord of the heavens, and The Lord of the 
thrown, The Bounteous.” 

7432- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” reported: Ali “Allah be 
pleased with him” sent a piece of gold in its ore to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” who distributed it among four persons: 
Al’aqra Ibn Habis Al’hanzali from the tribe of Mujashi, Oyaina Ibn Badr 
Al’fazari, Zaid at’ta'i who belonged to (the tribe of) Banu’nabhan, and 
Alqama Ibn Olatha Al’ameri who belonged to (the tribe of) Banu’kilab. So 
the Quraish and the Ansar became angry and said: "He (The Prophet) gives 
the chiefs of Najd and does not give us." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "I give them so as to attract their hearts (to 
Islam)." Then a man with sunken eyes, prominent cheeks, a raised 
forehead, a thick beard and a shaven head, came (in front of The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”) and said: "Be afraid of Allah, 0 
Mohammad!" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: 
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"Then, who would obey Allah if I disobeyed Him? (Is it right that) Allah 
has entrusted all the people of the earth to me while you do not trust me?" 
Somebody who, I think, was Khalid Ibn Al’walid, requested The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” to let him kill this man, but he 
prevented him. When the man left. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: "From the offspring of this man will be some who 
will recite the Qur'an but the Qur'an will not reach beyond their throats 
(because they will recite without understanding or acting on it). Moreover, 
they will renegade from the religion as an arrow goes through the game's 
body. They will kill the Muslims but will let alive the idolaters. If I live up 
to their time, I will kill them (entirely)as the people of Ad were killed." 

7433- Abu’dharr “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I asked The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” about (the meaning of 
Allah’s saying): “And the Sun runs its fixed course for a period determined 
for it: that is the decree of (Him), The Exalted in Might, the All knowing.” 
(Ya Sin 38) He said: “Its fixed course is underneath Allah's Throne." 

[24] Allah’s saying: “Some faces, that Day, will beam (in brightness 
and beauty); Looking towards their Lord.” (The Resurrection 
“Al’qiyama” 22:23) 

7434- Jarir "Allah be pleased with him" reported: We were with The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" who looked at the moon 
(which was full) and said: “Certainly you will see your Lord as you see this 
moon and you will have no trouble in seeing Him. So if you can avoid 
missing (through anything that might occupy you) a prayer before the 
sunrise (Fajr) and a prayer before sunset (Asr), you must do so.” 


7435- Jarir "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Certainly you will see your Lord 
with your own eyes.” 

7436- Jarir "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" came out to us while the moon was full. 
Then he said: “Certainly you will see your Lord on The Day of Judgement 
as you see this (moon), having no trouble in seeing Him.” 
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7437- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The people 
said: "O Allah's Apostle! Shall we see our Lord on the Day of Judgement?" 
He replied: "Do you have any doubt in seeing the full moon on a clear (not 
cloudy) night?" They replied: "No, O Allah’s Apostle!" He said: "Do you 
have any doubt in seeing the sun when there are no clouds?" They replied: 
“No, O Allah’s Apostle!” He said: "You will see Allah (your Lord) in the 
same way. On the Day of Judgement, people will be gathered and He will 
order the people to follow what they used to worship. So some of them will 
follow the sun, some will follow the moon, and some will follow other 
deities; and only this nation (Muslims) will be left with its hypocrites. Allah 
will come to them and say: “I am Your Lord.” They will say: “we shall stay 
in this place till our Lord comes to us. When our Lord comes, we will 
recognize Him.” Then Allah comes to them again and say: “I am your 
Lord.” They will say: “you are our Lord.” Allah will call them, while The 
Bridge will be laid across Hell and I (Mohammad) shall be the first 
amongst the Apostles to cross it with my followers. Nobody except the 
Apostles will then be able to speak. Their speech will be: “O Allah! Save 
us. O Allah! Save us.” 

There will be hooks like the thorns of Sa’dan In Hell. (The Prophet 
asked them): Have you seen the thorns of Sa’dan?” The people said: "Yes." 
He said: "These hooks will be like the thorns of Sa’dan. But nobody except 
Allah knows their hugeness in size. These will entangle the people 
according o their deeds; some of them will fall and stay in Hell forever; 
others will receive punishment (tom into small pieces) and will get out of 
Hell. When Allah finishes His Judgments among the people. He will, 
through His Mercy, take whomever He wishes out of Hell. He will order 
the angels to take out of Hell whomever he wants to bestow His mercy 
upon, of those who worship none but Him alone, who testify that there is 
no God but Allah. The angels will recognize them from the traces of 
prostrations (Sujud), for the Fire will eat away from the whole of the 
human body except the marks of the prostrations. Allah has forbidden the 
(Hell) fire to eat away those traces of prostrations. At that time they will 
come out of the Fire as mere skeletons. The Water of Life will be poured 
on them and as a result they will grow like the seeds growing on the bank 
of the torrent. 

Then when Allah achieves the Judgments amongst his creations, only 
one man will be left, facing The (Hell) Fire. He will be the last man from 
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the people of Hell to enter paradise. He will say: “O Allah! Turn my face 
from the fire as its wind has dried me and its steam has burnt me.” He will 
invoke Allah as Allah wishes him to invoke. Allah will ask him: "Will you 
ask for anything more in case this favour is granted to you?” He will say: 
"No by Your Honour!" And he will give to his Lord (Allah) what he wishes 
of the pledges and the covenants. Allah will then turn his face from the Fire. 
When he will face Paradise and will see its charm, he will remain quiet as 
long as Allah wills. He then will say: “O my Lord! Let me go near to the 
gate of Paradise.” Allah will ask him: “Didn't you give pledges and make 
covenants that you would not ask for anything more than what you 
requested at first? Woe to you, son of Adam! How treacherous you are!” He 
will say: “O my Lord!” then he will invoke Allah until Allah says: “If this 
request is granted, will you then ask for anything else?” He will say: “No! 
By Your Honour! I shall not ask for anything else.” Then he will give to his 
Lord what He wills of the pledges and the covenants. 

Allah will then let him go near to the gate of Paradise. On reaching 
there. The Paradise will be opened and spread before him. Seeing its life, 
charm, and pleasure, he will remain quiet as long as Allah wills and then 
will say: “O my Lord! Let me enter Paradise.” Allah will say: “Woe to you, 
O son of Adam! Haven't you made covenants and given pledges that you 
will not ask for anything more than what you have been given? How 
treacherous you are!” He will say: “O my Lord! Do not make me the most 
miserable amongst your creatures.” He will keep on invoking Allah until 
Allah laugns for his statement. When Allah laughs for his statement, he will 
say to him: “Enter into Paradise.” When he enters Paradise, Allah will ask 
him to request as much as he likes. He will ask his Lord so much that Allah 
will remind him: “Ask for more of such and such things.” When all his 
desires and wishes are fulfilled, Allah will say: "All this is granted to you 
and a similar amount as well.”” 

7438- Abu’sa'eed Al'khudri, who was present and did not deny what 
Abu’huraira had narrated except when he said: "All this is granted to you 
and a similar amount besides”, said: “That is for you and ten times more 
like it, O Abu’huraira!" Abu'huraira said: "I do not remember from Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" except (his saying): “All 
this is granted to you and a similar amount besides." Abu'sa'eed said: I 
testify that Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
“That is for you and ten times more like it." Abu’huraira said: This-is the 
last person to enter Paradise. 
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7439- Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased with him" reported: 
During the lifetime of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" some people said: “O Allah's Apostle! Shall we see our Lord on the 
Day of Judgement?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "Yes; do you have anv difficulty in seeing the sun at midday when it 
is bright and there is no cloud in the sky?" They replied: "No." He said: 
"Do you have any difficulty in seeing the moon at a full moon night when it 
is bright and there is no cloud in the sky?" They replied: "No." The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "(Then) you will have no 
difficulty in seeing Allah on the Day of Judgement as you have no 
difficulty in seeing either of them. On the Day of Judgement, a call-maker 
will announce: "Let every nation follow that which they used to worship.” 
Those of cross will go with their cross, those of idles will go with theirs, 
and every nation will go with their god which they used to worship other 
than Allah. There will remain none but those who used to worship Allah, 
whether they were obedient (Good) or disobedient (Bad) and the remaining 
party of the people of the Scripture. At this time. The Hell will be brought 
and displayed like a mirage. Then the Jews will be called upon and it will 
be said to them: “Whom do you use to worship?” They will say: “We used 
to worship Ezra, the son of Allah.” It will be said to them: “You are liars, 
for Allah has never taken anyone as a wife or a son. What do you want 
now?” They will say: “0 our Lord! We want to drink.” They will be 
directed and addressed thus: “Drink” whereupon they will fall into The 
Hell. Afterwards the Christians will be called upon and it will be said to 
them: “Whom do you use to worship?” They will say: “We used to worship 
Jesus, the son of Allah.” It will be said to them: “You are liars, for Allah 
has never taken anyone as a wife or a son.” Then it will be said to them: 
“What do you want?” They will say : “O Lord! We want to drink.” They 
will be addressed: “Drink.” Then they will fall into The Hell. Then, when 
there remain (in the gathering) none but those who used to worship Allah 
whether they were obedient or disobedient, it will be said: “What are you 
waiting for? Every nation has followed what they used to worship.” They 
will reply: “We left the people in the world when we were in great need of 
them and we did not take them as friends. Now we are waiting for our Lord 
Whom we used to worship.” Then the Irresistible will come to them in a 
shape other than the one which they saw the first time. He will say: “I am 
your Lord.” They will say: “You are not our Lord.” And none will speak to 
Him then but The Prophets. Then it will be said to them: “Do you know 
any sign by which you can recognize Him?” They will say: “The Shin.” 
Allah will then uncover His Shin whereupon every believer will prostrate 
before Him except those who used to prostrate before Him just for showing 
off and getting good reputation. These people will try to prostrate but their 
backs will be as rigid as a piece of wood. Then the bridge will be laid 
across Hell." We, tne companions of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “O Allah's Apostle! What is the bridge?” He said: 
“It is a slippery (bridge) on which there are clamps and (Hooks like) thorny 
seeds whicn are wide at one side and narrow at the other, having thorns 
with bent ends. Such thorny seeds are found in Najd and are called Sa’dan. 
Some of the believers will cross the bridge as quickly as the wink of an eye, 
some others as quick as lightning, (others as fast as) a strong wind, (others 
as quick as) fast horses or she-camels. 
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So some will be safe without any harm; some will be safe after receiving some 
scratches, and some will fall down into Hell (Fire). The last person will cross by 
being dragged (over the bridge).” 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “You (Muslims) 
cannot be more pressing in claiming from me a right that has been clearly proved 
to be yours than the believers in intercession with The Irresistible for their 
(Muslim) brothers on that Day, when they see themselves safe. They will say: “O 
Allah! (Save) our brothers (for they) used to pray with us, fast with us and also do 
good deeds with us.” Allah will say: “Go and take out (of Hell) anyone in whose 
heart you find faith equal to the weight of a Dinar.” Allah will forbid the Fire to 
burn the faces of those sinners. They will go to them and find some of them in 
Hell (Fire) up to their feet, and some up to the middle of their legs. So they will 
take out those whom they will recognize. Then they will return, to whom Allah 
will say : “Go and take out (of Hell) anyone in whose heart you find faith equal to 
the weight of half a Dinar.” They will take out whomever they will recognize. 
Then they will return, to whom Allah will say: “Go and take out (of Hell) anyone 
in whose heart you find faith equal to the weight of an atom (or a smallest ant).” 
They will take out whomever they will recognize.” 

Abu’sa’eed said: “If you do not believe me then you can recite: “Allah is never 
unjust in the least degree: if there is any good (done), he doubleth it, and giveth 
from his own presence a great reward.” (Women 40) 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” further said: “Then The 
Prophets, the Angels, and the believers will intercede, and (at last) The Irresistible 
(Allah) will say: “Now there remains My Intercession.” He will hold a handful of 
the Fire from which He will take out some people whose bodies have been burnt. 
They will be thrown into a river at the entrance of Paradise, called the water of 
life. They will grow on its banks, as a seed carried by the torrent grows. Perhaps 
you observed how it grows beside a rock or beside a tree, and how the side facing 
the sun is usually green, while the side facing the shade is white. Those people 
will come out (of the River of Life) like pearls, wearing necklaces. Then they will 
enter into Paradise whereupon the people of Paradise will say: “Those are the 
people set free by The Most Gracious. He has admitted them into Paradise though 
they did no good deeds nor did they sent forth any good (for themselves).” Then it 
will be said to them: “All of what you have seen is For you, in addition to an 
amount equal to it as well.” 

7440- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "On the Day of Judgement, the Believers 
will be imprisoned and left as much as Allah wishes. Then some of them will say: 
"Let us ask somebody to intercede for us with our Lord, so that He might relive us 
from this situation of ours." They will go to Adam and say: "You are the father of 
all the people, whom Allah created with His Own Hands. (He also) made you 
dwell in Paradise, ordered the angels to prostrate to you, and taught you the names 
of all things; so please intercede for us with your Lord, in order that He may 
relieve us from this situation." Adam will say: "I am not fit for this (intercession)." 
Then Adam will mention his sin of eating from the tree, from which he was 
forbidden to eat. He will say: "Go to Noah, who was the first Messenger Allah 
sent to the inhabitants of the earth." They will go to him who will say: "1 am not fit 
for this task." He will mention his sin of asking Allah what he had no knowledge 
of, and will say: "Go to Abraham, The Bosom Friend of (Allah) The Most 
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Gracious", to whom They will go and he will say: "I am not fit for this 
task.” Then he will mention his sins of his three statements in which he told 
a lie and say: “Go to Moses, the slave to whom Allah spoke (directly), and 
he gave him the Torah." They will go to him and he will say: "I am not fit 
for this mission." He will mention his sin of killing a person without a just 
cause, and he will say: "Go to Jesus, Allah's Slave, His Messenger, and 
Allah's Word and a Spirit coming from Him." They will go to Jesus who 
will say: "I am not fit for this job, go to Mohammad the Slave of Allah 
whose past and future sins were forgiven by Allah." They will come to me 
and I will proceed till I will ask my Lord's Permission which I will be 
given. When I see my Lord, I will fall down in Prostration and He will let 
me remain in that state as long as He wishes when I will be addressed: 
"Raise (your head) O Mohammad. Ask, and your request will be granted; 
say, and your saying will be listened to; intercede, and your intercession 
will be accepted." I will raise my head and praise Allah with praises He 
will teach me, and then I will intercede. He will fix a limit (number of 
people) to me (to intercede for) whom I will (take out of Hell, according to 
Quatada, and) admit into Paradise. Then I will come back again to Allah, 
asking for His permission; and I will be given permission. When 1 see my 
Lord, I will fall down in prostration and He will let me remain in that state 
as long as He wishes. Then I will be addressed: "Raise (your head) O 
Mohammad. Ask, and your request will be granted; say, and your saying 
will be listened to; intercede, and your intercession will be accepted." I will 
raise my head and praise Allah with praises He will teach me, and then I 
will intercede. Allah will fix a limit to me to intercede for, whom I will 
(take out of Hell, according to Quatada, and) admit into Paradise. Then I 
will come back for the third time to Allah, asking for His permission, which 
I will be given. When I see my Lord, I will fall down in prostration and He 
will let me remain in that state as long as He wishes. I will be addressed: 
"Raise (your head) O Mohammad. Ask, and your request will be granted; 
say, and your saying will be listened to; intercede, and your intercession 
will be accepted." I will raise my head and praise Allah with praises He 
will teach me, and then I will intercede. Allah will fix a limit to me to 
intercede for, whom I will (take out of Hell, according to Quatada, and) 
admit into Paradise. None will remain in Hell but those whom the Qur'an 
has imprisoned (in Hell) in which they have been destined to an eternal 
stay. Then he recited: soon will thy Lord raise thee to a station of praise and 
Glory!” (The Night Journey “Al’isra” 79) 

He commented: “This station of praise and glory is what your Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was promised (by Allah).” 

7441- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” sent for The Ansar who 
assembled in a tent. He said to them: “Keep patient until you meet Allah 
and His Messenger; and I will be (your predecessor) at The Fount.” 
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7442- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Whenever The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got up for prayer at 
night, offering the Tahajjud, he used to supplicate to Allah as saying: "O 
Allah! All the praises be to You; You are the Holder of the Heavens and the 
Earth. All the praises be to You; You are The Lord of the Heavens and the 
Earth, and whatever is in them. All the praises be to You; You are the Light 
of the Heavens and the Earth and whatever is in them. All the praises be to 
You; You are the Truth, Your Word is the truth, Your Promise is the truth, 
meeting You is true, Paradise is true, Hell is true, And the Hour (Day of 
Judgement) is true. O Allah ! I surrender (my will) to you; I believe in you 
and depend on you. With Your help I argue (with my opponents, the non¬ 
believers) And I take you as a judge (to judge between us). Please forgive 
me my previous and future sins, whatever I concealed or revealed, and 
whatever you know better than me. There is no God to be worshipped but 
you.” 

7443- Adi Ibn Hatim “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There 
is none except that Allah will speak to him (directly on The Day of 
Judgement) with neither interpreter (between Allah and him) nor veil to 
screen him.” 

7444- Abdullah Ibn Qais "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Two gardens, the 
utensils and the contents of which are of silver, and two other gardens, the 
utensils and contents of which are of gold. Nothing will prevent the people 
who will be in the Garden of Eden from seeing their Lord except the 
curtain of Majesty over His Face." 

7445- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Whoever deprived A 
Muslim person of his property by taking a false oath, will meet Allah who 
will be angry with him." Abdullah said: Then The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” recited what Allah had revealed to 
confirm this: “As for those who sell the Faith they own to Allah and their 
own plighted word for a small price, they shall have no portion in the 
Hereafter: nor will Allah (deign to) speak to them or look at them on the 
day of judgment, nor will he cleanse them (of sin): they shall have a 
grievous penalty.” (A1 Imran 77) 

7446- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There are three types of 
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people whom Allah will neither talk to, nor look at, on the Day of 
Judgement: 1 A man who takes an oath falsely that he has been offered for 
his goods so much more than what he is given. 2 A man who takes a false 
oath after the Asr prayer in order to take hold of a Muslim's property. 3 A 
man who withholds his superfluous water. Allah will say to him: "Today I 
will withhold My Grace from you as you withheld the superfluity of what 
you had not created."” 

7447- Abu'bakra "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Time has taken its original 
shape which it had when Allah created the Heavens and the Earth. The year 
is of twelve months, four of which are sacred, and out of these (four) three 
are in succession: DhuTqa’da, Dhul’hijja and Muharram, and the fourth is 
Rajab of the Mudar (tribe), between Jumada The Other and Sha’ban." Then 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked: "Which is 
this month?" We said: "Allah and His Apostle know better." On that The 


Prophet "Allah's blessin: 
we thought that he mig 


and peace be upon him" kept quiet so long that 
t name it with another name. Tnen The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Isn't it the month of 
DhuThijia?" We replied: "Yes." Then he said: "Which town is this?" We 
replied: "Allah and His Apostle know better." On that he kept quiet so long 
that we thought that he might name it with another name. Then he said: 
"Isn't it the town of Mecca?" We replied: "Yes. " Then he said: "Which day 
is today?" We replied: "Allah and His Apostle know better." He kept quiet 
so long that we thought that he might name it with another name. Then he 
said: "Isn't it the day of slaughtering one's sacrifice?" We replied: "Yes." 
He said: "So your blood, your properties, And your honour Are as sacred to 
one another as this day of yours, in this city of yours, in this month of 
yours; and surely, you will meet your Lord, who will ask you about your 
deeds. Beware! Do not become infidels after me, cutting the throats of one 
another. It is incumbent on those who are present to convey this message 
(of mine) to those who are absent. May be that some of those to whom it 
will be conveyed will understand it better than those who have actually 
heard it.” (whenever Mohammad, the sub-narrator, mentioned this 
narration, he used to say: “The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” is true.”) Then, he (The Prophet) asked twice: “Haven't 
I conveyed (Allah's Message) to you?" 

[25] What was mentioned regarding Allah’s saying: “for the mercy 
of Allah is (always) near to those who do good.” (The Heights 
“Al’a’raf” 56) 

7448- Usama Ibn Zaid "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: A child of 
one of the daughters of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" was dying (or was gasping); and she sent for him to come. But The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" sent for her saying: 
"Whatever Allah takes is for Him and whatever He gives, is for Him, and 
everything with Him has a limited fixed term (in this world). So she should 
be patient and hope for Allah's reward." She again sent for him, swearing 
that he should come. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
got up accompanied by me, Mu'adh Ibn Jabal, Obai Ibn Ka'b, Obada Ibn 
As’samit. When we entered, the child was brought to Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" while his breath was disturbed in 
his chest (the sub-narrator said: I think that he said: “as if it was a leather 
water-skin”). 
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On that the eyes of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" started shedding tears. Sa’d said: "O Allah's Apostle! What is this?" 
He replied: "It is mercy which Allah has lodged in the hearts of His slaves, 
and Allah is merciful only to those of His slaves who are merciful (to 
others).” 

7449- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Paradise and the (Hell) 
Fire argued. Paradise said: “What is the matter with me? Why do only the 
weak and the humble among the people enter me?” The (Hell) Fire said: "I 
have been given the privilege of receiving the arrogant and the tyrants.” On 
that, Allah said to Paradise: “You are My Mercy (which I bestow on 
whomever I wish of my servants).” Then Allah said to the (Hell) Fire: 
“You are my punishment by which I excruciate whomever I wish of my 
slaves.” (Then he said to both):”Each of you will have its fill. As regards 
Paradise, Allah will not wrong any of His creatures. As for the (Hell) Fire, 
Allah will create whomever He wished to be thrown into it. It will say 
thrice: “Is there any more?” Then Allah puts His Foot over it till it will be 
filled, and its different parts will come closer to each other.” Then, it will 
say: “Enough! Enough! Enough!” 


7450- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Some people will receive a touch of 
Fire as punishment of sins they had committed. Then, they will be 
admitted, by Allah’s mercy, in Paradise, whom people of Paradise will 
name (Hell Fire people)." 

[26] Allah’s saying: “It is Allah Who sustains the heavens and the 
earth, lest they cease (to function): and if they should fail, there is none 
not one can sustain them thereafter: verily He is Most Forbearing, Oft- 
Forgiving.” (Fatir 41) 

7451 - Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A rabbi came to 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "O 
Mohammad! We leam that Allah will put all the heavens on one finger, the 
earths on one finger, the mountains on one finger, the trees and rivers on 
one finger, and all of the creatures on one finger. Then He will say: I am 
the King.” Thereupon The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him" smiled so that his premolar teeth became visible, in confirmation to 
the Jew. Then Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
recited: "No just estimate have they made of Allah such as is due to Him: 
on the Day of Judgment the whole of earth will be but His handful, and the 
heavens will be rolled up in His right hand: Glory to Him. High is He 
above the partners they attribute to Him." (The Crowds “Az’zumar” 67) 
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[27] What was mentioned as regards creating the heavens and the 
earth 

7452- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: I stayed for a 
night in the house of my aunt Maimuna, while The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” with her, in order that I could see how the 
night prayer of The Prophet was. The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him” talked with his wife for a while and then went to 
bed. When it was the last third of the night, he got up and looked towards 
the sky and said: “Behold in the creation of the heavens and the earth, and 
the alternation of night and day, there are indeed Signs for men of 
understanding.” (A1 Imran 190) Then he stood up, performed ablution, 
brushed his teeth with a Siwak, and prayed eleven Rak’as. Then Bilal 
pronounced the call for the Fajr prayer. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” prayed two Rak’as and went out (to the Mosque) and 
led the Fajr prayer. 

[28] Allah’s saying: “Already has Our Word been passed before 
(this) to Our Servants sent (by Us).” (As’saffat 171) 

7453- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “When 
Allah created the creations, He wrote on His Throne with Him: “My Mercy 
has preceded My Anger." 

7454- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle, 
the true and truly inspired said: "(The matter of the Creation of) a human 
being is put together in the womb of the mother for forty days, and then he 
becomes a leech-like clot for a similar period, and then a piece of flesh for 
a similar period. Then Allah sends an angel who is ordered to write four 
things. He is ordered to write down his deeds, his livelihood, his (time of) 
death, and whether he will be blessed or wretched (in religion). Then the 
soul is breathed into him. So, a man amongst you may do (good) deeds 
characteristic of the people of Paradise till there is only a cubit between him 
and Paradise and then what has been written for him decides his behaviour 
and he starts doing (evil) deeds characteristic of the people of the (Hell) 
Fire, which he will enter. Similarly a man amongst you may do (evil) deeds 
characteristic of the people of The (Hell) Fire till there is only a cubit 
between him and the (Hell) Fire, and then what has been written for him 
decides his behaviour, and he starts doing (good) deeds characteristic of the 
people of Paradise, which he will enter." 
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7455- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" asked Gabriel: "O Gabriel! Why 
Don't you visit us more often than you do?" Then the following Holy Verse 
was revealed (concerning this matter): "And we (angels) descend not but by 
the order of your Lord. To Him belong what is before us and what is behind 
us, and what is between those two and your Lord was never forgetful." 
(Mary 64) he said: “This was the answer to Mohammad “Allah’s blessing 
and peace be upon him”.” 

7456- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" told: While I 
was walking with The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
through the ruins of Medina and he was reclining on a date-palm leaf stalk, 
some Jews passed by. Some of them said to the others: “Ask him (The 
Prophet) about the spirit.” Some of them said that they should not ask him 
that question. But they asked him about it. The Prophet "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" kept reclining (on the date-palm leaf stalk) for a 
while, and I was behind him. I thought he was being inspired Divinely. 
Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" recited: " They 
ask thee concerning the spirit (of inspiration). Say: the spirit (cometh) by 
command of my Lord: of knowledge it is only a little that is communicated 
to you, (O men)” (The Night Journey “Al’isra” 85) then some of The Jews 
said to the others: “Did not we tell you not to ask him?” 

7457- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah 
guarantees to the person who fought in His (Allah’s) Cause and nothing 
compelled him to go out but the Jihad in His Cause and belief in His 
Words, that He will either admit him into Paradise (if he gets martyr) or 
return him to his residence from where he went out, with his reward or the 
booty he had gained." 

7458- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A man came to 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and asked: "O 
Allah's Apostle! Indeed, some of us fight because of pride and haughtiness; 
some for the sake of bravery; and others for showing off. Which of those 
kinds of fighting is in Allah’s cause?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" said: "He who fights for Allah's Word (Islam) to be 
superior, would fight in Allah's cause." 

[29] Allah’s saying: “For to anything which we have willed, we but 
say the word, be, and it is.” (The Bees “An’nahl” 40) 
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7459- Al’mogheera Ibn Shu’ba “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I 
heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"Some of my followers will remain victorious over others (and on the right 
path) till Allah’s order comes." 

7460- Mo’awiya narrated: I heard The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” saying: “Some of my followers will keep on following 
Allah's Laws strictly and they will not be harmed by those who will 
disbelieve them or stand against them till Allah's Order comes while they 
are in that state." 

7461- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” stood before Musailama 
(and his companions) and said: "If you asked me even this piece (of a date- 
palm leaf), I would not give it to you. You cannot avoid the fate you are 
destined to by Allah.” 

7462- Abdullah Ibn Mas'ood "Allah be pleased with him" told: While I 
was walking with The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
through the ruins of Medina and he was reclining on a date-palm leaf stalk, 
some Jews passed by. Some of them said to the others: “Ask him (The 
Prophet) about the spirit.” Some of them said that they should not ask him 
that question as he might give a reply, which would displease them. But 
some of them insisted on asking, and so one of them stood up and asked: 
"O Abul'qasim! What is the spirit?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" remained quiet for a while. (Having being divinely 
inspired), The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" then 
recited: " They ask thee concerning the spirit (of inspiration). Say: the spirit 
(cometh) by command of my Lord: of knowledge it is only a little that is 
communicated to you, (O men)” (The Night Journey “Al’isra” 85) 

[30] Allah’s saying: “Say: if the ocean were ink (wherewith to write 
out) the words of my Lord, sooner would the ocean be exhausted than 
would the words of my Lord, even if we added another ocean like it, 
for its aid.” (The Cave 109) 

he further said: “And if all the trees on earth were pens and the Ocean 
(were ink), with seven Oceans behind it to add to its (supply), yet would 
not the Words of Allah be exhausted (in the writing): for Allah is Exalted in 
power, full of Wisdom.” (Luqman 27) 

Allah Almighty said too: “Your Guardian-Lord is Allah, Who created 
the heavens and the earth in six Days, then He established Himself on the 
Throne (of authority): He draweth the night as a veil O'er the day, each 
seeking the other in rapid succession: He created the sun, the moon, and the 
stars, (all) governed by laws under His Command. Is it not His to create 
and to govern? Blessed be Allah, the Cherisher and Sustainer of the 
worlds!” (The Heights “Al’a’raf ’ 54) 
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7463- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah 
guarantees to the person who carried Jihad in His (Allah’s) Cause and 
nothing compelled him to go out from his house but the Jihad in His Cause 
and belief in His Words, that He will either admit him into Paradise (if he 
gets martyr) or return him to his residence from where he went out, with his 
reward or the booty he had gained." 

[31] Allah’s saying: “Say: "O Allah! Lord of Power (and Rule), 
Thou givest Power to whom Thou pleasest, and Thou strippest off 
Power from whom Thou pleasest: Thou enduest with honour whom 
Thou pleasest, and Thou bringest low whom Thou pleasest: In Thy 
hand is all Good. Verily, over all things thou hast power.” (A1 Imran 
26) 

he further said: “Nor say of anything, I shall be sure to do so and so 
tomorrow Without adding, so please Allah and call thy Lord to mind when 
thou forgettest, and say, I hope that my Lord will guide me ever closer 
(even) than this to the right road.” (The Cave “Al’kahf’ 23:24) 

Allah said too: “It is true thou will not be able to guide every one whom 
thou lovest; but Allah guides those whom He will. And He knows best 
those who receive guidance.” (The Narrations “Al’qasas” 56) 

Allah Almighty also said: “Allah intends every facility for you; He does 
not want to put you to difficulties.” (The Heifer “Al’baqara” 85) 

7464- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “When you appeal to 
Allah for something, you should ask with determination and should not say: 
“O Allah, if You wish, give me.” No doubt, nobody can force Allah to do 
something against His Will.” 

7465- Ali Ibn Abu'talib "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: One night 
Allah's Apostle" Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" came to me and 
Fatima, the daughter of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" and asked: "Won't you pray (at night)?" I said: "0 Allah's Apostle! 
Our souls are in the hands of Allah and if He wants us to get up He will 
make us get up." When I said that, he left us without saying a word. But I 
heard him, as leaving, striking his thigh (with his hand) and saying: " but 
man is, in, most things, contentious.” (The Cave 54) 

7466- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The example of a believer 
is that of a fresh tender plant. From wherever the wind comes, it bends it. 
But when the wind becomes quiet, it becomes straight again. Similarly, a 
believer is afflicted with calamities. But he remains patient until Allah 
removes his difficulties. Otherwise, an impious wicked person is like a pine 
tree which keeps hard and straight till Allah breaks it down when He 
wishes." 
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7467- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: I heard 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" saying on the 
pulpit: "The period of your stay in relation to the previous nations is like 
the period equal to the time between the Asr prayer and sunset. The people 
of the Torah were given the Torah and they acted (upon it) till midday 
when they were exhausted and given one Qirat (of gold) each. Then the 
people of the Gospel were given the Gospel and they acted (upon it) till the 
Asr prayer when they were exhausted and given one Qirat each. Then we 
were given the Qur'an upon which we acted till sunset and we were given 
two Qirats each. On that the people of the two scriptures said: “O our Lord! 
Though they worked less than we did, they were given more than us.” 
Allah said: “Have I usurped any of your right?” They said: “No.” Allah 
said: “That is my blessing I bestow upon whomever I wish."” 


7468- Obada Ibn As'samit “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I gave 
the pledge of allegiance to Allah's Apostle “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” while being in a gathering. He said: "Swear allegiance to me for: 
Not to associate anything in worship along with Allah; not to steal; not to 
commit adultery; not to kill your children; not to accuse (falsely) an 
innocent person (among people); and not to be disobedient (when ordered) 
to do good deed." The Prophet added: "Whoever among you fulfils his 
pledge will be rewarded by Allah. Whoever indulges in any one of them 
(except the ascription of partners to Allah) and gets the punishment in this 
world, that punishment will be expiation for that sin. If one indulges in any 
of them, and Allah conceals his sin, it is up to Him to forgive or punish him 
(in the Hereafter)." 


7469- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The 
Prophet of Allah, Solomon, sou of David, had sixty wives. Once he said: 
“Tonight I will have sexual intercourse with all of my wives, each of whom 
will give birth to a knight, who will fight in Allah's Cause.” Though he 
went round all of them, only one of those women conceived and gave birth 
to a half-man.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
commented: “If he had said: "Allah willing”, each of his wives would have 
conceived and given birth to a knight, fighting in Allah's Cause." 
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7470- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported: Once The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" paid a visit to a sick 
Bedouin. The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said to 
him: "No harm will befall you! Allah willing, Allah will clean (by it) you 
(from your sins)!" The Bedouin said: "You say: Allah will cleanse me? No, 
for it is a fever which boils in (the body of) an old man, and will lead him 
to the grave." The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Yes, then may it be as you say." 


7471- Abu’quatada “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: When they 
(Muslims) slept and failed to get up at the due time of the (Fajr) prayer, The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: “Allah captured 
your souls when He wished, and released them when He wished.” Then 
they went to answer the call of nature and performed ablution. When the 
sun came up and became bright. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace 
be upon him” stood up and prayed. 


7472- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Two persons, a 
Muslim and a Jew, quarrelled. The Muslim said: "By he, who gave 
Mohammad superiority over all the people!” The Jew said: "By he, who 
gave Moses superiority over all the people!" The Muslim became angry, 
raised his hand, and slapped the Jew on the face. The Jew went to The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and informed him of 
what had happened between him and the Muslim. The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Do not give me superiority over 
Moses, for on the Day of Judgement all the people will swoon (and I will 
be one of them), but I will Be the first to get up, and will see Moses 
standing and holding the side of the Throne (of Allah). I will not know 
whether (he) has also fallen unconscious and got up before me, or Allah has 
exempted him from that swoon.” 


7473- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Ad’dajjal will come 
to Medina; but he will find the angels guarding it. Allah willing, neither 
Ad’dajjal nor plague will be able to approach it." 
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7474- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "For every Prophet there is 
one (special) invocation to which Allah responds. I want to keep such an 
invocation to intercede for my followers in the Hereafter." 

7475- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” saying: 
"While I was sleeping, I saw myself standing at a well (on which there was 
a bucket). I drew water from the well as much as Allah wished. Then Ibn 
Abu’quhafa took the bucket from me and drew one or two buckets (of 
water) and there was weakness in his drawing of water. May Allah forgive 
for him his weakness. Then the bucket turned into a very big one when Ibn 
Al’khattab took it over. Indeed, I had never seen such a strong person 
amongst the people as Omar in drawing water, till the people drank their 
fill and watered their camels that knelt down there." 

7476- Abu’burda reported from Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with 
him": Whenever a beggar came to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him", or he was asked for something, he used to say (to his 
companions): "Help and recommend him and you will receive the reward 
for it. Allah will bring about what He wills through His Prophet's tongue." 

7477- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "None of you should say: 
“O Allah, forgive me if You wish; O Allah, be merciful to me if You wish; 
O Allah, sustain me if you wish.” But he should always appeal to Allah 
with determination, for Allah does whatever he wants, and nobody can 
force Allah to do something against His Will." 

7478- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” was reported to have 
gone on dispute with Al’hurr Ibn Qais Ibn Hisn Al’fazari about Moses’s 
companion. Ibn Abbas said: “He is Khadir.” Such being the case, Obai Ibn 
Ka’b “Allah be pleased with him” passed by them, whom Ibn Abbas called 
and asked: “I went on a heated discussion with my friend about Moses’s 
companion whom Moses asked (Allah) to meet. Did you hear Allah’s 
Messenger mentioning something regarding him?” Obai Ibn Ka'b "Allah be 
pleased with him" replied: I heard The Messenger of Allah "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" saying regarding him: "Once The Prophet 
Moses stood up and addressed Israelites. A man came and asked him: “Do 
you know anyone who is more learned than you?” Moses said: “No.” Allah 
inspired to him that our slave Khadir (is more learnt than you). Moses 
asked Allah how to meet him. Allah made a sign for him the fish. It was 
said to him: “When you loose this fish, then return and you will find him.” 
Moses was retracing the fish in the sea. His (servant) boy said to him: 
"Sawest thou (what happened) when we betook ourselves to the rock? I did 
indeed forget (about) the Fish: none but Satan made me forget to tell (you) 
about it: it took its course through the sea in a marvelous way!” Moses said: 
“that was what we were seeking after.” So they went back on their 
footsteps, following (the path they had come). (The Cave 63:64) then they 
met Khadir whose story was mentioned by Allah in The Holy Qur’an.” 
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7479- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: On the day of 
slaughtering, The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: 
"Tomorrow we shall stay at Khaif Banu'kinana where the pagans had taken 
the oath of disbelief (heathenism)." He meant (by that place) Al'muhassab. 


7480- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" reported: When 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" besieged Ta'if 
and could not conquer its people, he said: "We will return to Medina If 
Allah wills." The Companions (of The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him") said: "We shall not go away before conquering it (The Fort 
of Ta'if)." Then The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said 
(to them): "Fight tomorrow." They fought fiercely and (many of them) were 
wounded, whereupon The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon 
him" said: "We will return (to Medina) tomorrow if Allah wills." All of 
them kept silent, as if they were pleased by his saying. The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" smiled. 


[32] Allah’s saying: “No intercession can avail in His Presence, 
except for those for whom He has granted permission. So far (is this 
the case) that, when terror is removed from their hearts (at the Day of 
Judgment, then will they say, What is it that your Lord Commanded? 
they will say, That which is true and just; and He is the Most High, 
Most Great.” (Sheba 23) 


he further said: “Who is there can intercede in his presence except as he 
permitteth?” (The Heifer 255) 
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7481- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" told, ascribing to The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "When Allah has 
ordained some affair in the Heaven, the angels beat with their wings in 
obedience to His statement, which sounds like a chain dragged over a rock. 
When terror is removed from their hearts, then they will say: “What is it 
that your Lord Commanded?” they will say: “That which is true and just; 
and He is the Most High, Most Great.” (Sheba 23) 





7482- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Allah 


never listens to anything as He listens to The prophet “Allah’s blessing and 


peace be upon him”, reciting the Qur'an in a pleasant tone." (It means, 
reciting it aloud, according to The companion of Abu’huraira). 


7483- Abu'sa'eed Al’khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will say (on 
the Day of Judgement): “O Adam!” Adam will reply: “Yes, I am 
responding to your call, and all the good is in Your Hand.” Then a loud 
voice will be heard: “Allah orders you to bring out of your offspring the 
people of the fire.” 


7484- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: I did not feel 
jealous of any of the wives of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
unon him” as much as I did of Khadija; and Allah had told him to give her 
lings that she would have a palace (of pipes of precious stones 
in Paradise.

[33] The Lord’s speech to Gabriel, and His call for the angels 

7485- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "If Allah loves a person, He 
calls Gabriel saying: “Allah loves so and-so; O Gabriel! Love him.” 
Gabriel would love him and make an announcement amongst the 
inhabitants of the Heaven: “Allah loves so-and-so, therefore you should 
love him too.” So all the inhabitants of the Heaven would love him, and 
then he is granted the pleasure of the people on the earth." 

7486- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “(Two 
groups of) angels stay with you at night and by daytime in succession. Both 
the groups gather at the time of the Asr and Fajr prayers. Then those angels 
who have stayed with you overnight, come up (to Heaven) whom Allah 
asks (about you), (though) He knows everything about you: “In what state 
did you leave My slaves?” The angels reply: “When we left them, they 
were praying, and when we reached them, they were praying.”" 

7487- Abu'dharr "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Gabriel came to me and 
gave me the glad tidings that whoever dies, while associating nothing with 
Allah in worship, will enter Paradise.” I said: "Even if he committed theft 
and adultery?” He said: "Even If he committed theft and adultery.” 

[34] Allah’s saying: “But Allah beareth witness that what he hath 
sent unte thee he hath sent from his (own) knowledge, and the angels 
bear witness: but enough is Allah for a witness.” (The Women 166) 

7488- Al’bara “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said, recommending 
somebody: “If you go to bed, you should say: "O Allah! I surrendered 
myself to you, depended upon you in all of my affairs, directed my face to 
you, and relied upon your support and sustenance, out of fearing of you, 
and desiring for your mercy. O Allah! There is neither shelter nor refuge 
from you but to you. I believed in your book and Prophet you have sent 
down”. If you died then, you would die while believing in the true religion 
(of Islam).” 

7489- Abdullah Ibn Abu'awfa "Allah be pleased with both" reported: 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" invoked evil 
upon the pagans on the Day of The Confederates, saying: "O Allah! The 
Revealer of the Holy Book, the Swift-Taker of Accounts! O Allah, defeat 
the Confederates! 0 Allah, defeat and shake them!" 
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7490- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" reported, concerning 
Allah's saying: "Neither speak thy prayer aloud, nor speak it in a low tone, 
but seek a middle course between" (110): This verse was revealed just as 
The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was hidden from 
disbelievers in Mecca. The more he raised his voice as reciting The Holy 
Qur'an (in prayer), the more the unbelievers heard it (The Holy Qur’an), 
and abused The Holy Qur'an, who sent it down, and who came with it. In 
this way, Allah said to him: "Neither speak thy prayer aloud (by reciting the 
Holy Qur’an loudly lest the pagans might abuse it), nor speak it in a low 
tone, (for fear that it might be unheard by your companions) but seek a 
middle course between." (Al'isra 110) 

[35] Allah's saying: " They wish to change Allah's decree: say: Not 
thus will ye follow us: Allah has already declared (this) beforehand: 
then they will say, But ye are jealous of us. Nay, but little do they 
understand (such things)." (Victory "Al'fath" 15) 

7491- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah said: “The son of 
Adam hurts me for he abuses Time though I am Time: in My Hands are all 
things, and I cause the revolution of day and night.”” 

7492- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah Almighty 
says (about the fasting person): “Fasting is for me, for which I give 
reward (to the fasting person). He has left his (sexual) desires, food, and 
drink for my sake.” Fasting is a shield (from Hell). No doubt, the fasting 
person has two pleasures: One is when he breaks his fast, and the other is 
when he meets Allah. The smell coming out from the mouth of a fasting 
person is better in the sight of Allah than the smell of musk.” 

7493- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "While Job was naked, 
taking a bath, a swarm of gold locusts fell on him which he started 
collecting in his garment. His Lord called him: “O Job! Haven’t I made you 
too rich (enough) to need what you see?” He said: “Yes, O Lord! But I 
cannot dispense with your Blessing."” 

7494- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle” Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Our Lord, the 
Blessed, the Superior, comes every night down on the nearest Heaven to us 
when the last third of the night remains, saying: "Is there anyone to invoke 
me, so that I may respond to his invocation? Is there anyone to ask me, so 
that I may grant him his request? Is there anyone to seek for my 
forgiveness, so that I may forgive him?" 
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7495- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "We (Muslims) are the last 
(in the world), but will be the foremost on the Day of Judgement." 

7496- He (Abu’huraira) also reported through the same chain of 
narrators: “Allah said (to man): “Spend (in charity), and I will compensate 
you.”" 

7497- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Gabriel 
came to The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and 
said: "This is Khadija coming to you with a dish of food (or a vessel of 
something to drink). (When she reaches you), greet her on behalf of her 
Lord (Allah), and give her the glad tidings of having a palace made of 
pipes of precious stones and pearls in Paradise wherein there will be 
neither noise nor fatigue (trouble). " 

7498- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Allah 
said: "I have prepared for My Pious slaves things which have never been 
seen by an eye, or heard by an ear, or thought of by a mind."” 

7499- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Whenever The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" got up for prayer at 
night, offering the Tahajjud, he used to supplicate to Allah as saying: " All 
the praises be to You; You are the Light of the Heavens and the Earth. All 
the praises be to You; You are the Holder of the Heavens and the Earth. All 
the praises be to You; You are The Lord of the Heavens and the Earth and 
whatever is in them. You are the Truth, Your Promise is the truth. Your 
speech is the truth, meeting You is true, The Paradise is true, The Hell is 
true, all The Prophets are true. And The Hour is true. O Allah ! I surrender 
(my will) to you. I believe in you. I depend on you. I repent to You. With 
Your help I argue (with my opponents, the non-believers). I take you as a 
judge (to judge between us). Please forgive me my previous and future sins; 
and whatever I concealed or revealed. You are my God, except Whom 
there is no God.” Abdul’karim added: “There is neither power nor might 
except with you).” 

7500- Az’zuhri narrated: I heard Urwa Ibn Az’zubair, Sa’eed Ibn 
Al’musaiyyab, Alqama Ibn Waqqas and Obaidullah Ibn Abdullah narrating 
from A’isha, the wife of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”, the story forged by the liars who said what they said about her and 
how Allah revealed her innocence. Each of the four narrators related to me 
a part of her narration when she said: By Allah I never thought that Allah 
would reveal Divine Inspiration in my case, as I considered myself too 
inferior to be talked of in the Holy Qur'an. I had hoped that Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" might have a dream in which 
Allah would prove my innocence. But Allah revealed “Those who brought 
forward the lie are a body among yourselves...” the ten holy verses (from 
The Sura of The Light: 11:20). 
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7501- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah says: "If My slave 
intends to do a bad deed then (O Angels) do not write it unless he does it; 
and if he does it, then write it as it is. But if he refrains from doing it for My 
Sake, then write it as a good deed (in his account). (On the other hand) if he 
intends to do a good deed, but does not do it, then write a good deed for 
him (in his account); and if he does it, then write it for him (in his account) 
as ten up to seven-hundred good deeds. " 

7502- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah created His creation, 
and when He had finished it, the womb, got up and caught hold of Allah 
whereupon Allah said: "What is the matter?” It said: “I seek refuge with 
you from those who break the ties of Kith and kin.” Allah said: “Will you 
be satisfied if I bestow my favours on he who keeps your ties, and withhold 
my favours from he who breaks your ties?” It said: “Yes, O my Lord!” 
Then Allah said: “That is for you." Abu'huraira resumed: "If you want, 
recite Allah's saying: "Then is it to be expected of you, if ye were put in 
authority, that ye will do mischief in the land, and break your ties of kith 
and kin?" (Mohammad 22) 

7503- Zaid Ibn Khalid narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” was on a rainy day when he said: "Allah 
said: “In this morning some of my slaves remained as true believers and 
some became non-believers.”” 

7504- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 

Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah 
Almighty said: “If my slave wished meeting me, then I would wish to meet 
him; and if he disliked meeting me, then I would dislike to meet him.”” 

7505- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 

Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Allah 
said: “I’m as my slave thinks of me.”” 

7506- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "A man used not to do 
good deeds. When death came closer to him, he said to his sons: “After my 
death, bum me, (then crush me) and scatter half (of the powder) in the sea, 
and the other half in the earth, for by Allah, if Allah has control over me, 
He will give me such a punishment as He has never given to anyone else.” 
Allah ordered the sea to gather what it has, and the earth to gather what it 
has of his particles. Allah asked (him): “What caused you to do what you 
did?” He replied: “I feared You, and You know better.” So Allah forgave 
him. " 
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7507- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The 
Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "When 
somebody commits a sin and then says: “O my Lord! I have committed a 
sin, please forgive me!” Then his Lord says: “My slave has known that he 
has a Lord who forgives sins for which he also punishes; I therefore have 
forgiven my slave (his sins).” Then he remains without committing any sin 
for a while before he commits another sin and says: “O my Lord! I have 
committed another sin, please forgive me.” Then Allah says: “My slave has 
known that he has a Lord who forgives sins as well as he punishes for 
them; I therefore have forgiven my slave (his sin).” Then he remains 
without doing any sin for a while before he commits another sin (for the 
third time) and says: “O my Lord! I have committed another sin, please 
forgive me!” Allah then says: “My slave has known that he has a Lord Who 
forgives sins for which he also punishes; I therefore have forgiven My 
slave (his sin) thrice, he can do whatever he likes."” 


7508- Abu’sa’eed “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Amongst the people 
before you, there was a man (and The Prophet said a sentence meaning 
that) Allah had given him money in abundance and children. While he was 
in his deathbed, he called his sons and asked: “What sort of father have I 
been to you?” They replied: “You have been a good father.” He said: “I 
have never done a single good deed; and if Allah has control over me he 
will punish me. So when I die, bum me, and when I turn into coal, scatter 
the resulting ashes on a windy day.” Then by Allah, he took a firm promise 
from his children to do so, and they did so. But Allah gathered his particles 
by commanding: “Be!” behold! There was a man standing, whom Allah 
asked: “What made you do so?” He replied: "For fear of you.” Nothing 
saved him but Allah’s Mercy (and He forgave him).” 
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[36] Allah's speech to Prophets and others on The Day of Juagement 

7509- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I heard The Prophet "Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him" saying: "On the Day of Judgement I will 
intercede and say: "O my Lord! Admit into Paradise (even) those who have faith 
equal to a mustard seed in their hearts." Such people will enter Paradise. Then I 
will say: “O my Lord! Admit into Paradise (even) those who have the least 
amount of faith in their hearts."” Anas then said: As if I am just now looking at the 
fingers of Allah's Apostle. 

7510- Ma’bad Ibn Hilal Al’anzi narrated: We, i.e. some people from Basra 
gathered and went to Anas Ibn Malik. We went with Thabit Al’bunani so that he 
might ask him about the Hadith of Intercession on our behalf. Behold, Anas was in 
his palace. We just arrived at the time he was performing Duha prayer. We asked 
permission to enter and we were admitted. He was sitting on his bed. We said to 
Thabit: "Do not ask him about anything else first except the Hadith of 
Intercession." He said: “O Abu’hamza! There are your brethren from Basra 
coming to ask you about the Hadith of Intercession." Anas "Allah be pleased with 
him" said: (The Prophet) Mohammad "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: “On the Day of Judgement the people will surge with each other like waves, 
and then they will come to Adam and say: “Please intercede for us with your 
Lord.” He will say: “I am not fitting for that but it is better for you to go to 
Abraham, since he is the bosom friend of Allah, The Most Gracious.” They will 
go to Abraham who will say: “I am not fitting for that. It is better for you to go to 
Moses since he is the one to whom Allah spoke directly.” So they will go to 
Moses who will say: “I am not fitting for that. It is better for you to go to Jesus, 
who is a soul created by Allah, in addition to being His Word (“Be”) And really it 
was).” they will go to Jesus who will say: “I am not fitting for that. It is better for 
you to go to Mohammad.” 

They would come to me; and I will say: “I am (fitting) for that.” Then I will 
ask for my Lord's permission, which will be given. Then He will inspire me to 
praise Him with such praises, as I do not know now. So I will praise Him with 
those praises and will fall down in prostration before Him. Then it will be said: “O 
Mohammad! Raise your head and speak, for you will be listened to; ask, for you 
will be granted (your request); and intercede, for your intercession will be 
accepted.” I will say: “O Lord, my followers! My followers!” Then it will be said: 
“Go and take out of Hell all those who have faith in their hearts, equal to the 
weight of a barley grain.” I will go and do so and return to praise Him with the 
same praises, and fall down in prostration before Him. Then it will be said: “O 
Mohammad! Raise your head and speak, for you will be listened to; ask, for you 
will be granted (your request); and intercede, for your intercession will be 
accepted.” I will say: “O Lord! My followers! My followers!” It will be said: “Go 
and take out of it (The Hell) all those who have faith in their hearts equal to the 
weight of a small atom or a mustard seed.” I will go and do so, and then return to 
praise Him with the same praises, and fall down in prostration before Him. It will 
be said: “O Mohammad! Raise your head and speak, for you will be listened to; 
ask, for you will be granted (your request); and intercede, for your intercession 
will be accepted.” I will say: “O Lord! My followers! My followers!” Then He 
will say: “Go and take out (of the fire) all of those in whose hearts there is faith 
equal to the weight of even the lightest, lightest, lightest mustard seed.” I will go 
and do so." 
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When we left Anas, I said to some of my companions: "Let's pass by 
Al’hasan who is hiding himself in the house of Abu’khalifa to require him 
to tell us what Anas Ibn Malik had told us." So we went and greeted him. 
He admitted us. We said to him: "O Abu’sa’eed! We came to you from 
your brother Anas Ibn Malik who related to us a Hadith about the 
intercession the like of which we have never heard." He said: “What is 
that?" We told him of the Hadith and said: “He stopped at this point." He 
said: “What then?" We said: “He did add nothing to that." He said: “Anas 
related the Hadith to me twenty years ago when he was a young fellow. I 
don't know whether he forgot or if he did not like to let you depend on what 
he might have said." We said: “O Abu’sa’eed ! Relate that to us." He 
smiled and said: “Man was created hasty. I did not mention it but that of 
which I wanted to inform you. Anas told me the same as he told you and 
said that The Prophet "Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" further 
added: "I then will return for the fourth time, praise Him similarly, and 
prostrate myself before Him. It will be said to me the same as it had been 
said: “O Mohammad! Raise your head and speak, for you will be listened 
to; ask, for you will be granted (your request); and intercede, for your 
intercession will be accepted.” I will say: “O Lord! Allow me to intercede 
for he, who said: “There is no God (to be worshiped) but Allah”.” Then 
Allah will say: “By my Power, by my Majesty, by My Supremacy, and by 
My Greatness! I will take out of Hell whoever said: “There is no God (to be 
worshipped) but Allah”.” 

7511- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The last to come out of the 
(Hell) Fire, and the last to enter Paradise will be a man, coming out of the 
(Hell) Fire crawling, to whom Allah will say : “Go and enter Paradise.” He 
will say: “O Lord! It is full.” Allah will say to him the same thrice, and in 
every time the man will reply: “It is full.” Then Allah will say: “Go and 
enter Paradise, and you will have as much as ten times the like of the 
world.” 

7512- Adi Ibn Hatim narrated: The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: “There is no one of you except that 
he will be talked to by Allah when there will be no interpreter between him 
and Allah. Then he will look to his right and see nothing but his deeds 
which he had forwarded. Then he will look to his left and see nothing but 
(his deeds) which he had forwarded. Then he will look in front of him, and 
see nothing but The Fire facing him. So, any of you should save himself 
from the fire even by giving half a date-fruit (in charity), or by saying a 
good pleasant word.” 
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7513- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" reported: A rabbi came to 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and said: "On 
The Day of Judgement, Allah will put all the heavens on one finger, the 
earths on one finger, the water and dust on one finger, and all of the 
creatures on one finger. Then He will shake them and say: I am the King.” 
Thereupon I saw The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
smiling so that his premolar teeth became visible, in astonishment and 
confirmation to the Jew. Then Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" recited: "No just estimate have they made of Allah such as is 
due to Him: on the Day of Judgment the whole of earth will be but His 
handful, and the heavens will be rolled up in His right hand: Glory to Him. 
High is He above the partners they attribute to Him." (The Crowds 
“Az’zumar” 67) 


7514- Safwan Ibn Muhriz narrated: A man asked Ibn Omar "Allah be 
pleased with both": “What did you hear from The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” concerning (Allah’s) confidential 
talk (to his slaves)?” He replied: “I heard Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" saying: "Allah will bring a believer near Him to be 
sheltered with His Screen and ask him: “Did you commit such-and-such 
sins?” He will say: “Yes, my Lord.” He will ask him once again: “Did you 
commit such-and-such sins?” He will say: “Yes, my Lord.” Allah will keep 
on asking him till he lets him confess all his sins. Allah will say: “I did 
screen your sins in the world and I forgive them for you today.” 


[37] Allah’s saying: “Of some messengers We have already told thee 
the story; of others We have not; and to Moses Allah spoke direct.” 
(The Women 164) 


7515- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Adam 
and Moses argued with each other. Moses said to Adam: “You are Adam 
whose mistake expelled you from Paradise.” Adam said to him: “You are 
Moses whom Allah selected as His Messenger and as the one to whom He 
spoke directly; yet you blame me for a thing which had already been 
decreed for me before being created?" In this way, Adam overpowered 
Moses.” 



7516- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” said: "On the Day of Judgement, the 
Believers will be imprisoned and left as much as Allah wishes. Then some 
of them will say: "Let us ask somebody to intercede for us with our Lord, 
so that He might relive us from this situation of ours." They will go to 
Adam and say: "You are the father of all the people, whom Allah created 
with His Own Hands. (He also) made you dwell in Paradise, ordered the 
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angels to prostrate to you, and taught you the names of all things; so please 
intercede for us with your Lord, in order that He may relieve us from this 
situation." Adam will say: "I am not fit for this (intercession)." Then he will 
mentioned his sin which he had committed. 


7517- Anas "Allah be pleased with him" talked of the night when The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was made to travel from 
The Sacred Mosque of Ka'ba. Three persons (Angels) came to The Prophet 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" before he was divinely inspired, 
while he was sleeping in The Shrine. The first (of the three angels) said: 
"Which of them is he?" The second said: "He is the best of them. This was 
all that happened then, and he did not see them till they came at another 
night and he perceived their presence with his heart, for the eyes of The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" were closed when he was 
asleep, but his heart was not asleep (not unconscious). This is characteristic 
of all The Prophets: Their eyes sleep but their hearts never sleep. Those 
angels did not talk to him till they carried him and placed him beside the 
well of Zamzam. From among them Gabriel took charge of him. Gabriel cut 
open the area between his throat and the middle of his chest (heart) and took 
all the material out of his chest and Abdomen which he washed with 
Zamzam water with his own hands till he cleansed the inside of his body. 
Then a gold tray having a gold bowl full of belief and wisdom was brought 
with which Gabriel stuffed his chest and throat blood vessels. Then he 
closed it (the chest). He then ascended with him to the nearest heaven at one 
of whose doors he knocked. The inhabitants of the Heaven asked: “Who is 
it?” He said: “Gabriel." They said: “Who is with you?" He said: 
“Mohammad." They said: “Has he been sent down?" He said: “Yes." They 
said: “He is welcomed." The inhabitants of the Heaven became pleased with 
his arrival. However, they would not know what Allah would do to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” on earth unless Allah 
informed them. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” met 
Adam over the nearest Heaven. Gabriel said to The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him”: "He is your father. Greet him!" The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” greeted him and Adam 
returned his greeting and said: “Welcome, O my Son! What a good son you 
are!" Behold! He saw two flowing rivers, while he was in the nearest 
heaven. He asked: “What are these two rivers, O Gabriel?" Gabriel said: 
“These are the sources of the Nile and the Euphrates." 


Then Gabriel took him around that Heaven and behold, he saw another 
river at the bank of which there was a palace built of pearls and emerald. He 
put his hand into the river and found its mud like musk. He asked: “What is 
this, O Gabriel?" Gabriel said: “This is the Abundance (Kawthar) kept for 
you by your Lord." Then Gabriel ascended (with him) to the second Heaven 
and the angels asked the same questions as those on the first Heaven. (They 
asked): "Who is it?" Gabriel replied: “Gabriel.” They asked: “Who is with 
you?" He said: “Mohammad." They asked: “Has he been sent down?" He 
said: “Yes." They said: “He is welcomed.” Then he (Gabriel) ascended with 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” to the third Heaven, 
and the angels said the same as the angels of the first and the second Heavens 
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had said. Then he ascended with him to the fourth Heaven and they said the same. 
Then he ascended with him to the fifth Heaven and they said the same. Then he 
ascended with him to the sixth Heaven and they said the same. Then he ascended 
with him to the seventh Heaven and they said the same. On each Heaven there were 
prophets whose names he had mentioned from amongst whom I remember Idris on 
the second Heaven, Aaron on the fourth Heavens, another prophet, whose name I 
don't remember, on the fifth Heaven, Abraham on the sixth Heaven, and Moses on 
the seventh Heaven because of his privilege of talking to Allah directly. Moses said 
(to Allah): "O Lord! I thought that none would be raised up above me." 

But Gabriel ascended with him (The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”) for a distance above that, a distance which only Allah knows, till he 
reached The Farthest Lote Tree, where the Irresistible, the Lord of Honor and 
Majesty, approached and came closer till he (Gabriel) was about two bow lengths 
or (even) nearer. Of the things which Allah revealed to him then was the obligation 
of Fifty prayers on his followers in a day and a night. 

Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” descended till he 
met Moses, who stopped him and asked: “O Mohammad ! What did your Lord 
enjoin upon you?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” replied:" 
He enjoined upon me fifty prayers in a day and a night." Moses said: “Your 
followers cannot do that; Go back so that your Lord may reduce it for you and for 
them." The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” turned to Gabriel as 
if he wanted his opinion about that matter. Gabriel told him of his opinion, saying: 
“Yes, if you wish." Gabriel ascended with him,to the Irresistible and said while he 
was in his place: "O Lord! Please lighten our burden as my followers cannot do 
that." Allah deducted for him ten prayers. When he returned to Moses, he stopped 
him, and kept on sending him back to his Lord till the obligatory prayers were 
reduced to only five prayers. Then Moses stopped him after the prayers had been 
reduced to five and said: “O Mohammad! By Allah, I tried to persuade my nation, 
Banu’israel to do less than this, but they could not do it, and gave it up. However, 
your followers are weaker in body, heart, sight, and hearing. Return to your Lord so 
that He may lighten your burden." 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” turned towards Gabriel 
for consultation; and Gabriel did not deny that. He ascended with him for the fifth 
time. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “O Lord, my 
followers are weak in their bodies, hearts, hearing, and constitution. In view of that, 
lighten our burden." The Irresistible said: “O Mohammad!" The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” replied: “Here I’m responding to Your call, and 
all happiness be for You!” Allah said: “There is no change in the Word that comes 
from Me, so it will be as I enjoined on you in the Mother of the Book." Allah 
added: “Every good deed will be rewarded as ten times. In this way, it is fifty (in 
reward) in the Mother of the Book but (in practice)you are to perform only five." 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” returned to Moses who 
asked: “What did you do?" He said: “He has lightened our burden. He has given us 
a tenfold reward for every good deed." Moses said: “By Allah! I tried to make 
Banu’israel offer less than that, but they gave it up. Go back to your Lord so that He 
may lighten your burden further." The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “O Moses! By Allah, I feel shy of returning to my Lord 
too many times." Gabriel said: “Descend in Allah's Name." The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” then woke while he was in the Sacred Mosque.

[38) The speech of The Lord to the people of Paradise 

7518- Abu'sa'eed Al’khudri "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "Allah will say to the 
people of Paradise: “O people of Paradise!” They will say: “We are 
responding to Your call, O our Lord, all happiness be for You, and all good 
be in Your Hand!” Allah will say: “Are you pleased?" They will say: “Why 
have we not been pleased since you gave us what you did not give anyone of 
your creatures?” Allah will say: “I will give you something better than that.” 
They will ask enquiringly: “O our Lord! What is better than that?” Allah will 
say: “I will bestow my pleasure and contentment upon you so that I will 
never be angry with you at all." 

7519- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Once The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was telling (a story), 
while a Bedouin was sitting with him: “One of the inhabitants of Paradise 
will ask Allah to allow him to cultivate the land. Allah will ask him: “Are 
you not living in the pleasures you like?” He will say: “Yes, but I like to 
cultivate the land.”" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" 
added: "When the man will sow the seeds and the plants will grow up and 
get ripe, then (the yield will) be harvested and piled till it will be as huge as 
mountains within a wink, Allah will then say to him: “O son of Adam! 
Nothing satisfies you.”" On that, the Bedouin said: "The man must be either 
from Quraish or from Ansar, for they are farmers, whereas we are not 
farmers." The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" smiled. 

[39] Celebrating (the praises of) Allah according to His command, 
and the slave’s celebration should be in a form of invocation, 
supplication, and asking for forgiveness 

indeed, Allah Almighty said: “Then do ye remember Me; I will remember 
you. Be grateful to Me, and reject not Faith.” (The Heifer 152) 

he further said: “Relate to them the story of Noah. Behold he said to his 
people: O my people, if it be hard on your (mind) that I should stay (with 
you) and commemorate the signs of Allah, yet I put my trust in Allah. Get ye 
then an agreement a bout your plan and among your partners, so your plan 
be not to you dark and dubious. Then pass your sentence on me, and give me 
no respite> But if ye turn back, (consider): no reward have I asked of you: 
my reward is only due from Allah, and I have been commanded to be of 
those who submit to Allah's will (in Islam).” (Jonah 71:72) 
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|40] Allah’s saying: “then set not up rivals unto Allah when ye know 
(the truth).” (The Heifer 22) 

he further said: “Say: Is it that ye deny Him Who created the earth in two 
Days? And do ye join equals with Him? He is the Lord of (all) the Worlds.” 
(Fussilat 9) 

Allah Almighty said too: “Those who invoke not, with Allah, any other 
god.” (The Criterion 68) 

Allah also said: “But it has already been revealed to those before thee. If 
thou wert to join (gods with Allah), truly fruitless will be thy work (in life), 
and thou wilt surely be in the ranks of those who lose (all spiritual good). 
Nay, but worship Allah, and be of those who give thanks.” (The Crowds 
65:66) 

Ikrima recited: “And most of them believe not in Allah without 
associating (others as partners) with him.” (Yusuf 106) “If thou ask them. 
Who created them, they will certainly say, Allah: how then are they deluded 
away (from the Truth)?” (The Gold Adornment “Az’zukhruf’ 87) “If thou 
ask them, who it is that created the heavens and the earth. They will certainly 
say, Allah. Say: Praise be to Allah but most of them understand not.” 
(Luqman 25) 

Mujahid recited: “We send not the angels down except for just cause: if 
they came (to the ungodly), behold no respite would they have.” (Al’hijr 8) 
“That (Allah) may question the (Custodians) of Truth concerning the Truth 
they (were charged with): and He has prepared for the Unbelievers a 
grievous Penalty.” (The Confederates 8) 

7520- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: I asked The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "What is the greatest sin 
in the Sight of Allah?" He said: "That you set up a rival unto Allah though 
He Alone created you." I said: "That is indeed a great sin." Then I asked: 
"What is next?" He said: "To kill your son lest he should share your food 
with you." I asked: "What is next?" He said: "To commit adultery with the 
wife of your neighbour." 

[41] Allah’s saying: “Ye did not seek to hide yourselves, lest your 
hearing, your sight, and your skins should bear witness against you! But 
ye did think that Allah knew not many of the things that ye used to do!” 
(Fussilat 22) 

7521- Abdullah “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Near the House 
(Ka’ba) two Quraishi persons and a person from Thaqif (or two persons 
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from Thaqif and one from Quraish), met. All of them had very fat bellies but 
very little intelligence. One of them said: "Do you think that Allah hears 
what we say?" Another said: "He hears us when we talk in a loud voice, but 
He doesn't hear us when we talk in a low tone." The third said: "If He hears 
our talk in a loud tone, then He can also hear our talk in a low tone." Then 
Allah, the Honorable, the Majestic revealed: “Ye did not seek to hide 
yourselves, lest your hearing, your sight, and your skins should bear witness 
against you! But ye did think that Allah knew not many of the things that ye 
used to do!” (Fussilat 22) 

[42] Allah’s saying: “every day in (new) Splendour doth He (shine)!” 
(Ar’rahman 29) 

he further said: “Never comes (aught) to them of a renewed message from 
their Lord, but they listen to it as in jest.” (The Prophets 2) 

Allah Almighty also said: “thou knowest not if perchance Allah will bring 
about thereafter some new situation.” (The Divorce 1) 

It is well-known that His action is not at all like that of the creatures, 
according to His saying: “there is nothing whatever like unto Him, and He is 
the One that hears and sees (all things).” (Consultation 11) 

7522- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” said: "How do you ask the 
people of the Scriptures, though your Book (The Holy Qur'an) revealed by 
Allah has brought to you the most recent information from Allah and which 
you recite, (as it is) the Book that has not been distorted?” 

7523- Obaidullah narrated: Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” said: 
"O community of Muslims! How do you ask the people of the Scriptures, 
though your Book (The Holy Qur'an) which was revealed to The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” has brought to you the 
most recent information from Allah and which you recite, (as it is) the Book 
that has not been distorted? Allah has revealed to you that the people of the 
scriptures have changed with their own hands what was revealed to them and 
they have said (regarding their changed Scriptures): “This is from Allah”, in 
order to sell it for a miserable price." Ibn Abbas added: "Isn't the knowledge 
revealed to you sufficient to prevent you from asking them? By Allah I have 
never seen any one of them asking about what has been revealed to you." 

[43] Allah’s saying: “Move not thy tongue concerning the (Qur’an) to 
make haste therewith.” (The Resurrection 16) 

Abu’huraira narrated from The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him”, ascribing it to Allah: “I’m with My slave, wherever he 
remembers Me, and his lips move while celebrating Me.” 
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7524- Moosa Ibn Abu’a’isha narrated: Sa’eed Ibn Jubair reported from 
Ibn Abbas, concerning Allah’s saying: “Move not thy tongue concerning the 
(Qur’an) to make haste therewith” (The Resurrection 16): “The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” used to suffer a great difficulty in 
receiving the revelation and used to move his lips.” (Ibn Abbas said (to 
Sa’eed): "I move them (my lips) as The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” used to move his lips." Sa’eed said (to me): 
"I move my lips as I saw Ibn Abbas moving his lips." Then he moved his 
lips.) “So Allah revealed: “Move not thy tongue concerning the (Qur’an) to 
make haste therewith. It is for Us to collect it and to promulgate it.” (That is, 
to collect it in your chest and then you recite it). “But when We have 
promulgated it, follow thou its recital (as promulgated)” (i.e. you should 
listen to it and keep quiet. Then it is upon Us to make you recite it)." 

The narrator commented: “Since then, whenever Gabriel came to The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”, he used to 
listen, and when Gabriel left. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him” would recite the Qur'an as had been recited to him by Gabriel." 

(44) Allah’s saying: “And whether ye hide your word or publish it, he 
certainly has (full) knowledge, of the secrets of (all) hearts. Should He 
not know, He that created? And He is the One that understands the 
finest mysteries (and) is well acquainted (with them).” (The Dominion 
“Al’mulk” 13:14) 

7525- Ibn Abbas "Allah be pleased with both" narrated, concerning 
Allah’s saying: "Neither speak tny prayer aloud, nor speak it in a low 
tone, but seek a middle course between" (110): This verse was revealed 
just as The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" was hidden 
from disbelievers in Mecca. The more The Prophet "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" prayed with his companions, the more he raised his 
voice as reciting The Holy Qur'an. The more the unbelievers heard it (The 
Holy Qur’an), the more they abused The Holy Qur'an, who sent it down, and 
who came with it. In this way, Allah said to him: "Neither speak thy prayer 
aloud (by reciting the Holy Qur’an loudly lest the pagans might abuse it), 
nor speak it in a low tone, (for fear that it might be unheard by your 
companions) but seek a middle course between." (Al'isra 110) 

7526- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated, concerning Allah’s 
saying: "Neither speak thy prayer aloud, nor speak it in a low tone, but 
seek a middle course between" (110): “This (verse mentioned above) was 
sent down in connection with one’s invocation (to Allah).” 

7527- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “Not from us is the 
one who does not recite Qur'an in a pleasant voice.” (that means, according 
to others) “to recite it loudly.” 

[45] The Prophet’s saying: “(Do not desire to be in somebody’s place 
except in the case of) a man, whom Allah gave him The (privilege of 
keeping and understanding the) Qur’an, that he recites while standing 
for prayer during the hours of the night, and recites during the hours of 
the day.” 

The Prophet also said: “(somebody might say): “I wish I had been given 
what so-and-so has been given, so that I would do such-and-such (deed)”” 

Allah Almighty said: “And among His Signs is the creation of the 
heavens and the earth, and the variations in your languages and your colours: 
verily in that are Signs for those who know.” (The Romans 22) 
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He further said: “and do good; that ye may prosper.” (The Pilgrimage 
“Al’hajj” 77) 

7528- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Allah's Apostle 
"Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "There is no jealousy but of 
two men: A man whom Allah has taught the Qur’an and he recites it during 
the hours of the night and during the hours of the day, and his neighbour 
listens to him and says: “I wish I had been given what has been given to so- 
and-so, in order that I might do what he does; and a man whom Allah has 
given wealth and he spends it on what is just and right, whereupon an other 
man May say: “I wish I had been given what so-and-so has been given, for 
then I would do what he does."” 

7529- Salim narrated from his father: Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "One should not desire to be in the place of 
somebody else except in two men: A man whom Allah has taught the Qur’an 
and he recites it during the hours of the night and during the hours of the 
day; and a man whom Allah has given wealth and he spends it (on what is 
just and right), during the hours of the nights and the hours of the day." 

[46] Allah’s saying: “O Messenger! proclaim the (Message) which 
hath been sent to thee from thy Lord. If thou didst not, thou wouldst not 
have fulfilled and proclaimed His Mission. And Allah will defend thee 
from men (who mean mischief). For Allah guideth not those who reject 
Faith.” (The Repast 67) 

Az’zuhri said: The message is from Allah, and The Messenger has to 
proclaim it. As for us, we have to admit it. 

Allah Almighty said: “That he may know that they have (truly) brought 
and delivered the Messages of their Lord: and He surrounds (all the 
mysteries) that are with them, and takes account of every single thing.” 
(Spirits “Al’jinn” 28) 

He further said: “I but fulfill towards you the duties of my Lord’s mission: 
sincere is my advice to you, and I know from Allah something that ye know 
not.” (The Heights “Al’a’raf’ 62) 

Allah Almighty also said: “And say: "Work (righteousness): soon will 
Allah observe your work, and His Messenger, and the Believers: soon will 
ye be brought back to the Knower of what is hidden and what is open: then 
will He show you the truth of all that ye did."” 

(The Repentance “At’tawba” 105) 
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7530- Jubair Ibn Haiyya narrated: Al’mogheera told: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” reported to us, as a message 
from our Lord, that whoever is killed of us (as a martyr) will enter Paradise. 

7531- Masruq narrated from A’isha “Allah be pleased with her”: 
Whoever alleged that The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
concealed something of the divine revelation, then do not believe him, for 
Allah Almighty says: “O Messenger! proclaim the (Message) which hath 
been sent to thee from thy Lord. If thou didst not, thou wouldst not have 
fulfilled and proclaimed His Mission.” (The Repast 67) 

7532- Abdullah "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: A man asked The 
Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "What is the greatest sin 
in the Sight of Allah?" He said: "That you set up a rival unto Allah though 
He Alone created you." He asked: "What is next?" He said: "To kill your son 
lest he should share your food with you." He asked: "What is next?" He said: 
"To commit adultery with the wife of your neighbour." Allah Almighty 
revealed in confirmation to this: “Those who invoke not, with Allah, any 
other god, nor slay such life as Allah has made sacred, except for just cause, 
nor commit fornication; and any that does this (not only) meets punishment.” 
(The Criterion 68) 

[47] Allah’s saying: “Say: bring ye the Torah and study it, if ye men 
of truth.” (A1 Imran 93) 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The people 
of Torah were given The Torah and they worked upon it (for sometime, and 
then they were exhausted). Then the people of Gospel were given The 
Gospel and they worked upon it (for sometime and then they were 
exhausted). Then you (Muslims) were given The Qur’an upon which you 
work.” 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” called Islam and 
Faith “deed”. In this context, Abu’huraira narrated: The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” asked Bilal: “Tell me of the best 
deed you did in Islam.” He replied: “I did no better deed than whenever I get 
clean (and perform ablution), I would perform the prayer.” 

The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” was 
asked: “Which deed is best in Allah’s sight?” he replied: “To believe in 
Allah and His Messenger, then to carry on Jihad in Allah’s cause, and then 
to offer Hajj (which is to be accepted by Allah).” 
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7533- Abdullah Ibn Omar "Allah be pleased with both" narrated: Allah's 
Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The period of your 
stay in relation to the previous nations is like the period equal to the time 
between the Asr prayer and sunset. The people of the Torah were given the 
Torah and they acted (upon it) till midday when they were exhausted and 
given one Qirat (of gold) each. Then the people of the Gospel were given the 
Gospel and they acted (upon it) till the Asr prayer when they were exhausted 
and given one Qirat each. Then we were given the Qur'an upon which we 
acted till sunset and we were given two Qirats each. On that the people of 
the two scriptures said: “O our Lord! Though they worked less than we did, 
they were given more than us.” Allah said: “Have I usurped any of your 
right?” They said: “No.” Allah said: “That is my blessing I bestow upon 
whomever I wish."” 

[48] The Prophet’s calling the prayer a deed 

The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “No prayer 
would be valid for he, who does not recite The Opening Sura “Al’fatiha” 
(while praying).” 

7534- Abdullah (Ibn Mas'ood) "Allah be pleased with him" told: A man 
asked The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him": "Which good 
deed is the dearest to Allah?" He replied: "To offer the prayers at their early 
stated fixed times, to be good and dutiful to your parents, and to participate 
in Jihad (Holy War) in Allah's cause." 

[49] Allah’s saying: “Truly man was created very impatient; Fretful 
when evil touches him; And niggardly when good reaches him.” (The 
Ways of Ascent “Al’ma’arij” 19:21) 

7535- Amr Ibn Taghlib "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: Some 
property or something was brought to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" which he distributed. He gave some men and ignored 
the others. Later he got the news of his being admonished by those whom he 
had ignored. So he glorified and praised Allah and said: “And then: By 
Allah, I may give to a man and ignore another, although the one whom I 
ignore is more beloved to me than the one whom I give. But I give to some 
people having impatience and discontentment in their hearts and 1 leave 
those who are patient and self-content with the goodness and wealth which 
Allah has put into their hearts, of whom Amr Ibn Taghlib is one." Amr 
added: “By Allah! Those words of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and 
peace be upon him" are more beloved to me than the best red camels.” 

[50] The Prophet’s narration from his Lord 

7536- Anas “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said, ascribing to his Lord: 
“If the slave comes a span nearer to Me, I will go a cubit nearer to him. If he 
comes a cubit nearer to Me, I will come a distance of two outstretched arms 
nearer to him. If he comes to me walking, I will come to him running.” 
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7537- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: Perhaps The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” mentioned 
(the following of his Lord’s saying): “If the slave comes a span nearer to 
Me, I will go a cubit nearer to him. If he comes a cubit nearer to Me, I will 
come a distance of two outstretched arms nearer to him. 

7538- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” told that your Lord said: “Every 
(evil) deed could be expiated. Fasting is for Me, for which I will give the 
reward; and the smell coming out of the mouth of a fasting person, is better 
in Allah's Sight than the smell of musk." 

7539- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said, ascribing to his Lord: “Any 
slave should not say that he is better than Jonah (Yunus) Ibn Matta.” 

7540- Abdullah Ibn Mughaffal "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I 
saw Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" on the day of 
the Conquest of Mecca over his she-camel, reciting The Sura of Al’fath in a 
vibrant quivering tone. Then Mo’awiya (a sub-narrator) recited in a vibrant 
quivering tone as Abdullah Ibn Mughaffal had done. He said: "Were I not 
afraid that the people may gather around me, I would recite in vibrant 
quivering tone as Abdullah Ibn Mughaffal did to imitate The Prophet." 1 
asked Mo’awiya: "How did he recite in that tone?" He said thrice: "A, A, A." 

[51] It is permissible to interpret The Torah or the other scriptures of 
Allah in Arabic or in other languages 

this is in view of Allah’s saying: “Say: bring ye the Torah and study it, if 
ye men of truth.” (A1 Imran 93) 

7541- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: Abu’sufyan Ibn 
Harb told me that Heraclius invited his interpreter and then asked for the 
letter sent by The Prophet (to be read for him), which implied: “In the name 
of Allah, The Most Gracious, The Most Merciful: From Mohammad, Allah’s 
slave and Messenger to Heraclius, the ruler of Romans: “Say: O People of 
the Book come to common terms as between us and you: that we worship 
none but Allah; that we associate no partners with him; that we erect not, 
from among ourselves, lords and patrons other than Allah. If then they turn 
back, say ye: bear witness that we (at last) are Muslims (bowing to Allah's 
will).” (A1 Imran 64) 
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7542- Abu'huraira "Allah be pleased with him" reported: The people of 
the Scriptures (Jews) used to recite the Torah in Hebrew and they used to 
explain it in Arabic to the Muslims. On that Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" said: "Do not believe the people of the Scriptures or 
disbelieve them, but say: "We believe in Allah, and the revelation given to 
us, and to Abraham, Isma’il, Isaac, Jacob, and the Tribes, and that given to 
Moses and Jesus, and that given to (all) Prophets from their Lord: we make 
no difference between one and another of them: and we bow to Allah (in 
Islam).”” (The Heifer 136) 

7543- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Jews brought 
to The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” a man and a 
woman from amongst them, who committed adultery. The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” asked the Jews: "What do you do with 
them?" They said: “We blacken their faces and disgrace them." He said: 
“Bring here the Torah and recite it, if you are truthful." (It was fetched, and) 
they came and asked a one-eyed man to recite. He went on reciting till he 
reached a point on which he put his hand. The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” said: “Lift up your hand!" He lifted his hand up. 
Behold! There appeared the verse of stoning the adulterers to death. Then he 
said: “O Mohammad! They should be stoned to death but we conceal this 
Divine Law among ourselves." Then The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and 
peace be upon him” ordered that the two adulterers should be stoned to 
death; and they were stoned to death. I saw the man sheltering the woman 
from the stones. (See Hadith No. 809, Vol. 8) 

[52] The Qur’an (competently) reciter will be with the honourable 
pious people 

7544- Abu’huraira “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: The Messenger 
of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: "Allah never listens 
to anything as He listens to a Prophet while reciting the Qur'an in a pleasant 
tone”, (or) “reciting it aloud.” 

7545- Az’zuhri narrated: I heard Urwa Ibn Az’zubair, Sa’eed Ibn 
Al’musaiyyab, Alqama Ibn Waqqas and Obaidullah Ibn Abdullah narrating 
from A’isha, the wife of The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”, the story forged by the liars who said what they said about her and 
how Allah revealed her innocence. Each of the four narrators related to me a 
part of her narration when she said: “Then I laid on my bed, knowing that 
I’m innocent, and Allah will surely show my innocence. By Allah I never 
thought that Allah would reveal Divine Inspiration in my case, as I 
considered myself too inferior to be talked of in the Holy Qur'an. I had 
hoped that Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" might 
have a dream in which Allah would prove my innocence. But Allah revealed 
“Those who brought forward the lie are a body among yourselves...” the ten 
holy verses (from The Sura of The Light: 11:20). 
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7546- Al’bara “Allah be pleased with him” narrated: I heard The 
Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” reciting in the 
Isha prayer “By the fig, and by the olive”. Indeed, I have never heard a 
sweeter voice and a more pleasant recitation than his.” 

7547- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Prophet 
"Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" was hidden from disbelievers in 
Mecca. The more he raised his voice as reciting The Holy Qur'an (in prayer), 
the more the unbelievers heard it (The Holy Qur’an), and abused The Holy 
Qur'an, and who came with it. In this way, Allah said to him: "Neither speak 
thy prayer aloud, nor speak it in a low tone, but seek a middle course 
between." (Al'isra 110) 

7548- Abdur’rahman narrated: Abu'sa'eed Al'khudri "Allah be pleased 
with him" said to my father: "I see you liking sheep and the wilderness. So 
whenever you are with your sheep or in the wilderness and you want to 
pronounce Adhan for the prayer, raise your voice in doing so, for whoever 
hears the Adhan, whether a human being, a jinn or any other creature, will 
be a witness for you on the Day of Judgement." Abu’sa’eed added: "I heard 
this (narration) from Allah’s Messenger “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon 
him”." 

7549- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Prophet “Allah’s 
blessing and peace be upon him” used (sometimes) to recite The Qur’an with 
his head in my lap, while I was menstruating.

7550- Omar Ibn Al'khattab "Allah be pleased with him" reported: I heard 
Hesham Ibn Hakim reciting The Sura of The Criterion (Al'furqan) during the 
lifetime of Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" and I 
listened to his recitation and noticed that he recited in several different ways 
which Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" had not 
taught me. I was about to jump over him during his prayer, but I controlled 
my temper. But as soon as he had completed his prayer, I put his upper 
garment around his neck and seized him by it and said: "Who taught you this 
Sura which I heard you reciting?" He replied: "Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" taught it to me." I said: "You are liar, for 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" has taught it to me 
in a different way." So I dragged him to Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing 
and peace be upon him" and said: "I heard this person reciting The Sura of 
The Criterion (Al'furqan) in a way which you haven't taught me!" On that 
Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be upon him" said (to me): 
"Release him! Recite, O Hesham!" Then he recited in the same way as I 
heard him reciting. Then Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace be 
upon him" said: "It was revealed in this way," and added: "Recite, O Omar!" 
I recited it as he had taught me. Allah's Apostle "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" then said: "It was revealed in this way. This Qur’an has been 
revealed to be recited in seven different ways. So recite of it whichever 
(way) is easier for you.” 
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[54] The Prophet’s saying: “Everyone is directed to find it easy to do 
what he has been created to do” 

7551- Imran narrated: 1 said: "O Messenger of Allah! Why do people (try 
to) do (good) deeds?" The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him" 
said: "Everyone is directed to find it easy to do what he has been created to 
do, or he will do those deeds which will be made easy for him to do." 


7552- Ali Ibn Abu'talib "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: We were with 
The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” in a funeral procession. He 
had a small stick in his hand, with which he started scraping the ground. He then 
said: "There is none among you, but has a place either in Paradise or in Hell 
assigned for him." We said: "O Allah's Apostle! Should we not depend on what has 
been written for us and leave the deeds?" The Prophet "Allah's blessing and peace 
be upon him" said: "Do (good deeds), for everyone is directed to find it easy (to do) 
what leads him to his destiny.” (Then he recited): “So he who gives (in Charity) and 
fears (Allah), And (in all sincerity) testifies to the Best, We will indeed make 
smooth for him the path to Bliss.” (The Night “Al’lail” 5:7)

Anger.” This is placed with Him on the Throne."

7555- Zahdam narrated: We were with Abu’moosa Al’ash’ari; and we had 
friendly relations with this family of Jarm. Then he was served with food 
containing chicken. There was a red-faced man from the tribe of Banu Taimullah, 
seemed to be a Mawla, sitting beside him, who did not approach the food. 
Abu’moosa said to him: “Come near (to eat), for I saw The Messenger of Allah 
“Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” eating it (the chicken).” He said: "I saw it 
(chicken) eating something dirty for which I consider it as unclean, so I took an 
oath not to eat it.” Abu’moosa said: “I will tell you about this matter. I went to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” along with a group of The 
Ash’arites, and asked him to provide us with means of transportation. He said: “By 
Allah! I would not provide you with any means of conveyance, and I have no 
means of transportation to provide you with.” Then some camels as booty were 
brought to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him”. He 
asked: “Where are The Ash’arites?” Then he provided us with five white camels 
with big humps. When we set out we said: “What have we done? The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” took an oath not to provide us with 
means of transportation and that he had no means of transportation to provide us 
with. We made the Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
forget his oath. We then would never be successful.” So, we returned to The 
Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” and told him of that. He replied: 
“It is not I, but Allah Almighty who provided you with the means of transportation. 
As for me, Allah willing, if I take an oath to do something, and later on I find out 
that it is more beneficial to do something different, I will do the thing which is 
better, and give expiation for my oath." 
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7556- Ibn Abbas “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The delegation of 
Abdul’qais came to The Messenger of Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be 
upon him”. They said: " We cannot come to you except in the sacred 
months, since there was the infidel (tribe of) Mudar between you and us. So 
please order us to do something good (concerning religion), by which we 
might enter Paradise, and of which we may inform our people whom we 
have left behind.” The Prophet “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” 
said: “I order you to do four things and forbid you four things. I order you to 
believe in Allah; and do you know what is the belief in Allah? It is to testify 
that there is no God but Allah, to offer prayers perfectly, to pay the 
obligatory charity, and to pay one fifth of the booty to be given for Allah’s 
sake. Then I forbid you to drink in dry gourds, green-coloured jars, 
receptacles, and hollowed stumps of palm-trees.” 

7557- A’isha “Allah be pleased with her” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The makers of those 
pictures will be punished on The Day of Judgement, to whom it will be said: 
“Give life to what you created.” 

7558- Ibn Omar “Allah be pleased with both” narrated: The Messenger of 
Allah “Allah’s blessing and peace be upon him” said: “The makers of those 
pictures will be punished on The Day of Judgement, to whom it will be said: 
“Give life to what you created.” 

7559- Abu’zur'a narrated: Abu’huraira said: I heard Allah's Apostle "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" saying: Allah said: “Who would be more 
unjust than those who try to create the like of my creation? Let them create a 
gnat! Let them create a wheat or a parley grain!” 

[57] The hypocrites’ recitation (of The Qur’an) never goes beyond

7560- Abu'moosa "Allah be pleased with him" narrated: The Prophet "Allah's 
blessing and peace be upon him" said: "The example of a believer who recites the 
Qur’an and acts on it, like a citron which tastes good and smells good. The example 
of a believer, who does not recite the Qur’an but acts on it, is like a date, which 
tastes good but has no smell. The example of a wicked person who recites the 
Qur’an is like a basil, which smells good, but tastes bitter. The example of a wicked 
person who does not recite the Qur’an is like a colocynth which tastes bitter and has 
no smell."
